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Asbestos, heat 
delay construction

After digging a 13-foot pit and 
excavating 16,000 tons of earth in 
back of the library, construction 
will be on the rise from here on 
out. 

"We’re on our way up instead 
of on our way down," Ron Doer- 
zaph, facilities planning adminis¬ 
trator said. 

'That ’hole’ really is the lower 
level of the library. They’re just 

building the foundation walls and 

the columns now. There has been 
a lot of concrete that has gone into 
that now." 

Doerzaph said the $5.45 million 
project is close to being on 

schedule for completion in January 

of 1990. 

As for the Student Center reno¬ 
vation, estimated by Doerzaph to 
cost in excess of $2.75 million, is 
lagging at least a month behind the 
projected January, 1989 comple¬ 
tion date. 

"I would think, by the middle 
of January, the top floor and the 
lower level will probably be ready, 
along with the atrium. The thing 
that I’m a little hesitant on would 
be the first floor, because that has 
the kitchen. Anything that has to 
do with the cafeteria kitchen might 
be somewhat behind schedule." 

Doerzaph said the reasons for 


the delay can be attributed to the 
necessary removal of asbestos 
insulating the pipes and the recent 
extreme temperatures. 

"We couldn’t let the major con¬ 
tractor get into the building, and 
he wouldn’t go into the building 
until the asbestos was removed. 
Because all the piping, except for a 
very small section, was going to 
be removed, the general contractor 
would not remove it until the 
asbestos was removed." 

Project manager Ron Clementz 
for Becker Bros., the hired con¬ 
tractor constructing the projects, 
said the asbestos is cancerous. 

"By the library there was a 
steam line pipe covered with it," 
Clementz said of the asbestos. 
"We had to stop and let them 
remove it." 

Doerzaph said the removal ot 
the carcinogenic fibers delayed 
construction for three weeks. 

"The hot weather has been a 
problem on both jobs," Doerzaph 
said. "We’ve had people walk oft 
the job because it’s just been too 
hot. You can’t blame them. It got 
to 130 degrees down in that hole 
by the library." 

"It was so hot you couldnt get 
a lot of production," Clementz 
said, "so we lost quite a bit of

Record breaking enrollment

This year’s freshman enrollment 
is projected to consist of 1025 
freshmen. 

'The indications of enrollment 
are higher than any other year in 
Bradley’s history," Alan Gaisky, 
associate provost for student 
affairs, said. "It appears that we 
are going to have a good year." 

The transfer enrollment is also 
projected to increase. Improve¬ 
ments in this program began about 
two years ago. The results appear 
to be showing up this year. 

"Final numbers can t be 
released until the third week of 
registration, due to fluctuations, 
Gaisky said. By then, the Univer¬ 
sity will know who didn’t show up 
and who dropped out. 

Gaisky said there are a number 


of reasons for the steady enroll¬ 
ment climb. It has been on this 
track since 1985, when the fresh¬ 
man class dropped to 707. "It is a 
combination of many things. To be 
honest, there are not a lot of ’Brad¬ 
leys’ left in the U.S." 

Bradley’s size and diversity 
attract many people to the campus, 
Gaisky said. New students get a 
positive impression of Bradley on 
visitors’ days. They get a chance to 
talk and interact with students and 
faculty. 

Bradley is also doing a better 
job in the marketing department in 
and out of Illinois. Recruitment 
has become more personalized. 
Not only does Bradley have 
representatives across the country, 
but an employee on campus will 
make an effort to meet future stu¬ 


dents in their home state, Gaisky 
said* 

The major recruitment publica¬ 
tions for prospective students have 
taken on a newer and fresher look. 
Gaisky said the University was 
ready for a change, a chance that 
he would have been afraid to take 
5 years ago. 

The Residence Hall of the 
Future appeals to many incoming 
students. Fifty-five percent of the 
freshman class are participating in 
this program, according to Joel 
Hartman, associate provost for 
information technology and 
resources. This programs interest 
has increased 10 percent each year 
since 1986.

"What goes up must come 
down." Unfortunately this familiar 
cliche doesn’t stand up against the 
rising cost of tuition. In the 
1987-88 year, tuition and fees 
were $7,114. This year, tuition 
and fees rose to $7,534, an 
increase of 5.9 percent. 

Though increases are readily 
welcomed by students or parents, 
Bradley’s tuition increase is actu¬ 
ally below the national 7 percent 
average increase for private, four- 
year institutions. 

Gary Anna, Bradley’s vice- 
president of business affairs, said 
we must accept trade-offs. "Higher 


prices equal a higher quality ot 
education," Anna said. "Extra tui¬ 
tion dollars will be used to provide 
reasonable salaries for faculty 
members which are currently 
below national averages." Tuition 
increases are also used to provide 
more and better computers as well 
as lab equipment. 

A tuition increase is determined 
by the Board of Trustees. In 
October of every year, the board 
must first approve a tuition 
increase range and then approve an 
expense range. Finally, in April, a 
tuition increase recommendation in 
made, which may or may not be 
approved.

Anna said inflation rates play a 
large role in determining the per¬ 
cent of increase per year. "In the 
late ‘70s," Anna said, "the increase 
rate was 12 percent, due to the 
high inflation at that time."

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Pledges answer to call of the greeks

Five-hundred men and women 
stage-diving into the arms of hun¬ 
dreds of screaming onlookers. A 
scene from a Mel Brooks movie? 
No, this was Bradley University’s 
annual calling out, held Aug. 27 in 
Robertson Memorial Field House. 
Calling out is the final event of the 
Bradley Greek rush week. 

The events began around 
7:30 p.m., when over 300 men 
clad in tom t-shirts lined up alpha¬ 
betically outside of the Field 


House. Each man had a bid from a 
fraternity in his hand. This bid he 
eventually handed to Paul 
Auberry, the IFC rush chairman, 
who read it aloud. Then, one-by- 
one, they filed into the auditorium, 
where, upon hearing their names 
called, would take a running start 
and literally dive into their respec¬ 
tive fraternities. Once in the rubble 
of men, their shirts were ripped 
from their bodies and they were 
given shirts with the fraternity 
letters. 

The women, though not quite 
as rowdy as the men, were chant¬ 


ing and enthusiastic in their own 
manner. Their ceremony, which 
began at 9 p.m., was similar to the 
mens’ calling out. They handed 
their bids to Ann Sutter, the Pan- 
Hellenic rush chairman. After she 
read their names and what sorority 
they were pledging, they jumped 
into their selected sororities. The 
sorority girls then placed shirts on 
them with the house letters. 

The tradition of calling out 
dates back many years. It was ori¬ 
ginally held outside Bradley Hall. 
During the early ‘60s a sudden 
rainstorm forced the entire crowd 


Students rush into greek life

Calling Out 1988 marked the end to one of the 
larger Greek Rush weeks in Bradley’s history. Over 
80 percent of the freshman class participated in Rush, 
with approximately 46 percent pledging to Greek 
houses. 

Fraternity Rush began with an average number of 
450 participants. A total of 270 men were called out, 
a larger amount than in past years. 

"I thought it was great. The fraternities worked 
well together/ said Paul Auberry, the Interfratemity 
Council (IFC) Rush Chairman. "It was a unified 
Greek effort." 

Sorority Rush was an average size. Compared to 
last year, 35 to 40 more women were admitted, due to 
a rise in the quota from 32 to 37 new members per 
house, making a total of 250. Alpha Chi Omega will 
have informal rush until the end of September. 

Panhellenic Rush Chairperson Ann Sutter said, 
"Getting everyone where they are supposed to be, and 
working around obstacles such as classes were two of 
the most challenging problems with Rush." 

Fall Rush is definitely larger, but fraternities do 
participate in second semester Rush as well. On the 
average, 45 men take part and all of them are 
accepted into a fraternity. The sororities do not parti¬ 
cipate because of their quotas and low interest during 
the second semester. 


Although there is not a strong interest in Rush 
second semester, Sutter said there would still be a 
large fall participation even if it began later in the 
semester. The Greek system does not want it to be 
postponed because they want people who do not know 
the system to learn without any preconceived images 
of the fraternities and sororities. 

Overall, the majority of the Greeks are very 
pleased with the outcome of the fall 1988 Rush. "We 
had more people at calling-out than we planned for," 
said Craig Lodico, president of Sigma Chi. "It was 
not petty: there was not as much competition. Central 
Rush was really good," Sutter said. 

Of the 270 men to call-out, the unofficial number 
admitted to each fraternity is as follows:

into the dry shelter of the Field 
House. The assembly hall posed 
such a great atmosphere for the 
event that it was decided to con¬ 
tinue the calling out there, uncon¬ 
ditional of the weather. 

The location is not the only 
change that has come to pass. 
Originally, there were only 10 fra¬ 
ternities partaking in the festivities. 
Today, 17 fraternities and six 
sororities involve themselves in the 
event. With the growth in 
numbers, changes had to be made 
to intensify the crowd control. Last 
year, two minor injuries resulting 
in hospitalization occurred. 

Ed King, executive director of 
housing-residential life and student 
judicial system, believed that hav¬ 
ing less people in "the pit," the 
place where the house members 
wait for the pledges, would 
improve safety. The 25-man rule 
was placed into effect. This stated 
that only 25 people could stand in 
the pit to catch the rushees, rather 


than having the entire chapter, as 
they had done in past years. 
Apparently, this rule was a huge 
success because no injuries were 
reported. King was extremely 
satisfied with the effects of this 
new rule and plans on adhering to 
it for future calling outs. Other 
slight modifications may occur at a 
later date when the event is re¬ 
evaluated. 

When Sutter and Auberry were 
asked to describe calling out, they 
used common words such as "suc¬ 
cessful," and "unified." "Every¬ 
one got along really well, all the 
houses were excited for one 
another, and cheered for all the 
pledges regardless of what house 
they jumped," said Sutter. Paul 
stressed the fact that there were no 
fights among the fraternities as 
there had been in other years. He 
was extremely satisfied with the 
outcome and could not think of 
any changes to enhance the activity 
at this present time. 


Sex scandal scares off 
would be students 

(CPS)-Last spring’s sex scandal apparently has caused a 72 percent 
enrollment drop at Jimmy Swaggart’s bible college in Baton Rouge, La., 


this fall. 

School officials say about 400 students have signed up for classes at 
the school, compared to 1,451 in fall, 1987, attorney William Treeby 
said. 

Treeby conceded some students and faculty members left the school 
after the Assemblies of God Church defrocked Swaggart, who had con¬ 
fessed to committing unspecified "sins." Debra Murphree, a prostitute, 
said she had posed naked for the evangelist in a Louisiana motel room 


several times. 

Treeby said Swaggart Bible College will open a new seminary, with 
12 students, despite the enrollment drop. 

"We’ve just started to promote the bible college through the televi¬ 
sion program," he said. "We’ll know more when classes start" in Sep¬ 
tember.

Dear Editor, 

At a recent veterans conven¬ 
tion, Republican Presidential nom 
inee George Bush defended his 
running-mate’s decision to evade 
the Vietnam War. He noted that, 
although Dan Quayle might not 
have served in Vietnam, 'Tie did 
not go to Canada, he did not bum 
his draft card and he damn sure 
didn’t bum the American flag." 
One democratic observer outraged 
at Mr. Bush’s statement, retorted, 
"It (Mr. Bush’s defense) is like 
taking the credentials of a phi¬ 
landerer and saying, ’He didn’t 
beat his wife, he didn’t abuse his 
children, and he paid the mort¬ 
gage.’ It’s just all 'beside the 
point." 

The controversy surrounding 
Dan Quayle is a thorny one. The 
evidence indicates that he wanted 
to avoid fighting in Vietnam and 


that he used the political influence 
available to him to secure a posi¬ 
tion in the National Guard instead. 

What is troubling to this 
observer is not that Senator Quayle 
wanted to avoid the war (he cer¬ 
tainly was not alone in that desire); 
nor even that he used the resources 
available to him to finagle his way 
out of combat (pity the poor young 
men, however, that did not have 
access to Senator Quayle’s "honor¬ 
able" means of draft evasion). 
Rather, what is most disconcerting 
is the inconsistency between his 
response to the Vietnam draft and 
his political history. 

I, for one, am disheartened 
over Senator Quayle’s hawkish 
reputation as a politician — an ano¬ 
maly for someone so ingenious at 
avoiding war himself. It would be 
interesting to know what Senator 
Quayle’s feelings are toward those 
who, lacking the clout that he 
enjoyed, fled to Canada or went to 
prison to avoid being drafted. 
What is his position on those who, 
on the basis of moral conviction 
and not self preservation, cowar¬ 
dice or evasion of civic responsi¬ 
bility - refused to register, burned 
their draft cards or engaged in acts 
of protest or civil disobedience 


rather than take part in a war tha 
in their judgment was grossl) 
immoral? What has been Senatoi 
Quayle’s stance on issues such as 
amnesty for Vietnam draft regis¬ 
ters or on recent military incur¬ 
sions such as aid to the Contras, 
the invasion of Grenada or the 
bombing of Libya? 

The willingness to risk combat 
in Vietnam - a war against "com¬ 
munism" he himself supported — 
would certainly make Senator 
Quayle’s hawkish posture more 
credible. But a record and rhetoric 
more consistent with his own resis¬ 
tance to being on the front line of 
combat would make Senator 
Quayle a more credible and desir¬ 
able leader.

The West Bluff Word , a neighborhood newspaper, has returned to 
publication four months after its previous owner, Patricia Kenny, gave it 

^ After a good deal of paperwork and a $10,000 investment, Bradley 
instructors Joe Misiewicz and Jack Fought have gained possession of the 
"Word," and their version is quite a bit different from the old one. 

The "Word" now features color and a computer-designed layout, but 
one of the biggest changes is in distribution. Instead of being placed in 
stacks around town for readers to pick up, the new paper will be mailed 
directly to over 7,000 homes and 1,000 businesses the first of every 
month, Misiewicz said. 

As before, the "Word" is filled with stories concerning the economic 
impact of various activities on the neighborhood and community opinions 
on these matters. Its new features include book reviews, a veterinarians 
column by Dr. Charles A. Burmeister and pages featuring arts and area 

schools. , ^ ~ 

The "Word" offices are now located in Lovelace Hall, and its start 

has grown considerable. Fought is the managing editor, while Misiewicz 
is the advertising and marketing editor. They have six reporters at 
present; they expects to have about twelve by the second issue. 
Misiewicz said that he and Fought intend to have from three to four stu¬ 
dents work for them, either paid or on internships. 

Why expend so much money and effort on a canceled newspaper. 
"We felt neighborhoods should have newspapers," Misiewicz said. 

Fought said, 'It had been in operation for 11 years. When Kenny 
gave it up, we didn’t want to see it die."

Dr. Joe Misiewicz, director of 
the communications department, 
said that some of these additions 
are replacements for former Brad¬ 
ley instructors, while some have 
been moved from part-time to 
full-time status.

Gozzi has a Ph.D. in communi¬ 
cations from the University of 
Massachusetts. He works in multi¬ 
ple fields in the department. 

Radio and television are the 
subjects Gullifor emphasizes. He is 
expecting to earn his Ph.D. in 
communications this year. Gulli¬ 
for has come from the University 
of Missouri-Columbia, where he 
taught introductory speech. 

Teresa Holder has a MA in

University. She is teaching speech 
and PR. 

Dan Kerns is from Peoria, and 
he has worked at Bradley as an 
audio-visual assistant and a speech 
communication instructor. Now, 
he teaches speech and television.

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"Robbers" cast 
steals the show

"The Robber Bridegroom" 
mows'how to steal its audience’s 
mention. Wifh a fast-paced plot, 
>ong and dance numbers and a 
iynamic cast of characters, Brad¬ 
ley University’s theater department 
has a show that they can be proud 
of. 

"The Robber Bridegroom" 
(1942) was written by Eudora 
Welty, who was bom in 1909 in 
Jackson, Miss. Her other novels 
include "The Delta Wedding," 
'The Ponder Heart" and "Losing 
Battles." Book and lyrics are by 
Alfred Uhry and music by Robert 
Waldman. 

Directed by Bradley alumnus 
Carey Libkin, from the University 
of Illinois, an assistant professor in 
the Department of Theater’s pro¬ 
fessional training program, and 
produced by James Ludwig, "The 
Robber Bridegroom" boasts a cast 
of 17 and a four-piece orchestra 
(Marshall Wetsenburger, bass, Ed 
Bell, first violin, Ken Felix, 
second violin and Jim Bonnet on 
banjo) in its two acts. 

"I was committed to a 
storyteller’s production -- everyone 
in the cast is very important. I 
essentially had 17 people on stage 
> for two hours, so working with 
them was exciting as well as a 
I challenge, because everyone had to 
be placed on stage so they could 
be seen and heard at all times," 
said Libkin. 

The Robber Bridegroom" 
takes place along the Old Natchez 
Trace near Rodney, Miss, in 1795. 
This old folk tale takes place at a 
square dance in a large barn, and 
tells the story of a highway man, 

, Jamie Lockheart (Christian Man- 
cini) who schemes to con an old 
and wealthy planter, Clemment 
Musgrove (Lloyd Overcash) out of 
his fortune by marrying his 


homely, virgin daughter, Rosa¬ 
mond (Melissa Vogelsinger). This 
would be a fine invitation to 
Musgrove’s second wife Salome 
(Debra Price), who would like to 
be rid of her daughter, except that 
Rosamond has fallen in love with a 
robber she has met in the woods. 

Two stunning performances 
were given by Vogelsinger and 
Price (both from previous Bradley 
productions: "She Stoops to Con¬ 
quer" and "Quilters"). Even 
though their characters abhor each 
other with a driving passion, not 
unlike Cinderella and her wicked 
stepmother, these two actresses 
demonstrated their capability to 
make their characters believable 
and filled with intensity. Price’s 
interpretation of a bawdy, lustful, 
loud-mouthed Salome was right on 
target. The interaction between 
Salome and Goat, a confused sim¬ 
pleton (played by Pip Lilly), also 
made for classic comedy set-ups. 

Other notable performances 
included those of Jeffrey Dent and 
Rich Massarelli, Jr. the brother 
duo of Little Harp and Big Harp 
(actually, it’s just the head of Big 
Harp that Little Harp carries 
around). Goat’s mother and sister, 
Sarah Ahmad and Amanda Tho¬ 
mas, respectively, a comical yet 
annoying raven, Martha Thomas 
and the other residents of Rodney : 
Sarah Braun v Sam Hull, Jr., Mark 
Lemer, Don Pinkston, Quenten 
Schumacher II, Dan Simenc and 
Dawn Thompson all of whom add 
vocal depth and a vast amount of 
experience. 

The set, created by Daniel, was 
wonderful, with little nooks and 
crannies for the characters to move 
in and out of. It was built nearly 
six weeks before the first rehearsal 
began on Aug. 1. "It was

Slugs slithering quietly to the top with debut album

If someone had told me a week 
ago that I would be attending the 
Slugs’ return to Peoria, I would 
have thought I was seeing a cheap 
‘70s horror flick rather than enjoy¬ 
ing some of the most rousing live 
music I have heard all year. 

The Slugs, a Chicago-based 
band currently touring the 
Midwest, appeared at Co-op 
Records on Main and University 
last Tuesday evening from 5 to 7 
p.m. for an enthusiastic (if rela¬ 
tively small) audience. Had I 
known about the band’s lively 
stage presence and musical style, I 
would have strongly encouraged 
fellow music "connoisseurs" not to 
miss the performance. 

Actually, the Slugs’ appeal lies 
in their casual "let’s have a good 
time" attitude during a live show. 
Trading witticisms with and taking 
requests from their audience, the 
band performed a range of covers 


from U2 to Wings to "Movin’ On 
Up", the theme song from the TV 
show The Jeffersons." (The latter 
turned out to be a surprisingly 
energetic live number.) Their ren¬ 
ditions of the classic late ‘60s 
sounds of groups such as the 
Doors and the Who were particu¬ 
larly strong. The music was catchy 
though the singing was a bit off; 
and later, the spirits were still high 
as the Slugs talked about their 
current tour and their new album. 

The Slugs - Dag Juhlin on gui¬ 
tar, Gregg Juhlin on bass, and 
Mike Halston on drums - have 
been playing together for roughly 
five years, and since recently tak¬ 
ing over their own management, 
are in the midst of their most 
extensive tour yet, playing 15 
shows in 15 cities in the same 
number of days. They indicate 
that the tour is doing extremely 
well, while also improving their 
musicianship and their credibility

as a band. Gregg added. Touring 
as a rock band, opening for the 
Db’s at the Cabaret Metro (in Chi¬ 
cago), and putting out an album 
have made people really take us 
seriously." Are the Slugs being 
taken seriously enough? "Well, it’s 
a little disheartening that our style 
doesn’t really fit into the college or 
top-40 charts," Dag said. "But 
people are beginning to relate with 
the seriousness of our music as 
well as our sense of humor on 
stage, and that’s what we want — 
basically an open-minded audi¬ 
ence. " 

The Slugs’ first album "Non- 
Stop Holiday," co-produced by the 
Slugs, Phil Bonnet and Johnny L., 
required about a year for this live- 
oriented band to feel comfortable 
with the studio situation, Dag said. 
"Before recording, we had to work 
on our own natural sound. We 
wanted to do it right, instead of 
coming out with something that 
sounded like an underground 
album." 

After thoroughly enjoying the 
Slugs’ solid musical performance 
and optimistic conversation, I 
practically ran home with my copy 
of "Non-Stop Holiday." I had my 
reservations that another vocalist 
was needed (if three’s a crowd, 
then what’s one more?) but because 
I was so impressed with the music 
itself, I assumed I had an easy 
rave review in my hands. Never 
assume. 

The album, though the more I 
listen to it the more I like it, is 


musically schizophrenic, especially 
when compared to the Slugs’ live 
sound, which is pure rock and roll. 
The first song, "Clock That Won’t 
Stop," is characteristic of several 
other songs on the album — a 
jaunty little tune backed by solid 
percussion but paired with rather 
mediocre verses. Furthermore, the 
little trick of simply repeating the 
song title over and over make for a 
rather monotonous chorus in each 
of these songs, and they all begin 
to sound the same. 

Just before minor disappoint¬ 
ment sets in, the music undergoes 
a Jecky 11/Hyde transformation, and 
the listener is confronted by 
headbanger’s punk with a

migraine. "Indiana Hardcore," I’m 
sorry to say, sounds like Black 
Flag gone bad, with its lyrics such 
as "...Anarchy/Breaking all the 
rules again/...why should we go to 
school again?" In fact, none of the 
lyrics on the album are particularly 


outstanding — they deal with your 
basic themes about life’s confu¬ 
sions, including the question 
"What kind of music are these 
guys trying to deal with here?" 

After two more tortured varia¬ 
tions on the punk strain, the Slugs 
again change styles on us; how¬ 
ever, this sound is the one worth 
pursuing, and luckily, it encom¬ 
passes most of the second side. To 
describe it, I might say the songs 
sound like a cross between early 
Bruce Springsteen and R.E.M., 
but I give all credit to the Slugs 
for developing this style, and I sin¬ 
cerely hope they stick with it as 
far as any future studio work. 
The Price of Fame" is a particu¬ 
larly catchy number - one of those 
to which you immediately start 
snapping your fingers and whis¬ 
tling along. Perhaps the best song 
on the album is the last, called 
"When the News Came Down." I 
can’t really explain why; it’s just 
one of those songs that you hear, 
and you' think, "Wow — now 
there’s a good song." It’s melodic 
and its tone is almost hopeful, as if 
to say, "OK, this album rates 
about a 7 out of 10, but just wait 
jntil the next one." 

As I said, "Non-Stop Holiday" 
is beginning to grow on me, but its 
hesitant variation of musical styles 
hardly rivals the confidence of the 
Slugs’ live performance. Keep your 
eye on this band - maturity will 
do a lot for their personal style and

He was 
signed with RCA records in 1985, 
but wasn’t well known until he 
wrote Huey Lewis’ big hit, 
"Jacob’s Ladder." 

His career took off from there. 
His fresh, clean sound, with its 
emphasis on keyboards and 
unusual twang of a mandolin gave 
him one hit after another, and 
earned him a Grammy award in 
1986 as Best New Artist. 

The band featured on his last 
album offers a talented group of 
musicians. Hornsby plays the 
piano, the accordion, the syn¬ 
thesizer and sings lead vocals. 
George Marinelli, Jr. plays guitar, 
mandolin and sings background 
vocals. The guitar and the mando¬ 
lin are also played by Peter Harris. 
Joe Puerta is featured on the bass 
and also sings background vocals. 
John Molo is on drums. 

Opening for Hornsby is Melissa 
Ethridge, who brings a hauntingly 
soulful, folk-like sound to the 
stage, much like Janice Joplin or 
Suzanne Vega.

(CPS)-- It doesn’t pay to nag 
students about how bad drinking 
can be for them. 

Renelle Massey of the Univer¬ 
sity of South Florida found that 
challenging students’ assumptions 
that alcohol makes them hinny, 
brave, more sociable, sexier or 
better in some other way is the 
most effective way of getting stu¬ 
dents to cut down their drinking. 

"We’re looking at this as an 
approach to prevention" of alcohol 
abuse, Massey said. 

Some studies indicate that as 
many as 82 percent of the nation’s 
collegiates drink regularly, and 
excessive drinking has turned into 
a problem at many schools. 

Intoxicated students were 
blamed for turning a 1986 
Colorado State University block 
party into a riot, while hundreds 
have been arrested during drunken 


Cal., and Palm Springs, Fla. in 
recent years. Drunken parties at 
Iowa State and the University of 
Califomia-Santa Barbara last 
spring also led to arrests, injuries 
and vandalism. 

Excessive drinking has killed 
several students in recent years: a 
Rutgers University fraternity 
pledge died in February after a 
"drink ’til you’re sick" hazing ses¬ 
sion, for example. In 1985, a 
University of Colorado sorority 
pledge was killed after falling from 
a bridge during a drunken party. 

Hoping to curb such incidents 
and comply with lower drinking 
age laws, most campuses have 
developed "alcohol awareness pro¬ 
grams" that generally focus on the 
ill effects of drinking. The USF 
study is among the first to examine 
student drinking from an expecta¬ 
tions point of view.

normal alcohol consumption for 
three weeks, and then assigned 25 
to a program to lower their expec¬ 
tations of what alcohol could do 
for them. 

Twenty-five others joined a 
more traditional program about the 
dangers of excessive drinking, and 
27 received no counseling at all. 

Showing students how wrong 
those expectations are, Massey 
said, "is a lot more potent than 
just telling people about the poten¬ 
tial hazards of excessive drinking." 

High-level drinkers in the 
experimental program went from 
an average 9.7 drinks per week to 
6.1, while low-level drinkers 
dropped from 5.5 to four. 

High-level students in the tradi¬ 
tional program, however, changed 
only from 10.9 drinks per week to 
9.4. Low-level drinkers reduced 
their consumption from 6.4 to 
three drinks per week.

time." 

Despite the removal of 16,000 
tons of earth, additions are being 
made to the library. 

"the atrium at the library is 
similar to the atrium being built 
outside the Student Center, only it 
is inside the building," Doerzaph 
said. "You get underneath the 
atrium, you can see all the way to 
the roof. It just allows light to 
filter up to the middle of the 
library and open it up so it doesnt 
seem like you’re closed in." 

In addition to the atrium, the 
library size will increase by 53,000 
square-feet, doubling its present 
size. 

"We won’t know exactly how 
many more volumes of books we 
can add until we start, but we 
expect to be able to add around 
600,000 volumes," said Chuck 
Frey, special collections librarian. 

"The library is being built to 
accommodate the needs of ^ the 
University until the year 2000.

Frey said more important than 
the addition of volumes will be the 
installation of 500 new seats and 
more work areas. 

"We hope to alleviate some of 
the crowding and disperse the 
noise," Frey said. 

In an effort to make the library 
more accessible to Bradley stu¬ 
dents, all entrances will be located 
in the Quad area. There will be no 
entrances to the library from Brad¬ 
ley Avenue. 

"With the Student Center, 
we’ve gone the opposite way," 
Doerzaph said. "We’ve probably 
had to reduce some things, not in 
space though. There were feme 
things that we would’ve. liked to 
have done, but we just couldn’t do 
it. However, under the basic con¬ 
cept, all the space that we origi¬ 
nally started with is still there." 

With only one interior -wall 
remaining in the Student Center, 
demolition has ended and recon¬ 
struction is in progress. 

"Other than the outside walls 
and the floors, it’s been completely 
gutted," Doerzaph said. 'There 
are no walls in there other than the 
wall separating the original Student 
Center from the first expansion. 
That’s the only wall left." 

Filling the vacated space in the 
Student Center lot will be an 
atrium extending slightly out into 
the Quad connecting the Student 
Center to Sisson Hall, which is 
now housing student organizations 
and University offices. 

Once the Student Center is 
completed, students can look for¬ 
ward to a cafeteria roughly in the 
same location as the old one, with 
more tables and booths added. 
Several student lounge areas and a 
grill that will serve hamburgers 
and pizza at different hours will be 
replacing the office rooms that 
used to be along Elmwood. 

Also, on the main floor of the 
building in the northwest comer 
will be a convenience store, which 
will remain open longer than the 
bookstore, including weekends. 

The biggest difference in the 
building will be on the lower level. 
Replacing the bowling alley will be 
a 230-seat auditorium for movies 
and speeches.

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Jass: 40 years of memories

Ruth Jass, director of institu¬ 
tional research and registrar, will 
end her 40-year association with 
Bradley University when she 
retires at the end of the year. 

Jass, a native Peorian, has no 
definite plans at this time, but is 
optimistic about her future. Jass 
said, Tm looking forward to no 
schedule and no work. I have a 
cottage in Door County that I want 
to see more of. I’d like to see a lot 
more of the world. I want to catch 
up on my reading." 

Jass will retire together with 
Gloria Schafer, her close friend 
and associate of 27 years. Jass 
said, "Little did I know that that 
would happen 27 years ago. It 
doesn’t happen very often that you 
work with someone that long." 

Jass said of Schafer, "We’re 
really a good team. Gloria let me 
do the dreaming and she would be 
the one to implement. She was a 
problem-solver and she deserves a 
lot of credit." 

Jass had similar respect for the 
rest of her staff. 'They have been 
very good to me. It has been a 
team effort," she said. 


Over the course of her 40-plus 
years here, Jass has witnessed 
Bradley’s evolution from a small 
liberal arts school with a large 
Illinois-based student body to a 
diverse and cosmopolitan campus. 
She said, 'It was definitely a case 
of evolution and not revolution." 

When Jass was here as a chem¬ 
istry undergraduate during World 
War II, there were only 500 stu¬ 
dents at Bradley. Many of the 
campus buildings were temporary 
hangars and there were very few 
male students, because most were 
in the service. 

When the war concluded, dur¬ 
ing the second semester of her 
sophomore year, enrollment tripled 
almost overnight. 

Jass agreed that the diversity of 
Bradley seems more evident today 
than ever before. The University 
has attracted a wide range of peo¬ 
ple from different cultural back¬ 
grounds and places. She said, 
"We are small enough to have a 
collegiate atmosphere and large 
enough to have that diversity." 

That variety of people is partic¬ 
ularly evident when considering 
the large numbers of international 


students that have come here 
recently. According to Jass, the 
University has made a serious 
effort to recruit those students. Jass 
said, "As time goes on, the inter¬ 
national students will tend to 
recruit themselves. If they have a 
good experience, they will tell 
other students about it. " 

Jass feels that the "tremendous 
dedication of the faculty," 
Bradley’s unique position in the 
Midwest, and its wide range of 
courses and offerings are school 
strengths that have contributed to 
the University’s success. Bradley 
has certainly changed from 40 
years ago when a circus tent was 
pitched for students to register in. 

Jass said, "I hear so much that 
Bradley is better now. I probably 
shouldn’t say this, but I think 
we’ve always been better. " 

Jass has optimism for the con¬ 
tinued success of Bradley in the 
future. She feels that President 
Martin Abegg is well-suited for his 
job. Jass said, "His greatest asset 
is trust. He has trust from the 
internal campus and it permeates 
from the community. That trust is 
very apparent."

Kickers start second season

The Bradley soccer team 
opened their 1988 season yesterday 
without worrying about a sopho¬ 
more jinx. 

The Braves struggled in their 
first year of varsity soccer and 
ended up at 6-14. The Braves 
were outscored last year 60-18, but 
coach Tim Conley said the team 
will have a much improved offense 
this year and will be a lot more 
interesting to watch. 

A very strong recruiting class 
shows great hope for the ’88 sea¬ 
son. For the first time ever, the 
Bradley soccer program welcomed 
freshmen that the school recruited. 
Eleven new faces are on coach 
Conley’s roster and the expecta¬ 
tions are high. "The freshmen we 
have coming in have a better

[ classmen. The Braves are return¬ 


ing eight letterwinners from last 
year’s team, including the Braves 
1987 Most Valuable Player, goal¬ 
keeper Pete Wagner, and captains 
Don Schwegel and L ou Strecker. 



Also returning are Tim McGreevy, 
Dan Reilly, and Tedd Zebrowski, 
who accounted for one-third of the 
Braves’ total goals in ’87. 

The season started yesterday 
with a home opener against Quincy 
College, ranked 4th in pre-season 
Midwest polls. In last gear’s game 
against Quincy, the Braves first 
match in a Division I level, 
Quincy scored the only goal in a 
1-0 Braves’ loss. Some key games 
for the Braves include: St. Louis 
University; Drake; DePaul; and 
the Loyola-College Lakefront 


Tournament, in which the Braves 
finished third last year. 

When asked about the future, 
Conley said, "next year we should 
have a .500 winning percentage. 
The three things we need to estab¬ 
lish a good team are: better facili¬ 
ties closer to Bradley, three or 
four outstanding players a year and 
to continue to improve our 
schedule."

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Campustown confusion 

Construction delayed

There has been a lot of talk the 
past two weeks concerning the 
much anticipated Campustown 
Shopping Center. However, the 
center proposed a year ago, is still 
just talk. 

I Apparently there has been a 
breakdown in the lines of com¬ 
munication between the Joseph 
Construction Company and city 
planning officials. 

Gary Matthews, vice president 
and commercial sales manager for 
the Joseph Company, said the con¬ 
struction can’t begin until the city 
has decided on how it will finance 
the project. 

The proposed solution for 
financing the 90,000-square-foot 
shopping center was to implement 
Tax Increment Financing revenue 
bonds, a new type of redevelop¬ 
ment financing tool for the city. 

TIF revenue bonds for the 
center are dependent on the tax 
increment generated by the project 
to retire the bonds. TIF bonds, 
however, are generally viewed as 
being more risky as opposed to 
general obligation bonds supported 
by property taxes. 

"At this time we really can’t do 
a lot until they get the financing 
down/ Matthews said.

Specialist, Tome Brimberry said

financing is no longer an issue. 

He said. 'The City has not bor¬ 
rowed the money that has been 
arranged through its financing, and 
has not begun to negotiate with the 
property owners to purchase the 
property in Campustown until 
Joseph Company has lined up the 
major tenant and 60 percent of the 
Campustown shop attendants." 

The major tenant is slated to be 
a full scale grocery store. Brim- 
berry said he could not reveal the 
name of the store at this time. 

"I understand that if this gro¬ 
cery store attendant decides not to 
go through with the project at the 
Campustown site, there are two 
other grocery stores that are 
interested in the site," he said. 

Matthews said he was unaware 
that the city secured the financing 
of the project and the Joseph Com¬ 
pany is still in need of a 
redevelopment agreement from the 
city. 

"We are the ones that have 
done all the site plans and have 
done a lot of the work," Matthews 
said, "and yet we don’t have a 
redevelopment agreement. We’ve 
got to come to terms on things." 

The projected $6 million center 
will serve as a entrance to Brad¬ 
ley. The entrance will be on St.

Endorsement Act banks on space

An act went into effect Thurs¬ 
day, Sept. 1 that changes the way 
checks are endorsed and expediates 
the crediting process. 

According to an article in the 
Peoria Journal Star, the Expedited 
Funds Availability Act is designed 
to eliminate the nightmare of a 
bounced check because a deposit 
was put on hold by the bank. 
Banks make millions every year in 
interest because of this hold, and 
this act intends to cut the problem 
down. 

The new act works like this: if 
a person deposits a check from a 
local bank (Peoria is in the Chi¬ 
cago Federal Reserve Check Pro¬ 
cessing Region), the money must 
;>e available in three days. If the 
check is non-local, the money must 


be ready in seven days. These 
rules will change Sept. 1, 1990 to 
a two-day wait for local checks 
and five for non-local. In the past, 
it usually took eight to 10 days to 
clear a check, according to an arti¬ 
cle in Business Week. 

Endorsement of a check is lim¬ 
ited to the 1 1/2 inch area (the 
back of the left side of a check). 
The remaining part is for the 
banks. This endorsement process 
will help to speed the return of bad 
checks. 

The endorsement information 
must be legible and must adhere to 
the 1 1/2 inch rule. The bank may 
be liable to others for the check’s 
condition. Thus, a customer might 
have to pay a service charge to the 
bank for any problems. 

But what does this have to do 
with Bradley? Well, the University 


not excluded from this policy 
and some of its check cashing 
rules have changed. 

A student will now have to put 
his ID number, local address, and 
phone number on the front of the 
check. This saves room for the 1 
1/2 inch space on back. If the 
check is for cash for the student, 
his name must be signed on the 
back. 

"We aren’t having any prob¬ 
lems with the new policy," Bar¬ 
bara Dreher, book store manager, 
said.

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Enrollment impacts 
housing situation

With over three-quarters of the 
student body living on campus, in 
Greek houses, or in the Student 
Apartment Complex, changes had 
to be made to accommodate the 
increase in enrollment. Some of 
these changes include providing 
more beds and expanding the 
Residence Hall of the Future pro¬ 
gram. 

Eighty-five new beds were pro¬ 
duced as a result of these changes. 
This was accomplished by convert¬ 
ing the singles in Heitz to doubles, 
providing 50 new spaces. The 
other 35 were available by utiliz¬ 
ing the former Delta Zeta house on 
. The fourth floor of Lovelace Hall 
was also prepared as temporary 
housing for any overflow, although 
it was not necessary. 

Expansion in the Residence 
Hall of the Future was necessary, 
as 500 freshman joined the pro¬ 
gram. To facilitate this increase, 
Heitz became a computer hall. 
Geisert, the first computer 
residence hall, is over half under¬ 
classmen as well. 

When asked about the major 
problems, Mike Murphy, director 
of housing, said, Tve been 
through tripling and Tve been 
through running the YMCA, so 
right now I don’t consider this 
much of an adjustment. " 

Many changes are being con¬ 
sidered for some of the residence 
halls. Williams Hall will be closed 
next summer to remove present 
piping, work on the showers, and 
possibly more. Harper Hall is 
experimenting and all rooms may 
be lofted because of the small unit

size. University Hall also may 
make changes in the basement and 
upper lobby as well as ceilings and 
closets.

For the changes being contem¬ 
plated, student input is used 
because "nobody should know 
better what needs to be done," 
Murphy said. 

Part of the new housing facili¬ 
ties used this year is Delta Zeta 
house, formerly a Greek sorority. 

It now holds 35 sophomore girls 
from three sororities. Murphy said 
this is not a Greek house, but a 
University Administered Facility. 

To prepare the building for 
residents, many alterations were 
required. Separate phone lines 
were installed for each room and 
furnishings were provided. The 
inside and outside of the house was 
painted as well. 

The only difference in cost 
from other residence halls is a 
reduction equivalent to phone 
expenses, because these students 
have to pay bills directly to the 
phone company. 

construction to the Campustown 
project at the same time to take 
advantage of the economies of a 
larger project.

Sollars a math major said, most 
people wrongly assume that 
valedictorians can attend any col¬ 
lege that they want.

"Bradley looked 
at more than just the fact that I 
was valedictorian."

school. The reputation here is 
good too," he said. 

Gaisky said Bradley has many 
leadership opportunities for these 
and future valedictorians. 

"Everyone has a number of 
universities on their list, but they 
can’t choose specifically because of 
the amount of financial awards," 
Gaisky said. "The type of educa¬ 
tion offered and the possible 
leadership opportunities there are 
crucial."

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International controversy 



Since my stint as Editor of the Bradley Scout began, last April, I 
have heard a great deal about a certain issue which is of interest to Brad¬ 
ley University. 

The issue: Internationalizing Bradley. 

What does this entail? Does it mean going after more international 
students? 

If so, Bradley is going in the right direction. 

This year there are approximately 270 international students attend¬ 
ing Bradley compared to 252 international students a year ago, a 7.1 per¬ 
cent increase. 

Recruiting techniques Bradley uses in going after these international 
students include correspondence letters, and what Bradley calls the Far 
East Recruitment Drive , where recruiters travel to different countries sel¬ 
ling the University. 

This is a noble start, but if Bradley wants to be competitive with 
other schools in their effort to attract international students, then maybe 
they should go a step further. 

How about an International Center. 

Last fall a proposal for an International Center was submitted by Dr. 
William Walker, director of International Student Services. There has 
been little if no feedback on the project heard. 

This year’s theme at the University Conference: Internationalizing 
Bradley University. 

The conference consisted of speakers on International Students and a 
panel discussion on how to make Bradley a more enjoyable and educa¬ 
tional enviroment for international students. 

What topic consistently arose? building an International Center. 

So let’s talk about this. If an International Center is to be built on 
Bradley’s campus, what should it consist of? 

Well, this is where the controversy begins. 

During the 1987-88 academic year, the Bradley University Interna¬ 
tional Student Advisory Council had been discussing the possibilities of 
building an International center. To get feedback the council conducted a 
survey of International Students on how they felt about an International 
Center. 

Out of 255 surveys sent out, 144 students responded: 

•142 international students were in favor of having an International 
Center. 

• 136 international students felt it should have a residence hall in it. 

• 130 international students felt it should be used for social activities. 

Here are some condensed answers from the survey stating why an 

International Center should be built at Bradley. 

•Better cultural interaction, place to stay during breaks, solve cook¬ 
ing problems, make adjustment to culture easier, place for a better orien¬ 
tation, security and that it would prove that the University wants to take 
them seriously. 

Well, Tm bothered by the information I ran across. 

I am 100 percent in favor of having an International Center on 
Bradley’s Campus, but for different reasons from the international stu¬ 
dents. 

An International Center should be a place where both International 
and American students could go to be in a cultural and educational atmo¬ 
sphere. 

Not to live in. 

Black students have the Romeo B. Garrett Center, Jewish students 
have the Hilel House and Catholic students have the Newman Center. 
But these students don’t live there. 

They are places to go where one can feel at home and be in a cul¬ 
tural atmosphere. 

If an international student wants to come to study in the United 
States then he/she should be curious to learn how our culture is. 

One of the major complaints that international students have is that 
they don’t fit in, and they are secluded from American students. 

Well I can’t see an easier way to seclude the international students 
from everyone else than building them an International Center/Residence 
Hall for them to live in. 

They should be treated no differently than the rest of the students, 
which means living in the on-campus housing facilities for two 
years(Harper/Wykoff, Geisert, singles dorms, Heitz, Williams, Univer¬ 
sity Hall and SAC). 

Dr. Alan Gaisky, associate provost for student affairs, has been in 
charge of researching information about an International Center. 

Gaisky has traveled to other universities to look at their International 
Centers and will be talking about the proposal next Friday with his Stu¬ 
dent Advisory Committee. 

"I couldn’t give any sort of time frame/ Gaisky said. 'There are 
many factors that go into the planning, such as price, location and 
design. I am seriously leaning toward making a recommendation for an 
International Center as part of my Strategic Plan." 

So let’s put our heads together and build an International Center, but 
lets keep it to being a place where students can go to be with other Inter¬ 
national Students and learn about other cultures, not a place to house 
International Students. 

Wouldn’t it be smarter to build an International Center and a 
separate residence hall... 

...After all isn’t enrollment on the rise?

International Center 

Dear Editor, 

Recently, there have been many 
opinions expressed about the inter¬ 
national students’ request for an 
international center. However, 
many of those people involved are 
not clear as to what the interna¬ 
tional center will be. For starters, 
it is not for international students 
only, and will definitely not be a 
secluded haven for international 
students. 

The proposal for the center, 
which was drafted by the Interna¬ 
tional Students Advisory Council, 
clearly states that such a facility be 
a residential-type center for all 
interested Bradley students. With 
the exception of a kitchen and a 
meeting room residential hall. 
Rents will be paid, and strict rules 
and regulations will also be imple¬ 
mented. 

The main objective of the 
center is to provide a place which 
is conducive for inter-cultural 
interaction not only between 
Americans and international stu¬ 
dents, but also among the interna¬ 
tional students themselves, at their 
own pace. The idea behind the 
objective is so effectively "blend" 
international students into the 
Bradley community by solving 
difficulties like adjustment to a 
different life-style and diet. This 
will only result in increasing 
participation on 'campus by them. 
Concurrently, Americans would be 
given an excellent opportunity to 
learn and understand about other 
cultures. In essence, the center 
will further unify the student body, 
and would alleviate the worsening 
and much talked about "cultural 
and geographical illiteracy" prob¬ 
lem. 

The idea and objective of the 
center is definitely in line with 
Bradley’s effort to internationalize 
itself, and, without any doubt, a 
crucial component of the interna¬ 
tionalization process. Without such 
effort, the process of international¬ 
izing Bradley would be anything 
but realistic. 

We acknowledge that such a 
facility requires substantial 
resource, planning and study and 
therefore, only asked for its inclu¬ 
sion in Bradley’s strategic plan for 
the coming years. In view of its 
advantages and long-term contribu¬ 
tions to Bradley, an investment in 
the center is certainly more than 
justified. We also concede that 
there are less costlier alternatives, 
but none of them would be nearly 
as effective as a "standing " sign of 
the university’s recognition of the 
international students’ contributions 
-- an international center. 

Despite years of having to 
make do with extremely limited 
services and resources, like having 
one full-time faculty member to 
serve as the International Students 
Services Director for 270 interna¬ 
tional students, we have done 
remarkably well academically and 


socially, by any standards. But 
that was accomplished only 
through many personal sacrifice, 
not to mention tons of patience and 
perseverance; such achievements 
could not go on without substantial 
university assistance - which is 
unfortunately and inexplicably 
absent. Admittedly, a facility like 
the center would not solve all 
problems, but it is a crucial and 
effective step in the right direction. 
A look at the successes at similar 
facilities throughout the U.S. have 
shown us that. Furthermore, we 
had a center, before it was demol¬ 
ished a few years ago. If there is a 
time when we would should get a 
replacement, it is now. 

In closing, we ask that you, the 
readers, give this proposal about 
the international center a thought. 
The Bradley now and the future, 
without any doubt, needs it. The 
most important question is: will 
those people "up-there" see the 
wisdom of having it?... we will let 
time tell.

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SDI to upset Balance of Power

The Strategic Defense Initiative 
(SDI), whether it will work or not, 
is a gross waste of our economic 
and scientific resources. Those 
arguing in favor of it are throwing 
away the diplomatic agreements 
that could make it unnecessary. 

The United States and the 
Soviet Union are at a stalemate in 
the proliferation of nuclear 
weapons, both having the capabil¬ 
ity to destroy the world several 
times over. The concepts of Mutu¬ 
ally Assurred Destruction and Bal¬ 
ance of Power were formed with 
the idea that the superpowers were 
so balanced in their destructive 
powers that neither side would 
strike first in a nuclear war, for 
the result would be full retaliation 
and complete genocide. 

The fact that each' side has 
wanted to maintain these concepts 
of balance was demonstrated in the 
1972 Anti-Ballistic Missile Treaty. 
It limited the U.S. and Soviet 
Union to a single anti-ballistic mis¬ 
sile system per country, consisting 
of a radar and anti-ballistic mis¬ 


siles. The treaty even bans early 
warning radar systems and the test¬ 
ing of space-based anti-ballistic 
missile systems to keep both sides 
balanced and limit the threat of 
nuclear war. 

President Reagan practically 
discarded these concepts in March, 
1983, when he called for the mak¬ 
ing of a shield against nuclear 
weapons to make them obsolete. It 
is a noble idea, but while upsetting 
the Balance of Power, he is doing 
two very dangerous things: making 
the use of nuclear weapons a plau¬ 
sible idea and instigating a brand 
new arms race. 

If SDI works, it would reduce 
the number of missiles that could 
strike the U.S. As safe as this may 
sound, it may make the world even 
more dangerous. The U.S., know¬ 
ing it might survive a nuclear 
attack, could be pressed to make a 
first launch, should a crisis erupt. 
The Soviets would undoubtedly 
know this and would be more 
likely to launch a first strike if 
they thought we were close to 
pushing the button (hoping that 
they could get enough of their mis¬ 
siles through our defenses, to stop 


or limit our attack capabilities). 

SDI could easily be countered 
by increasing the number of war¬ 
heads and ballistic missiles to the 
point where enough of them were 
sure to get past our defenses. If 
the U.S. continues with SDI, the 
Soviets will be forced to follow 
suit. After both sides have amassed 
enough nuclear-charged lasers and 
particle-beam weapons, they’ll both 
have to produce even more mis¬ 
siles to counteract each others’ 
ABM systems. No one can win a 
cold war race. 

At the summit meeting in 
Reykjavik, Iceland, Mikhail Gor¬ 
bachev offered that he would agree 
to a 50 percent reduction in 
strategic nuclear weapons between 
the superpowers if President 
Reagan agreed to abandon SDI in 
light of the ABM Treaty. Reagan 
balked at the idea on the grounds 
that we need SDI for our security. 
What we need for our security is a 
bilateral reduction of nuclear 
weapons and normal relations 
between the superpowers, not a 
laser capable of burning holes in 
metal at 1,800 miles. 

Currently, U.S. and Soviet 


Union delegates are holding a 
conference to examine infractions 
of the ABM Treaty. The Soviets 
halted construction of a radar facil¬ 
ity in Siberia when the U.S. 
charged that it violated the treaty. 
The Soviets contend that SDI is a 
violation of the treaty, yet the U.S. 
has not stopped its development. 

U.S. negotiators say the 
Soviets’ demands for the removal 
of their uncompleted radar are 
"unacceptable," but won’t say what 
they are. The Soviets probably 
want us to obey the ABM Treaty 
in order for them to do so, but our 
leaders apparently want the treaty 
broken, so there will be one less 
obstacle to keep them from deploy¬ 
ing SDI. Breaking this treaty is not 
only a risky idea for the U.S., it is 
unnecessary at a time when ten¬ 
sions between the superpowers are 


lessening and the Soviets would 
rather refurbish their economy 
than follow us in a trillion dollar 
arms race. 

What the U.S. needs more than 
anything else right now, is the 
strengthening of the economy. The 
money spent on SDI could be 
better spent on developing new 
medicines, better ways of growing 
food or creating new consumer 
goods, rather than selling our 
scientific community to the Penta¬ 
gon because of lack of funds for 
legitimate research and a virtual 
surplus for those proponents of 
SDI. 

The SDI is a defensive system 
that we can’t afford, don’t need, 
and one that the Soviets will be 
forced to mimic. Surely our 
leaders can think of a better way 
of wasting our nations resources.

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Lemelle heads Black Studiesprogram

Dr. Anthony Lemelle has been 
hired as the new director of 
Bradley’s Black Studies Program. 

His plans for the program 
include improving the courses it 
offers and heightening student 
interest in it. 

Lemelle said there are currently 
only three classes in his curricu¬ 
lum: introduction to black history 
from 1619 to the present, a course 
in the black community today, and 
a course dealing with black culture 
and values. He said these classes 
are being evaluated and may be 
modified in order to meet other 
requirements of the college of 
liberal arts and sciences. This 
would make them more attractive 
to students who are already 
interested in a black studies minor 


but lack the time to take courses 
that will not help with their 
majors. 

"Black Studies is not just 
courses for black students," 
Lemelle said, adding that its 
classes are for anyone who is 
interested in American culture, his¬ 
tory and life. 

He said the first proposal for 
the Black Studies Program was 
made by Gene Young in December 
1978. The demand for such curri¬ 
culum, however, had already been 
present for quite some time. 


'The program comes from a 
national surge in Black Studies," 
he said. He estimated this move¬ 
ment began in 1968. 

Lemelle, who also is an assis¬ 


tant professor of sociology at 
Bradley, has taught at many cam¬ 
puses. Recently, he was a profes¬ 
sor at Louisiana State University. 
He has also been the assistant dean 
for Black Studies at Gettysburg 
College in Pennsylvania. At the 
University of Minnesota he was a 
sociology professor. He has earned 
his B.A., his master’s and his 
Ph.D. at Park College in Missouri, 
California State University and the 
University of Califomia-Berkely, 
respectively. 

Over the summer, he received 
word that he had been accepted at 
Bradley. He said the committee in 
charge of finding a new director 
had been searching since last year. 
"I was happy to have been offered 
this position, * he said. 


Lifelong learning creates classroom culture

This school year, the Depart¬ 
ment of Continuing Education and 
Professional Development is 
offering alternatives to the usual 
major-oriented courses. Students 
wishing to expose themselves to 
the "finer things in life" can enroll 
in classes covering topics such as 
wine tasting, classical music, and 
literary discussion. 

These non-credit courses have 
been designed to supplement Brad¬ 
ley academics or to support stu¬ 
dents’ interests outside the class¬ 
room, said Carol Goode, director 
of non-credit programs. 

The classes were developed as 
part of a "lifelong learning pro¬ 
cess. " Goode said she sees educa¬ 
tion as continual: students take 
classes like Insurance Management 
and Let’s Learn to Draw to either 
upgrade job skills, benefit their 
future or to satisfy goals. 

For example, the symphony 
music course compliments each 


performance of the Peoria Sym¬ 
phony Orchestra with supplemen¬ 
tary lectures by Dr. Allen Cannon. 
Participants meet before each 
concert to discuss upcoming 
highlights, one of which will be 
the trumpet solo by associate pro¬ 
fessor Martin Berinbaum of the 
University of British Columbia. 

Another course, Uncorking the 
Wine Mystique, is designed for 
persons who have always wanted 
to be introduced to the world of 
fine wine and dining. Unlike com¬ 
puter programming in "C" 
language, though, the wine primer 
course has an age requirement of 
21 . 

Goode said slightly under 90 
percent of the students enrolled in 
the non-credit programs are from 
25 to 55 years of age. "College 
students are changing," Goode 
said. "A growing number of peo¬ 
ple are coming back to campus 
after they thought they’d finished." 

"In the Continuing Education 


Department, we try to build 
awareness of things available in 
the community." Some of the 
non-traditional students have been 
retired for many years but enjoy 
not having weekly assignments and 
an atmosphere without rigid com¬ 
petition. Another course 
specifically designed for non- 
traditional students is the 
ACT/SAT Review in which high 
school students can be better 
prepared for their college entrance 
exams. 

Books Alive, Antiques II, 
Investments and the Stock Market, 
and a supervisory skills program 
round out the list of classes. Most 
courses begin the week of Sep¬ 
tember 12 with fees ranging from 
$35 to $275.

Scholarship sends students to Britain

Students can study in Britain 
for two years thanks to the British 
Marshall Scholarships for Gradu¬ 
ates Studies program. 

This program was originally 
established and funded by the Brit¬ 
ish Government in 1953. It was a 
national gesture of thanks to the 
United States for their aid to Bri¬ 
tain under the Marshall Plan. Its 
main purpose is to give American 
students the opportunity to study 
seriously in one of 45 Britain 
universities, which include Oxford, 


The Marshall administration 
insists that all the participants in 
the program do not consider 
themselves as tourists, but rather 
as British citizens for a two-year 
period. The participants have the 
option of majoring in all the liberal 
arts branches, art history, or 
economics. 

To qualify for the scholarship 
the applicant must be under the 
age of 26 and graduated from an 
American university with a 
minimum grade point average of 
3.75. Success in the field of 
academics is not the only thing that 
is judged. Extra-curricular activi¬ 
ties including both varsity and 


intramural sports are an added 
advantage when applying for the 
scholarship. 

Bradley has never had any par¬ 
ticipants in the program. Dr. 
Warren Dwyer, Bradley’s Marshall 
advisor, said. He said, " it would 
be a great plum for the University 
to be involved in such a presti¬ 
gious program. * 

Applications and further infor¬ 
mation about the program can be 
obtained through Dr. Dwyer in the 
English and foreign language 
department. The deadline for 
applications for next year is Oct. 
15.

Kids are poorer,at home longer 


(CPS) - Young people today 
are the most — but not the best — 
educated in history, and are taking 
longer to become self-supporting 
adults than earlier generations, a 
new government report asserted. 

Americans in their 20’s are liv¬ 
ing at home longer, delaying mar¬ 
riage, and living on declining 
salaries, the U.S. Dept, of Educa¬ 
tion found in its "Youth Indicators 
1988 " paper released August 22. 

"One of the questions that leaps 
out at me is: How does a kid in 
America know when he’s grown¬ 
up? The transition from childhood 
to adulthood is taking longer than 
it used to, and it has more pit- 
falls," project director Emily 
Wurtz said. 

"Youth Indicators 1988," com¬ 
piled from government data dating 
back to 1950, found that almost 54 
percent of the nation’s 18-to-24- 
year-olds are living with their 
parents, up from 43 percent in 
1960. 

"American young people seem 
to be staying younger longer," said 
Assistant Education Secretary 
Chester Finn. "They seem to 
become autonomous, self- 
supporting individuals at a slower 
rate than was once the case." 

But Matt Kissane, a 22-year-old 
Columbia College senior who lives 
with his parents near Chicago, 
says economics play a greater role 
than immaturity. 

"I have to live at home for 
economic reasons. I work. I pay 


my own tuition. I pay for my own 
transportation. Growing up doesn’t 
have anything to do with it. I'm 
not dependent on my parents. I am 
dependent on their house." 

The report also discovered that 
the median annual income for men 
aged 20 to 24, after adjusting for 
inflation, fell from $18,792 in 
1970 to $14,152 in 1985. 

"Overall, the tendency in the 
country has been to assume that 
when you graduate from high 
school, you’re on your own, you’re 
headed for a life at least as good 
as your parents or maybe better," 
said Samuel Halperin of the Wil¬ 
liam T. Grant Foundation,, which 
has conducted research on the 
status of youth. 

"That just isn’t true anymore ... 
It’s a lot harder for young people 
to be successful in the world and 
raise a family." 

The median age of women to 
enter their first marriage climbed 
from 20.3 years in 1950 to 22.8 
years in 1985. 

"Kids are becoming adults later 
and having sex sooner, getting 
married older and getting pregnant 
younger," said Wurtz. 

Alcohol and some drug use are 
down, according to the report, but 
cocaine use has increased among 
high school seniors. Suicides are 
up, while deaths by accidents and 
homicide are declining. 

Wurtz noted such problems are 
self-inflicted. 

"Medicine has brought disease 


increasingly under control. Polio, 
for instance, has disappeared. For 
anyone who lived through the 
1950s, that’s enough to bring tears 
to your eyes. But what do today’s 
kids suffer from? Sexually 
transmitted disease, drug abuse, 
suicide; in other words, the things 
they are suffering from are 
behavioral, not inflicted by the out¬ 
side world." 

The percentage of college gra¬ 
duates among Americans aged 25 
to 29 increased from 7.7 percent in 
1950 to 22.4 percent in 1986. The 
1986 total of those with some col¬ 
lege, 44 percent, is greater than 
the percentage with only a high 
school education, 42, for the first 
time in American history. 

But Finn said falling standard¬ 
ized test scores, plus the last-place 
ranking of U.S. students in recent 
international science and math 
tests, are reasons for concern. 

"I have to say that while a lot 
more kids are getting more educa¬ 
tion in the numbers of years of 
schooling, they don’t know very 
much," he said. 'They make me 
worry about the future of a coun¬ 
try that’s raising up people with a 
number of years in school but that 
don’t know anything." 

But American youths are doing 
better than many believe, Finn 
said. "Overall, it’s not as gloomy 
as most people believe. The 
younger generation is not going to 
the dogs ... but it’s a very mixed 
kennel."

College:thingof the past 


(CPS)—Businesses that hire 
technical and other skilled workers 
think their own in-house training 
programs are better sources of 
manpower than colleges, a survey 
released Aug. 21 by private trade 
schools said. 

One-third of the respondents, 
moreover, say private trade 
schools appear more interested in 
making a profit and taking advan¬ 
tage of federal student aid than in 
training students. 

More than 70 percent of the 
400 businesses questioned rated 
in-house training programs as an 
important source of skilled labor, 
according to the survey commis¬ 
sioned by the National Association 
of Trade and Technical Schools. 

Sixty percent of the employers 
listed four-year colleges and 
universities as important sources of 
labor. Fifty percent also listed 
private trade schools and 45 per¬ 
cent cited vocational high schools. 

"In general, employers are 
satisfied with the job we do," Wil¬ 
liam Carson, the association’s 
chairman said. 

Two-year public vocational 
schools, including community col¬ 


leges, were listed by 44 percent of 
the businesses as an important 
source of skilled employees, while 
union apprenticeships were named 
by only 26 percent. 

The telephone survey quizzed 
managers at computer program¬ 
ming and service companies, auto 
repair shops, radio, television and 
appliance repair firms and physi¬ 
cians’ and dentists’ offices. 

While 62 percent of the sur¬ 
veyed companies say they have 
graduates of private trade schools 
on their payrolls, only 50 percent 
actively recruit at the schools, and 
just 14 percent said they actually 
contract with such schools to train 
workers for them. 

Only 46 percent of the sur¬ 
veyed companies said private trade 
school graduates had a better 
chance of getting a high-paying job 
than public vocational school gra¬ 
duates. 

Although Education Secretary 
William Bennett said private trade 
schools are not being singled out 
for harsher treatment than other 
colleges in the federal 
government’s crack down on stu¬ 
dent loan defaulters, he has criti- 
cized them for high default rates. 


Medical school enrollment drops 


(CPS) — Fewer students are 
applying to go on to med school, 
the American Medical Association 
(AMA) said. 

Medical school applications, in 
fact, are at a 10-year low and 
medical school enrollments have 
dropped for the sixth straight year 
in part, the AMA reported last 
week, because medicine has lost 
some of its glow as a career, 
because med school tuitions are 
too high and because there are 
simply fewer college-aged Ameri¬ 
cans around. 

But although fewer white males 
are pursuing careers in medicine, 
more women and minorities are. 

"Physicians are generally advis¬ 
ing potential medical school appli¬ 
cants not to go to medical school," 
said Dr. Martem Kemis, vice dean 
of the University of Illinois Col¬ 
lege of Medicine. 

And potential applicants 
apparently are heeding their 
advice: almost 66,000 students 


were enrolled in the nation’s 127 
accredited medical schools in 
1987-88, a decline of 400 from the 
previous year and 1,701 less than 
1983-84. The number of applicants 
dropped from 40,000 in 1978-79 
to 28,000 last year. 

The number of white male 
applicants decreased 13 percent 
during the past five years. 

One reason for the decline is 
that the "Baby Boom" generation 
has passed through college age, 
leaving a smaller pool of appli¬ 
cants than in previous years. But 
that, says the AMA, is not the 
only reason. 

"Physicians are working right 
now in a changing environment 
with all sorts of federal regulations 
being imposed, changing reim¬ 
bursement policies, huge increases 
in medical malpractice liability 
premiums, large increases in 
lawsuits, changes in the tax struc¬ 
ture, et cetera," Kemis said. 

Many physicians are arguing 


that these characteristics are miti¬ 
gating against the practice of medi¬ 
cine. " 

Eight out of 10 medical stu¬ 
dents are in debt when they gradu- 
' ate, the AMA said in its Journal of 
the American Medical Association. 
Their average debt is larger than 
ever: $35,621 in 1987. 

Many potential applicants are 
discouraged by assuming such a 
large debt, the AMA reported. 

But women and minorities 
appear to be less discouraged than 
white men. The number of first- 
year white female students 
increased slightly during the past 
five years, according to the AMA, 
but the number of black female 
students jumped 32 percent. 

And the number of Asians and 
Pacific Islanders entering U.S. 
medical schools has more than 
doubled.

Chuck Bukowski has returned 
to his undergraduate alma mater 
after completing his international 
studies graduate work at the 
University of South Carolina. A 
former student of Dr. Howard, 
Bukowski is assistant professor of 
International Studies and teaches 
courses in diplomacy, American 
foreign policy and intelligence and 
international affairs. 

Prior to coming to Bradley, he 
taught for two years at the Univer¬ 
sity of Florida. 

Bukowski’s dedication to pro¬ 
fessionalism appears not only in 
the classroom but outside of class 
as well. Currently he is working 
on an article that examines 
Yugoslavia’s government, 

economic policies and political 
theories. He hopes to complete the 
research and send it to a publisher 
by September. He chose Yugosla¬ 
via because his primary interest 
lies in eastern Europe. 

In addition to his present 
research efforts, Bukowski is co¬ 
editing a book due out in January. 
The book explores the effects of 
Gorbachev’s glasnost policy on 
eastern bloc nations. 

Bukowski’s maiden book, 
"Prospects for Change in Socialist 
Systems," came out in April. 

Student feedback is an integral 
part of this Illinois native’s teach¬ 
ing style. "If there’s one thing I 
want to get across to students is 
the importance of the evaluations," 
Bukowski said. 

Also, Bradley students are not 
only demanding, but insightful as 
well, said Bukowski. Often, he 
said, students present a new per¬ 
spective on an issue from which he 
also learns. 

Bukowski said historians will 
write about the 1980s. "The old 
order of nations has been recog- 

mean, really reading it. That 
turned out to be the culmination of 
an all-consuming obsession which 
stayed with me until I finally 
received the letter from good old 
Bradley U. accepting me into their 
1988-89 freshman class. 

Between seventh grade and my 
senior year of high school, I had 
had my share of visits to colleges 
and I knew what I was in for. My 
first visit was when I toured 
Northern Illinois University with 
my high school’s newspaper staff.

nized as breaking down and the 
belief that three nations can order 
the rest of the world can’t con¬ 
tinue." To Bukowski, the future 
world order will be one that is not 
consciously devised but rather con¬ 
structed randomly. 

As far as the American educa¬ 
tional system is concerned, 
Bukowski said our primary and 
secondary systems are inferior to 
those of Europe. He said colleges 
are required to teach a high school 
curriculum. Ideally, students 
would already know how the 
world "works " before entering col¬ 
lege, Bukowski said. 

America’s post secondary edu¬ 
cation is better than Europe’s, 
Bukowski said, because students 
from almost every economic and 
social break are offered the oppor¬ 
tunity for advanced study, whereas 
in European nations, students from 
the upper class are offered the 
chance. 

Bukowski said at times it is 
difficult to motivate students 
because a particular class (Western 
Civilization, for instance) is 
required. Western Civ’s less-than- 
laudatory reputation also comes 
from students’ discouraging 

remarks about the class. 
Bukowski said he simply shows 
the class he’s interested in the topic 
and hopes his enthusiasm is evi¬ 
dent enough to motivate the stu¬ 
dents. 

Bukowski, a seemingly 
ashamed Chicago White Sox fan, 
said he no longer has a role 
model. As a kid, Bukowski looked 
up to Charles Lindbergh because, 
"I liked his name. It’s the same as 
mine, and I didn’t know many peo¬ 
ple with the same name as me." 
Also, he liked Lindbergh’s lack of 
pretension. "I admire people who 
can do important things in an unas¬ 
suming way." 

Northern just didn’t do that for me, 
but for thirty-thousand people, it 
has. 

I’ve also been to Western Illi¬ 
nois University and maybe it was 
because I had no free time or 
something of that nature but again 
I didn’t feel right there. The situa¬ 
tion came up at Northwestern (not 
that I could ever get in) and the U 
of I. It seemed that my college 
decision was going to be a tough 
one, but somehow, some way, I 
chose Bradley University.

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Scoop Line rings in campus information

By dialing 677-3366 Bradley 
University students and the com¬ 
munity have a new service to 
obtain campus activities informa¬ 
tion 24 hours a day, seven days a 
week. 

The Scoop Line, invented by 
Peggy Sassorossi, director of stu¬ 
dent activities and the student 
activities staff, is a pre-recorded 
message that is changed three 
times a week and informs students 
about all-campus activities and 
various functions. 

"We realized last semester that 
there needed to be a central phone 
where students could call and get 


information about activities/ Sas¬ 
sorossi said. 

According to Sassorossi, the 
student activities office was receiv¬ 
ing five to 10 calls a day. Now 
because of the Scoop Line and its 
direct access to information she 
hopes to receive 50-60 calls a day 
to the line. 

The message is recorded by 
Belvie Foster, senior computer 
information systems student, on 
the audix phone system, a tele¬ 
phone and routing system, that was 
put into use all over campus last 
April and May, according to Tony 
Barron, telecommunications 

manager.

DeTramp, a community service 
representative for Proctor Com¬ 
munity Hospital in Peoria. Chil¬ 
dren of alcoholics are fours times 
more likely to develop the disease 
than children of non-alcoholic 
parents. 

"When people come into my 
office, who are children of alcohol¬ 
ics, and want to know if they can 
drink at all, I tell them they need 
to be aware that they are of high 
risk/ DeTramp said. She also 
encourages such high-risk candi¬ 
dates to become knowledgable 
about the disease, to know its 
warning signs, and not to be afraid ; 
to call a professional for help or 
information.

"I think the Scoop Line is 
great," Barron said. "I just called 
it the last week and I was very 
impressed with the creative use of 
the technology. I hope that others 
will use the Scoop Line as a mode) 
for more uses of the system." 

"I think it’s interesting doing 
it," Foster said, who organizes and 
creates the script for the messages, 
"I don’t think the campus is really 
aware of the Scoop Line, so as 
popularity grows I’m sure more 
people will call in," he said. 

Rick Yankowski, assistant 
director of student life and pro¬ 
grams at Illinois State University, 


commented that I.S.U has no cen¬ 
tral line that students can call like 
the one here, "Certain organiza¬ 
tions have their recorded mes-' 
sages, but there is no central 
number to call. We mostly get 
information to students by way of 
flyers, campus radio and the news¬ 
paper, " he said. 

"We’re trying to spread the 
word," Sassorossi said. Students 
who want to get an announcement 
in about an all-campus activity can 
bring their written information to 
the student activities office in Sis¬ 
son Hall by noon on Monday, 
Wednesday or Friday.

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AMHERST, MASS (CPS) - If 
he’s elected president in 
November, Gov. Michael Dukakis 
will take with him education poli¬ 
cies that have left students in Mas¬ 
sachusetts with more financial aid 
and campuses with more buildings, 
but that have also gotten the state’s 
public colleges in deep budget 
troubles. 

This fall, for example, some 
schools are turning away students 
replacing teachers with computers 
and raising tuition 8.5 percent — a 
higher price hike than the national 
average of 4 percent -- to cope 
with deep budget cuts. 

In general, the Dukakis 
administration has been both a 
boon and a bust for colleges and 
universities. 

The boons have been consider¬ 
able: since beginning his second 
term in 1982, after a four-year 
absence from the governor’s office 
and a stint teaching at Harvard, 
Dukakis has raised student aid, 
faculty salaries and the budgets of 
other programs on public campuses 
to promote his high-tech agenda 
for the state’s economy. 

As the federal government 
reduced aid to students, the 
Dukakis administration picked up 
the slack: since 1983 the state’s 
scholarship fund, for example, 
jumped from $19 million to $84 
million. 


Earlier in 1988, moreover, 
Dukakis signed legislation to ini¬ 
tiate more than $400 million in 
massive construction, maintenance 
and repair projects on several cam¬ 
puses, a bill that was a top priority 
for education officials. 

"I think we were treated rea¬ 
sonably fairly," said Franklyn Jen¬ 
ifer, chancellor of the Board of 
Regents of Higher Education. 

Yet Massachusetts students and 
administrators maintain they’re 
frustrated by what they see as a 
bias toward private institutions, by 
scandals that pushed several 
campus presidents out of jobs and 
by Dukakis’s failure to maintain 
adequate operation budgets for 
state colleges. 

Jenifer, for one, said operating 
budget cuts have almost paralyzed 
the state higher education system. 

Public campuses will receive 
$638 million this year, $21.3 mil¬ 
lion less than last year. Current 
operation budgets are "not condu¬ 
cive to maintaining programs," 
Jenifer said. 

Fitchberg State President Vin¬ 
cent Mara called the reductions the 
most severe blow to public institu¬ 
tions since the state’s fiscal crisis 
during Dukakis’s first term in 
1975. 

Several schools say they’ll 
accept fewer students this year 
because of financial woes. To save 


money, they’ll cut back on teach¬ 
ing assistants, freeze faculty hiring 
and tap maintenance funds to try to 
provide the same level of services 
as last year. 

The University of Mas¬ 
sachusetts at Amherst, the state’s 
flagship public university with 
more than 20,000 undergraduates, 
is charging students a special one¬ 
time $230 fee to raise emergency 
cash. 

Students throughout the state 
public system face an 8.5 percent 
tuition hike in the coming year and 
a substantial increase in dormitory 
fees. 

Many University of Lowell stu¬ 
dents will receive instruction from 
computer, instead of faculty 
members, in order to cut costs. 
Those students will have to pay a 
$100 fee to use computer labs. 

It could get worse. State 
campus budgets, Dukakis said dur¬ 
ing a March hearing on college 
savings bonds, "cannot be 
expected to continue to grow at 
anything like the rate they have 
over the past few years." 

Some students, however, are 
upset most by Dukakis’s support of 
a measure that would allow 
schools to keep excess revenues 
generated by tuition hikes. The 
"tuitions retention" plan, student 
leaders say, encourages colleges to 
raise their prices.

"We all think he’s not sensitive 
enough," said Michael Ferrigno, 
director of the State Student Asso¬ 
ciation of Massachusetts. "It pains 
us. This policy, we believe, is 
really a Republican policy." 

And Vincent McGrath, 
president of the State College 
Faculty Association and a Salem 
State College professor, said tui¬ 
tion increases are often determined 
by what private colleges charge, 
even though private schools "can’t 
keep their own costs down." 

McGrath also thinks Dukakis 
tends to bow to the traditional 
dominance of private colleges in 
Massachusetts. 

"We aren’t California, we’re not 
Texas and we’re not Michigan," 
Dukakis said during a 1986 Boston 
Globe interview. "We do happen 
to have some of the finest (private) 
institutions in the world. And I 
don’t think it makes sense for us to 
duplicate that (by building up pub¬ 
lic colleges)." 

The remark infuriated many 
educators and students. Stanley 
Rosenberg, a Democratic state 
representative from Amherst, said 
the UMass community still feels 
betrayed. 


Yet, he quickly added, the 
Dukakis terms have been "a good 
time" for UMass, noting that $141 
million of the recently signed capi¬ 
tal improvements bill will go to the 
Amherst campus alone. 

Rosenberg credits Dukakis with 
saving the multi-million dollar 
capital outlay proposal from a leg¬ 
islature that had doomed it. 

But in a letter circulated to fel¬ 
low educators and published in the 
Chronicle of Higher Education ear¬ 
lier this year, Wesleyan University 
Prof. Robert Wood, a long-time 
Dukakis foe, credits the Mas¬ 
sachusetts legislature alone with 
providing real support for higher 
education in the Bay State. 

And critics, including the Bush 
campaign, have noted a certain 
"sleaze factor" on the state’s public 
campuses. 

While former Dukakis educa¬ 
tion advisor Gerard Indelicato was 
sentenced in July to 30 months in 
prison for fraud, two Westfield 
State College presidents have fal¬ 
len to scandals in the last three 
years. 

Administrators, moreover, 

think Dukakis will interfere in 
campus affairs if he feels authority 
is threatened.

Men’s tennis shows potential

This year, the Bradley men’s 
tennis team possesses the ability to 
outdo its accomplishments of the 
1987-88 season, as the team boasts 
key returning players with playing 
experience, as well as a top recruit 
from Wisconsin. 

Last year’s number one player 
and this year’s team captain, junior 
Pedro Velez, will provide the team 
with match experience, talent and 
leadership. Other key returnees 
that will fill the top six positions 
on the team are senior Steve Baab, 
junior Gary Feldman and sopho¬ 
mores Mike Berwald and Mark 
Syverud.

Karting is one of the most com¬ 
petitive forms of motor sport in the 
country. Many different styles and 
forms of kart racing occur on a 
regular basis. Such world famous 
racers as Michael Andretti and A1 
Unser Jr. got their start in karting. 
Could Keith Freber be following in 
their footsteps? 

Freber, a junior finance major 
from Glendale, MO, grew up sur¬ 
rounded by the world of auto rac¬ 
ing. Freber’s grandfather owned a 
midget, a miniature racing car that 
such famous racers as A.J. Foyt 
had driven and raced competi¬ 
tively. Freber entered his first race 
at age seven. As the years went 
on, he began to take racing more 
seriously. When Freber was 12, he 
began racing on a consistent basis. 

At 20, Freber has come a long 
way from his early racing days. 
In 1987, Freber captured the 
Enduro World Championship title, 
and he was previously named the 
Sprint Enduro World Champion 
for two consecutive years. 

1988 is proving to be Freber’s 
most successful year. Out of the 
35 races he has competed in, 
Freber has finished 28 times for an 
80% finishing record. Of those 28 
times, Freber has been among the 
top five finishers 21 times and has 
been the top finisher in nine of the 
35 races. 

Freber competes in two 
different classes of karting: the 
100cc Controlled Lite class and the 
135cc Controlled Stock class. 
Currently, Freber is ranked second 
and first, respectively, in the two 
classes. These are national ratings, 
determined on a point scale. Points 
are awarded to top finishers com¬ 


peting in races throughout the 
year. Racers accumulate as many 
points as possible in order to vie 
for the point title in their respec¬ 
tive classes. 

Freber spends racing 20-25 
weekends per year. He competes 
at such places as Road America, 
Watkins Glen Raceway, Daytona 
International Speedway, as well as 
other outstanding racetracks 
throughout the country. 

This past weekend, Freber 
competed in New York at the Wat¬ 
kins Glen Raceway., According to 
Freber, this race weekend was one 
of the biggest he had competed in 
during the year. The competition 
was extremely tough, as many 
experienced drivers competed 
against one another. Freber placed 
first in the lOOcc Controlled Lite 
race. By placing first, he gained 
valuable racing points, moving him 
closer to the current point leader. 
The second race, the 135cc Con¬ 
trolled Stock race, brought about a 
bit of disappointment for Freber. 
He had been holding the lead con¬ 
sistently for the better part of the 
45-minute race. Going into the 
comer at the end of the 
straightaway, Freber and the 
second place racer touched, send¬ 
ing Freber’s car spinning off the 
track and into the guardrail at 
approximately 110 miles per hour. 
Fortunately, the tire barrier 
prevented the car from flipping. 
Freber was knocked unconscious 
and suffered a serious bum to his 
back. 

However, the misfortune of last 
weekend’s race is not putting a 
damper on Freber’s quest for the 
point title in the 135cc Controlled 
Stock class. 

'The race in New York was 
disappointing/ said Freber. "It

St. Francis beats Lady Braves

After a successful trip to the 
East Coast, the Lady Braves won 
three of four matches, and then 
returned to their home state and 
lost their next two matches. 

At Hofstra University on Long 
Island, the Lady Braves took 
second place in the Hofstra Inter¬ 
national. After a first night loss to 
The Flying Dutchwomen of Hofs¬ 
tra, the Lady Braves came back 
the second night to beat Provi¬ 
dence, Maryland, and Clemson all 
in straight sets. 

"It all came together for us on 
Saturday," coach Pam Stanek 
said, "Wendy (Carney) and Katy 
(Culloton) had excellent tourna¬ 
ments and our seniors gave us 
great leadership." 

The Lady Braves returned 
home with a big task in front of 
them, to play number one ranked 
Illinois at Glenbard High School, 
last Sunday night. 

The Fighting Illini made it to 
the NCAA Final Four last year 
and had five starters from that 
team return this year. In an obvi¬ 
ously one-sided affair, The Illini 
completely dominated the Lady 
Braves, and took the best of five in 
three straight lopsided games. 

While playing an experienced 
team, like the Dlini, does not do 
much for one’s ego, it was a valu¬ 
able training ground for the Lady 
Braves. 

The Lady Braves’ home opener 
was played Wednesday night in the 
Robertson Field House against the 
College of St. Francis. 

Perhaps the Lady Braves 
entered this game a little over 
confident, because they were 
surprised by the strong defense of 
St. Francis, and lost in four 
games, 5-15, 15-5, 5-15, 10-15. 

After mounting little or no 
offense in the first game, the Lady 
Braves turned the momentum the 
other way and routed St. Francis 
in the second game behind big hits 
from Kelly O’Neill and Andra 
Dystrup. 

But, St. Francis did not let this 
temporary setback bother them, 
and came back to take the third 
game convincingly, 15-5.

Soccer team is improved, yet winless

Disappointment showed on the 
faces of the Bradley soccer team 
after the team dropped the first two 
games of the season to Quincy and 
Wisconsin. 

Despite the losses, coach Tim 
Conley said, "The team is improv¬ 
ing very well. They are playing 
better and have been looking better 
organized. My assistant coaches 
Vic Reed and Steve Sprague have 
been‘doing an excellent job." 

For almost 95 minutes last 
Thursday, the Braves gave Quincy 
College, ranked fourth in the 
Midwest, all they could handle. 
With 4:47 into overtime, Quincy’s 
Mark Thomas sent a bullet at the 
partially-screened goalkeeper Rob 
Hamrin and the ball slipped 
through his hands and into the 
goal, giving Quincy a 3-2 win. 

The goal was Hamrin’s only 
blemish on an otherwise outstand¬ 
ing day. The Braves were one man 


short when freshman Mike Seiler 
struck a Quincy player, who had 
hit Seiler first. Only Seiler was 
ejected. This left the Braves one 
man short when they put an extra 
man on the wall, and Thomas was 
left open to score the winner. 

With 3:37 into the match, Jim 
Garland of Quincy scored the first 
goal with an assist from Dev 
Reeves and Quincy led 1-0. Six 
minutes later, Thomas scored his 
first goal with help from Sena 
Bowers and the Braves were trail¬ 
ing by two. 

Quincy fans anticipated a seven 
or eight goal day, but the Braves 
were determined not to let that 
happen. Quincy attempted to 
extend its lead, but Hamrin 
stopped a breakaway goal attempt 
by Thomas. Hamrin beautifully 
stopped a couple more Quincy 
shots and the Braves trailed 2-0 
going to the second half. 

Then, something seemed to 


happen to the Braves as they 
started the second half. "We were 
so much more aggressive and 
dominating in the second half. If 
you compare this to last year, 
we’ve improved considerably," 
Conley said. 

When freshman John Barfield 
was tripped inside the penalty box, 
the Braves had a free kick. Conley 
said, "I was very confident in giv¬ 
ing the kick to Greg Cors." Cors 
didn’t let him down. He placed his 
shot in the bottom right hand 
comer, just beyond the 
goalkeeper’s reach to cut the lead 
to 2-1. 

The momentum seemed to 
switch instantly in Bradley’s favor 
and they kept pressuring the 
Quincy goal. Barfield tied the 
score at two when Don Schwegel 
lifted a shot over the heads of 
Quincy defenders. 

Although the Braves lost in 
overtime, they sent a message to 


the other teams that Bradley is 
ready to play. 

Last Saturday at Wisconsin, the 
Braves played another hard game, 

but lost in the end, 2-0. 

Wisconsin’s Mike Mayhihan beat 
Bradley goalkeeper Brad Hughes 
on a penalty kick at 22:20 to open 
the scoring. "I was very pleased 
by the performances of both Rob 
and Brad. The starting spot is still 
up in the air," said Conley, who 
was still not sure when Pete 

Wagner, last year’s most valuable 
player, will be back. "Pete is sup¬ 
posed to be getting the cast 

removed from his foot this week, 
but we don’t know when he will be 
ready to play," Conley said. 

In the second half, Jim Froslid 
of Wisconsin scored an unassisted 
goal at 46:05 and Wisconsin led 
2-0. The suspension of Seiler due 
to his actions at the Quincy game, 
and injuries to David Bushe (bro¬ 
ken nose), Barfield (head and back

Meadows, N.Y. this weekend. To 
live in Illinois and hear that might 
not mean a whole lot to most peo¬ 
ple. So what, a tennis tournament 
is being played in New York, it, 
might as well be England, Aus-| 
tralia, or France. What’s the! 
difference? 

The difference is that in Eng¬

There are so many things to 
look forward to when the Open 
hits town: the action, the ambi¬ 
ance', the thirty dollar T-shirts, the 
patented between the legs shot of 
Yannick Noah, the whining of 
McEnroe, the pumping fists of 
Connors, the muscle of Martina, 
the grace of Chrissy, and best of 
all, the really goonish comments 
from CBS commentator, Bud Col¬ 
lins. 

The Flushing Meadows Tennis

Health Center’s limited hours...more student needs

Bradley Security and the Stu¬ 
dent Judicial System is currently 
investigating what some describe 
as an attempted date rape which 
took place at approximately 1:30 
a.m. last Sunday in the vicinity 
between Williams Hall and 01 in 
Hall. 

"We are investigating the 
alleged problem occurring and will 
be having a hearing on it in the 
next couple of days,' 7 said Edward 
King, director of housing, residen¬ 
tial life and the student judicial 
system. 

While little information has 
been released on the incident and 

no charges have been filed, 

sources said that both parties were 
under the influence of alcohol. 

Barbara Carraway-Kelch, assis¬ 
tant director of residential life, 

said, "It appears to be an 
attempted date rape. The message 
needs to get out that date rape is 
wrong and a very serious offense 
and the University takes it very 

seriously. * 


David Baer, director of secu¬ 
rity, said no conclusions could be 
made to exactly what happened. 

"It would be premature to com¬ 
ment on the incident at this time. 
We just have to wait and see what 
comes out in the hearing." 

King said that incidents such as 
this cannot be ignored.

"One of the most important 
things about this is that we respect 
the rights of the accused and the 
accuser/' said King. "So hope¬ 
fully all the facts can be brought 
forward." 

In a 1987 survey of 6,000 stu¬ 
dents at 32 colleges, one in six 
female students reported being 
raped during the previous year, 
according to a CPS story (see page 
seven).

Bradley can’t afford to have stu¬ 
dents get sick over the weekend, 
and becoming ill over the summer # 
is a absolute no-no. 

Recent fluctuations in the 
weather, compounded with a very 
active allergy season, has produced 
a steady stream of students and 
some faculty members to the doors 
of the Health Center, only to find 
very little, if any, help on the 
weekends. Open from 10 a.m. to 
noon on Saturdays and .closed all 
day on Sundays, students are asked 
to seek help elsewhere or wait till 
Monday. 


"We’re averaging probably 130 
kids a day since school started," 
Betty Hasselbacher, a director of 
nursing said. "Our enrollment is 
up, but I think our hot, dry sum¬ 
mer caused the pollens and 
everything to come earlier. And I 
think the students, with that cold 
spell a week ago, have been get¬ 
ting colds on top of that." 

Ray Zarvell, educational 
development executive director, 
said there may be a need for the 
Health Center to be open on Sun¬ 
days, but said Bradley lacks funds. 

"Bradley isn’t broke or poor, 
but it’s a matter of priorities," he 


said. 

"We’d have to hire more per¬ 
sonnel and more supplies." 

However, Zarvell said, "If it is 
a need, we can save the money by 
possibly closing Friday afternoon, 
a time we have found the center in 
little use, and open on Sunday 
afternoon." 

Open from 8:30 a.m. to 5 p.m. 
during the week, the University 
modeled itself after regular doc¬ 
tors’ hours by scheduling similar 
hours, Zarvell said. 

Although the majority of stu¬ 
dents at Bradley do not have cars, 
they are told if an emergency 


should arrive over the weekend, 
they can go to St. Francis Hospi¬ 
tal, where Dr. Henry Gross, medi¬ 
cal director at Bradley, can be 
reached. 

Many students have been for¬ 
tunate enough not having to seek 
aid at the Health Center, but if the 
need arises, many do not realize 
they have already paid for health 
care in their tuition fees. 

"All treatment in here is no 
charge," Hasselbacher said. "All 


medication except antibiotics are 
free." 

As for hours during the sum¬ 
mer -- there are none. 

"I think we have a need there," 
Zarvell said. 

Kathy Cullivan, director of 
interim summer sessions, said, 
"Because there are few students 
here in the summer, it probably 
wouldn’t be cost effective." 

Cullivan said there are about

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Faculty salaries under the average

The average salary of a Bradley 
teacher for the 1987-88 academic 
year is $33,200, according to an 
American Association of Univer¬ 
sity Professors (AAUP) survey. 

This average is a 3.4 percent 
increase from the year before. 
Meanwhile the national average 
stands at $37,000. 

Even though the national aver¬ 
age is 11.4 percent higher than 
Bradley’s, Dr. Dean Modianos, an 
associate professor in business 
management pointed out that the 
University is in pretty good stand¬ 
ing. 

He said the national average 
comes from 2,597 colleges and 
universities that were surveyed. 
These schools make up a variety of 


categories like public or private 
and comprehensive or liberal. 
Some of these schools’ averages 
exceeded $40,000. 

This survey is conducted every 
year. Each school is put into a 
category and region. Bradley is a 
private comprehensive institution 
in Eastern North Central region. 

"Compared to other institutions 
in salaries, we gained a bit and 
didn’t lose any ground," said 
Modianos, president of the Bradley 
Chapter of AAUP. The national 
average for private independent 
schools is $39,730. 

There were 445 schools in the 
comprehensive category nation¬ 
wide. Bradley was tied for fourth 
out of 12 schools in the Illinois 
comprehensive category. 


Modianos said locale is a big 
factor in the rate of pay. Schools 
in big cities tend to pay more like 
DePaul (Chicago) at $37,500 and 
Marquette (Milwaukee) at 
$39,000. 

The Western region has the 
highest average at $43,590 and the 
South stands with the lowest at 
$32,721. Bradley’s region falls into 
the mid-range at $36,950. 

Reputation also is a contribut¬ 
ing element. 'It is not unusual for 
University of Illinois to be high," 
Modianos said. This is due to the 
fact that it is a Big Ten school. 
They appear to have had a 
decrease, but actually the salaries 
have been frozen. Modianos said 
frozen wages have caused some of

City council, which met Tuesday night, didn’t direct the administii 
tion to preclude any revenue-raising method from further discussion 
There is expected, however, to be some cost-cutting, including pjossibl 
elimination of some services the city now provides, before it hi 
residents with new fees and taxes. 

Councilman Ronald Ulmer, 4th District, said he didn’t think th 
community could support the administration^ projection of a 7 percei 
increase in expenditures for 1989.

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Sisson Hall, which had been 
nothing more than an empty 
residence hall until a few years 
ago, has evolved into a center of 
activity after many student organi¬ 
zations have moved to the third 
and fourth floors of the building. 

Director of Student Activities 
Peggy Sassorossi said, "In the past 
two years, we have gone from 
having six offices on the third floor 
to 28 organizational offices that 
house 36 separate organizations." 

The third floor of Sisson houses 
communication organizations such 
as the Anaga yearbook, radio sta¬ 
tion WRBU, and the Scout. Sas¬ 
sorossi said, 'The setup has 
improved communications and 
increased the sharing of resources. 
If someone has a press release, 
they are now more likely to share 
it with someone else." 

Kim Weber, the editor of the 
Anaga, described the move to third 
floor as "fantastic." She said, "We 
have a lot more room in Sisson 


the student organizations and the 
student activities are right there." 

The fourth floor contains 
numerous organizations, from the 
Gospel Choir to the International 
Affairs Office. Ironically, the Pro¬ 
gressive Student Alliance and the 
College Republicans are across the 
hall from each other. 

Organizations lease their space 
in Sisson by the semester and can 
only lose it if they do not use the 
office or become inactive, accord¬ 
ing to Sassorossi. 

The move to Sisson began two 
years ago during the summer of 
organizations, was torn down. 
These organizations wered move to 
Sisson Hall. 

Sassorossi said, "Sisson, at that 
time, was a pit. There was only 
one working bathroom and it was 
the men’s room. Everything was 
totally destroyed. In the north end, 
the names of rock bands had been 
written everywhere. There were 
gaping holes in the walls. 

At spring semester, the entire 
third floor was opened for use. 
Five additional offices were opened 


and WRBU, which was just for¬ 
mulating, was promised a space. 

Sisson began to run smoothly, 
but problems arose when renova¬ 
tions on the Student Center started. 
The Student Center Association 
decided to move the Anaga, Scout, 
ACBU, and Student Senate out of 
the Center and into Sisson Hall. 
There was not enough room for all 
of these groups. 

Sassorossi said, "We were at 
first concerned because we already 
had an active program. We were 
concerned that if we had to kick 
anyone out, there might be some 
sort of uprising. Greg JGUoran 
and I did a survey to see what kind 
of space needs everyone had. 

Fortunately, use of the fourth 
floor was approved in time to 
avoid having to remove groups, 
and the remodeling process began 
last November. Every organization 
that had requested office space was 
able to get it, and according to 
Sassorossi, each group has more 
room now than before the move to 
Sisson

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Bigotry haunts BU 


What do Archie Bunker, Jesse Helms, Adolf Hitler and David 
Dukes have in common? 

What they have in common is starting to be a common thing at 
Bradley University - Bigotry and racism. 

This is an issue that has not recently evolved but one that has contin¬ 
ued to nourish itself off the starvation of ignorant and narrow minds. 

Why bring this up now? Why throw gas into the fire? 

To make it plain and simple, it disgusts me. 

But that s not the reason Tm bringing the issue up now; the reason is 
that I recently witnessed a form of bigotry. It’s better known as anti- 
Semitism. 

Let me recreate the scene. 

It’s a warm Friday afternoon and two fraternities were set to play an 
intramural softball game at Bradley Park. Both teams sat on opposite 
sides of the field on their respective benches.

But if these 
narrow-minded people are going to express their ignorance in a public 
place, which Tm sure they will, then there is action that can be taken. 

First, let it be known, bigotry and racism is against Bradley Univer¬ 
sity Policy. Severe consequences will be brought upon those who decide 
to challenge this policy. 

If anyone out there is a victim of bigotry or racism, or a witness to 
it, then it is your obligation to inform a Bradley official of the incident so 
that affirmative action can be taken. 

The most important action that can be taken is standing up for what 
you believe in. The people that are afraid to live by their values are the 
ones who often endure the most pain. 

People must not be afraid to show a bigot that he/she is bigger then 
they are. That is the only true way that bigotry and racism will ever 
come to a halt. 

Don’t get me wrong. Tm not saying that anyone should stand up and 
violently rebel against racism, but I am saying that people should stand 
up and fight for what they believe in. 

The forementioned story about anti-Semitism was just one of many 
occurrences of bigotry and racism. It’s out there and you don’t have to 
look very far for it.all you have to do is open your eyes.

300 to 600 students here in the 
summer and ‘ 500 to 600 faculty 
members, opposed to 5,000 stu¬ 
dents and 800 to 900 faculty 
members during the school year. 

She added, "People tend not to 
be as sick in the summer as they 
are in the winter." 

Dan Richman, a student at 
Bradley, attended summer classes 
but was shocked to find no health 
care services on campus. 

"I had a allergy attack over the 
summer. Eventually, I bought 
some over-the-counter medicine, 
but we do pay the full rate over 
the summer, and full services 
should be offered. 

"I know we pay health care 
during the regular school year, but 
I think something should be added 
for health care during the sum¬

the higher-paid faculty to leave 
resulting in the decreased aver- 
ages. 

Men are still outnumbering 
women in positions and salaries. 
Full-time faculty at Bradley 
includes 199 men and only 46 
women, according to the survey. 
The men’s average salary is 
$31,300 and the women’s average 
is $25,000. 

Like the previous survey, law 
and computers head the list as 
highest paid positions, averaging 
about $50,000 nationally. Educa¬ 
tion and fine arts remain at the 
bottom with about $30,000. 

Rank also affects one’s pay- 
check. The highest paid position is 
professor and an instructor is the 
lowest. 

Modianos said the administra¬ 
tion is committed to raising 
salaries gradually in order to main¬ 
tain a high quality teaching faculty. 

He said the increase is an 
improvement overall. The faculty 
realizes the administration is doing 
what they can. 'The faculty is 
happy with the increase consider¬

A National Issue Forlim was 
held -at the Garrett Center last 
Monday, with more than 50 com¬ 
munity members and students in 
attendance.

(CPS) -- Shocked when 16 vic¬ 
tims of campus rapes came to it 
for help within a six-week period, 
the Rape Treatment Center of 
Santa Monica (Cal.) Hospital last 
week publicly asked college 
presidents to step up efforts to 
prevent sexual assaults on students. 

The center decided to issue its 
report, called "Sexual Assault on 
Campus: What Colleges Can Do," 


after treating the 16 women an 
"inordinate number proportionate 
to our clientele," recalled Mar- 
ybeth Roden of the center. 

"Universities," she said, "have 
a responsibility to protect stu¬ 
dents. " 

While sexual assaults on the 
nation’s campuses seem to be hap¬ 
pening more frequently, colleges 
themselves do not know how to 


prevent them or treat them when 
they happen, the report claimed. 

As an example, the report cited 
a case in which a rape victim at 
one college lived down the hall 
from her assailant for several 
weeks after the attack while 
campus officials ground through 
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Queen

their disciplinary procedure. 

Such insensitivity amounts to 
"’revictimizing’ the victim," the 
report said. 

The Santa Monica report wasn’t 
the only effort to draw campus 
attention to the problem last week. 

Indiana University students 
rebuilt a "shanty" aimed at sham¬ 
ing administrators into funding a 
rape crisis center. 

"Campus is not a safe place," 
explained junior Laurie Nicholson, 
"and a crisis center is a valuable 
system that other universities pro¬ 
vide. " 

Keeping the shanty up, more¬ 
over, has become a political issue 
in itself at Indiana. It has been torn 
down six times and vandalized 16 
times since it was first built May 
7. The structure was almost des¬ 
troyed in August when somebody 
threw a homemade fire bomb in it. 


Seoul." 

Bradley University will be one 
of the "Hawkgram’s" last stops, 
and students are being asked to fill 
in all of the blank spots. 

"We have set a goal of 25,000 
signatures and we are hoping that 
Bradley students will support this 
and help us toward the goal," said 
Westaby. 

WMBD will be sending the 
"Hawkgram" to Seoul on Sep¬ 
tember 23. 

We hope that the students real¬ 
ize that they are an important part 
of this project, after all, Hersey 
did a lot for Bradley and the stu¬ 
dents, " said Westaby. 


Some believe the shanty has 
been vandalized to support Indiana 
basketball coach Bobby Knight. 
Knight outraged many — but 
apparently not all — Indiana stu¬ 
dents when he told an interviewer, 
"I think if rape is inevitable, relax 
and enjoy it." 

But the shanty, said Indiana 
alumnus Mike Evans, was built to 
increase awareness of campus sex¬ 
ual assaults that happened long 
before Knight’s statement. 

A lot of awareness may be 
needed on campuses nationwide. 

In a 1987 survey of 6,000 stu¬ 
dents at 32 colleges, one in six 
female students reported being 
raped during the previous year. 
The majority of those assaults 
were "acquaintance rapes" in 
which the victim and the assailant 
knew each other.

by University of Arizona research¬ 
ers, one of every 15 men said he 
had committed rape or had 
attempted rape during the same 
time period. 

To stop it, the Santa Monica 
report urges colleges to adopt 
official policies that condemn sex¬ 


ual assaults, establish procedures 
to change living quarters when the 
victim and the alleged assailant 
live in the same dorm, implement 
educational programs about sexual 
assault, improve security measures 
and start better programs to treat 
victims. 


Such programs wouldn’t be 
popular, if the persistence of 
Indiana’s vandals is emblematic of 
general campus thought. lift 
Evans doesn’t have high hopes for 
the rebuilt shanty. "If we keep! 
up for the first two weeks of 
school it will be a victory."

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Teachers wary of Bush’s vows to be ’Education President’ 

** ^ raDhv "Looking Forward" to the for all people, said Bush 
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(CPS)-"I have been going 
around the country saying that 1 
want to be known as the education 
president," George Bush said dur¬ 
ing a campaign stop in California 
this summer. "The reason is sim¬ 
ple: Opportunity is what America 
is all about and education is the 
key to opportunity." 

An educated work force. Bush 
believes, is the key to a prosperous 
economy. To prepare that work 
force, he promises more student 
aid, plans to help families save for 
their children’s education and pro¬ 
grams to bring more minority stu¬ 
dents to campuses. 

He says his U.S. Department of 
Education would avoid the con¬ 
frontational style of President 
Reagan’s Education Department 
under William Bennett. 

And while all that might sound 
very attractive to a national college 
community buffeted by eight years 
of budget cuts and White House 
criticism, a lot of people in higher 
education think George Bush is full 
of bunk. 

Bush "will do whatever his 
advisors tell him to do to get 
elected. Hell, it’s politics," said 
Dr. Robert Clodius of the National 
Association of State Universities 


and Land Grant Colleges. 

While Dr. Aims McGuiness of 
the Education Commission of the 
States thinks "you can take the 
vice president at his word: he 
wants to be the education 
president," he wonders whether 
Bush would take the political heat 
of funding college programs at the 
expense of, say, defense. 

"Whoever is elected president 
has to face three major problems," 
McGuiness said. "They will have 
to deal with the budget and trade 
deficits, the high priority placed on 
defense spending and the commit¬ 
ment to entitlements for older pe<> 
ple, such as Social Security." 

"He can’t do anything (about 
education) if he doesn’t address 
those problems first." 

McGuiness, Clodius and other 
education professionals not Bush 
offered public support for — and 
certainly no public resistance to -- 
the Reagan administration’s 
budgetary attacks on federal col¬ 
lege funding. 

But now the vice president calls 
for maintaining work-study, the 
still-unproven income-contingent 
loans program and Pell Grants for 
low-income students. 

For middle-class students, the 


vice-president, like his Democratic 
opponent. Gov. Michael Dukakis, 
proposes creating a College Sav¬ 
ings Bond. The bond would be 
similar to U.S. : Savings Bonds 
except that interest earned would 
be tax-free if the bond is applied to 
college expenses. 

Helping students pay for col¬ 
lege should be "one of our highest 
priorities in the 1990s," Bush says. 

"The only thing he’s wedded to 
is the college savings bond plan," 
said Becky Timmons of the Ameri¬ 
can Council on Education (ACE). 
'It’s something we’re interested in. 
It could be an important vehicle 
for the middle class. But Bush has 
not laid out concrete plans for the 
poor." 

"He’s ignoring a whole sector 
of the population," Janet Lieber- 
man of the United States Student 
Association (USSA) said. 

The vice president, a Yale 
grad, does have a long record of 
supporting black colleges. Many 
black college presidents credit 
Bush with helping their institutions 
secure federal grants. 

Bush, too, has been a long-time 
supporter of the United Negro Col¬ 
lege Fund, donating half the royal¬ 
ties he receives from his autobiog¬ 


raphy "Looking Forward" to the 
fund. 

While a Texas congressman 
from 1967 to 1970, Bush did vote 
for the major education funding 
bills that arose. 

Education, in fact, is one arena 
where Bush appears eager to dis¬ 
tance himself from the Reagan 
administration, but many campus 
denizens, unrepentedly resentful of 
Reagan, wonder where he was 
when they needed him. 

"The question is, where has he 
been for the last eight years?" 
asked Michael Edwards of the 
National Education Association. 
"For a lot of people, it is going to 
take some convincing, and they’re 
going to doubt his credibility." 

But Terrel Bell, President 
Reagan’s first Education secretary, 
noting vice presidents are supposed 
to play subservient roles, didn’t 
"think it’s fair to say the vice 
president should be responsible for 
the president’s policies." 

Although Bush avoided criticiz¬ 
ing the Reagan administration’s 
education policies in public. Bell 
said, he did so often during cabinet 
meetings. 

"I believe he will continue to 
emphasize the value of education 


for all people," said Bush advisor 
Shirley Gordon, president of 
Washington’s Highline Community 
College. 

"Just the phrase ’education 
president’ indicates he wants to 
give education a higher priority, a 
different emphasis than we’ve seen 
under President Reagan," said Dr. 
Richard Rosser of the National 
Association of Independent Col¬ 
leges and Universities. 

And even Bush skeptics are 
delighted the vice president is pay¬ 
ing attention to them, meeting with 
them and including them in his 
speeches. 

Still, the ACE’s Timmons cau¬ 
tioned all the good intentions in the 
world won’t count without cash. 

The vice president’s proposal to 
freeze federal spending for one 
year to reduce the budget deficit, 
she maintained, "would constrain 
the prospects of doing anything for 
education that’s current and vital." 

'The real gutsy stuff is what his 
priorities will be when it comes to 
budget requests," Clodius said. 
"It’s well high impossible to deter¬ 
mine what Bush will mean for 
higher education when you think 
about it in those terms." 


Anonymous caller wages a video war

— Someone is conducting an anti¬ 
war campaign against video game 
machines in and around the Indi¬ 
ana University campus. 

In two calls to the Indiana 
Daily Student, IlTs campus news¬ 
paper, an anonymous man said he 
vandalized a video game called 
"Contra" at Indiana’s Memorial 
Center to protest the Reagan 


administration’s "illegal and 
immoral human rights violations" 
in Central America. 

He called the game an "affront 
to human dignity," adding he 
wanted to make sure no one would 
profit from it. The caller also took 
credit for damaging a "Contra" 
game at a video arcade near the IU 
campus. 


The caller, who jammed gum 
into the machines’ coin slots, said 
the campus game would be "per¬ 
manently" destroyed if it were not 
removed.

The power to be your best!

Their energy, passion and talent 
have enthralled audiences for the 
past 15 years. However, the Brad¬ 
ley University Gospel Choir is not 
just a performance group. 

Choir president Roni Fumbanks 
said, "We are a praising group, to 
sing and inspire." Though always 
a thrill to experience, the choir’s 
song and inspiration reached an 
even more feverish level than 
usual this past Monday evening as 
the man who started it all returned 
to direct the choir's third rehearsal 
this year. 

Kenneth Ward founded the 
choir while a freshman in April, 
1972. Upon the suggestion of the 
black studies director, Kenneth and 
a relatively small group of students 
circulated flyers through the Black 
Student Alliance to assess interest 
in a black choir. The response was 
encouraging -- over 70 students 
showed up for an informational 
meeting in Constance Hall to dis¬ 
cuss ideas and plans. Although a 
weekly meeting was established, 
upcoming final exams allowed only 
for organization; students eagerly 
anticipated the coming fall semes¬ 
ter when they could become an 
active choir. 

During the fall semester of 
1972-1973, Kenneth’s involvement 
with a local church provided sing¬ 
ing engagements for the choir. 
'We started out singing not so 
much secular music as music with 
a message, but eventually focused 
on gospel," said his wife Vanessa, 
who also was integral to the choir’s 
beginnings. That year, with a 
nucleus of about 40 singers, the 
Bradley University Gospel Choir 
was born. Even then, the choir 
maintained a steady schedule of 
workshops as well as appearances 
on and off campus. The Gospel 
Choir also highlighted Bradley’s 
first Cultural Arts Weekend (now 
known as Garrett Week, the third 
week of April) in 1975. 


The Wards graduated from 
Bradley in f976, and their dedica¬ 
tion and spirit has continued to 
produce an impressive list of 
achievements. Kenneth’s involve¬ 
ment with gospel choir workshops 
has taken him to most areas of the 
United States as well as abroad. In 
fact, he will be leaving in October 
for a third trip to South Africa. He 
has written over 500 songs, 
recorded several solo albums and 
worked with singers such as the 
Clark Sisters. Furthermore, he has 
won various awards for his work, 
including song, songwriter and 
composer of the year at the 
U.N.A.C. National Convention in 
past years. Kenneth is up for com¬ 
poser of the year in the 1988 Chi¬ 
cago Black Music Association 
Chapter. 

The rest of the Ward household 
is by no means any less involved. 
Vanessa remains active with her 
church choir and works with indi¬ 
vidual singers in addition to raising 
their three children, who already 
carry on the family’s background 
in hopes of traveling and singing 
together as an entire family some¬ 
day. 

In addition to all this activity, 
the Wards have managed to main¬ 
tain contact with the choir, particu¬ 
larly in the last several years, 
through local churches. This year, 
Garrett Week may boast a reunion 
of the Wards’ original choir, and 
their collaboration with the current 
Bradley choir, which is about 25 
members strong. Ideas are also 
being considered for Black History 
Month during February. 

In the meantime, the choir has 
a busy schedule. In addition to 
keeping up with weekly rehearsals 
in Olin 175 each Monday at 7 
p.m. (incidentally, these rehearsals 
are open to anyone who would like 
to attend), they will be singing

He has seen the world through 
many eyes. He endured Vietnam. 

He has done research in Europe, 
and he has explored nearly every 
continent. Now, in his hometown 
of Peoria, he is Associate Profes¬ 
sor of German and Director of 
International Student Services at 
Bradley. 

He is Dr. William Walker. 

After receiving his undergradu¬ 
ate degree at the University of Illi¬ 
nois, Walker taught Spanish, Ger¬ 
man and English at 
Riverside/Brookfield High School 
in Chicago. 

He completed his master’s 
degree at the University of Wash¬ 
ington in Seattle. Walker’s area of 
concentration was the relationship 
between literature and society. 

Walker spent two years in the 
Army in Vietnam. Being a Viet¬ 
nam veteran is "part of my life," 
he said. 'In spite of my moral 
objections, I still feel I learned 
more about myself in those two 
years ... I discovered my 
strengths." 

Walker holds a doctorate from 
the University of Illinois and did 
post-doctoral fellowships at Prince¬ 
ton University and the University 
of Minnesota. He said he was very 


fortunate to work closely with 
experts in his field and collaborate 
with other professionals during the 
fellowships. 

Although Walker admitted to 
having no hobbies, he said his 
interest lies in travel. 

"I have a tremendous curiosity 
to experience new things. (Travel 
has been) a great teacher." 

His excursions include Asia, 
Africa, South America and 
Europe. He had done most of his 
European research in Germany. 
This Christmas, he plans to travel 
to Israel and Egypt. 

Walker describes his childhood 
as "simple, innocent and conven¬ 
tional." 

"As a kid I knew I’d be a 
teacher. I loved it then, and I love 
it now." 

Walker comes from a working- 
class family and didn’t feel it was 
the obligation of his parents to pay 
for all of his college education. 

He said his secret to surviving 
the economic strains of college 
was to "live frugally." Outside of 
his fraternity, he didn’t expect 
much of a social life because of 
the expense. Also, scholarships 
and full-time construction work in 
the summer helped out.

Dlood pressure rate and what 
should I do if mine are above nor¬ 
mal? How concerned should I be 
about my blood pressure while I 
am young and in reasonably good 
health? 

A: Normal blood pressure 

ranges from 120-140 systolic pres¬ 
sure (the top number) over 80-90 
diastolic pressure (the lower 
number), Rob Bordeaux from the 
Wellness Center of Methodist 
Medical Center said. 

These numbers hold true with 
very few exception. Bordeaux said 
slightly low blood pressure is not a 
problem and is frequently found in 
petite females. However, nearing 
the 140/90 range is definitely too 
high, especially for the late- 
teen/early 20’s age group. 

'If a person finds he is near 
that 140/90 mark, my advice is to 
go to a doctor immediately," Bor¬ 
deaux said. Usually, doctors will 
prescribe nutrition changes, an 
exercise program and a plan to get 
the person’s weight back within 
suggested guidelines. Only if these 
changes do not lower the blood 
pressure do physicians often 
prescribe medicine. 

Smokers are at particularly high 
risk for hypertension. Excess fat 
and sodium in the diet also contri¬ 
butes to the risk for high blood 
pressure. Stress can affect blood 
pressure temporarily. "It wouldn’t 
be unusual for a college student’s 
blood pressure to rise during 
finals," Bordeaux explained, but 
this should just be a temporary 
fluctuation. 

If a person has normal blood 
pressure now, maintaining good 
health habits will improve their 
chances for continued good health. 
"Rarely do we find a person with 
good physical activity and mainte¬ 
nance of appropriate body weight 
with high blood pressure," Bor¬ 
deaux said.

Do black patent leather shoes 
really reflect up?

..amorous Gorman Classes, Walker 
teaches a Western Civilization 
class. When asked which class he 
prefers, he said, "I have no prefer¬ 
ence because each course has its 
own significance. The attitudes of 
students intrigue me." He enjoys 
teaching people how to think criti¬ 
cally and how to learn together, he 
said. 

As director of International Stu¬ 


dents Services, Walker said the 
international students have to go 
through the maturation process on 
their own. "It’s difficult to live as a 
‘minority in a majority culture." 
Walker said concerns of foreign 
students are similar to those of 
American students in that both 
want to be accepted. 

Walker has argued strongly for 
the construction of an International 
Center which would serve as a 
"common ground for international 
students and Bradley students." 


Such a center would. Walker said, 

"recognize the importance of inter¬ 
national students and provide 
mechanisms for cross-cultural 
interactions." 

When asked how college has 
changed.

Scot Frankenreider was the 
only bright spot for Bradley, 
shooting 272 for the tournament. 
Craig Dixon was next at 281, fol¬ 
lowed by Greg Fornoff, 289; Brent 
Hill, 293; and John Joyce, 300. 

"I don’t know what happened," 
Fornoff said. "We all just came 
apart at the same time." 

"There is no way we can have 


performances like that and stay 
competitive," Ryan said. I’m not 
going to make any changes for this 
weekend, but I can’t have a repeat 
of Minnesota." 

Ryan is referring to the North¬ 
ern Iowa Invitational which the 
Braves will compete in today 
through Sunday. 

"Hopefully, we can finish in 
the top five and maybe even battle 
for the title," Ryan said. Tm hop¬ 
ing for everybody to shoot in the 
70’s." 

"Consistency is the key. If the 
guys can think positively and mas¬ 
ter their games, then we should do 
pretty well." 


swim coach at Pekin High School, 
and with him a splash of new life. 

The year’s team consists of 12 
members, all returning letter 
winners. Because Bradley did not 
actively recruit for the swim team, 
there are no freshmen on the team. 

There have been rumors about 
the swimming program being cut 
altogether, but Eroh is thinking in 
a more positive direction. "When 
I took the job here, one of my first 
objectives was to form a girls 
swim team," said Eroh. "The way 
I see it, Bradley would be getting 
two sports for the price of one, 
considering all the schools we 
compete against have girls teams 
ready to race anyway." 

Eroh said the administration is 
all for a women’s team, but the 
real gray area is finding the actual 
swimmers. 'If Bradley is not 
actively recruiting for a men’s 
team that already exists, why are 
they going to go out of their way 
to recruit for a team that doesn't 
exist?" He said there have been 
suggestions that there would be a 
women's golf team sooner than a 
women’s swim team. 

"I think there is plenty of 
swimming background in many of 
the students attending Bradley," 
Eroh said. 'There has been a lot 
of interest." 

Plenty of interest maybe, but 
incentives are lacking. Eroh said 


he has "$10,000 Ti scholarship 
money "sitting around." That may 
seem like a lot of money in bulk, 
but think of it in relative terms. 

The basketball team offers 15 
full scholarships every year, which 
is approximately $225,000. This 
year, there is one swimmer on 
scholarship. To distribute the 
$10,000 in scholarship money 
amongst the necessary 11-man 
swim roster comes out to less then 
$1,000 per swimmer. 

But, all of this aside, Eroh 
wants to get down to business. 
Team sports are highly motivated 
by individual goals. My goal is to 
work on individual motivation to 
build a stronger team." He said the 
men’s team is very cooperative and 
dedicated and expects fine perfor¬ 
mances. 

As for a women’s team ... He’d 
like to have one organized in time 
for the first meet Nov. 4 at Augus- 
tana. Eroh recognized that the 
swimming in the Midwest is highly 
respected in the rankings and real¬ 
izes it will be hard to compete 
with the state schools. "I tried to 
get competition comparable with 
what we have," he said. 

Eroh is holding open practices 
6-8 Sunday evenings and 8-10 
Monday through Thursday. He 
encourages anybody who is 
interested to show up and try out 
for the team.

The Bradley men’s and women’s 
cross country teams hosted the 
Bradley Open last Friday. Seven 
teams competed in the meet, 
among them Augustana, Illinois 
State University and Northern 
Iowa. 

Bradley’s men’s team was 
unable to field a full team and, as 
a result, did not accumulate any 
team points in the meet. One squad 
member was hampered by a swol¬ 
len knee and another runner took 
sick, barring them both from com¬ 
petition. The top place finisher for 
Bradley was junior Chris Swann, 
who came in 23rd with a time of 
28:03. 

Head cross country coach Craig 
Dahlquist said the Lady Braves 
showed great improvement in their 
performance compared to last year 
at this point and juniors Michelle 
Curet and Eilett Forrest and 
sophomore Marianne Drocak are 
running well. 

Tomorrow, both teams will be 
traveling to Naperville, Ill. to 
compete in the North Carolina 
Invitational. Dahlquist hopes to see 
the men’s team finish among the 
top half of the competition, as well 
as improved performances from 
each of the individual runners. For 
the Lady Braves, Curet is expected 
to have a strong individual show¬ 
ing. 

Junior Melinda Swank is still 
not competing for the Lady 
Braves.

The Braves started slowly 
against Illinois College and didn’t 
get a shot off until 17 minutes into 
the game. After that, the Braves 
were in control the rest of the way 
as five different players scored in 
the game. 

Lou Strecker opened the scor¬ 
ing at 26:55 with an assist from 
Dave Bushey. Coach Conley said, 
"I was glad to see Lou get the first 
goal. He played another good 
game and deserved to score.' 

The Braves extended their lead 
as Greg Cors scored his second 
goal of the year, with an assist 
from Sang Phan at 41:35 to make 
the score 2-0. "Sang played one of 
his better games today," Conley 
said. 


The second half was similar to 
the first half, with the Braves dom¬ 
inating the play. Don Schwegel 
earned his second assist of the year 
as he headed a ball to Tracy Pred- 
more, who scored for a 3-0 lead at 
76:25. 

Conley remarked, 'Tim 
McGreevy and Schwegel played a 
good game. They organized every¬ 
thing on defense, which helped our 
offense a great deal." 

The fourth Braves goal came 
just four minutes later as Bushey 
added a goal, with assists from 
Cors and John Barfield. Barfield 
brought the ball down the field and 
into the corner and kicked the ball 
into the center to Cors, who found 
Bushey wide open for the score. 
"Greg and John played another 
good game. We can do more with 
John on the midfield line," Conley 
said, in reference to the move 
before the game, which put Dave 
Bushey onto the front line and 
Barfield back to the midfield. 

There were two reasons for 
this move," Conley said. "We felt 
that Dave’s strengths would be 
used better towards the front, 
where he could attack the goal, 
and we thought John would be 
more effective making runs from 
the midfield, and not with his back 
to the goal." 

Dan Reilly finished off the scor¬ 
ing at 84:34 with another assist

The win improved the Braves’ 
record to 1-4. 


The Braves played their worst 
game of the year against Eastern, 
as they were outshot 27-13 and 
lost 4-0. Mark Noffelt scored 
Eastern’s first goal 46:08 into the 
contest with an assist from Jeff 
Bullock. 

Less than two minutes later, 
Baron Le Holliman scored with an 
assist from Brian Henn and the 
Braves trailed 3-0. Garry Laidlaw 
scored at 48:51 with an assist from 
Noffelt giving Eastern three goals 
in 2 minutes and 43 seconds. Brian 
Henn had an unassisted goal to 
finish the scoring at 63:50. 

Conley said, "We have three 
problems: Our injuries are hurting 
us, we have made mistakes at cru¬ 
cial scoring points (which we can’t 
do because we don’t get many 
chances), and we have to concen¬ 
trate for the full 90 minutes." 

The Braves travel to Northern 
Illinois tomorrow and Wisconsin-

The AIDS policy established in 
the spring semester of 1987 has 
been revised. 

"New guidelines were incor¬ 
porated into the set, but otherwise 
it is the same policy," said Dr. 
Alan Gaisky, associate provost for 
student affairs. 

The revised policy addresses 
three issues: "How we will deal 
with admissions, the same issues 
already present and the important 
contribution of education," Gaisky 
said. 

Gaisky said the main goal of 
the University is to provide educa¬ 
tion on the subject. Bradley has 
established an AIDS Info On-Line 
computer hotline accessible from 
any campus computer. It goes into 
service today. 

The purpose of this system is to 
educate and inform students and 
faculty about AIDS, said Ray Zar- 
vell, executive director of educa¬ 
tional development. 

The information is part of a 
subscription from California State 
University, Long Beach. It is to be 
updated monthly. 

Zarvell said the system is very 
easy to use, since it is menu 
driven. There are nine topics to 
choose from, including, "Ask an 
Expert" or "General Information." 

"It will give stock information 
on AIDS and will give people the 
opportunity to ask questions that 
are specific to them," Zarvell said. 


One of the advantages is that 
the program is based on anonym¬ 
ity. A person does not have to be 
afraid to ask "embarrassing" ques¬ 
tions because a name is not 
required for the system. 

'It provides an unique oppor¬ 
tunity to students, instead of hav¬ 
ing to walk up to someone to ask 
something," said junior Paul 
Davey, a student aide. 

The system not only helps the

community, but the University 
also. It will provide statistics on 
what people know and what they 
need to know. 

Zarvell said the program will 
do well because Bradley is so 
computer-oriented. 

Gaisky said AIDS has the 
stigma of only victimizing 
homosexuals and drug users. This 
is one of the reasons an AIDS 


class is a turn-off to many stu¬ 
dents. The new computer system 
should curb some of the apprehen¬ 
sion. 

"Most college-aged students 
think they are immortal and it 
doesn’t affect them," Gaisky said. 
Bradley is responsible to educate 
the community that this problem 
affects everyone. 

"While there is progress in 
treatment, the best thing to do is to 
teach prevention." This is impor¬ 
tant on college campuses because 
of high sexual activity, Gaisky 
said. 

The American College Health 
Association encourages schools to 
establish AIDS policies. Gaisky 
said it is important to have active 
guidelines before any problems 
arise. 

"I’m glad that we have them 
(guidelines)," he said. There will 
be a lot of emotion, controversy, 
and questioning if a case ever 
arises. The policy will help sooth 
any problems. 

Gaisky said the AIDS issue is 
very ironic. An AIDS victim is at 
greater risk of illness than the pub¬ 
lic, yet everyone looks at the pub¬ 
lic being at risk rather than the 
victim. 

"The Bradley University Gen¬ 
eral Guidelines for Responding to 
the AIDS Situation" basically 
states the following: 

—Existence of AIDS, ARC, or a

Freshman add 10% to enrollment

For the 1988-89 school year, 
Bradley’s total enrollment is 5174. 

The figures, a 4 percent 
increase from last year, were 
released yesterday at a press 
conference given by University 
officials. 

There are 1,011 new freshman 
this year, a 4.8 percent increase 
from 1987. Dr. Alan Gaisky, asso¬ 
ciate provost of student affairs, 
said the University expected 1,025 
new freshmen. New transfers 
increased by 28.5 percent, with 
397. Overall, there is a 10.5 per¬ 
cent increase of new starts (new 
freshmen and transfers). 

There are 1,195 freshmen, 
1,206 sophomores, 1,071 juniors, 
1,043 seniors and 58 unclassified, 
while there are 601 graduate stu¬ 
dents. There are 4,148 full-time

students and 1,026 part-time. 

This year, there are 293 out- 
of-state freshmen. In 1987 there 
were 209. 

Gaisky said the increase 
occurred because the University 
has been concentrating on the out- 
of-state market. He said three rea¬ 
sons caused the increase: size, 
diversity and the admissions pro¬ 
gram. 

Gaisky said he is optimistic 
about Bradley’s enrollment, 
although the number of 18-year- 
olds will begin to decrease from 
12 to 15 percent this year. This 
decline will occur for the next five 
years, mostly in Bradley’s top 
recruiting areas — Illinois, Michi¬ 
gan, Missouri, Ohio, and the East 
Coast. 

"I believe the out-of-state 
market will improve in the

decline," he said, "Bradley is cer¬ 
tainly going to remain competitive. 
We should do better than market 
trends." 

Gaisky said he would be per¬ 
sonally and professionally disap¬ 
pointed if the University began to 
imitate the market trends. The next 
two years will determine how well 
Bradley will do in that market, he 
added. 

The College of Communica¬ 
tions and Fine Arts had a 14.3 per¬ 
cent increase with 577 students. 
Eight-hundred and one students are 
in the College of Business 
Administration. The College of 
Engineering & Technology has 
992 students, while 454 students 
are enrolled in the College of Edu¬ 
cation and Health Sciences. There 
are 839 students in the College of 
Liberal Arts and Sciences.

Peoria Update 


• Presidential hopeful Michael Dukakis will bring his campaign to 
Peoria at noon Tuesday at the Courthouse. 

• A Peoria County jury ruled Tuesday that Jimmy Ray Pitsonbarger 
can be legally put to death for the killing of Claude and Alta Brown 
while burglarizing their home last summer. 

A seven-man, five-woman jury decided in less than a hour the legal 
aspects of the case, including the intentional nature of the double homi¬ 
cide, making the 25-year-old Peoria man eligible for the death penalty. 

His sentence, however, has not been decided. The state will now 
attempt to prove that Pitsonbarger deserves the death penalty. 

This portion of the case is likely to last into the weekend. At this 
hearing, a variety of factors, including the role that Pitsonbarg§)r’s 
alleged intoxication and psychological problems played will be heard. 

It is believed that Pitsonbarger first broke into the home of the 
Brown’s neighbor, Mary McDowell, firing off rounds of bullets, eating 
the woman’s food and stealing three of her guns, testimony showed. 

From there, he apparently entered the Brown’s home via a spare 
bedroom window, according to testimony. There were no witnesses to 
the shooting, but Claude Brown’s body was found on the kitchen floor 
and his wife was found in the living room - both shot six times in the 
head and body, witnesses testified. 
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If Pitsonbarger is found to be undeserving of the death sentence, he 
will automatically be sentenced to life in prison by Circuit Judge Calvin 
Stone. 


• One-fourth of Peoria’s 1,000 teachers will eligible for retirement 
within the next five years. This is prompting local school officials to 
broaden their sweep to other professions in the hunt for teachers. Dis¬ 
trict 150 Superintendent John Strand told the Kiwanis Club of Suburban 
Peoria on Tuesday. 

Strand said no longer can school districts rely solely upon young 
teachers coming out of college, because "there aren’t nearly enough of 
them." He said school districts will now look to other professions, like 
retired Caterpillar workers, local engineers or even scientists from the 
Northern Regional Research Ag Lab who are now collecting their pen¬ 
sions or would just like a career switch. 


• A Delavan man was punched in the face robbed of $40 when he tried 
to buy cocaine at the Warner Homes Sept. 14, police reported. 

Tony R. Mammer, 25, of 511 W. Fourth St., Delavan, told police 
he met an unknown man in the 1300 block of Southwest New Street 
and went in to the housing project to buy cocaine. Once inside, the man 
grabbed Mammer’s shirt and punched him in the mouth, police said.

Hearing held on attempted rape

Bradley University’s Student 
Judicial System held a hearing ear¬ 
lier this week to get to the bottom 
of what some described as an 
attempted date rape. 

The Student Judicial System 
refused to release names or cir¬ 
cumstances, but confirmed sources 
said the incident took place at 1:30 
a.m. on September 11 near Willi¬ 


ams Hall and Olin Hall. 

'The only way I can discuss 
the case any further is with per¬ 
mission from the parties 
involved," said Edward King, 
director of housing, residential life 
and the student judicial system. 

King said no criminal charges 
were filed with the police. 

"I am not aware that any crimi¬ 


nal charges have been filed," King 
said. "The University has had a 
hearing and as a result of the hear¬ 
ing appropriate University action 
were taken." 

Due to the policy of University 
dicipline being kept private 
between the administration and the 
parties involved. King was unable 
to reveal the actual penalties.

For all the students who com¬ 
plained about the seating they 
received last year at the basketball 
games, changes have been made. 
More people will be offered lower 
bowl seating, although the number 
of lower bowl seats remains the 
same. 

In other words, the student 
seating in the lower bowl remains 
at 760 seats, but season ticket 
groups can only consist of 20 peo¬ 
ple rather than last year’s 60- 
person blocks. 

The price of these season tick¬ 
ets has increased 300 percent, 
from $1 to $4. There are currently 


ten games on the season ticket 
schedule, bringing the grand total 
to $800 per group or $40 per per¬ 
son. 

Upper bowl seats are still $1, 
but can only be bought the week of 
the game at the Field House. 
Upper bowl seats still remaining at 
noon the day of the game will be 
made available to the public. 
Groups that don’t get selected for 
lower bowl seating can still buy 
block seating in the upper bowl, 
but only on a week-to-week basis. 

These changes were brought 
about by Student Senate, which 
was concerned with the lack of 
attendance last year, and the Civic 
Center, who wanted to start mak¬ 
ing money off of the Bradley stu¬ 


dents. 

There are 38 blocks of 20 tick¬ 
ets that will be awarded in the 
lower bowl lottery on September 
29. Applications have been avail¬ 
able at the Student Senate Office 
(3rd floor Sisson) since September 
16, and will remain available until 
the day before the lottery. The lot¬ 
tery will be held in the Field 
House. 

The main advantage of the new 
policy is to ensure that people will 
not buy tickets and then not show 
up for the games. Season ticket 
holders will not want their four 
dollars to go to waste, and upper 
bowl patrons wouldn’t buy a ticket 
if they weren’t going to attend. 
Another advantage will be the 


diversity amongst the lower bowl 
patrons, where there used to only 
be about 13 groups at courtside. 
There will now be 38 different 
organizations. 

As for the higher price? 

'1 think overall the only nega¬ 
tive reaction will be from people 
who are used to paying the one 
dollar," said Derrick Tripplet, 
student senate vice president. 

Basically, they are weeding out 
the serious fans from the fans who 
buy season tickets for the sole rea¬ 
son that they cost only $1 per 
game. Fans who still only want to 
catch the occasional game and pay 
only one dollar still have the week- 
of-game upper bowl tickets at their 


disposal. 

Season ticket holders must be 
committed to attending the games 
because they cannot give away 
their tickets. Bradley I.D.’s are 
going to be stamped as season 1 
ticket holders, so a non-season 
ticket holder cannot get in with a 
season ticket, and a season ticket 
holder can not purchase an upper 
bowl ticket. I.D.’s must be turned 
in (in alphabetical order) along 
with the name of every member in 
the block of twenty, also to be in 
alphabetical order. A representa¬ 
tive from each block must be 
present with the money at the lot¬ 
tery. If a group is selected, but not 
represented, they will be bypassed.

Rep. Kemp lectures at College Republicans Seminar

Jack Kemp made a campaign 
stop for George Bush over the 
weekend at Illinois State Univer¬ 
sity. 

Kemp was there to speak to 
College Republicans, who were 
holding their "Fieldman School," a 
two day seminar designed as a tool 
to educate groups of Illinois Col¬ 
lege Republicans on the business 
of being dedicated to their cause. 

National representatives shared 
their ideas for increasing club 
membership, getting people out to 
vote, encouraging media involve¬ 
ment, budgeting and raising funds 
and being ambitious campus 
leaders. 

Kemp spoke on Saturday morn¬ 
ing to an attentive, enthusiastic 


crowd of College Republicans and 
local residents. He was scheduled 
to speak for 15 minutes, but ended 
up speaking for an hour. 

As Kemp walked into the audi¬ 
torium, he was greeted by shouts 
of "Bush-Quayle." His first words 
to the crowd were "If you say that 
fast enough it comes out Kemp- 
Bush," perhaps reminding the 
crowd that he is still enthusiastic 
and hopeful for his future in poli¬ 
tics, despite the outcome of the 
convention in August. 

He spoke of various topics, 
including keeping the minimum 
wage at $3.35/hr. He said, if the 
minimum wage was raised, 
employers would hire less employ¬ 
ees, therefore raising unemploy¬ 
ment. Production would also go 
down to compensate for the lower 
number of employees, putting a 


lower number of products on the 
market and lowering national reve¬ 
nue. 

Kemp said he also approved of 
abolishing the Capital Gains Tax, 
giving small businesses a break in 
the taxation on their profits, 
offering incentives to enable them 
instead to move their businesses to 
lower urban areas in the hopes of 
getting the people off the streets, 
taking pride in their abilities and 
starting a productive life for them¬ 
selves. 

'The noblest charity is for peo¬ 
ple not to have to take charity," 
Kemp said. He said he believed in 
every man or woman’s ability to 
make a positive situation for them¬ 
selves, if given the chance. He 
supports not requiring an income 
tax on people until they are at 150 
percent above poverty level, allow¬ 


ing them to start saving money and 
meeting their own needs first. 

As an example, he used Frank 
Sanchez, a Mexican businessman 
who started his own business and 
now employs over 700 workers in 
Los Angeles. "The American 
dream is not that everyone be 
level, it is that they have a chance 
to make something out of their 
lives regardless of that level," 
Kemp said of Sanchez’s accom¬ 
plishments, a Mexican immigrant. 

House Representative Bob 
Michel, the minority leader, 
addressed the group also, and 
spoke of the dream that the Repub¬ 
lican party will be the majority 
party in the House. He said his 
main concern of is the redistricting 
of the Illinois Senate, since they 
only need two senators to gain 
control. Redistricting will take 


place in 1990. 

He commended the College 
Republican delegations on their 
enthusiasm and dedication, and 
stressed the importance for young 
adults to get involved and take part 
in the future of this country. 

Michel, a 16-term representa¬ 
tive who is running for his 17th, is 
a Bradley graduate, and will be 
speaking on campus October 19

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Dukakis opens to 


(CPS) ~ Democratic presiden¬ 
tial nominee Michael Dukakis 
unveiled a plan Sept. 7 to let stu¬ 
dents repay their college loans at a 
rate that depends on how much 
they earn after they graduate. 

The idea — which in fact has 
been tried at a number of cam¬ 
puses — immediately drew mixed 
reviews. 

Bruce Carnes, deputy under¬ 
secretary at the U.S. Dept, of Edu¬ 
cation, said it would "soak" stu¬ 
dents who got well-paying jobs 
after graduation. 

He predicted students training 
to take higher-salaried jobs would 
refuse to join the program, forcing 
the federal government to kick in 
dollars to cover the loan costs of 
lower-paid students who would 
never repay all that they owe. 

Dukakis aide Thomas Herman, 
of course, was more enthusiastic. 

"This is not only feasible, it is 
desirable," he said. "It will allow 
everyone who is qualified and 
wants to go to college, to go to 
college." 

"It is a substantive proposal, 
one that should be discussed," 
opined Bob Aaron of the National 
Association of State Universities 


and Land-Grant Colleges. 

"We’re extremely pleased that 
one of the presidential candidates 
has come forth with a new and 
imaginative program for college 
loans for people from all walks of 
life," said Richard Rosser, 
president of the National Associa¬ 
tion of Independent Colleges and 
Universities. 

Janet Lieberman of the U.S. 
Student Association, which 
represents campus student govern¬ 
ments in Washington, D.C., said, 
"It’s a very creative program to 
help middle-class families, but it 
doesn’t really address the needs of 
low-income people." 

"What low-income people need 
is grant money," said Dave Mer- 
kowitz of the American Council on 
Education. 'They’re the least likely 
to take out loans. Both presidential 
candidates need to develop plans to 
address the needs of the neediest." 

The Dukakis plan would .allow 
any student, regardless of family 
income, to get a federally 
guaranteed student loan, repay it 
through mandatory payroll deduc¬ 
tions during the student’s working 
years for as long as they work, or 
"buy out" of the program at any 


Humanities interest not 
apparent on campuses 


(CPS)-The number of college 
students majoring in the humanities 
has dropped dfamatically in recent 
years, while, ironically enough, 
Americans’ interest in history, 
literature and other humanities has 
undergone a "remarkable blossom¬ 
ing," the National Endowment for 
the Humanities (NEH) said Sept. 
12 . 

Between 1966 and 1986 the 
number of bachelor’s degrees 
awarded increased by 88 percent, 
but the number of bachelor’s 
degrees awarded in the humanities 
declined by 33 percent. 

"Many students graduate 
without any overarching view of 
how the separate courses they have 
taken relate to one another," stated 
NEH chairman Lynne V. Cheney 
in "Humanities in America," a 
report on the state of American 
culture. 

The 73-page report ordered by 
Congress said the number of 
foreign language majors was down 
29 percent, English majors down 
35 percent, philosophy majors 
down 35 percent and history 
majors down 43 percent from 1966 
levels. 

Cheney guessed it was because 
the high cost of tuition forces stu¬ 
dents to enroll in courses that will 
land them high-paying jobs after 
graduation. 

Another reason, she said, was 
that 80 percent of the nation’s cam¬ 
puses don’t require students to take 
courses in Western civilization or 
American history. 

Cheney’s report in part echoes 
departing Secretary of Education — 
and Cheney’s predecessor as NEH 
chairman - William Bennett’s 


much-publicized blasting of Stan¬ 
ford University’s spring altering of 
its Western Civilization course to 
include the works of minority and 
women authors. 

Bennett said Stanford was cut¬ 
ting its course to mollify campus 
presure groups. 

Stanford’s faculty, in turn, 
argued it replaced some "classical" 
Greek and ancient thinkers with 
some "new" writers in the course 
to reflect some of the broader 
influences that shaped Western cul¬ 
ture. 

Cheney’s report also charged 
Western literature courses are 
under "attack" at Columbia 
University, while Mount Holyoke 
College in Massachusetts and the 
University of Wisconsin at 
Madison require ethnic studies 
courses but have no Western civili¬ 
zation requirements. 

Although students are losing 
their enthusiasm for studying 
literature, history and other 
humanities, the nation has 
embraced the humanities more 
enthusiastically in recent years 
than ever before, Cheney said. 

Her report noted the prolifera¬ 
tion in the numbers of museums, 
libraries, educational television 
stations, arts councils ancf histori¬ 
cal associations in recent years as 
proof of a humanities boom. 

She also noted Americans in 
1986 spent more on attending "cul¬ 
tural events" -- $3.4 billion — than 
they did on attending sporting 
events ($3.1 billion). 

In 1970, by contrast, Ameri¬ 
cans spent $1.1 billion on sporting 
events, more than twice the 
amount — $500 million — they 
spent to attend "cultural events."

time by paying a lump sum. 

As a result, graduates who find 
jobs with high salaries could pay 
back more than the interest and 
principal on their loans, while 
low-income students may never 
pay back all they borrowed. 

"The problem with (Dukakis’s) 
plan ... is that it depends upon 
people who are likely to make rea¬ 
sonable incomes being willing to 
get soaked," Carnes contended. 

Rosser -believed the federal 
government will have to subsidize 
the program to keep it viable — 
something Dukakis says won’t be 
necessary — but in the long run 
would deal "with the student loan 
default question in a very effective 
way," thus saving taxpayers mil¬ 
lions of dollars. 

Because the government would 
take its payment directly out of 
grads’ paychecks, the default rate 
— at least theoretically — would be 
minimal. 

"It’s nice that under this plan 
you can graduate and go into a 
low-paying job like teaching and 
nursing and not worry about pay¬ 
ing off your loans," said Lieber¬ 
man. "We appreciate the 
creativity." 


Yale University had a similar 
loan program for 3,600 students 
from 1972 to 1978, in which stu¬ 
dents could borrow a portion of 
their tuition from the school and 
begin repaying it after graduation 
at a rate of four-tenths of one per¬ 
cent — or $4 per year -- for each 
$1,000 borrowed. 

Dukakis’s plan, by contrast, 
would have students repay their 
loans at a rate of $8 per year for 
every $1,000 borrowed. 

"We still think it’s a plausible 
idea," said Yale’s Donald Routh, 
director of financial aid. 

Routh said Yale dropped the 
idea because it required massive 
amounts of capital to maintain it. 
Administrators figured it would 
take 17 years before payment 
would reduce the outstanding bal¬ 
ance owed to the university. 

Yet fears that students anticipat¬ 
ing a high income would not parti¬ 
cipate in such a program proved 
not to be true, Routh said. 

Carne’s own U.S. Dept, of 
Education also has promoted an 
"income contingent loan" pro¬ 
gram, now being tested at 10 cam¬ 
puses. 

In his last two federal college 


budget proposals, in fact, President 
Reagan asked Congress to replace 
virtually all Guaranteed Student 
Loans with income-contingent 
loans, but Congress, heeding edu¬ 
cators’ testimony that it was too 
early to tell if the idea is work¬ 
able, opted for a pilot program 
instead. 

Under the Reagan plan, all bor¬ 
rowers would have to repay all the 
principal and interest they owed in 
a prescribed time. 

Under Dukakis’s plan, loan 
repayments would come directly 
out of graduates' paychecks, much 
like their Social Security 
payments. 

Graduates would not have 
repayments deducted from earnings 
. over a certain cap, probably to be 
set somewhere between $50,000 
and $100,000 a year. 

Graduates who borrowed 
$20,000 to get through college and 
earned, say, $20,000, would repay 
the government $500 a year, or 
2.5 percnet of their income. 

Students would take out the 
loans, which would be guaranteed 
by the government, through banks.

Glitches foul up registration 


(CPS) — New computer and 
telephone registration systems — 
designed to help students get 
classes more easily and eliminate 
long lines -- have turned into 
nightmares at some campuses in 
recent weeks. 

The worst foul-ups occurred at 
the University of Colorado, where 
thousands of students were forced 
to wait in huge lines — some eight 
people wide by almost a mile long 
— to register for fall term. 

In North Carolina, students at 
Appalachian State University 
waited in long lines for up to three 
hours to drop or add classes, but 
had few problems getting the 
classes they wanted. 

Drop/add lines at the University 
of Tennessee were reported to be 
shorter than in past years, while 
the University of Arizona’s phone 
registration was deemed a success, 
although some classes were over¬ 
crowded because of glitches in the 
svstem. 


"It was easy to figure out," said 
Arizona student Steven Chan. 

Colorado students didn’t think 
so. "I’m numb," said student Shan¬ 
non St. Aubin, who waited more 
than six hours to add courses. "I 
have no emotion right now. And 
no classes. And school starts 
tomorrow." 

The university’s system simply 
couldn’t accommodate the high 
volume of traffic on drop/add day. 
Problems with the computer’s pro¬ 
gram forced more students to drop 
or add classes than expected, and 
students who attempted to drop or 
add classes by telephone found 
CU’s phone lines hopelessly 
jammed. 

'It’s a combination of things," 
CU spokeswoman Pauline Coker 
explained. "Any time you try to 
install a new system, there will be 
bugs and glitches that have to be 
worked out." 

Although most students endured 


the long lines stoically, campus 
police reported several frustrated 
students engaged in pushing and 
shoving matches. No arrests were 
made. 

Trying to save the day, CU 
administrators rushed volunteers 
into the crowd to explain a last- 
minute alternative they’d con¬ 
cocted. Volunteer Evan Cantor 
recalled explaining it to one 
woman who replied, "So, basi¬ 
cally, the time we’ve spent in line 
isn’t going to matter in the end? " 

"Probably not," Cantor 
answered, "but Elvis is watching 
and he knows you’re here. So have 
faith." 

Campuses nationwide, how¬ 
ever, are committed to the new 
telephone registration systems. The 
day CU’s system broke down and 
paralyzed the academic lives of 
20,000 students, the University of 
Texas at El Paso announced it 
would start a pilot telephone sys¬ 
tem next spring.

Someone has taken an objec¬ 
tive, humorous observation of 
childhood. That someone is 
author/storyteller John Powers. 

At 8 tonight in the Hartmann 
Center, Powers will premiere his 
show, "Scissors, Paper, Rock." 
Shows on Sept. 24, 29, 30 and 
Oct. 4 also begin at 8 p.m. 
Matinees on Sept. 25 and Oct. 2 
begin at 2:30 p.m. A free perfor¬ 
mance for students sponsored by 
ACBU will be shown tomorrow 
night at 11. 

"Scissors, Paper, Rock," 
directed by Bradley graduate Steve 
Sturm, is Powers’ second comedic 
production. His first, "Do Black 
Patent Leather Shoes Really 
Reflect Up?" played in Chicago 
for eight years. That production 
focused on Catholic school life, 
while tonight’s production employs 
universally humorous accounts of 
childhood. 

When asked why he chose 
childhood. Powers said, "I wrote 
what I knew about; a very univer¬ 
sal experience." Ironically, 
Powers said he didn’t enjoy being 


a child. He said, "People take 
advantage of you when you’re lit¬ 
tle. I don’t like taking orders." 

The production itself, Powers 
said, has dramatic moments that 
make one think. He said he 
believes he experienced childhood 
more objectively than most and 
remembers many »of his feelings at 
various ages. 

Powers said he holds a spon¬ 
taneous, almost whimsical, view of 
life. Believing it to be foolish to be 
concerned with money, he said, 
"The worst thing that could ever 
happen to a person is to fall into 
the trap of security. Moving 
papers from desk to desk is like 
never getting out of grammar 
school. 

"If you learn .to think, you’ll 
never be replaced." 

As a father of a two-year-old. 
Powers said his daughter will have 
her own problems, but "there is an 
element of universality in every 
childhood." Powers said he 
believes one is a product of one’s 
history.

Playful Prince proves powerful

Prince is as powerful and 
creative as the last time he graced 
Chicago in December, 1984 during 
the "Purple Rain" tour. Four years 
later, four albums and a radical 
change in band members. Prince 
dazzled audiences last Saturday, 
Sunday and Monday at the 
Rosemont Horizon in Rosemont, 
Ill. with his "Lovesexy -- World 
Tour 1988." 

Director of the Rosemont Hor¬ 
izon, Rich Bjorklund, said both 
shows on Saturday and Sunday 
were sold out, with attendance 
numbers around 16,800 for both 
performances. With tickets at 
$22.50 and T-shirts going for $18 
and $23 and programs at $12, 
Prince and his new group of musi¬ 
cal masters raked in a pretty pur¬ 
ple penny from Chicago fans. 

In addition to fans, scalpers 
were abundant. The man sitting 


next to me said he paid $60 a 
ticket to a scalper, I was afraid to 
tell this guy that I only paid 23 



bucks/ in fear of having my eyes 
poked with the precious Prince pin 
that cost him $3. 

Prince and his band launched 


their European tour on July 8 in 
Paris and recently played at 
Wembley Arena in England, where 
all seven shows were sold out. 

According to Billboard Top 
Pop Album Chart for the week 
ending Sept. 17, Prince’s 
"Lovesexy" is number 147, last 
week it was number 138 and has 
been on the charts for 17 weeks. 
On the Top Black Albums Chart 
"Lovesexy" is 91 this week, 81 
last week and 63 two weeks ago. 

Although many critics say that 
Prince’s music is going downhill or 
it doesn’t have any "pop" quality, 
"Lovesexy" has brought Prince 
back in the spotlight, much to the 
fan’s delight. Much of the publicity 
Prince has received was due to his 
"baring it all" attitude on the 
album’s cover. In the May 21 issue 
of Billboard, it was reported that

"SCHOOL-COMMUNITY- 
GREEK LIFE- That is what the 
Interfratemity Council of Bradley 
is all about," Rob Fortino said. 

The IFC is the governing body 
of the 17 fraternities on Bradley’s 
campus. Fortino, a senior market¬ 
ing major and a Sigma Nu, is the 
President of the Interfratemity 
Council. Fortino is the person 
behind the council, making sure all 
the fraternity presidents are getting 
along and working in the best 
interest of the school. 

Fortino pledged Sigma Nu in 
the fall semester of his freshman 
year and, since then, has been 
active in the Greek system. His 
sophomore year, Fortino was 
elected secretary and treasurer of 
Sigma Nu, and in his junior year 
was chosen "Greek Week" chair¬ 
man. It was December of ’87 that 
he was appointed President of the 
IFC, and will hold this office until 
December of ’88.

"Bradley is a excellent 
school and the student involvement 
is great. You don’t normally find

Fortino said he wants to make 
the IFC more visible to the stu¬ 
dents, "because too many people 
think that all we do is have par¬ 
ties". On campus, the IFC is 
responsible for Alcohol Awareness 
Week, which encourages responsi¬ 
ble drinking.

some retail accounts were finding 
the cover of Prince’s album "too 
hot to handle." Wal-Mart, a lead¬ 
ing discount chain, refused to 
carry the album or were stocking it 
discreetly because of the singer’s 
"provocative pose." 

But to most Prince fans, this is 
what Prince is all about, taking a 
risk and loving it. Prince took a 
big risk when he made "Around 
the World in a Day" and 
"Parade," but the true fans and 
listeners of music have come to 
appreciate the quality and fresh¬ 
ness that Prince always seems to 
be striving for. 

The concert began without an 
opening act, but with Prince driv¬ 
ing around the circular elevated 
stage in a white Cadillac. He 
jumped out of the car to the thrill 
and excitement of fans and plowed 
into a bawdy and sexy rendition of 
"Erotic City" with Cat (last seen 
winning the Star Search prize for 
the dance competition and kissing 
Ed McMahon and now Prince’s 
backup singer, dancer and play¬ 
thing), and Shiela E. ('The 
Glamorous Life") on drums and 
percussion. Prince seems to be 
thinking that concerts aren’t just 
for performing music anymore, but. 
are a forum for fashion and high- 
tech light and laser shows. 

The first set, which lasted an 
hour, was a mix of the "old" 
Prince, with songs like, "I Wanna 
be your Lover," "When you were 
nine" and "Controversy." Prince 
has the unique talent of mixing lyr¬ 
ics of different songs to create a 
whole new sound and mood. With 
Miko on guitar, Levi Seacer Jr. on 
bass, Eric Leeds, Atlantic Bliss 
playing the brass .section. Dr. Fink 
(a "revolution" remnant) on com¬ 
puter keyboards and Boni Boyer 
playing the Hammond organ, the 
mood of this concert was musically 
exciting and filled with royal 
energy. 

Prince, who supposedly was 
"cleaning up his act," put that 
myth to bed, so to speak, when a 
huge white brass bed rose from 
under the stage and Prince and Cat 
proceeded to bump and grind with 
each other during the second set, 
which also lasted an hour. This set 
demonstrated Prince at his very 
best and very "worst" with his 
"rude boy" attitude still punching 
its way through his petite exterior. 

After seeing Prince on his 
"Purple Rain" tour, even the most 
intermediate fan could tell that 
Prince was out to have fun and 
show off his talents during the 
"Lovesexy" tour. The second set 
included songs from the latest 
album, "Anna Stesia," "I Wish U 
Heaven," "Positivity" and "I no" 
to name a few. Unfortunately, 
Prince only played three songs 
("Housequake," "Slow Love," and 
"The Cross") from "Sign of the 
Times" and one song ("Kiss") 
from "Parade," the soundtrack to 
the failed movie, "Under the 
Cherry Moon."

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Teevan ventures into writing after worldly wandering

Lately, business law professor 
Dr. Kevin Teeven has focused 
much of his attention on his 
maiden publishing effort, leaving 
him less time to enjoy his many 
diverse interests such as music, 
travel and books. 

After returning from a year 
long sabbatical in London, Teeven 
hopes to finish the manuscript 
about the history of Anglo- 
American contract theory this 
semester.. 

'Tm on the last chapter, but 
I’ve got a long way to go. I try to 
take five to six hours a day (to 
work on the book)." 

The book begins during the 
medieval period in England and 
then focuses on how the U.S. 
departed from English theory after 
colonization. 

Teeven said he had always had 
an interest in historical analysis 
and "commercial law caught my 
attention because an uncle of mine 
was a lawyer." 

Neither teaching nor practicing 
law was what he had intended to 


l do for a living. 

"At age five I suppose I wanted 
to be a fireman. I was a typical 
undergraduate student in that I 
didn’t know what I wanted to do." 

When asked how college has 
changed since he was a student, 
Teeven said, "For this period, stu¬ 
dents are more diligent, more dedi¬ 
cated. Perhaps its because of the 
job search.

In the 1960s, when Teeven was 
a student, teachers faced more 
challenges than they do now. Stu¬ 
dents were more involved in and 
committed to the issues of the 
time. 

"There was a certain electricity 
about the classroom." 

He said his college career is a 
prime example of growing up in a 
pop culture. 

"My days (in college) parallel 
the Beatles career. In the late 
become more important to me 
now."

Teeven said there is much more 
in common between Europeans and 
Americans that in westerners and 
Asians. 

"I don’t think I’ve been discrim¬ 
inated against because I’m Ameri¬ 
can. When dealing with the man 
on the street. I’ve never felt nega¬ 
tive vibrations. I think there’s a 
residual respect for the States." 

Teeven doesn’t travel in the 
most grandiose, elegant way. He 
sports a backpack and a tent. He 
has stayed in local homes or in 
government-built inns that charge 
about $4 per night. 

Teeven said he sometimes 
prefers to stay in a tent "to experi¬ 
ence something new." In Zambia, 
rhinoceri were roaming near his 
tent. 'There were times I wished I 
were back in Peoria. After (pass¬ 
ing the danger point) it was an 
exhilirating experience," Teevan 
said. 

He is convinced of the belief 
that travel is a great tool for learn¬ 
ing. 

"Ideally, a student would have 
to take a trip to Europe and a trip 
to a Third World country (during 
his or her college career)." 

According to Teeven, success is 
relative and he believes too much 
time is spent concerned with 
short-term, cause-effect success. 

There’s the obvious entreaties 
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to work hard and be devoted. In 
course selection and major selec¬ 
tion I’d hope a student would think 
about their life during maturity," 
he said. 

"Only 10 years after gradua¬ 
tion, will one remember how much 
of the pop culture they hold, and 
how much of the long-term culture 
they will hold?" 

When asked if there really are 
any ethics in the business world, 
Teeven said, There is an underly¬ 
ing set of ethical norms people 
comply with. The profit motive has 
stimulated violations Af the law 
that either reflect a lessening of 
ethics, or lesser law enforcement 
by government agencies. There’s 
been a waning of commitment. 

Current outside reading 
material for Teeven includes 
"Economic History of Great Bri¬ 
tain" by John Clapham and "On 
Law and Society" by Max Weber. 

Teeven admitted, This is terri¬ 
ble leisure reading. When you 
become scholarly, you narrow 
yourself."

Turf takes toll on soccer team

Injuries to key players and 
three tough losses made a 
dismal week as the Bradley soccer 
team saw its record fall to 1-7. 

The first game was last Satur¬ 
day and the Braves found the 
artificial turf at Northern Illinois to 
be their conqueror. Second half 
injuries to three integral players 
and a strong Northern defense 
were too much for the Braves to 
overcome as they lost 2-0. 

John Barfield (hip), Mike Seiler 
(ankle), and Lou Strecker (groin) 
were all forced to leave the match 
which left Coach Tim Conley 
searching for a solution. Conley 
said he saw AstroTurf as the lead¬ 
ing cause of the injuries. 

"AstroTurf is a terrible surface 
to play soccer on and it should be 
banned," Conley said. "There 
were a lot of miskicks because of 
how poorly the ball sits on the 
turf." 

Northern Illinois scored both 
goals in the second half, after 
Bradley’s injuries. "We played a 
good first half, but they controlled 
the second half and earned the 
goals," Conley said. 'The three 
biggest disadvantages were the 
difficulty in getting used to the sur¬ 
face, injuries to players, and our 
inability to use the entire field." 

The Braves’ road trip ended on 
the same note that it started as they 
dropped another close one 2-1 at 
Wisconsin-Parkside on Wednes¬ 
day. Injuries that left players side¬ 
lined and a quick Wisconsin lead 
hurt the Braves. 

Wisconsin-Parkside opened the 
scoring at 28:14. The Braves 
quickly found their deficit getting 
bigger as Parkside scored less than 
tWo minutes later to increase their 
lead to 2-0. 

"It took us one half in the game 
to realize that we can still play 
good soccer, despite all of our 
injuries," Conley said. "Greg 
Cors played a real good game and 
had a lot more intensity." 

Cors scored the only Bradley 
goal at 46:24 with an assist from 
Reilly, but the Braves ended up 
losing 2-1. 

After the two losses, Conley 
was left with the problem of how 
to work around all the injuries. 
Conley said, "Tim McGreevey 
sprained ligaments in his knee, 
Tedd Zebrowski has an infection 
and Lou Strecker can’t even kick a 
ball." 

By the end of the Wisconsin- 
Parkside game, Tim McGreevey, 
Strecker, Tedd Zebrowski, Steve 
Brobst, Seiler, Barfield and Mike 
Waldron, all were injured. 

Conley said he thought all 
should be back for the match 
Saturday against Southwest Mis¬ 
souri State. Conley said this leaves 


him with one big problem; how to 
beat Western Illinois (a team they 
lost 5-0 last year) with all the inju¬ 
ries. 

The solution could not be found 
and the Braves dropped their third 
game of the week on Wednesday 
3-2 against Western Illinois. 


Conley said, 'We played a ter¬ 
rible first half. Western Illinois 
completely dominated us." 

Ten minutes later, Western 
scored an unassisted goal and the 
Braves trailed 2-0 at the half. 

The second half was a complete 
turnaround. Conley said, 'We 


played a much more intelligent 
second half and our intensity 
picked -up greatly." David Bushey 
put the Braves on the scoreboard 
at 67:16 with an assist from 
Barfield and the Braves had sliced 
the deficit to 2-1.

Power and discipline is 
the name of the game. The power 
is there with Manning, Robinson, 
and J.R. Reid all throwing their 
oldies around like the Detroit Pis¬ 
tons, and consequently, end up sit-U 
ting on the bench early in the 
game with foul trouble. The dis-i 
cipline is not there, however. The: 
team looks like they’re playing! 
school-yard ball, all hogging the! 
ball and taking shoit-of-the-week 
shots. Dan Majerle looks like a 
bird with a broken wing on most' 
of his Kamikaze lay-ups. 

Despite Hawkins’ limited time’ 
on the court, he has put on a show 
that has impressed everybody. 
Except for John Thompson, that 
is, who has decreased Hawkins’ 
playing time game after game. 

Two 3-pointers late in the first 
half Monday night brought a 
floundering U.S. team within two 
of Canada. One would have 
expected Hawkins to start the, 
second half. Nope. 

Hawkins would later add 
another key 3-pointer and his - 
beautiful sweeping lay-up to give 
him 14 points that night.

The people waved flags, 
banners rose above the crowd: 
"Freedom of choice-the American 
way," 'Thanks Mike for being 
Pro- choice — _ Pro-choice, Pro- 
family and Pro-America," "Vote 
for the Greek not for the geek." 

As Neil Diamond’s song, 
"Coming to America," played in 
the background. Presidential candi¬ 
date Michael Dukakis came jog¬ 
ging around the side of the City 
Hall to greet an estimated 3,000 
fans, and express his campaign 
views to the city of Peoria. 

Arriving 40 minutes late to a 
noon rally, the 54-year old three- 
term governor of Massachusetts 
spoke for 22 minutes on the steps 
of City Hall. 

The real issues of this cam¬ 
paign are the issues that matter to 
average American families 
issues like jobs, housing, health 
care and college opportunities for 
our children," Dukakis told an 
enthusiastic crowd. "And a clean 
and wholesome environment. An 
America that’s strong militarily and 
economically, because you can’t 
have one without the other." 

Pandemonium broke loose and 
Dukakis brought the issues of the 
campaign right to the front door of 
the people. 

"And when people want to 
know what mainstream America 
thinks, they should come here to 
Peoria." 

"Because the issue of this cam¬ 
paign isn’t simply what will work 
for average American families 
all across America." 


Dukakis wasted no time stating 
the issues and wasted no time at 
taking quick jabs at Vice President 
George Bush. 

"Mainstream Americans have a 
right to decent and affordable 
health care. And that’s why I want 
to provide health insurance for 
every working family in America. 
What does George Bush have to 
say to the 37 millions of our fel¬ 
low citizens without a dime of 
health insurance? Not one word." 

"I want to open the door of col¬ 
lege opportunity to every young¬ 
ster in America who is qualified to 
go to college," Dukakis relayed to 
the crowd, including a decent 
Bradley representation. "What 
does George Bush have to say to 
those young people and their fami¬ 
lies? Not one word." 

"Mainstream American families 
shouldn’t have to worry that they’ll 
be bankrupted or tom apart if a 
parent or grandparent needs long¬ 
term care. That’s why I want to 
make sure that the older citizens 
can get quality long-term care. But 
what does George Bush have to 
say about that? Not one word." 

He continued his attack on 
Bush by stating, "If you want to 
see the difference between George 
Bush and me, on the things that 
concern mainstream America, look 
at where we stand on the issue of 
Social Security and Medicare." 

Dukakis said the vice president 
called social security "Basically a 
welfare program." And that Medi¬ 
care was simply "socialized medi¬ 
cine. " 

"My friends," Dukakis said. 


"Social Security is not a welfare 
program, Social Security is a con¬ 
tract between generations. I will 
never break that contract." 

The Democratic nominee kept 
the enthusiasm pumping 
throughout the entire rally and 
ended on a higher note that he 
started on. 

"I want to be the president who 
will make America number one. 
Number one in exporting products, 
not exporting jobs; number one in 
new domestic investment, in new 
foreign debt. Working together to 
make the label ’made in America’ 
the symbol of quality and value 
and durability all over the world."

Dukakis wrapped everything up 
by saying The best America 
doesn’t leave anybody behind; we 
bring our citizens with us. The 
best America isn’t behind us, 
because with your help on 
November 8, we will make sure 
that the best America is yet to 
come." 

At that moment, the back¬ 
ground music came on playing 
Michael Jackson’s "Man in the 
Mirror," and Dukakis, along with

Class cancellation not due to conservative views

There is a rumor flying around 
the Bradley campus about a course 
that was taught here last semester 
and then terminated., 

The class was Sociology 391, 
"War and Peace, Violence and 
Non-Violence- The 

Judeo/Christian Heritage." It was 
taught by John "Jack" Ryan and 
Father Jim Myers. 

The course focused on the 
non-violent message of Hebrew 
and Christian scriptures. It gave a 
history of the concept of peace and 


its movements, a flyer for the class 
said. It investigated sexism, 
racism, nationalism and poverty as 
manifestation of violence. 

There has been talk that major 
contributors to the University with 
ultra-conservative views protested 
the teaching of this course and 
requested its termination. 

This rumor is not true, Dr. 
Max Kele, dean of the college of 
liberal arts and sciences said. "I 
can report that I had several com¬ 
plaints from those who have very 
conservative viewpoints, but I 
receive them all the time regarding 
other courses." 


Kele said he cannot censor the 
content of a course or the instruc¬ 
tor. "I protect the faculty from 
these criticisms." He said, as dean, 
this is one of his most important 
jobs. 

"Academic freedom, on the 
other hand, is also to protect the 
rights of those who teach from a 
conservative view," Kele said. 

Sociology Chairperson Dr. 
Zeev Gorin said SOC 391 is a slot 
course that can change from 
semester to semester. "If the 
course works well, it will probably 
be offered again." Its purpose is 
to teach a topic quickly. 


Gorin said, in the past, he and 
other faculty members had dis¬ 
cussed the need for a peace-studies 
course. 

One of the aspects that inspired 
Gorin to pursue this type of course 
was a speech by Dr. Kalman Gold¬ 
berg, vice president and provost. 
Goldberg said Bradley should be a 
more vibrant and intellectually- 
stimulating place. 

The evaluations at the end of 
the year were very high for the 
class. Many students requested for 
the class to be offered again. 

One comment said, that after 


learning about war throughout all 
of schooling, the student was glad 
to finally learn something about the 
concept of peace. Another student 
commented that there were "many 
insights into sociological material." 

"I was extremely pleased with 
the evaluations," Gorin said. 

Sandy Post, a non-traditional 
student who took the course, said 
she liked it. "I thought it was very 
valuable. I got a lot out of it." She 
had no opinion on why it is not 
being offered again. 

Peggy O’Brien, a senior sociol-

Student Senate’s proposal was 
unanimously rejected by the sub¬ 
committee of Curriculum and 
Regulations. 

This issue is currently being 
considered by the parent commit¬ 
tee of Curriculum and Regulations 
and will be brought to the floor of 
the University Senate on Tuesday,

It is not known what Hramec 
intended to do with Dobson,

Hramec has been released from 
Peoria County Jail on $50,000 
bond.

He allegedly had been driving 
along Kickapoo Creek Road at 
about 1:30 a.m.

His 
girlfriend, Michelle Moore, 17, of 
3224 SW Jefferson was thrown 
through a rear window and broke 
her neck. 

The couple had been attending 
a party only hours earlier in cele¬ 
bration of Moore’s anticipated high 
school graduation the next day. 

• The Diamond-Star Motors Corp. 
plant at Normal is projected to 
generate as many as 9,700 spin-off 


jobs, but only 150 of those will go 
to workers in a 16-county region 
that includes the Tri-County area, 
a University of Illinois researcher 
said. 

The study, conducted by 
Harrison Campbell, estimated that 
96 percent of the jobs would be 
created in 14 counties south and 
east -of Bloomington and a 10- 
county region around Chicago. 
The remaining 400 jobs would be 
scattered throughout the state. 

"The fact that benefits (of 
Diamond-Star) will not be distri¬ 
buted evenly is because industry is 
not distributed evenly," said 
Campbell, a program and policy 
analyst at the university’s Institute 
of Government and Public Affairs. 

Campbell said the Peoria 
region, which stretches west of the 
Illinois River to Iowa and north to 
the Quad Cities, has relatively few 
of the businesses linked to 
Diamond-Star as suppliers. 

Campbell said this is primarily 
due to the dominance of the 10- 
county region around Chicago. 

• The Greater Peoria Airport 
Authority Board accepted a 
$968,000 federal grant Wednesday 
morning in a special meeting. 

The grant, from the Federal 
Aviation Administration’s airport 
improvement funds, will pay the 
bulk of the costs of upgrading 
work including cargo apron, a 
west terminal ramp, fencing, and 
runway rehabilitation, assistant 
director Tom Miller said. 

State and airport authority con¬ 
tributions to the project will total 5 
percent of the costs, Miller said. 
The work is scheduled for 1989, 
but commissioners met this week 
to accept the funds before the start 
of the new federal fiscal year, 
which begins Saturday.

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B.U. teacher serves as juror on Pitsonbarger trial

A seven-man, five-woman jury 
sentenced Peorian Jimmy Ray Pit¬ 
sonbarger to die Saturday, making 
him the 119th man to be sentenced 
to die by lethal injection in Illinois 
since the death penalty was rein¬ 
stated in June of 1977. 

Serving on the all Peoria 
County jury was Bradley speech 
instructor Dan Kerns. 

Requiring a unanimous decision 
on the part of the jury, Kerns told 
how he made possibly the toughest 
decision of his life. 

"It was a difficult decision for 
all of us/ Kerns said. "We not 


only looked at what he did, but 
also the mitigating factors: his 
childhood, his alcohol problems 
and mental problems. They were 
factors but they weren’t sufficient 
enough/ Kerns said. 

"We heard testimony from a 
psychologist and psychiatrist. Both 
of which said the use of alcohol 
may have heightened his mental 
disturbance, but was not enough to 
cause him not to know what he 
was doing was wrong. 

"Even if he were drunk, the 
psychologist and psychiatrist 
testified that he could have 
modified his behavior. He was in 
that facility to do so." 

The presentation of evidence 


was heard from Sept. 19 to Sept. 
22. Closing arguments were heard 
Friday. Kern said the jury was 
sequestered Friday night; contin¬ 
ued deliberation Saturday morning 
and rendered their verdict to judge 
Calvin Stone at approximately 
10:30 a.m. 

For fear of influencing their 
decision, Kerns said during this 
time he and the other jurors did 
not come in contact with the 
media. 

During the presentation of evi¬ 
dence, the jury heard a detailed 
account of Pitsonbarger’s crimes. 

Kerns said Pitsonbarger 
allegedly broke into the home of 
Mary McDowell through a kitchen 


window, where he fixed himself 
dinner and acquired a gun. He test 
fired the gun 20 times and two 
hours later he proceeded to break 
into the neighboring house of 
Claude and Alta Brown through a 
spare bedroom window. 

There, Kerns said, he shot 
Claude Brown four times in the 
head and once in the penis and 
Alta Brown four times in the head 
and once in the left breast. After¬ 
wards he robbed the victims from 
their bill fold and purse respec¬ 
tively as well as their wedding 
rings. 

From there Kerns said, Pitson¬ 
barger left the Brown’s house steal- 
ing their pick-up truck to leave

On the way, he robbed a gas sta¬ 
tion and checked into Circus 
Circus Hotel where he gambled 
and lost all his money. Knowing 
the police were closing in, he 
attempted what he said in a video 
tapped confession to have fun one

Down-time 
vexes system

Many people operating on the 
VAX computer system at Bradley 
may have been experiencing prob¬ 
lems with down-time in the past 
few weeks. 

The reason for this is because 
the VAX and the communication 
department’s system is being 
upgraded, said John Lengeling, 
UNIX programmer-analyst. Users 
of the VAX include some adminis¬ 
trative offices and the Scout. The 
communication department is on 
the UNIX System. 

The VAX project is causing 
unscheduled and scheduled down¬ 
time, said Joel Hartman, associate 
provost for information technolo¬ 
gies and resources. The system is 
taken down intentionally to do the 
needed work, while unscheduled 
outages are caused by "power 
hits." 

Lengeling, who is working on 
the project alone, has the system 
down for about 20 minutes at a 
time. "I try to spread the down¬ 
time out." He usually works on the 
system during the noon hour, 
evenings and weekends when peo¬ 
ple are not usually working on 
their computers. 

There are few exceptions to 
that rule, because the Scout staff 
types and edits stories in the even¬ 
ings. Some faculty members also 
work late into the night. Hartman 
said he realizes this and is sym¬ 
pathetic to the needs of those 
affected. 

Hartman said the Scout is on 
the VAX because Bradley Typeset-

no money for the class. 

"Dr. Gorin, faculty members 
and myself think a peace-studies 
course is needed," Kele said. The 
course will hopefully be offered 
again in the future. 

In regard to the rumor, Kele 
said, 'There is some truth to all 
rumors." He did receive com¬ 
plaints, but this did not affect the 
course’s termination or contribu¬ 
tions to the University. 

There is not one course being 
taught in the framework of peace,"

Satellites link up here

Technology once again comes 
to Bradley with the arrival of the 
portable television uplink system. 
Operating from Channel 47 in 
Jobst Hall, this satellite communi¬ 
cations system provides Bradley 
and the central Illinois area with 
the ability to send and receive 
television signals from a satellite to 
anywhere in the world. 

Owned by the Illinois Public 
Broadcast Council, the uplink 
truck was delivered June 1. It has 
already been used by Cable News 
Network, CBS, Black Entertain¬ 
ment Network and various public 
television stations in Illinois. 


The uplink is stationed here, 
not only for Bradley’s experience 
with television remote equipment 
and its centralized location. "We 
were selected because a large per¬ 
centage of the design work was 
done here, so we’re very familiar 
with the truck, * said Keith Turcot, 
Bradley chief engineer. 

Turcot was the chairman of the 
committee that designed the truck 
and is presently responsible for 
most of the truck’s activities 
through managing the department 
that runs it. He is presently in the 
process of finding a full-time 
person who will be responsible for 
operating and maintaining the 
truck. 


Guy Serumgard, production 
manager for the Bradley Univer¬ 
sity Center for Learning 
Resources, Television Production 
Unit and Production Manager for 
Channel 47, and Joel Hartman, 
associate provost for information 
technologies and resources, are 
also involved. "Guy is more 
involved with the uses of the 
truck, where Tm more involved 
accommodating those uses," Tur¬ 
cot said. "Joel is the chairman of 
the technology committee that got 
the whole project started, so he’s 
more familiar with the real back¬ 
ground. " 

Serumgard said, 'The purpose 
is two-fold: to provide uplinking 
services for the public television 
stations and radio stations in the 
state, but also to market it to 
potential outside users when there 
is not a public radio or television 
use for it," 

The uses for the system are vir¬ 
tually limitless. Teleconferencing, 
receiving or sending specialized 
courses to or from other universi¬ 
ties, and sharing information 
between institutions are just a few 
of the ways in which the uplink 
could be used by Bradley, although 
they have no immediate plans for 
use. 

"We have made some proposals 
of a very tentative nature to some 
departments here on campus as to 
what they might do," Serumgard 
said. "We have suggested, for 
example, that the Evening of 
Excellence might, someday, be 
something that the University may 
wish to uplink to alumni viewers 
around the country," 

Student involvement with the 
operation of the truck will be lim¬ 
ited to students on the engineering 
staff, who will be involved through 
routine activity such as mainte¬ 
nance. 'They may be involved in 
it from a remote perspective," 
Turcot said. 

Both Turcot and Serumgard 
agree the uplink is an exciting 
opportunity for Bradley to explore 
the possibilities of satellite infor¬ 
mation and the state-of-the-art in 
televised educational material. 
"The uplink continues to put Brad¬ 
ley University in the forefront of 
the technological change, keeping 
us on the cutting edge," Serum¬ 
gard said.

Internationally acclaimed 

filmmaker Anne B. Walter made 
the scene of Bradley University’s 
campus Tuesday, and shared some 
of her trade secrets. 

Walter met with Beth Linn’s 
"Experimental Filmmaking" class 
for a three-hour movie festival. 
She showed seven of her films 
and, after each, allowed time for 
students’ questions and discussion. 

Although not well known in the 
United States, Walter has achieved 
fame for her work in Japan, 
Canada, and countries throughout 
Latin America and Europe. She 
currently teaches a design and 
experimental filmmaking class at 
Illinois State University and is 
working on her most recent pro¬ 
ject, a video- generated film she 
shot in Montreal. 

Walter began her career as a 
painter before turning to film.

Walter’s advice to the class and 
anyone interested in filmmaking is 
• to recognize the importance of 
transitions from one image to the 
next and know the effectiveness of 
tight editing.

mouths of innocent babes, "Dead 
Ringers" is for the most cultured 
horror film audiences. 

Set in Toronto, Canada in 1988 
the plot unravels around a set of 
doctor twins, Elliot and Beverly 
Mantle (both played by Jeremy 
Irons. They are both practicing 
gynecologists, in a slick, glossy 
wealthy world.

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Security team 
provides protection

For many years the Bradley 
security force has been helping to 
protect and insure the safety of 
Bradley students, and faculty. 

The Security Department may 
consist of up to nine full time 
officers. At the present time there 
are seven full time officers, and 
one part time officer. They are in 
the process of looking to fill the 
vacancies. The five men, two 
women team provide around the 
clock protection. All perspective 
officers are screened the roughly. 
They go through a fair process, in 
which they are tested to see if they 
will blend in and relate with stu¬ 
dents, faculty, and visitors, as well 
as accomplishing their job. Once 
selected they attend a ten week 
training program at Central Illinois 
Police Training Center, the same 
program that city police officers go 
through. The classes deal with 
everything from basic law enforce¬ 
ment information, to dealing with 
stress, and relating to people. Men 
and women who have an interest 
in law enforcement find the Brad¬ 
ley Security Department to be a 
nice testing stone. They all have 
full police powers including the 
power to make arrests, and carry a 
weapon. There is one Bradley pol¬ 
ice car, although according to 
security director, Dave Baer, who 
has been with the department for 
seventeen years, it "always seem 
as if there are two." 

According to Baer this year’s 
problems have been typical. "A 
large number of the situations are 
alcohol related with ID very 
usual." There have been noise 
complaints from fraternity row, 
and some vandalism, false fire 
alarms have also been a very dis¬ 
ruptive factor. Security, as many 
people have learned the hard way, 
are using tighter enforcement when 


it comes to parking regulations. In 
a complaint situation the on duty 
officer will identify themselves, 
meet with someone in charge, and 
solicit them to solve the problem. 
Often when a police officer comes 
to examine a complaint a defensive 
mechanism takes over, and people 
become, argumentative. Baer 
explained now a psychological fac¬ 
tor take control, and a negative 
attitude is given to the officers. 
"People don’t realize that all we 
want to do is help them," said 
Baer. 

Bradley security, often falsely 
recognized for negative aspects, 
offer many positive services to 
benefit students and faculty. They 
offer crime prevention programs, 
lectures and reading materials. 
Automobile service is available, 
and the department has been con¬ 
sidered a clearing house for 
Bradley’s lost and found. All lost 
and found items are donated to the 
Lyons Club at the end of the year. 
Baer said during his time as direc¬ 
tor that over five hundred pairs of 
glasses have been donated. They 
due finger printing and drug testing 
free of charge. They also will 
serve as a personal escort when¬ 
ever needed. 

The police officers, listed in 
order of seniority are Rick 
Hutchinson, the senior officer, who 
helps in training and scheduling, 
he has been here for just over two 
years. Joe Albright, a year and 
three months; Joe Bulland, one 
year, and Jerry Bamter, who has 
been on the force for nine months. 
There is also Bonnie Scott who has 
been here nine months, Roechelle 
Grafeimal, and Greg Miller have 
been here since July. Gary Bray, 
who was a full time officer, since 
August of 1986, became part time 
last year. Scott said the most frus¬ 
trating part of the job is that it is 
"very hard for people to rid them¬ 
selves of the negative attitude that 
goes along with police officers."

Hawkins was not missed in the 
rout of Puerto Rico, but his 3- 
point shooting was sorely fnissed 
in the U.S. loss to the Soviets. 

The loss dropped the U.S. 
Olympic basketball record to 8-2. 
The other loss was also at the 
hands of the Soviets in the contr¬ 
oversial triple ending in 1972. The 
U.S. team will play Australia for 
the bronze medal. It is the worst 


finish year in Olympic basketball. 

Player of the year, Danny Man¬ 
ning, scored no points as Hawkins 
watched from the bench. The U.S. 
trailed by 10 points with 10:25 
left, but the Soviets pulled ahead 
and never lost the lead. 

Apparently, Hawkins is healthy 
enough to play in the bronze medal 
game if needed. Although one 
would be surprised if U.S. coach 
John Thompson puts Hawkins in 
the game. 

The injury is not serious and 
does not jeopardize Hawkins’ NBA 
career with the Philadelphia 76ers.

The fastest man in the world 
had more then desire in his blood, 
the New York Rangers planted a 
wilted flower in Madison Square 
Garden, and Danny Manning went 
0 for 4 from the floor as the 
Soviets beat the U.S. in Olympic 
basketball. It was kind of a weird 
week in sports, to say the least. 

So what happened at Bradley? 
Athletes doing drugs? Point shav¬ 
ing? Did Luke Jackson make a 
foul shot? No, these are all impos¬ 
sibilities at Bradley. The real con¬ 
troversy was seen yesterday at the 
lottery for basketball season tick¬ 
ets. 

Last year, students complained 
of headaches and bloody noses 
they experienced when sitting in 
the student season ticket section. 
This year there are 760 courtside 
seats available...and nobody wants 
them. 

In an attempt to decrease the 
number of students who buy sea¬ 
son tickets and don’t go to games, 
Bradley upped the price of lower 
bowl season tickets. This move 
was designed to separate the wheat 
and the chaff, the cream and the 
milk, men from boys, and wealthy 
students from the run of the mill. 
Only people who really care about 
the Bradley Braves are going to 
pay $40 for 10 games. 

Did somebody say care? 

Bradley is a school cursed with 
a disease known as apathy. It’s 
going to be hard to find 200 stu¬ 
dents who care, much less 760 stu¬ 
dents. Last year, students didn’t go 
to the games, because of the poor 
seating and poor scheduling. This 
year, good seats are readily avail¬ 
able and the schedule is tougher, 
including the Braves hosting the 
DePaul Blue Demons. And stu¬ 
dents still won’t go. Why? Because 
ticket prices have jumped from the 
easily affordable $1 to $4, which is 
not unreasonable, but still enough 
to make any good college student 
cringe. 


Maybe this change comes a 
year too late. In case you hadn’t 
noticed, Hersey Hawkins doesn’t 
go here anymore. If students didn’t 
go to the games when Hersey was 
here, what makes us think they’re 
going to attend when he’s playing 
in Philadelphia? And with a price 
increase? The students were not 
even fair-weathered friends, so 
why would they show up when 
there are storm warnings? 

Ahh, the truth comes out! So, 
the Bradley Braves may not be as 
good as they were last year. In 
fact, nobody knows for sure how 
good they will be. Some (most?) 
Bradley students may feel it would 
be embarrassing to be seen sup¬ 
porting a less then a Hawkinsesque 
team. I’ve heard more then one 
Bradley student ask why they 
should pay $40 to see a losing 
team. 


"I think the attendance will stay 
about the same. More serious fans 
will buy season tickets, but I’m 
just going to buy the cheaper 
upper bowl seats," said sophomore 
Pamela Conroy, who expressed 
another popular sentiment. 

But, at the lottery yesterday, 
there were only 10 groups of 
"more serious" fans applying for 
season tickets. Very few of these 
groups consisted of 20 people. 
Original lottery rules stated a block 
of tickets would only be awarded 
to groups of exactly 20 people. 

That rule was changed at the 
last Student Senate meeting when 
it was discovered that no organiza¬ 
tion could find 20 people willing to 
pay $40. In fact, only about 120 
seats were awarded yesterday leav¬ 
ing over 600 seats for week of 
game purchase. 

A second change also was made 
in lottery procedure. Originally, a 
representative was supposed to 
bring all the money from the group 
to the lottery and pay for the tick¬ 
ets right then and there. It was 
changed to a deferred payment

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Labor Day issue unresolved

The ongoing battle to find a 
proposal for faculty and students to 
have Labor Day off hit a dead end 
Tuesday when the Curriculum and 
Regulations Committee (C&R) 
decided to go back to the drawing 
| board. 

The Sub-Committee of C&R, 
which made the original proposal, 
and a representation of student 
leaders, attended the meeting and 
debated alternative proposals for 
the Labor Day dilemma. 

After an hour of throwing 
around ideas, Dr. Kalman Gold¬ 
berg, provost and chairperson of 
| C&R, announced that the Sub- 
Committee of C&R, along with 
student representatives, will 
reevaluate the issues and try to 
I come up with an alternative propo¬ 
sal. 

"We examined a wide range of 
possible alternatives," Goldberg 
said. 'The Sub-Committee, along 
I with student representatives, will 
| take the new information and ideas 
. and try to find a solution to this 
difficult puzzle." 

Alternative proposals discussed 
at the C&R meeting included: 

• Cancelling Fall Break. 

• Cutting Fall Break short by 
I starting it on Friday and coming 
I back on Monday as opposed to 

starting on Saturday and coming 
back on Wednesday. 

• Starting classes one week ear¬ 
lier. 


'T think it went well, we got 
our point across," All-School 
President Mike Spitalli said. 
"Everyone came in with a profes¬ 
sional attitude and we were able to 
get student input." 

The Labor Day issue originated 
last spring when the faculty 
desired to have Labor Day off. 

In accordance with this request, 
the Sub-Committee of C&R was 
created to research the issue and 
come up with a proposal. 

The Sub-Committee of C&R 
came back with a proposal on 
April 20, which stated that classes 
would start on the Monday after 
move-in-day, instead of that 
Wednesday, thus, keeping in 
accordance with the academic 
calendar. 

Student Senate was in favor of 
having classes cancelled for the 
Federal Holiday, but clearly 
disagreed with the conditions 
involved. 

This fall, the Executive Board 
of Student Senate, in conjunction 
with Dr. Alan Gaisky, associate 
provost for student affairs, came 
up with an alternative proposal, 
which stated that faculty and stu¬ 
dents would have Labor Day off 
and that the academic calendar 
would be pushed back one day 
making study day for finals week 
on Thursday instead of Wednes¬ 
day. 

Student Senate stated the fol¬ 
lowing reasons for not starting 
classes the day after move-in-day. 


• Traumatic time for freshman. 

• Cannot expect students, espe¬ 
cially freshman, to start classes 
one day after moving in. 

• Students need these two days 
to get their lives going again: Run 
errands, buy books and renew old 
and make new friendships. 

• The Greek System needs 
these two days to prepare for 
Rush. This affects almost 50 per¬ 
cent of the campus, so it cannot be 
overlooked. 

• Competitor schools do not 
have classes starting one day after 
move-in-day. 

• To move academic calendar 
back one day is feasible with 
conflicts that can be easily 
resolved. No conflict with gradua¬ 
tion or grades being due. 

• Wide range of student sup¬ 
port and the potential for firm tan¬ 
gible data. 

Student Senate’s proposal was 
unanimously rejected by the Sub- 
Committee of C&R. 

With the coming of terms by 
the Sub-Committee of C&R, and 
the student representatives, to meet 
and come up with a proposal that 
is mutually agreed upon by all 
parties, Goldberg feels that the 
solution will be a peaceful one. 

"I think perhaps everyone 
approached it with a sense of 
openness," Goldberg said. "I think 
we will be able to come up with a 
solution before the end of the 
school year. I’m not sure about the 
end of the semester, but most 
definitely by the end of the year."

"Brotherhood of Psychotic(s)"caught

A member of the "Brotherhood 
of Psychotics" was caught and 
( has confessed to committing the 
threats and vandalism against fra¬ 
ternities and could face suspension 
or expulsion from the University. 

"We have identified the indivi- 
| dual that is responsible for all the 
i activities of the Brotherhood of 
r Psychotics," said Tim Wendle, 
residential life associate director. 

| "He has confessed to putting up 
the posters, spray painting Olin 
Hall and the Sig Ep House." 

After committing such acts, 

I Wendle said for the student’s own 
I safety he could not reveal his 


name. However, Bradley Security 
officer Rick Hutchison confirmed 
the student is a freshman. 

Despite speculation by the fra¬ 
ternities and Bradley Security that 
the group consisted of more than 
one person, "We are convinced 
that he acted alone," Wendle said. 

"He has at this point been 
charged with defacing University 
property and threatening and 
harassing." 

Olin Hall was the latest build¬ 
ing to be vandalized by the student 
on the night of Sept. 30 or early 
the next morning, Dave Bear, 
director of security said. In the 
front of the building facing the 


quad, the words "Brotherhood of 
Psychotics was spray painted. 

Sigma Phi Epsilon’s fraternity 
house was vandalized with spray 
paint Sept. 15 and Theta Chi Fra¬ 
ternity members received phone 
calls from the student identifying 
himself as the Brotherhood of 
Psychotics and threatened the fra¬ 
ternity. 

The student, however, was not 
caught in the. act of vandalizing 
Olin Hall. Bradley Security 
officers Joe Albright and Hutchison 
followed up on some leads and 
traced the student down Oct. 6 in a 
concentrated room-to-room dorm 
check. 


"At one time we had spoken to 
someone who had seen some 
literature in the room on his desk," 
Hutchison said. 

"We really didn’t have one per¬ 
son in mind. Officer Albright ques¬ 
tioned one person and I the other. 
The one I questioned happened to 
be the right guy." 

Hutchison said he was not 
arrested at the time but was read 
his rights. Bradley and the frater¬ 
nities are in charge of filing a 
complaint. 

Pete Macabobby, president of 
Sig Phi Epsilon said a complaint 
was filed the next day when when 
damages were noticed the next 


day, but has yet to press charges. 

After being read his rights 
Hutchison said, "I told him he was 
better off dealing with us so we 
can keep it at a Bradley level. If 
the city gets involved, there is 
probably going to be an arrest 
involved. 

Wendle said the student is still 
attending school and is attending 
counciling. His case will be heard 
Monday or Tuesday by the Student 
Judicial System, which consist of 
Wendle, Ed King, Executive direc¬ 
tor of housing residential life and 
student judicial system, and Bar-

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New sorority 
enters Pan/Hel

Sigma Iota Gamma is the newly 
formed local sorority on in the 
Bradley Pan-Hellenic family. 

The SIG’s, as they are referred 
to, originated on October 18, 
1987. Paulette Mangione spoke 
with Ed King, executive director 
of housing and residential life and 
student judicial system, and stated 
the urgency for another sorority on 
campus. She then internally 
recruited seven girls who had the 
similar goal of wanting to begin a 
national sorority. 

They formed a committee 
known as the Special Interest 
Group (SIG), and began to search 
for the national sorority that best 
suited their needs. It was decided 
that the group should follow in the 
tradition of every other national 
sorority on Bradley’s campus, and 
become a local sorority before 
seeking out a national. 

The group met for an entire 
year before they finally went pub¬ 
lic on Monday, Oct. 10, 1988, 
when they held their first informa¬ 
tional meeting open to the public. 
Mangione, the president, began the 
meeting by saying, "We are not a 
frarority." 

She explained that they were 
known as a local sorority. A local 
sorority has the same program as a 
national sorority, including scho¬ 
larship, philanthropy, a pledge 
program, socials, and rituals; they 
merely lack national backing. 
They are considered a part of and 
have the same rights as Pan-Hel, 
though they do not have an actual 
vote. 

They had the opportunity to 
participate in Greek Week, though 
they declined, so they would be 
able to devote all their efforts to 
their rush, which starts this week¬ 
end. 

When asked why they had 
waited a year to activate their thir- 
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teen members, they explained that, 
before they involved more girls, 
they wanted to form some sort of 
cohesiveness among themselves. 

Their pledge program will be 
similar to that of any other sorori¬ 
ties and consist of big sisters, 
study buddies and date parties. 
Mangione stressed the need for 
another sorority by the fact that the 
SIG’s have had many bids from 
fraternities for exchanges. Their 
first exchange will be tonight with 
Theta Xi. 

All the actives present at the 
meeting wore their colors: navy, 
blue and pink. The pink rose is 
their flower, their symbol is a key 
and a tiger is their mascot. They 
also have thought of mottos and 
goals. One great aspect, explained 
the SIG’s, is the minimal dues 
required to cover social, pledge 
and chapter activities. 

A committee known as the 
Research Expansion Committee, 
consisting of a junior and a sopho¬ 
more from each sorority on 
campus, was formed to help the 
group seek out the best sorority for 
them. 

They are supported by every¬ 
one who hears of them. Dr. Alan 
Gaisky, Associate Provost for Stu¬ 
dent Affairs, encourages and sup¬ 
ports the SIG’s efforts. This year’s 
class being the largest ever, he 
sees a great need for a new soror¬ 
ity. 'We believe that the best way 
to attract a national is to have a 
flourishing, established local," 
Gaisky said. 

When asked to describe the 
group, Mangione used the word 
sisterhood. She spoke of the strong 
bonds that have been, and are 
being developed within the group. 

She is very eager to begin rush, 
which starts Sunday. They will be 
meeting in the Alumni Center at 
both 4:00 and 7:00 p.m.

Peoria City Councilman Roger 
Worman announced he is handing 
in his resignation and is stepping 
down as of Dec. 1., at a press 
conference yesterday. 

Worman, who represents the 
district in which Bradley is located 
said the reason for the handing in 
of his resignation is that he no 


longer has the time necessary for 
the job due to increased personal 
and career responsibilities. 

Tm certainly pleased with 
Green way along Western and the 
development that is occurring 
there," Worman said when asked 
what he was most proud of in his 
3-1/2 years as a councilman. 
"Certainly, being able to work 
hard to take Campustown from a 
concept, and idea, to a project that 
offers a real fine revitalization to 
the business community."

whether or not taxes would be 
raised. The deficit, and proposed 
solutions, were also a key issue 
during the discussion. 

One question, posed by Frish- 
man, was asking the panelists to 
address the Third World debt 
crisis. Dr. Brune emphasized the 
fact that neither candidate had 
properly addressed the issue. Dr. 
Highfill stated three economic 
solutions that she believed would 
solve the problems: l)By the U.S. 
providing developmental aide to 
these countries, while placing their 
debt on hiatus; 2)By the banks for¬ 
giving the debts; 3)Finally, by the 
U.S. assuming responsibility for 
the debts. Dr. Bukowski stated 
that 'It is a no win situation for 
everyone." 

A heated debate over unem¬ 
ployment arose between the Col¬ 
lege Republicans, and Young 
Democrats representatives. 'The 
Reagan administration has created 


over seventeen million jobs, and 
they are not all part-time as she 
would like to believe" responded 
with "I don’t think I said half of 
these jobs were flipping burgers, I 
believe I said a little over two mil¬ 
lion. " When asked if he wanted to 
respond Vicary declined. 

The somewhat evenly blended 
audience of Democrats and Repub¬ 
licans sensed the ever so present 
tension apparent on the panel. 

Turner, the fundamental partici¬ 
pant in the organizing of this event 
was extremely pleased with the 
outcome. His intention had been to 
present Bradley students with 
material to help them obtain a feel¬ 
ing of involvement in this upcom¬ 
ing November election. He wanted 
to aide in education and making 
responsible voters out of as many 
people as possible.

Officials scrutinize applications

Most people would agree that 
filling out college applications isn’t 
an easy task. Neither is reviewing 
them. 

Bradley’s Admissions Office 
received approximately 4000 appli¬ 
cations for the 1988 fall semester, 
16 percent more than last year. 
Each must go through an indivi¬ 
dual review system spanning 2-3 
weeks. This process is completed 
by filing all of the accumulated 
information on a computer, which 
makes Bradley the first University 
in the United States to have an 
AT&T Admissions Office of the 
Future. Wffiat exactly is Bradley 
looking for in these applications? 

'There really is not one 
significant thing that would detract 
from admission to Bradley," Gary 
Bergman, director of admissions 
said. While reviewing applications, 
Bradley is looking at five areas: 
National Test scores (ACT/SAT), 
grade point average, class rank, 
extra-curricular activities and 
recommendations. 


Bradley students average a 23 
ACT composite and a 1010 SAT 
composite, placing the University 
above the national average. "We 
receive calls and letters every year 
from students saying they don’t test 
well or that they had a bad day 
when they took the exams," Dr. 
Alan Gaisky, associate provost for 
student affairs, said. "We don’t 
hold that against them, we simply 
ask that they re-take the test." 

Grade point average, class rank 
and high school/junior college 
transcripts are reviewed for a 
number of reasons. Bradley is 
interested in the courses students 
have taken in the past, particularly 
college prep courses and courses 
that Bradley asks for as prere¬ 
quisites. GPA and class rank assist 
the admissions office in determin¬ 
ing how well a student accom¬ 
plished academically, in com¬ 
parison to his/her fellow class¬ 
mates. 

Recommendations could make 
the difference, Gaisky said. If the 


student’s academic records are 
questionable, the admissions office 
will call the high school for per¬ 
sonal references or will speak with 
the individual who wrote the 
recommendation. Many times, a 
student’s own recommendation for 
him/herself can help in the final 
decision, Gaisky said. 

A list of extra-curricular activi¬ 
ties is a very important part of the 
application, Gaisky said.

After reviewing the five major 
aspects of the application, the 
reviewer asks, "Will this student 
be successful at Bradley?" If the 
answer is yes, the student is 
accepted; if no, the student is not 
accepted and if the answer is a 
maybe, the student will be asked to 
submit more information.

Jordan received a piece of 
Palestine when the British gave it 
to them after W.W.I. The United 
Nations partitioned Palestine into 
Jewish and Arab regions on Nov. 
29, 1947. On May 14, 1948, the 
Jewish population created the State 
of Israel. The next day, it was 
attacked by the neighboring Arab 
states, including Egypt, Syria, and 
Jordan. Israel took much of the 
Arab land and Jordan annexed the 
West Bank. In June of 1967, more 
fighting left Israel with the Sinai 
Peninsula, the Gaza Strip, the 
Golan Heights and the West Bank. 
This included the Eastern part of 
Jerusalem (the holy city). 

The Palestine Liberation Organ¬ 
ization was formed in 1964. Its 
Covenant, written in 1968, called 
for the liberation of Palestine and 
rejected the legitimacy of Israel 


and the U.N. partition. 

In 1973, the Arab states 
attacked Israel. Israel pushed into 
Egypt and Syria. The U.N. came 
in to monitor a cease-fire. 

At the Camp David Summit in 
1978, Israeli Prime Minister 
Menachem Begin and Egyptian 
President Anwar Sadat signed 
agreements to return the Sinai Pen¬ 
insula to Egypt and provided for 
negotiations over the future of the 
occupied territories and peaceful 
relations between the two nations. 
Israel would remove its occupa¬ 
tional forces from the occupied 
regions, and Begin promised that 
there would be no more new 
Israeli settlements within them. 

On Dec. 9. 1987, the Palestini¬ 
ans began an uprising against the 
Israelis in the occupied territories 
of the West Bank and the Gaza

more than 270 people killed and 
the violence is increasing. Some¬ 
thing must be done. 

The Israelis refuse to recognize 
the PLO’s existence. The PLO and 
the Arab States refuse to recognize 
Israel. Israeli Defense Minister 
Yitzhak Rabin has allowed his 
troops to fire potentially lethal 
plastic bullets at crowds. The 
Palestinians conduct terrorist 
attacks on the Israelis. 

The Israelis cannot hold onto 
the occupied territories forever. 
Since they acknowledge the legi¬ 
timacy of the U.N. partition of 
Palestine, they must also ack¬ 
nowledge the Palestinian’s claim to 
the occupied territories*as well as 
some Israeli territory, for the U.N.

strong and I think they’ll work 
very well for the city." But the 
department staff also said many of 
the proposed requirements - 
including those dealing with signs, 
landscaping and open spaces ~ are 
too stringent and could discourage 
commercial activity.

Dr. Philip Weinberg, dean of 
the College of Engineering and 
Technology at Bradley University, 
has announced his retirement 
effective in the summer of 1989. 

Weinberg, who came to Brad¬ 
ley in 1956 to begin the electrical 
engineering program and was its 
department chairman for 20 years, 
has served the University as Dean 
of the College since June of 1986. 
"I came here for three years and 
stayed for 33," Weinberg said.

"Phil has touched Bradley 
University in so many ways since 
joining the institutions in the 
1950’s -- the Department of Electr¬ 
ical Engineering, Channel 47, 
WCBU, and in recent years, the 
College of Communications and 
Fine Arts," President Martin G. 
Abegg said. "He is a creative 
entrepreneur, and we will miss his 
many talents. Bradley University is 
a better institution today because 
of Phil Weinberg’s untiring 
efforts." 

Weinberg said of his col¬ 
leagues, "I’ve always had the 
highest regard for the people I’ve 
worked with, particularly President 
Abegg, Kal Goldberg, Dr. Ham¬ 
mond and Dr. Stewart, who, 
incidently, I taught." 

A Search Committee, chaired 
jointly by Abegg, Provost and 
Vice President for Academic 
Affairs Kalman Goldberg, has been 
appointed and, in November, will 
begin preliminary screening of 
candidates for the position.

He was Engineer of the Year in 
Central Illinois in 1973, and in 
1971, he was recognized by Brad¬ 
ley with the Honorary Degree, 
Doctor of Humane Letters for dis¬ 
tinguished public service to the 
region, state and nation. In 1979, 
he was the recipient of the Frank 
C. Mergen Award for Public Ser¬ 
vice. 

Weinberg, father of three, two 
of which are Bradley alums, as is 
his wife, says he "Hopes to main¬ 
tain an active association with 
Bradley." Weinberg, who always 
had a deep concern for the stu¬ 
dents and higher education, feels 
that the students of the ’80s are 
"more concerned with careers and 
material things" than the students 
of the ’60s and ’70s who "were 
concerned with human society. I 
hope it’s like a pendulum ... we’ll 
swing back to a concern for deeper 
values." 

After his retirement, Weinberg 
would like "to encourage young 
people to £eek higher education 
and the arts in the community. 

"I would like to see more and 
more young people developing 
their potential at an early age." He 
also has "a backlog of activities" 
to keep him busy.

• WASHINGTON- Illinois 
school districts may have to pay 
millions to retest hundreds of 
schools for asbestos unless the 
Environmental Protection Agency 
changes a preliminary ruling it 
issued last week. 

Since 1986, Illinois has paid 
$4.9 million to inspect 1,337 of 
the state’s approximately 7,000 
public and nonprofit private 
schools, but the EPA is now say¬ 
ing the check was inadequate and 
may need to be redone. 

The EPA said the state’s testing 
procedures were inadequate 
because it checked for only easily 
crumbled asbestos and not for the 
harder-to-find non-friable asbestos. 
Friable asbestos is considered 


more dangerous than non-friable 
asbestos because it gets into the air 
where it can be breathed in. 

Zoning 


• Peoria’s proposed new zoning 
law should be softened so commer¬ 
cial development isn’t discouraged, 
but the spirit of the plan should be 
retained, city officials said. 

In a three-page document issued 
Wednesday by the Planning and 
Zoning Department, staff members 
said many parts of the 464-page 
proposal "will facilitate better 
development ... and improve the 
appearance and quality of life of 
the city."

Artists picture 
niches to ego

Both Oscar Gillespie, assistant 
professor of art, and Beth Linn, 
associate professor of art, share 
certain . artistic qualities, though 
they pursue two very distinct 
forms. 

Gillespie’s most recent exhibit, 
entitled "Ritual Ego: Animus and 
Anima of Primitive Spirituality," 
is on display at the Hartmann 
Center untU Oct. 25. 

"What the show deals with is a 
shamanistic view of alter egos. (A 
shaman is the spiritual and political 
leader of a tribe.) All of my work 
deals with primitive spirituality," 
Gillespie said. 

Gillespie, 36, said his interest 
in primitive cultures came pri¬ 
marily from his childhood, grow¬ 
ing up in a small town in Arizona 
near many Indian tribes. 

"I don’t borrow ideas strictly 
from any culture. Ideas are formed 
from interest and association." 

"Many primitive societies use 
mind-altering drugs. They believe 
animals, plants, water, dirt, every¬ 
thing have egos and spirits and are 
living entities," Gillespie said. 

In the exhibit, there are three 
series: Carnal Egos, Magic Egos, 
and Carnal Animus. Gillespie said 
the concepts of spirituality and the 
female and male parts of the ego 
are consistent throughout the 
series. 

Gillespie began working on the 
project after having received a 
grant from the Bradley Board of 
Research and Creativity, which 
reviews applications submitted by 
professors to pursue creative and 
research efforts. 

This is the first time the entire 
exhibit is on display. In the past, 
certain pieces of the exhibit have 
appeared at Purdue University, 
Blackhawk College, Harper Col¬ 
lege, and Clemson University. 

When asked what message he 
hopes to convey to the audience, 
Gillespie said, "Everyone has a 
different way of looking at things." 


The subjects of Gillespie’s 
prints are family members, former: 
students and a Bradley custodian, 
as well as Gillespie himself. 

He believes art, in general, is 
appreciated more today than in the 
past and he said it brings a lot of 
personal satisfaction. 

"You always get out of any 
career what you put into it. Art is 
not a hobby for me. It’s a career." 

His advice to art students is to 
maintain not only a zeal for art but 
for general studies as well . 

"Learn to develop an imagina¬ 
tion, too. Practice dreaming and 
making up scenarios." 

Photography is Beth Linn’s 
forte. Her most recent work, 
called "The Nich Series," is on 
display at Eureka College in the 
Burgess Hall Art Gallery. 

Although Linn has worked on 
the project for several years, it 
was only last summer that she 
began to print the photographs of!

Review

For many years, the sandwich 
has been considered an easy, 
economical meal enjoyed from the 
peanut butter and jelly eating- 
grade-school children, to party¬ 
going adults enjoying crustless 
finger sandwiches. 

But some Peoria sandwich 
shops have broken the tradition, 
boasting sandwiches with five 
varieties of meat, fresh baked pas¬ 
tries, ten kinds of bagels and nine 
types of cookies. 

Over the past two weeks I have 
visited three local sandwich shops 
(Reuben’s New York Deli, 
Bagels-N-More and Cafe Club 
Soda) to discover the new trend in 
sandwich styles. I was surprised at 
the variety in menus and the 
differences in prices. Sandwiches 
ranged in price from $2.25 to 
$4.25, the service ranged from fast 
to confused and the atmosphere of 
the restaurants was diverse, from 
formica tables and chairs to a 
pastel paradise of pink and green, 
set within 20,000 square feet of 


antiques. 

• My favorite of the three is 
Reuben’s New York Deli, located 
in Pioneer Square (7501 N. 
University). Their sandwiches are 
a meal in itself, with interesting 


combinations of meats and 
cheeses. Mike’s Italian Club has 
ham, hard salami, provolone 
cheese, lettuce, tomato, black 
olives and Italian dressing all 
stacked on a plain or onion bun 
($3.95). Another favorite was the 
Roll-up: cooked ham, hard salami, 
swiss cheese, cheddar cheese and 
lettuce, all rolled up in Lebanese 
bread (also $3.95). All sandwiches 
are served with potato chips and a 
pickle spear. Reuben’s also has a 
Vie De France bakery section with 
a large cookie assortment (79 
cents) and muffins ($1.49). 
Reuben’s also has a variety of 
tossed salads and soups for here or 
to go. It costs a little more and is a 
little out of the way, but it’s well 
worth it. Reuben’s is open Mon¬ 
day through Saturday 10 a.m. to 9 
p.m. 

• The second-place favorite is 
Bagels-N-More, located in the 
Metro Center (4700 N. Univer¬ 
sity). Owners Ira and Lana Rest 
have been in the bagel business for 
almost five years and supply bagels 
to Geisert and Williams Halls on 
the Bradley campus. Bagel 
sandwiches are a little more 
difficult to eat because of the den¬ 
sity of the bread and the limited 
space for meats and cheeses to fill, 
but Bagels-N-More does a great 
job at stacking the sandwiches to 
their ultimate limit. Bagel 
sandwiches are served on a variety 


of bagels (plain, egg, whole wheat, 
garlic, rye ... ) or bread, and 
range in price from $2.89 to 
$4.39. All sandwiches include 
potato salad or a wonderful red 
cabbage and red wine vinegar 
coleslaw and a pickle. Bagels-N- 
More also offers dessert, ranging 
in price from 95 cents for a cookie 
to $2.25 for a slice of cheesecake. 

Bagels-N-More is open Monday 
through Saturday 7 a.m. to 9 p.m.

• The newest and most interest¬ 
ingly decorated sandwich shop is 
Cafe Club Soda, located on the 
second floor of the Illinois Antique 
Center (100 Walnut St. and Wash¬ 
ington St. in downtown Peoria). 
Cafe Club Soda opened last May 
in the antique warehouse that has 
been in business since September, 
1986. Owners of the Center and 
Cafe, Dan and Kim Philips, felt a 
need to expand their tea room into 
a full- service sandwich shop. 
Smaller than the other two restau¬ 
rants, Cafe Club Soda is quaintly 
decorated with mint green tables 
and pastel-covered wing-back 
chairs all surrounded by 20,000 
square feet of antiques displayed 
by 88 Illinois dealers. The atmo¬ 
sphere is charming, but the 
sandwiches are small and sparingly 
filled. Four kinds of meats are 
offered (roast beef, turkey, ham 
and pastrami), three kinds of 
cheeses (Muenster, cheddar and 
baby swiss) and four kinds of 


salad (also $2.75), and soup (95 
cents for a cup, $1.25 for a bowl). 

The day I visited, they were out 
of turkey by one o’clock and out of 
the soup of the day (Beanestrone). 

I was eagerly offered to replace 
my soup order with another kind 
(Cheesy Vegetable), but when I 
received it, it was lukewarm. I 
also had half of a chicken salad 
sandwich that was fair, but not like 
the chicken salad I had sampled at 
the previous two spots. My com¬ 
panion had a roast beef sandwich 
which he reported was on the dry 
side. The atmosphere of this 
sandwich shop is delightful, with 
old photographs on the walls and a 
wooden bar with stools to sit on, 
the selection and variety of 
antiques are incredible, but I hope 
these newcomers to the sandwich 
craze will soon bring their food up 
to the standards of their existing 
prospering antique business. 

Serving hours for Cafe Club 
Soda are Monday through Satur¬ 
day, 11 a.m. to 3 p.m. and on 
Sunday with only beverages being 
served. The Illinois Center is 
open Monday through Saturday 10 
a.m. to 6 p.m. and on Sunday 
from 11 a.m. to 5 p.m.

Too much pressure and not enoughplay

The alann sounds. "6 a.m. I’ve 
really gotta hustle. I’ve gotta finish 
that outline, talk to Professor 
Jones, stop by the lab, read 100 
pages for my noon psych class and 
be at work at 3 p.m." 

Today’s college Gampuses are 
pressure cookers. In fact, the Nup¬ 
rin Pain Report, the first national 
study on pain in America, docu¬ 
mented that more people 18-24 
suffer from stress and pain than 
any older group. 

So, get rid of stress. Right? 
Wrong. 

Stress is neither good nor bad. 
How you handle it can be. Learn¬ 
ing to make stress work for you 
can help you concentrate better 
and think more clearly under pres¬ 
sure, have more energy, be more 
creative and make college more 
enjoyable. 

But many of us handle stress 
poorly. 

Some people panic and work 
too fast under stress. Others pro¬ 
crastinate. Neither response is pro¬ 
ductive and both are caused by 
what I call "sabotage thinking "-- 
common reactions to stressful 
situations that work against rather 
than for you. 

Common types of sabotage 
thinking are: "the gottas." 

Let’s look at the gottas and 
methods to overcome them.

The gottas usually occur when 
you think you have too much to do 
and too little time to do it. "I gotta 
study for two exams...I gotta read 
two chapters...I gotta call financial 
aid about my loan...I gotta get a 
date for Friday night... " 

The gottas make everything 
seem harder than it really is. You 
get into the panic zone, rushing to 
get it all done. You walk to fast, 
talk too fast; write too fast, eat too 


fast. You can’t concentrate or think 
clearly. You make earless mis¬ 
takes, blank out on exams and for¬ 
get things you already know. 
Everything seems like a life or 
death proposition. 

I was talking to a junior at U-C 
Berkeley who had a bad case of 
the gottas about a forthcoming 
exam. "I gotta get an A," he said. 

I asked what would happen if he 
didn’t.

Past the pile of Lego blocks, 
and just to the right of the coat 
racks, sits Becky Fay asking one 
of her "students" how he bumped 
his head yesterday. Bradley’s 
littlest students are enjoying their 
day at class. 

Becky Fay, the head teacher, 
along with a staff of 11 Bradley 
students manage the Child Study 
Center, a day care center located 
in the basement of Bradley Hall. 

The center, which is supervised 
by Bradley’s psychology and home 
economics departments, conducts 
two programs for children. On 
Mondays, Wednesdays, and Fri¬ 
days from 9 to 11:30 a.m., day 
care is provided for three and 
four-year-olds. On Tuesdays and 
Thursdays, during the same morn¬ 
ing hours, toddler care is provided 
for one and two-year-olds. 

"This is often the children’s 
first experience with adults outside 
the family setting, especially for 
the toddlers," Fay said. She said 
that socialization was one of the 
primary objectives for the chil¬ 
dren. 

Many of the activities Fay and 
the student helpers plan are used to 
promote healthy interaction 


between the children. Music, 
creative art, outdoor play and 
show-and-tell all play a part of that 
interaction. Bradley Hall room 31 
has been transformed into a great 
educational playland for the chil¬ 
dren. A toy kitchen occupies one 
comer and opposite that, the sci¬ 
ence comer.

Etaugh, who directly oversees 
the toddler program, said the 
center offers an excellent education 
in working with children, as well 
as other adults as members of a 
team. "The center gives the stu¬ 
dents an overall good understand¬ 
ing of human behavior."

Even if she doesn’t end up 
working with children, she thinks 
this course is helping her.

The youngsters in the program 
are children of Bradley faculty, 
staff, students and children in the 
community. The number of chil¬ 
dren is limited to 15 in each pro¬ 
gram, and Etaugh said there is a 
considerable waiting list. She attri 
butes the long waiting list due tc 
the quality of the program. The 
program is evaluated each semester 
by the students and by the 
children’s parents. Etaugh said she 
has been receiving "glowing 
reports." 

"We have an obligation as part

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Do not pass go and don’t use our card 


(CPS) - Parker Brothers, Inc. 
wants the College Republicans to 
stop using Monopoly-like "Get Out 
Of Jail Free" cards to take jabs at 
Democratic presidential candidate 
Michael Dukakis. 

Parker Brothers, which 
manufactures and markets Mono¬ 
poly, sent a "cease and desist" 
letter to the College Republican 
National Committee (CRNC) last 
month, but at least one campus 
chapter - at the University of 
Arizona -- has kept using the cards 
as a way to satirize a Mas¬ 
sachusetts jail furlough program. 

"As far as we’re concerned," 
said Parker Brothers spokeswoman 
Patricia McGovern, "they’re infr¬ 
inging upon our copyright. We do 


not want them using the logo." 

The CRNC originally planned 
to sell the cards, but in the wake 
of the threatening letter from 
Parker Brothers, apparendy told 
campus chapters they could give 
the cards away without fear of 
being sued, reported Arizona 
chapter Chairman Paul Rossi, who 
started handing out the cards Sept. 
16. 

"I do understand that Parker 
Brothers’ chairman is a Republi¬ 
can, so I think that’s why we’re 
allowed to use them" Rossi told 
the Arizona Daily Wildcat, the 
campus paper. 


Parker Brothers says that’s 
untrue. "I don’t know the political 
affiliation of anybody at Parker 


Brothers," countered McGovern. 
"This has nothing to do with polit¬ 
ical affiliation. We see this only as 
a copyright infringement." 

The card calls Dukakis, who in 
fact opposed the Massachusetts 
furlough plan the Bush campaign 
has blasted as pro-criminal, "the 
killer’s best friend, and the decent, 
honest citizen’s worst enemy." 

McGovern said Parker Brothers 
will allow "due time" for the Col¬ 
lege Republican National Commit¬ 
tee to inform campus chapters to 
stop distributing the cards. 

If the College Republicans con¬ 
tinue to distribute the cards, the 
company’s legal counsel may take 
legal action, McGovern said, "but 
it’s difficult to say what we’ll do."

states - one Arab and one Jewish. 

Rabin’s? policy of "force, 
power, and beatings" in the occu¬ 
pied territories hasn’t done any¬ 
thing to quench the uprising. It has 
only fanned the flames, for now 
the Palestinians are even more 
determined to create their own 
state to protect themselves from 
these abuses of their rights as 
human beings. 

In September, 1982, President 
Reagan proposed that the Palestini¬ 
ans in the West Bank and Gaza 
Strip be allowed to form a loose 
federation with Jordan. Reagan’s 
solution called on the Arab nations 
to recognize Israel’s right to exist. 
Jordan has since then severed its 
ties with the West Bank, and 
Jordan’s King Hussein has given 
the PLO his authority to negotiate 
with Israel. The Arab nations haye 
voiced support for the uprising 
and, in June, 1988, provided $100 
million to support it. 


nlzing the legitimacy of Israel. 
This is a great change in his 
stance. Israel and the rest of the 
world should seize this opportunity 
to create peace. 


Begin once said that a 
Palestinian state would mean "a 
Soviet base in the heart of the 
Middle East." This is not neces¬ 
sarily true, for Saudia Arabia - 
one of the largest financial contri¬ 
butors to the PLO - is a strong 
ally of the U.S. 


At the European Parliament this 
past September, Yassir Arafat 
stated that the PLO had accepted 
the idea of the creation of two 
states in Palestine and that he 
desired a U.N. conference to settle 
the conflict. Arafat said recogni¬ 
tion of Israel was up to the Pales¬ 
tinian National Council. Arafat 
recognized the legitimacy of the 
U.N. partition. Recognizing the 
partition means, in effect, recog- 


The Arab community wants 
peace and has spoken its desires 
for a UN conference. Since I’ve 
tried to simplify the Palestinian 
problem. I’ll offer a simplified 
answer. Following the adoption of 
"the Mosser Plan" by Israel, the 
PLO and the Arab community at a 
U.N. sponsored conference, all 
military personnel will be removed 
from the occupied territories and 
U.N. troops will be brought in to 
maintain peace. The U.N. has 
been used in this region before and 
was successful in easing tensions 
in a cease fire, plus Arafat has said 
that he would agree to a U.N. 
occupation. 

Jordan could give up the land it 
received from Great Britain for a 
lasting peace. Many Palestinians 
now live in Jordan and King 
Hussein would probably be glad to 
have them return to their home¬ 
land. It would also give the Pales-

tinians more land to live on. 

Palestinians in the territories, 
following a timetable set by the 
U.N., could hold elections to set 
up an autonomous government. 
The U.N. could mediate the elec¬ 
tion. Those who fled to other 
countries during the years of 
conflict could return at this time. 

Those elected would send 
representatives to another U.N. 
conference that would further 
negotiate with Israel. The first step 
would have to be a formal recogni¬ 
tion of legitimacy on behalf of 
both sides and a non-aggression 
pact between the Israeli and Pales¬ 
tinian states. Items that could be 
considered at this time are: a nor¬ 
malization of boundaries that 
would permit the Palestinians a 
joining of the West Bank and the 
Gaza Strip so neither region is 
separated from the other and the 
Palestinians wouldn’t have to cross 
the Israeli border to reach their 
countrymen; recognition of Israel 
and non-aggression pacts with the 
Arab nations; eventual removal of 
UN troops after a period of time; 
demilitarization of the Palestinian- 
Israeli border; and some sort of 
"hot-line" to quickly dissolve 
conflicts.

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Students are in a 
tight situation 


(CPS) — Glasses at the Univer¬ 
sity of North Texas are so over¬ 
crowded this fall that campus 
workers, scrounging around in 
basements to find old stools and 
desks for students to use, put into 
classrooms furniture that features 
graffiti like "Nixon’s A Cool 
Dude" and "Mike Was Hfcre 
12 / 12 / 68 ." 

It’s no better at the University 
of North Dakota, where the regis¬ 
trar, who for year has posted a list 
of closed classes for students to 
check. This fall, the registrar’s 
office decided the closed classes 
list was too long. It posted a far 
shorter list of open classes instead. 

In fact, students at many cam¬ 
puses are reporting extraordinary 
difficulties getting into classes this 
fall. 

When they do get courses, they 
find the classroom themselves 
filled to overflowing. 

"We’re being stuffed into 
classes," groused University of 
Illinois senior Michael Mallon. 

Teachers hate it, too. "For the 
first time in my 17 years here, 
every seat in every section is 
filled," reported Ron Pynn, chair¬ 
man of North Dakota’s political 
science department. 

"Students," added University of 
North Texas State English Prof. 
Robert Stevens, "have become 
helpless victims of my lectures. 
There’s no room for give-and-take 
classroom discussions. And at a 
time when we’re concerned about 
writing skills, there’s no way I can 
give essay tests to 500 students." 

Though reliable enrollment 
counts won’t be out for several 
weeks, campuses in general seem 
to have become much more 
crowded this fall. 

Schools as diverse as the 
University of Wisconsin-Eau 
Claire, Del Mar College in Dallas, 
Villanova University in Philadel¬ 
phia and Northeastern Louisiana 


report having more students than 
ever. 

As a result, in recent weeks at 
Boston, North Carolina State, 
Tulane and Loyola of New Orleans 
universities as well as at Grinnell 
College of Iowa and the universi¬ 
ties of Miami and Connecticut, 
among others, have run out of 
dorm rooms. 

Now they’re running out of 
classrooms. 

"In a history class I’m taking," 
Illinois’ Mallon said, "there are 75 
seats, which are bolted into the 
floor, for 100 people. We have 
20-to-25 people standing through 
each class. The prof gave a ’weed¬ 
ing out’ quiz so those that are not 
committed to the class will drop 
out." 

At the University of Houston, 
Social Sciences Dean Harrell 
Rodgers had "no choice except to 
let classes get larger, to offered 
fewer sections... because we just 
don’t have as many faculty or the 
money to hire temporaries. Those 
facts are just beyond our control." 

Everyone blames state legisla¬ 
tures for their problems. 

Economically depressed states 
like Texas, North Dakota and Illi¬ 
nois "have not kept up funding," 
reported Elain El-Khawas of the 
American Council on Education in 
Washington, D.C. 'There’s a 
financial squeeze on the Rust Belt 
states and the oil states." 

"We need some relief from the 
legislature," concurred Houston 
Dean of Humanities James Picker¬ 
ing. 

Student Mallon agreed, too. 
"It’s all because the university can’t 
offer other sections for the class 
because there’s no funding." 

And Illinois students can’t count 
on things to improve soon. 
"We’re realistic, and given what’s 
happened in the last couple years, 
unless there’s some major changes 
in their (legislators’) thinking.

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we’re not going to get what we 
need," said University of Illinois 
Trustee Ralph Hahn. 

At North Dakota, many 
crowded classes are now taught by 
teaching assistants and temporary 
lecturers instead of full-time pro¬ 
fessors. 

The lack of funding from the 
state legislature has resulted in 
teachers being severely under¬ 
paid, " said David Glessner, UND’s 
student president. "We’re losing 
faculty to other schools or private 
industry, and we can’t replace 
them." 

"We’ve made up for the lack of 
teachers mostly in the area of 
grossly underpaid lecturers," said 
Libby Rankin of the UND English 
department. 

Enrolling in classes at UND 
proved so difficult, in fact, that 
freshmen registration director Bob¬ 
bie Moore said she "advised some 
students not to give up their job in 


Grand Forks and take Weekend 
College for awhile." 

The Texas state legislature, 
which meets just once every two 
years, funded North Texas based 
on 1986’s enrollment, which has 
grown by 16 percent this fall. 

As a result, students are packed 
into classrooms, doubled up and 
tripled up in dorm rooms or 
housed in local hotels and given 
ancient desks to use during classes. 

The situation is only serious in 
that our state funding hasn’t caught 
up with our enrollment, so we 
have to stretch to find those dollars 
to handle more students," North 
Texas Chancellor Alfred Hurley 
said. 

Helixon, who works as a teach¬ 
ing assistant for the communica¬ 
tions department, said his classes 
have 'become "difficult" because 
there are too many students and 
sections for him to handle 
effectively. 


Student governments and asso¬ 
ciations have stepped up efforts to 
persuade their states to increase 
higher education funding. In 
Texas, Helixon said, the newly 
formed Texas Student Coalition, 
composed of student governments 
form around the state, will lobby 
for more higher ed money. 

At North Dakota, Glessner says 
his administration will continue to 
lobby the legislature, but will take 
another approach as well: "We’re 
going to send students to commun¬ 
ity groups to convince them to 
pressure the legislature. It’s time 
we let the people send the message 
to the legislature." 

North Dakotans, he said, will 
respond when they hear form stu¬ 
dents how higher education in their 
state is declining. "People are 
more receptive to students than 
they are to administrators asking 
for money."

A new scholarship for 
International Students

instead of the government for 
funding. 

One such organization is the 
Peoria Area Friends of Interna¬ 
tional Students, or PAFIS. In 
cooperation with Bradley Univer¬ 
sity, PAFIS annually awards the 
Majorie Reynolds Scholarship for 
International Students. Majorie 
Reynolds was a local philanthropist 
who upon her death donated her 
entire estate to PAFIS, of which 
she was a charter member.

One or more scholarships, $250 
each, are given out at the begin-' 
ning of each fall semester.

of ISO), participation in commun¬ 
ity activities and be of good char¬ 
acter.

The following students in this 
story wish to remain anonymous. 

Parking on the Bradley campus 
is becoming a nightmare for many 
students and faculty members. 

A senior said he always has 
problems finding ample parking. 
'It’s crazy. There are cars double- 
parked all the time." 

"My opinion is that student 
parking is a bit crunchy. Now, I 
do have problems compared to last 
year," one commuter student said. 
It got to be "a waste of time" for 
her to search for a spot and she 
now parks "out-of-her-way " by the 
Student Apartment Complex. 

Dr. Raymond Gozzi, communi¬ 
cations teacher, said he usually 
parks on the street because spots 
are hard to find. He said the situa¬ 
tion was worse, though, at the 
University of Rhode Island, where 
he used to teach. 

Gary Anna, vice president for 
business affairs, said, compared to 
previous years, there is more park¬ 
ing inconvenience. 

He said these problems were 
caused by the construction on the 
library, more interest in campus 
activities and improved enrollment. 
"With the increase of out-of-state 
students come the additional cars." 

Mark Struss, director of facili¬ 
ties management, said there are 
1,461 parking spots on campus, 
not including fraternity and soKir- 
ity parking. 

About 1250 to 1270 vehicle 
stickers have been issued so far. 


said David Baer, director of secu¬ 
rity. In the spring, about 200 stick¬ 
ers are purchased. "We average 
about that each year." 

Yet Bradley still does not have 
enough parking for everyone. 
Anna said this is due to the fact 
that people want to park close to 
their classes and can’t. Another 
reason is that the city requires the 
University to have about 1800 
parking spots. "We are very close 
to that, since these spots include 
fraternity parking, but not street 
parking." 

The University is surveying the 
lots for their busiest times. Park : 
ing on campus tends to be cong¬ 
ested at 9 and 10 a.m . and at 1 
and 2 p.m. during weekdays, Anna 
said. The survey is being con¬ 
ducted because the University 
"wants to know what our needs 
are." 

Baer said the Garrett Center is 
one of the unused lots. It is capa¬ 
ble of holding 301 cars, yet it is 
rarely full. 

Security has discovered that at 
least 50 percent of that lot is 
empty at various times checked 
throughout the day. Baer said he 
believes the reason for this is "that 
students like to park closest to 
their classes and rooms." 

A resident student said she does 
not park there for security reasons. 
"I want to be able to see my car." 

Anna said the University is 
considering many options at this 
point to accommodate the issue, 
which happens to be a very expen¬ 
sive necessity. 


"We don’t have the real estate 
available to build the additional 
parking lots," Struss said. One of 
the options that may be considered 
is a multi-story parking deck. 

"But at this time, we have 
questions on top of questions 
which are difficult to answer 
now," Struss said. Reducing prob¬ 
lems now would probably create 
more difficulties for the students. 

Anna said, "There are a lot of 
problems with alley parking and 
double-parking this semester." 
Safety measures must be enforced 
in case an emergency arises, like a 
fire. 

The situation could be worse 
though, Anna said, like it is at Illi¬ 
nois State University and Univer¬ 
sity of Illinois. "We have to start 
to appreciate what we have." 

For a $20 parking sticker, a 
student is entitled to park the car 
in the designated areas (white 
lanes) on campus. This registration 
is good from Sept. 1 to Aug. 31. 

Baer said there is not a limit on 
vehicle stickers. Thus, a student or 
faculty member can have more 
than one car parked on campus. 

When Anna was asked if a stu¬ 
dent should be guaranteed a park-, 
ing spot, he said, "Yes, I believe a 
spot should be guaranteed, even 
though it may not be a ’quality’ 
spot." 

Even though the University 
discourages freshmen from having 
cars on campus, 99 do so this 
year. Baer said this number is

New Alliance hits BU 

Fulani says "dump the Duke"

Nationally, three candidates are 
vying for presidency of the United 
States. They are Republican 
George Bush, Democrat Michael 
Dukakis and Independent Lenora 
B. Fulani, who is running as a 
representative on the New Alliance 
Party. 

In Olin Hall Monday night, 
Fulani told approximately 80 com¬ 
munity members and Bradley stu¬ 
dents her views about democratic 
election process in America. 

"It is very exciting to be smack 
dab in the middle ... (and to be) 
driving some very, very important 
people straight up the wall," 
Fulani said during her hour-and-a- 
half-long lecture. 

Fulani said her goal is to chal¬ 
lenge the two-party system and to 
take enough votes from Dukakis to 
cause his defeat in the Nov. 8 
election. 

"What we need to do in 
November of this year in order to 
challenge the two-party system is 
to stand up to the Democratic 
party ... to defeat them and dump 
the ’Duke,’" Fulani said. 


Dr. Anthony Lemelle, director 
of Black Studies at Bradley, also 
spoke at the co-sponsored Progres¬ 
sive Student Alliance and Black 
Student Alliance event. Lemelle 
said that voters have an alternative 
in the New Alliance nominee 
Fulani. 

More choice, more options and 
more honesty from the presidential 
candidates are what Fulani said 
voters need. Fulani also said that 
Dukakis and Bush are unacceptable 
as candidates and that they add up 
to the same things for this country. 

"You really mean we have to 
make a choice between these two 
men? There must be someone else 
hiding under the table," said 
Fulani. 

The Fulani, 38, is a doctor of 
developmental psychology and is 
the national chairperson of the 
Black-led, multi-racial and pro-gay 
New Alliance Party. 

Fulani began her campaign 16 
months ago with the slogan "two- 
roads are better than one," mean¬ 
ing that she would support 
Reverend Jesse Jackson through 
the Democratic Party national con-

Peoria Update 


Hepatitis 

• People who ate salads or 
sandwiches from Peoria Pizza 
Works between Oct. 5 and Mon¬ 
day afternoon should seek treat¬ 
ment this week to avoid a potential 
hepatitis outbreak, local officials 
said Tuesday. 

Free inoculation sessions are 
scheduled for today after officials 
at the Peoria City/County Health 
Department received test results 
Monday showing that a cook at the 
Peoria Heights restaurant had 
hepatitis. 

An estimated 4,000 people ate 
food prepared at the restaurant in 
the past two weeks. Managers of 
the 17-year-old restaurant at 3921 
N. Prospect Road voluntarily 
closed the business on a temporary 
basis Monday afternoon after hear¬ 
ing the test results. 

This is not, however, a docu¬ 
mented outbreak. Dr. Dick 
McDonnell, a health department 
consultant said. 


Robert Murray, director of the 
department, said officials don’t 
know whether the Hepatitis virus 
was transferred from the cook to 
either Pizza Works customers or 
employees. 

"The concern that we’re 
addressing is the potential for an 
outbreak," he said at a news 
conference. He said there have 
been confirmed cases of hepatitis 
caused by Pizza Works food. 

Symptoms of he disease include 
jaundice, weakness, loss of 
appetite, nausea, brownish or tea- 
colored urine, abdominal discom¬ 
fort and light-colored bowel move¬ 
ments. 

Even people without hepatitis 
symptoms should be inoculated 
with the disease-fighting material 
because the virus can be present in 
the body for four weeks or longer 
before causing symptoms, Murray 
said.

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Debate touches on the 
issues of the candidates

It was an evening of cheap 
shots and mudslinging at the Gar¬ 
rett Center when Joyce Banks, 
chairman of the Peoria area 
Dukakis campaign, and Rick 
Cloyd, chairman of the Peoria 
county Republican central commit¬ 
tee, met to discuss and debate the 
issues prevalent to the upcoming 
election. 

The debate Wednesday night, 
lasted about one-and-a-half hours 
and touched on such issues as edu¬ 
cation, employment, foreign policy 
and human rights. 

The debate began with each 
speaker presenting opening 
remarks. 

Banks started by emphasizing 
the fact that "Michael Dukakis is 
an American that believes in the 
’American Dream.’ He wants every 
child to aim high, and every 
citizen to count." She said the best 
is yet to come, and Dukakis wants 
to make our schools, universities, 
and laboratories the finest in the 
world. Dukakis, she said, wants to 
"create jobs that will get families 
off welfare." All he wants is to 
"challenge everyone to be the best 
they can." 

Cloyd, a 1970 Bradley gradu¬ 
ate, spoke of the 17 million jobs 
created by the Reagan administra¬ 
tion. He brought up the fact that 


through the Reagan/Bush adminis¬ 
tration, the U.S. achieved peace 
with opposition though strength, 
not weakness. He also spoke of 
the opportunity for family growth. 

Questions were then directed to 
Banks and Cloyd from representa¬ 
tives of the Young Democrats, 
College Republicans, Newman 
Center’s Peace and Justice Educa¬ 
tion committee (the sponsoring 
group) and Student Senate. 

The question posed by the 
Newman Center representative 
asked Banks and Cloyd to describe 
how their respective candidates 
would insure the protection of 
human rights. Banks, who 
responded first, said, "If we want 
to be a nation that holds human 
rights and dignities of the utmost 
importance, we must take people 
off welfare." She said Dukakis 
wants to give something to people 
who see their only escape as 
drugs. She said she wants to tear 
down the "book" the Republicans 
have written, saying that is an 
unnecessary waste. 

Cloyd began speaking by say¬ 
ing "I thought you were supposed 
to read books in college." He said 
the reason they wrote a book was 
because they had something to say. 
Since 1983, three million people 
have risen above the poverty level. 
Families are paying less in taxes 
now then they would be if Demo-

Absence isn’t malice

our own free will. 

Bradley University - an institution where we all hope to obtain an 
education that will help us in our quest for a future. 

Let me restate this in layman’s terms. I chose to come here and I 
chose to obtain an education. 

So why do I feel like I have a ball and chain around my ankle? 

I would like everyone to think long and hard about the existence of 
attendance policies in many classes. 

Is it right for a professor to take attendance into account when giv¬ 
ing your final grade?

Director faces food for 15 years

For the last fifteen years, 
Robert Byczynski, director of 
Food Services, has had a major 
role in providing Bradley students 
with a quality food service. 

Byczynski’s position does not 
just entail the obvious duties of 
overseeing the cafeterias, but 
involves many more, all of which 
keep him very busy. 

Byczynski has worked in the 
food service business for 20 years. 
He worked at several different 
food services before coming to 
Bradley in September, 1973. 

As director, Byczynski oversees 
all of the cafeterias by working 
with the cafeteria managers to 
ensure that everything is working 
properly. He also works with the 
Residents Hall Food Committee, 
which is made up of members of 
A.R.H. and Student Senate to 


prepare menus, and to sample new 
food products. When the food 
committee decides which foods 


they want on the menu, Byczynski 
makes sure the food is supplied to 
the cafeterias and that it meets 
with Bradley’s specifications for 
quality. 

Byczynski also is in charge of 
catering operations outside the 
cafeterias. This external catering 
operation provides banquet ser¬ 
vices for conferences that come to 
Bradley, and also allows students 
to purchase food products directly 
from the Food Service. He also 
has other duties that are required 
as director, such as ensuring that 
all cafeteria employees are trained 
properly. 

Byczynski has also served the 
University in positions other than 
food service director. He has been 
teaching a class for the Continuing 
Education department for the last 
twelve years. This class prepares 
people for the Illinois State Sanita¬ 
tion Exam. Byczynski has also 
served on the Advisory Board for 
the Department of Home Econom¬ 


ics, as a corporate advisor. 

Being food service di recta 
requires a lot of time froo 
Byczynski. He can be found visit 
ing every cafeteria, at every meal, 
to make sure that everything is 
going right. Byczynski also taki 
time out to see that special assign¬ 
ments like catering jobs are doi 
correctly. Ail of these duties maki 
for one busy director. 

"The food service business 
not just a 40-hour-a-week job; it! 
requires . a little more time than 
that," Byczynski said. "I regularly 
put in a twelve or sixteen-hour 
day. I enjoy it, because if I didn’t,: 
I wouldn’t be here." 

'The food service does many 
services for the University, and the 
students," Byczynski said. "We 
can do a lot of things for the stu¬ 
dents, as long as they work with 
us," he continued.

Amnesty writes for freedom and peace

In June 1988, Veliswa 
Mhlawuli, a local journalist of 
Cape Town, South Africa, was 
interviewed by the BBC for a film 
portraying the alleged mistreatment 
of children held in detention in 
South Africa. The newspaper for 
which she wrote is known for its 
criticism of government policies. 

On August 19, 1988, Mhlawuli 
was shot in the head by an 
unidentified gunman near her 
home. After undergoing surgery to 
remove her right eye, Veliswa 
Mhlawuli went into hiding for fear 
for her life. 

On October 5, 1988, Mhlawuli 
was arrested. She is being held 
indefinitely; her whereabouts are 
unknown. It is believed she is 
being held and possibly tortured 
for her assertion of her political 
beliefs. 

A group of Bradley students are 
fighting for Mhlawulfs release. 
They are part of Amnesty Interna¬ 
tional. 

The history behind Amnesty 
International goes back to 1948, 
when the United Nations drafted 


and adopted the Universal Declara¬ 
tion of Human Rights. This docu¬ 
ment defines the fundamental 
rights and freedoms of every 
human being, including the rights 
to dignity, life, liberty and secu¬ 
rity. However, some countries that 
signed the document have since 
repeatedly violated those very 
rights. Amnesty International is a 
worldwide movement which strives 
to bring public awareness to such 
imposing governments and end the 
abuse of human freedoms, such as 
in the case of Mhlawuli. 

Amnesty International advo¬ 
cates three main goals. Firstly, AI 
pursues the release of all prisoners 
of conscience — that is, those indi¬ 
viduals who are imprisoned and/or 
tortured for their political or reli¬ 
gious beliefs, their race, sex, eth¬ 
nic origin or language, and have 
neither used nor advocated 
violence. Similarly, AI also works 
toward fair and immediate trials 
for all political prisoners and an 
end to atrocities and executions in 
all such cases. 

The organization acts on behalf 


of political prisoners worldwide by 
publicizing the actions of oppres¬ 
sive governments through direct 
letters, petitions, and articles con¬ 
cerning specific cases of abuse. By 
focusing international attention on 
the violations of human rights in 
particular instances, AI induces 
public condemnation of and action 
against human torture and impris¬ 
onment. 

The lifeline of Amnesty Inter¬ 
national work is carried on by its 
individual members and groups, 
who write letters and articles to 
protect human rights. The organi¬ 
zation is active in over 60 coun¬ 
tries worldwide through local, col 
lege, and high school branches. 

Craig Jones, a junior transfer 
student from Illinois Community 
College, is the motivating force 
behind the organization at Bradley. 
He has been involved with 
Amnesty International for about a 
year, and decided to bring the 
human rights movement to Bradley 
after getting the idea from Afs

U of Washington euthanizes monkey 
despite activists’ pleas

(CPS) -- A monkey that 
University of Oregon animal rights 
activists had tried to keep from 
being shipped to the University of 
Washington reportedly has been 
euthanized by UW scientists. 

UW veterinarian William R. 
Morton reported in a written state¬ 
ment that the animal was put to 
sleep "shortly after arrival" from 
Oregon, where in a 2-month-long 
campaign members of Citizens for 
Animal Rights had offered to pay 
for life-long care for the monkey 
at a San Antonio, Tex., refuge. 

UO scientists, in turn, refused 
the offer, saying someone - 
apparently Washington’s Regional 
Primate Research Center — already 
had claimed the animal. 

Morton’s statement said UW 
had wanted the long-tailed 
macaque for use in its Tissue 
Redistribution Program. 'If one 
animal such as the monkey from 
the University of Oregon can serve 
the need of 20 different projects. 


this saves euthanizing 19 additional 
animals." 

But animal rights activists felt 
betrayed, thinking they’d had a 
promise from Oregon researchers 
that they wouldn’t ship the monkey 
where harm could befall it. 

"This is a very tragic example 
of an animal losing its life to need¬ 
less research," said Lucy Kaplan 
of OU’s Citizens for Animal 
Rights. 

Ohio State University activists 
were similarly angered last week 
when the state’s Dept, of Agricul¬ 
ture fined OSU $5,000 for 
allegedly mistreating lab animals. 

"They should have been fined 
many times that," said Jim Rick¬ 
etts of People for Animal Rights in 
Columbus, Ohio. "Those guys 
have been getting away with 
murder." 

At the same time, the National 
Research Council in Washington, 
D.C., issued a report defending 
the use of lab animals as essential 


to medical research, and called for 
a moratorium on new rules 
governing animal research until the 
impact of current rules could be 
weighed. 

The council - made up of 15 
people from animal rights groups 
and campus research labs - 
estimated labs use and ultimately 
kill about 20 million animals a 
year in medical and consumer pro¬ 
duct research. 


"We had no contact whatsoever 
in the history of the animal," Mor¬ 
ton told the UW Daily, the campus 
paper. Oregon’s public information 
department, however, issued a 
statement saying Washington had 
signed a pledge not to submit the 
animal to "intrusive" experiments. 


Activists targeted UW’s lab in 
mid-September, too, when a 
researcher’s grant proposal to 
expose 24 pregnant monkeys to the 
AIDS virus became public.

together. And the group evolved 
into what it is today," he said.

"Getting the whole thing started 
here at Bradley was not too 
difficult," Jones said. "I talked to 
some people who were interested 
and the word spread." The group 
has been on campus for about 
three weeks and has already 
enlisted the support of more than 
20 students, despite minimal publi¬ 
city. Dr. Michael Green is the 
group’s advisor. 

In the next few weeks, 
Amnesty International will 
officially be registered as a student 
organization and will appeal to the 
Student Activities Budget Commit¬ 
tee for funding and office space. 
The group is currently sharing an 
office with the Progressive Student 
Affiance. However, Jones 
emphasizes that Amnesty Interna¬ 
tional is not affiliated with any 
other organization. 

Jones plans to bring speakers 
(including released political prison¬ 
ers) to Bradley to discuss the 
importance of Ars objectives and 
actions. Furthermore, AI will reg¬ 
ularly distribute flyers outlining 
particular cases of injustice calling 
for the group’s attention. These 
flyers will be discusses at weekly 


Al meetings. 

The Mhlawuli situation 
described earlier is a true and 
comparatively moderate example 
of the kinds of cases with which 
Amnesty International deals. 
Interested individuals can attend an 
AI meeting or contact the office at 
campus extension 3361. 

Bradley’s AI group meets at 7 
p.m. each Sunday and Tuesday in 
the Sisson fourth floor conference 
room. Members may attend either 
meeting and should be prepared to 
review cases and write appropriate 
letters. The only dues required of 
members include paper, a pen, and 
a 45-cent stamp for one hour each 
week. 

The letters really do make a 
difference," Jones said. "Imagine a 
government official holding and 
torturing a so-called political 
enemy. If he receives 50 letters 
from Bradley insisting on the 
release of that prisoner, and 200 
from U of I -- that’s 250 letters in 
a day. That’s only two schools. 
With other groups sending their 
letters at a similar rate, think of 
how many letters that government 
will get in just one week, asking 
for that guy’s release. 

"That’s going to influence 
someone to at least think about 
what they’re doing."

vention. 

However, because Jackson 
failed to win the presidential nomi¬ 
nation, Fulani decided to run as an 
Independent in a "campaign for 
fair elections and democracy." 

Fulani said the Democrats 
skipped Jackson because they 
thought Jackson would cost them 
the presidency. 

Dukakis and Jackson reconciled 
their differences and Fulani said, 
'The ticket thought that blacks 
were going to march passively into 
voting booths ... but we are not 
going to support this Dukakis- 
Bentsen ticket." 

Fulani said she believes there 
should be a voice in this campaign 
fighting for the black agenda and 
an end to racism, sexism, anti- 
Semitism and anti-gay bigotry. 

As the first woman and the first 
African-American woman to be on 
the ballot in all 50 states and the 
District of Columbia, Fulani said 
she has formulated the first steps 
toward increased recognition of the 
black agenda. 

"I’ve shaped a strategy so that 
we are able to use a vote, use 
defeat to force (Democrats) to sit 
down and listen to our political 
agenda." 

Fulani said an Independent 
must have 30-times the number of 
signatures required for any Demo¬ 
crat or Republican candidate. 
Fulani needed 1.5 million signa¬ 
tures compared to the 50,000 sig¬ 
natures Dukakis and Bush each 
needed. 

In attempting to break through 
what Fulani calls unfair and 
undemocratic ballot access require¬ 
ments, Fulani has filed many law 
suits. 

"We spend most of our time in 
court trying to get these folks to 
honor their own rules," Fulani 
aid. 


For instance, Fulani said she 
formally wrote to the League of 
Women Voters and to the Com¬ 
mission on Presidential Debates to 
ask what time she should show up 
for the televised debates. 

However, the Commission 
wrote back to Fulani and told her 
that she would not be admitted into 
the debates because she could not 
prove that she could win the 
presidency. 

Fulani filed suit in a federal 
court and the judge told her 
lawyers that she had a valid case. 
However, the judge said that he 
would not issue her requested 
injunction because he did not want 
to disrupt the political process in 
this country. 

The judge then told Fulani’s 
lawyers to take the case to court 
after the election on Nov. 8. 

The importance of a presiden¬ 
tial debate now ... is not the focus 
on who wins or loses ... but is 
much more a focus on who 
emerges from those campaigns 
with any kind of political power," 
Fulani said. 

Fulani offered an alternative to 
the candidacies of Dukakis and 
Bush, whom she said are leaders 
of two white supremist parties. 

"I think we have to do some¬ 
thing about the people in this coun¬ 
try who use us as pawns in their 
game," Fulani said. Tell people 
that you’ve decided to do this radi¬ 
cal thing today ... vote for this 
black woman who is running for 
president." 

In her concluding remarks, 
Fulani said, "We have to take 
risks. We have to stand up and say 
... ’we will not support you if you 
can’t come up with better.’" 

Then we will provide our own 
leaders and we, as ordinary people 
will do a much better job. "

legs and the Mets were victorious, 
6-5. 

There have been many great 
individual performances in the 
sixth game. Whether it’s "Mr. 
October" Reggie Jackson or lesser- 
known stars like Lester Bell, game 
six of the Series brings out the best 
in many players. 

Lester Bell was the third base- 
man for the 1926 St. Louis Cardi¬ 
nals. The Cardinals were playing 
the New York Yankees and trailed 
the Yankees three games to two. 

Bell came to the plate four 
times and hit two singles, a home 
run, and had four runs batted in to 
help the Cardinals bury the 
Yankees, 10-2. Bell’s performance 
helped the Cardinals force a 
seventh game, which the Cardinals 
won for their first World Cham¬ 
pionship. 

The Cardinals and the Boston 
Red Sox played in the 1967 Series, 
which was the first Series for the 
Red Sox since they played the Car¬ 
dinals twenty years earlier. 

Red Sox shortstop Rico Petro- 
celli was the hero as he helped 
stretch the Series to a seventh 
game. Petrocelli hit two home runs 
to help the Red Sox win, 8-4. His 
second home run helped the Red 
Sox set a record for most home 
runs in a World Series inning, 
with three. 

Ten years later, Reggie Jackson 
(nicknamed Mr. October for his 
great World Series performances) 
had one of the best performances 


in World Series history. Jackson 
was playing for the New York 
Yankees as they faced the Los 
Angeles Dodgers. 

All Jackson did in game six 
was hit three home runs, walk 
once, and score four runs with five 
runs batted in, to help the Yankees 
win their first World Series in 15 
years. 

The Dodgers got even four 
years later with the help of 
outfielder Pedro Guerrero. Guer¬ 
rero singled, tripled, homered, and 
had five runs batted in to help beat 
the Yankees 9-2, and win the 
Series, four games to two. 

Game six of the World Series 
also provided many outstanding 
pitching performances. Whether a 
pitcher had a shutout, complete 
game, or both, pitchers have often 
dominated World Series play. 

In 1918, Boston pitcher Carl 
Mays pitched the Red Sox to their 
third World Championship in four 
years. 

In the sixth game, Mays 
patched a complete game and 
allowed only one run on three hits 
to gain the victory. Mays gave up 
only two runs in the 18 innings he 
pitched in the Series and the Red 
Sox beat the Chicago Cubs, four 
games to two. 

Two years later, Cleveland 
Indians’ pitcher Walter Mails 
helped his team win their first 
World Series. Mails beat Brooklyn 
Dodgers’ pitcher Sherry Smith as 
he pitched a three-hit shutout. The 


Indians won the game, 1-0, and 
eventually the Series. 

Twenty years later, the Cincin¬ 
nati Reds trailed the Detroit Tigers 
three games to two. The Reds 
called on Bucky Waters to send the 
Series to game seven and he 
responded. 

Waters pitched a five-hit shu¬ 
tout and did even more. He also 
drove in the game-winning run as 
he hit a two-run homer and the 
Reds won the game, 4-0, and 
eventually the Series. 

In 1982, St. Louis Cardinals’ 
rookie pitcher John Stuper pitched 
one of the best and most unusual 
games in World Series history. 

Stuper shut down the 
Milwaukee Brewers’ offense in a 
game that took over five hours to 
complete. Two rain delays, total¬ 
ling over two and a half hours, 
couldn’t stop Stuper as he earned 
the complete game victory. 

In the nine innings, Stuper gave 
up only run on four hits, and at 
one time, set down 15 Brewers 
over four hours, because of the 
rain. 

Of the 52 World Series’ that 
have gone at least six games, 35 of 
the sixth game victors have won 
the Championship. As you can 
see, game six has had many great 
moments and helped win many 
World Series. 

Who knows what will happen if 
there is a game six to this World 
Series? If there is, the memories 
will probably be ones that you 
won’t ever forget.

Reeser currently handles all the 
marketing and promotions for the 
Peoria Chiefs. "My job is like 


throwing the biggest party every 
night," Reeser said. 

Some of the special events 
created by Reeser and his staff of 
two include "Fill the Park" nights 
and the promotional items often 
handed out to the fans. 

Reeser said "Fill-the-Park" 
nights are designed to bring people 
in that have never attended games 
before. 

The promotional items handed 
out are an important source of 
advertising. The Chiefs and a 
sponsor have the materials printed 
up. "Sometimes one of the hardest 
things to do is sell someone on 
these items," said Reeser. 

The budget for the Chiefs pro¬ 
motions is small by major league 
standards but is quite adequate for 
the club’s purposes. In 1987, their 
allocated budget was $50,000. 

Advertising with the Chiefs is 
also fairly inexpensive. The 62 
billboards surrounding Meinen 
Field cost $1,750 each and a full 
page ad in their program costs 
$800. 

Reeser is happy with the Peoria 
Chiefs. Someday, however, he 
said he would like to work with a 
major league team. 

The presentation was sponsored 
by Bradley’s American Marketing 
Association. The club is a collegi¬ 
ate chapter of the National 
A.M.A. This year, their annual 
convention will be held in New 
Orleans.

With the 85th edition of the 
World Series upon us, I reflected 
on the many great memories of the 
sixth game of the Series. 

Some of the greatest games, 
best offensive performances, and 
best pitching performances have 
taken place in game six. When I 
think of the great times for both 
Carlton Fisk and Reggie Jackson 
and the bad luck of Bill Buckner, 
it makes me appreciate our 
national pastime that much more. 

Some of the most dramatic 
comebacks occurred during World 
Series game six. Nothing typifies 
this more than the sixth game of 
the 1975 World Series between the 
Boston Red Sox and Cincinnati 
Reds. 

This might have been the most 
dramatic baseball game ever 
played. The Reds took a three.

games to two lead and were win¬ 
ning, 6-3, with the Red Sox bat¬ 
ting in the bottom of the eighth. 

With two outs and two men on 
base, Bernie Carbo came up to 
pinch-hit. Carbo hit a three-run 
homer off Reds’ reliever Rawly 
Eastwick to tie the game at six and 
the teams went to extra innings. 

The game went to the 11th 
inning still tied at six. Cincinnati’s 
Joe. Morgan came up and sent a 
long drive to right field that looked 
like it would be gone, but Dwight 
Evans jumped up and robbed him 
of the homer. 

The game went to the bottom 
of the 12th, with Boston catcher 
Carlton Fisk leading off. He hit a 
long fly ball down the left field 
line that was either a home run or 
a long foul ball. With Fisk jump¬ 
ing up and down, waving for the 
ball to stay fair, the ball hit the 
foul pole and it set off a Boston 
celebration. 


The Red Sox won the game, 7- 
6, and now there would be seventh 
game. Although the Red Sox even¬ 
tually lost game seven, who could 
ever top Carlton Fisk’s dramatic 
homer? 

In the 1985 World Series, the 
St. Louis Cardinals were beating 
the Kansas City Royals three 
games to two as they played their 
sixth game. The game was score¬ 
less until the eighth inning when 
the Cardinals scored a run and led 
by that run as the Royals came up 
in the ninth. 

The Royals’ Jorge Orta hit a 
ground ball between Cardinals' 
first baseman Jack Clark and 
pitcher Todd Worrell. Clark 
fielded the ball and threw to 
Worrell, who was covering, for 
the out, or so they thought. 

What will always be known in 
St. Louis as "the call," the first 
base umpire Don Denkinger called 
Orta safe and the Cardinals 
became furious. They argued, but 
it didn’t help, and the Royals even¬ 
tually won on a two-run single by 
former Cardinal Dane Iorg. 

What happened the next year 
between the New York Mets and 
the Boston Red Sox is still beyond 
belief. It had been 68 years since 
the Red Sox won the Series, but 
they led the Mets 5-3 with two 
outs in the 10th and were one out 
from victory. 

The Mets’ Gary Carter came up 
and singled off Red Sox pitcher 
Calvin Schiraldi, as did Kevin 
Mitchell and Ray Knight, and the 
score became 5-4. Schiraldi was 
replaced by Bob Stanley and 
Mookie Wilson came up. 

The count on Wilson reached 
2-and-2 and Stanley threw him an 
inside fastball that almost hit Wil¬ 
son, but got by catcher Rich Ged- 
man. Mitchell scored from third to 
tie the game at five and Knight 
advanced to second base. 

The count went to 3-and-2 and 
Wilson slapped a ball that skipped 
under first baseman Bill Buckner’s

The deficit, minimum wage and 
Peoria area development were 
among the issues addressed at the 
Congressional debate held Monday 
in the Dingeldine Music Center. 

The debate featured candidates 
for representative of the 18th 
Congressional District. The incum¬ 
bent, Republican Robert Michel, 
faced his opponent, Democrat 
Douglas Stephens on an array of 
topics. 

The Center for Economic Edu¬ 
cation, along with the League of 
Women Voters of Peoria, the 
Peoria Journal Star, and the Illi¬ 
nois Valley Press Club sponsored 
the debate. Dr. Kalman Goldberg 
served as moderator. 

The format of the debate 
allowed the audience to submit 
questions regarding economic 
issues affecting the 18th Congres¬ 
sional District. A panel then 
screened the questions to prevent 
repetition and insure a wide 
coverage of issues. 

Both candidates then had two 
minutes to respond to each ques¬ 
tion. 

The eight questions that were 


picked covered the deficit, increas¬ 
ing the minimum wage and the job 
outlook for college graduates in 
the area. 

In his opening remarks, 
Stephens touched on the themes of 
education and the fight against 
drugs, as well as his concerns 
about the spiraling cost of college 
tuition. 

Michel cited his accomplish¬ 
ments over the past years of 
obtaining funding for highways 
and bridges, housing for senior 
citizens and the $7 million grant 
for the development of downtown 
Peoria. 

The first question presented to 
the candidates asked how. they 
would reduce the deficit and mas¬ 
sive government spending. 

Stephens responded by offering 
an agricultural policy which would 
put money back into the economy, 
a better welfare system which 
would put people back to work and 
by cutting the military and requir¬ 
ing allies to pay their share of 
mutual defense systems. 

"We need to put our people 
back to work at good jobs, at good 
wages. We need to bring good 


jobs back into this country and 
bring our community back to 
where it was," Stephens said. 

"I would certainly have to 
agree that the bottom line is 
increased jobs and we (Republi¬ 
cans) brought them to the coun¬ 
try," Michel stated. He then 
quoted statistics from the Bureau 
of Labor that, of all the jobs 
created between 1980-1987, 76 % 


are middle income. 

Addressing the issue of 
minimum wage, Both Stephens and 
Michel felt that the current $3.35 
an hour should be increased, 
Stephens offered an increase to 
$4.45 while Michel went a little 
higher and presented a $4.65-an- 
hour minimum wage. 

When asked whether they favor 
reducing capital gains taxes from 


28 to 15 % and if they approve of 
the current distribution of wealth, 
some disagreement was met. 

Michel is in favor of reducing 
capital gains taxes in an attempt to 
increase capital formation, while 
Stephens views it as helping out 
the rich and allowing the burden to 
fall on the middle class.

Two Bradley students were 
treated for stab wounds early Sun¬ 
day morning after attending a party 
held by Kappa Alpha Psi fraternity 
members, police said. 

Jerry Cobbins, 22, was treated 
at Methodist Medical Center and 
was later transferred to St. Francis 
Medical Center, where he is listed 
in fair condition after suffering two 
2-inch-deep stab wounds in his 
back. 

Paul G. Scott, 21, was treated 
and released at Methodist for a 
wound at the base of a finger on 


his right hand. 

A 16-year-old Peoria boy was 
arrested on a preliminary charge of 
aggravated battery and was for¬ 
mally charged Monday. The boy, 
whose name police would not 
release, is being held at the Peoria 
County Juvenile Detention Center. 

The two victims ard members 
of Kappa Alpha Psi, a social fra¬ 
ternity without a house. They were 
at a party for members of the fra¬ 
ternity in an apartment at 1511 W. 
Barker Ave. 

Police reports stated the 
juvenile, who was later arrested, 
hadn’t been invited to the party and 
showed up at the apartment. 


A witness told police he saw 
the juvenile stab Cobbins twice in 
the back with a knife. Several 
other people at the party struggled 
with the juvenile and got the knife 
away from him, police said. 

Scott told police he tried to 
help subdue the juvenile and was 
cut when the youth swung the 
knife. 

However, the boy denied stab¬ 
bing anyone. He told police he 
went to the party and paid $1 at 
the door but was denied beer. He 
said he was jumped at the party by 
a group of unidentified men who 
attacked him with their fists and 
canes.

'Career Opportunities in Stu¬ 
dent Affairs' panel discussion was 
held on Monday to celebrate 
Natiofial Student Affairs Week 
(Oct. 24-30). 

The discussion was separated 
into three sections. A brief 
synopsis of each panelist’s position 
was presented and was followed by 
questions from the audience. The 
meeting was concluded by a dis¬ 
cussion of the current trends of 
each specific position. 

Ed King, the executive director 
of housing and residential life and 
the student judicial system, said he 
is responsible for all students 
residing on campus. 

Greg Killoran, executive direc¬ 
tor of co-curricular development 
said he is attempting to provide 
non-academic programs for stu¬ 
dents. 'There is more to college 
then writing papers,' Killoran 
said. He is responsible for 
sports/fitness classes, recreational 
sports and an intramural sports 
schedule. Peggy Sassorossi, the 
student activities director, spends 
85% of her day with students. She 
is also one of the people in charge 
of the student center renovations. 
'The key to my job is flexibility,' 
Sassorossi said. 

Gary Bergman, executive direc¬ 
tor of enrollment management said 
he views the market places to get 
an understanding as to what 18- 
year- olds are looking for. This 
will become a popular field in the 


future he said. 

Nicki Robertson, associate 
director of enrollment manage¬ 
ment, is mainly responsible for 
application review, transfer student 
admission and minority student 
admission. Her goal is to admit 
only students that will succeed at 
Bradley. 

Marlene Kuskie is a profes¬ 
sional counselor working with the 
Center for Orientation and Advis¬ 
ing and the Center for Counseling 
and Testing. Her position covers 
'everything and anything that a 
Bradley student may have to deal 
with.' 

Dave Pardieck, director of 
financial assistance, said he 
believes that financial assistance 
places a greater factor when apply¬ 
ing to college, now more than 
before. He also is responsible for 
the development of promotional 
and recruiting material. 

Jane Linnenburger, executive 
director for the Center of Career 
Development, she said she believes 
that a student needs to be involved 
in career decisions from his fresh¬ 
man year. She is responsible for 
organizing job fairs and setting up 
interviews. 

Dr. Alan Gaisky, associate pro¬ 
vost for student affairs, said he 
wants to make sure he is offering 
the best programs possible. He 
said his job is fairly easy, because 
of the wonderful professional staff 
he works with. "Bradley Univer¬ 
sity is a very personal school and 
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we are involved both in and out of 
the classroom,' Gaisky said. 

Each panelist reviewed their 
educational background. Most of 
the panelists did not have a degree 
in their present area, due to the 
fact that student affairs is a rela¬ 
tively new field. Their degrees 
ranged from theology to business, 
and economics to education. 

The discussion of current trends 
was the final aspect of the discus¬ 
sion. Current trends in the field of 
student affairs included computer¬ 


izing resumes for agencies. 

Each member of the audience 
then introduced themselves and 
stated why they were there, to give 
the panel a feeling for who they 
addressed. 

This panel was sponsored by 
ELH 650, a class in higher educa¬ 
tion and student personal services, 
the purpose was to show Bradley 
students that careers do exist in 
these fields. 

Lori Russell, the class instruc¬ 
tor said she was extremely pleased 


with the 18 students in attendance. 
'The profession is ever changing 
and people need to be kept up to 
date.' Jewel Gray, a member of 
the class, believed this program to 
be an excellent 'career exploration 
opportunity. 

Gaisky said this was a very 
positive program. "It is really 
important that the communication 
gap is filled. Students interested in 
student affairs must be able to 
learn about it.' 


Greek grade point semester averages released

This past week the grade point 
averages were released, by Ed 
King’s office, interfratemity coun¬ 
cil advisor, for spring semester 
1988. 

Overall, Sigma Kappa was 
ranked number one among the 
sororities. Their 89 members had a 
GPA. of 3.09. Previously ranked 
number two with a 2.93, they 
edged out Pi Beta Phi, who was 
previously number one with a 2.94 
GPA. Sigma Kappa members said 
they owe their success to how they 
train their pledges during pledge- 
ship. They require less study table 
hours then most sororities. They 
feel that this gives pledges the 


opportunity to learn how to 
manage their own time. 

"By requiring less, people don’t 
feel pressured and are more wil¬ 
ling to place forth more effort," 
said Pam Mozdzierz, the Sigma 
Kappa in charge of scholarship. 

Among the fraternities, Theta 
Xi was ranked number one, with a 
2.92 GPA. Previously ranked fifth, 
with a 2.76. 

Theta Xi president, Dave Ham- 
emik, believes the sudden rise in 
grades was due to several factors. 
'There are a lot of smart guys in 
the house, two even got 4.0s,' 
Hamernik said. He said a scholar¬ 
ship program was unnecessary, 
because everyone was inclined to 
do well individually. 


One incentive offered by Theta 
Xi is that after every semester, the 
men who have the highest GPA, 
and the most improved GPA, get 
their names on a plaque. 

Overall, the average GPA of all 
men, and all women is slightly 
higher than all fraternity man, and 
all sorority women. The all men is 
.05 higher, while the women’s 
average is a mere .02 higher. On 
the average both the all sorority 
and all fraternity averages 
improved. The fraternities went 
from a 2.67 in the fall of ’88, with 
the population of 987 to a 2.72 
with 931 members. The sororities 
raised their average from a 2.84 
with 498 women, to a 2.87 with 
474 women. 


BU is planning for Peoria’s future

Bradley University’s Institute 
for Urban Affairs and Business 
Research has contracted with the 
Northside Planning Task Force in 
an effort to combat community 
deterioration and help preserve 
neighborhood stability on Peoria’s 
near Northside, Curt Paddock said. 

The area involved is bounded 
by 1-74, the Illinois River, Abing- 
ton Street/Glen Oak Park and Glen 
Oak Avenue. 

Paddock, executive director of 
institute of urban affairs, said a 
research team will conduct an 
assessment of housing and business 
affairs in the area. The team is 
headed by Paddock, Dr. Bernard 
Goitein, acting director for center 
of business and economical 
research, Dr. Jannett Highfill, and 


Bud Ruff, chairman of the Task 
Force, said to continue work, the 
force must have a comprehensive 
and current study which will 
accomplish four purposes: (1) to 
provide an overview of the area’s 
present housing and business 
market; (2) to assess the potential 
demand for several developmental 
alternatives; (3) to examine 

finance options; and (4) to suggest 
promotional strategies. 

Ruff said, "We’re hoping to get 
an assessment of the environment 
to see how we can maintain and 
improve what we have. We think 
that this ties in with the downtown 
development and the river front. If 
we are going to revitalize the city, 
why not the whole area and make 
it a ’mini’ St. Louis? ' 
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Dr. Rustan Kusenko. 

'Our task is to review the 
economic and marketing feasibil¬ 
ity, housing development, and 
enhancing and attracting new 
businesses,' Paddock said. 

Paddock previously had been 
involved in similar types of pro¬ 
jects such as University Square, 
Drake University’s version of 
Campustown project. 

The research team signed a 
nin^month contract Oct. 1 and 
will turn in their final report to the 
Task Force in June of ’89 

Peoria City Council agreed to 
aid the Task Force at last week’s 
meeting. Providing the Task Force 
can raise $10,000 on its own, the 
city will match that figure. The 
cost of the study is $35,000.

Considering that the two presidential 
candidates have ignored the real issues 
facing the nation, a brief exposition is 
needed of what these men will do once 
one of them ascends to the presidency. 
Contrary to their assertions, both 
Michael Dukakis and George Bush will 
raise taxes. Also, both will refer to 
these new taxes as either revenue 
enhancements, user fees or public- 
private partnerships. But in order to 
reduce the budget deficit, taxes will be 
raised. The only difference may be that 
Mr. Dukakis will directly raise income 
taxes while Mr. Bush will simply add 
taxes to services provided to the pub¬ 
lic. 

But in order for tax increases to be 
successful in cutting the deficit, spend¬ 
ing must be held steady and the man 
who might best do that job is George 
Bush. Both men promise to create 
costly new programs, but Bush will 
pay for them through tax credits while 
Dukakis promises only new costly and 
wasteful bureaucracies. The old adage 
that once a federal program is created 
it will be perpetually funded, even 
when it is wasteful, provides evidence 
why we no longer need costly new 
bureaucracies to run programs that may 
be outdated in only a few years. 

On cutting exorbitant defense spend¬ 
ing, Bush’s expertise is apparent. While 
Dukakis promises to cut out the B1 
Bomber, SDI, and both the MX and 
Midgetman missiles. Bush promises no 
cuts. But this hard stand is on defense 
is undercut by Bush’s congressional 
supporters who concede that under a 
Bush administration the MX missile 
would be cut from the budget, SDI 
spending would be decreased while 
production of the Stealth Bomber 
would be spread out over several 
years. Yet this plan would allow for 
production of a mobile midgetman mis¬ 
sile on railcars, something that Dukakis 
unwisely derides. The midgetman 
would serve as an effective first strike 
deterrent against a Soviet first strike. 
Mr. Dukakis would cut out this missile 
while Mr. Bush would fund its produc¬ 
tion. But most concerning about 
Dukakis’ defense posture is his pledge 
to beef up conventional forces. 

This is an unrealistic plan consider¬ 
ing that Dukakis supports a trimmed 
down defense budget while the one 
area he plans on increasing is the most 
expensive part of the budget. A much 
wiser proposal was preferred earlier by 
Dukakis when he noted that U.S. 
forces could be pulled out of South 
Korea in order to decrease defense 
expenditures while overall bettering our 
trade position by forcing Asian coun¬ 
tries to spend more on defense and 
allowing us to spend more on economic 
development. On this issue George 
Bush is on the wrong side when he bel¬ 
ittles the idea of pull out. Bush maybe 
does not realize that these new 
economic superpowers developed by 
economic development under our 
defense umbrella. 

In Central America, Bush will push 
unsuccessfully for military to the Con¬ 
tras while Dukakis will cut off aid. One 


thing is for sure, if aid is not provided 

the 1992 campaign will feature the 
debate on whether we should pull 
troops out of Nicaragua. With rightist 
winning elections in El Salvador and 
civilian figurehead governments in 
Honduras and Guatemala sure to fall 
under Sandinista pressure only further 
repression and bloodshed will follow 
either Bush or Dukakis will have to 
intervene militarily. Finally, on rela¬ 
tions with the Soviets, considering 
Gorbachev’s oxymoristic program of a 
freer communistic society is sure to 
fail, an experienced leader will be 
needed to deal with Gorbachev’s suc¬ 
cessor. Obviously, of the two men con¬ 
sidered, George Bush is the best 
Qualified. 

These are the major issues of the 
campaign and how one person per¬ 
ceives them. Obviously some will 
disagree with the assumptions, but that 
is what campaigns are for, public dis¬ 
cussion of the issues, not the papering 
over of them.

A warming breeze is sweeping 
across the fronts of the cold war. 
The world is no longer stuck in a 
paranoid philosophical view of 
other nations and other peoples. 

Soviet leader Mikhail Gor¬ 
bachev has solidified his leadership 
by removing Andre Gromieko 
from power and becoming tjie 
Soviet President. This adds to his 
control of the nation (which he 
already had) as head of the Com¬ 
munist Party. He has successfully 
been removing his opponents from 
power in order to proceed with his 
policies of openness and restructur¬ 
ing. 

Soviet society, in general, is 
starting to slowly open up. Letters 
have appeared in the Soviet news¬ 
paper Pravda that were critical of 
the government, sometimes even 
citing government officials by 
name when criticizing them. 

In the Soviet Baltic states, com¬ 
plaints against the national govern¬ 
ment and calls for more local 
autonomy are being listened to 


rather than stifled by the military. 
Hopefully, this will continue and 
become the norm rather than a rar¬ 
ity. 

In Poland, Prime Minister 
Zbigniew Messner has resigned 
from power and the Polish leaders 
have been meeting with opposition 
frontmen, such as Lech Walesa, 
head of the Solidarity movement. 

In Yugoslavia, changes are 
being made in the economy and 
foreign investors are being 
encouraged by the government to 
partake in that country’s economic 
re-structuring and growth. Among 
the proposed changes are private 
enterprises and profit sharing. 
Sounds a little bit like capitalism, 
doesn’t it? 

Besides the Eastern block, there 
are some happy happenings in 
other areas of the world as well. 
America’s ambassador to the 
United Nations recently said he 
feels there is a possibility of reun¬ 
iting North and South Korea by the 
year 2000. 

Chilean President Augusto 
Pinochet has accepted that 



country’s "no" answer to a referen¬ 
dum on continuing his reign as 
President. He said he will support 
the calling of an election to select 
a new President to replace him in 
March of 1990. Pinochet will 
remain as leader of the military, 
but this is still an improvement in 
that country’s movement towards 


democracy. 

The Arab states have agreed to 
negotiate for peace with Israel at 
an international peace conference. 
Jordan’s King Hussein, PLO leader 
Yassir Arafat and other arab 
leaders say they await the outcome 
of the Israeli election on Nov. 1 to 
see if the new government will 


accept their offer to bring peace 
between the Israelis, Arabs and 
Palestinians in the Middle East. 

There’s still a lot of messed up 
activities in the world, but there 
seems to be a general lessening 
and easing of tensions between

Season ticket procedures revised

New procedures for purchasing 
Bradley men’s basketball tickets 
have been established by Student 
Senate and the Robertson 
Memorial Field House Ticket 
Office. 

The revised plan came as a 
response to low season ticket sales 
in a lottery conducted by the Sen¬ 
ate in late September. 

Vanessa Shane, senate chair¬ 
man for campus affairs said, "The 
procedures we’ve set up will make 
it easier for students who weren’t 
involved in the lottery to get sea¬ 
son tickets." 

According to the new plan, 
lower bowl season tickets will be 
•available to students at a cost of $4 
per game until Dec. 14. The total 
cost for 10 games is $40, and a 
minimum deposit of $15 per stu¬ 
dent is required, when the tickets 
are purchased. The remaining $25 
can be paid when the tickets are 
picked up. 

There is no set number of stu¬ 
dents required to purchase a block 
of season tickets. There are 
currently 642 lower bowl season 
tickets still available, out of the 


original 760 marked for students. 
Students wishing to purchase sea¬ 
son tickets should take their money 
and Bradley ID’s to the Field 
House Ticket Office. 

Bradley Athletic Ticket 
Manager W.C. Robertson said, "I 
think we’ll sell quite a few more 
season tickets, probably some¬ 
where around 500 to 600." 

Robertson attributed the poor 
lottery turnout to a lack of market¬ 
ing by the Field House. 

After Dec. 14, season tickets 
will no longer be available. At 
that time, all upper bowl and any 
remaining lower bowl seats will be 
sold on a per game basis. Lower 
bowl seats will still cost $4 per 
game, while upper bowl seats will 
cost $1 per game. There are 500 
upper bowl seats available to stu¬ 
dents, according to Robertson. 

Per game tickets for an entire 
month of games can be bought on 
the first day of that month. For 
January, the first month with home, 
games tickets may be purchased on 
Jan. 18, 1989, the first day of 
classes following winter recess. 
For February games, tickets may 
be bought on Feb. 1, 1989. 


Per game tickets for each game 
may also be bought during the 
week of the game. There will be . 
no limit plhced on the number of 
per game upper or lower bowl 
tickets which can be purchased by 
the individual members of a group. 

In addition to these steps, 
Shane said, Student Senate is 
working to establish an alternative 
location for per game tickets sales 
that is more convenient for stu¬ 
dents. 

"We’re considering Olin Hall, 
which is large accessible from 
many directions, and in the center 
of campus," Shane said. 

Shane also said 11 a.m. to 1 
p.m. during the week as possible 
times for ticket sales. 

Any tickets not bought by stu¬ 
dents will be offered for sale to the 
general public on the day of the 
game. Robertson assured students 
this would not occur until the last 
possible minute especially in the 
case of unsold lower bowl seats.

Bradley soap opera fans bub¬ 
bled over with anticipation Satur¬ 
day night at the Robertson 
Memorial Field House as they 
awaited the arrival of the stars 
from the NBC soap opera "Days 
of Our Lives." 

The audience of about 475 peo¬ 
ple, ranging in age from first- 
graders, to pre-teens, to college 
soap opera addicts, to 45-year-olds 
who have watched from day one, 
all had speculated as to who would 
appear, since it was kept a secret 
until the very last minute. 

After cancelling twice due to 
shooting schedules and time limita¬ 
tions, the first time Sept. 10 and 
the second Oct. 8, Lisa Howard 
("April") and Michael Weiss 
("Mike") flew into Peoria late 
Saturday afternoon from Califor¬ 
nia. 

The lecture was sponsored by 
the Activities Council for Bradley 
University (ACBU) and Pan-Hel, 
and funded by SABRC. 

"Pan-Hel adds support and 
helps promote the activity but is 
not involved in a financial loss or 


gain," said Peggy Sassorossi, 
director of student activities. 

Sassorossi said that, "based on 
what they (ACBU) expected to 
make, they met all their costs and 
broke even. She also added that 
the expense for bringing Howard 
and Weiss to campus (excluding 
transportation and accommoda¬ 
tions) was between $3,000 and 
$3,500 for each of them. 

Howard, 24, started working 
on the "Days’" set during the four- 
month long writer’s strike, in mid- 
June. "I came on during the 
writer’s strike, so I really couldn’t 
feel a difference in the script writ¬ 
ing, " Howard said. 

Howard, who plays April 
Ramirez, is tom between her 
Catholic upbringing and close knit 
family and her feelings for Dr. 
Michael Horton, played by Weiss. 

A native of Canada, Howard 
worked briefly on the ABC soap 
opera "All My Children" as Cid 
Delicious, an undercover police 
officer who worked the bar scene. 
Recently, Howard worked on an 
episode of "Perry Mason," had a 


small part in the critically 
acclaimed movie, "Moonstruck" 
and also has done commercials for 
snack food and beer. Howard grew 
up in a cemetery where her father 
worked as an undertaker or "bone- 
yard" as Howard described it. 

Weiss, 26, who has been on 
"Days" since early 1985, is from 
Northbrook, Ill. and attended the 
University of Southern California 
drama school where he was a 
member of a fraternity. "I was a 
Sigma Chi for a week and then 
they told me to do 100 pushups. I 
wasn’t very subservient, so I 
depledged," Weiss said. 

Before mending broken bones 
and operating on the fatally 
wounded patients of Salem on 
"Days," as Dr. Horton, Weiss was 
a private fitness trainer for various 
stars, including Pierce Brosnan, 
formally from "Remington Steele." 

He originally auditioned for the 
now defunct NBC series, "Search 
for Tomorrow," where a "Days" 
casting director saw him and 
swayed him to audition for the part

feet-first into the stands during the 
Yale-Navy game, and that her skirt 
was rolled back. 

The incident left the cheer¬ 
leaders so upset that they were 
unable to perform will during the 
rest of the game, said Anna 
Chavez, captain of the Yale cheer¬ 
leading squad.

richest 1 percent of American citizens.

Q: What is an ulcer? What are 
its symptoms? What should a per¬ 
son do if they think they have one? 

A: "An ulcer is like a pothole 
in the stomach or the duodenum," 
said Dr. Michael Shekleton, a gas¬ 
troenterologist in Peoria. 

An ulcer occurs when acid 
burns a hole in the digestive tract. 
It can be caused by many factors. 

"The main symptom of an ulcer 
is pain in the stomach area just 
after eating," said Shekleton. The 
pain can be aggravated with the 
excessive use of aspirin, tobacco, 
and alcohol. 


Stress has a close correlation 
with ulcers, though the effect is 
not completely known. Mental or 
physical stress can cause or aggra¬ 
vate abdominal pain, including 
ulcers, explained Shekleton. 

For occasional pain caused by 
ulcers, the treatment is as simple 
as taking an antacid. Shekleton 
also suggested trying a more regu¬ 
lated lifestyle and a decreased 
intake of coffee, carbonated bever¬ 
ages and spicy foods. However, if 
pain occurs on a daily basis, one 
should seek medical treatment.

Michel said, families making over 
$50,000 have increased, as have 
the number of families below the 
poverty level. He said, "I happen 
to think the mix right now is pretty 
good." 

Stephens said he was not 
satisfied and one of the things he is 
concerned about is the "total abject 
poverty" here in the 18th district. 

The most heated debate came 
about from the question of what 
can be done to help college gradu¬ 
ates find meaningful work in 
Peoria. 

Stephens accused some of the 
reforms brought about by the 
Republicans of mining the area’s 
economy and helping to drive 
away some of the district’s popula¬ 
tion. 

Taking offense to this, Michel 
said he has helped the district in 
many ways, and he cannot dictate 
to businesses where they should 
operate. He also received jeers 
from the crowd after paraphrasing 
a constituent who referred to 
Democratic Congressman Lane 
Evans, from the 17th District in 
Rock Island, as a jerk. 

In closing, Stephens said the 
government needs to bring back 
the POWs and MIAs and said he 
was committed to education and 
strong defense. 

Michel said, in conclusion, he 
has helped to decrease the deficit, 
reform the welfare system, and 
helped to introduce a health care 
bill. 

The debate drew in a crowd of 
about 270 people as well as a 
dozen POW/MIA protesters picket¬ 
ing outside the building. 

Senior John Dahl said, "It was 
very interesting. They highlighted 
more of the issues and I was able 
to understand more of what the 
candidates’ positions are."

Weiss said. 

"As long as we find each other 
amusing, that’s all that really 
matters," Weiss said. 

Not only do they find each 
other amusing, but according to 
some members of the lecture audi¬ 
ence, their on-screen comical char¬ 
acters flow into their off-screen 
personalities. 

'Initially, I had concerns about 
what soap opera stars do for a lec¬ 
ture series, but I was pleased to 
see that, through the question-and- 
answer format, they could address 
goal-setting strategies, careers in 
the acting field as well as questions 
about the show," Sassorossi said,

the audience." 

Howard and Weiss spoke for 
about a half an hour and then 
opened the floor to the audience.

"One thing I would have liked

1963 said was appropriate for a 
shopping center. It also directed 
the rezoning of three acres on the 
northeast comer of the site to com¬ 
mercial. Ten acres are already 
zoned commercial. 

The Zoning Commission will 
conduct a public hearing on that 
acreage, and review a use-with- 
approval permit for a shopping 
center on 42 acres. But the coun¬ 
cil, by its vote, left little doubt 
how it expects the Zoning Com¬ 
mission to rule. 

The council further directed the 
staff to begin working with the 
developer on an agreement to 
include up to $4 million in new 
roadwork that developers will pay 
for and what those improvements 
will entail. It will be brought back 
to the council on Nov. 15. 

Caterpillar 

• A contract ratifications vote on 
the three-year agreement between 
Caterpillar Inc. and United Auto 
Workers East Peoria Local 974 
will be held either Wednesday or 
Saturday, said Tony Green, local 
president. 

The first ratification vote by a 
local was held Sunday, when 88.5 
% of Decatur’s Local 751 
approved the tentative agreement. 
Decatur represents about 2,000 
Caterpillar workers. 

The date of the vote for the 
10,000 Peoria-area Caterpillar 
workers will be announced today, 
Green said. 

Whether it is on Wednesday or 
Saturday depends on the Peoria 
Civic Center’s availability. Green 
is pushing for a Saturday 
ratification vote, because only 
those working overtime will be at 
the plants. 

This year, the company is not 
permitting the workers to take time 
off from their shifts to hear the 
union’s presentation and vote, 
Green said. 

"Instead of asking the members 
to give up three or four hours of 
their time" the union would like to 
hold the vote on Saturday, Green 
said.

• Sales have dropped dramatically 
at Peoria Pizza Works since the 
Peoria Heights restaurant reopened 
Friday after a hepatitis scare, and 
the owner said he may be forced 
to close. 

Sales have amounted to a tenth 
of the normal daily total since Fri¬ 
day night, when the restaurant at 
3921 N. Prospect Road reopened, 
Burback said.

Pizza Works closed Oct. 17 at 
the request of the Peoria 
City/County Health Department 
after it was confirmed that a cook 
had contracted a mild form of 
hepatitis.

(CPS)-In one of the most vocal 
and organized protests against a 
newspaper on record, nearly 300 
Iowa City residents purchased and 
signed an ad criticizing the right- 
wing University of Iowa Campus 
Review for promoting violence 
against minorities and homosexu¬ 
als. 

"Their basic gay bashing and 
lesbian bashing attitude is ugly," 
said Richard Zimmermann, an 
Iowa City attorney who signed the 
ad. "It’s a rag." 

The Review, Zimmermann 
said, has outraged Iowa City 
residents more in recent weeks 
with increased attacks on homosex¬ 
uals and people with AIDS. "Their 
facists are substantially distorted 
and their views are sick. 

The half-page advertisement 
appeared in the Oct. 4 issue of the 
Daily Iowan, the main student 
paper, and was signed by 292 stu¬ 
dents, faculty members and Iowa 
City residents. The ad condemned 
"the recent attempts by the 
Campus Review to incite hatred 
and violence against minorities, 
especially lesbians, gays, feminists 
and persons with AIDS." 

"While we recognize the views 
expressed in the Campus Review 
are those of a tiny fanatical minor¬ 
ity," the ad continued, "we believe 
it is important to renew the com¬ 
mitment of this community to fight 
against hatred and intolerance and 


reaffirm our commitment to human 
rights." 

"Here’s the question I have for 
them: Can they point to one exam¬ 
ple when we have incited violence? 
The answer is no," replied 
Campus Review Editor Jeff 
Renander. "We’re doing nothing 
different than the National Lam¬ 
poon or any other humor maga¬ 
zine. " 


same New York group that helped 
start Iowa’s conservative paper, for 
"poisoning the intellectual environ¬ 
ment of our campus." The Dart¬ 
mouth faculty later passed a reso¬ 
lution endorsing the sentiment. 

The Dartmouth Review has 
sparked intense feelings on campus 
for years. Founded in 1980, the 
Review has earned a reputation for 
insulting women, gays and minori- 
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"The whole thing is a sham," 
Renander said of the ad. "These 
people are fundamentally intolerant 
of people and ideas they don’t 
agree with." 

The Campus Review isn’t the 
first conservative student newspa¬ 
per to come under fire. 

In March, Dartmouth College 
President James Freedman blasted 
the controversial Dartmouth 
Review, funded in part by the 


ties in a glib manner that was later 

mimicked by other conservative 
campus papers. 

Conservative newspapers at the 
universities of Califomia-Davis 
and Califomia-San Diego, Miami 
and Cornell, to name just a few, 
have been criticized by students 
and faculty as racist, sexist and 
homophobic. Still, few protests 
against the papers have been as 
organized and bored as that against 
the Campus Review.

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Ex-pros outscore Bradley skaters, 9-5

Call it a blowout, a shellacking, 
a butt whipping. Well, let’s just 
call it a moral victory. 

Saturday night at Owens Ice 
Rink, the Bradley hockey team 
was simply outmatched in losing 
9-5 to a makeshift team of ex-pro 
players. It wasn’t that the Braves 
played poorly, they played well. 
But the old men apparently haven’t 
lost their legs, and were about as 
well conditioned as the college 
boys. 

"It couldn’t have been a closer 
game," said Coach Ed Griffith. 
The Braves took a 4-2 lead in the 
second period, but quickly squan¬ 
dered it. Senior goalie Scott Davis 
started in the nets and was 
replaced midway through the game 
by freshman Sam Martino. Mar¬ 
tino was making his Bradley debut 
and had a rocky outing, allowing 
seven goals in a period and a half. 
The blame can’t all go to Martino, 
who was simply barraged by the 
quicker opponent. 

"I was very pleased with the 
way we played in the first and 
second periods," said Griffith, "but 
in the third period we lost our con¬ 
centration, and I wasn’t happy with 
our conditioning." 

The Braves were matched up 
against several former pro players 
including ex-NHLer Denis Cyr. 
Cyr played for the St. Louis Blues 
and theChicago Blackhawks in the 
NHL, and with the Peoria River- 
men in the IHL. 

"They had some very excellant 
hockey players, which made it 
difficult for our defensemen," 
Griffith said. "We couldn’t play 
our normal checking game. " 

Some bright spots in the game 
were the play of goalie Scott 
Davis, and junior defender Scott 
Hardesty. Davis allowed only two 
goals, and has been selected to 
start in the season opener Saturday 
night against DePaul. Hardesty had 
an excellant game behind the blue 
line receiving high praise from his 
coach. 

"That’s as well as I’ve seen a 
defenseman play hockey in all the 
time I’ve been at Bradley," said 
Griffith. 

So despite the loss the Braves 
appear to be in good shape to start 
the regular season. They’ll have 
their hands full. DePaul, playing 
in the IWCHA for the first season, 
is expected to challenge Bradley 
for first place. The first game of 
the season could be the best.

After a six-game winning 
streak, the Lady Braves Volleyball 
team have lost their last three 
matches, all at the hands of Gate¬ 
way Conference rivals. 

Last weekend, the Lady Braves 
traveled to Wichita State and 
Southwest Missouri State in hopes 
of extending their Gateway record 
to 3-1, but instead they came back 
1-3. 

. In the Friday night game, Brad¬ 
ley looked as if they were going to 
grind out a tough victory against a 
challenging Wichita State team. 
After losing the first game 14-16, 
the Lady Braves came back and 
won the next two games, 15-13 
and 16-14.

Lady Braves’ Head Coach Pam 
Stanek attributed the Shockers win 
to their disruptive serving and 
some controversial calls from the 
officials. "One big problem was 
inconsistent ’reff-ing,’" said Stanek. 
"We’d have won the first game if 
not for the officiating." Had they 


won the first game, the Lady 
Braves would have left town with 
a straight set win and a head full 
of steam for Southwest Missouri 
State. Instead, in a crucial situa¬ 
tion, the official called a Lady 
Brave out of bounds on a serve 
and gave the side out to the Shock¬ 
ers. The Shockers went on to win 
the game and the match. 

"My biggest complaint was at 
least six occasions in the first three 
games, where they used an over¬ 
hand pass to receive a hard driven 
spike, and it is virtually impossible 
to do this without holding the 
ball," said Stanek. 

In the fourth and fifth games, 
the Shockers disrupted the Lady 
Braves’ offense by serving to the 
hitters instead of the diggers. "We 
didn’t adjust well to that, said 
Stanek, "and we didn’t do anything 
in the last game." 

On Saturday night, Southwest 
Missouri needed only 69 minutes 
to beat Bradley. The Bears are 
expected to walk away with the 
Gateway Conference. Stanek said 
the Lady Braves did not enter the 
game expecting to lose. "We take 


each game as it comes. Like any 
sport, there aren’t any sure 
winners." 4 

Stanek said any team that hap¬ 
pens to hit, dig and serve better 
than another on a certain night 
could win the match. Unfor¬ 
tunately, the Bears were the team 
that followed that recipe. 

This weekend, the Lady Braves 
will be hosting Gateway rival 
Southern Illinois on Friday and 
Eastern Illinois on Saturday after¬ 
noon.

Michel gives the issues

There have been nearly 17 mil¬ 
lion people employed in the last 
eight years and 62 percent of those 
jobs have gone to women, 
Congressman Bob Michel, R- 
Peoria, said, addressing a crowd 
of 30 people, mostly college stu¬ 
dents, Wednesday night at Jobst 
Hall. 

Contrasting unemployment 
figures under the Carter Adminis¬ 
tration, Michel said to consider 
Peoria’s 5.4 percent unemployment 
rate and inflation rates over the last 
eight years, averaging 3.4 percent, 
compared to the 10.4 percent 
under the Carter Administration. 

"If you take the inflation rate, 
and bring it down; take the unem¬ 
ployment, and bring it up; take the 
tax rate that was at a marginal rate 
of 70 percent in the high brackets, 
and bring it down to 28 percent as 
the top marginal rate, so that next 
year, 80 percent of our people are 
going to be paying no more than 
15 percent of the marginal tax rate 
or less. That’s a decided improve¬ 
ment on the economy. 

'This has to give young people 
out there some real encouragement

Michel said when he hears that 
the increase in jobs is for either 
part-time or service jobs, "then the 
natural inclinationist think, well 
service jobs mean dishing out ham¬ 
burgers at McDonald’s or Hardee’s 
... but that’s not true." 

Giving an example, Michel 
said, "Here locally, we have what 
we call Rufman Marketing. 
They’re in the communication busi¬ 
ness. Increase their employment 
and volume of business any 
number of times, that’s an service 
industry. 

"Replacement Lens is a smaller 
business in our community, but 
expanding and growing. They’re 
good paying jobs." 

Michel said the Republicans are 
rebuilding the economy and this is 
the 71st straight month that the 
country has had steady expansion 
and economic growth.

The Campaign for Bradley fund 
drive has now raised $31.5 mil¬ 
lion, $5.5 million over its goal. 
But the effort is not over yet. 

The Kresge Foundation has 
challenged the University to raise 
$1.8 million toward the expansion 
and renovation of Bradley’s build¬ 
ings. 

"The foundation has extended a 
$500,000 grant to Bradley condi¬ 
tioned upon the University raising 
some $1.61 million toward the 
buildings by June 1, 1989," said 
Lew Burger, National Campaign 
Chairman. "To date, $1.5 million 
has been received towards the 
challenge with a balance of some 
$327,000 yet to go." 

Much of the money is being 
spent to upgrade and expand build¬ 
ings on campus. The new Heuser 
Art Center, the Student Center 
expansion, and the Library Addi¬ 
tion are all made possible by funds 
from the campaign. Bradley’s 
endowment has also been increased 
by $8 million through the fundrais¬ 
ing effort. 

"The final project of the cam¬ 
paign, " according to Bradley 


the engineering and business areas 
— the Jobst-Baker project. We 
currently are studying four propo¬ 
sals from local architects.

As of Oct. 16, John Kuntz, 
director of conference facilities, 
assumed the responsibilities of. 
Lois Turner. 

Turner, the student center 
operations director since 1981, 
announced her resignation, 
effective Oct. 1. 

Kuntz has been associated with 
Bradley for more than 23 years. 
He was the assistant director of the 
Student Center and student activi¬ 
ties from 1965 until 1973. In 
1973, he became the Director of 
Conference Facilities at Robertson 
Memorial Field House. He 
remained there until 1980, when 
he assumed his current position as 
the director of conference facili¬ 
ties. 

Now, along with his past 
responsibilities, he is also 
responsible for student center 
operations. The "shakedown of the 
building," as Kuntz said, is in his 
hands. Additional responsibilities 
include the operation of the Stu¬ 
dent Center, the operation and 


coordination of food functions, and 
the coordination of facility ser¬ 
vices. 

He is also responsible for the 
many major organizations that' 
wish to utilize Bradley’s facilities. 
His office is responsible for 
scheduling all academic classrooms 
for any use other than classes. Last 
year, over 152 conference opera¬ 
tions occurred on Bradley’s 
campus. 

Kuntz, originally from Pontiac, 
Ill., graduated from Bradley 
University in 1964, as a business 
major. During his undergraduate 
studies, he served as the student 
supervisor of the Student Center in 
1963 and 1964. 

He returned to Bradley in 1966 
to attend graduate school and to 
work in student affairs. When he 
received a call from Bradley tel¬ 
ling him about the opening, he was 
waiting for a federal appointment 
to the treasury department. Two 
weeks after reporting to work at 
Bradley, he received a call from 
the government saying he had got¬ 
ten the appointment. He declined 
the job. He obtained his master’s 


degree from Bradley in 1969 in 
counseling and guidance. 

He does not regret accepting 
the position at Bradley. He said he 
has "met many wonderful people 
that he would not have met any 
other way." 

Kuntz, who first walked into 
the Student Center 31 years ago as 
a freshman, has seen the center go 
through a variety of changes. In 
1963, an addition was constructed, 
and the present construction is the 
second major change the Student 
Center has seen. Kuntz said the 
present construction has been an 
idea since 1968, when it was 
decided that a larger facility was 
needed. 

A larger Student Center will 
result in many benefits. New facili¬ 
ties will result in more jobs and 
the planning of more conferences. 
Kuntz said, "The conferences are 
what the University is all about. It 
will also be easier to accommodate 
more groups to their needs." 
"Mainly," Kuntz said, "I am try¬ 
ing to do as much with the Student 
Center as is possible." 


Spitalli and Trustees discuss ideas

All-School President Michael 
Spitalli met with the Board of 
Trustees last Sunday. Topics 
covered were the continued 
conflict over the Labor Day holi¬ 
day and the possibility for the con¬ 
struction of an International Stu¬ 
dent Center. 

"The Labor Day issue is still 
unresolved," Spitalli said. "We are 
still in a sub-committee, trying to 
find a way to accommodate the 
academic calendar. We have to 
please everyone - the staff, faculty 
and students; all have needs." 

Spitalli said that it is a possibil¬ 
ity that students will eventually 
have Labor Day off. 

As for the proposed Interna¬ 
tional Student Center, Bradley’s 
270 international students will have 


to wait. "We are in the prelim¬ 
inary planning stages. It is a long 
range goal and it will not happen 
until years from now," Spitalli 
said. The center, if and when con¬ 
structed, would serve to help inter¬ 
national students adjust to the 
campus and retain a sense of cul¬ 
ture. 

Two new programs which 
could potentially benefit students 
were mentioned by Spitalli in his 
report to the Board. "The idea of a 
student escort service was 
covered," Spitalli said. "The ser¬ 
vice would be a supplement to the 
Bradley Security service and would 
be run by students. A student 
could call up if they need a lift 
from a residence hall to an 
academic building, just to name 
one example. The service will 
hopefully be ready by this year." 


"We are currently investigating 
the legal ramifications of organiz¬ 
ing a student legal service," Spi¬ 
talli said. "It was proposed by a 
student at the end of last year and 
might be ready by next year." 

"We are contacting universities 
with already existing legal and 
escort services to see how others 
are running their programs and to 
find out what their mistakes were, 
and to avoid them ourselves," Spi¬ 
talli said. 

Spitalli, along with Mike 
Friedrich, presented a critical 
overview of the Student Advisory 
Committee to the Illinois Board of 
Education. "We are unimpressed 
with the committee. We are trying 
to make some bylaw changes," 
Spitalli said.

hog wash. Today, you’ve goi peo¬ 
ple in higher income tax brackets 
paying really 13 percent more in 
federal revenues than they did 
before, simply by the nature of 
what they’re producing and there¬ 
fore paying the government then in 
taxes for what they have been able 
to earn and produce." 

Michel said although what he 
described as domestic issues such 
as providing food and jobs as his 
top priority, "certain things ought 
to be done to maintain the peace, 
and you don’t maintain the peace 


by being weak. You have to have 
a strong defense of our system and 
let any potential adversary know 
that we intend to use that to the 
maximum degree to preserve this 
system of ours ... That’s the ulti¬ 
mate. " 

Opening up for questions, 
Michel was asked by a student if 
there are any industries coming 
into Peoria favorable to the 
Diamond-Star plant in 

Bloomington-Normal. 

Michel said everybody in the 
Illinois delegation. Democrats and 


Republicans alike, supported hav¬ 
ing the auto plant anywhere in the 
state, but it was left up to the joint 
auto makers, Mitsubishi and 
Chrysler, to decide where they 
would like to build their plant. 

"Sure I wish it would have 
been right here in the heart of Illi¬ 
nois but they decided against that," 
Michel said. "But ... 26 percent of 
the people currently employed at 
Diamond-Star are residents of the 
tri-county area. So it’s spilling 
over."

This letter is in response to the edi¬ 
torial on attendance policies made by 
Bradley professors. 

Should a professor give you a lower 
grade because you have missed some 
classes?

We pay 
professional to help us earn an educa¬ 
tion and we should take every oppor¬ 
tunity to pick their brains. Much of the 
material in class accents, supplements, 
and better explains the textbook. 
Unfortunately, most instructors do not 
have the time to discuss concepts indi¬ 
vidually with students. Their work 
week would be over 168 hours. The 
classroom is a great setting for discus¬ 
sion and brain picking. If you have a 
bad instructor, that means you should 
be that much better of a student. 

I you do not want to go to class, 
save yourself some money, If you are 
one of the intelligent elite who does not 
need all that structure, teach yourself. 
Noted communication theorist Kenneth

It also avoids the 
philosophical discussions of ideol¬ 
ogy that always leads to ambiguity 
for failing to deal with factual real¬ 
ity. 

Part I of the book is titled 
"Leadership Lost and Found." 



Here’s a simplistic condensation of 
it: 

America has what Brandenburg 
describes as "Lifetime Politicians." 
Once they get into power, it’s 
nearly impossible to remove them. 
From 1956 to 1980, incumbents in 
the House of Representatives won 
re-election 92 percent of the time. 
Before the 19th century, most of 
them held only one term in office. 

The media give brief pictures 
and shallow messages, yet most 
Americans don’t even pay attention 
this "information." Most people 
would rather watch sitcoms so 
their brain can go to sleep -- 
Americans do not like to think, 
they would rather live in ignorant 
happiness rather than learn infor¬ 
mation which might conflict with 
their beliefs. These beliefs are gen¬ 
erally based on emotion rather than 
knowledge. 

Newspapers such as USA 
Today are examples of this over¬ 
simplification of issues by the 
media. USA Today tries to cover 
stories in less than six inches of 
type — people may as well net put 


that "news" paper under their pil¬ 
lows and absorb it at night rather 
than read it — the effect would be 
the same. 

Brandenburg attributes the lack 
of quality in the media to the cen¬ 
tralization of control over media 
monopolies. They create a bottom 
line factor of profits rather than 
good reporting. The media does 
not report which candidate is 
good, but which one appears to be 
ahead. 

Two reasons for the power of 
incumbents to become lifetime pol¬ 
iticians are the monetary advan¬ 
tages of incumbency and the perks 
that come with the office. 

Political Action Committees 
generally support incumbents, 
since they have a better chance of 
winning and will have more 
seniority power when they do so. 
(PACs are separate entities of cor¬ 
porations, organizations and labor 
unions, which raise money from 
their members to buy favors from 
politicians in exchange for large 
campaign donations.)

incumbents use, and taxpayers pay 
for, are: free communication and 
postage so the congressman can 
"communicate" with his consti¬ 
tuents by sending them what are 
nothing more than campaign bro¬ 
chures; free travel from their dis¬ 
trict to Washington; telephone and 
offices expenses, and a staff that 
can be used to increase the 
congressman’s chances for re- 
election, rather than his/her 
effectiveness. All of these increase 
the chances for incumbent re- 
election and, therefore, the ease of 
raising campaign funds. 

Brandenburg points out that 
most politicians become more con¬ 
cerned with PACs, fundraisers, 
and getting themselves re-elected 
rather than serving their consti¬ 
tuents. 

Brandenburg gives an analysis 
of the qualities of our Presidents 
from Nixon to Reagan and the 
problems they had in leadership. 
He states that, while many people 
are intelligent and capable enough 
for the presidency, some of them 
could never be elected, due to 
media-electorate focuses on images 
and form, rather than brains and 
substance. He provides both con¬ 
servative and liberal examples of 
this. 

Mr. Brandenburg proposes 
several solutions to the problems 
in our government. They include

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Campus housing shortages 
abating slowly but surely 


Labor Day, parking discussed

(CPS) — The on-campus hous¬ 
ing shortage that plagued students 
at scores of campuses earlier in the 
fall seems to be easing, housing 
officials report. 

While at some campuses, stu¬ 
dents have learned they’ll stay in 
"temporary" quarters at nearby 
hotels or in study lounges through 
the end of this term, dorm officials 
at the universities of Miami and 
Washington and at George Mason 
University in Virginia, for 
instance, said last week they had 
found on-campus rooms for almost 
all the students who wanted them. 

"We moved people into per¬ 
manent spaces once the no-shows, 
the greek pledges and others (who 
didn’t need their room assign¬ 
ments) were identified," said Cyn¬ 
thia Bonner, director of housing 
and residence life at North Caro¬ 
lina State University. 

"It’s been a slow process," 
Bonner admitted, that, in fact, is 
not yet over for the 50 NC State 
men still in hotels, the 215 in tri¬ 
ple rooms and the 30 women in 
triple rooms. 

But that’s better than the start of 
the semester when a surprise 
increase in the demand for dorm 
rooms by returning upperclassmen 
left Bonner with 176 men in hotel 
rooms, 297 triple rooms for men 
and 202 triple rooms for women. 

The University of North 
, Dakota, faced with more applicants 
for on-campus housing that ever 
before, had 350 students in local 
motels. Terry Webb, UND’s dorm 
director, said 35 of them were still 
there as of last week. 

"They can move to on-campus 
housing as on-campus students 
move out, which we’re encourag¬ 
ing them to do in the spring 
semester," Webb said. "Students 
like to hold on to their on-campus 
room while they shop for off- 
campus housing." 

Students in temporary quarters 
at Clarion University of Pennsyl¬ 
vania also will get preferential 
treatment in choosing a regular 
room this spring. 

Some 120 Clarion students 
began the semester in converted 
study rooms and lounges, but the 


number is now down to 80, said 
Lou Ann Steiner of the Residence 
Life office. 

Although Clarion’s freshman 
class was its biggest ever, the real 
factor in creating the housing shor¬ 
tage was that the school did not 
renew its lease on a building that 
had provided 540 living spaces, 
Steiner explained. 

But if Clarion is adjusting, 
UND is looking for ways to 
change its system. The difficulty, 
says Terry Webb, is that "the 
demographics say the student 
population should drop. We don’t 
know if this will be long term or 
not." 

And NC State’s Bonner plans to 
be "more cautious in the number 
of offers (of on campus housing) 
next year." 


• Residence Hall Senators will 
be asking students to sign petitions 
requesting that Williams parking 
lot be changed to diagonal parking. 
The current parking spaces are 
narrow, and, as Williams Senator 
Stacey Bums said, this situation 
has caused several minor 
accidents. Changing the lot to 
diagonal spaces would mean a total 
loss of 18 spaces, which Bums 
said would not be a great incon¬ 
venience to students. 

• During Monday’s Senate 
meeting, there was an open discus¬ 
sion on the possibility of having a 
Bradley men’s basketball game 
take place in the Robertson 
Memorial Field House. The reac¬ 
tion was overwhelmingly positive, 
but such a game could be in the 
far future. Vice President Derek 
Triplett said, "This is my long¬ 
term goal for the year." 


• The Student Relations Com¬ 
mittee is looking into the feasabil- 
ity of Bradley funding a campus 
lawyer or a campus legal consul¬ 
tant. Student Relations has 
received generally supportive feed¬ 
back on the issue, but one Senator 
expressed a constituent’s concern 
that all students would have to pay 
for legal advice for only a few stu¬ 
dents. 

• A survey is being taken by 
senators to support Senate’s posi¬ 
tion on the Labor Day issue. A 
proposal before a subcommittee of 
the Curriculum and Regulations 
Committee of University Senate 
would push move-in day back to a 
Thursday, so that students and 
faculty could have Labor Day off. 
Student members of the subcom¬ 
mittee Mike Spitalli and Kara 
Kizior feel that changing move-in 
day to a weekday could cause 
problems for parents who might 


not be able to miss work to bring 
students to Bradley. Senate 
members will be surveying stu¬ 
dents to find out how many of 
them had their parents bring them 
to school on move-in day, during I 
each of their years at Bradley. 

• Seven students came before » 
Senate on Monday seeking open 
seats in several constituencies. 
Three students sought one seat 
representing University-approved 

Greek housing. Kris Strobel, a 
junior, was elected. Alfredo Raez, 
a sophomore, ran for (and was / 
elected to) the open seat in WES ' 
singles. Three students also applied ! 
for four Off Campus seats. Voting ' 
was delayed until next week, when 
at least three more candidates com¬ 
peting for the same seats will | 
speak. Open seats remain in the | 
Student Apartment Complex (SAC) J 
and Williams Hall.

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Abegg reigns in 
college realm

In Room 200 of Swords Hall, a 
scaled down replica of the Oval 
Office can be found. Furnished 
with plush red carpeting and 
antique furniture, the room is 
nearly three times as big as a Wil¬ 
liams Hall dorm room. 

In the center of the room, there 
is a six-chair conference table. 
Beyond the conference table is a 
neatly organized executive desk 
flanked with the American flag to 
the right of it and a flag bearing 
the Bradley emblem to the left. 
Behind the desk, a Apple Macin¬ 
tosh computer and printer rests on 
a computer stand. Behind the com¬ 
puter, hanging on the wood panel¬ 
ing wall, is a portrait of Lydia 
Moss Bradley. Obviously, this isn’t 
just any office. This is the 
President’s Office. It is here that 
Martin Gerald Abegg can be 
found. Standing at 5-foot-8 in sta¬ 
ture, he still commands a deep 
authoritative voice. 

Abegg, 62, is the seventh 
president of Bradley University. 
Serving his 17th year as president, 
the 1947 Bradley graduate has seen 
the college evolve from a small, 
locally-known liberal arts college 
to a nationally respected and sup¬ 
ported institution. 

"I really never set out to be in 
education/ Abegg said. "1 wanted 
to be an engineer. When I gra¬ 
duated from Bradley, I was invited 
to stay for a year and teach until 
they were able to find some 
qualified people who were able to 
do so. And that year has developed 
into 42 years. * 


However, before becoming 
president, Abegg paid his dues. He 
began teaching as an instructor of 
engineering from 1947 to 1950 and 
in 1960 emerged as professor of 
civil engineering. 

At the administrative level, 
Abegg was named chairman of the 
civil engineering department in 
1960 and dean of the engineering 
department in 1963. In 1967, he 
was named dean of engineering 
and technology, and in November 
of 1970 he served as acting 
president through 1971, replacing 
Dr. Talman Van Arsdale. In June, 
1971 he was named president by 
the board of trustees. 

When asked to describe his 
role, Abegg said he represents the 
University in most external con¬ 
tacts, reporting to the board of 
trustees and alumni, as well as 
working with the other administra¬ 
tors of the University. However, 
Abegg said the majority of his 
time is spent in external relations 
and fund raising. 

Abegg may begin each day at 
7:30 in the morning and leave at 
five, but in between those hours, 
no day can be called routine. 

Abegg meets once a week with 
the president’s committee, made up 
of the provost, the vice president 
for development and university 
relations and the vice president for 
business affairs to discuss matters 
of interest to their particular areas 
of responsibility. Serving as chair¬ 
man of the Federation of Indepen¬ 
dent Colleges, a state organization 
of all independent colleges in the 
state of Illinois, he is periodically

called away from the campus. If 
his schedule permits it, Abegg said 
he attends the national meetings 
for independent colleges, generally 
held in Washington D.C. 

Having direct responsibility of 
the athletics on campus, it is 
Abegg’s responsibility to attend the 
annual NCAA meetings. He serves 
as the University’s representative 
(at the president’s level) in the 
Missouri Valley Conference and 
Gateway Conference. He also is 
on the foundation board for the 
society of Manufacturing and 
Engineers, which requires him to 
attend two meetings a year. 

"In addition to those external 
responsibilities, as well as the 
responsibilities addressing a variety 
of issues within the University, I 
have more than enough to keep me 
busy," Abegg said. 

Because many of his engage¬ 
ments are off campus, Abegg said 
he is aware that many students do 
not know who the president is. 

"They see me at commence¬ 
ment or read about me in the Scout 
or see a picture of me in some of 
the University’s publications, but I 
agree, one of the shortcomings of 
the office is the lack of a way to 
meet more of the students. 

"In the past, I tried to address 
that by meeting with the freshmen. 
We would have a reception for 
them when they came to the 
campus, but most of them didn’t 
come." 


However, Tve had some stu¬ 
dents who have been here for four 
years and have never met the 
president, so they made an 
appointment to come and visit with 
me, which I think is fine. So long 
as it is of that nature, I encourage 
the students to drop in. If they are 
bringing problems with them, I 
probably would refer them to the 
appropriate office on campus that 
can more readily address the prob¬ 
lems that they may have." 

When questioned about his 
engineering background as 
opposed to a business one, Abegg 
said, "I think the most important 
trait to be a successful college 
president is the ability to relate to 
people." 

However, his colleagues see 
more qualities in him than just his 
ability to communicate. 

"I don’t think you’ll find a 
kinder man," said his secretary, 
Mary Lou Taylor. 

"He always had a strong com¬ 
mitment to what he does," Dr. 
Kalman Goldberg, provost, said. 
"He has a deep understanding of 
Bradley University as a educational 
institute. If you look at the institu¬ 
tion now compared to what it was 
when he first took over, the record 
speaks for itself. 

"If we had failed, it would have 
been his failure; if we’ve 
succeeded, it is because of him," 
Goldberg said. 


"You don’t work with the 
president out of fear of intimida¬ 
tion, but for the common pleasure 
of working for him." 

Dr. James Ballowe, dean of the 
college of communications and fine 
arts department has seen a side to 
the president that others may have 
not. 

"Twenty-five years ago, when I 
came here, he was dean of the col¬ 
lege of engineering," Ballowe 
recalled smiling. "In the first 
University conference meeting, I 
was teaching him how to do a back 
flip, and he landed on his back and 
hurt himself. 

"Our relationship has been on 
an academic level since then." 

After attending Bradley basket¬ 
ball games with the president , Bal¬ 
lowe knows the president is a seri¬ 
ous fan. 

"He and his wife are avid 
basketball fans. But he gets too 
excited at the games. It’s really 
embarrassing." 

When asked to comment on the 
president’s lack of visibility, Bal¬ 
lowe said, "He’s not always here, 
and he’s not always known by the 
students, but once the people meet 
him, they know they have a good 
person representing them." 

A close friend of Abegg for 25 
years, Ballowe realizes the 
president is nearing retirement and 
said, "When he leaves, he’s going 
to leave Bradley with a future."

Through a grant from Jacob 
and Lorrie Bunn, Bradley will be 
holding its first Bunn Lectureship 
Nov. 9.

Kelly O’Connell’s motto for 
leadership is leading by good 
example. Her goal is getting quite 
a work out this year since she 
assumed the presidency of 
Bradley’s Young Democrats 
chapter as well as several other 
roles of responsibility.

O’Connell said she sees her 
chapter’s role on campus as mak¬ 
ing more students aware of the 
political world.

and Bradley is no exception. "It’s 
easy to be apathetic at college. 
You’re in a totally separate world, 
and you’re constantly busy; it takes 
time to be informed," she said. 

Her parents were the first ones 
to influence O’Connell’s political 
beliefs. "I come from a pro-union, 
buy-American family. No one in 


my family owns a foreign ‘car," 
she said. 

O’Connell said, however, that 
she doesn’t feel she has to push her 
political views onto other people. 
"I respect other people’s views, 
and I think there is more to a per¬ 
son than their political views. I 
think political views are important, 
but there is definitely more." 

Besides her involvement in the 
Young Democrats, O’Connell is an 
assistant resident advisor in Heitz 
Hall. She said this job is an excel¬ 
lent opportunity to learn about 


people. One of her personal goals, 
in her job as ARA is to show 
underclassmen that one can be 
involved in campus activities 
without sacrificing grades. 

Off campus, O’Connell works at 
Tri-County Women’s Strength, an 
organization to help victims of 
domestic violence. She is presently 
finishing their 10-week training 
course so she can work in their 
education department as a legal 
advocate.

"part in addressing these social 
problems."

"It’s 
small enough to know everyone, 
but it’s big enough where you don’t 
have to." However, she said Brad¬ 
ley needs to expand the area of its 
campus as the student population 
keeps growing. More housing and 
more space are improvements she 
would like to see. 

Looking forward to the 
presidential election, O’Connell 
said, "I think Dukakis’ chances of 
winning are pretty good, I think he 
has made a good comeback." She 
said she has doubts about the 
dependability of the polls, and no 
one can be sure of their validity 
until election day is over.

(CPS) -- Hoping to ingratiate 
itself to some of its most avid 
viewers, the 'One Life to Live' 
TV show is looking for a college 
campus on which to do some on- 
location production. 

The ABC daytime drama has 
placed ads in 50 college papers 
asking students to write and 
explain why their campus 'would 
be the perfect location' for several 
episodes featuring 'Fraternity 
Row,' the program’s 'soap within 
a soap.' 


While just choosing a campus 
might have been a more conven¬ 
tional way to select a location, 
'this was a way to increase college 
enthusiasm for the show,' said 
Jason Bondeross, the show’s 
spokesman. "There was already a 
large college audience and this was 
a way to get them more excited 
about the program. It was fun.' 

"We’re very open. The campus 
has to be in the United States, but 
it can be big or small, rural or 
urban,' said Bondeross. 


ABC’s research indicates many 
of 'One Life to Live’s' viewers 
are college students, Bondeross 
said. 

The unusual approach to finding 
a campus site for the show, he 
added, is 'a wonderful opportunity 
to make contact with the college 
audience.' 

ABC would use the campus set¬ 
ting to portray the career of a 
young 'actress,' following her 
from modeling assignments to TV 
commercials to her role in the 
fictional 'Fraternity Row.' 

'Fraternity Row' also provides 
viewers with a 'behind-the-scenes 
look at daytime television,' Bon¬ 
deross explained. 

And it also gives campuses a 
good chance to advertise them¬ 
selves. 

'From the number of college 
presidents, dean’s offices and indi¬ 
vidual students who have called 
in," Bondeross said, 'it’s been a 
very effective ad.' 

When the opportunity arises, 
colleges do compete fiercely to get 
their names and even buildings 
included in movies and TV shows. 
A number of schools campaigned 
in 1987 to host 'A Different 
World,' the Cosby Show spinoff 
that takes place on a campus. 

Spellman College in Atlanta 
eventually won the chance, but, 
although many of the set designs 
are based on real rooms at Spell¬ 
man, the show’s producers ulti¬ 
mately decided not to use footage 
of the campus itself.

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Satirists slam the candidates

Political satirists George Shrub 
and Dave Lippman lampooned 
conservative political figures for 
the Iran-Contra scandal and 
involvement in Nicaragua last 
Thursday night at Neumiller 
Chapel. 

George Shrub, satirizing Vice 
President George Bush’s name, 
was introduced as the head of the 
CIA, by Peoria Peace Network 
Vice President Jack Ryan. The 
show was organized through the 
efforts of the Peoria Peace Net¬ 
work and the Progressive Student 
Alliance. 

Shrub affirmed this fictitious 
position by saying, "Yes, I am the 
head of the CIA — the Committee 
to Intervene Anywhere, * 

Shrub said his purpose was to 
explain current events "so we can 
leave this hall without feeling as if 
we can do anything about the 
problems." 

About the Iran Contra hearings, 
he said, "It’s last year’s scandal so 
we’re not concerned with it. We 
were brought to the official Senate 
cover-up hearings." 

Shrub also incorporated musical 
parodies into his performance. 
For instance, in what he called "a 
version of Ollie North’s ode to Bill 
Casey," Shrub sang to the tune of 
Paul Simon’s "You Can Call Me 
Al." 

Also he sang a medley satiriz¬ 


ing recent political events and 
ideals. Included in the medley 
were "Thank God I’m a Contra 
Boy," "We are living in an 
imperial world and I’m an imperial 
Girl," and "We arm the world, we 
arm the ones who make it better 
for big business..." 

Shrub also ridiculed the demo¬ 
cratic party somewhat when he 
mentioned presidential candidate 
Michael Dukakis wanting to move 
the capital of Israel to Jerusalem. 

Shrub said, "Mr. Dukakis 
believes the capital of Israel should 
be moved to Jerusalem. I think it 
should stay right in Washington 
D.C. where it belongs." 

Shrub said the election process 
"a somewhat disconcerting pro¬ 
cess. Each party holds both views 
on all issues." In the middle of 
his monologue. Shrub gave a mock 
newscast sponsored by "Deploy- 
R-Us." 

In the newscast, Shrub said, 
"Economic indicators are good and 
are expected to remain so, until 
Saturday. In other news. Senator 
Jesse Helms has demanded a 
recount of the recent Chilean vote 
(that ousted leader Pinochet.)" 

Shrub said a new disease was 
discovered called "pentagonor- 
rhea." He said it is caused from 
"f-too many countries." 

In his closing remarks, Shrub 
altered a famous quote by saying, 
"Ask not what your country can

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do for you but what your country 
can do for someone else’s coun¬ 
try. " 

Following Shrub with a more 
serious but occasionally comedic 
tone was Dave Lippman. 

Lippman opened with, "I get 
savvy when I think about what a 
great country this would be if we 
ran it." 

He introduced a song that lasted 
about 15 seconds concerning all 
that President Ronald Reagan has 
accomplished during his two terms 
in the Oval Office. 

Lippman also criticized 
Dukakis when he said the Mas¬ 
sachusetts governor is "the most 
exciting candidate since Walter 
Mondale." 

Lippman said that we live in a 
"post-punk, post-industrial society" 
and one of the requirements for 
living in such a society is apathy. 

He sang, Tve got a nice car 
and troubles of my own. Maybe 
someone else will do it or it will 
go away." 

As his performance continued 
the tone grew more solemn. Mes¬ 
sages in subsequent songs were 
more blatant, and he referred to 
such atrocities as the Holocaust 
and nuclear war. 

Slides of the suffering in 
Nicaragua were shown and Lipp¬ 
man compared the present situation 
there to that of Vietnam in the 60s 
and 70s.

Contract 

• Three United Auto Workers 
locals on Sunday approved the 
recently reached three-year agree¬ 
ment between the UAW and Cater¬ 
pillar Inc., clearing the way for the 
company and the union to the sign 
the contract. 

Workers in Aurora, Denver and 
Memphis, Tenn., are the last three 
union locals to approve the tenta¬ 
tive contract with Caterpillar, the 
largest maker of earth-moving 
equipment. 

Union officials have said the 
company and union will sign 
within a couple of weeks. 

Ratification was virtually 
assured last Wednesday when the 
largest Caterpillar unit- East 
Peoria’s Local 974, with 10,000 
workers- voted 73.6 percent in 
favor of the contract.

In addition to the World Wrest- / 
ing Federation, which sponsored | 
the event, Holcomb also has sued 
Titan Sports and the wrestler 
whose actual name is not known, 
the suit said. 

Great Wall 

• The Great Wall Restaurant, 
1219 W. Main St., was threatened 
with a temporary closure in 
October by the Peoria City/County 
Health department due to a large 
number of health violations. 

In an inspection Oct. 4, the res¬ 
taurant scored a 48 out of a possi¬ 
ble 100; the score was later raised 
to a 73 after corrections were j 
made.

This would reduce the buying 
influence of large campaign donors 
and make congressmen more 
responsible to their constituent, 
rather than large, interstate cor¬ 
porations.

Fall cross country ends

There weren’t many surprises 
this past weekend at the Missouri 
Valley Conference cross country 
meet, however, there was a bit of 
disappointment in the lOth-place 
finish of the Lady Braves cross 
country team in the Gateway 
conference meet. 

Head Cross Country Coach 
Craig Dahlquist said he had hoped 
to see the women’s cross country 
team finish no lower than seventh 
place, but the Lady Braves were 
once again out-numbered. As a 
result, Bradley finished last in 10- 
team race. Bradley was 21 points 
behind ninth-place Eastern Illinois 
University. 

Junior Michelle Curet was the 
first Bradley runner to cross the 
finish line in 45th place. She was 
followed by junior Eilett Forrest 
(55th) senior Melinda Swank (56th), 
and sophomores Marianne Dorcak 
(57th) and Jennifer Lasek (59th). 

The men’s cross country team 


finished, as expected, in the bot¬ 
tom slot of the seven teams com¬ 
peting in the MVC meet. 

Dahlquist cited the perform¬ 
ance of freshman Robin 
Crabb, who was the top Bradley 
runner, and junior Paul Santos, 
who ran his personal best time at 
the conference meet. 

Bradley will not be sending a 
full men’s or women’s squad to the 
regional meet in Des Moines, 
Iowa, but a few individual athletes 
may decide to compete in the 
meet. 

Currently, both teams are con¬ 
centrating on the upcoming track 
season. In the past, Bradley has 
fared better during the track season 
than the cross country season, due 
to more time spent concentrating 
on individual talents. The men will 
open their track season Dec. 3 
against Eastern Illinois, while the 
women’s first competition will be 
against Illinois State University on 
Dec. 9.

Lady Braves apply pressure for final playoff spot

Playoff hopes are still alive for 
the Bradley Lady Braves volleyball 
team. 

By beating Western Illinois, 
15-10, 16-14, 15-11, Wednesday 
night the Lady Braves have kept 
their hopes of a Final Four birth 
flickering. But, it would entail 
winning the rest of their games, 
while strong Wichita State and 
Southern Illinois teams would have 
to take an additional loss in the last 
two weeks of the season. 

Last Friday, it looked as though 
the Lady Braves were going to 
knock themselves out of contention 
when they lost a one game lead 
and eventually the match to South¬ 
ern Illinois. The loss dropped 
Bradley’s Gateway Conference 
record to 1-4. 

But, the next night, in what 
was an absolute must-win situa¬ 
tion, the Lady Braves fought back 


an Eastern Illinois comeback to 
win in five games, 15-6, 13-15, 
15-11, 13-15, 15-8. Like most of 
this season, Sue Dodge and Andra 
Dystrup paced the Lady Braves 
with 48 kills between them. ' 

In the match against Southern 
Illinois, it looked like the Lady 
Braves were going to coast to an 
easy victory after winning the first 
game easily 15-5. 'That first game 
was excellent," said Bradley Head 
Coach Pam Stanek. "I think we 
made one hitting error ." But, from 
there on in, it was all Salukis. 

In the second game, Bradley 
didn’t stand a chance when South¬ 
ern jumped out to an early lead 
and eventually won without a 
struggle 15-3. 

"The difference (in the match) 
was in the start of the second 
game," said Stanek. "Their serv¬ 
ing and hitting was much better." 

The real turning point was in 


the third game. 

After being forced to take a 
time out trailing 12-6, a fired-up 
Bradley team rallied behind Andra 
Dystrup serving to pull within one 
point, 13-12. But, what has been 
the Achilles Heel of the Lady 
Braves all season stung them one 
more time. A service error gave a 
side out to the Salukis, who nailed 
the game away 15-12. 

"Losses come when you’re not 
consistant. They didn’t play consis- 
tant in the first game and we didn’t 
after that," said Stanek. "There is 
still a possibility of a fourth slot, 
but we need to apply more pres¬ 
sure. " 

And apply more pressure they 
have, winning their next two 
conference matches to up their 
Gateway record to 3-4. 

The first win looked as though 
the Lady Braves were going to fall 
victim to another come from 


behind victory, this one at the 
hands of the Eastern Illinois Lady 
Panthers. 

The fourth game of this match 
may have been the sloppiest of the 
year for the Lady Braves. 

After jumping out to a 
commanding 12-6 lead, 
the Lady Braves were only three 
points away from winning the 
match. However, they would only 
score one more as Eastern rallied 
to send the match into a fifth 
game. It was here that the Lady 
Braves finally took control of 
match as they won the game 15-8 
and the match 3-2. 

Tonight, the Lady Braves host 
Illinois-Chicago in the Robertson 
Memorial Field House. Tomorrow 
they host Xavier. Both of these 
matches are non-conference and 
count only for school records and 


bragging rights. 

The real test for the Lady 
Braves comes next weekend when 
they host Drake and Northern 
Iowa. Stanek said she was 
confident of beating Drake, having 
already disposed of them once this 
season. Stanek is also aware of 
what it will take to make the 
playoffs. 

"We need to finish up by beat¬ 
ing both Northern Iowa and 
Drake, but it still depends on other 
people beating Northern Iowa." 
For Bradley to make the playoffs. 
Northern Iowa must lose three of 
its next four games, one of those, 
of course, being against Bradley. 

"It’s still possible," said Stanek, 
"but I wouldn’t say likely."

Wouldn’t it be great if we could 
all make our childhood dreams 
come true? Tom Wilson has that 
opportunity and he’s going to make 
the best of it when he comes to 
play basketball at Bradley Univer¬ 
sity next fall. 

Last Friday, Wilson, a 6’8" 
center at Peoria Manual High 
School, announced that he would 
attend school and play basketball at 
Bradley. 

"Ever since I was a little kid, 
I’ve always wanted to be a part of 
it. I wished I could walk out on to 
that floor and play basketball for 
Bradley. It has always been a 
dream," Wilson said. 

Averaging only 6.5 points and 
4.8 rebounds per game last year, 
Wilson said that he has yet to play 
to the fullest of his ability, but also 
points out the fact that he was in 
some pretty steep company. 

Tve always played behind a lot 
of people. As a junior, I played 
behind David Booth and Lynn Col¬ 
lins. But this is my year. I have no 
one to play behind. It’s my year to 
shine." 

NCAA rules prohibit the Brad¬ 
ley coaching staff from comment¬ 


ing on Wilson’s commitment until 
the official signing period begins, 
on Nov. 9. 

But, there is no reason why 
they should be anything but 
pleased. Wilson is a great athlete 
and a hard worker who feels he 
could fare well in Bradley’s run 
and gun methods of basketball. 
He already holds many track 
records at Manual and was the 
Midstate 10 high jump champion 
as a freshman at Central High. 

Wilson’s decision to play at 
Bradley ends a decade of Bradley 
Basketball that didn’t include one 
hometown hero. Ever since Roger 
Phgley and Bobby Humbles gra¬ 
duated in 1978, Peoria standouts 
have all chosen to play elsewhere. 

Wilson said he was very close 
to being on the highway out of 
Peoria as well. "Honest to God, I 
thought I was North Carolina State 
bound, but, out of fairness, I asked 
myself What about Bradley?’" 

Villanova, Fresno State, Cin¬ 
cinnati, Xavier of Ohio, and 
Tennessee were also on Wilson’s 
list as possible playgrounds. Just 
as many college bound kids feel 
the need to go to school away 
from home, Wilson felt cooped up 
in Peoria and wanted to get away 


from it all. 

"I wanted to meet new people, 
see new places. I thought I could 
promote Peoria’s name in other 
places." 

But, Wilson couldn’t see it in 
his heart to give up the opportunity 
to play on the team his childhood 
heros Voise Winters and Willie 
Scott had played on. Not to men¬ 
tion Bradley plays his kind of ball 
and offers the kind of program he 
wants to play in. 

Wilson has always known what 
kind of program he wanted to play 
in, even as a sophomore in high 
school when he transferred from 
Central High to Manual because he 
felt the basketball program at Cen¬ 
tral was not all they claimed it to 
be. 

"I was miserable when I moved 
down here. I feel like Coach Van 
(Manual Head Coach Dick Van 
Scyoc) adopted me like a son. 
Sometimes I call him "Dad" to 
joke around. Tve got to give him a 
lot of credit for where I am now." 

It was his feelipgs toward Van 
Scyoc, as well as his mother, that 
helped prompt Wilson to make his 
choice. It is important to Wilson 
that Van Scyoc be able to watch 
his progress in his college career. 


As for his mother, "My mom 
talked to me a lot and I really 
wanted her to see me play. It 
would’ve been unfair to her if she 
couldn’t, because she deserves to." 

Education is the first thing Wil¬ 
son wants out of Bradley. He said 
he is interested in the area of com¬ 
munications. 

When he joins the Braves next 
year, Tom Wilson will be playing 
under another hometown hero who 
chose to stay at Bradley, Stan 
Albeck. 

Dick Versace, Bradley’s former 
head coach, tended to turn away 
from recruiting homegrown talent. 
Versace apparently felt that the 
kids from Chicago were a safer 
bet. Albeck, on the other hand, 
says he has no qualms with 
recruiting local talent. 

He had not been able to recruit 
heavily in Peoria up until this year 
due to the suspension assessed to 
Bradley by the NCAA. Last year, 
when Bradley regained recruiting 
powers, local superstars like Booth 
and Collins had already made up 
their minds to go elsewhere. 

Apparently, so had Wilson, but 
history helped change his.

Kickers end 5-15 season with a loss

The second season of Bradley 
soccer came to a close last 
Wednesday with a 4-1 loss to 
Northeast Missouri State. The 
Braves finished out the year with a 
5-15 record, one game worse than 
last year. 

The reason for the one game 
drop was that the Braves scheduled 
much tougher opponents than last 
year, so the record may have 
slipped a little, but the competition 
was better. 

Last Saturday, the Braves won 
their fifth game of the year in front 
of a big Parents’ Weekend crowd 


1-0. The Braves scored the only 
point of the game with less than 
six minutes left in the contest on a 
goal by John Barfield with an 
assist from Greg Cors. 

Bradley Coach Tim Conley 
called the goal "A definite first- 
class goal. The teams were evenly 
matched — they controlled the first 
half and we dominated the second. 
Both teams used the wind to their 
advantage very well." ' 

The Braves momentum of a 
two-game winning streak couldn’t 
help them last Wednesday in the 
4-1 loss to Northeast. 


Just over seven minutes into the 
match, Brian Taylor scored with 
an assist from Sean Marlowe and 
the Braves found themselves down 
1 - 0 . 

Northeast extended their lead 
eight minutes into the second half 
as Brian Vahlkamp made the score 
2 - 0 . 

Ten minutes later, Taylor 
scored again, this time unassisted, 
to put the Braves in a deep hole 
that they couldn’t get out of. Dave 
Bushey put the Braves on the 
board at the 74:29 mark to slice 
the lead to 3-1, but that’s the 


closest the Braves would get. 

Taylor scored his third goal of 
the game, about six minutes later, 
and the Braves’ two-game winning 
streak was over with the 4-1 
defeat. 

Conley said, "We played a very 
attractive game of soccer. Our 
only problems were the three mis¬ 
takes which they converted into 
three goals. We did put together a 
lot of good scoring opportunities, 
but we couldn’t convert.'

If you were to write a paper on 
persistence and hard work, you 
might want to use Jim Les as your 
case study. 

When the NBA season opens 
up tonight, Bradley will not just be 
represented by Hersey Hawkins of 
the Philadelphia 76ers, but also by 
Jim Les of the Utah Jazz. 

When Les was cut by the 
Milwaukee Bucks two weeks ago/ 
his career looked to be floating 
like an airball. But, Les packed his 
bags and headed for Salt Lake City 
in a shot at the buzzer to save his 
career. 

The Jazz was one of three 
teams to invite Les to try out after 
he helped the Chicago Express win 
the World Basketball League 
Championship. The Bucks and 
Chicago Bulls were the other two. 
Les opted to go to Milwaukee,

where he figured he had the best 
chance. When Milwaukee began to 
look like a dead end, he asked for 
release, which he promptly 
received, and he was off to his 
new home. 

The Jazz were looking for a 
guard to back up last year’s assist 
leader, John Stockton, and Les 
joined four others in the quest for 
the last spot on the roster. The 
four other players were Billy 
Donovan, Eddie Hughes, Ricky 
Grace and Marty Simmons. For 
the first time in his career, when 
the final cuts were made on Tues¬ 
day, Les was not among those cut. 

"It’s a great feeling," said Les. 
'It’s been a long road and when I 
look back at all the hard work and 
long hours in the gym, it makes it 
all worthwhile. But I can’t cele¬ 
brate yet." 

It seems that Les would have 
reason to celebrate. 

After getting cut from the 
Atlanta Hawks, who had drafted 
Bradley’s National Guard in the 
third round in 1986, Les made two 
attempts at the Philadelphia 76ers 
in ’86 and ’87. He then played in 
the Continental Basketball League 
and for the Express this summer. 
For Les, his visions of the NBA 
seemed to be disappearing into the 
night. 

"Who knows, if things hadn’t 
worked out this time, I probably 
would have packed it in and gone 
back to work in Chicago at the 
Mercantile Exchange. It’s tough to 
say what you would have done if 
that situation comes along." 

In the two exhibition games Les 
played with Utah, he had ten 
assists in 35 minutes. Les realizes 
that playing behind Stockton means 
he won’t see that much action on a 
regular basis, but he also realizes 
that basketball is team sport. "My 
main position is to spell Stockton 
I have to give him a break for ten 
minutes a night and keep the wheel 
rolling like he would." 

It was the compatibility of Les’ 
skills with the Utah system that 
helped make the choice for the 
Jazz. "There is a good mix 
between my skills and their sys¬ 
tem. They gave me the opportunity 
and I have to give credit to the 
coaching staff and players who 
have helped me out." 

Even though Les will be play¬ 
ing in his first NBA game tonight, 
if success was measured in good 
old fashioned hard work, Jim Les 
would be a seasoned veteran. 
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Bush wins in landslide

The commercials are gone and 
political paraphernalia is coming 
down - the 1988 election has 
come to close. 

Throughout the early morning 
and late afternoon on Tuesday, a 
resounding chorus rang out. Radio 
and television stations urged voters 
to "get out and vote; you have no 
excuse." 

Peoria County responded to this 
calling with a 75 to 80 percent 
voter turnout. All three local net¬ 
works reported that this was one of 
the best turnouts. 

Channel 25 said college-age 
voting was also up. Most of the 
registered Bradley students voted 
at the Field House precinct and the 
Garrett Center precinct. 

Mike Stillman, Young Demo¬ 
crats’ vice president, said he was 
told 208 out of 225 students voted 
at the Field House. The Garrett 
Center had a 60-70 percent student 
turnout, Stillman said. 

There were a number of 
categories on the ballot to vote for, 
from President to Peoria County 
Board. Republican George Bush 
overwhelmed the nation with his 
victory over Democratic nominee 
Michael Dukakis. The Journal Star 
on Wednesday reported that Bush 
had won at least 37 states, with at 
least 352 electoral votes. Dukakis 
was trailing with 102 electoral 
votes and had won 9 states. At 
least 270 of 538 electoral votes are 
needed to win. 

Yet, Illinois was a toss-up state 
throughout the evening. The polls 


Bradley student arrested

After confessing to police, a 
Bradley University student was 
arrested Monday for using another 
Bradley student’s bank card to 
withdraw cash from an automatic 
teller, according to police reports. 

Wayne S. Lyon, 18, of room 
303 in Wyckoff Hall was arrested 
*wbca Andrew C. Grove, 17, of 
room511 in Wyckoff Hall, 934 
Elmlwood, identified Lyon after 
watching a film taken of the 
incident at the Madison Park Bank 
1304 W. Main St. 

The film showed Lyon using 
Grove’s card to make a $100 with¬ 


drawal from an automatic teller on 
Oct. 21, according to police. 

Police also stated the card had 
been recently used to make three 
other withdrawals for a combined 
$170. 

Grove told' police his bank 
card and a piece of paper with the 
code written on it had been stolen 
from his room. 

Grove was unavailable for com¬ 
ment. 

Lyon denied stealing the card 
and the code-inscribed paper but 
admitted to using it to withdraw 
the money. 

"I didn’t steal anything from 


anyone’s room," Lyon said. "I 
found it in the lobby of Wyckoff. " 

No money has been returned as 
of yet, but Lyon stated that he 
intends to do so. 

Lyon was booked on charges of 
theft less than $300 and unlawful 
use of a debit card. 

Lyon stated he plans on all 
charges being dropped, but won’t 
know until his court date. 

Lyon said he has until Nov. 28 
to appear in court.

closed at 7 p.m. and Dukakis held 
a slim margin over Bush late into 
the night. 

The Journal Star said about 80 
percent of the state’s returns 
showed Bush with a 52 percent 
lead over Dukakis’ 48 percent. 
Yet, Channel 31 reported Wednes¬ 
day evening that Dukakis did win 
in Peoria County. 

Kelly O’Connell, Young Demo¬ 
crats’ president, said, Tm really 
disappointed, I really wish Dukakis 
would have won. We’re just going 
to have to wait and see what kind 
of president Bush will be." 

College Republicans’ president 
Henry Vicary said the group is 
excited about Bush’s victory. 

Another important issue on the 
ticket was for 18th ^District 
Congressman. Incumbent U.S. 
Rep. Robert H. Michel was chal¬ 
lenged by Democrat G. Douglas 
Stephens. Stephens also ran against 
Michel in 1982. The Journal Star 
reported that Michel had a lead of 
73,694 votes over Stephens’ 
62,966 early Wednesday morning. 

Michel won his 17th term, 
though Stephens was victorious in 
Peoria County, according to Chan¬ 
nel 25 on Wednesday evening. 

Janice Meissbach, a Young 
Democrat, said, "It is hard to run 
against 32 years of experience. " 

Larry Harris, a College Repub¬ 
lican, said, Tm glad that Michel 


won, but I don’t think any of the 
parties were dominant in this elec¬ 
tion. " 

The Journal Star also men¬ 
tioned that a call for a constitu¬ 
tional conventiovto revise Illinois’ 
constitution received an 
overwhelming "no" vote. 

The race for county coroner 
was 29,759 votes for Republican 
Herb Buzbee over Democrat A1 
Misener’s 26,639. Democrat Ken 
Lyons had 30,213 votes for State’s 
Attorney and Republican Mark 
Stuann had 25,408. 

A familiar name to the Bradley 
community was also on the ballot 
for the Peoria County Board Dis¬ 
trict 6. Political science instructor 
Paul Heisig ran for this position as 
a Democrat, but lost, receiving 
2189 votes. There were two seats 
available and were claimed by 
Republican Charles Turek and 
Democrat James Thomas. 

Heisig said he thought he did 
pretty well considering what he 
had to work with campaign-wise. 

Tm happy for the district, with 
the replacement of [former County 
Board member] Joe 

Baumgardner." He said he 
believed things turned out as 
expected. 

When asked if he was going to 
run again, he said, "You have to 
never say never. The good thing

$250,000, allows for 100 students, 
between infancy and age seven, 
and 16 teachers. As of now, there 
are 56 children. Dr. Judy Helm, 
the program director, said there 
was a small problem getting the 
information out to everyone.

False propaganda 
leads to slander 


Under most circumstances I let "Letters to the Editor" go 
unanswered because I feel that this is the students forum to express their 
opinions on issues dealing with Bradley University or the contents of the 
Scout. 

But in this case, I feel compelled to rebut one of the letters appear¬ 
ing in the Scout this week. For reference refer to the letter appearing on 
this page subtitled "Advertisement." 


Dear Mr. Abdulrazzak, 


It is not the tone of this letter that bothers, because I can take the heat 
just as well as I can dish it out, but some of the contents. 

I am quoted three times in this letter, or maybe I should say 
misquoted. Why do these quotes bother me? 

Because I didn’t say those things. 

Maybe, Mr. Abdulrazzak, you should take a class in basic reporting 
so that you may learn how to quote someone properly. 

In our conversation, which took place Tuesday Nov. 2, not "A few 
days ago," my reaction to your advertisement was not a pleasant one. 
But what I made clear to you was that I felt that the advertisement was 
not appropriate for the medium in which the Scout serves. I also stated 
that I felt that the ad was defamatory and I made the judgement not to 
run the ad. 

Under the Section 2 of the By-Laws of the Communications Council 
Constitution it states that 'The media(Sa?wf) will not accept advertising 
that is socially unacceptable on the Bradley campus, that is detrimental to 
the best interest of the University, or that is fraudulent, libelous, 
obscene, defamatory to race, creed or color." 

Under the By-Laws of this constitution my initial judgement was 
correct. 

What Mr. Abdulrazzak neglected to write in his letter was that I met 
with the Scout business manager. Scout advisor and the Communications 
Council Chairman, and came to the conclusions that the advertisement 
was appropriate and that it was not defamatory. 

The advertisement ran in the Nov. 4 edition of the Scout on page 
six('ISRAEL PUTTING YOUR TAX DOLLARS TO WORK"). 

Maybe, Mr. Abdulrazzak, you should forget the course in basic 
reporting and take a course in communication law. 

Have you ever heard of libel and slander? 

Let me briefly explain this to you. 

According to Associated Press, Libel is injury to reputation. Words 
that expose a person to public hatred, shame, disgrace or ridicule, or 
induce an ill opinion of a person are libelous. 

By falsely quoting me in your letter you become the assailant of 

libel. 

There is only one complete and unconditional defense to a civil 
action for libel: that the facts stated are PROVABLY TRUE.(Note well 
that word, PROVABLY.) 

Now I don’t quite think you will be able to prove anything in a court 
room. Now I on the other hand have three witnesses, who were present 
at the time of our conversation who know I didn’t say those ridiculous 
statements that you accused me of. 

Mr. Abdulrazzak, you stated that you "left feeling humiliated and 
unjustly treated," and I quote you correctly. 

Could this have lead you to make up these libelous lies to try to 
humiliate me? 

You also stated in your libelous letter that "the Scout is was a ser¬ 
vice for the students where the last thing they would expect is to be ridi¬ 
culed," and once again, I quote you correctly. 

Although you were not ridiculed, maybe you should have been. The 
facts in your advertisement are fraudulent, which according to the Com¬ 
munications Constitution, would be another reason for the Scout not to 
have run the ad. 

The $1.8 million in military aid is correct. The $1.2 billion in 
economic aid is also correct. 

You stated in your advertisement that the Reagan Administration 
wanted to raise the military aid to $3.6 billion and if congress agrees 
then American tax payers will be paying $10 million a day to Israel. 

The forementioned statement is quite outdated. The military aid has 
been set in stone through the fiscal year of 1989 at $1.8 Billion which 
would cut what you called $10 million a day to $5 million. 

I will not state whether the contents of the ad are morally correct or 
not because it is your opinion, but I will tell you that the numbers are 
fraudulent and it was nothing more than your own negligence that led 
you to place an ad which is nothing more than false propaganda because 
the numbers are not correct. 

In your letter you also state that "We need an unbiased Scout that 
respects all points of view, not a biased one motivated by the twisted 
logic of certain people." 

When you say "twisted logic," you wouldn’t be referring to Jewish 
people would you? Because if you were then that would be bigotry.

tion? Did you evaluate your sources, 
and check for biases within them? And, 
were you clearly writing an editorial?

Sun-Times 

• Journalists at the Chicago 
Sun-Times said Monday they will 
strike the newspaper on Nov. 21, 
barring a breakthrough in contract 
talks with management. 

"We are further apart now then 
we have ever been in negotia¬ 
tions, " said Newspaper Guild local 
chairman Tom Gibbons. 

But newspaper officials said 
they remain optimistic an agree¬ 
ment can be reached. "The Chi¬ 
cago Sun-Times is disappointed 
that the Chicago Newspaper Guild 
has set a strike date," said spokes¬ 
man Michael Soil, who chastized 
the union for alerting the media of 
the strike date. 

Soil said the company still 
believes an agreement can be 
reached at the newspaper, which 
has a circulation of 567,176 daily. 

The old contract covering 250 
reporters, editors, photographers 
and other news staff expired on 
May 31, but employees have con¬ 
tinued working under it. 

The newspaper management is 
seeking a 7 percent pay cut in the 
first year of new three-year con¬ 
tract, the Guild reported. Manage¬ 
ment proposes to return 3 percent 
of the pay cut in the second year 
and return salaries to their current 
levels in the third year. 

The Guild wants a 7 percent 
raise the first year, 7.5 percent the 
second year and 8 percent the third 
year. 

Lawsuit 

• A circuit court decision to 
dismiss a Knox County farmer’s 
libel lawsuit against the Journal 
Star, The Associated Press and 
two reporters has been upheld by 
the 3rd District Court of Appeals. 

The appellate court essentially 
agreed with Circuit Judge Richard 
Eagleton’s ruling to dismiss with 
prejudice a suit filed by Roland E. 
Main against the newspaper, wire 
service, now-deceased JS colum¬ 
nist Rick Baker and AP writer Bob 
Springer. 

Main had filed the suit in July 
1985 charging that a July 1985 
column written by Baker, and later 


picked up by Springer, contained 
false and libelous statements. 

Both articles alleged that a 
financial arrangement made by 
Main, former U.S. Agriculture 
Secretary John R. Block and other 
partners to recover an investment 
was illegal. 

Attorney R. Michael Hender¬ 
son, representing the newspaper 
and Baker, said Tuesday that the 
appellate court ruled that the defa¬ 
mation charges were no longer 
applicable because of Baker’s death 
in a cttr accident last March. 

The Journal Star, involved in 
the case because it was Baker’s 
employer, was dismissed for the 
same reason, he said. 

As for the other two parties, 
the appellate court upheld 
Eagleton’s ruling that the term 
"illegal" cannot be defined the 
same as "criminal" and that the 
rules of "innocent construction" in 
such cases must apply, Henderson 
said. 

Main has 21 days from Monday 
to either ask the appellate court to 
rehear the case or to petition the 
Illinois Supreme Court to hear the 
case. Main’s attorney Barry M. 
Barash of Galesburg said Tuesday 
that an appeal seemed unlikely. 

Car wash 

• JACKSONVILLE, Fla. 
(AP)—Police shut down a business 
called the "Only Nude Car Wash 
in the Nation," advising the owner 
that hiring naked women to scrub 
cars is against the law. 

Five women - nude dancers 
turned car buffers — and three 
male nightclub employees were 
cited when police put an end to the 
weekly event in a carport adjoining 
the Fantasy World club, assistant 
manager Rodney Bickel said Sun¬ 
day. 

The manager, a weightlifter 
whose state name is 'The Mad 
Dog," was also arrested on a 
felony charge of resisting arrest 
with violence. Bickel denied the 
charge against manager Jim 
Mercer, saying police used "brutal 
force" against Mercer in the Satur¬ 
day raid of the adults-only club. 

The club’s marquee boasts the 
car wash’s singular statue.

in the nude. They are in an 
enclosed area. We have a 
screened-off drive-through area 
that is part of the building.

Police wanted to close the $10- 
per wash operation when it opened 
in mid-September but waited for 
word from the the state attorney’s 
office that the arrests were legal. 

The state attorney’s office gave 
police the go-ahead on the premise 
that operating the car wash consti¬ 
tuted a breach of the peace and 
violation of public nudity laws. 

Forum 

• Public schools don’t want the 
burden of teaching children the 
morally explosive aspects of 
AIDS, Dunlap’s top school official 
said Monday night. 

"We don’t have the time or the 
money," said William Collier, 


. superintendent of Dunlap schools. 

"We have a difficult enough time 
teaching students to read and write 
and do basic math." 

Collier’s concern was one of a 
variety of opinions at a public 
forum on acquired immune 
deficiency syndrome. The National 
Issues Forum at Bradley Univer¬ 
sity demonstrated the range of 
views held by Peoria area residents 
on how to deal with the AIDS 
problem. 

Some of the 70 people at the 
forum favored mandatory testing 
for the AIDS virus, some appeared 
angry at homosexuals -- who are 
in a high-risk group — and one 
person advocated quarantining 
AIDS patients. 

Others at the forum said people 
with the deadly disease should be 
shown more' compassion, and 
parents should talk more frankly 
with their children about sex to 
prevent AIDS from spreading. 

Some people said they feared 


discrimination against AIDS 

patients. 

'AIDS is no longer an infec¬ 
tious disease," said Dr. Stephen 
Doughty, a panelist at the forum. 
"It’s become a legal, moral, philo¬ 
sophical and medical problem." 

Doughty, a specialist on infec¬ 
tious diseases and adviser to the 
Peoria City/County Health Depart¬ 
ment, said the Peoria area doesn’t 
have the heavy concentration of 
AIDS cases common on the East 
and West coasts. 

In Peoria County, 12 AIDS 
cases have been reported since 
1980, and almost all of the 
infected people have died, accord¬ 
ing to Cynthia Marvin, the health 
department’s assistant director of 
nursing. 

Nationally, an estimated 1.5 
million people are infected with 
the AIDS virus. Marvin had no 
estimates of the number of people 
in central Illinois who have the 
AIDS virus but haven’t developed 
AIDS.

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Movie rattles the souls while 
presenting a low hum of images 

Movie Review

U2 PLAYS IN PEORIA! (Well 
almost). U2’s first motion picture 
opened Friday night at the Beverly 
Cinema on Knoxville Avenue to a 
small group ranging from a prepu- 
bescent U2 lovers bearing buttons 
and banners, to educated, "Bono- 
fied" U2 admirers clad in basic 
black with small, stubby ponytails 
down the backs of their necks. 

U2: Bono, The Edge, Adam 
Clayton and Larry Mullen Jr., has 
managed to put together quite a 
different visual aspect to this 
movie then what I expected. Since 
U2’s lyrics are so powerful, both 
musically and politically, I had 
expected to be treated to a wide 
range of equally powerful images 
to match their well-established 
music. 

The film is done in both black 
and white and color, but strangely, 
the movie doesn’t intermingle the 
two cinematographic genres in the 
creative way I expected U2 to 
demonstrate. 

The soundtrack to the film of 
the same name seems to be doing 
well, according to Billboard maga¬ 
zine, for the week of Nov. 5. On 
the Album Rock Tracks, "Desire" 
has been at number one for five 
straight weeks in a row during its 
six-week span. In the Top Pop 
Albums category, it slipped in at 
number 14 during its first week on 
the chart and has leapt to number 
5 during the week of Nov. 5. In 
the Oct. n issue of Rolling Stone, 
"Rattle and Hum" (the album) 
received three-and-a-half stars 
from reviewer Anthony DeCurtis. 
But in the local theaters, the movie 
isn’t pulling the weight, profession¬ 
ally or musically, that this band 
should be hauling. 


Beverly Cinema’s Head 
Manager, David Tidd, expected a 
large group of people for the open¬ 
ing night. When I called him at 3 
p.m. on Friday (two hours before 
the first show), he expressed a cer¬ 
tain amount of fear about rumors 
that U2 fans were going to storm 
the theater or wait in line for hours 
before the first show. "It’s going to 
be crazy here tonight," he said. At 
the 5 p.m. showing, Tidd said 
there were about 20 people in the 
750 seat theater; at 7 p.m. there 
were about 100 people. "I think 
the 9 p.m. will be full. I thought 
about adding a midnight show, but 
then you have a problem with 
alcohol trying to be brought in," 
Tidd said. 

Less than a week later (Nov. 
8), "Rattle and Hum" still isn’t 
bringing in the thought-to-be anxi¬ 
ous throngs of admirers, and this 
confuses Tidd. "I assumed it was 
going to be a big hit, but it has 
never panned out that way. Maybe 
this weekend will bring more peo¬ 
ple in," Tidd said. 'There were 
less people on Saturday, a day 
after the opening. It was terrible." 

"Rattle and Hum," directed by 
Phil Joanou, turns a potentially 
incredible visual image into 
longshots of Bono and worthless 
documentary-style interview clips 
with the band. This movie could 
have been so powerful, and it was 
in many ways, but I was bored 
with the way the footage was 
presented. I wanted to see real 
scenes of the band backstage -- not 
staged, positioned shots of Bono 
getting his hair brushed back or 
well-rehearsed conversations 
between Bono and B.B. King. And 
maybe it wasn't ’ staged, but it 
appeared that way. So isn’t that 
just as degrading in an artistic way 
to U2 as it would be to stage it? 

I went to see U2 show a per¬

"What I’ve learned is that reli¬ 
gion is imagination before it’s doc¬ 
trine; it’s poetry before it’s prose; 
it’s experience before it’s rules. 
While you need the rules and you 
need the doctrine, the origins and 
the power of religion are in the 
imagination." Father Andrew 
Greeley, the author of 14 best sell¬ 
ers including The Cardinal Sin , 
spoke to an audience of more than 
240 on this topic Monday night at 
Dingeldine. 

This belief of Father Greeley’s 
is due to his education in sociol¬ 
ogy. While still a practicing priest, 
he is also a professor of sociology 
at the University of Arizona. "My 
study of religion and sociology has 
had a profound effect on me. It’s 
why I write stories. It’s affected 
my own personal and spiritual life- 
all to the good," Greeley said. 

After writing many books and 
article on sociology and religion, 
Greeley decided to try writing nov¬ 
els. "I concluded that religion was 
story before it was anything else. 
And for most of human history, 
religion gets passed on from gen¬ 
eration to generation through 
stories. And so I thought there’s 
not many people writing theologi¬ 
cal novels and maybe I’ll give it a 
try. It was kind of an experiment 


to see if 1 could do with the popu¬ 
lar novel what the stained glass 
window makers did in the Middle 
Ages: tell stories for people, 
stories of God, stories of peace. " 

Father Greeley’s "experiment" 
has produced 16 novels, 14 of 
which were bestsellers. His newest 
paperback release is Rite of 
Spring , and Lovesong will be out 
in hardback in a few weeks. 
Another novel. Saint Valentine's 
Night will be coming out next 
year. He has received "thousands 
and thousands" of letters, mostly 
with favorable messages. 'It’s 
nice because it cancels out the 
negative stuff and sort of proves 
that Pm doing what I set out to 
do." 

"First of all, I want [the audi¬ 
ence] to be fascinated by the story. 
If they’re not fascinated with the 
story, then everything else fails. 
And in the process of fascinating 
them, I want to illuminate them. I 
want them to see possibilities for 
their own life." 

Greeley is currently working on 
a novel about a rectory, entitled 
New Priest. There is also a possi¬ 
bility of a television movie being 
made from his novel Angelfire. 
Tm not working on that; someone 
else is doing the script - but it’s 
something I’d like to see happen."

sonal side, an intimate side most 
concert audiences could never 
experience, but I was served small 
portions of genuine emotional 
conversations, a side order of 
humor and a meager helping of 
crowd reactions or other musician’s 
opinions to U2’s music. If you 
listen to the soundtrack and close 
your eyes real tight and think of 
Bono and the boys singing and 
sweating, it’s pretty close to the 
movie. Even though the movie 
didn’t satisfy my artistic appetite, it 
filled the audience wholeheartedly 
with the music U2 is best known 
for. 

There were, however, some 
good points. I was given a great 
and vast array of concert footage 
and a very special moment 
between Bono and a Harlem Gos¬ 
pel Choir, New Voices of Free¬ 
dom, singing "I Still Haven’t 
Found What I’m Looking For." d 
I listen to this on the album, it 
enlightens me and sends miles of 
goosebumps down my spine, 
exactly the way it did in the 
movie. Another special moment in 
the movie is U2’s performances of 
"Pride," "Silver and Gold" and 
"God Part II," with its incredible 
lyrics, "I don’t believe in the 60’s 
in the golden age of pop/ You 
glorify the past when the future 
dries up/ I heard a singer on the 
radio last night/ Says he’s gonna 
kick the darkness till it bleeds day¬ 
light/ I ... I believe in love." 

U2 joined forces with Bob 
Dylan ("Love Rescues Me"), 
Brian Eno ("Heartland"), B.B. 
King ("When Love Comes To 
Town"), and used Jimi Hendrix’s 
"The Star Spangled Banner" from 
his "Are You Experienced?" 
album.

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Aspin’s curiosity 
goes worldwide

To see him in his office you 
would guess him to be a political 
science instructor. But after thirty 
minutes, one would find there was 
more to this complex individual 
than meets the eye. 

Dr. Larry Aspin, political sci¬ 
ence instructor, has interests stem¬ 
ming form teaching international 
law to carpentry and mechanics, 
only two aspects of the life of this 
complex individual. He says that 
his "'hobbies," not passions, help 
him to escape. "In some ways it’s 
the same. All individuals are born 
from the innate sense of curiosity. 
They want to know what’s out 
there and how it works ... I’m 
cursed with that, I guess. I always 
wonder how things work." 

He said he refers to them as 
"changes." "A good part of what 
we do is intangible and we’re deal¬ 
ing with abstraction ... whereas if‘ 
you do something mechanical, if 
something’s broken and you put it 
back together and it works, you 


can say ’I’m done,’ and I can see it 
... It’s-tangible." As opposed to 
political science, Aspin said, 
"One, it’s never ending. You’re 
always trying to push people 
... And, two, many of the things 
we do as teachers, we can’t see the 
results of. We plant ideas, and it 
may take a while ... you help peo¬ 
ple develop skills, but you can’t 
see the uses to which they apply 
these skills. So much of what we 
do is intangible ... so it’s nice to 
be able to see things." 

Aspin said he chose political 
science (more specifically, interna¬ 
tional politics), because his 
grandparents were involved in 
local politics, and the interest 
picked up from there. "... (inter¬ 
national politics) were never 
discussed ... and there was this 
slowly building curiosity on my 
part, particularly when I got to 
college ... I loved it and that’s 
where I’ve stayed ever since." 

Dr. Aspin received his B.A. 
from Alma College, and received

Delts lend a hand for a crisis

Over $2,000 was raised Friday 
in the Crisis Dance marathon for 
the Crisis Nursery, Tom Kappel of 
Delta Tau Delta said. 

The Nursery is a short term 
emergency childcare center for 
families under stress. It is a pro¬ 
gram of the Crittenton Care and 
Counseling Center, started in 
March 1980 for the prevention of 
child abuse in Central Illinois. 
Located in Peoria, the nursery 
helps parents with children from 
ages six weeks to five years old, 
who are under stress or experienc¬ 
ing a crisis. They care for children 
from Peoria, Tazewell and Wood¬ 
ford counties. 

Sponsored by Delta Tau Delta 
and Gamma Phi Beta, the event 
^sted from 8 p.m. until 6 a.m. 
Saturday in the Geisert Cafeteria. 
Money was raised for the Crisis 


Nursery by getting participants to 
get pledges for their involvement 
in the dance. Money was also 
raised by donations from Peoria 
businesses. 

"We received donations from 
many of the fraternities, sororities, 
and residence hall councils. Their 
donations helped out a lot. A lot of 
local businesses were also eager to 
donate, because the Crisis Nursery 
was such a good cause," Kappel 
said. 

The Nursery is open 24 hours a 
day, seven days a week. Many of 
the families they care for are 
experiencing stress due to such 


things as divorce, separation, death 
or illness. The center also has 
counseling services, medical ser¬ 
vices for children, parent education 
classes, and parent support group 
services. 

There is no charge for the ser¬ 
vices at the nursery. They depend 
on a lot of volunteer help, and are 
partially funded through the United 
Way. Fifty percent of their budget 
comes from contributions and 
fund-raising events. 

"Bradley organizations have 
been helping through fund-raising, 
and volunteer help. It’s terrific,

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Delano steals viewers heart and soul

Jack Delano’s photo exhibit 
now at Bradley is marked with 
poignancy and depth, as many of 
his photographs reach out to 
involve the viewer’s hearts and 
souls, not merely their eyes. 

Delano is the first photographer 
invited to Bradley as part of the 
Bunn Lectureship program, a pro¬ 
gram designed to introduce Brad¬ 
ley students and the Peoria com¬ 
munity to many well-known art 
and communication photographers. 

Delano’s display in the Heuser 
Art Center was opened to the pub¬ 
lic Wednesday, and will remain 
open through Dec. 5. Last 


Wednesday Delano had an open 
house to talk with students, faculty 
and the community to introduce 
them to his work. Yesterday, 
Delano held a lecture to talk about 
his life as a photographer. 

"My wife and I traveled across 
the country taking photographs. 
She was my helper and my best 
critic," Delano said. 

Most of his photographs are 
from the 1940s, and many depict 
the poor and middle-class families 
of that time. A favorite subject of 
his was the tenant farmers and 
their children. These portrayals 
were some of his more touching 
photographs. 

Delano tried to spend some 


time with his subjects, including 
the black tenant farmers, before he 
photographed them. He said, This 
was often at this time of racial 
segregation." 

He was always treated politely, 
although cautiously by the black 
families. 

Delano’s efforts to make these 
subjects feel at ease with him 
resulted in such meaningful works 
as "In the Home of A Tenant 
Farmer" and "Old Man 
Affectionately Known as 
Preacher." 

Many of his works were taken 
in the northeastern and eastern 
coast states. Also, many of his

his Master’s and his PhD. from 
Purdue. He said it was the combi¬ 
nation of the pros and cons of the 
large and small schools that inevit¬ 
ably brought him to Bradley. He 
said he realized, after attending 
Purdue, there were many things a 
small school could not provide for, 
not only from a student’s aspect, 
but from the point of view of the 
instructor as well. He said he feels 
Bradley is a suitable compromise. 
'It’s a medium-sized institution and 
it puts an emphasis on teaching. 
And that’s what I am, first and 
foremost." 

Teaching is, he said, definitely 
his first love. It stems back to his 
days as a teacher’s assistant at Pur¬ 
due. "I thought that, when I 
entered graduate school, ultimately 
I would spend more time on 
research, possibly in Washington." 
But it was cfue to a requirement for 


his Master’s that forced him to 
work as an assistant for three 
years, and he said he loved it. 
"From then on, I was convinced 
that teaching was where I wanted 
to be." 

He also had some views on the 
1988 Election: "I share, I think, 
the disappointment of most people 
in terms of the conduct of the cam¬ 
paign ... the negative advertising I 
found particularly distasteful." He 
described the incident involving 
Bush wrapping himself in his 
country’s flag, which he said was a 
common practice in the Soviet 
Union. "I find it quite ironic that 
you have a conservative Republi¬ 
can using the same tactics as 
Kruschev ... but what I am more 
disappointed in ... is (the fact 
that) we, as voters, were not 
offered a clear choice between 
alternative strategies (to solve 
specific problems) ... (We have) a 
conceptual two-party system, and 
they have long periods of stability

followed by a crisis, and the prob¬ 
lems that they have let fester will 
ultimately explode." He said the 
problems are due to societal 
influence; people are not willing to 
take an unpopular stand, " 

... and with this election, no one 
was willing to take a stand and say

as a way of solving the deficit 
problem’... and that’s (the explo¬ 
sion) probably what we’re going to 
see happen."

aspects of imaginative religion: 
experience, image, story and 
storytelling community. 

With most of his messages 
being related through stories, 
Greeley demonstrated his ability to 
project his religion in imaginative 
ways. "A story is an attempt of 
my imagination to communicate to 
your imagination." Greeley said all 
people love to hear stories because 
all are storytellers, telling the story 
of their lives. When people tell the 
stories about the really critical 
parts of their lives, then they have 
hit upon their religious imagina¬ 
tion. 


Greeley was sending a message to 
his audience. "I want them to real¬ 
ize that religion is more than just 
rules. It’s experience and symbol 
and story before it becomes the 
other things." 

"Religion without imagination 
is dried up and withered and 
dead," Greeley said.

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Campus women harassed, infrequently helped

(CPS) -- Female college stu¬ 
dents too often suffer "peer harass¬ 
ment" from their male classmates, 
a new report by the Association of 
American Colleges (AAC) in 
Washington, D.C., charges and 
making it harder for them to go to 
college. 

The AAC, which in recent 
years has sponsored numerous 
reports saying college women 
weather an inhibiting "chilly cli¬ 
mate" on campus that men escape, 
defined "peer harassment" as 
humiliating, unwanted sexual com¬ 
ments and derogatory sexual 
innuendos in its report, "Peer 
Harassment: Hassles for Women 
on Campus." 

"These things happen to women 
all the time, but no one ever looks 
at them," said Bernice Sandler, 
director of the AAC’s Project on 
the Status and Education of 
Women, which issued the report. 

"Women often see these as bad 
_ things but feel they can’t do any¬ 
thing about it. Women don’t com¬ 
plain because they see it as normal 
behavior, as the way men are, or 

they don’t think anything will hap- 

// 

pen. 

"For too many students, rela¬ 
tionships between men and women 


are not always positive," the report 
said. "Too many women experi¬ 
ences hostility, anger and some¬ 
times even violence from male stu¬ 
dents. " 

To a lesser extent, male profes¬ 
sors also use their power over 
female students to bribe or coerce 
women to have sex with them, 
Sandler said. Other male profes¬ 
sors collude in sexual harassment 
by allowing their male students to 
berate women during classroom 
discussions. 

The report arrived as many 
campuses were trying new ways to 
combat sexual harassment of stu¬ 
dents and campus employees. 

Pennsylvania’s Millersville 
University, for example, formed a 
committee in October to educate 
students about sexual harassment. 
"It will not be tolerated," said 
Doris Cross, the committee’s chair¬ 
woman. 'This university wants to 
move ahead and there is no place 
for it here." 

Some schools require students 
to participate in sexual awareness 
seminars. Southern Methodist 
University now forbids amorous 
student-faculty relationships, as do 
the universities of Pennsylvania 
and Delaware, and Temple, Brown 
and Harvard universities. 


In fact, many campuses already 
are operating the kinds of pro¬ 
grams the AAC suggest to help 
combat the problem. 

"I never feel they’re doing 
enough," Sandler said of the 
efforts. Institutions are just becom¬ 
ing aware that this is a problem. 
This is just a beginning." 

Students, too, have tried. A 
University of Massachusetts frater¬ 
nity canceled a bikini contest last 
spring when the event’s sponsor, 
Miller Beer, was petitioned by 
offended students. About 50 stu¬ 
dents picketed a University of 
Maryland fraternity where several 
members had surrounded and 
threatened a woman who had com¬ 
plained about a song they were 
chanting about gang rape at a 
campus bar. 

"There’s no questions that fra¬ 
ternities and sports teams - in par¬ 
ticular football and basketball 
teams — are the worst offenders," 
Sandler said. 

The report accused fraternities 
of fostering "a crowd mentality" 
that, when combined with drink¬ 
ing, can "create potentially explo¬ 
sive situation (for women)." 

The report cited other common 
examples: "scoping," which 

involves loudly rating passing 


Campus anti-Semitism rising 


(CPS)-The University of Min¬ 
nesota should do more to find out 
if one of its regents actually made 
anti-Semitic remarks, the Anti- 
Defamation League said last week. 

The ADL also wants the 
university to hold campuswide 
workshops to help students appre¬ 
ciate "ethnic diversity," include a 
unit about anti-Semitism in the 
school’s cultural pluralism require¬ 
ment and find some way to insure 
that future regent candidates "are 
free of prejudice," the ADL said 
in a letter to Regents Chairman 
David Lebedoff. 

The ADL and other groups 
were reacting to a report that 
Regent Charles McGuiggan 
allegedly made anti-Semitic 
remarks to political science Prof. 
W. Phillips Shively during a 
November, 1987 conversation. 

Shively claimed McGuiggan 
said Madison, Wis., "was run by 
Jews who want to surround them¬ 
selves with their own kind." 

Shively, alarmed, mentioned 
the conversation to Ken Keller, 
then the university’s president, who 
subsequently recalled the incident 
in a July, 1988, newspaper inter¬ 
view. 

At the time, McGuiggan denied 
making the comment, but in a 


mid-October report issued when 
the controversy refused to abate, 
remembered telling Shively only 
that "there are a lot of people in 
the Jewish community ... whose 
children are very bright and who 
have decided in advance on the 
course of study they want to pur¬ 
sue who would do very well in 
Madison," site of the University of 
Wisconsin’^central campus. 

Even the revised comments 
were hardly 'reassuring to David. 
Cooperman, a Jewish Studies pro- 
. fessor at Minnesota who called 
them "very curious." 

Minnesota’s Board of Regents 
has yet to discuss the incident, 
McGuiggan’s report or the results 
of a campus investigation of the 
matter. The inaction prompted 
ADL Executive Director Morton 
Ry week’s Oct. 31 call for 
workshops. 

Ryweck also has asked the 
University of North Dakota to use 
some of the $5 million donation it 
got from a Las Vegas casino 
owner to fund a Holocaust Studies 
program. 

Ralph Engelstad, the casino 
owner, owns a collection of Nazi 
memorabilia and has thrown 
several staff parties that celebrated 
Adolph Hitler’s birthday. Engelstad 


has apologized for the parties, but 
Ryweck said Oct. 20 that they 
"trivialized the Holocaust" in 
which six million people were 
murdered during World War II. 

On. the same day, three 
congressmen — Ted Weiss, (D- 
N.Y.), Barney Frank (D. Mass.) 
and Sidney Yates (D- Ill.) -- 
accused U.S. Dept, of Education 
officials of bowing to anti-Semitic 
political pressures when they 
refused to fund a Holocaust Stu¬ 
dies program for 1988. 

William Kristol, then the 
department’s chief of staff, decided 
not to sponsor the eight year-old 
program -- "Facing History and 
Ourselves," which provided teach- ♦ 
ers with tools and guides for Holo¬ 
caust units — after anti-women’s 
rights activist Phyllis Schlafly 
called it "psychologically manipu¬ 
lative" and an invasion of students’ 
privacy. 

Department reviewers had 
found the program "anti-war and 
anti-hunting" and negligent in not 
reflecting the views of the Nazi 
Party and the Ku Klux Klari, 
spokeswoman Jane Glickman told 
a congressional hearing. 

At the same hearing, George¬ 
town University Holocaust Studies 
Prof. Michael Berebaun agreed the 
program was "too intense for 
junior high school students’. " '

If we 
continue to dump poison into the 
air, land and sea, then where will 
we get our daily supplies of food 
and oxygen? It really scares me 
that in some large metropolitan 
areas, they have "Ozone alerts" 
where the inhabitants are advised 
to refrain from strenuous activity 
and people with heart problems are 
told to avoid breathing. 

I like having control over my 
own destiny, as much as possible 
anyway, and it scares me that 
foreigners own a significant per¬ 
centage of our national debt and 
some of our industrial base. There 
seems to be something inherently 


wrong with the deficit. The interest 
we pay on it is being sent out of 
the country and. personally, I hate 
to lose money to someone just 
because our politicians can’t bal¬ 
ance a checkbook. We’ve got to 
pay for our expenses as we draw 
them and there’s no other way 
around it. Taxes must be raised 
and budget cuts will have to be 
made. 

It seems ludicrous to me to 
build entire weapons systems with 
the idea of bringing the Soviets to 
the bargaining table. I just don’t 
feel there is a point to building 
something just to destroy it. As for 
bringing the Soviets to the bargain¬ 
ing table, the threat of world des¬ 
truction and overproliferation of 
nuclear weapons should be 
enough. We don’t need any more 
- besides, building more weapons 
produces the same effect from the 
Soviets, not the opposite. 

In areas of conflict, most not¬ 
ably in Central America and the 
Middle East, I think it’s wrong for 
superpowers to become involved. 
The benefits of humanitarian aid 
that we give these nations is offset 
by the weapons. These areas are 
not "dominos" for the Soviets or 
for the U.S. - they’re former 


women’s attractiveness on a scale 
of one to 10, and yelling obsceni¬ 
ties at female passersby. 

"The tragedy is that this is seen 
as usual behavior," Sandler said. 

Although peer harassment 
probably is widespread, Sandler 
said few schools have surveyed 
their students to determine the 
extent of the problem. 

In 1986, however, Cornell 
University found that 78 percent of 
the female students it surveyed had 
heard sexist comments and 68 per¬ 
cent had received unwelcome 
attention from male peers. 

In another study, 92 percent of 
the women surveyed at the Mas¬ 
sachusetts Institute of Technology 
had received unwelcome sexual 
attention, while 70 percent of the 
women surveyed at the University 
of Rhode Island reported they had 
been sexually insulted. 

Such harassment, the AAC’s 
report contended, tell women 
they’re always vulnerable, a mes¬ 
sage that can undermine a woman’s 
self-esteem and damage their 
academic careers. "Some women 
may change classes or majors, 
change schools, or drop out alto¬ 
gether, " the report stated. 

It can cause many — although 


less immediate — problems for 
men, the report added. "When 
men view women as objects to be 
demeaned, men find it difficult to 
relate to women as equal human 
beings, much less as friends or 
potential romantic partners. Men 
who do not respect women ... are 
not prepared for the working 
world, where women are increas¬ 
ingly likely to be their colleagues." 

The report also asserted schools 
with reputations for being inhospit¬ 
able to women may have trouble 
getting funds from state legisla¬ 
tures and convincing female stu¬ 
dents to register. It did not, how¬ 
ever, offer any examples. 



colonies going through the turmoil 
of trying to establish their own 
political system. Sound familiar, 
doesn’t it? If we left them alone, 
perhaps they could come up with a 
system that’s even better than ours, 
but the important thing to 
remember is that it should be indi¬ 
genous to their own nation or the 
people will not accept it. 

Medical and other types of 
humanitarian aid are indeed impor¬ 
tant, but perhaps these resources 
should be distributed by the United 
Nations. This would remove the 
influence of the richer and more 
powerful countries over the poorer 
ones, and it would help make the 
U.N. more of an influential body 
as it increasingly seems to be. 

Well, I’m running out of space, 
and we’re running out of time. 
Remember, don’t attack someone 
for stating their beliefs, and if you 
disagree with an idea or policy, 
then offer something different, 
back up your convictions with 
facts and try to discuss it by giving 
your ideas and listening to others, 
and not putting words in their 
mouth. Whether you agree or 
disagree with my ideas, think 
3 bout them and try to think of 
your own solutions as well. The 



important thing to remember is 
that the world is rapidly changing 
and we can no longer ignore the 
problems we are facing in a mind¬ 
less, ideological squabble. Think 
about it.

makes debut and history

"If I were an oddsmaker, I’d 
give us about twenty to one," said 
Women’s Volleyball Head Coach 
Pam Stanek. Las Vegas bookies 
might consider her generous. 

The fact of the matter is that in 
order for the Lady Braves to reach 
the Final Four Playoffs, they 
would have to witness nothing less 
then a small miracle. 

In the last week of Gateway 
Conference Volleyball action, both 
the Lady Braves and the Southern 
Illinois Salukis have two games 
remining. Southern holds the 
fourth and final playoff spot with a 
5-2 Gateway record. Bradley, 
which is currently fifth, is standing 
at 3-4 in the Gateway. For Bradley 
to steal that fourth position from 
the Salukis, Southern would have 
to lose their remaining two games, 
while Bradley would have to 
sweep their two game road trip, 
which starts tonight at Drake. 

If this were to happen, Bradley 
and Southern would tie for the 
fourth position and both would go 
to the Final Four, where they 
would play a best of five playoff 
match to see who would participate 
in the tournament. 

Last weekend, Bradley defeated 
Illinois-Chicago in five games on 
Friday, but needed only three 
games on Saturday to dispose of 
Xavier-Ohio. Tuesday night, the 
Lady Braves beat St. Louis 
University in three games to up 
their record to 21-14. 

Even though Bradley is coast¬ 


ing on a five- game winning streak 
(the last three against non¬ 
conference teams), they would still 
have to beat Northern Iowa, who 
is at 6-1 and second place in the 
Gateway. This would truly be the 
biggest win of the season for the 
Lady Braves. 

On the other side of the coin, 
the odds of Southern losing to 
Indiana State range from none to 
even less. Indiana State has yet to 
defeat a Gateway rival this season. 
Southern’s other remaining game is 
against third place Illinois State 
(5-1 Gateway record). 

But, even if the Lady Braves do 
not make the Final Four, they have 
reason to hold their heads high. 
After winning 19 games over the 
last two years, Bradley has won 21 
this year with the two remaining. 

Tm not disappointed," said an 
unconvincing Stanek. "We were 
striving for the playoffs, but our 
goal was to be in the top half of 
the conference." Bradley will 
probably finish fifth out of ten 
teams. 

"Considering the way we 
played the last two years, we’re 
definitely happy with this season," 
said Co-captain Sue Dodge. 

Dodge was one of three seniors 
honored at the Lady Braves’ final 
home game on Tuesday night. 
Bradley presented Cheryl Chris¬ 
tiansen, Mary Ward, and Dodge 
with flowers, balloons and a gift as 
they would be playing their last 
game ever in the Robertson 


Memorial Field House. Kelly 
O’Neill, the fourth senior on the 
team, has one more year of eligi¬ 
bility and will be a Lady Brave 
next year. 

Christiansen, Dodge, and Ward 
were members of the record- set¬ 
ting ’85 team, which won 25 
matches. It was their consistently 
hard, aggressive play that powered 
the Lady Braves’ resurgence this 
year. Stanek said it was the atti¬ 
tude of the seniors, more than their 
play, that inspired the successful 
season. 

"The leadership of the seniors 
is the key difference between last 
year and this year. We had no 
major personnel changes." 

With the graduation of the 
seniors, Bradley will look to 
juniors Andra Dystrup and Wendy 
Carney to lead the team next year. 
Dystrup proved to be one of the 
stronger players in the league with 
a .262 hitting average. Carney is 
averaging 8.5 assists per game, 
and set a school record this year 
with 68 assists in a game against 
Eastern Illinois. 

Even with the end of the season 
coming up, Stanek said she doesn’t 
expect her team to lay down 
against Northern Iowa. "We don’t 
want to go in and play sloppy. I’m 
sure the seniors, being the last 
match of the season (and of their 
careers), will go and play their 
hearts out." 

If they play the way they have 
all season, they certainly will.

Behrends, Wilson officially sign on as Braves

The official signing period for 
letters of intent began on Wednes¬ 
day, and Bradley celebrated the 
occasion by signing not one, but 
two local stars, with rumors of a 
third to join them in the spring. 

Scott Behrends of Limestone 
High in Batenville and Tom Wil¬ 
son on Peoria Manual both agreed, 
on paper, to be the newest Bradley 
Braves. Both are 6-9 forwards 
who say they enjoy the Bradley 
method of basketball. 

Behrends made his announc- 
ment Wednesday morning at a 
press conference in the Limestone 
library.

Manual’s Tom Wilson joined 
his cross-town rival when he 
signed his letter at about 7 p.m. at 
the Fieldhouse, accompanied only 
by his cousin, Charles Anderson. 
Wilson had verbally committed to 
Bradley over a week ago. Wilson 
wanted to sign the letter right in 
front of Head Coach Stan Albeck, 
but NCAA rules prohibit the coach 
from being present at the signing 
of the letter.

The 
dangling rim prematurely ended 
the first 20 minute game with the 
White Team winning 48-44. 
Thurman, who is the Missouri 
Valley Conference pre-season 
Newcomer of the Year, had 10 
points in the first game and added 
15 more in the second. He also 
had 16 rebouhds on the night. 

The teams were coached by 
Assistant Coaches Marty Gillespie 
and Mo McHone, who swapped 
players back and forth throughout 
the night. 

Paul Wilson was the high 
scorer on the night with 30 points. 
Luke Jackson, who scored only 
three points in the first game, 
ended the night with 24. 

The suprise performance of the 
evening came from walk-on Brave 
Brad Pfromer, who racked up 20 
points and nine rebounds in 24 
minutes. The other walk-ons, Al 
Ritterhof and Troy Guidot- : had 
two and three points respectively. 

Guidotti, a baseball player, ori¬ 
ginally was just working out with 


the team to keep in shape, but will 
probably remain on the team for 
the season. He is not expected to 
see any actual game time, but will 
be in uniform. Guidotte has been 
invited to join the Kansas City 
Royals in spring training. 

The second game last Saturday 
can probably be considered a 
sneak preview of what the Braves 
will look like when they open their 
season Dec. 1 in St. Louis. The 
White Team fielded definite star¬ 
ters All Missouri Valley Confer¬ 
ence guard Anthony Manuel (18 
points, 11 assists), Wilson, Jack- 
son, and Thurman. Joining them 
at forward was Steve Bayless, who 
is currently considered the fifth 
starter. 

Bay less ws replaced by 6-foot-9 
Xanthus Houston, who (with work) 
could possibly replace Bay less as 
the fifth man by mid-season, said 
McHone. 

"What we’re looking for is a 
fifth guy who gives good defense, 
gives us rebounding, and pulls the 
team together. We’re not neces¬ 
sarily looking for a guy with a lot 
of talent," said McHone. 

Both Bayless and Houston will 
be in the starting line-up for 
tomorrow’s exhibition match 
against the Victoria All-Stars, a 
touring Australian team which 
consists of several of their fourth 
place Olympians. The game is in 
the Fieldhouse at 7:30. Bayless 
will be in the forward position, 
while Houston will be the center. 
He is filling in for Jackson, who is 
still ineligable from an incomplete

ICC board of trustees 
stand by their man

Illinois Central College Board' 
of Trustees held a special meeting 
Tuesday night standing by their 
choice for ICC president despite 
being under community fire for not 
hiring black candidate Dr. Abel 
Sykes Jr., president of King’s 
River Community College in 
Reedley, Calif. 

'Those of us on the board spent 
a lot more time with the individual 
candidates than perhaps others," 
ICC Board Chairman Douglas 
Stewart said. "We have to take 
more of a community or local per¬ 
spective of the situation as opposed 
to strictly a perspective of stu¬ 
dents, faculty members, or what¬ 
ever. " 

"We acted in good faith, and 
our collective judgment indeed 
made sense," Stewart said. "We as 
a board pledge our support for Dr. 
Thomas K. Thomas as the new 
president of Illinois Central Col¬ 
lege. 

Thomas, now serving as 
president of Red Rocks Commun¬ 
ity College in Lakewood, Colo, 
was named ICC president Nov. 10 
by the board of trustees in a 
standing-room-only meeting. 


Stewart was one of two board 
members to cast his vote for 
Sykes. Louis Ownes, a black ICC 
board member, was the other to 
vote for Sykes and was ousted at 
the Nov. 10 meeting after serving 
only one year. Since 1971, all ICC 
board members have served two- 
year terms. 

ICC faculty members have said 
they believe the board chose a 
Thomas, because they thought 
Sykes would have problems deal¬ 
ing with "small-town thinking." 

Asked if the board would 
release tapes of the executive ses¬ 
sions to the public. Steward 
reclined. 

The Peoria Chapter of the 
National Association for the 
Advancement of Colored People 
has filed a formal complaint con¬ 
cerning ICC’s choice for president 
to the Illinois Board of Higher 
Education, Illinois Community 
College Board, State Superinten¬ 
dent of Schools Ted Sanders, Chi¬ 
cago Regional Administrator 
Daniel Dixon, the NAACP Wash¬ 
ington Bureau, national and state 
chairmen of the NAACP Education 
Department and NAACP national

Bradley just missed being a vic¬ 
tim of one of the largest computer 
viruses to sweep the nation. 

A graduate student at Cornell 
University, Robert T. Morris Jr., 
is believed to be the inventor of 
the virus, according to the Chicago 
Tribune. Morris wrote a set of 
computer instructions as an experi¬ 
ment. 

Joel Hartman, associate provost 
for information technologies and 
resources said, a virus is a pro¬ 
gram designed to enter a computer 
and attach itself to existing pro¬ 
grams. When activated, it will 
cause an effect like a message to 
be printed or data to be erased. 

This virus attacked computers 
on the Internet system, a network 
that will be connected to Bradley 
probably next semester, Hartman 
said. 

Hartman said if the University 
was on this system now, people 
using the Digital VAX might have 
experienced this virus. The VAX 
at Bradley is mostly used for elec¬ 
tronic mail and text processing. 

John Lengeling, manager of 
distributed systems and computer 
service, said minor damages would 


have occurred if it had reached the 
University. 

Hartman said the virus was a 
program that exploited an undocu¬ 
mented feature, called sendmail. 
This electronic mail function con¬ 
tained a debugger which gains 
access to privileged resources. 

Lengeling said Morris wanted 
to break into other machines to 
talk to. "Overall, 6,000 were 
affected." 

. Hartman said the virus became 
widespread so rapidly due to 
delayed warnings on the Internet. 
The result caused slowed-down 
computer systems, but no apparent 
data was destroyed. 

"It was not really a virus, but 
more accurately -- a worm," Hart¬ 
man said. A worm is a program 
that is identifiable and that actions 
can be seen. "This problem can 
easily be corrected." 

A virus on the other hand, is 
harder to detect and can remain 
dormant until activated. 

Hartman said the Internet 
"worm" did not try to hide or 
attach itself to a program. The 
actions could also be stopped by a 
systems programmer. 

Lengeling said the system at 
Bradley would have to be taken 
down, the worm removed and the 


system would be brought back up. 
"It is not hard to do, but may take 
time." 

This virus filled up space on 
computers and caused "crashes" at 
universities and other agencies. 

'The problem was solved by 
two measures," Hartman said. The 
first was to tell people what to 
look for and how to correct it. 
Programmers also had to change 
codes and remove the undocu¬ 
mented sendmail bug. 

Lengeling said a virus like this 
could occur again, but "it’s some¬ 
thing we are trying to prevent for 
the future." 

Hartman said it took a lot of 
knowledge and ability to create a 
program Like this but, "it doesn’t 
take a great deal of skill to be a 
vandal." 

When Bradley joins, the 
University will be among 500 
interconnected networks nation¬ 
wide. 

"Internet allows technical capa¬ 
bility by giving thousands of com¬ 
puters access to each other." This 
will provide the University with 
wide access to resources and colla¬ 
boration with others. This is pos¬ 
sible through database access and 
electronic mail. 


ARH looks into menu choices

Does the thought of shredded 
beef and cheese burritos and orien¬ 
tal pork turn your stomach? Do 
you get ill at the idea of stuffed 
cabbage and hoagies? If so, you 
will be one of the many benefiting 
from the ARH menu investigation. 

Brian Pini, a senator from 
University Hall, and the ARH food 
committee chairman, is coordinat¬ 
ing the project. 

"Our goal is to hear everyone’s 
feedback about the cafeteria 
menus," said Pini. 

A series of complaints from 
students about the combination of 
food served at a variety of meals 
brought on the investigation. 
Many other items served were just 
not accepted well by the students. 

Pini, along with his committee 
of seven, worked with Robert 
Byczynski, director of food ser¬ 
vices, and Ken Goldman, to 
resolve the complaints. They went 
through the menu and made minor 
changes just to last throughout the 
semester. If the committee submits 
a new menu before winter break, it 
will be used for the following 
semester. 

'It is hard to make everyone 
happy," Pini said. Pini also said 
that food is probably the most 
controversial topic discussed 
among dorm residents. 

The food committee is looking 
into a variety of ways to get stu¬ 
dent feedback. Some ideas include 
better use of the complaint board, 
which already exists in every 
cafeteria but Harper/Wyckoff. The 


boards are in obscure places so 
they are not utilized. They plan to 
make them more apparent. They 
also may attempt a door-to-door 
survey. 

"We’re not hearing all the com¬ 
plaints, and we have to find a way 
in which to resolve that," Pini 
said. 

The committee also sent away, 
for information from the National 
Information Center on how to use 
surveys to get feedback. 

Pini said, because of the recent 
resignation of ARH president Ellen 
Jordan, there have been some 
difficulties getting everything done. 
He assured that everything was 
completely under control, and 
.would be completed shortly. 

Pini eats in each cafeteria at 


least once a week to see that 
everything is going smoothly. 

"There are still going to be prob¬ 
lems," he said. But Pini believes 
that a new menu will help to 
alleviate most problems. 

The key to the meal service is 
serving well-balanced meals that 
consist of all four food groups. 
The committee is allowed much 
freedom, though there are a few 
guidelines which they must follow. 
They must offer at least one non- 
pork item at every meal. They also 
must vary the colors and textures 
of the food. 

The food committee meets at 7 
p.m. every Tuesday in Sisson 327.

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Wellness to offer new lifestyle

Bradley University’s Center for 
Testing and Counciling has ini¬ 
tiated a new wellness and life style 
program for Bradley Students 
called Wellness, Debbi Domaus 
said. 

Formed by students, faculty, 
and Bradley’s counciling staff, 
Domaus professional counselor 
and Wellness coordinator said, 
"The program is an outgrowth of 
the fitness era. We are looking at 
life styles and a cultural 
approach. " 

Student aids trained by Domaus 
are taking the program into the 
dorms and providing seminars and 


workshops. Domaus said they 
hope to take their services into the 
fraternities and sororities as well 
as. 

Junior Paul Davey, one of the 
three student aides on the commit¬ 
tee said, /r We are doning presenta¬ 
tions at residential halls floors as 
they are requested by the RAs." 

'The idea of the committee 
itself is to make the college student 
more aware of things we can take 
part in and do through facilities 
here on campus such as self 
motivation and the facilities in 
Haussler to make ourselves more 
physically and mentally healthy," 
Davey said. 


The Wellness program is made 
up of six dimensions: 

• The emotional dimension 
includes the degree to which one 
feels positive and enthusiastic 
about one’s self and life, Domaus 
said. It includes the capacity to 
manage one’s feelings and related 
behaviors including the realistic 
assessment of one’s limitations, 
development of autonomy, and 
ability to cope effectively with 
stress. 

• The intellectual dimension 
encourages creative, stimulating 


mental activities. Domaus said stu¬ 
dents are encouraged to use the 
resources available to expand their 
knowledge in improved skills 
along with expanding potential for 
sharing with others. 

• The occupational dimension 
is involved in preparing for work 
in which one will gain personal 
satisfaction and find enrichment in 
their life through work. Occupa¬ 
tional development is related to 
one’s attitude about their work, 
Domaus said. 

• The spiritual dimension 


involves seeking a meaningful pur¬ 
pose in human existence. 

• The physical dimension 
encourages cardiovascular flexibil¬ 
ity and strength and also 
encourages regular physical 
activity. 

• The social dimension 
encourage contributing to the 
human and physical environment 
and to the common welfare of 
one’s community while emphasiz¬ 
ing interdependence with others 
and nature.

office attorney. 

Stewart said, taking into con¬ 
siderations the challenges facing 
ICC, he believes Thomas has 
tremendous strengths in his ability 
to reach urban and rural high 
school districts, who mandated to 
annex or form a community col¬ 
lege district by 1990; as well a 
provide leadership for a tax 
referendum which may become 
necessary without increased State 
of Illinois support, and Thomas’ 
strong emphasis for private sector 
training. 

Steward described a number of 
high school districts which are 
unaffiliated with a community col¬ 
lege as being in a "once in a life¬ 
time situation." 

"They are either going to be 


annexed to certain college districts 
or they will be allowed to form 
new college districts. Thomas’ 
strong ability to communicate 
would help. " 

Stewart also said the board may 
have to go the taxpayers for a 
referendum. 

'That is a situation that will 
require a great deal of communica¬ 
tion. We think his abilities in that 
area will be quite helpful." 

After spending 28 years as 
speech and provost for the College 
of DuPage, Thomas views his 
January inauguration as a 
homecoming. 

Tm looking forward to coming 
to Peoria," Thomas said Tuesday 
prior to the meeting. 

"I think ICC is an outstanding 
college, and I hope everyone 


pitches in to make the institution 
even better." 

After learning of the board’s 
decision, Sykes said he had no 
interest in pursuing an investiga¬ 
tion. 

"I was simply a candidate, and 
apparently, I was not what they 
were looking for. ICC is a fine 
institution. I would have welcomed 
the opportunity to provide leader¬ 
ship to that institution." 

Asked if he thought race was 
an issue in the selection process, 
Sykes said, T surely hope not.

El Salvador. In the walls were 
papers that listed arm shipments 
from Cuba and Nicaragua. The 
papers had no names or other facts 
that could prove their validity. 
Anyone with a typewriter could 
have produced them with the hope 
that some ninny in the U.S. State 
Department would say they were 
bonafide proof of Soviet-Bloc aid 
to insurgents, which would enable 
our President to justify sending our 
"allies" lots of weapons with 
which to kill their countrymen. 

One U.S. official quoted in the 
"White Paper," said, concerning 
the lists, "whether or not they are 
authentic or not doesn’t matter. 
The real proof is that the 
[weaponry] is there." 

Translation: '1 don’t know if 
these papers are real or not, but it 
doesn’t matter because I believe 
them anyway." 

As for "concrete illustrations" 
of an arms flow from Cuba 
through Nicaragua, the "White 
Paper" lists the following as evi¬ 
dence: 

Seventeen U.S. -made rifles 
were found in Guatemala. Their 
serial codes were traced to arms 
left behind in Vietnam when the 
U.S. pulled out of that country 
after our "police action" there. 
This, indeed, could have been the 
result of an arms shipment from 
Vietnam to El Salvadoran guerillas 
as the "White Paper" contends. 


However, they could’ve arrived 
there by many other means. 

The "White Paper" proves 
itself wrong on this one by stating: 
"When a clandestine shipment of 
arms is captured or a safehouse is 
found containing arms and terrorist 
supplies, it is often impossible to 
know with certainty whether the 
ultimate recipients are Guatemalan, 
Honduran, Costa Rican, or Salva¬ 
doran terrorists ..." Translation: 
"These arms came from Vietnam 
and they might have been destined 
for Salvadoran guerillas, but it is 
impossible for us to know if this is 
true or not and we have no idea of 
how or why they arrived in Guate¬ 
mala. 

The "White Paper" states that 
"on January 24, 1981, a Cessna 
from Nicaragua crashed on takeoff 
in El Salvador after unloading 
passengers and possibly weapons." 
Yes, it could have unloaded 
weapons, just like every student on 
| campus could possibly be smug¬ 
gling M-16 rifles and handguns 
into Bradley Hall, or every plane 
landing at O’Hare airport could be 
carrying passengers, luggage, and 
possibly weapons. There’s not one 
shred of evidence to substantiate 
this claim. 

The "White Paper" continues 
with its Romper-Room logic: 'In 
September and October, the 
number of flights to Nicaragua 
from Cuba increased sharply.

These flights had the capacity to 
transport several hundred tons of 
cargo." Translation: Cuba may 
have sent lots of stuff to 
Nicaragua, but we have no idea 
what the stuff was." 

A vehicle captured in Guate¬ 
mala "bore recent customs mark¬ 
ings for Nicaragua, thus suggesting 
that the operation was part of a 
well-established pattern." The 
"White Paper" makes no statement 
as to what the vehicle was doing 
who was driving it, or what it con¬ 
tained, only that it had been to 
Nicaragua. This proves there is 
international trade, nothing more. 

When the "White Paper" was 
shown to U.S. allies in Western 
Europe, not one of the European 
leaders believed or agreed with its 
facts and its logic. 

It’s almost hard for me to 
believe the ease to disproving the 
legitimacy of the "White Paper’s" 
arguments simply by using state¬ 
ments in the paper itself. The 
"White Paper" was written not to 
analyze a situation, but to give the 
Reagan administration an excuse 
for sending arms to our "allies" in 
the region — most notably, the 
Nicaraguan contras and the 
violently oppressive Salvadoran 
military. 

The lack of evidence and the 
erroneous assumptions made in the 
"White Paper" show how some 
elements in our governmental 
bureaucracy would try to alter, 
twist, or stretch facts in order to 
support their own goals. 

If they want us to believe in 
their policies, they should try giv¬ 
ing us the truth.

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A changing of the guard

"...And a 6-3 guard from Chi¬ 
cago, All-American, 33, Hersey, 
Hersey Hawkins." What memories 
of Paul Herzog announcing the 
starting lineup as the Braves were 
about to play Illinois State for the 
championship of the 1988 Pepsi 
Missouri Valley Conference Tour¬ 
nament. 

The Braves destroyed ISU 
83.59 and Hawkins leu the team 
in scoring (29 points), just like he 
had done in 28 of Bradley’s first 29 
games. 

Hawkins went on to help the 
U.S. basketball team capture the 
bronze medal in the ’88 Olympics 
and is now starting for the Phi¬ 
ladelphia 76ers. But now his team¬ 
mates must deal with life without 
the Hawk and prepare for a 
change. 

Let’s not start getting too wor¬ 
ried, though. Hawkins had a lot of 
talent last year that helped him 
out, including this year’s seniors 
Anthony Manuel and Paul Wilson 
and junior Luke Jackson. 

All three have the same goal: 
get to the NCAA! 

Manuel said, "We would like 
to win the Valley tournament and 
continue to go to the NCAA. It’s 
my senior year not be that’s the 
way I would like to go out, by 
going to the NCAA tournament." 

Wilson said, "My expectations 
are the same ... but I think it will 
be more difficult, because of the 
seven seniors we lost. This year 
we have to start off slower with 
the younger guys and let them 
develop." 

Jackson said, "I think we can 
make it back (to the NCAA tour¬ 
nament) if everybody comes 
together and plays together, 


because we have a good enough 
team to make it back." 

If the Braves do win the Valley 
regular season championship, they 
will enter their name into the 
record books as the second team 
ever to win five Valley regular 
season championships in one 
decade. The only school to accom¬ 
plish this feat was the Kansas 
Jay hawks, when they won five in 
the 1920’s. 

Manuel and Jackson started in 
all 31 games the Braves played in 
last year, while Wilson saw play¬ 
ing time in all but one. 

Manuel is no doubt the best 
point guard in the Missouri Valley 
Conference. This was reflected as 
he was chosen as a first team 
guard on the Valley’s pre-season 
team. Last year, Manuel was voted 
to the all-MVC second team and 
first-team in the Pepsi MVC Tour¬ 
nament. 

Manuel will have a very rough 
time equaling the statistics he com¬ 
piled last season. His 373 assists 
he recorded as a junior are a 
NCAA record and his 639 career 
assists puts him just 57 assists 
away from tying Bradley’s all-time 
assist leader, Jim Les. 

Manuel also owns school 
records for an average of 12 
assists per game in one year and 
most assists in one game, 21, 
which he earned against UC 
Irvine. 

This year, Manuel will have to 
work a little harder, because the 
Hawk won’t be there. He said, 
"My job will basically be the same 
as last year, except this year I 
have to get the ball to several peo¬ 
ple. Last year it was basically Her¬ 
sey, because he was the guy we 
went to when we needed baskets." 


Manuel also averaged just over 
12 points while averaging over 37 
minutes playing time per game, 
second on the team to Hawkins. 

Manuel added, 'Til have to 
shoot a little more (than last year), 
but basically it will be the same. 
Now I have to find the players in 
situations where they can score, 
which I have been struggling with 
lately. I think it will come in time, 
once our team matures. We have 
to get to learn each other, because 
we have a lot of new guys on the 
team." 

As a forward/guard that has 
been somewhat shadowed in the 
spotlight of others, Paul Wilson 
will be coming forward this year 
to play a more important role than 
in years past. 

Although he averaged only six 
points per game last year, he will 
surely be a key ingredient in 
Coach Stan Albeck’s "pro-type 
offense" and be a high scorer as 
well as a tough rebounder. 

Though he did not start in any 
games last year, his points were in 
double-figures nine times last year 
and had 25 points and eight assists 
in the first two games of the MVC 
Tournament. 

In his three years on the 
Hilltop, Wilson has shot just under 
40 percent from beyond the three- 
point arc and his 62 career three- 
point field goals place him second 
among the active Bradley players. 

Wilson said, "I can’t say it’s 
(the offense) surrounded around 
me, but I am a main point and I’m 
looking forward to it." 

Wilson will be taking over 
where the Hawk left off, by run¬ 
ning the screens off picks and 
looking more to score. Wilson 
added, "My goal is to blend in

Dion Thurman doesn’t view 
himself as a life-saver, but the 6- 
foot-5 forward and junior transfer 
from Southeastern Community 
College is being counted on to 
make life after Hawkins less pain¬ 
ful for Stan Albeck and his sud¬ 
denly freshman- laden team.

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Highly touted rookies battle for position

Together they earned numerous 
basketball honors in three states — 
New Mexico, Ohio and Oklahoma. 
In August, the three young men 
packed up their talent and headed 
for Bradley University. Freshmen 
Andy Bastock, Roman Beach and 
Xanthus Houston may be first-year 
members of the Bradley Braves 
basketball team, but they are well- 
equipped with talent, enthusiasm 
and optimism. 

Andy Bastock averaged 27.8 
points and 13.3 rebounds last sea¬ 
son at Catholic High School in 
Lorain, Ohio. Among the basket¬ 
ball honors Bastock received his 
senior year were places on the all¬ 


county, all-district and all-state 
teams, leading the county in scor¬ 
ing, earning his team’s most valu¬ 
able player award and recording 
the highest scoring average ever at 
Catholic High. 

Bastock said he is aware Brad¬ 
ley expects its winning tradition to 
continue, and he feels his contribu¬ 
tory role to that success will start 
when he comes into the game as 
relief for a starting player. 

"I see myself coming off the 
bench as the sixth or seventh 
man," Bastock said. Til be able 
to contribute to the team in the 
areas of rebounding and scoring." 

Assistant Basketball Coach 
Marty Gillespie said he feels that 


Bastock has the athletic ability it 
takes to be successful in a Division 
I basketball program. 

"Andy has three strong points 
in his favor. One, he is a good 
rebounder; two, he can shoot from 
the outside; and three, he’s an 
aggressive, physical ball player," 
said Gillespie. 

Bastock’s roommate, Dan 
Myers, a recruit from Dallas, 
Tex., failed to take the ACT or 
SAT before coming to Bradley in 
the fall, and as a result, is ineligi¬ 
ble to practice or compete with the 
Braves. 

Two national magazines, Street 
and Smith and Basketball Annual 
honored Albuquerque, N.M.’s 


Roman Beach during the basketball 
pre-season last year by naming 
him to the All-American honorable 
mention list and the All- American 
list, respectively. Beach also 
received all-city, all-district and 
all-state first team honors. 

Beach said he definitely sees a 
difference from, the type of basket¬ 
ball he played in high school to the 
style of basketball played by the 
Braves. 

"One of the hardest transitions 
for me is coming from my high 
school basketball program into the 
up-tempo, fast-break type of play 
used by the Braves," Beach said. 
The defensive style at Bradley is 
also different than what I’ve been 
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looking for other players on the 
court. You are not just playing for 
yourself." 

Eyeing Thurman’s moves on the 
court, Albeck said, "He’s probably 
had a little bit of an adjustment 
problem, but he’s going to be a 
very strong player before the end 
of the season is over." 

"I think it’s just learning how to 
adapt to a new system, because he 
has not played in this type of 
offensive pattern which is much 
quicker than anything that they 
have done in the past." 

However, the Braves’ run-and- 
gun style of play was not the only 
aspect of Bradley’s basketball pro¬ 
gram that attracted Thurman to the 
University. Attending the Hersey 
Hawkins Roast at the Continental 
Regency last year, Thurman got a 
chance to see what the Peoria 


thinks of Bradley basketball. 

They have a lot of support, 
and the junior college that I came 

from the community really backed 
them. I see that here at Bradley." 

Three weeks into the season, 
Albeck said it’s too early to define 
rolls on the team, but he sees 
Thurman’s strongest attribute as 
simply being a good athlete. 

"Usually those people can do 
well the things you expect out of a 
basketball player." 

Listed among the top 30 junior 
college players in the country by 
The Sporting News" and "Streets 
and Smith’s" magazines, Thurman 
said he hasn’t set any personal 
goals but is looking at the team 
goal.

the mold of player Bradley has 
been seeking as of late: taller, 
stronger and more athletic. They 
both have shots at starting before 
the season is over. 

Bastock stands at 6-foot-7, 205 
pounds and shoots with his left 
hand. He has the body type to play 
on the perimeter as well as being 
able to rough it up in the paint. 

Houston is two inches taller and 
five pounds heavier. He is fast and 
agile, but has yet to really learn 
the game. He is raw, as they say, 
and is not ready to start in the col¬ 
legiate level. In the exhibition 
game against Australia, Houston 
scored 10 points and grabbed 12 
rebounds, the game high for the 
Braves. 

Also looking to snag the fifth 
starting position is Bayless’ room¬ 
mate, sophomore Jay Schell. 
Schell has a soft outside shot and 
deadly from the three-point 


range. He lacks the muscle and 
drive of Bayless, and is suffering 
from the shin splints. But Schell 


has experience. He played in 14 
games last year, scoring only six 
points. Like Bay less, Schell 
entered the games in the winning 
seconds. Schell may have to wait 
until next year to make his pres¬ 
ence known. 

"We all have different charac¬ 
teristics that they’re (the coaching 
staff) trying to find in one player," 
Bayless said. He said he was quite 
aware of Schell, Houston and Bas¬ 
tock breathing down his back. 

Bradley has been ranked in the 
middle of the Missouri Valley 
Conference this year, but Bayless 
said people may be in for a 
surprise. 

"It’s a good possibility of them 
choking on their words. We lost 
Hawk, and that’s all they’re look¬ 
ing at. We don’t want to settle for 
a fifth or sixth. We want first, 
second or third." 

Maybe Bayless won’t settle for 
a fifth position in the Valley, but 
he’s more then willing to take the 
fifth position at Bradley.

Disappointment. That’s all any¬ 
one can really say about the 
1987-88 Lady Braves basketball 
season. 

While Hersey Hawkins and the 
men’s basketball team stormed 
through their season, the Lady 
Braves looked like they were stuck 
in a snowstorm finishing with a 
9-18 record, while tied for 6th in 
the Gateway Conference with a 
6-12 record. In addition, the team 
lost four seniors to graduation, 
including all-conference player 
Shelli Broud, their leading scorer.

year, this could be considered one 
of the youngest teams in Bradley 
history. 

Coach Lisa Boyer said the six 
freshmen are very talented, and 
work very hard. Junior co-captain 
Karin Nicholls said she agrees 
with Boyer. "I think they all stand 
out, and there could be couple in 
the starting line-up," Nicholls said. 

This year’s highly touted fresh¬ 
man class includes 5-foot-8 guard 
Andrea McAllister of Dearborn 
Heights, Mich., 5-foot-8 guard 
Kelly Mazza of Worthville, Ky., 
6-foot-2 C-F Sonya Becker of Car- 
rolton, Ky., 5-foot-6 guard 
Maureen Mueller of Bartlett, Ill., 
5-foot-9 G-F Cara Riggenbach of 
Bartonville, Ill., and 6-foot-3 
center Eileen Yerkes of Chicago. 
As in the year before, the fresh¬ 
men will be counted on to help 
sophomores Brenda Cleaver and 
Cherryl Flatt, as well as Nelson, 
Wanckett, Carol Baresch and 
Nicholls, to form a solid team in 
all aspects. 

Another new addition to the 
team is Assistant Coach Cindy 
Stein. "She’s a stickler for 
defense," Boyer said, "and that’s 
good, because I’m more of an 
offensive mind." And the Lady 
Braves seem to be catching on to 
her defensive methods. 

Opponents last year shot nearly 
48 percent and 77 points a game 
against the Braves. Players feel 
just as strongly about the defense 
as Boyer. As soon as their defense 
gets in sync, the Braves will be a 
much improved team. 

As much as the defense needs 
improvement, the offense is noth¬ 
ing to grow impatient while watch¬ 
ing. The Braves have the running- 
style game that can wear out most 
teams. Along with good speed, 
they have height, and pure outside 
shooting. Boyer said, "One of our 
strengths is the outside game, ... 
we’re one of the only teams in the 
conference that’s really comfort¬ 
able with the three-point shot." 


And that’s no surprise, since the 
Braves led the three in three-point 
field goals attempted (297) and 
three-point field goals made (85). 
The three-point play enabled the 
Lady Braves to finish second in the 
league in scoring with a 74.9 
point-per-game average. Besides 
having a good outside game, the 
Braves’ inside game is good too, 
and should be, with an average 
height of 6-feet controlling the 
paint and the boards. 

Since there are no players gra¬ 
duating, there won’t be as much 
recruiting as in the past. Boyer 
said, "When you have so many 
freshmen, it’s hard to think about 
bringing in new kids." They 
signed one player, Sheila Jenkins, 
to a national letter of intent. Jen¬ 
kins is a 6-foot power forward 
from Illinois Central College and 
Woodruff High School. The first 
player out of ICC to sign with the 
Braves in eight years, Jenkins is 
noted for her strong inside game 
and shot blocking. 

As far as going into- the Gate- 
_way Conference prepared, the 
Lady Braves will open with one of 
their tougher schedules in the last 
few years. For openers, the team 
will travel to Syracuse for the Car¬ 
rier Classic, matching the Lady 
Braves against such teams as Syra¬ 
cuse and Virginia Tech. They also 
face WNT Champion DePaul at 
home on Dec. 5 before heading up 
1-74 to face the University of Illi¬ 
nois, Jan. 2 in Champaign. Two 
days after the mini game, they 
open up conference play at home 
against Western Illinois. Will the 
tough schedule help make the Lady 
Braves more competitive in the 
long run? "It doesn’t really matter 
what our win/loss record is then; it 
will definitely help with conference 
play," Nicholls said. The schedule 
could definitely make the Braves 
stronger, as far as being competi¬ 
tive later in the season against the 
Gateway Conference, which has

Such superlatives as "hard¬

Q. I like to keep my contacts in 
the refrigerator overnight, so when 
I put them in my eyes in the morn¬ 
ing they help wake me up. Is this 
safe for my eyes? 

A. Ronald Moss, a certified 
opthalmic technician from the Illi¬ 
nois Eye Center, said he definitely 
advises against storing your con¬ 
tacts in the refrigerator. 

He said the effectiveness of the 
storing solutions could be ham¬ 
pered, thus your contacts would 
not be properly disinfected. 

Ross also mentioned that the 
stress on the contacts going from 
the cold air to the warmth in the 
eye could shorten the life of con¬ 
tacts. 

Basically, there is no medical 
reason to store your contacts in the 
refrigerator, Ross said, and 
strongly advised against it. Try 
some other method of waking up 
in the morning," Ross said.

Mascot axed after 
racial controversy

A familiar face to Bradley 
basketball fans will not be seen 
this season. 

The Braves’ mascot, "Brad E. 
Lee," has been "retired," Joseph 
Dalfonso, sports information direc¬ 
tor, said. The Indian costume, 
which made its debut last year, 
was a caricature of the Bradley 
Brave logo. Some people felt 
offended by the image it was pro¬ 
jecting. 

President Martin G. Abegg 
received a number of complaints 
and decided to discontinue the 
mascot. "We received some criti¬ 
cism for the comic idea of the 
traditional mascot. 

'It is our responsibility as an 
educational institution to recognize 
problems," he said. "We don’t 
need to irritate or ridicule people." 

He said he believes his decision 
was fair. The name of "Braves" 
will remain because it is an esta¬ 
blished tradition. 

Dr. Zeev Gorin, sociology 
chairperson, Dr. Catherine H. 


was offensive. 

Gorin said they told Kalman 
Goldberg, provost and vice 
president for academic affairs, the 
mascot wasn’t "suitable for an edu¬ 
cational institute." 

Tm not against mascots, but 
we should stay away from ethnic 
or racial groups." 

Gorin said mascots like this 
depict Indians as savages and 
"ferocious," which are negative 
stereotypes. 'It is very insulting. 

"My view is not unique, other 
schools are doing similar things," 
he said. 

Northeastern University and St. 
John’s University in New York 
replaced their Indian symbols in 
October, according to a CPS arti¬ 
cle. Minnesota’s St. Mary’s Col¬ 
lege teams are 'The Cardinals" 
instead of the former "Redmen." 

The article also said the Inter- 
Tribal Student Association at the 
University of Utah is trying to get 
the "Running Ute" symbol 
dropped.

After three alleged break-ins in 
the singles dorms, several students 
said they are convinced a master 
key exists and is being used to 
break into dorm rooms, despite 
denials made by housing and 
administrative officials. 

The break-ins and student con¬ 
cern has resulted in a lock "core" 
change of 168 rooms on Wednes¬ 
day in all three singles dorms, 
Michael Murphy, director of hous¬ 
ing, said. 

Murphy said a master key will 
not open the residents’ mailboxes, 
due to federal postal regulations, 
so the mailbox core locks have 
been switched with the room core 
locks. Murphy said he believes this 
is the best possible solution until 
the new series of core locks 
arrives this month. Dan Fagan, 
head resident of Windom, Elm¬ 
wood and St. James halls (WES), 
said this will eliminate someone 
being able to get into the rooms. 
However, if a master key exists, it 
still might be used to get into the 
mailboxes. "It’s much less of a 
danger for someone to get into 
your mailbox than into your 
room," Fagan said. 

The three apparent break-ins 
occurred within the last two weeks 
during the morning hours, accord¬ 
ing to the three St. James Hall 
residents who said their rooms 
were broken into. 

The students said they think 
someone on campus has a master 
building key, which would allow 
someone access to the main doors 
in all three dorms, as well as the 
students’ rooms. 


"What makes me so angry 
about this whole thing, if it is 
someone using a master key, is 
that we weren’t notified of this. 
This person could walk in any time 
day or night," said Art Campana, 
a senior communications student 
who lives in St. James and who 
apparently had $12 stolen during 
his particular instance. 

David Baer, director of secu¬ 
rity, said he had no knowledge that 
there might be a master key being 
used and said he was familiar with 
only one incident in the singles 
dorm. 

A senior business major living 
in St. James who wished to remain 
anonymous said her door was 
unlocked when she went to the 
bathroom at approximately 6:40 
a.m. on Tuesday and, when she 
returned, her door was locked. She 
said she could hear someone in the 
room going through her things. 

"So, I went next door to call 
security, because I was scared and 
I didn’t understand what was going 
on, and that’s when, Tm assuming, 
he got away," she said. "When 
security arrived, the door was 
locked and they said there was no 
way the door could have gotten 
jammed; that it had to be locked 
from the outside with a key." 

Murphy said there have been 
reports of jammed doors caused by 
the bolt being caught in the hole. 
"We’ve had doors, in the past, 
being jammed and locking on their 
own during the summer. If the 
door slams, it causes the bolt to 
get caught in the hole; we’ve had 
many instances of this happening 


in WES," Murphy said. Fagan 
also said there is a way that a door 
could "click over and became 
locked." 

Murphy said maintenance could 
not show the doors had jammed 
and there is no way of proving the 
doors locked on accident. "Facili¬ 
ties [Management Department] has 
no opinion one way or the other - 
there’s no way to tell if the doors 
locked by jamming or not," he 
said. 

The student also reported that, 
when she got back in her room, 
her key was on the hook where 
she left it, nothing was stolen and 
nothing was out of place. "It’s sup¬ 
posed to be secure here and it’s 
not," she said. 

The second incident apparently 
occurred Tuesday about two hours 
later in St. James. Leann Woo¬ 
druff, senior, said someone entered 
her room while she was in bed 
(due to illness) and apparently left. 

They issued me a new lock 
and key, so obviously they think 
that someone, in my opinion, has a 
master key. I think the incidents in 
St. James are related and are a 
result of a master key," Woodruff 
said. 

"I can’t remember if my door 
was locked or unlocked when I 
laid down, but I remember hearing 
someone unlocking a door. I can’t 
swear it was my door being 
unlocked, but someone did come 
partly into my room and then left 
when they saw me," she said. "I 
didn’t think anything of it, but later

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S.C.workers race against time

Contractors said construction of 
the Student Center by Feb. 1 is 
.still within in reach - maybe. 

"I question [completion] by the 
end of January/ said Ron Doer- 
zaph, facilities planning adminis¬ 
trator. Despite recent rains, con¬ 
struction work hasn’t been ham¬ 
pered. However, as we approach 
winter, Doerzaph said, "I think 
from now on, the weather will be 
a big factor." 

"The main goal here is if we 
can get the roof on and the build¬ 
ing enclosed, we’ll be all right." 

Doerzaph said he anticipates the 
completion of the atrium connect¬ 
ing the Student Center and Sisson 
Hall together, which will be com¬ 
pletely enclosed with large win¬ 
dows, in two weeks. Inside of the 
atrium, a double-door elevator will 
be constructed allowing passage 
from the second and third floors of 
Sisson to the Student Center, 
which will also make the buildings 
handicapable. 

As well as trying to stick to the 
February completion date, Doer¬ 
zaph said they are close to the pro¬ 
jected $2.75 million cost of the 
Center. "It’s hard to say. We’re 
close to the $2.75 (million), but 


we mav go over. 

Working by use of portable 
electric heaters, the ground floor 
walls have been sanded and are 
now ready for painting. 'That 
will go fast, because they are 
spray-painted," Doerzaph said. 
"Then we will put in a drop ceil¬ 
ing." 

Replacing the bowling alley 
will be a 220-seat auditorium. 
Because of the bowling alley, "The 
floor was recessed and it made it 
ideal for an auditorium." 

Also located on the ground 
floor are: three study rooms, six 
meeting rooms, a 1,300 square- 
foot game room, a TV/video 
room, housing a 42-inch remote 
control TV, a reception room, the 
student activities office and the 
director’s and accounting offices. 

After completing the lower 
level, Doerzaph said the construc¬ 
tion workers will move to the 
second floor, by-passing the 
ground floor. The ground is 
where they set up all their equip¬ 
ment. " 

On the second floor, "One of 
the things we’ve got to do right 
now is get the roof on to make it 
water tight," Doerzaph said. Once 
this is done, Doerzaoh explained 


the room temperature must be 
raised to at least 50 degrees. This 
will allow mud compounds making 
up the walls to dry properly, 
which later will be sanded and 
painted. 

Making up the majority of the 
floor space will be two ballrooms 
totaling 6,300 square-feet. In 
between the ballrooms will be bar 
and a folding partions/service 
access area, as well as a kitchen, 
three conference rooms and a 
lobby. 

In addition to a new cafeteria, 
an expanded kitchen and restaurant 
has been added to the ground 
floor. Doerzaph described the res¬ 
taurant floor plan as something 
similar to McDonald’s, with 58 
stationary seats. 

Also located on the ground 
floor will be a convenience store, a 
sun room, and two lounge areas in 
the atrium. 

Doerzaph said a walk-in freezer 
as well as all the furniture has 
been purchased. Despite the 
improvements, Doerzaph said, 
"You can’t please everyone. There 
will be some unhappy people and 
there will be some people simply 
overjoyed." 


B.U. promotes minority opportunities

Following a comprehensive 
review of programs for minorities, 
Bradley University has expanded 
its efforts to promote increased 
learning and professional opportun¬ 
ities for minorities. 

Dr. Kalman Goldberg, Provost 
and Vice President for Academic 
Affairs, along with the Council of 
Deans did a follow up on the study 
he did in review of Bradley’s 
Affirmative Action Program. 

"I was pleasantly surprised at 
the amount of activities for minori¬ 
ties that we have," Goldberg said. 
"We are issuing a progress report 
since we are aware that there is a 
wide interest in Bradley’s activi¬ 
ties. We also want to share with 
the community the pleasure in our 
accomplishments and to reassure 
the friends of the University that 
we are fulfilling our responsibili¬ 
ties in providing high quality, 
academically enriching programs 
for all our students." 


The University lists five pro¬ 
grams which share responsibility 
for initiating, promoting and moni¬ 
toring equal opportunity and 
affirmative action programs on the 
campus. 

Included are the Affirmative 
Action Officer, Clarence Browm; 
the Minority Student Affairs Direc¬ 
tor, Dr. Paul Kasambira; the 
Admissions/Minority Student 
Recruitment Director, Nickie 
Roberson; the Black Studies Pro¬ 
gram Director, Dr. Anthony 
Lemelle and the University Senate 
Affirmative Action Committee 
which is headed by Dr. Barbara 
Penelton. 

These five committees cover 
all the areas of equal opportunity 
and affirmative action for blacks, 
minorities and women," Goldberg 
said. Tve met with all five of 
them and they have full and un 
equivocal support from the 
President(Dr. Martin Abegg) and 
myself in their actions." 

Among the special programs 


initiated is a cooperative program 
with Methodist Medical Center of 
Illinois to encourage entry into the 
nursing profession as registered 
nurses with a bachelor’s degree. 

St. Francis Medical Center is 
also participating in the program 
which provides scholarships for 
students who, in return, agree to 
accept employment in the hospital 
upon graduation. 

Other programs being prepared 
for implementation by the Univer¬ 
sity are a "Lend an Executive Pro¬ 
gram, " with corporations who 
would assign top level minority 
and women management and pro¬ 
fessional executives to teach, lec¬ 
ture and meet with Bradley stu¬ 
dents for a period of time. 

Another program being imple¬ 
mented is cooperative programs 
with Peoria School District 150 to 
expand learning opportunities for 
students and the introduction of 
programs to attract students to 
teaching careers and to service in 
the inner city schools.

My 8th grade English teacher 


An interesting thing happened to me when I went home for 
Thanksgiving break. 

You know how whenever you go home, whether it’s Fall Break, 
Thanksgiving Break or Winter Break, you always want to go back to 
your high school to see your favorite teacher and see if everything is still 
the same. 

Well, I didn’t really have any teachers in high school that I took spe¬ 
cial interest in or that took very much interest in me. 

For me, the special teacher that made a difference in my life was my 
eighth grade, junior high English teacher; and when I went home for 
Thanksgiving Break this past week, that’s who I went to see. 

Her name is Jeannie G. Salzman, but to me it was and will always 
be Mrs. Salzman. 

She was the type of teacher that everyone warned you about. The 
type that didn’t let you get away with anything. The type you never 
appreciated but always came out learning more than you bargained for. 

Now I wasn’t exactly one of the most motivated students back in 
those days and I needed a push or two to get me going. 

Not many of the teachers I had experienced wanted to take the time 
to motivate me. But Mrs. Salzman was different. She was a rare form. A 
teacher who cared about her students — not one that wanted to just push 
students through the system. 

I used to try to sit in the back of the room so I’d be unnoticed, but 
somehow, she always seemed to find me. 

"Who can tell me what a dangling modifier is?" she would say as 
she caught the comer of my eye. 

I would try to duck out of her view but it never worked. 

"Mr. Frishman, let’s hear your definition." 

I would sink to the bottom of my chair with a quizzical look on my 
face. TJmmm, a dangling modifier is a modifier that dangles," Td say in 
a low, inconspicuous voice. 

She never let me off the hook that easy. I’d have to come back the 
next day and tell her exactly what a dangling modifier was. 

One of her favorite methods of teaching back then was to play 
devil’s advocate with her students. She would ask me a question and even 
when I gave the right answer, she would question it. 

At the time I saw no point in it, but looking back on it, I can see 
that she was getting me to stand up for what I believed was right. She 
wasn’t satisfied if I just threw an answer out at her. She wanted me to be 
confident enough to know that the answer I was giving was right. 

After talking with Mrs. Salzman over Thanksgiving Break, I real¬ 
ized what a subtle but very important impact she made on my life. 

She always told me to set my goals high because, with a little hard 
work, the sky’s the limit. 

For me, nothing could be more true. 

When I came to Bradley as a freshman I set a goal for myself. I 
wanted to be the Editor of the Scout when I was a junior. 

This was a goal that seemed out of my reach at the time, because 
there hadn’t been many junior editors, but it was something worth striv¬ 
ing for. 

Tm a junior now and, with a lot of hard work and effort, Tm the 
Editor of the Scout. I know Fm the one who worked for it, but some¬ 
where in the back of my mind, I could hear Mrs. Salzman’s voice telling 
me to go for it. 

Mrs. Salzman, after teaching at my junior high for 20 years, will be 
retiring in June. 

It took me a long time to realize the magnitude she had on my 
future. 

It wasn’t as much the school work I learned in her class that made 
the difference, but what I learned about myself. 

There aren’t many ways a student can repay a teacher. For me, the 
only way I can repay Mrs. Salzman is to dedicate this Viewpoint to her, 
because without her, Fm not sure any of this could have been possible. 

Fm not ready to retire yet and because of her Fll continue to set my 
goals high... 

...After all, the sky’s the limit.

Page one of the Nov. 18 issue of the 
Bradley Scout has a caricature of an 
Indian with a bare-tooth leer and raised 
war club dribbling a basketball.

I do not know how long these sym¬ 
bols have been used at Bradley. If they 
have a long tradition, it is time for this 
offensive tradition to end; if they indi¬ 
cate a new trend, it should be stopped 
before it becomes a tradition.

leave it to the courts to decide

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Seasonal affective disorder 

freezes student’s personality

The sky is bleak, battleship 
gray. 

The temperature has dropped 
considerably and something is 
missing from the scene. Like a 
hole in the pit of my stomach, 
there is something out there that 
needs to get done. So much that I 
don’t have time for myself. Yet, so 
little that I have enough time to sit 
and contemplate this idea. 

It is frustrating to be in such a 
rut, and then the depression sets in 
and I can be set off by any little 
remark or abuse of the like. 

Saturday night was so bad, I 
was fearful of a lack of things to 
do, that I closed and locked the 
door to my room and threw two 
glasses and a chair at the back of 
my door. Attempts to relieve 
unrelievable stress. 

For a short time, about two 
minutes, I felt better but was then 
consumed into my depression 
again and needed to throw some¬ 
thing else, but couldn’t. 

* * * 

The person narrating above is 
suffering from a syndrome that 
may or may not be destructive, but 
also comes and goes like a change 
in the weather. The victim will 
surprise you, because it is some¬ 
one you might have known for 
years, yet never knew was 
suffering inside. It might even be 
you. 

After being known for nearly 
70 years, seasonal affective 
disorder (SAD) may have finally 
arrived in the limelight. First 
debuting in the 1921 Manic 
Depressive Illness and Paranoia by 
Drs. E. & S. Livingstone and Dr. 
G. Robertson, SAD is affecting as 
many as 450,000 people nation¬ 


wide, according to the Clinical 
Psychobiology branch of the 
National Institute of Mental 
Health. 

The disorder is a type of 
depression. When the weather 
changes from warm, sunny 
weather to the colder, darker days 
of winter, SAD victims experience 
a change in the personality to more 
depressed feelings. 

'There is a distinct seasonal 
pattern. Every year there is a 
mood change/ said Dr. Greg 
Rohs, director of the Mental 
Health Center at Methodist Medi¬ 
cal Center. 

Some, like the Journal of the 
American Medical Association 
(JAMA), equate SAD with a 
definition of recurring winter 
depression. Only receiving recog¬ 
nition in the past five years by the 
medical community, SAD and its 
origin remains a mystery. Rohs 
said that much of it is speculative, 
but many believe it may have 
something to do with a small gland 
at the base of the brain. 

"(We) think it has something to 
do with the pineal gland. The 
pineal produces melatonin, which 
is produced in response to light," 
Rohs said. "It is one of the mood- 
altering factors." 

Treatments for the disorder 
include light treatments. SAD 
patients are placed in front of a 
light box for a certain amount of 
time and then are let out on their 
own again. Patients claim that the 
treatments work, but only for a 
while. 

In a few years, at-home light 
treatment may be advocated. 
Computer controlled light screens 
are under development. They are 
placed in the bedroom to automati¬ 
cally simulate the natural light of 
sunrise on dark winter mornings. 


The criterion for SAD is very 
stringent, however, so as not to be 
confused with the just plain winter 
"blahs." Dr. Dennis Fahey, 
psychologist in charge of rehabili¬ 
tation at St. Francis Medical 
Center, said he thinks it is a new 
approach to diagnostically treating 
depression problems. 

"A person may have bipolar 
characteristics, but if they are 
diagnosed with the disorder and 
we feel they are dangerous to 
themselves or others around them, 
we will hospitalize them," Fahey 
said. 

There is a difference between 
SAD and the "blahs." The weather 
can bring almost anybody down, 
but a massive depressive period 
may be the main feature to a 
person’s SAD syndrome. 

"If an individual were a con¬ 
struction worker and every winter 
was unemployed and became 
depressed, that is not an example 
of seasonal affective disorder. 
Anyone would become sad or 
depressed over that," Fahey said. 

Science News reported an 
experiment done by the New York 
State Psychiatric Institute in New 
York City. Thirty light therapy 
studies were performed on more 
than 300 SAD patients. A little 
more than a half of the patients felt 
fully recovered from their depres¬ 
sion after spending 30 minutes a 
day in front of a high intensity 
light. The light was 20 times 
brighter than normal room light. 
This group was treated in the 
morning. 

However, patients treated later 
in the day did not feel fully 
recovered; only one-third felt any 
better. So one can see that light 
treatment and the pineal gland 
theory is just that, theory.

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Job fair reaches minorities

The Center for Career Develop¬ 
ment is reaching out to minority 
students by offering the first 
Minority Job Fair at Bradley 
University. 

"The staff at the Career Center 
of Development has felt for some¬ 
time we needed to strength our 
service for minority students," said 
Executive Director for Center of 
Career Development Jane Linnen- 
burger. 

At last year’s all school job 
fair, Linnenburger said employers 
requested a list of minority stu¬ 
dents who were available for 
internships and full-time employ¬ 
ment. However, "We didn’t have 
enough interest to meet their 
needs. 

"We think that the fair will be 
a perfect opportunity for the 
employers to meet the minority 


students here." 

Despite the short three-hour 
visit from 12:30 to 3:30 p.m. on 
Feb. 16, Susan Woodhouse, 
Career Development Coordinator 
said, "It’s easier for them to come 
here and see lots of students at 
once, even if it’s just an exchang¬ 
ing of cards and addresses." 

More than 500 businesses have 
been invited to the job fair, Lin¬ 
nenburger said. 

Some of the businesses that 
have accepted the invitations are: 
Caterpillar, United Air Lines, 
State Farm Insurance Co., Cilco, 
Texas Instruments, Sears Roebuck 
and Co., Commercial National 
Bank and representatives from the 
CIA. Woodhouse also said she 
hopes to lure the City of Chicago 
personnel Office. 

500 businesses were attracted to 
the all school job fair in Sep¬ 


tember, a 13 percent increase over 
last year’s fair. 

Within three years after 
graduation, Woodhouse said 97 
percent of the students who gra¬ 
duated from Bradley last year with 
work experience were placed with 
a job. However, 95 percent of all 
the seniors who graduated last year 
were employed within three 
months as well. Linnenburger and 
Woodhouse attribute the small 
descrepancy to a strong economy 
and to a successful job fair which 
spumed over 3,000 interviews. 

The Career Development 
Center is also accepting resumes 
from minority students, which will 
be bound into a book and made 
available by Feb. 1 to employers 
at the fair and to employers who 
cannot attend the fair. The dead¬ 
line for accepting resumes is Dec.

Seat belts 


• Seat belts probably would 
have prevented many injuries in 
the school bus accident that put 
seven Limestone-Walters Grade 
School students in the hospital 
Monday, a St. Francis Medical 
Center doctor said Tuesday. 

Tm a strong seat-belt sup¬ 
porter, * said Dr. Rick Miller, 
chairman of St. Francis’ depart¬ 
ment of emergency medicine. 

Miller helped treat the 20 chil¬ 
dren, ranging in age from five,to 
14, who were brought to St. 
Francis after the Monday afternoon 
accident on Smithville Road near 
the rural Peoria County school. 
Two other children were treated 
and released at Methodist Medical 
Center. 

Seven students were admitted to 
St. Francis. Three of them were in 
fair condition Tuesday night. Four 
went home earlier in the day. 

Because the bus fell over, fling¬ 
ing many of the 50 students on 
board from one side to the other, 
the accident has generated discus¬ 
sion among Limestone-Waiters 
parents about whether seat belts 


would have made any difference. 
There were no seat belts on the 
passenger seats. 

Debate about seat belts in 
school isn’t new. Arguments have 
continued among parents, educa¬ 
tional officials and doctors state¬ 
wide and nationwide for at least 
five years. 

Packard 

• A move to demolish the city- 
owned Packard Building - con¬ 
sidered a hazard by the city’s 
inspections department — will be 
delayed at least a week. 

Gary Sandberg, director of 
inspections for Peoria, said on 
Monday that he will await the out¬ 
come of negotiations between the 
city and a potential redeveloper of 
the building, located at 213 NE 
Adams, before pursuing court 
action. The city has used the dila¬ 
pidated structure for storage for 
the last several years. 

Such a delay is normal when 
the owners of a building are 
attempting to repair the structure, 
Sandberg said. 

Sandberg added that the deci¬ 
sion to delay filing suit in demoli¬ 
tion court against the building was 


unrelated to a memo he received 
from City Manager Tom 
Mikulecky. The memo instructed 
him to stop further action on the 
building because of the negotia¬ 
tions. 

"Again as we did in filing the 
notice, we will treat this situation 
the same as any other, regardless 
of who owns the building," Sand¬ 
berg said. 

Sandberg issued a dangerous 
building notice - and ruffled a few 
feathers in the process — more 
than two weeks ago and based it 
on a complaint he received about 
broken windows and falling glass.

Talkabouts are a series of dis¬ 
cussions during which an expert 
discusses situations pertaining to 
childhood with parents and teach¬ 
ers.

The top priority facing PanHel 
president-elect Jennifer Cooper is 
an expansion project involving the 
possibility of a new national soror¬ 
ity on Bradley’s campus. 

This year a new local sorority, 
Sigma Iota Gamma, was started, 
and Cooper said she wants to make 
sure that there is "continual input" 
from other chapters on campus 
about possibly, as a long-term 
goal, to make the "SIGS" a 
national sorority on campus. 

Cooper said votes from the 
other sororities were due Wednes¬ 
day, and based on the outcome of 
those votes, Cooper and PanHel 
will research and evaluate the 
prospect of a new national soror¬ 
ity.

(as a long-term goal) it’d be 
beneficial if the local sorority went 
national here at Bradley." 

Cooper, a junior from Kan¬ 
kakee, said other issues she plans 
to work on are strengthening IFC- 
PanHel relations, coordinating a 
spring picnic, and improving rela¬ 
tions between Greeks and non- 
Greeks. 

"I think we’ve got a good 
Greek system, but I know there 
are problems between Greeks and 
non-Greeks, and I’d like to smooth 
over the segregation. 

Cooper, who has been involved 


in PanHel since she pledged Chi 
Omega her freshman year, said her 
primary responsibilities as 
president is "to keep all houses 
aware of what we’re doing; to pro¬ 
vide a link of communication and 
develop more ideas." 

'The PanHel executive board is 
the link for all chapters to build 
and strengthen the Greek commun¬ 
ity. " 

When asked about hazing 
within the Greek system, Cooper 
said she thinks it is a relevant issue 
and added that national headquar¬ 
ters are "cracking down" on haz¬ 
ing. 

"I think every chapter should 
be made aware of the problem. 
There shouldn’t be any hazing, and 
if there is Fd like to be personally 
aware of it. It’s not as visually 
prominent on this campus (com¬ 
pared to others)." 

Regarding the topic of moving 
rush to second semester, Cooper 
said she hasn’t yet formed an opin¬ 
ion because of all of the pros and 
cons involved. 

To prepare for the position, 
Cooper said she talked to Mary 
Coyle, PanHel president, about the 
issues, goals and problems she as 
president had faced in the past 
year. 

Cooper was a member of the 
public relations and scholarship 
committee for Greek activities and 


was a rush counselor. She is the 
public relations committee 

chairperson. 

Tm very honored and 

privileged to be president. Tm 
motivated and can’t wait to get 

started." 

In retrospection, Coyle said one 
of the biggest accomplishments 
during her term was that the soror¬ 
ities became more united and 
worked with one another rather 
than against each other. 

She said communications 

between IFC improved and such 
concerns as the loss of two sorori¬ 
ties was addressed. 

Coyle agreed with Cooper that 
the most important project facing 
the incoming executive board is 
the expansion project. 

"We have to know how we can 
incorporate more women in the 
Greek system and how to work 
with non-Greeks as well." 

When asked what she’s gained 
from the office, Coyle said she’s 
learned to be more diplomatic in 
dealing with both the administra¬ 
tion and the National PanHellenic 
Council. 

Coyle attributed much of the 
success of the past year to her exe¬ 
cutive board. 

"It was through team work we 
accomplished what we did.

(CPS) - It’s the final touch for 
the well-dressed college student: 
condoms in school colors. 

Students at most schools will be 
able to get them soon, says Nicho¬ 
las Fogel, Jr., president of College 
Condoms, the San Diego firm 
that’s selling the devices to selected 
campuses in California, Arizona, 
Florida, Iowa and Kansas, "if the 
market is there." 

The condoms are sold in pack¬ 
ets of six for a suggested retail 
price of $2.99. "At USC, the 
packets are three red and three yel¬ 
low. At the University of Califor¬ 
nia, it’s three blue and three yel¬ 
low. For schools with three colors, 
it’s two, two and two," Fogel 
explained. 

Red, yellow, dark and light 
blue, black, green and pink con¬ 


doms now are available, but stu¬ 
dents soon will be able to buy 
them in brown, emerald, white, 
"every color," Fogel promises. 

The inspiration for the product 
came when Fogel attended a 
basketball game with an alum of 
the University of North Carolina. 
The friend wore Tar Heel 
sportswear, prompting Fogel to 
tease that he probably also wore a 
Tar Heel condom. 

The idea stayed with Fogel. His 
first consignment of 14,000 pack¬ 
ets went on sale four months ago. 
A second batch of 240,000 boxes 
is almost ready for the market¬ 
place. 

While some campus stores 
carry the product and some choose 
not to, Fogel says he’s had "100 
percent acceptance" from all the 


campuses he’s contacted. 

The school colors, Fogel said, 
"have relieved the stigma of buy¬ 
ing a condom. (Students) don’t feel 
like they’re really buying condoms. 
They can joke about it." 

So far, at least one outlet 
reports sales of the condoms are 
slow. 

Mort Spiegel, manager of 
Campus Drug near Arizona State 
University, said, "People have to 
become aware that it is here. 
We’ve sold a couple, though, I 
think it will catch on." 

Fogel said typical reactions are 
like those of two doctors he con¬ 
tacted. One wanted to buy several 
packets to give as presents at his 
class reunion. The second doctor 
said, "Those are great! I can use 
them as stocking stuffers."

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Bradley adds Desktop

Bradley University is keeping 
up with changing technology in 
communication by offering a 
course in desktop publishing. 

The senior level communication 
class is one of the sections in Sem¬ 
inar in Communication. 

Desktop publishing, which 
became popular around 1985, is a 
new and less expensive way of 
publishing quality material by 
using a personal computer. 

Bob Mounts, instructor for the 
class at Bradley, said anything you 
create on the computer can be 
printed on a laser printer and taken 
straight to the printer. 

Mounts, a new product director 
at Multi Ads Services, Inc., said 
that with desktop publishing, the 
computer is used for all publishing 
operations, drawing and word pro¬ 


cessing. 

This semester marks the first 
time the class has been taught on 
Bradley’s campus. 

Mounts said, before the com¬ 
puter lab was built in room 203 in 
Heuser Art Center, the class was 
taught at Multi Ads Services, Inc. 
in Pioneer Park. 

Mounts said the students in his 
class first learn how to use the 
Apple Macintosh computer. 

He said after the students are 
comfortable with the computer, 
they begin to focus on various 
applications of desktop publishing. 

Mounts said they work on 
magazine pages, newspaper ads, 
and television storyboards. 

Diane Pacetti, communications 
instructor and student in Mount’s 
class, said the class is divided into 
teams of two. 


She said the teams form a com¬ 
pany, and through a number of 
assignments, market a product. 

Mounts said the majority of his 
students are communication and 
graphic art students, three of them 
Bradley instructors. 

Besides Pacetti, the other two 
are Dr. Jack Fought and Theresa 
Holder. 

Mounts said the instructors will 
work desktop publishing into their 
teaching. Pacetti said she will use 
some of the techniques in her copy 
editing classes. 

Although the class is not a 
requirement for communication 
students. Mounts said he feels it 
should be. He said desktop pub¬ 
lishing will be the way nearly 
everything will be published in the 
future.

Chug, chug, pfft...winter takes its toll

The temperature is hovering 
just above zero. You go out to 
your car, which is half buried in 
snow, stick the key in the ignition 
and turn. This is what you hear: 

Click. 

So, you try again. 

Click. 

This is a bad sign. Either 
you’re using the wrong key or your 
car has become a victim of Illinois’ 
arctic fury. Most likely, your 
problem will be the latter of the 
two. 

So, what’s the problem? Like 
most college students, you could 
probably hold your own in tri¬ 
gonometry class, but when it 
comes to automobiles, you prob¬ 
ably rack your brain trying to pop 
the hood. Basically, this dilemma 
results in one of the following 
consequences: no car until spring 
or big bills until summer. 


Fortunately, there are some 
steps you can take right now that 
could help prevent any problems 
from surfacing during the polar 
season and keep your mechanic 
from making a fortune off of you. 

Jan Leonard, K-mart’s auto ser¬ 
vice manager, said the best way to 
prevent winter problems with your 
car is to have it serviced during 
the fall, before the cold season sets 
in. You should have all the belts 
and hoses checked and the battery 
tested. 

Leonard said another reason for 
cold weather problems is failure to 
drain last year’s antifreeze and 
replace it with a fresh supply. 
Antifreeze has a tendency to break 
down over time and will not pro¬ 
tect your engine adequately if it is 
old. 

Terry Beachler, owner of 
Beachler Amoco, said there are a 
number of different measures you 
can take now that could make the 


winter less hazardous to you and 
your car. 

* Use 5w-30 motor oil. It 
isn’t as thick as other motor oils 
and circulates throughout the 
engine easier in cold weather. 

* Replace the battery if it is 
over three years old. If it is under 
three years old, have it tested now. 
Avoid testing your battery during 
the cold months because it may 
drain it. 

* Have your antifreeze 
checked and replaced if needed. 
Antifreeze testers can be bought 
for two or three dollars. 

* Inflate your tires to the max¬ 
imum limit now, because the cold 
will cause tire pressure to drop 
during the winter. 

By following these steps, 
Beachler said the chances of any 
problems arising during the winter 
are reduced considerably. But he 
also said that there are some rules 
to follow in the cold months that

will give you additional protection 
against car ailments. 

Beachler’s first rule of thumb is 
'DO NOT start your car unless 
you are going to use it. * 

"People think they have to go 
out every day and run their car for 
ten minutes, * he said. "But they’re 
wrong. If they don’t have to use it, 
they should just let it be." 

He also said that short trips 
should be avoided as much as pos¬ 
sible because they have a tendency 
to drain the battery and cause a lot 
of wear and tear on your car. 

Another thing to avoid is 
warming up your car. There is no 
need to start your car ten minutes 
before you are going to use it — it 
actually can cause your car to 
catch fire. 

"Warming up a car is another 
fallacy," he said. "If people would 
just read their owner’s manuals, 
they would see that it says, ’Just 
start it and drive.’" 


Keeping your gas tank full is 
another good step to take. This 
will prevent water from condens¬ 
ing in the tank and it will also 
make your car heavier and 
increase traction. 

Many winter-related problems 
are caused by battery failure. 
Beachler said keeping the battery 
warm can cure these problems. 
But since most college students 
don’t have a garage, this becomes 
a problem in itself. Covering the 
hood of your car with a blanket 
after driving could trap some heat, 
but really isn’t too efficient if you 
don’t drive very often. Beachler 
said actually removing the battery 
and bringing it inside could help. 
He also said to minimize use of 
your car’s electronic system, such 
as the heater, windshield wipers 
and radio, which cause a consider¬ 
able drain on the battery.

Basketball 

Dear Editor, 

Bradley University may not have a 
football team anymore and it’s been 
several years since we’ve cracked Play¬ 
boy magazine’s Top 40 Party School 
list, but at least we can still be thankful 
that we still have a nationally- 
acclaimed basketball team to get 
excited about. Yet, unfortunately, 
lately many students have been getting 
more excited about television reruns 
and CIV 100 then they have about one 
of the most exciting basketball teams in 
the country. 

When I was a freshman four years 
ago, I can remember students getting 
pumped up for a big home game days 
in advance, getting to the Civic Center 
early to make sure they didn’t miss 
anything, making enough noise to 
intimidate the other team into mistakes, 
and then partying the night away in a 
victory celebration which often lasted 
until the sun came up the next day. 
Three years ago, when Bradley went 
32-3 and won the Missouri Valley 
Conference with an undefeated record, 
coaches and players alike gave the stu¬ 
dent section credit for creating enough 
excitement to help them pull out a lot 
of close games. And when ISU came 
to town ... you wouldn’t hear anything 
above the chants of If you can’t go to 
school, go to state. 


How times change!! 1 . Last year, Her- 
sey Hawkins led the nation m scoring, 
and Stan Albeck’s Braves lit up the 
scoreboard victory after victory in a 
consensus top-20 in the nation season, 
yet the student section was over half 
empty almost every game, despite the 
fact that students were warned that if 
attendance did not improve they would 
risk losing their present season ticket 
opportunities. Bradley hosted the MVC 
tournament, yet, judged upon the 
number of students who showed up for 
tournament games, you would have 
thought the games were being played 
500 miles away instead of just down¬ 
town. And when ISU came to town, 
doctors were put on alert to make sure 
that rigamortis did not set in in the 
crowd, and if not for the cheering of a 
small ISU section, which outyelled the 
entire Bradley crowd the whole game, 
it might have happened. 

This year, despite having a team 
expected to finish at least second in the 
conference by coaches, media and 
basketball forecasters nationwide Brad¬ 
ley has sold a dismal 160 or so season 
tickets to a student enrollment of over 
5,000. Compared to over 1,000 season 
tickets sold in recent years, this is an 
insult to our fine basketball team, espe¬ 
cially when you consider the fact that, 
in past years, students complained that 
they didn’t show up for games because 
they had bad seats or the nonconfer¬ 
ence schedule was loaded with weak 
competition. This year, students who 
purchase season tickets are guaranteed 
good lower bowl seats, and the non- 
conference schedule has been ranked 
by national magazines as one of the 10 
toughest in the nation, yet student sea¬ 
son ticket sales have decreased dramat¬ 
ically. Complaining about the price 
increase to $40 for a whole season of 
exciting basketball is still cheaper than 
many textbooks you will buy just to 
skim through a couple of hours before 
each exam, remember very little about 
what you read, and then have the book¬ 
store tell you they don’t want to buy it 
back. 

Maybe Bradley Students should 
watch Duke or Indiana students at a 
basketball game some time and take 
note of what college life and college 
basketball are all about. Many 
enthusiastic college fans nationwide 
would love to have a team as exciting 
as the team we now have, yet most 
Bradley students don’t appreciate the 
fine team we do have. 

Fortunately, it is not too late to pur¬ 
chase season tickets. Season tickets for 
ten home games after second semester 
starts are still available at the Field 
House until Dec. 14 for only $40 while 
tickets for the home games which fall 
over break are also available now on 
an individual game basis. 

I encourage all students to catch the 
"Bradley Basketball Fever"' and show 
that you are still proud to call yourself 
a Bradley student.

Conely said, "Tim’s injury was 
difficult because he missed a quar¬ 
ter of the season and wasn’t at full 
strength when he came back." 


Bradley will be moving towards 
an all Division I schedule, but the 
Braves will be playing many more 
away games next year because 
they don’t have their own home 
field. 

The Braves also handed out 
their individual awards. Most valu¬ 
able player award went to Lou 
Strecker, who led the team with 
three game-winning goals, as one 
of only two upperclassmen on the 
team.

Conely said, "I was pleased 
with the effort of Freshmen John 
Barfield, Dave Bushey, Mike 
Seiler, Rob Hamrin and Greg 
Cors.

winner." 

Indeed, he is a winner. 

Besides his 43-17 Bradley 
record, Albeck has a .526 winning 
percentage in the NBA. His career 
spanned seven years and four 
teams: Cleveland, San Antonio, 
New Jersey and Chicago. 

It was in San Antonio where 
Albeck really shined. He amassed 
a 153-93 record while winning 
three consecutive midwest titles. 
He planted his roots in San 
Antonio and is still owns a home 
and restaurant there. 

It seemed like Albeck was 
headed back to San Antonio last 
summer when the Spurs were 
searching for a head coach. But 
their efforts to get Larry Brown 
were so intense that they ended up 
making him the highest paid coach 
in the NBA history. It is 
suspected that Albeck would have 
been taken the job, had it been 
offered. 

So the question remains: is Stan 
Albeck looking to leave Bradley? 

It would seem that if the price 
was right, he’d be willing to make 
the departure from his alma mater. 
But, for now there are just rumors 
that nobody seems to be able to get 
rid of. 

Albeck is in the last year of his 
contract at Bradley, and Athletics 
Director Ron Feiguson said that if 
Albeck were to request dismissal 
from his contract, Bradley could 
probably not afford to do it. 

"That would hurt us in a lot of 
areas. First of all, it would hurt 
the morale of the players that we 
have. I think the community 
identifies to Coach Albeck and his 
style of play, and that would hurt 
us in the box office," Ferguson 
said. 


But Ferguson added that he was 
confident Albeck would not leave 
before the end of the season. 

If Albeck were to leave, it 
would be a devastating blow to the 
whole Bradley program. He would 
probably take his assistant coaches 
with him, which would leave the 
Braves without any kind of coach 
figure. Bradley would have to 
scrounge for a coach that is out of 


work, and we know they’re out of 
work for a reason. 

Tm not saying it can’t happen 
or it won’t ever happen, but we’re 
certainly not anticipating it," Fer¬ 
guson said. 

Pacer’s GM Walsh said, "I can 
tell you honestly, if I wanted to 
talk to Stan Albeck, I would go 
through the proper channels of the 
athletic director and the Univer¬ 
sity."

Spikers finish at 22-15

The Lady Braves volleyball 
team ended a terrific come¬ 
back year with a loss at Northern 
Iowa two weeks ago. The loss 
closed the books on a 22-15 season 
for the Lady Braves, their finest 
since 1985. 

The 22 wins were three more 
than what the Lady Braves had 
amassed in the last two season 
combined. But, despite their fine 
play all season, the Lady Braves 
had to settle for fifth place in the 
Gateway Conference with a 4-5 
conference record. 

The Lady Braves were not 
eliminated from the Final Four 
Playoffs until the second to last 
day of the season, when Southern 
Illinois defeated Indiana State to 
clinch the fourth position. Bradley 
had won that night at Drake, but it 
was out of their hands at that 
point. Southern’s magic number 
was down to one, meaning any 
Southern win or Bradley loss 
would clinch the fourth playoff 
spot for Southern. 

Indiana State, who ended the 
season without a win against a 
Gateway rival, offered little or no 
resistance to Southern, scoring 
only 11 points in three games. 

Meanwhile, Bradley was doing 
its best to keep the playoff hopes 
alive by struggling to beat Drake 
in five games (15-13, 2-15, 15-10, 
8-15, 15-11). 

"In the match at Drake, they 
were really improved. It was more 
of a struggle then we thought it 
would be after we had played and 
beat them convincingly earlier in 
the year," Lady Braves Head 
Coach Pam Stanek said. 

After the Drake match, Stanek 
found out that Southern had won 
and had sealed up the fourth posi¬ 
tion. The only thing left to do was 
try and push their 4-4 record over 
.500 against playoff- bound North¬ 
ern Iowa. 

This was not to be, as Bradley 
found out why Northern Iowa is 
invincible at home. The Panthers 
pounced all over the Lady Braves, 
defeating them in three games 
(15-2, 15-5, 15-5). 

"I was happy with the season, '* 


Stanek said, "I think it was a 
tremendous turnaround. We 
accomplished some of our goals in 
being fifth in the conference and 
winning 20 matches." 

One thing Stanek was not 
happy with was the exclusion of 
Bradley players on the two all- 
conference teams. "I feel that a 
fifth place finish deserves some¬ 
body on the second team at least," 
Stanek said. 

"Players on teams below us got 
placed on the second team. That 
was disappointing. Some of that is 
politics; it’s all in how the stats are 
presented." 

Senior Sue Dodge and Junior 
Andra Dystrup were both honor¬ 
able mentions. 

The Lady Braves held their 
own award ceremony, awarding 
five honors of distinction: 

Team MVP — Sue Dodge 

Most Improved - Wendy 
Carney 

Best Offensive Player — 
Andra Dystrup 

Best Defensive Player - Kelly 
O’Neill 

Best Team Player — Sue 
Dodge 

The Lady Braves lose seniors 
Dodge, Cheryl Christiansen, and 
Mary Ward to graduation in May. 
Stanek hopes to compensate the 
loss with good freshman recruit¬ 
ing. The signing period begins in 
mid-February and Stanek can not 
comment until then. 

The Lady Braves hope to con¬ 
tinue their winning ways next year 
with what Stanek calls "a great 
returning nucleus." This would 
include middle hitter Dystrup, 
setter Wendy Carney and outside 
hitter Katy Culloton. Stanek also 
expects great things form the lone 
freshman on the team, Blythe 
Zajkowski. "She has all-conference 
potential," Stanek said. 

In the Final Four Playoffs, host 
school Illinois State University 
defeated Southern Illinois and 
Southwest Missouri State to 
advance to the NCAA Division I 
volleyball tournament. It is the 
fifth time ISU has won the Gate¬ 
way crown in the league’s seven 
year history.

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Billikens beat Braves in opener

The Bradley Braves opened up 
the 1988-89 season with a tough 
loss at the hands of the 40th 
ranked St. Louis Billikens, 83-77. 

Bradley started the game a little 
shakey, not scoring for the first 
full three minute in the first half. 
But after falling behind 5-0, Brad¬ 
ley went on a impressive 18-1 run. 

Things evened out, with teams 
exchanging baskets in between 
sloppy play from both sides. With 
6:36 left in the first half, Bradley 
was clinging to a seven-point lead. 
Vincent Smith hit one of his five 
three pointers to pull within three. 

At the 1:30 mark, Bradley’s 
lead was at seven again, 35-28. 
When the teams headed to the 
locker room’s at half time, Bradley 


had increased their lead to 10. 

Roland Gray and Monroe 
Douglass, two of the Billikens’ big 
guns, were limited to a combined 
seven first half points. On the 
other side of the coin, Anthony 
Manuel and Luke Jackson had only 
six and four points respectively. 
Bradley’s offense was generated 
from Paul Wilson, who had 17 of 
his career high 29 points in the 
first half, including three 3- 
pointers. Dion Thurman, who 
looked uncomfortable in the early 
going, ended up with 11 in the 
first half. 

The start of the second half was 
an unpleasant deja vu for the 
Braves, as they watched their lead 
dwindle to one behind the contin¬ 
ued fine play of Smith and 
Anthony Bonner, who really took 
command of the second half. 


A Gray three-pointer gave St. 
Louis a 57-55 lead, their first since 
it was 5-4 in the first half. From 
there, the lead see-sawed back and 
forth until Tony Manuel of St. 
Louis stretched their lead to five 
when he hit both ends of a one and 
one. 

With 3:51 to play, Bradley’s 
version of Anthony Manuel 
brought his Braves back to within 
one on a three-point play generated 
on a nifty drive to the hoop. 

Douglass hit the front end of a 
one and one putting the Billiken 
lead at two, 57-55. Bradley had 
several chances to tie the game, 
but neither team could seem to 
score a basket. While the Braves 
played excellent defense, limiting 
the Billikens to one shot for the 
first time all night, they couldn’t 
seem to get it right on offense. 


With two freshmen in the 
game, Bradley’s inexperience and 
lack of depth left them in the cold. 
Poor shots were taken and no 
second chances were issued by the 
experienced St. Louis squad. 

Luke Jackson had to leave the 
game due to a cut over his eye.

After an airball from Bonner, it 
looked as though Bradley would tie 
the game when Andy Bastock hit a 
streaking Manuel with a pass, with 
Schell cutting in the middle.

Braves struggle in pre-season games

Two exhibition games. Two 
strong first halves. Two slow start¬ 
ing second halves. Two losses. 

The Bradley Braves basketball 
team was unable to fend off the 
chaps from down under, 
Australia’s Victoria all-star team, 
in an exhibition game Nov. 12 and 
they repeated themselves Saturday, 
Nov. 26, in the 107-99 loss to 
Marathon Oil in the final exhibi¬ 
tion game of the season. 

In the first half of the Bradley- 
Victoria game, Bradley appeared 
to be too much for the Australian 
team, who opened a 10-game tour 
with losses to Wisconsin-Parkside 
and Missouri. The Braves jumped 
to a 20-5 lead at the 13:01 mark, 
but the Aussies went on a run of 
their own and at 10:49 they had 
cut the lead to 22-17. 


Bradley again, took control and 
were able to build their lead up to 
11 points, six of which were con¬ 
tributed by Paul Wilson, who went 
on to score 17 of his 24 points 
during the first half. 

Again the Australians fought 
back to come within seven, but 
two Wilson 3-pointers late in the 
half gave the Braves a comfortable 
50-37 halftime lead. 

Any momentum Bradley had 
built up late in the first half was 
left behind in the locker room, as 
the second half appeared to be a 
game of role-reversal. 

Bradley did not score in the 
first 3:58 of the second half, but 
Victoria was able to put 10 points 
on the board to narrow the Brave 
lead to three.

Lady Braves enjoy 2-1 start

The Lady Braves returned 
dome Monday with a third place 
finish at the Carrier Classic in 
Syracuse, N.Y. just in time to 
catch their breath and leave for a 
two game road trip at St. Louis 
University and Creighton Univer¬ 
sity. 

In the opening game at the Car¬ 
rier Classic against Virginia Tech., 
the Lady Braves seemed to have 
all the right moves, holding a 
51-46 lead with 10:46 left in the 
contest.

A rumor concerning Stan 
Albeck’s interest in the NBA Indi¬ 
ana Pacers has spread faster than a 
Braves’ fast break ever since it was 
first uttered on NBC’s pregame 
football show last Sunday. 

Indiana started the year with 
Jack Ramsay at the helm, but last 
week he jumped ship on the .ink¬ 
ing Pacers and Indiana Director of 
Player Personnel George Irvine 
manned the wheel. Irvine was the 
Pacer coach previous to Ramsay. 
Irvine has reportedly been offered 
the coaching position at least until 
the end of the year, if he wants it. 

According to NBC, if Irvine 
decided not to accept the position, 
it would be offered to Bradley’s 
Stan Albeck. Both the Pacers and 
Albeck have denied even talking. 

Tm not even going to com¬ 
ment," Albeck said, "because 
there really is no story.

For the first time since its July 
closing, the Student Center will 
open its doors to students on Feb. 
18 -- sort of. 

"We’re committed to the Feb. 
18th Homecoming (Alumni Dance) 
date," Ron Doerzaph, facilities 
planning administrator, said. 

However, only the second floor 
ballroom will be completed and 
available to students. Doerzaph 
anticipates all the renovations to be 
completed in the middle of March. 

Although major construction is 
still very noticeable on the outside 
of the building (particularly con¬ 
struction of the elevator shaft), the 
interior of basement and second 
floor is rapidly nearing completion.

With tne heating system in 
operation again, many of the 
rooms on the second and ground 
floor were painted and tiled over 
winter break. Pointing to several 
small openings in the freshly 
painted walls of the ballroom, 
Doerzaph said, 'The sound people 
are presently working on putting in 


the speakers." Having purchased 
all the furniture for the building 
months in advance, 500 chairs, 
light fixtures and a "pro-gym" car¬ 
pet are being held in a conference 
room adjacent to the ballroom. 

On the lower level, Doerzaph 
said, "Ninety-five percent of it is 
done," including the 220-seat audi¬ 
torium, where weekend movies 
will be shown instead of in Olin 
Hall 181. Most of the rooms, 
including the Student Senate room 
and TV/video room, only lack fur¬ 
niture. 

The ground floor, mainly 
because of the cafeteria kitchen, 
will be completed last. Construc¬ 
tion workers also are still using the 
floor to house their equipment. 
Some progress has been made, 
however, with the installation of 
false walls dividing the cafeteria, 
kitchen, restaurant and atrium. 

In the cafeteria, Doerzaph 
pointed out a conveyor belt 
installed along the back wall of the 
cafeteria leading into the kitchen 
which will replace the carts used 
to tote meal trays to the kitchen. 

Along with the tedious installa- 
jn of the kitchen, "The elevator 
fill be late getting in," Doerzaph 
said. Tomorrow, however, he 
plans to have the walls at the south 
end of each hall in Sisson knocked 
out allowing passage between the 
Student Center and Sisson Hall. 
"If we can do it Saturday, then it 
won’t disturb the people when they 


are working," Doerzaph said of 
the Sisson Hall faculty members 
and student organizations. 

With the building originally 
planned to be completed Jan. 1 and 
since pushed back to Jan. 15, Feb. 
1, and now mid-March, Doerzaph 
attributes the setbacks to a number 
of factors. 

"We got a late start removing 
asbestos," he said. Although the 
building was free of students and 
faculty, they couldn't begin demol¬ 
ition until the middle of July, when 
all the asbestos was removed. 

Once demolition and construc¬ 
tion began in late July and early 
August, contractors were forced to 
work in one of the hottest and dri¬ 
est summers recorded in the 
Midwest. Along with the heat 
slowing production, Doerzaph has 
had trouble maintaining individual 
construction workers. "A lot of 
trades are in shortage. " 

Noting the fact that the Duryea 
Art Building was demolished and 
the Heuser Art Center was con¬ 
structed in a seven-month period, 
Doerzaph said it would have been 
easier to do the same with the Stu¬ 
dent Center. However, "To take 
down a whole building and rebuild 
it would have been a lot more 
expensive." 

Despite an extended completion 
date, Doerzaph maintains the cost 
of the project is still close to the 
projected $2.75 million.

20 years since 
core change

After concern regarding alleged 
master key break-ins from students 
living in the singles dorms and 
administrative officials, the cores 
in all 168 rooms were switched 
with the mailbox cores prior to the 
semester break. 

The singles dorms, Windom, 
Elmwood and St. James, received 
a total new core change during the 
semester break on Jan. 4-6, with 
plans for all of the dorms to 
undergo a massive core change by 
the end of the summer. The singles 
were the first to be completed, said 
Gloria Arrington, general services 
supervisor. 

All the academic buildings 
underwent core changes and, 
according to Arrington, the pro¬ 
cedure took almost a full year, 
ending in October 1988. "This is 
the first massive core change in 
almost 20 years," Arrington said. 
The cost for the core changes is at 
least $2,000-3,000 for each build¬ 


ing. "The whole process runs at 
least $15,000 and that figure is just 
for the academic buildings," 
Arrington said. 

The new core/key system will 
be completed when all the dorms 
receive new cores, starting in 
June. The price of the new 
core/key is about $13.50 (includ¬ 
ing the core, labor and the cutting 
of the new keys). The cost of 
recoring the singles dorms was 
around $2,000, said Michael Mur¬ 
phy, director of housing. 

The cores in the singles dorms 
were approximately six years old 
and the student apartment complex 
received new cores five years ago, 
but they are being re-done, so all 
the locks will be on the same sys¬ 
tem, Arrington said. 

Arrington believes the new sys¬ 
tem will eliminate some of the 
problems with lost keys. "With the 
old system, we never knew who

"Phonie" survey alarms student

A female Bradley student 
received a sexual harassing phone 
call on Monday from a male 
claiming to be an ISU student. 

Dave Baer, director of security, 
said the caller told the on-campus 
student that he was doing a survey 
on sexuality. He began the "sur¬ 
vey " with the general questions 
and then proceeded to ask sexually 
explicit ones. 

Baer said the student became 
angry and hung up. She then con¬ 
tacted ISU to find out about the 
validity of the "survey." A faculty 
member there told her that a sur¬ 


vey was conducted a while ago and 
that the results were printed in the 
Journal Star a few weeks ago. 

"We’ve had surveys like this 
happen in the past," Baer said. 
The last incident like this occurred 
about five or six years ago. Brad¬ 
ley Security said the community 
needs to be alerted about this 
harassment. 

Baer said he recommends to 
ask the surveyor who they are. 
who they are representing and 
where they are calling from. 

• "They (interviewees) should be 
cautious in types of information 
they give out." One should not tell 
their working hours, addresses. 


and other pertinenMiiformation. 

Dr. Bernard J. Goitein, busi¬ 
ness professor, who has done sur¬ 
veys, said there is nothing to stop 
people from making these types of 
calls, but there are preventive 
measures one can take. 

Goitein said a legitimate phone 
survey will try to establish their 
credibility. "They will say the 
name of their organization." They 
also will explain that answers are 
confidential and will not pressure 
for information. 

Baer said the security depart¬ 
ment is updating a brochure about 
annoying phone calls. It should be 
available in the fall.

Edgar said DUI arrest in Peoria 
County were down 8 percent in 
1988 from 642 to 590. Statewide 
figures decreased 6 percent from 
51,797 to 48,656. He said these 
statistics were a result from stricter 
laws and enforcement. 

Traffic fatalities, however, 
increased by 11 percent in 1988. 
Edgar said he believes this is due 
to the increased speed limit of 65. - 

A bill, if passed, which will 
reduce the illegal blood-alcohol 
content (BAC) from 0.10 percent 
to 0.08 percent has been filed. A 
BAC is needed for a DUI charge. 

The typical DUI offender is 
32-years-old with an average 0.18 
BAC. The highest rate of DUI 
affects 21-24 year-old males.

was issued a key; there were keys 
everywhere — there was no key 
control whatsoever." Arrington 
said. "The head of a department, 
for example, could order five keys 
but we never knew exactly who 
had them," Arrington said. Mur¬ 
phy added, 'There could be mil¬ 
lions of keys out there. Eventually, 
there is a need for a core series 
change." 

With the new system, each key 
will have, in addition to the serial 
number at the top, a smaller 
number in the right hand corner 
which will be kept on file with the 
person’s n^me who is in possession 
of the key. "So if it’s found, we 
can trace it to the person who is 
responsible for it, with the old sys¬ 
tem we didn’t have the individual 
number system," Arrington said. 

Although Arrington and Mur¬ 
phy have no answers for the 
alleged break-ins in the singles 
dorms, Arrington said he believed 
the whole situation might have 
"snowballed" into something more 
serious than what students made it. 

"It’s a possibility that a master 
key could have existed, but with 
this new key/core system we are 
accounting for all keys, so no mas¬ 
ter type keys could get into the 
wrong hands," Arrington said. 

All three of the incidences 
occurred thin a two-week time 
frame in St. James Hall. Some 
residents said $12 was stolen from 
one room while nothing was taken 
from the other two rooms broken 
into.

What does the 
future hold for 

BU housing? 

With enrollment figures steadily increasing, Bradley will be forced 
to deal with the question of "Where are all these students going to live? " 

In 1985, freshmen enrollment at Bradley was 707 students. In just 
three short years, that number has jumped to about 1,025. 

That’s an increase of 31 percent, or 318 students. 

Let’s look at the situation hypothetically. If, in just three years, the 
enrollment at Bradley has increased by about 318 students then we can 
assume that, on paper, the enrollment for 1991 will be in the 1,300 
range. 

Can Bradley house these students in the residence halls that are 
available? 

Now Bradley has 11 residence halls, including the Student Apart¬ 
ment Complex and the Delta Zeta house, that, altogether, house roughly 
2,400 students. 

It seems that if a majority of the students lived in the residence halls 
for two years, and let’s not forget any transfer students that may attend 
Bradley second semester, then there would not be a sufficient amount of 
housing for all the students. 

Now what I am talking about is very hypothetical because I don’t 
think Bradley would let their freshmen enrollment numbers get that high, 
due to the size of the campus and the academic atmosphere it has to 
offer. 

Bradley is most notably known for their academics. An atmosphere 
that lives and dies by individuals receiving personalized attention from 
their instructors. 

If enrollment got too big, the personalized attention that makes 
Bradley a fine learning institution may be lost. Now that’s just my opin¬ 
ion, but fortunately, I think the higher officials at this University feel the 
same way. 

So let’s look at a situation that may not be that hypothetical. 

If Bradley’s freshman enrollment is at about 1,000 students in the 
next three to four years, which seems to be very possible, there would 
definitely be a housing problejn. 

Due to the small housing problem that exists already, the University 
was forced to turn the former Delta Zeta sorority house into a residence 
hall. 

It was very fortunate for the University that the house was vacated. 
What would have happened if the Delta Zeta house was not available? 

As of Jan. 23, the number of deposits that Bradley has received for 
the fall semester of 1989 is 509. That’s 125 more than they had at that 
time a year ago. So as of right now, even though it’s still early, it would 
seem as though the freshmen class of ’89 will be the largest in Bradley 
history. 

So what’s going to be done about the housing situation that seems to 
be closing in on us very rapidly? 

It is very obvious that in the future, Bradley will need to build 
another residence hall. But it’s not that easy. Where would it go? What 
type of residence hall would be built and how big would it be? 

Now, I’ve heard a lot of different views on the situation and one 
thing many people would like to see is another residence hall like the 
Student Apartment Complex. 

From what I understand, there is a waiting list to live in the Student 
Apartment Complex. Many students can’t get into it right away, and stay 
in the other residence halls for another year. 

Maybe building another Student Apartment Complex would solve 
the problem. It would get some of the upperclassmen out of the other 
residence halls, opening up rooms for underclassmen and leaving a 
cushion for the increase in enrollment each year. 

It’s just a thought. I have questions like the rest of the students at 
Bradley, and I hope I have inspired some thought amongst the students 
and administration... 

...Because you never know. The future may come up to haunt us 
sooner than we think.

Peoria Update 


Minority 

• A Supreme Court ruling 
which struck down a Richmond, 
Va., affirmative action program, 
designed to help minority-owned 
construction industry businesses, 
will set back 20 years of progress, 
local black leaders say. 

But local construction industry 
leaders said it will not affect the 
way they do business. 

City officials say it is too early 
to tell if the ruling will strike 
down Peoria’s affirmative action 
goal for use of 10 percent minority 
subcontractors in city construction 
projects. 

Voting 6-3, the court said the 
Richmond, Va., City Council 
unconstitutionally discriminated 
against whites in saying a contrac¬ 
tor on any city building contract 
must give at least 30 percent of the 
value of the project to firms at 
least one half minority-owned. 

The ruling will only have an 
impact if is interpreted to strike 
down affirmative action goals as 
well as affirmative action quotas, 
according to David Thomas, cor¬ 
porate counsel for the city of 
Peoria. 

The city of Peoria does not use 
quotas or mandate that a portion of 
the work be set aside specifically 
for minority contractors, according 
to Peoria Equal Opportunity 
Officer, David Watkins. 

Watkins said the city does man¬ 
date that all contractors sign an 
agreement to make "a good faith 
effort" to reach a goal that 10 per¬ 
cent of the work be performed by 
minority subcontractors, or that 18 
percent of the manhours go toward 
minority employees. 

Hanging 

• A 54-year-old Peoria man 
was found hanged in his home 
Sunday evening. 

James A. Matheny, 319 W. 
Corrington, was found dead in his 
home about 5:20 p.m. by police. 
Officers were called by a neighbor 
who said he was concerned 
because Matheny hadn’t left his 
home for several days. 

Peoria County Coroner Herbert 
Buzbee said Matheny apparently 
had been dead between 36 and 48 
hours. A note was found and Buz¬ 
bee said Matheny had been 
despondent. An inquest will be 
scheduled. 

Lock Out 

• A policy change that will 
require locked-out motorists and 
residents in Peoria to get help 
from private firms instead of the 
police or fire departments became 
effective Wednesday. 

That change, announced by the 
police department Monday and dis¬ 
cussed at a news conference Tues- 


#- 

day, means that a service long pro¬ 
vided has been withdrawn. The 
heads of both departments point to 
budget constraints as the reason. 

During 1988, the police depart¬ 
ment received 5,899 calls for help 
in getting into locked cars, said 
Peoria Police Superintendent Allen 
H. Andrews Jr. "Such calls have 
increased by over a thousand in 
the last several years," he added. 

"We’re having a significant 
workload increase, both crime and 
non-crime," Andrews said, adding, 
"And we have roughly 25 fewer 
officers than we did eight or seven 
years ago." 

Similarly, the fire department 
last year responded to about 80 
calls to help people get into their 
locked homes. Fire Marshal G. 
John Parker said. 

"My main concern," said 
Parker, "is placing my vehicles out 
of position for non-emergency 
calls." 

Civic Center 

• The Peoria Civic Center is 
still doing the things its governing 
board believes is necessary to 
make it a break-even operation, 


but more time is needed, the City 
Council was told Tuesday night. 

David Ransburg, chairman of 
the Civic Center Authority, told; 
the council he still believes the' 
center can break even within three: 
to five years. 

He assured the council the' 
center can still finish the year with 
a deficit of $600,000 or less,! 
despite the fact it’s halfway to that, 
only four months into the center’s 
fiscal year, which began Sept. 1. 

Those assurances didn’t appease! 
some council members who ques-J 
tioned the capabilities of Civic! 
Center management. 

By the time the council and! 
Ransburg finished discussing the] 
current deficit and future projec-1 
tions, there wasn’t time to discuss 
a revised intergovernmental agree*| 
ment between the city w and the!

Almost 17 years later, one 
member of the Famous Five came 
back to coach a team that had 
struggled the previous two years. 


Orsborn came back to the Hilltop 
to take over a program that had 22 
wins, while suffering 33 defeats in 
the previous two years. 

In his first season as Bradley 
coach, Orsborn equaled the 22 
wins of the past two season, with 
seven defeats. 


The Braves went back to the 
NIT and won the championship for 
the first time ever, while scoring, a 
then-record 116 points in one 
game. 

In nine seasons as Bradley 
coach, Orsborn won 194 games, 
while losing 56 for a career win¬ 
ning percentage of .776.

What do cotton balls. Spider- 
man, 70 billion hamburgers, trick- 
or-treaters, The Daily Planet and 
flying moose (plural: meese??) 
have in common? Why, it’s obvi¬ 
ous, isn’t it? Jerry Seinfeld. Well 
c’mon. I’m sure most people got it 
right after the clue about all those 
burgers. 

Seinfeld packed them in last 
Sunday night at Madison Avenue 
Comedy Club bringing in a decid¬ 


edly young crowd. He sold out the 
first show and played to a 90 per¬ 
cent capacity for the last show. 

Twelve of Seinfeld’s 34 years 
have been spent up in front of peo¬ 
ple just waiting to be entertained. 
He enjoys all the nuances of his 
craft. Tm someone who really 
takes pride in performing my 
stand-up act. I don’t do it hoping 
to get a break to do something 
else, * Seinfeld said. 

His brand of humor is timeless 
and universal: he takes normal, 
everyday situations and points out 


the peculiarity and ridiculousness 
of our lives. So true. But so 
funny? Don’t ask me how he does 
it because part of what makes him 
so good is the simple charming 
way that he handles himself 
onstage. 'Tm not going through 
the motions. I’m thinking about it 
when I’m doing it. I know it," he 
said. "I do it every night. 1 prac¬ 
tice it and work at it ... study it. 
It’s my whole life." 

Many comedians go through 
periods when they just can’t seem 
to write another joke. Not this 


artist. Seinfeld writes every word 
of his act, which is constantly 
being revised. He strives to make 
it look casual. He succeeds. '1 
make sure that I worked it out so 
that it looks like I’m not doing 
anything. I make it look effortless 
and, like, I’m just chatting with 
you," Seinfeld said. In this last 
sentence, he draws out into a lazy 
string of words, one after another 
slipping off his tongue. "It's sup¬ 
posed to seem like a conversation 
with one person, but it isn’t. It’s an 
act." 


One certainly forgets it’s an act 
as soon as he opens his mouth to 
relay the ridiculous situation he got 
into last week, or the desperate 
priorities of his childhood. 

No one in the audience seems 
to be turned off or bored by what 
this comedian has to say. When 
questioned about whether Seinfeld 
has nights when he doesn’t com¬ 
municate with the audience well, 
he pauses for a moment and 
replies, "You know, if you can’t 
do it every time, you’re not a

The undeniable urge to get off 
campus on the weekends always 
sweeps over me at about 3 p.m. on 
Friday afternoons, just after the 
effects of miniature burritos and 
corndogs for lunch has set in and 
the relief of another week of 
classes has been completed. Some¬ 
times I just get in my car and 
drive, to the mall, to Grandview 
Drive, around our sprawling 
campus, to the mall ... but lately I 
have discovered some interesting 
places in the surrounding Peoria 
area. 

Usually my road trips are lim¬ 
ited to within an hour’s drive of 
Bradley, but I’m starting to believe 
Illinois is filled with interesting 
people and places just waiting to 
be discovered. I’ve always admired 


the work of journalists who just 
get on the road and go to wherever 
the road signs take them, but I'm 
hoping to find people or places that 
are yet undiscovered by the mass 
public. 

In the quiet town of Galesburg, 
home of Pulitzer Prize winning 
author and poet Carl Sandburg, the 
Lincoln-Douglas Debates and 
Knox College, there is a small, 
comfortable restaurant wedged 
between gift stores at 62 South 
Seminary Street. 

The Landmark Cafe and 
Creperie was opened 10 years ago 
after the building was partially 
ravaged by fire in 1976. The own¬ 
ers have tried to save most of the 
old fixtures and have decorated the 
restaurant with rich woods and tiny 
table candles giving the place an 
Ivy League bistro feeling. 

This was my second trip to the 
Landmark and I was once again 
amazed by the variety of healthy 
foods and more than friendly ser¬ 
vice. In addition to sandwiches, 
soups, stuffed baked potatoes and 
12 selections of foods prepared 
with no fat, sugar or salt, there is 
a wide array of crepe entrees 
(sherried shrimp crepes, lobster 


tarragon crepes, chicken oriental 
crepes) that all look and smell 
great, as the crepe chef prepares 
them on a large grill that can be 
seen wherever you are sitting in 
the restaurant. 

Sandwiches start at $2.95 and 
crepe dinners (soup and salad

included) start at $3.95 and run up 
to $11.75. The desserts are even 
more delicious than the meals, 
with turtle crepes and fresh 
strawberry Belgian waffles, to 
tempt even the most strict dieters 
or strfct budget watchers. The 
Landmark is open seven days a 
week, Monday-Thursday 11 a.m. 
to 9 p.m. Friday 11 a.m. to 11 


p.m., Saturday 8 a.m. to 11 p.m. 
and Sunday 9 a.m. to 9 p.m. 

Two other interesting places, 
the first within walking distance of 
the Landmark, is the Galesburg 
Civic Art Center (114 East Main 
St.). When I visited the art center 
last weekend they were showing 
"Eclectic Clay and Camera," an 
interesting fusion of photographs 
and pottery by area artists and 
photographers. The center is 
closed on Sunday and Monday, 
and open 10:30 a.m. to 3 p.m. on 
Saturday and 10:30 a.m. to 4:30 
Tuesday through Friday. 

And my final discovery of his¬ 
tory and literature is the birthplace 
of Carl Sandburg (1878-1967) 
located in the southwest section of 
town. The museum was opened in 
1945 and is free and open to the 
public. 

The attendant who was on duty 
when I visited was an intriguing 
older woman who told stories of 
Sandburg, the Lincoln-Douglas 
Debates (she enthusiastically told 
the tale of Lincoln crawling out of 
a side window of Old Main at 
Knox College because the doors 
were blocked by wooden platforms 
erected for the various speakers) 


and boasted at the fact that at least 
11,000 visitors came to the 
museum last year. Her sweet voice 
and tender ways seemed to sym¬ 
bolize the Galesburg feeling of a 
pride in the past and a hope for the 
future. The Carl Sandburg 
Museum is open Thursday through 
Saturday, 9 to 12 a.m. and 1 to 5 
p.m. and Sundays 1 to 5 p.m. 

























AIDS info-line update

Accurate, up to date, 
confidential information about 
<AIDS is now just a computer ter¬ 
minal away for Bradley students. 

"AIDS ON LINE" is an online 
network providing information 
about AIDS. It was introduced to 
Bradley’s campus September, 
1988, by the Center for Educa¬ 
tional Development as a part of the 
new Health and Wellness Program 
sponsored by the Health Center. 

'The system is designed to pro¬ 
vide students with an anonymous 
means of obtaining information 
about AIDS," said Dr. Ray Zar- 
vell, executive director of the 
center for educational develop¬ 
ment. 

Since its introduction, the sys¬ 
tem has received 136 inquiries. 

The services provided by the 
system include: national and local 
statistics, research updates, 
volunteer and job opportunities, a 
test to check your AIDS 
knowledge and a question and 
answer bulletin board to find the 


answers to commonlv asked ques¬ 
tions and also the opportunity to 
leave your own question to be 
answered by a doctor. 

The system was begun a year 
ago at the California State 
University-Long Beach as the 
result of a federal grant. Every 
month Bradley receives a new disk 
from California updating all the 
information in the system. 

Anyone with access to a termi¬ 
nal that is on line with Bradley’s 
ISN can take advantage of AIDS 
ON LINE. To login follow these 
steps. 

1. You must first get DIAL: 
prompt on your terminal. 

2. At this prompt, type bucc2 
(return). 

3. At the login prompt, type 
AIDSINFO (return). 

The file is public, therefore a 
password is not required. 

Dr. Alan Gaisky, associate pro¬ 
vost for student affairs, who helped 
create Bradley’s General Guide¬ 
lines for Responding to the AIDS 
Situation said the AIDS ON LINE * 
system is part of Bradley’s educa¬ 


tional responsibility. The best 
thing we can do, as an educational 
institution, is to provide the stu¬ 
dents with accurate information 
about AIDS and help them realize 
the seriousness of the situation," 
Gaisky said. 

Zarvell agreed, "No one knows 
the extent of AIDS among college 
students ... we do know that col¬ 
lege students are very sexually 
active and because of the latent 
period of AIDS it’s a terrifying 
prospect what might show up 
seven to nine years from now." 

Both Zarvell and Gaisky said ’ 
that, in informing students about 
AIDS, they were battling two- 
major obstacles. First, students are 
reluctant to think about death and 
th$ possibility that they could get 
the AIDS virus. Secondly, some 
people still associate AIDS with 
homosexuality or drug use. They 
suspect these two factors have kept 
attendance low at AIDS informa¬ 
tion programs, but they hope with 
the confidentiality of the on line 
system students will become more 
informed about AIDS.

Traveling down the calm waters 
of the bayou, talking with Zam 
about the spicy food and Cajun 
history, was a simple, uncluttered 
way of life for those of southern 
Louisiana. But for four Bradley 
students, ther smell of cypress 
trees and the sight of alligators 
were images not only saved in 
their minds but as well as in their 
cameras when they documented the 
lifestyles of the bayou. 

Bradley photography professor, 
Howard Goldbaum, and four 
advanced photography students 
traveled for six days in a 21-foot- 
camper through the Mississippi 
Delta, Bayou and Cajun regions of 
Louisiana. The photo safari was 
part of a January Interim class that 
included assignments in nature 
landscapes and documenting 
Louisiana culture. 

Students, junior advertising 
major Melissa Dempsey, seniors; 
Steve Goldblatt, majoring in pho¬ 
tography and advertising, photo- 
jounalism major Kemper Kirkpa¬ 
trick and art major, Eric Trusner, 
met Goldbaum in Peoria on Jan. 3 
with their allotted weight of bag¬ 


gage, more than 100 rolls of film 
between them and expectations of 
a gold-gilded Graceland and 
mosquito-ridden Bayou swamp 
tours. 

The group’s first stop was at the 
Graceland home of the late Elvis 
Presley in Memphis, Tenn. They 
spend the evening and following 
morning documenting the subcul¬ 
ture of passionate Elvis fans that 
travel to witness the colorful and 
sometimes gaudy lifestyle. 

Arriving in New Orleans late 
that evening, the students photo¬ 
graphed the elicit night life of the 
French Quarter. Varieties of street 
performers and strip joints played 
to crowds of passer-byers till the 
early morning. Eric Trusner said 
he experienced the excitement of 
Bourbon street when he asked a 
female motorcycle driver for a 
photograph. She exclaimed "take a 
picture of this" and pulled off her 
shirt, Trusner said. 

The Mississippi Delta at once 
had a bountiful fishing industry for 
shrimp, oysters, crabs and craw 
fish. Revently oil companies have 
invaded fishing areas and dimin¬ 


ished the fishermen’s catch. The 
students found small family fishing 
businesses fighting to make ends 
meet as they traveled southeast of 
New Orleans to an old Spanish 
speaking village of Delacroix. 

Fisherman, James White Jr. of 
Hopedale, La, had been fishing 
with his family since he was eight 
years old. He said the oil com¬ 
panies use to dredge the bayou 
swamp that brought in more salt 
water and killed off the abundant 
fishing spots. 

The second half of their trip 
explored the much different region 
of the french speaking Cajuns 
across on the west side of the Mis¬ 
sissippi River.

Center and the Convention and 
Visitors Bureau. 

Under the formula, HRA taxes 
would first go toward their 
intended use, to pay off bonds 
issued in 1978 and 1979 to pay for 
the Civic Center’s construction. 
Then the taxes would be distri¬ 
buted as needed for the Civic 
Center and convention bureau. 

The council likely will discuss 
the agreement at its Feb. 7 meet¬ 
ing. 

Ransburg told the council there 
are many reasons why the center 
has a deficit of $304,000 through 
December, including $136,000 in 
red ink incurred by the Rivermen 
hockey team. 

Those include scheduling prob¬ 
lems, with Bradley playing fewer 
home games during December than 
in other seasons, some events such 
as a professional show not being 
scheduled as expected, and lower 
attendance - and therefore lower 
concession sales - than expected 
for the Rivermen. 

He said the Civic Center cannot 
break even by saving money, but 
must add to its staff in order to 
make money.

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Swimmers benefit from Florida training

Winter break didn’t prove to be 
much of a break for the members 
of the men’s and women’s swim 
teams. 


Six team members opted to 
give up their vacations to train and 
condition in the Swimmer’s Hall of 
Fame swimming pool in Ft. 


Lauderdale, Fla. 

Junior Jeff Dorey, who prac¬ 
ticed in Fla. felt the training he 
received from the coaches there 


was above average. 

"The coach from Northern 
Iowa was in charge of the sprint 
workouts and I think that was the 
area that I benefited from the 
most," Dorey said. "I feel that 
swimming in Florida was a good 
and beneficial break from swim¬ 
ming in the pool at Bradley." 

Dorey, who regained eligibility 
to swim with the Braves this 
semester, will provide added depth 
to the men’s team, particularly in 
the 200 I.M., 100 freestyle and the 
medley relay events. 

The men’s team competed 
against Western Illinois University 
and Chicago Circle on Jan. 13 and 
14, respectively. The Braves were 
unable to outscore either of the 
opposing teams, but a few indivi¬ 
dual team members turned in good 
performances at both meets. 

Sophomore Jeff James captured 
first place in the 50 freestyle event 
with a finishing time of 22:62. 
Teammate Jay Hines (sophomore) 
finished next to James, with a time 
of 23:44. Hines also finished first 
in the 100 freestyle event. 

Second place victories were 
recorded by the 400 meter medley 
relay team (senior Greg Auton, 
junior Sean Roy, James and 
Hines), the 400 meter freestyle 
relay (junior Greg Schafer and 
sophomores Chris Brennan, Andy 
Dean and Scott Nieman) and Roy 
captured second place in the 200 


meter butterfly. 

Against Chicago Circle, Bren¬ 
nan, Dean, Nieman and sopho¬ 
more Paul Duchild made up the 
400 meter freestyle relay team that 
captured the only Bradley first 
place finish. 

Bradley hosted Eastern Illinois 
University on Friday, Jan. 20. 
This was the first competition that 
all eight Lady Brave swimmers 
competed in since Dec. 3. Head 
swim coach Vem Eroh was 
pleased with the individual perfor¬ 
mances of all eight team members. 
The women’s team is still three 
members shy of being an official 
team and the shortage of swim¬ 
mers is the major factor to the 
team’s 0-3 season record. 

The men’s swim team was able 
to skim by the Eastern Illinois 
Panthers, 116-110. The Braves 
swam to first place victories in 
eight of the 13 events. 

"Many times were down in the 
sprint and distance events," Eroh 
said "I was very pleased with the 
overall performance and outcome 
of the men’s meet." 

Eroh is currently concentrating 
on recruiting both men and women 
swimmers and divers for next sea¬ 
son, something which hasn’t been 
done on a large scale by a Bradley 
swim coach in recent years. Eroh 
is looking at swimmers from Illi¬ 
nois, Wisconsin, Iowa, Indiana and 
the surrounding areas. 


Track’s out; Golfs in

Golf Coach Bo Ryan said a few months ago that 
he thought he would see a women’s golf team at Brad¬ 
ley before a women’s swim team. Well, he was 
wrong, but only by a few months. 

After instituting a women’s swim team last 
semester, Bradley has decided to advance its women’s 
athletics program one step further by creating a 
women s golf team which would begin competition as 
early as next fall. 

Ron Ferguson, athletics director, said no new 
funding will be available for the creation of a 
women’s golf team. 

"We haven’t officially dropped any sport, but 
basically golf is coming because of a re-shifting of 
funds from other sports, particularly track," said Fer¬ 
guson. He also said it is "feasible" that track will be 
dropped entirely in the future. A Bradley official said 
this coming spring season could be the last for both 
mens and womens track. The cross country program 
will remain, because of the lack of facilities needed 
for supporting such a team. 

Ryan has been delegated to put together the 
women’s golf program, at least until a coach could be 
hired. The word is out, Ryan said, and some interest 
has been shown but nothing is official yet. 

The first step for Ryan is to recruit interested 
golfers. Flyers were posted and word of mouth 
spread . 


Scholarships may be available for women golfers 
in the future, however, no word has been given yet. 
Ferguson said women’s golf would probably receive 
the same amount of money as the men’s team, an 
amount Ryan termed as "limited funding." 'They 
will be treated like the men’s team," Ryan said, 
They will have a fall and spring schedule. I would 
imagine that they would have a spring trip like the 
men. It is a legitimate inter-collegiate sport, not a 
club or anything like that. The University is serious 
about sponsoring it and we will get Gateway Confer¬ 
ence affiliation." 

No fall schedule has been formed, but Ryan said 
that is not uncommon, as most golf schedules are not 
made until late spring or even in the summer. Schools 
in the midwest have been notified of Bradley’s 
impending team and Ryan expects to receive invita¬ 
tions to tournaments. 

"I guess people would call this somewhat of an 
affluent school and I know there are girls that play 
golf. Whether they want to play collegiate golf is 
another question," said Ryan. 

"I hope we can find six or seven girls who can 
play golf. Girls that can shoot 80, 90 or even 100 
can probably qualify, but better’s better.’ 

Ryan said any interested women should contact 
him at the Sports Information Office.

The Bradley Hockey Team along with nearly 500 boisterous fans 
turned Owens Center on its ear Friday night as the Braves hammered 
UW Platteville 7-1. 

A month layoff didn’t hurt the Braves in the least. BU dominated the 
game from the opening faceoff and avenged an 8-3 loss to Platteville on 
Dec. 2. Senior goaltender Scott Davis got the win and played brilliantly, 
stopping close to 30 shots, including three breakaways. 

Davis said the fans played a role of their own. 'It was great to have 
all those people ♦here. Whenever you have that many fans it really gets 
you involved." Davis was very involved. In fact the only goal BU 
allowed was a centering pass that ricocheted in off a defender’s skate. 

Newly acquired defensemen Kevin Berry was outstanding in his 
debut with the Braves. His four-point night included a goal and three 
assists. Berry played previously at the University of Anchorage and 
brings with him a booming slapshot as well as great penalty killing skills. 

Doug Dylo and Bob Ayers each scored twice for the Braves, and 
left wing Dave Drake added a goal on a breakaway. Coach Griffith said 
he was extremely pleased with the enthusiasm of the players on Friday. 
"Friday we came out of the box so quick. We jumped all over them and 
things really opened up. There’s no doubt that the fans helped us win 
that game." The win pushed the Braves record to 3-5, heading into 
Sunday’s match with a very quick Purdue team. 

The Braves played a better game against Purdue than against Platte¬ 
ville, but couldn’t finish off their rushes. Bradley hit the goalpost three 
times in the game, and had a goal disallowed. Purdue’s only loss has 
come at the hands of Palmer, perhaps the league’s finest team. Bradley 
outshot Purdue by a 2-1 margin and applied constant pressure throughout 
the game. Berry and Mike Thomas both scored a goal apiece - the only 
scores for BU. Bradley played a better game but gave up three of the 
four goals on breakaways. Sam Martino tended the nets for the Braves 
and played exceptionally well. "No question we should have won the 
game," Griffith said. "We’re a much better team than our record [3-6] 
indicates." 

Griffith also praised the play of several players including John 
Guisella, Tom Ward and Davis. The Braves will play three games this 
weekend starting tonight at home against Wheaton College at 9:45. 
Saturday’s home game will be against Palmer and Sunday the Braves will 
travel to DePaul. 

In order to make the playoffs, the Braves can afford to lose only one 
more game. Griffith said he’s confident that BU will land a playoff spot.

After leaving, Stuckey looked 
at other schools, such as Purdue 
and Providence. But he decided to 
stay at home and play for Bradley. 
The Braves, who haven't had a 
native Peorian in the lineup for 
over a decade, will feature three 
next year. Stuckey joins 
Limestone’s Scott Behrends and 
Manual’s Tom Wilson. 

Stuckey began practicing with 
his new teammates last week. 
Barring any academic problems, 
the 6-fool-1 sophomore guard will 
fill nicely the hole left by Anthony 
Manuel’s graduation. 

"I’ve felt comfortable since the 
first day I got here. I just came 
right right in. They already knew 
— there were no big surprises,"

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Famous Five put Bradley basketball on the map

| Russ Perry of the Peoria Jour- 
al called them the "All Mighty 
: ive," Maurice Harling of the 
lioomington Pentagraph said, "In 
'huck Orsborn, Carl Schunk, Dar 
lutchins, Ted Panish, and Kenny 
Jlson, coach A.J. Robertson really 
as a dream team. " 

These five men, along with Les 
Jetz, were the six individuals that 
telped put Bradley basketball on 
he map. Over three seasons, 

936- 1939, these six individuals 
lade up Bradley’s "Famous Five," 
nickname given to them by Joe 
lession of the Peoria Star. 

In those three years, the Brad- 
ey Polytechnic Institute (or Brad- 
ey Tech, as they were called) 
ompiled a record of 52 wins, 
vhile suffering just nine defeats. 

In the first two years, Getz and 
^ish were the guards (Olson 
ook Getz’s place the final year, 
tfter Getz graduated), the late 
lutchins was the center and 
ichunk and Orsborn were the for¬ 
wards. Hall of Fame broadcaster 
ack Brickhouse, who was the 
Iraves broadcaster on WMBD 
adio said, "Carl Schunk was one 
)f the most accurate set shot men I 
lave ever seen and I’ve seen a 
ot." 

After a 15-4 record their first 
fear, the Braves’went 18-1 in the 

937- 38 regular season and were 
nvited to the first National Invita- 
ional Tournament (NIT), which 
was the first national college tour- 
lament ever. 

The first NIT year was a tough 
me for the Braves as they lost to 
Temple 53-40 and Temple went on 
to take the championship. Schunk 
aid, 'The first one (NIT) wasn’t 
oo good for us after playing Tem¬ 


ple and losing, but it was a thrill 
to go to New York and play in 
front of 18,000 people, it was 
really impressive." 

The next year the Braves and 
Coach Robertson started the season 
with the incentive of trying to get 
back to New York. They started 
off on a high note by winning five 
of their first six games, which 
included a 52-39 win over Oregon 
at the Peoria Armory (Bradley’s 
old home court). 

The last two home games were 
meaningful ones to the Braves. 
The first was against Millikin and 
the Braves won easily 64-27 in 
their third consecutive Illinois Col¬ 
lege Conference championship and 
27 consecutive win in the I.C.C. 

With that win, the Braves had a 
decision to make: either accept a 
bid to the second annual NIT or go 
play in the first NCAA tourna¬ 
ment. The Braves decided to 
return to New York, the Garden 
and a second NIT. 

The final game was an emo¬ 
tional one for the team as they 
played their last regular season 
game against New York Univer¬ 
sity. They beat New York that 
night 61-52, which gave the 
Famous Five 50 combined confer¬ 
ence victories in football, basket¬ 
ball with only one loss in baseball 
in their three years. 

So they headed back to New 
York with a great team and an 
incredible coach. In 26 seasons as 
the Braves’ coach, Robertson 
earned 312 victories, with 187 
defeats. 

Getz said, "A.J. was a great, 
great man and I have a special spot 
in my heart for him. What was so 
special about this team was that we 
really didn’t haye any stars, we 


played together and covered up 
one another’s mistakes. We played 
together and hard and did the best 
for each other and ’Robbie.’" 

In that ’39 NIT, the Braves 
again lost their first game to Long 
Island 36-32 in the semi-finals. 
The Braves did defeat St. John’s 
for third place, but were still 
disappointed. Orsborn said, "We 
were sorry we couldn’t win in ’39, 
but we did get third place, which 
wasn’t bad for a small polytechnic 
college from the Midwest." 

Ironically enough, the team that 
won the first NCAA tournament 
that same year was Oregon, the 
same team the Braves defeated by 


13 points earlier in the year. 

The era of the Famous Five 
had come to a close with that vic¬ 
tory over St. John’s and those 52 
wins in just three years. 

The memories still linger for 
the players as they reminisced this 
past week at their 50th year reun¬ 
ion. Olson said, "It’s a thrill that 
many of us are still here. Being 
part of the Bradley tradition and 
the great teams really means a 
lot." 

Schunk said, Today, it does 
mean a lot to us. Back then it 
didn’t mean as much; but now, 50 
years later, it really does." 


Each ’member of the Famous 
Five seemed impressed with the 
progress that the program had 
made and Schunk even wondered 
how his team might have done 
against the current teams. 
They’re a lot bigger and stronger 
than we were. We played with 
only four fouls and I really don’t 
know how we would have stood 
against them. Our biggest player 
was only six-foot-four," Schunk 
said. 

Olson added. The progress 
that the program has made is 
unbelievable. I don’t even think the

Against Loyola, the starting 
lineup for Bradley debuted a new 
face. Freshman Xanthus Houston 
earned the right to enter the Brave 
lineup as Bradley’s fifth man, and, 
after the fifth position was for¬ 
feited (once to Steve Bayless and 
once to Jay Schell), he continues 
to hold that position. 

The fifth spot was up for 
grabs," Albeck said.

Illegal pamphlet 
violates regulations

More than 100 copies of an 
illegally published and unapproved 
five-page pamphlet were circulated 
Monday on campus in various 
academic buildings. 

The pamphlet, according to the 
1988-89 student handbook, violates 
three rules and regulations on post¬ 
ing policies and student publica¬ 
tions. The publication, which 
defames the administration and 
blames them for censorship in the 
Scout , carried a posting stamp 
dated Dec. 6, 1988, but the stu¬ 
dent activities office did not stamp 
or approve the material. 

'The student activities office 
did not stamp them for approval 
and it is apparent the person or 
persons who created the pamphlet 
removed the approval stamp from 
another approved item and xeroxed 
it onto their publication/ Peggy 
Sassorossi, director of student 
activities, said. 

Materials to be posted must be 
registered with the Student Activi¬ 
ties Office prior to the circulation 
or posting of materials on campus, 
according to the handbook, and all 
materials must be approved by the 


Student Activities office prior to 
circulation or posting. 

"Clearly there is a violation of 
distribution rules, the person or 
group involved had unauthorized 
use of the SAO stamp," Greg Kil- 
loran, executive director of cocur- 
ricular development, said. "I cer¬ 
tainly don’t assume this to be the 
work or sentiment of a large group 
of people. Tm not convinced the 
majority of Bradley University 
think the Scout is censored." 

In addition to the stolen or 
xeroxed approval stamp, the pam¬ 
phlet uses the Bradley name in the 
top left hand corner on the front 
page. According to the handbook, 
any student medium bearing the 
name or seal of the University or 
sponsored by the University must 
have prior approval from the Com¬ 
munications Council. "Bradley" 
and the University logo are 
registered in the United States 
Patent and Trademark office. Any 
use of these service marks by stu¬ 
dents or any other party is strictly 
prohibited. 

"What makes registered student 
publications, like the Scout for

After a year of off-and-on nego¬ 
tiations between city officials and 
the Joseph Company, both are now 
poised to begin negotiating with 
property owners in the proposed 
Campustown Shopping Center. 

A timetable was agreed upon 
by both parties and presented to 
West Bluff area coalitions in a Jan. 
4 meeting at City Hall. 

Key developer obligations to be 
met by the Joseph Company in the 
timetable include: 

* financing commitments for the 
acquisition of the Nissan car 
dealership lot at 1114 W. Main 
St., and a signing commitment 
from 60 percent of the tenants 
including the anchor tenant by 
Feb. 13. 

* submission of preliminary plans 
by Feb. 15. 

* submission of final site plans by 
May 15. 

* submission of Construction plans 
by July 15. 


* begin construction by July 17, 
and must be substantially com¬ 
pleted by May 1, 1990. 

Key dates in the city’s acquisition 
timetable include: 

* obtaining title to all property and 
commencing eminent domain 
proceedings by March 1. If the 
title is obtained through eminent 
domain, then the city must convey 
the title in 15 days. 

* acquisition of the site by June 
30. 

* conveying the site by July 16. 

On Dec. 20, the City Council 
approved a bond to purchase pro¬ 
perty, which City Development 
Specialists Tom Brimberry said 
has been a hold up in the past. 

The city, by law, can not offer 
to purchase or offer to negotiate to 
purchase the property until we had 
the bond," he said. 

Brimberry added, 'There were 
certain tax benefits to purchase the 


bond in ’88 instead of ’89." 

While the Joseph Co. is nego¬ 
tiating to sign an anchor store, 
believed to be the Thompson Food 
Basket, city officials are informing 
the property owners about the 
status of the project. 

With the appraisals completed, 
"We’ve asked the home owners to 
bring in abstracts," Brimberry 
said. 

The projected $6 million shop¬ 
ping center will serve as a entrance 
to Bradley, the entrance will be on 
St. James connecting directly to 
the S-Curve, a couplet joining W. 
Main and N. Bourland. 

Bradley will tie in its entrance 
construction to the Campustown 
project at the same time to take 
advantage of the economies of a 
larger project. Cost of time 
entrance is estimated at $300,000.

Crash puts BU student in critical condition

Four students were injured last 
Wednesday night on their way 
back to Bradley from a road trip. 

Erin Sullivan, Michael Carlson, 
Katherine Adlfinger and Elizabeth 
Houlihan were returning from Chi¬ 
cago, sources said. The group was 
heading south on 1-55 in the Pon¬ 
tiac area, said a Pontiac State Pol¬ 
ice official. The official said at 
approximately 10 p.m., Sullivan 
lost control on an icy overpass 


about a mile south of Rte. 116. A 
semi-truck ran into the side of her 
car causing the car to run into the 
median. 

The students were rushed to St. 
James Hospital in Pontiac. Sullivan 
and Adlfinger of 1307 W. Bradley, 
have been treated and released 
according to an official at St. 
James. Carlson of 1317 W. St. 
James, is in serious condition at 
St. Joseph Hospital in Blooming¬ 
ton. His condition was originally 
stated as critical. 

Houlihan of 1307 W. Bradley, 


is in critical condition and is being 
transferred to St. Francis Medical 
Center. St. Francis would not 
release any further information on 
her status. 

Sources said the students went 
up to Chicago to pick up a dress 
for an upcoming formal. 

Peggy Sassorossi, director of 
student services, said, The gen¬ 
eral campus reaction appears to be 
very shaken. The shock has been 
felt on campus." 

At the time of printing, condi¬ 
tions were still changing. 


Labor Day issue unofficially resolved

The Labor Day issue came up 
once again during last Tuesday’s 
Curriculum and Regulations meet¬ 
ing and may be resolved during 
the next University Senate meet¬ 
ing. 

All-School President Mike Spi- 
talli said the issue was brought up 
again at the curriculum and Regu¬ 
lations meeting and Dr. Kalman 
Goldberg, provost and vice 
president for academic affairs and 
chairman of the Committee sug¬ 
gested that it was causing too 
much conflict with other areas of 
campus. 

A recommendation came from 
the Committee to have the Fourth 
of July and Memorial Day off, and 
accommodate the summer 
academic schedule, but to continue 
to hold classes on Labor Day. 

The Labor Day issue originated 
last spring when the faculty and 
students desired to have Labor 
Day, the Fourth of July and 
Memorial Day off. 

A Sub-Committee of curricu¬ 
lum and Regulations set out to 


research the issue and come up 
with a proposal. 

The Sub-committee came back 
with a proposal on April 20, which 
stated that classes would start on 
the Monday after move-in-day, 
instead of that Wednesday, thus 
having Labor Day off and keeping 
in accordance of the academic 
calendar. 

Student Senate was in favor of 
having classes cancelled for the 
federal holiday, but disagreed with 
the conditions involved. 

Last fall, the Executive Board 
of the Student Senate, in conjunc¬ 
tion with Dr. Alan Gaisky, associ¬ 
ate provost for student affairs, 
came up with an alternative propo¬ 
sal which said faculty and students 
would have Labor Day off and the 
academic calendar would be 
pushed back one day, making 
study day for finals week on 
Thursday instead of Wednesday. 

Student Senate’s proposal was 
unanimously rejected by the Sub- 
Committee. 

Goldberg said he feels the 
committee’s new recommendation 


is a good one and hopes the 
University Senate will feel the 
same way. 

The decision will be made at 
the University Senate’s next meet¬ 
ing on February 16. 

If approved, the proposal would 
become reality in 1991, where it 
will appear on the academic calen¬ 
dar. 

Tm real happy with the out¬ 
come," Spitalli said. "We were 
able to get the students’ voice 
heard and we got our point 
across." 

Regardless of the University 
Senate’s decision, an Ad Hoc 
Committee will be created to con¬ 
tinue to review the beginning of 
the academic calendar to see if 
there is some way for the entire 
University to have Labor Day off. 

"I haven’t met any students who' 
are unhappy with the decision," 
Spitalli said. "We’re not starting 
classes the day after move-in day 
and our Fall Break will stay intact. 
We’ll just have to wait and see 
what happens with the Ad Hoc 
Committee."

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Library construction isn’t exactly "booking

After putting in the last floor of 
the three-story library addition last 
Friday, construction could be lag¬ 
ging eight to 10 weeks behind 
schedule. 

They tell me they are going to 
be able to make it up in the sum¬ 
mer, but Fm not so sure/ Ron 
Doerzaph, facilities planning 
administrator, said. 

The $4.45 million expansion is 
scheduled to be completed in Janu¬ 
ary of 1990. 

Construction has been slowed, 
but not due to the weather, Casey 
Furlong, facilities planning assis¬ 
tant said. The winter hasn’t hin¬ 
dered this project much at all/ 
However, he said, the aftereffects 
of Caterpillar’s strike may have 
been a factor. 

"I do know that there was a 
labor shortage. When Caterpillar 
bottomed out, there was no more 


labor. * 

While the upper level concrete 
floors are drying, Angela Barrett, 
of facilities planning, said con¬ 
struction workers will head back to 
the basement, working their way 
up. 

After installing duct work on 
the ground floor’s ceiling for venti¬ 
lation and air-conditioning, Barrett 
said the next step for workers will 
be to install temporary outer walls 
on the upper levels, to completely 
seal the building. Construction 
workers will then be able to work 
by space heaters. 

"Once the library is completely 
sealed, the work inside will go a 
lot faster, * Barrett said. 

Doubling its present size 
(57,722 square-feet) library 
officials are anticipating to add 
approximately 600,000 volumes of 
books. 


In addition to the added 
volumes, 500 seats and work areas 
will be added in an attempt to 
disperse the crowding and lower 
the noise level. 


In an effort to make the library 
more accessible to Bradley stu¬ 
dents, all entrances (except for 
emergency exits on Bradley Ave¬ 
nue) will be located in the Quad 


area. Furlong said this too will 
reduce crowding by stopping stu¬ 
dents from cutting through the 
library from Bradley Avenue.

The outlook for fall admissions 
is all uphill, at the moment. 

As of Jan. 23, Bradley received 
2,666 freshmen applications for 
next semester. This is a 19 percent 
increase from the 2,236 received 
last year at the same time. 
Transfers also went up 38 percent 
from 138 to 190, based on the 
same time frame. 

Dr. Alan Gaisky, associate pro¬ 
vost for student affairs, said while 
these figures are positive for the 
University, they can only be used 
as a guide at the moment. The 
number of applications continue to 
change every week. ''Anything can 
happen in the next four months. * 

Gaisky said it’s too early to 
make definite assumptions from the 
data. "But I think we’ll be way 
ahead in applications." 


The "significant season" for 
applications is in its final three 
weeks, and the number received 
each week is beginning to decline. 
Final counts will not be available 
until then. 

Out-of-state applications 

increased about 17 percent to 898, 
as of last week. A year ago, 766 
were received at this time. Gaisky 
said this change means that Brad¬ 
ley is continuing to attract a wide 
range of students throughout the 
United States. 

The East Coast and the 
Midwest region are climbing very 
quickly. The foreign market 
remains at a steady rate. 

January ended with 538 depo¬ 
sits compared to last year’s 397. 
So far, only one applicant has 
declined admission. 

Gaisky said this information 


can only be used as a monitor. 
The last week of March to the 
middle of May is when deposits 
begin to pour in. At that time, 
these figures will have more sub¬ 
stance to them. 

When asked if there will be a 
housing problem in the fall, Gai¬ 
sky said, "We will never take 
more students than we can ade¬ 
quately house and educate." 

He said in the upcoming 
months, the University will be 
looking over tuition, housing and 
financial aid in order to meet the 
students’ needs. "It is important 
that the University continues their 
standards of a personalized educa¬ 
tion. " 

Only time will tell just how 
competitive Bradley will remain in 
1989.

America’s resources are rich 
and abundant.

Four hundred French marines 
are sent to America to install a 
puppet of power from the French 
government. They’re eventually 
forced out, but not before they 
train and arm a National Guard 
with Benedict Arnold as their 
leader. 

Arnold declares personal own¬ 
ership of all of America’s 
resources and rules with the iron 
grip of his French-trained National 
Guard. 

The newly united colonies have 
many voices of freedom, voices 
that are quickly squelched. 

Benjamin Franklin is beaten to 
death for speaking out against the 
Arnold dictatorship. 

George Washington is assas¬ 
sinated for trying to form a politi¬ 
cal party. 


Thomas Jefferson, Aaron Burr 
and Alexander Hamilton are shot 
to death by the National Guard 
while protesting the atrocities of 
the Arnold regime — they were all 
unarmed. 

The Arnolds are forced from 
power four decades after their 
reign began by organized populist 
forces. The National Guard loots 
the American treasury and heads 
for France. America is left with an 
enormous foreign debt and a 
devastated economy. 

How would you feel if this hap¬ 
pened to America? Think about it. 
How would you feel? 

Fortunately this never happened 
to the United States, but the facts I 
have stated are indeed true. I 
changed the names and dates to 
make an analogy. 

The country that has been dom¬ 
inated and oppressed is Nicaragua. 
The country that has been support¬ 
ing this brutality is the United 
States. 

What emotions were aroused 
when I spoke of our nation being 
dominated by another? Now you 
know how the Nicaraguans feel. 

In 1856, American mercenary 
William Walker marched into 
Nicaragua and proclaimed himself 
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president. He was immediately 
recognized by the U.S. Eventually, 
he was overthrown by populist 
forces. 

In 1909, the U.S. sent 400 
marines to install a puppet govern¬ 
ment in Nicaragua. They were 
eventually forced to leave, but not 
before training and arming a 
National Guard with Antonio 
Somoza as its leader. 

Somoza took personal owner¬ 
ship of all of Nicaragua’s natural 
resources. He executed those who 
opposed him, he violently 
oppressed his countrymen and he 
ordered his troops to shoot and kill 
unarmed peasants who were peace¬ 
fully demonstrating against him. 
All of these activities were sup¬ 
ported by the U.S. 

Somoza was overthrown in 
1979. The National Guard looted 
the Nicaraguan National Treasury 
and fled the country. The Sandinis- 
tas came to power in 1980 and 
were praised by the World Health 
Care organization for their efforts 
to improve Nicaragua’s health care 
and literacy rate. 

The U.S. government refused 
to aid the new government in 
Nicaragua, so the Nicaraguans had 
to seek aid elsewhere — what 
choice did they have? 
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Desperately in need of funds, 
the Nicaraguans turned to the 
Soviet Union for aid. 

Because of this, a few paranoid 
individuals in the Reagan adminis¬ 
tration decided to re-arm remnants 
of Somoza’s brutal National Guard, 
re-name them the "contras" and 
turn them loose against this newly 
formed republic. 

Before the contras invaded 
Nicaraguans had freedom of 
speech, freedom of press and free¬ 
dom of assembly. They lost these 
rights in a state of emergency 
caused by the U.S. supported inva¬ 
sion. 

The Nicaraguans have been 
doing all they can to stop this 
offensive invasion — viewed by 
them as another attempt by the 
U.S. to install a puppet dictator¬ 
ship in their country. 

Nicaragua isn’t a "domino" that 
"fell" to the Soviets. It’s a country 
trying to shake the grip of U.S. 
dominance and oppression. 

It’s time we stopped abusing 
our status as a superpower. 

It’s time we stopped wasting 
our resources by trying to push 
other nations around. 

In 1776, America was founded 
upon the principles of democracy, 
sovereignty and freedom. It’s time 
we started following these princi¬ 
ples. 
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Spitalli shares 

student concerns

All-school President Mike Spi¬ 
talli had his final meeting with the 
Board of Trustees, Friday, Jan. 
27. 

One of Spitalli’s responsibilities 
is to report to the Board of 
Trustees on the state of the stu¬ 
dents. His report covered four 
main topics: student organizations, 
student concerns, renovations, and 
what activities the Student Senate 
is presently involved in. 

When discussing the organiza¬ 
tions on campus, he elected to 
speak of those that have accom¬ 
plished the most since the last 
meeting. Benjamin Hook, Julius 
Irving and the National Theatre for 
the Deaf were among the programs 
that he selected to speak on. The 
annual Alpha Phi Omega blood 
drive versus I.S.U. was discussed. 
The resignations that have 
occurred with in the ARH organi¬ 
zation were a key concern of Spi¬ 
talli. He hopes that by recognizing 
the problem, the student activities 
office will be able to eliminate the 
problem. He also mentioned the 
Students Against Drunk Driving 
(S.A.D.D.) chapter that is being 
formed at Bradley. 

Spitalli said he is very con¬ 
cerned with the issue of the Brad¬ 
ley basketball team, and its place 
in Peoria. He said he fears the 
team is being taken away from the 
students, and all the attention is 
being focused on the city of 
Peoria. 

'The new Bradley team jackets 
have the Peoria skyline, rather 
than the Bradley logo," said Spi¬ 
talli. Spitalli said he questions the 
reason for this. Spitalli brought up 


the fact that when the team comps 
onto the court, the announcer says, 
"Peoria, here are your Bradley 
Braves." 

The board also discussed the 
present dilemma over the Labor 
Day issue. It was decided that 
there would be classes on Labor 
Day, but class would not be in ses¬ 
sion on Memorial Day and the 
Fourth of July. 

The Illinois Board of Higher 
Education Student Advisory Com¬ 
mittee has a member from Bradley 
University on its committee. Mike 
Friederich represents every private 
school student in the entire state. 

The senate is also working with 
the idea of an escort service. Spi¬ 
talli has taken over the chairman¬ 
ship of this committee, and it will 
be resolved in about four weeks. 
The senate will also arrange a 
training program for its new 
officers and committee chairman so 
they will have a more definite set 
of guidelines to follow in the fall. 
During the meeting, the falling 
sales of basketball tickets was 
mentioned. Spitalli said this is due 
to night classes, and a lack of pub¬ 
licity. 

When Spitalli was campaigning 
for the office of president, he had 
certain goals in mind. 

"I wanted to increase the stu¬ 
dent voice," Spitalli said. He 
finally feels as if he has accom¬ 
plished this goal. The student 
affairs committee of the Board of 
Trustees has asked student govern¬ 
ment to help set the agenda. The 
board is asking for direct student 
input which is something that they 
have never done before. He 
believes this is a great step.

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Bradley rallying support to beat ISU in blood drive

Bradley is participating in the 
second annual Blood Drive Chal¬ 
lenge versus Illinois State Univer¬ 
sity from 12 to 6 p.m. Wednesday, 
Feb. 8 and Thursday, Feb. 9 at the 
Field House. 

Sponsored by co-ed service fra¬ 
ternity Alpha Phi Omega, with 
help from Delta Upsilon fraternity. 
Pizza World, WWCT and the 
American Red Cross, the blood 
drive is an attempt to make Brad¬ 
ley students aware of the impor-. 
tance of giving blood, and to give 
them a convenient opportunity to 
do so. 

Rene Allen of the American 
Red Cross said they hope to collect 
at least 350 pints a day through 
their Bloodmobile. The Peoria 
Chapter of the Red Cross is 
responsible for the blood supply of 
36 counties, which includes 45 
hospitals. 


Since this is a competition 
between Bradley and ISU, there 
will be an award given to which¬ 
ever school has the most donors 
towards their quota, has done the 
best job organizing and publicizing 
their events, and has the best 
atmosphere in the donors* center, 
Allen said. A traveling plaque will 
be awarded to the winning school 
at the BU vs. ISU basketball game 
on Feb. 20. Last year, ISU won 
by six units of blood. 

The act of giving blood is a 
four-part process and takes an 
average of 45 minutes. First, the 
donor is given medical forms to 
fill out to insure that his history 
makes him eligible to give blood. 
For example, a potential donor 
must be at least 110 pounds and 
must not be on certain antibiotics. 

Next, the nurse pricks the 
donor’s finger to get a sample to 


determine if the donor has enough 
iron and other components in his 
blood. Later, a test will be given 
to make sure the donor’s blood 
does not carry the AIDS virus. 

Then the donor does his job: 
filling a pint bag with his much- 
needed blood. It takes from five to 
10 minutes to actually draw the 
blood from him. 

Lastly comes the recuperation 
time: at least 15 minutes in which 
he drinks at least one glass of 
water and feasts on pizza donated 
from Pizza World. 

This process isn’t as compli¬ 
cated or as painful as people think, 
according to Alpha Phi Omega 
Service Vice-President Tony 
Inserro. "Eat before you come in 
(to prevent fainting), don’t lift any¬ 
thing heavy and take it easy for the 
rest of the day. It only takes 24 
hours for your body to replenish 


the pint of blood," Inserro said. 

Inserro also said an average 
individual has between 10 and 12 
pints in his body, and must wait at 
least 56 days until his next dona¬ 
tion. Alpha Phi Omega has 
arranged for presentations to be 
given to any campus group or 
organization that would like to 
know more about donating blood 
and what it entails. 

"The most common opposition 
people have is that they are afraid 
of needles. We also hear people 
say that nobody ever asked them to 
donate. That is what we are doing 
right now," Inserro said. 

Allen said the Red Cross would 
like to make a special request that 
black students donate. Allen said 
this is especially important now 
because there is a young boy in 
Peoria who has Sickle Cell 
Anemia, and must receive blood 


transfusions every month. Th^ 
disease requires a matched transfu¬ 
sion, something that one in 100 
black people may have, as opposed 
to a one in 1,000 chance with 
white people. 

Doris Bogner, R.N., the nurse 
coordinator at the Specialty Clinics 
of St. Francis, said Sickle Cell 
Anemia is an inherited blood 
disease which attacks mainly black 
and Hispanic people and causes 
periods of pain, damage to vital 
organs, and for some, death in 
childhood or early adulthood. It 
affects each person differently, and 
some may go through stages of j 
normal health if they get regular 
transfusions.

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Easterhouse- don’t wait for this Redbird 

Record review

I thought, quite honestly, that 
Easterhouse was dead. The last I 
heard from the band was the 
'Contenders' LP from 1986, an 
excellent illustration of discontent 
and revolution carried on the 
shoulders of stinging guitar rock. 
'Contenders' was a truly inspira¬ 
tional record. 

So I was surprised to see a new 
release from the band, 'Waiting 
for the Redbird.' Unfortunately, 
this album doesn’t come close to 
measuring up to the band’s previ¬ 
ous accomplishments. One of the 
sad things about reviewing records 
is that I quite frequently find 
myself having to face the 
'mellowing-with-age" syndrome. 
Some bands need to calm down, 


but Easterhouse was never one of 
those. Their strength lies in their 
raw energy. The band has slowed 
and softened considerably since 
'Contenders.' The key 
ingredients to Easterhouse’s 
characteristic raw energy were 
sharp, uncontrollable guitars and 
the pull-no-punches philosophy 
inherent in Andy Perry’s lyrics. 
Despite the plentiful attributions to 
lead guitars on the record sleeve, 
the instrument plays only a minor 
role in any of the songs, providing 
a weak undercurrent to drab, tired 
and pointless synth tracks. 

Perry’s lyrics, on the other 
hand, still reflect his socialist lean¬ 
ings, but they’re no longer as 
heartfelt as they once were. 'Con¬ 
tenders ' was something of a 
manifesto for the late-1980’s left- 
wing, angered by the betrayal of 
opportunist establishment politi¬ 


cians and leaders. "Waiting for the 
Redbird," though, is a collection 
of watered-down protest songs. It’s 
almost as if Perry has run out of 
ideas and so has begun filling up 
space with ambiguous cliches. 

The title track is lyrically 
nihilistic, but musically impotent. 
In fact, musical impotence could 
be used to describe much of this 
album. Aimless keyboard 
sequences deprive the songs of any 
power they might have mustered 
had they been built on the tradi¬ 
tional Easterhouse foundation of 
bass, guitar and drums. On this 
album, the synths have the effect 
of deadening and homogenizing the 
sound. There is no raw edge to 
this record. 

'Stay With Me (Death on the 
Dole)' sounds like a Springsteen 
song -- from the most decidedly 
anti-Springsteen band to ever cut

Arts test finds new location at Itoo

Bloody is going to have to 
bleed somewhere else, the 
Daffodils will have to reroot and 
Smoldering Remains will have to 
bum in a different part of Peoria. 

The Peoria Music and Arts Fest 
scheduled for 6 p.m. has changed 
location from the Garrett Center to 
the Itoo Society Hall at 4909 W. 
Farmington Road. This occurred 
as a result of communication prob¬ 
lems between Dr. Paul Kasambira, 
director of minority student ser¬ 
vices and in charge of program 
booking for the Garrett Center, 
and sponsors of the program, the 
Progressive Student Alliance and 
the Rag Newspaper. 

"Dr. Kasambira agreed to the 
initial program, but as more 
groups got added and the question 
of security and noise factors came 
into play, I don’t think he was 
informed about the entire show," 
Greg Killoran, executive director 
of co-curricular development, said. 
Killoran also was concerned with 
the size of the Garrett Center 
because 'we had heard that people 
were coming from Illinois State 
University and from University of 
Illinois and Fm not sure the Gar¬ 


rett Center could have held that 
many people.' 

'At the early stages of plan¬ 
ning, Dr. Kasambira agreed. But 
as more things got added, Bradley 
became concerned that the Garrett 
Center might be too small for the 
size of the crowd we anticipate,' 
Greg Chapman, president of PSA 
said. 

Tim Beeney, co-founder of the 
Rag newspaper, said the price of 
the show will be raised from $3 to 
$4 to cover the costs of paying for 
the hall. Beeney said he is con¬ 
cerned not as many students will 
attend the event because it is off- 
campus, but he is confident that 
people who are interested will find 
a way out to the Itoo Hall. 

"I want to get some excitement 
going," Beeney said. Beeney said 
he hopes to try to get another con¬ 
cert like this together so it can be 
held on the Bradley campus. "The 
problems that caused us not to 
hold it on campus were not major 
but there were concerns, and we 
wanted this to go off perfect," 
Beeney said. "We’ve gotten every 
indication that Bradley would like 
to try this again, either in the Field 
House or in the new Student 
Center.' 


The* fest will feature four 
bands: the Daffodils, Bu Khara Bu, 
Smoldering Remains and Bloody 
Mess and the Scabs. The host will 
be poet Marcellus Leonard from 
Bloomington-Normal and other 
poets from the Rag will be 
featured. 

Beeney said the Daffodils play 
'message'-type of songs and will 
provide the acoustic part of the 
show. The Daffodils started play¬ 
ing original music on Peoria street 
comers and have recently bloomed 
into a four-piece band. Beeney said 
all the bands are from the Peoria 
area and play original music. 

Chapman, along with Saji Tho¬ 
mas and WEEK-TV’S Gary Moore, 
form the local band Bu Khara Bu. 
The band has been together almost 
a year and plays 'totally original 
music." "I really think people 
need original music in this day and 
age. We enjoy playing music with 
a message. Gary brings a lot of 
black-oriented ’getting back to the 
African roots’ poetry along with 
music,' Chapman said. 

Smoldering Remains is a three- 
man hard core band from Peoria 
and will precede Bloody Mess and 
the Scabs, who will be going into

the sleeves off a jean jacket. 

Tve nothing against positive 
thinking, but the notion is 
expressed so passively in "Come 
Out Fighting' that the song falls 
flat on its face. It struck me as the 
kind of song one might find on the 
soundtrack to a Rocky sequel (or a 
movie about arm wrestling truck¬ 
ers) and hear people playing in 
aerobics classes or weightlifting 
gyms. 

A few spare anti-imperialist 
passages are all that save 'Amer¬ 
ica ' from being mistaken for a 
commercial for Coors or some 
other ultra- 'patriotic' beer. And 
while I harbor not ill will towards 
’ol Blue Eyes, Easterhouse just 
doesn’t manage to pull off "This 
Country," which sounds to me like 
a lurking Sinatra tune. 

I suppose the problem is that 
Andy Perry remains the only origi¬ 


nal member of the band. The gui¬ 
tars of Ivor Perry and Mike Mur¬ 
ray have been replaced by the 
painfully tame guitars of Taylor, 
Sabin, Raider and Lovell. Maybe 
it seemed like a good idea at the 
time, but 'Socialists on Synths' 
just doesn’t seem to be a workable 
concept. "Waiting for the Red¬ 
bird ' smells remarkably like a 
sell-out - either that, or Perry’s 
cynicism has gotten the best of 
him. Whichever way, the result is 
a disaster. I think my best bet 
would be to go exchange this for 
the new Replacemenfs album and 
hope to God Tm not disappointed 
again.

example, different from this pam¬ 
phlet is that the Scout is ruled by 
the policies of Communications 
Council," Sassorossi said. 

'Tve been here for quite a 
while and this is the first time this 
type of forgery has been commit¬ 
ted. It is very obvious and clear 
that regulations were broken and 
official sanctions would be given to 
the guilty," Edward King execu¬ 
tive director of housing, residential 
life and student judicial system, 
said. 

"As far as I’m concerned, this 
would be an internal disciplinary 
action. It is a University matter 
that would be dealt with at the 
University level," David Baer, 
director of security, said. 

If the person or persons who 
created the pamphlet are caught, 
King said they would be given the 
choice of being referred to his 
office for a private hearing or the 
case would be brought to the arbi¬ 
tration board. 

'There are no clues or indica¬ 
tions to who might have done this, 
but if information surfaces we will 
pursue it," Killoran said. 

The pamphlet was first 
discovered in Olin 181 at 7:15 
a m. on Monday by an instructor. 


The pamphlets were spread 
throughout the classroom and 
placed on the chairs. "A check of 
organizations booked for the facil¬ 
ity show no record of any organi¬ 
zation being in the room from 10 
p.m. Saturday until Monday morn¬ 
ing," Sassorossi said. "Whoever 
was in the room entered it without 
any prior permission." 

Both Killoran and Sassorossi 
believe students who have an opin¬ 
ion about the administration and 
censorship should talk directly to 
administrators and not take illegal 
procedures. 

"If there were people who 
believe the Scout is censored, I 
would think they would talk to the 
administration," Killoran said. 

'There are much more direct 
and personal avenues to express 
concern. Tm concerned because 
the pamphlet mentions a specific 
student organization and how it 
doesn’t meet their expectations. To 
my knowledge, the people who 
created the pamphlet hasn’t con¬ 
tacted the Scout or joined the staff 
to try to make the changes they are 
writing about," Sassorossi said. 
"Contacting the organizations 
directly would be the first step that 
I would like to see."

the DePaul game there was none 
of the above. WHY? It is a combi¬ 
nation of things, the least of which 
is the students. Contrary to popu¬ 
lar belief, the student body can and 
will support a college basketball 
team, the key word there is 'col¬ 
lege, ' because I do not believe we 
have a college team. Let’s see what 
we do have here in Peoria. To the 
best of my knowledge, the ticket 
plan works like this. Students can 
purchase season tickets in the 
lower bowl behind one basket for 
$40, which is a 400% increase 
over last year’s price. Any lower 
bowl tickets not sold to students 
are then open to the public. Stu¬ 
dents can purchase upper bowl, 
single game tickets behind one 
basket for the same price as last 
year, but without the same seat 
throughout the year. 

Any tickets not sold within 24 
hours of the game are then open to 
the public. For those students who 
were not here for the 'Year of the 
Hawk' last season, season tickets 
were $10 and seats were awarded 
to groups in a lottery system start¬ 
ing behind one basket in the lower 
bowl and working their way up. 
Why the change, you ask? Accord¬ 
ing to the administration, these 
changes were implemented because 
students were not attending the 
games and those empty seats could 
be sold to the public for an 
increase in revenue. The rise in 
student season ticket price was to 


discourage students from buying 

tickets and not going to the games. 
Assuming the reasons I stated for 
the changes are correct, then it 
would appear to me that the prior¬ 
ity for home basketball games lies 
in making money. 

If this conclusion is not correct, 
then what explanation is there for 
the change in ticket policy? What 
explanation is there for the move 
from the Field House to Carver 
Arena? Since when is making 
money the most important factor in 
college basketball? Since when is 
money more important than the 
student body? Students pay nearly 
$12,000 a year to attend Bradley, 
so why are we getting the shaft 
when it comes to tickets? The cost 
of going to college includes more 
that the right to attend class. It 
should offer as complete of an 
experience as possible, basketball 
included. 

I believe we should look to one 
of the best academic and athletic 
programs in the nation for an 
example of how things should be. 
Duke University is reputed as the 
worst place for a visiting team to 
have to play in the country. They 
have a real home court advantage. 
The student section is the lower 
bowl along the length of the court 
on both sides. The adults are 
seated behind both baskets and in 
the upper bowl. Oh, did I forget to 
mention that the price for these 
lower bowl, court side seats is 
free! That’s right, at Duke Univer¬ 
sity, the seats are free and are 
given on a first come first serve 
basis for each game. Now what 
leads anyone to believe that Brad¬ 
ley could run things better than 
Duke? 

So now what? I firmly believe 
that the basketball team is not 
Bradley’s. I think if the seating 
policy is not changed that the name 
of the basketball team be changed 
to the Peoria Braves. I know it 
will never happen, but it makes 
my point. There is no college 
basketball in Peoria, and there 
never will be until students once 
again become the most important 
part of the home games.

La Gondola 

• It appears the city’s efforts to 
purchase a restaurant and office to 
make way for the expansion of 
University Street from the Inter¬ 
state 74 overpass to Main may 
again be headed to court. 

The City Council on Tuesday, 
through consensus rather than a 
formal vote, told the administra¬ 
tion to proceed however it had to, 
including resuming eminent 
domain proceedings, to get the 
property owned by Dick LaHood. 

That came despite pleas from 
LaHood and his attorney, Carl 
Reardon, for more time to nego¬ 
tiate after they receive their own 
appraisal of the property at 929 N. 
University. 

The city has been trying for 
more than a year to purchase 
LaHood’s property, which is a 
LaGondola restaurant as well as 
his business office for the chain, so 
it can proceed with the widening 
of University - itself a controver¬ 
sial subject last year. 

LaHood, however, has balked 
at city offers he contends are far 
below what it would cost him to 
relocate the restaurant and offices 
in the same area. The city’s latest 
offer was for $125,000. 

The city last year filed an 
eminent domain suit against 
LaHood, but then in December 
announced it would drop the suit 
and continue negotiations so it can 
try to get the street widening 
started. 

Boycott 

• John Gwynn, president of the 
local chapter of the National Asso¬ 
ciation for the Advancement of 
Colored People, will not attend a 


community leaders’ meeting Thurs¬ 
day called by Thomas K. Thomas, 
president of Illinois Central Col¬ 
lege. 

Thomas, whose selection as 
president of ICC last fall left many 
blacks embittered because they felt 
a black candidate was more 
qualified, last week called for a 
meeting with leaders of the black 
community in an effort to be more 
responsive to their concerns. 

Gywnn said the decision was a 
unanimous one of the local 
NAACP’s education committee, 
and that such a meeting is unneces¬ 
sary. He cited past discussion with 
ICC concerning recruiting minority 
employees as part of ICC’s Equal 
Employment Opportunity and 
affirmative action programs. He 
said that only one of those recom¬ 
mendations, hiring as director of 
affirmative action, has been accom¬ 
plished. 

He also said that the NAACP 
has other objections, including 
what he termed the 'public rela¬ 
tions advantage ' of a private meet¬ 
ing with black leaders. He feels 
such a meeting would give the 
erroneous implication that there 
are black problems, and objects to 
that. 

Instead, he asked for new 
minority hirings, promotions and 
leaders in the ICC system.

An early hang up in the 
development of the project was a 
solution for financing the shopping 
center. The original agreement, 
authorized by city council 
members on Feb. 19, 1988, was to 
implement Tax Increment Financ¬ 
ing revenue bonds, a type of 
redevelopment financing. 

The TIF revenue bonds are 
dependent on the tax increment 
generated by the project to retire 
the bonds. TIF bonds, however, 
are generally viewed as being 
more risky as opposed to general 
obligation bonds supported by pro¬ 
perty taxes. 

Since the February authoriza¬ 
tion, major changes in the agree¬ 
ment have occurred: 1) a provision 
has been added that requires leas¬ 
ing to sales tax generating units; 2) 
the completion date has been 
pushed back from March 1, 1990 
to July 1, 1990; 3) assurances for 
completion of the project include a 
tax deposit and provisions for The 
Joseph Company to pay liquidated 
damages up to the year 2007 if the 
project is not timely completed. 

Other added provisions state the 
Joseph Co. will reimburse the city 
for reasonable costs associated 
with the bond issuance if the 
Joseph Co. fails to meet the esta¬ 
blished timetable dates. The city 
will reimburse the Joseph Co. for 
costs of acquiring construction 
financing if the City fails to deliver 
the site.

Bradley lists its primary sports as Basketball, Baseball, Soccer, 
Golf, Cross-Country and Tennis for men, and for women: Basketball, 
Softball, Volleyball, Tennis, Cross-Country and Golf, which will be in 
its first season in the fall. 

"Yes, track is popular and it does attract a lot of paying students, 
there’s some interest in it. But, we really don’t have the facilities and we 
said the most important thing here would be cost. So we spend a million 
dollars and have the best track program in the country. You begin with, 
Well, what did this do for us?*" said Kalmer. 

"We start thinking we got to get the biggest bang for our buck, you 
could ask that about any sport. Basketball? If we get the best basketball 
team in the country, what does it do for us? It puts us on TV, it puts us 
in Sports Illustrated." 

"How about tennis? It probably doesn’t do as much there, but you 
can get the job done cheap. So, to do what we wanted to do in track 
would cost a lot of money. Cost was the biggest detraction. Cost prob¬ 
ably killed track." 

The University still has not officially dropped track, though, and 
President Martin Abegg said an official word probably will not come 
until later in the semester. 

'The program will be dropped, unless the recommendation is not 
recommended to be implemented by the Strategic Planning Group. That 
group is still in deliberation, and until they finish their review and put out 
a report, we still have a track program," Abegg said. 

It is probably just a matter of time, then, before the doors close on 
the track program. But, as they say, "You’ve got to take one for the 
team." The termination of the single track player is just one step in 
building up a strong Bradley athletics team.

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Track’s time running out

In an effort to upgrade the quality of its athletic department, Bradley 
University has undergone a review of existing programs to decide which 
areas are lacking in quality. 

Based on findings in a 30-page report that sits in Assistant Athletic 
Director Dewey Kalmer’s desk, it has been recommended that certain 
programs be discontinued in order to preserve a high standard of quality. 

"Strategic Planning is a report that every department in the Univer¬ 
sity is putting together and it really is something that says T Where are you 
now, where do you want to be down the road, and what do you need to 
get there?’" Kalmer said. 

Programs under the microscope are track and swimming. 

While no official word has been handed down from the Strategic 
Planning Group, word from inside the athletic department said that track 
will be dropped after this semester, and swimming after next fall. 

Kalmer said there was not one particular reason that led to track’s 
demise, but rather a low total rating in the athletic department’s review. 

The review consisted of seven areas weighted in order of impor¬ 
tance: (10) cost, (9) facilities, (8) ability to win, (7) emphasis in confer¬ 
ence, (6) popularity, (5) paying athletes attracted, (4) ease of scheduling. 

Division I schools without football need to field six men’s teams and 
six women’s. Bradley currently sports nine men’s programs and seven 
women’s, with swimming being considered only a men’s team (the 
women’s team is not sanctioned by the University). Track became the 
r odd-man-out," so to speak. 

"We have now 16 sports, nine men, seven women, when in essence 
we only need 12, six and six," said Kalmer. "When you start looking 
into our sports, you see that maybe we have too much quantity, not 
enough quality." 

"Would it be better to take all the money we’ve got in all these areas 
spread thin, and just put it in six and six? That would go along with the 
president’s philosophy that he layed out for us; that we want quality, not 
quantity," Kalmer said. 

The track team practices on the decrepit track alongside Meinen 
Field. In order to maintain quality within the track program, Bradley 
would have to invest in the rebuilding of the track facilities, an undertak¬ 
ing not worth University time or money. 

Rebuilding of the soccer pitch at Meinen Field will be accepted by 
the University, however, using money taken from what would have been 
funnelled into men’s track. The money from the women’s team will fund 
the new women’s golf team. (continued on page 14 )

Dropping a game Saturday to 
the Lady Bulldogs of Drake 
University, the Lady Braves (11-7, 
5-4) find themselves tied for fourth 
in the Gateway Conference with 
Indiana State. 

Despite a 27-point effort by 
junior guard Carol Baresch, the 
Lady Bulldogs (10-7, 6-3) edged 
the Lady Braves 77-73 in front of 
a boisterous crowd at Robertson 
Memorial Field House. 

Playing .500 ball in their last 
10 games, the Lady Braves are 
pressing to finish among the top 
four in the conference for a playoff 
birth. 

"I know no one thought we 
would be where we are right 
now," head coach Lisa Boyer said.

After Monday night’s 85-68 loss to the Creighton 
Bluejays, the Bradley Braves have found themselves 
in a five-game losing streak. 

In the past week, the Braves were handed two 
conference losses by Southern Illinois University and 
Creighton University, making Bradley’s conference 
record 2-5 and 6-11 overall. 

Bradley appeared to have the game against SIU 
wrapped up. The Braves, who at the 9:37 mark found 
themselves 13 points ahead of the Salukis of Southern 
Illinois, led throughout the entire first half of the 
game, with the exception of a brief two-point lead by 
SIU early in the half. The Salukis did shorten the 
scoring gap toward the end of the first half. However, 
the Braves held on to the lead and left the floor at the 
half leading SIU, 44-41. 

The scoring in the second half of the game mir¬ 
rored that of the first half. Up until the :26 mark, the 
Salukis had never taken control of the score board. It 
appeared as if the Braves would break their three- 
game losing streak. 

At the 2:00 mark, the Braves, playing without 
Xanthus Houston and Luke Jackson, who had fouled 
out earlier in the game, led by only two points, 85- 
83. 

Anthony Michael responded to the sudden scor¬ 
ing pressure with a basket for Bradley and the score 
was 87-83. With 1:20 left on the clock, the Salukis’ 
Kai Numberger hit a three-point shot to bring South¬ 
ern Illinois within one. At :26, SIU competed a two- 
point play and with that basket, the Salukis stripped 
Bradley of the victory. The Salukis won the contest 
88-87. 

In Bradley’s first match up of the season against 
Creighton University, the Bluejays handed the Braves 
a crushing 94-68 loss. 

The Braves were seeking revenge against the 
Creighton Bluejays Monday night, Jan. 30, in Carver 
Arena. Once again, Creighton defeated the Braves, 
85-68. 

In the first half, Bradley led the Bluejays 19-10, 
when Creighton went on a nine-point run and tied the 
basketball game, at 19-19. A Bradley basket answered 
a Creighton basket and vice versa throughout the 
remainder of the half. At halftime, the score was tied 
at 33-33. 

Manuel, with 19 points, was the only Bradley

Thurman is averaging 16.5 
points and 6.1 rebounds per game.

"I think we’ve learned a little 
bit about each other. And, people 
are now playing their roles, instead 
of doing the things they’re not 
capable of doing," Manuel said. 

The Bradley locker room is 
filled with the usual chatter and 
hijinx, but not the kind of chatter 
you hear in a winning locker 
room. For them the season is vir¬ 
tually over, and they are using the 
time to develop some chemistry. 

"We can’t sit and dwell on it," 
Wilson said. "The team still has a 
positive attitude and we just have 
to learn from our mistakes."

After the world got a look at 
the wonderfully bodacious Mor¬ 
ganna trying her best to outrun sta¬ 
dium security guards in an attempt 
to leave a big lipstick mark on the 
cheek of some baseball hero, the 
offers came pouring in. Playboy, 
Penthouse, you name it. 

"I told Penthouse to forget it 
right away, I said they were a little 
risque for me. But Playboy kept 
calling and saying they weren’t 
going to quit.

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Nuclear protest defies cold and apathy

It’s two degrees above zero, the 
sun is just starting to rise and 
while many people are still asleep, 
a dedicated group of Bradley stu¬ 
dents stand ankle-deep in frozen 
snow on Allen Road holding signs 
and banners to protest against the 
production of nuclear weapons 
parts. 

T know it’s early, but if stu¬ 
dents can stay up until 4 a.m. on 
Saturday partying, then they can 
be up at 6 a.m. on Tuesday to 
fight for a worthwhile cause," 
junior Frank Cohen, president of 
student against nuclear arms, said. 

Junior Greg Chapman, past 
president of Progressive Student 
Alliance, said it gets discouraging 
when so few students show up for 
the protests. 'Tm doing something 
it separates me from the 
apathetic students at Bradley. I do 
this for the cause," Chapman said. 

Since first semester, about five 
Bradley students along with Peoria 
residents from the Catholic Worker 
House and the Peoria Area Peace 
Network have been protesting 
Transtechnology Electronics, from 
7 to 7:30 a.m. every 2nd and 4th 
Tuesday, because the company 
produces parts for nuclear weapons 
and conventional weapons and 
there is speculation that the com¬ 
pany may also produce nuclear 
energy and tear gas. 

"They’re not saying if they’re 
making a part for a weapon or not. 
We’re not sure what type of part 
they’re making because they won’t 
tell us, " Chapman said. 

John Greiner, a Peoria resident 
and member of the Peoria Area 
Peace Network who has met with 
the company president Larry 
O’Shaughnessy, said the company 
’freely admitted they were produc¬ 
ing the part." The part being made 
is a piece of hosing used on vari¬ 


ous nuclear missiles as communi¬ 
cation and transmission systems as 
well as on military aircrafts and in 
the space program, Greiner said. 

Greiner said the hosing is a 
metal clad flexible conduit, or a 


tube or duct for enclosing electric 
wires or cable. Greiner said the 
company showed a conduit for 
electronic communication built on 
specifications to survive a nuclear 
blast outside of about 1000 feet or 


so from the epicenter. 

When Transtechnology Elec¬ 
tronics in Peoria was contacted for 
a comment about the protests and 
about the part they allegedly pro¬ 
duce they refused comment and 


routed all questions to the Tran¬ 
stechnology Electronics Corpora¬ 
tions Headquarters in Sherman 
Oaks, Calif, where four telephone 
calls, regarding protest and pro-

Flu socks students due 
to the cold weather

What seemed to be an epidemic 
of sicknesses on campus is starting 
to blow over. 

During the past week and a 
half, the Health Center has seen an 
average of 150 students a day. 
Betty Hasselbacher, nursing direc¬ 
tor, said 85 to 90 percent of the 
students that came in had similar 
symptoms of fever, cough and/or 
severe aching. 

"We saw almost twice as many 
students in January of this year, 
compared to last year," Hassel¬ 
bacher said. She said she believes 
the rise in these sicknesses is due 
to the fluctuations in the weather -- 
one day warm and the next day 


cold. 

Hasselbacher said she thinks 
many students are sick due to liv¬ 
ing arrangements. "I think the 
close living in the dorms, fraterni¬ 
ties and sororities is a factor in the 
virus spreading." 

Students who have not gotten 
sick should take extra precautions 
to avoid catching anything, Hassel¬ 
bacher said. People living together 
should try to stay away form a 
sick roommate. She said she also 
stresses good handwashing. 

The Health Center recommends 
students who feel ill to drink 
plenty of fluids, gargle with salt if 
throat is sore, take aspirin to cut 
down fever and go to the Health 
Center.

Declining balance in consideration

The future may see some 
change in food service plans. 

Ken Goldin, business manager, 
said the University is looking at a 
method called the declining bal¬ 
ance plan. 

"Residents want more flexibil¬ 
ity," Goldin said. A number of 
students have requested a change 
with current plans. He said he 
believes the declining balance 
method is the solution. 

Goldin said this plan would 
require a student to pay a fee, such 
'as $750, at the beginning of the 
semester. 

The University takes the over¬ 
head it needs from this fee." Gol¬ 
din said about $250 per student 
would cover this. Overhead 
includes such things as utilities and 
salaries of employees. 

The remaining $500 would be 
kept in an account for each stu¬ 
dent, Goldin said. All food items 
in the cafeterias would be assigned

a price. At the end of the line the 
food would be rung up on a regis¬ 
ter. 

The student’s balance drops 
each time a purchase is made," 
Goldin said. Goldin said this 
allows a number of possibilities for 
the student. The student can bring 
in guests or skip a day. 

Goldin said the balance will be 
refunded at the end of the semester 
if any money remains in the 
account. On the other hand, if a 
student goes over the $500 limit, 
money will be owed to the Univer¬ 
sity. 

For this reason, Goldin said. 
This probably is not a good plan 
for heavy eaters or athletes." Thus 
the University will keep the 
current 12, 14 and 20 meal plans. 
He said he believes this will be 
more economical for those stu¬ 
dents. 

"At this time there seems to be 
no opposition, but the University 


hasn’t fully endorsed it yet." Gol¬ 
din said this proposal should be 
reviewed during this summer by 
the University. 

If approved, a preliminary pro¬ 
gram will be set up in one of the 
residence halls in January of 1990. 
Goldin said if the trial program is 
a success, it will be initiated that 
fall. 

The declining method is being 
used at many universities in the 
country. Goldin said this meal plan 
will eliminate meal tickets because 
IDs will be used instead. 

It also may be used in the 
Bookstore for food and supply pur¬ 
chases. 

The cost is expensive to set up 
this plan, but it will be worth it if 
the students are happy." 

Goldin said he would like some 
input on this proposal. Students’ 
opinions will help determine the 
approval of it.

A food committee completed a 
new menu for the residence halls 
this past December for the present 
semester. 

. Seven students made up the 
committee, which represented each 
of the different halls and the stu¬ 
dent senate. The committee’s pur¬ 
pose was to re-evaluate the menu 
from the past semester, and make 
the adequate changes. There had 
been some negative feedback from 
many of the students pertaining 
items on the menu and they wanted 
to correct these problems. 

Mr. Robert Bycznski, director 
of food services, was the oversee¬ 
ing personnel of the committee. He 
gave the committee the freedom to 
do mainly what they wanted. 
There were only a few things that 
he requested. They had to serve a 
well-balanced meal containing all 
four food groups. He also asked 
that the committee mix colors and 
textures of the food. He requested 
that the committee get the menu in 
to him so he could stock the neces- - 
sary items, so he could make sure 
the kitchens are able to handle the 
menu. 

There had been several com¬ 
ments on the amount of hamburger 
type entrees served. This included 
hamburgers, quarter- pounders, 


hoagies, and chopped steak, which 
were all included in them. The 
committee said these similar items 
were too much for the menu, 
which rotates every four weeks. 

The committee, after working 
for approximately five weeks on 
the corrections, made several addi¬ 
tions, as well as eliminating many 
items. They removed many of the 
patty entrees, while adding 
creamed chipped beef on toast, 
chicken a la king, chicken chop 
suey, and chicken with dumplings, 
as well as several other items. 
Some of these items were com¬ 
pletely new, while others have 
been brought back from past years. 

"Each year, the students are 
different, and what does not work 
one year may work another," 
Bycznski said. 

Brian Pini, the head of the 
committee, was amazed at how 
difficult making a menu could be. 
'There are only so many ways to 
serve pork, chicken, and beef," 
Bycznski said. "Now the students 
will actually know what is 
involved in making a menu." Pini, 
who said the menu took several 
weeks longer than they had 
planned, said he agreed, though he 
felt it was worth all of the effort. 

'The response from the students 
toward the new items has been

great," said Pini. He said there is 
always room for improvement.

February is short in days but long in history

If the month of February is 
noted for two things, most people 
will say: the shortest month of the 
year and Valentine’s Day. How¬ 
ever, mention the words Black 
History Month, and people will 
look at you in wonderment. 

And why shouldn’t they? It isn’t 
stated on the calendar. It isn’t 
federally observed and, for the 
most part, it isn’t recognized in the 
public, schools. 

The history agreed upon 
ignores minorities," Dr. Barbara 
Penelton, University Ombudsman 
said. 

The cause of Black History 
Month is to "include material that 


the larger society has decided to 
omit from history," she explained. 

Carter G. Woodson, the 
"Father of Black History" and 
founder of the Association for the 
Study of Afro-American Life and 
History, instituted Negro History 
Week in 1926. 

'It was seen as a time to 
acquaint people, particularly the 
black people, of the contributions 
of the colored," Penelton said. 

She also said she would like to 
see the University provide leader¬ 
ship in a change, by intergrating 
the contributions of blacks and 
other minorities in the regular cur¬ 
riculum. 

If you take Western Civ, here, 


they’ll tell you the origin of 
Western Civilization is in Greece. 
Then they’ll tell you in Rome, 
Alexander the Great conquered, 
and he built an empire, and then 
the Great Roman Empire and 
spread civilization. Then through 
the Middle Ages, the church 
assisted in spreading the civiliza¬ 
tion, and then the Revolution 
which lead to the founding of 
America," said Dr. Anthony 
Lemelle, sociology/black studies 
director. 

The black scholars, starting 
with Carter G. Woodson, Joel 
Rodgers, and Cheikh Diop, these 
guys believed in the African origin 


of civilization." 

Lemelle said while students are 
taught Greece was the origin of 
civilization, These guys are argu¬ 
ing that Africa was the origin of 
civilization. So that started black 
studies right there," Lemelle said. 

The event grew through time 
and became known as Afro- 
American History Month in the 
mid-1970s. 

The extension to a month-long 
recognition of black history and 
culture coincided with the nation’s 
bicentennial. 

In recognition of Black History 
Month, events have been planned 
everyday for the rest of the month 


on campus. Saturday night, guitar¬ 
ist Josh White will perform at 7:30 
in Dingeldine Music Center. 

Vice President and Provost Kal¬ 
man Goldberg said the University 
in coordination with the Center for 
Career Development will be spon¬ 
soring the first minority job fair 
from 12:30 to 3:30 p.m. Thurs¬ 
day, at the Garrett Center.

Are costs really more 
important than safety? 


With the temperatures reaching 70 degrees last Tuesday it would 
seem that Bradley University was hit unexpectedly with the cold front 
and the six plus inches of snow that fell upon Peoria over the weekend. 

One might say "why unexpectedly when it had been forecasted? " 

Well, I draw that conclusion, because it wasn’t until Monday that 
Bradley got the streets around campus plowed and even then they still 
weren’t plowed very well. 

First of all who’s in charge of plowing the campus when it snows? 

The answer to that question is Facilities Management. 

What type of equipment does Facilities Management have to insure 
that they will do a good job, and make the streets safe for driving and 
walking? 

Mark Struss, director of Facilities Management, says that they have 
one pick-up truck with a plow on it, one fork tractor with a plow on it, 
two 'lawn-type" tractors and two regular snow blowers. 

Now I may be naive but that seems like the type of equipment a 
couple of kids would invest in for a part-time job after school. 

What Bradley needs is one of those mega-monster trucks that both 
plows and drops salt on the roads. You know, the type that the City of 
Peoria has. One of those would be a much better asset than those other 
pieces of junk that the University calls equipment. 

Let’s look at the procedures involved in plowing the campus after a 
snowfall. 

First of all is has to snow at least two inches before anyone even 
thinks about plowing. OK, I can understand that. I do believe that is 
standard procedure just about everywhere. 

After it has snowed at least two inches, Facilities Management, calls 
a crew in the following morning at five to start the plowing, that is , if it 
snows during the week. 

If it snows over the weekend, well that’s a different story. We have 
to wait until Monday for the streets to get plowed. 

When organizing the plowing, Facilities Management, Makes the 
residence halls and the academic buildings their first priority. I’ll give 
them credit there; they do get the entrance ways to those buildings clear 
for students to get to their dorms and classes. 

But the problem that really exists is the plowing on Elmwood, St. 
James and Bradley Ave. 

Many times, after a snowfall the plows end up barricading cars in 
their parking spots. 

Early in the week I witnessed students having to actually dig out the 
back of their cars with a shovel because the snow plows had laid drifts 
behind their cars. 

Even when they get the streets plowed, as soon as the temperatures 
hit the freezing point, there is no way for Facilities Management to get 
the ice off of the streets because they don’t spread salt along the roads, 
thus making it very hazardous to walk or drive. 

Now I’m not laying the blame completely on Facilities Management. 
With the equipment they are allotted to work with, and the liabilities 
involved, they do the best job that they can possibly do, which unfor¬ 
tunately isn’t a very good one. 

The blame really lies with the University itself. 

Bradley obviously doesn’t feel it is worthwhile to invest the money 
in decent plowing equipment so students could drive and walk on safe 
streets. Why Facilities Management isn’t even allowed to contract a plow¬ 
ing service, which has the right equipment, outside the University, 
because of the costs involved. 

Well I did a little research on the costs involved in obtaining one of 
those mega-monster trucks that the City of Peoria uses, and according to 
Peoria’s Division of Street Maintenance the cost is $60,000 for a large 
truck that is fully equipped with a plow and a salt spreader. 

One would think that one of those trucks along with a small plow to 
clear the sidewalks in the Quad would be more cost efficient in the long 
run for the University... 

...And if not cost efficient, it would surely make the streets that 
make up campus a much safer place to both drive and walk.

production has a negative effect on 
our economy. 

Weapons are built with the 
knowledge that the Pentagon will 
foot the bill no matter how large it 
is. This means that defense con¬ 
tractors can spend any amount they 
want on resources — whether they 
be natural, human, or industrial 
machinery. 

This makes our legitimate 
industries spend more to gain the 
resources they need, creating 
inflation as the cost of wages and 
materials is pushed higher and 
higher by the defense industries. 

Our consumer industries are in 
desperateneed of re-tooling and the 
development of new technologies, 
but they cannot compete with the 
goldbricking budgets of the mili¬ 
tary industrial complex. 

Our consumer industries aren’t 
faltering because of mismanage¬ 
ment on their own part, but 
mismanagement of the military 
industrial complex. 

Big war machines waste our 
economy not just because they’re 
overpriced and spur inflation, but 
also because the money spent on 
them does nothing to help our 
industrial base. 

It is a fallacy that high-tech 
weapons help out other industries. 
The technologies that could are top 
secret and can only be used by our 
defense contractors and the foreign 
spies who steal or buy them. 

Until the 1970’s, the U.S. had 
enjoyed a continual trade surplus, 
but it was eliminated by our mili¬ 
tary. From 1955-1974, the total 
amount of our annual trade sur¬ 
pluses amounted to $48,703 mil¬ 
lion. The total amount spent on 
defense abroad amounted to 
$54,263 million. 

Thus, the trade surplus for 
those years was negated by the 
money we spent on defense 
abroad. When money leaves our 
country, the strength of the dollar 
is lowered. This creates domestic 
inflation and increases the costs of

Some people try to blame the 
condition of our economy on the 
cost of wages. This is a ridiculous 
argument. From 1865-1975, 
American manufacturers paid the 
highest wages in the world and 
still made inexpensive, quality pro¬ 
ducts. 

When our leaders get tired of 
blaming each other and they run 
out of excuses for our faltering 
economy, they invariably turn to 
the cost of oil — this is a lame 
excuse. 

The first oil embargo of the 
1970’s occurred after the U.S. had 
started to amount a trade deficit 
and had to reduce the value of its 
currency by going off the gold 
standard. 

This devaluation of our 
currency increased the effects that 


the cost of oil (and other imports) 
had on our economy. 

If we let our consumer indus¬ 
tries have the resources they need, 
we could once again maintain a 
trade surplus, would have a 
stronger economy and wouldn’t be 
so damaged by OPEC’s cost 
increases. 

We could also devote some of 
our profits to research in alterna¬ 
tive fuels and conservation, which 
would lower our demand for oil, 
as well as give us a viable technol¬ 
ogy for exporting. 

It is all too obvious that we’ve 
got to make changes in our 
economic infrastructure, but it 
doesn’t have to be disruptive or 
drastic. It does, however, have to 
be implemented. 

The defense industries should 
be required to plan for the conver¬ 


sion of their factories and labora¬ 
tories for civilian production 
before they are dropped from our 
national budget. 

Rather than spending bazillions 
of dollars trying to maintain the 
status quo (through PAC donations 
to congressmen and hiring 
lobbyists), these companies could 
easily spend a few thousand on 
planning for a conversion which 
would guarantee their employees 
jobs and wouldn’t disrupt the local, 
or national, economy. 

If they don’t want to change, 
then we’ll give them a choice! 
They can convert to a productive 
industry, or stop producing all 
together. Their selfish wasting of 
our economy has gone far enough.

Alliance, said, even though the 
number of students might be small, 
the group is making a definite 
impression.

"I realize 
our campus is conservative, but 
the biggest problem is student 
apathy. Everyone is calling each 
other apathetic but no one is doing 


anything abut it. I can only yell so 
loud, I can only hand out so many 
posters.' 

Chapman said he would like to 
see Bradley students protest on the 
1st and 3rd Tuesday of every 
month and the Catholic Worker 
House and Peoria Peace Movement 
people to rally on the 2nd and 4th 
Tuesday, but said he believes stu¬ 
dents have little time to give to 
activities. 

"There are very few people on 
Bradley University’s campus that 
care or have time to protest,' 
Chapman said. 

Cohen said, "The students may 
believe in it but it’s not one of 
their activities.'

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NIU bans greek little sisters

As part of an ongoing effort to 
end sexual harassment and alcohol 
abuse on campus, Northern Illinois 
University has ordered fraternities 
to disband "Little Sister" pro¬ 
grams, which for years have linked 
female students to male social fra¬ 
ternities. 

NIU Vice President Jon Dalton 
said he is directing all fraternities 
that still have such programs to 
disband them by the end of the 
spring semester. 

Dalton, who also heads NIU’s 
students affairs division, noted that 
last year, the National Interfrater¬ 
nity Council, which is comprised 
of presidents of all major national 
fraternities, voted to recommend 
banning of Little Sister groups. 

Paul Auberry, President of the 
Interfratemity Council at Bradley, 
said he had heard of the recom¬ 
mendation, but the idea of disband¬ 
ing had not been presented to IFC. 

Auberry said he believes the 
decision on whether or not to end 
Little Sister programs would be 
left up to each fraternity. "I am 


not against these programs, and I 
don’t think we have a problem with 
them on this campus. " 

Greek Advisor Ed King agreed 
with Auberry’s statements. He 
said the University would not act 
to disband. King said he believes 
the Bradley system is unlike 
NIU’s. "It is unfortunate that they

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are all being defined with the same 
blanket statement." 

In keeping with a national trend 
however, some fraternities at Brad¬ 
ley have chosen to end their Little 


Sister programs. Liability was the 
main reason given. 

Representatives from a few 
houses said that although there has 
been pressure from the national 
fraternities to disband, they have 
opted not to do so. Other fraterni¬ 
ties have chosen to reorganize their 
programs by decreasing liability 
risks, and by taking steps to 
tighten control on underage drink¬ 
ing. 

Greg Neidbala, little sister 
chairman at Sigma Nu, said his 
fraternity was definitely not con¬ 
sidering dropping their program at 
this time. "I think they really help 
the morale, and their support helps 
strengthen our fraternity." He said, 
"There’s more to it than just drink¬ 
ing. " 

Neidbala said Little Sister parti¬ 
cipation in last semester’s phi¬ 
lanthropy project is just one 
example of their support.

Shooting 

• Prosecutors said Tuesday they 
hope to tiy Brian Righi 16, as an 
adult on charges that he wounded a 
Richwoods High School teacher 
and her infant son Monday in a 
sniper attack. 

Righi’s attorney, meanwhile, 
told a judge he wants psychiatrists 
to determine if the youth is men¬ 
tally fit to stand trial on the 
charges, including two of 
attempted murder, that were filed 
against him in court Tuesday. 

Attorney Gerard Serritella said 
he also wants the public to know 
that Righi’s parents "are broken¬ 
hearted" about the shooting spree 
along the city’s far Northwest 
border. 

"All of their sympathy goes out 
to the two victims," Serritella said 
after a juvenile court hearing 
before Associate Judge J. Peter 
Ault. 

Raymond and Patricia Righi, of 
4013 W.Vemer Dr., their faces 
still showing signs of weeping, sat 
silently behind their son as Ault 
found probable cause that Righi 
committed two crimes of attempted 
first-degree murder and one each 
of armed violence and aggravated 
battery. 

Serritella did not contest that 
finding, nor did he argue against 
keeping Righi locked up at the 
Peoria County State’s Juvenile 
Detention Center while his case 
proceeds in juvenile court. 

He didn’t reveal, however, 
whether he’ll fight Peoria County 


State’s Attorney Kevin Lyon 
request that Ault move Righi from 
juvenile to adult court for prosecu¬ 
tion on the four charges. 

Lock out 

• The city’s new policy for pol¬ 
ice and fire fighters not to handle 
locksmithing work for people 
locked out of their cars of homes 
will remain in effect. 

The City Council on Tuesday 
voted 8-1, with 1st District Coun¬ 
cilman James Polk dissenting to 
support City Manager Tom 
Mikulecky’s decision to eliminate 
locksmithing as duties police and 
fire fighter will perform.

Clarke’s body was 
found early the next morning in 
rural Knox County, a few miles 
north of Farmington.

State may ban 
campus drinking 


(CPS) - In what may be the 
most sweeping attempt to restrict 
student drinking in the United 
States, a Connecticut state legisla¬ 
tor has introduced a bill which, if 
passed, would ban alcohol from 
state colleges. 

State Rep. Edith Prague says 
her bill prohibiting the sale, distri¬ 
bution and consumption of booze 
on Connecticut’s public campuses 
is warranted by the risen alcohol 
,abuse among students. 

"Alcohol abuse by the youth of 
today is a major problem that can¬ 
not be ignored," Prague said. 

Numerous surveys from around 
the country confirm her view. The 
last week of January, for instance, 
the Association of Junior Leagues 
reported that "heavy" drinking is 
increasing among college women 
in particular. 

Pargue contends it’s because 
college life revolves too much 
around drinking, while academics 
and self-enrichment have taken a 
back seat. "Learning to drink is 
not part of the curriculum. " 

Prague also argues that much of 
the crime committed on campuses 
is alcohol-related, and that school 
policies may encourage students to 
drink even though most are 
younger than 21, Connecticut’s 
legal drinking age. 

A University of Connecticut 
committee already has begun 
studying ways to decrease student 
drinking, and may prohibit it even 
if Prague’s bill is not passed. 
Existing university policies allow 
students over the age of 21 to 
drink in their dorm rooms. 


UConn officials started review¬ 
ing campus drinking policies last 
spring, when student celebrations; 
of the school’s National Invitational 
Tournament basketball victory; 
were marred by several incidents 
of vandalism. 

Students, however, dislike the 
prospect of further restrictions. 
"Legislating a dry campus is 
unnecessary," said UConn student 
government President Ross 
Garber. 

"I think the kids that want to 
drink would still get their alcohol' 
from off campus," added James 
Amfpacher, the editor-in-chief to 
the campus newspaper. 

Connecticut, of course, is not 
alone in its efforts to curb student 
drinking. 

A few others are toying with 
the idea of total prohibition, too. 
At Michigan State University, 
administrators last month conceded 
publicly they had considered on 
outright drinking ban, but opted 
instead to try to enforce existing 
policies more stringently. 

"The emphasis here is not to 
dry up the campus, literally, but 
it’s to reduce the use and misuse of 
alcohol," said MSU vice president 
for student affairs James Studer. 

In Louisiana, the Hammond 
City Council passed a anti-loitering 
ordinance last fall to discourage 
Southeastern Louisiana University 
students form hanging around out¬ 
side after local bars and taverns 
close.

Washabaugh lends reporting a new name

With all of the roles that Ann- 
Perry Washabaugh takes on, it’s no 
wonder that she considers herself 
to be schizopherenic. 

Washabaugh, a first year com¬ 
munications instructor, found her¬ 
self here after an interesting turn 
of events. She graduated magna 
cumme laude from Boston Univer¬ 
sity with bachelor’s degrees in 
journalism and art history. She 
began her career with the Globe- 
Times in Bethlehem, Pa. 'T got out 
to Peoria because I was looking 
for a job at a larger paper," she 
said. 

After searching through the 
Midwest, she said she liked the 
way the Peoria Journal Star looked 
and she took the job. "I didn’t 
know a soul when I came out here 
... it was just completely foreign 
territory to me." 

The Peoria Journal Star hired 
her in 1985 as an environmental 
reporter. Now her job title reads 
"Reporter and Assistant City Edi¬ 
tor. " She said her job at PJS is an 
"unusual one ... one that was 
created when 1 came to work. I 
work half the time as a reporter 
and half the time as an editor, 
which I like because I still get 
plenty of opportunity to do some 

reporting. Sometimes it’s great 
because I get a taste of both of 
them." 

Washabaugh said there are 
drawbacks, however. "One day HI 


be working for an editor and the 
next day HI be his peer ... other 
days I’ll be working with a 
reporter and other days I’ll be his 
boss," she said. "It’s kind of a 
flip-floppy-type job ... makes one 
kind of schizophrenic, which peo¬ 
ple will tell you lam!" 

Washabaugh got her start at 
Bradley after one of the professors 
was on sick leave.. "Through the 
paper, I kind of got drafted into 
substituting, and eventually, I 
started taking some courses 
myself." This past year she taught 
COM 200 first semester and is 
now teaching Advanced Reporting. 
"I was never really comfortable 
about standing up in front of a 
group of people and talking so I 
was kind of hesitant when I found 
that I could come into a classroom 
and talk to people. I really like it." 

She said teaching is a great deal 
more satisfying then she had ever 
thought it would be. "I was look¬ 
ing forward to it all along, but I’m 
surprised at how many benefits I 
get out of teaching," she said, 
"only because students are much 
more willing to explore new ideas 
than professionals are, because 
we’re so set in our ways." Washa¬ 
baugh said teaching has enhanced 
her abilities as a reporter and as an 
editor. "It’s made me a lot more 
conscious of things I should be 
looking at as an editor and as a 
reporter." 

Washabaugh said being just a 
part-time instructor doesn’t give 
her much exposure to Bradley. In 
fact, she said she probably got 
more exposure of Bradley when it 
was one of her "beats." "I guess 
it’s a lot like an off-campus stu¬ 
dent: come to campus, take your 
classes then leave with not much 
beyond that. I’m not sure if I like 
that," she said. "I’d much rather 
be more involved in Bradley, but 
because of the time, I just can’t." 

Despite her busy schedule, she 
said still tries to train for the tri¬ 
athlon but, due to a foot that was

broken last December, she hasn’t 
been training lately. However, she 
has had triathlon experience. 
"Probably my biggest feat was last 
summer when I competed in the 
Chicago triathlon. I placed in the 
top quarter of the women, so I did 
OK." 

What lies ahead for Ann-Perry 
Washabaugh? 1 suppose my 
appetite’s been wetted for editing. I 
like doing that. But I’ve always 
had this image of being ’put out to 
pasture’ when you become an edi¬ 
tor: the nine-to-five desk jobs with 
not much creativity, but there 
really is, because you’re working 


with the reporters and helping 
them develop their story and them¬ 
selves. I really hate to give up the 
writing, but there’s enough of a 
challenge that that wouldn’t be a 
real sacrifice." 

And what about teaching? "I’d 
like to keep teaching. I’ve been 
weighing it in my mind." She said, 
however, that if she would begin 
teaching full time that she might 
lose the important element of day- 
to-day contact. "When you’re away 
from the day-to-day, you lose per¬ 
spective at how quickly things 
shift," Washabaugh said. 'It’s just 
an added perspective that I’m 


afraid I’d lose if I went into teach¬ 
ing full time, and I don’t think I’d 
be doing the students a benefit if I 
went into it full-time. But I don’t 
know what’s going to happen on 
down the road." 

Ann-Perry Washabaugh may 
not know what’s going to happen 

down the road, but most likely, 
she’s going to have fun trying to 
find out, and she’s going to be 
extremely busy doing it. 


Champaign bubbles over with Campustown 


T shall be telling this with a sigh 
Somewhere ages and ages hence:

We all await with eager antici¬ 
pation the days where we might be 
able to do our month-old laundry, 
eat a gondola or pineapple pizza 
and rent movies all in the same 
mall. But until the late summer 
months of 1990, the closest thing 
to a real, authentic, down-to-the- 
last-detail Campustown is Univer¬ 
sity of Illinois’ East Green Street in 
Champaign. 

Granted, U of I is much larger 
than Bradley University, but who 
ever said it was a crime to aspire 
to the higher things in life? East 
Green Street has everything from 
fast food chains and health food 
grocery stores to used-and-rare 
book heavens and clothing stores 
that sell handmade earrings and 
Mexican blankets. 

My first stop along East Green 
Street was in the Record Service 
(621 E. Green) which, on the sur¬ 
face, appears to be a normal col¬ 
lege record store, but after search¬ 


ing through the stacks of wax, I 
discovered they had bands only I 
had heard of or local city bands 
(like Trip Shakespeare or the Wal¬ 
lets) that usually distribute only to 
local shops in their hometown. 

After the Record Service, I 
went across the street to Acres of 
Books (614 E. Green) which has 
more than 50,000 used, rare or 
out-of-print books. Most of the 
books were 50 percent cheaper 
than current market price and 
range from adventure novels to 
zoology. 

The store takes up two floors 
(the first floor is heaped with gifts, 
fine art post cards and party acces¬ 
sories) and browsers are 
encouraged to use a floor-plan 
hand-out map of the store to locate 
their favorite collection of Shak¬ 
espeare plays or long lost copies of 
Spiderman comic books. 

If I wasn’t amazed enough at 
the wide variety of shops along the 
street, I happened upon the Mar¬ 
rakech Import store (404 E. 
Green) that sells unisex clothing at 
above normal prices, but it’s not 
everyday you can find imported 
Indian beaded earrings or cotton 
harem pants in Peoria. 

East Green Street has more 
than 10 restaurants to choose from, 
but I decided to pass up the temp¬ 
tations of the usual fried, under 
$3, fast-food lunch and headed 
down 6th Street (one block south 
of the Record Service) to Eddie’s 


(706 S. 6th St.). I thought Eddie’s 
looked like a diner-home-cooking- 
type of place from the outside, but 
looks can be deceiving, and I was 
surprised at the multi-level brass 
and mirror set-up of this restau¬ 
rant. 

Eddie’s specialities include: 
charcoal-grilled pizza as an appet¬ 
izer ($5.95) with shrimp, cream 
sauce with shallots, white wine, 
herbs and parmesan and the orien¬ 
tal wonton salad ($4.25) with 
strips of turkey breast, snow 
peapods, water chestnuts on a bed 
of greens with crisp fried wonton 
and oriental peanut dressing on 
top.

Next door to Eddie’s is Chin’s 
Wok-n-Roll Cafe, open seven days 
a week 11:30 a.m. to midnight, 
which serves food and doubles as a 
music club. Other restaurants 
along East Green Street that look 
appetizing include Blimpie Subma¬ 


rine Shop and Strawberry Fields, 
about four blocks west from Acres 
of Books and the Record Service 
at 202 E. Green St. 

But probably my most interest¬ 
ing and favorite "find" is a pro¬ 
gressive, jazz-playing health food 
restaurant at 509 S. Goodwin St., 
about three blocks east from East 
Green Street. 

Nature’s Tables has good food 
at low prices, with a sparse yet 
artistic flair. The walls are covered 
with student art and the food is 
prepared by students who look like 
modern art, wearing unique vin¬ 
tage clothes and telling interesting 
stories about the artists and musi¬ 
cians who come to play almost 
every night of the week. 

The menu is healthy and light 
with a large garden salad at $2.75, 
a "gondolette" at $3.75 and the 
specialty of the house, tabouli (a 
mideastern cold grain salad) for 
$3. Nature’s Table is open until 1 
a.m. every night and the music 
usually begins around 9:30 p.m. 
Also, check out the book store 
next door. 

If you have any energy left 
over from a day of good food and 
shopping, there are plenty of bars, 
pubs and nightclubs on East Green 
Street, but to stay in the ethnic- 
healthy-intellectual mode (some¬ 
thing rare and strange at Bradley 
University), there is the New Art 
Theatre at 126 W. Church St. in 


downtown Champaign. The thea¬ 
tre, which shows foreign, art and 
documentary films, is celebrating 
its 2nd anniversary this weekend, 
and will be showing "Things 
Change," starring Don Ameche 
and Joe Mantegna. Starting Feb. 
17 and running until March 2nd is 
the 21st International Tournee of 
Animation, which has been dubbed 
the ’world’s best animation * 
Whatever you choose to do, eat or 
see while in Champaign, East 
Green Street is a definite "must" 
for Campustown junkies.

There is not much Alando 
Burnside doesn’t like about Brad¬ 
ley, or Peoria for that matter, as 
his twenty-one years as a "townie * 
testifies: "Don’t be negative; 

you’ve got to be open minded." 
But one thing he said that bothers 
him is the racial separation on 
Bradley’s campus. 

Alando Burnside, a junior 
graphic design major, is this year’s 
president of the United Black 
Panhellenic Conference, as well as 
president of his fraternity. Omega 
Psi Phi. 

Burnside joined the fraternity 
November of his sophomore year. 
He went through the Interfratemity 
Council rush his freshman year 
and, after considering several 
houses, decided not to pledge. "I 
joined Omega Psi Phi because I 
thought it was a positive organiza¬ 
tion, both on the graduate level 
with its community involvement 
and here on Bradley’s campus," 
Burnside said. 

Burnside served as secretary of 
UBPC his sophomore year and, 
upon suggestion of several 
members of the council, he ran for 
president this year. As president, 
he oversees an executive board of 
five members, conducts UBPC 
meeting, serves on the council of 


presidents and acts as a student 
liaison between faculty and the 
UBPC. 

"Our first and foremost purpose 
of UBPC is to promote unity 
through out the black organiza¬ 
tions. Secondly, we try to assist 
students with their educational and 
cultural objectives," Burnside said. 
He said UBPC is organizing a 
scholarship program which will 
start next year. 

Burnside said he felt the main 
advantage the black greek system 
has to offer students are the poten¬ 
tial for networking, especially in 
the job search after college, and a 
sense of belonging and self worth. 
'It’s all a positive experience, and 
that’s the main thing; it gives you a 
positive image of self-worth," 
Burnside said. 

About the the separation of the 
two greek systems on campus, 
Burnside said, "I think the separa¬ 
tion is for the better; the two 
organizations are just separate in 
the guidelines of their constitu¬ 
tions, but I think we’re both attain¬ 
ing toward the same goals." 

Burnside said he would like to 
see the two greek systems work 
together on more projects and co¬ 
sponsor more events, but he said 
he sees them each remaining 
different organizations. 

Racial separation is the only 


prominent negative aspect Burnside 
finds in his evaluation of Bradley 
University. "Actually, there’s not 
much I don’t like about the Univer¬ 
sity. I think there could be a 
better unity between the blacks and 
whites ... there is definitely a divi¬ 
sion here that’s very noticeable. I 
guess that division would be what I 
like least about Bradley." 

In the past, Burnside has been 
active in Dorm Council and Alpha 
Phi Omega co-ed service frater¬ 
nity. Off-campus, Burnside 
volunteers as a member of the 
board of directors for Peoria Boys 
and Girls Clubs. Burnside said the 
organization is a place for kids to 
go to keep them off the streets so 
they can get involved in some 
positive interaction. 

Burnside said he recommends 
student involvement in organiza¬ 
tions to cure the apathy and close¬ 
mindedness that appear on 
Bradley’s campus, "You have to 
face things open-minded," he said. 

When asked how he balances 
all of his activities on and off 
campus with his studies, Burnside 
replied, "My attitude toward 
studying is this: I’m here in college 
to have fun, but I have to study to 
have fun, because if you don’t 
study you’re not here ... That’s the 
motto I work by, and so far it’s 
working out for the best."

(CPS) — College leaders threw 
a series of books, letters and 
reports at the problem of campus 
race relations the last week of 
January. 

The presidents of Wesleyan 
University in Connecticut and 
Middlebury College in Vermont 
sent extraordinary letters to their 
students and alumni, talking about 
how they would like to end racial 
tensions in academe. 

And the American Council on 
Education (ACE), the Washington, 
D.C.-based group to which all col¬ 
lege presidents around the country 
belong, published a handbook 
advising campuses how to deal 
with race problems at their schools 
more readily. 

They need the help. "We still 
don’t understand the extent of the 
problem," said Joan Weiss of the 
National Institute Against Preju¬ 
dice and Violence. 

The "problem," however, has 
not been hard to spot. 

Anti-black student posters have 
shown up at Stanford, white stu¬ 
dents attacked a black classmate at 
the State University of New York 
at Brockport and other racial 
conflicts have arisen during the 
1988-89 school year at Northern 
Illinois, Northwest Missouri State 
and Columbia universities and the 
universities of North Dakota, 
Wisconsin and Mississippi. 

In recent years, conflicts have 
erupted at Tompkins-Cortland 
Community College in New York, 
Rodgers State and Ramap colleges, 
Penn State, Dartmouth and the 
universities of Massachusetts, 
Michigan, Califomia-Berkeley and 
Maryland, to name a few. 

As Wesleyan President William 
Chace put it in a lyrical January 16 
letter to all his students, "Hatreds 
have surfaced, racial animosity has 
grown hot, anger and resentment 
have overwhelmed reason." 

"’Good’ college and university 
communities in this country have 
experienced very bad, sick 
moments," Chace wrote. 

College presidents often have 
been surprised by the crises, 
unsure of how to respond and 
reacting on the spur of the 
moment. 

The ACE book, called "Minori¬ 
ties on Campus: A Handbook for 
Enhancing Diversity," is designed 
to suggest what presidents can do 
to prevent the conflicts from erupt¬ 
ing in the first place. 

"This is the first time we’ve put 
together a comprehensive 
approach. Our role is trying to set 
an agenda," said ACE President 
Robert Atwell. "Many, many insti¬ 
tutions around the country are 
addressing this problem. At the 
same time, others out there are

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Spring break sites shrink welcome mats 


(CPS) -- Spring break hasn’t 
been what it used to be during the 
last three years. There have been 
terrible riots in Palm Springs and 
South Padre Island, a string of 
deaths in Daytona Beach and a 
rigid crackdown on public drinking 
in Ft. Lauderdale. 

Yet, though the size of the wel¬ 
come mat varies, most of the tradi¬ 
tional spring break getaway spots 
say they want students back. Sort 
of. 

Ft. Lauderdale, Fla., for exam¬ 
ple, which once reigned as the 
national magnet for those looking 
for sun, sex and fun during break, 
in 1987 passed a series of strict 
new laws to punish students who 
sleep on the beach, look drunk in 
public and are crammed too many 
to a hotel room. 

Palm Springs, Calif. — still 
smarting form a 1986 riot in which 
hundreds of revelers ran wild, van¬ 
dalized property, threw rocks, 
ripped clothes off women and 
briefly took over the center of 
town -- met students last spring 
with a show of force, empowering 
police to ticket and arrest vacation¬ 
ers for public drunkenness and 
rowdy behavior on the spot instead 
of letting officers use their discre¬ 
tion to issue warnings. 

The crackdowns have helped 
drive students elsewhere. 

Only about 20,000 students are 
expected in Ft. Lauderdale this 
spring, city recreation superinten¬ 
dent Steve Person says. In 1985, 
about 350,000 students descended 
on the resort, snarling traffic, 
littering beaches and outraging 
local residents. 

Person added the city is making 
no special attempt to invite stu¬ 
dents this year, either. 

Something like 10,000-15,000 
revelers are expected in Palm 
Springs, city promotions director 
Pam LiCalsi said. 

"Palm Springs is way out, * 
complained Chris Schneer, a 
national sales representative for 
College Tours, the largest spring 



break operator for Mexico. 'It’s 
too strict, there are no crowds and 
way too many police officers. * 

The Florida resorts have 
become so rigid that "it’s really 
slowed down, and you can’t even 
do what you want/ added 
Schneer, who of course gets paid 
to lure students to Mexico instead. 

Nevertheless, some U.S. 
resorts still want students to come. 

Some 230 miles up the Atlantic 
coast from Lauderdale, Daytona 
Beach gladly has tried to fill the 
void, spending about $40,000 on 
marketing gimmicks to draw stu¬ 
dents. 

About 300,000-400,000 should 
show up, predicts Georgia Carter 
of the city’s tourist bureau, each 
spending an average of $325 each 
week they stay. 

Civic paydays like that nor¬ 
mally help city officials tolerate a 
lot of the insulting public 
behaviors, vandalism, violence and 
even deaths that seem to arise 
whenever huge hordes of students 


descend on a town. 

Although Daytona Beach has 
had its share of petty crime and 
major tragedy -- since 1984, seven 
people have died and 34 others 
have been injured in falls from 
hotel and motel balconies - city 
officials are resolutely upbeat. 

""Everybody’s getting better * at 
behaving civilly. Carter maintains. 

"'Many citizens are curious to 
see what goes on/ she adds. 
"Others just avoid it." 

At South Padre Island off the 
Gulf coast of Texas, the hosts are 
similarly tolerant. "Most of us 
enjoy (the student invasion)," says 
Breeze Carlyle of the island’s tour¬ 
ist bureau, "although we do look 
forward to our survivors’ party in 
April/ 

The beach town, which last 
spring endured a violent riot, has 
"been real careful and (we) have 
been able to learn from (other 
resorts’) mistakes," Carlyle said.

it away from the students, and 
Peoria residents (many of them 
Bradley alumni) are not trying to 
change the name to the Peoria 
Braves. Instead, the majority of 
the student body is doing its best 
to relinquish their ticket rights by 
not showing up at the games. 

Monday night in 78-69 Bradley 
victory over Tulsa, less than 200 
of an announced crowd of over 
8,000 people were Bradley stu¬ 
dents. Yet this is the same student 
body that is complaining that the 
team is being taken away from 
them yet they can get only one in 
every 25 students to show up for a 
home game with student tickets 
priced as low as $1 each and 
readily available. 

Let’s take a minute to look at 
the facts from an undistorted point 
of view. When I was a freshman 
five years ago, students regularly 
showed up for almost all the home 
games regardless of what night the 
game was being played on, who 
they were playing, where their 
seats were, or whether the team 
was winning or losing. But in 
recent years, student attendance 
has dwindled regardless of the cir¬ 
cumstances surrounding the game, 
while demand for tickets by non¬ 
students as often increased beyond 
the capacity of the arena. Last year 
at the start of the year, the 
administration and athletic depart¬ 
ment sent out a warning to all stu¬ 
dent organizations and student sea¬ 
son ticket holders that if student 
season ticket holders did not show 
up on a more regular basis, they 
would jeopardize losing their sea¬ 
son ticket rights so that people that 
want to actually use the tickets can 
obtain them. Yet, despite having 
an exciting Top 20 team, including 
the College Playing of the Year, 
attendance continued to dwindle to 
where more than half of 1,300 
seats reserved for student season 
ticket holders remained empty for 
the majority of the games, while 
Bradley supporters wanting tickets 
were told the game was sold out 
and then subjected to looking at all 
those empty seats while watching 
the game on television. 

While an argument can be 
made that the students deserve first 
rights at the seats, I don’t disagree, 
but neither does the administration, 
the athletic department, the ticket 
office, the Chiefs Club, or the 
Peoria population in general. But 
they do argue that if the students 
aren’t going to use the tickets, then

Spitalli 
said he didn’t mean to stress it on 
ARH, but did mean that resigna¬ 
tions in many organizations are 
key concerns. 

Spitalli also said Student Activi¬ 
ties is looking into the causes and 
trying to come up with solutions to 
the problem. 

The Scout apologizes for the 
error in reporting. 

In the February 3 issue of the 
Scout a student was improperly 
identified in the personals with 
having the diseases. The Scout sin¬ 
cerely regrets the error. 
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they should go to someone who 
will use thpm. Hardly an illogical 
idea. Thtfs, in effort to accom¬ 
plish this, the student season ticket 
policy was changed as the students 
were previously warned it would 
be. 

The procedure changes were 
made to eliminate the problem of 
season ticket holders not showing 
up at the games and leaving empty 
seats in the arena, not to make 
more money off the students. For 
only $40, students could still get 
"good" lower bowl season tickets, 
that’s an 83 percent discount off of 
the minimum $240 ticket price and 
University contribution required of 
season ticket holders for compar¬ 
able seats at the other end of the 
floor. Yet less than 200 of 800 
available lower bowl seats were 
purchased as season tickets. 

While $1 per game tickets are 
not available on a season ticket 
basis, they still can be purchased 
any time during the week before 
the game simply by walking across 
campus to the Field House to buy 
them on a game by game basis. 
Hardly a major effort considering 
the proximity of the Field House, 
and the fact that all tickets in the 
student section are saved for stu¬ 
dents up to 24 hours before the 
game even if all other seats are, 
sold out. Again this change wad 
not made to inconvenience stu¬ 
dents, but rather to try to insure 
that students who hold tickets to 
the game actually show up so that 
available seats are not wasted. 

Which gets us back to the point 
of where were the students on 
Monday night and the rest of the 
home games of the year? Any stu¬ 
dent can afford $1 to go to the 
game regardless how poor they 
may be, and upper bowl seats in 
the student section are not that bad 
regardless of the bitching students 
do. For $4 they can guarantee 
themselves lower bowl seats. If 
they didn’t show up because they’re 
used to winning and since the team 
has been losing why go, then they 
don’t deserve any better seats. 
Over 8,000 "Peoria" fans showed 
up regardless how the team was 
doing. After all doesn’t a strug¬ 
gling team need more support than 
one which is going strong. 

If students want better seats and 
the right to purchase $1 per game 
season tickets then they have to 
show it by showing up for the 
games. Why should the University 
take care of a bunch of fair 
weather half-hearted fans even if 
they are students, when other peo¬ 
ple are willing to support the team 
good or bad. If the University, 
the administration, the athletic 
department, and the Peoria people 
had their way, every student would 
be at every game. Nobody is try¬ 
ing to steal the team from the stu¬ 
dents. If every Bradley student 
wanted a student ticket for $1 a 
game and was actually going to 
show up I’m sure that the Univer¬ 
sity would find 5.000 student tick¬ 


ets, but if the tickets are just going 
to be wasted, they’re going to find 
someone that wants to use them. 

Think about it. Are Bradley 
students really having our team 
taken from us, or are we just giv¬ 
ing it away? Seems to me when 
less than 200 of over 5,000 stu¬ 
dents show up for a home game 
when school is in session then we 
are expressing the latter. We have 
three more home games to prove 
that we as a student body do care 
about our basketball team, that we 
do have school loyalty, and that 
rigormortis has not settled in on 
campus. I challenge the student 
body to help make Bradley basket¬ 
ball the fun time for students it 
once used to be, and I guarantee 
that you’ll have more fun at the 
games than you will sitting home 
studying or going to class. College 
basketball is an integral part of the 
college experience and Bradley 
students are still an integral part of 
the basketball program regardless 
of what some students may think. 
See you at the games.

looking for help." 

It offers hints for making black 
students stuck on mostly white 
campuses feel more at home, ins¬ 
talling more diverse hiring pro¬ 
grams and generally helping 
minorities feel less "marginal, con¬ 
spicuous and isolated from the 
mainstream of the institution." 

For example, it warns 
presidents to "pay attention to 
symbols" like Confederate flags 
and fraternity "slave auctions" that 
may mean nothing to them person¬ 
ally, but are potent representations 
of pain, degradation and death to 
others. 

At the same time, Wesleyan’s 
Chace, moved by the movie "Mis¬ 
sissippi Burning" and by the cele¬ 
bration surrounding Martin Luther 
King’s birthday, asked students for 
ideas for making "the racial atmo¬ 
sphere of this place called 
Wesleyan bettered." 

And Middlebury College 
President Olin Robison released a 
list of priorities to "reflect a funda¬ 
mental commitment to the long- 
range success of our minority stu¬ 
dents. "

It’s full swing ahead for Bradley 
men's and women’s tennis teams.

Head men’s tennis coach John 
Moorehouse said he is optimistic 
about the men’s spring tennis sea¬ 
son.

First, the team came back from 
winter break playing, for the most 
part, as tough and sharp as they 
were at the end of the fall season. 
Secondly, there are four team 
members who are capable of suc¬ 
cessfully playing in the number 
four, five and six positions on the 
squad. And finally, there was a 
mid-winter tournament held in 
Pekin in which individuals from 
the area competed against each 
another. 

Junior Pedro Velez and sopho¬ 
more Mike Berwald, both key 
members of Bradley’s tennis team, 
captured first and second place 
respectively in the singles tourna¬ 
ment. The two also combined to 
win first place in the doubles tour¬ 
nament. 


The top three positions on 
Bradley’s team are held by Velez, 
Berwald and senior Steve Baab. 
Juniors Gary Feldman and Mike 
Polisner and sophomores Mike 
Russo and Mark Syverud are all 
battling one another for the fourth, 
fifth and sixth spots on the squad. 
The four are playing challenge 
matches among themselves to 
determine who will be competing 
in each of the three positions. 

"Any of the four contesting for 
the bottom three positions could 
beat one another on any given day. 
The bottom half of the lineup will 
probably fluctuate throughout the 
season," said Moorehouse. 

Polisner, who regained eligibil¬ 
ity to compete with the Braves this 
semester, will provide the squad 
with added depth and will 
strengthen the bottom half of the 
Brave lineup. 

Moorehouse said he expects 
Feldman to again be an asset to the 
team. Feldman appears to be fully 
recovered from an ankle injury he 
suffered during the fall season. 
However, he wears ankle supports 
to prevent further injury. 

Velez, Berwald and Baab were 
consistent forces on the tennis 
team during the fall season, and 
Moorehouse said he expects the 
trio to continue winning matches 


for the Braves, as well as provid¬ 
ing the team with leadership. 

Individually, team members are 
working on improving different 
aspects of their game, such as 
returning serves, volleying and 
decreasing the number of double 
faults committed per game. As a 
team, the Braves are working on 
improving their doubles play, an 
area which has proved to be weak 
in the past. 

The women’s team began prac¬ 
ticing last week. The Lady Braves 
are playing playoff matches this 
week to determine who will play 
in what position for their upcom¬ 
ing season. 

Head Coach Barb Nicoll said 
she is aware of her team’s tough 
schedule, but remains confident. 

The Gateway Conference has 
always been a tough conference 
and we’ll be playing some strong 
non-conference teams during the 
spring season. However, we have 
a lot of depth to our team and that 
will definitely help us," Nicoll 
said. 

The team is working hard on 
getting back into shape after the 
long break and finding the doubles 
combinations that will work best 
together.

maintenance fee. Then it costs 
$160 per season ticket. " 

"Gee, Joe, that’s $570 for two 
season tickets! How much do the 
students pay for their season tick¬ 
ets?" 

"$40." 

"Well, that doesn’t seem so 
much, but remember, the students 
pay tuition here. It’s their school, 
their team, they should get first 
crack at tickets," I pleaded. 

"Dave, sometimes I think that 
75 percent of our crowd are 
alums, I mean, they don’t stop 
going after they get out of school, 
they get more involved," said Joe. 
"You know, the students pay their 
money, and they get something 
back." 

"What’s that, Joe?" 

"You get an education. You’re 
paying your money, and you’re 
getting an education. When you’re 
out of school, that’s when you give 
the University your money and get 
nothing in return." 


"Kind of like a gift?" I asked. 

"We have people giving 
$25,000 a year for art, theater, for 
basketball. That’s enough for a 
year of education, but they already 
have their education. They’re giv¬ 
ing because they love the school. 
It’s their University too," explained 
Joe. "Almost every student will 
graduate and turn around and give 
the school some money, the way I 
have and the way you will." 

"Hey watch it, Joe. But Joe, 
surely you must admit that the 
seats the students sit in are not the 
best around. So why did the price 
jump from $1 last year to $4 this 
year, when surely the team is not 
nearly as good or exciting? " 

"The increase in ticket price 
came about because last year we 
sold 1800 student season tickets, 
and 800 students would show up 
for the games. We would then get 
a lot of flack when we announced 
a sell-out and locals, who couldn’t 
buy a ticket, would see 1000 
empty seats. A lot of the students 
entered the lottery hoping for good 


seats and ngureu if they didn't get 
them, big deal, they’re out $10. 
People who buy the $40 ticket 
package are probably people who 
want to come to the games." 

"So, what you’re saying is that 
because the students squandered 
their opportunity to see good 
basketball last year, the only way 
to assure students to come is to 
make the tickets more valuable to 
them?" I asked. "Doesn't that seem 
a little extreme?" 

"Dave, I honestly believe that 
Bradley would charge students 50 
cents if they believed they would 
show up. If we could get 1500 stu¬ 
dents at the games, that would be 
great, and I honestly believe the 
school would lower the price. But, 
the students have to show that they 
will come to the games. They have 
to take the first step." 

I thought about what Joe and I 
spoke about, and decided that if 
the students think Peoria stole their 
team, they’re wrong. We gave the 
Braves away. The students of 
Bradley University have forsaken

Runners pace 
themselves

With all the news of the impending doom of Bradley’s track pro¬ 
gram, it is easy to forget that the track team is still competing, and has 
been for the last month. 

Both the men’s and women’s track teams have participated in three 
meets, although they haven’t exactly been keeping score. 

Coach Craig Dahlquist said he is using the meets in the course of 
the regular season merely as opportunities for his runners to be competi¬ 
tive. The real challenges for the runners lay ahead in the form of the 
Missouri Valley and Gateway Conference Tournaments. 

The MVC Tournament is Feb. 24-25, at Illinois State University, 
while the Gateway Conference schools will meet at Eastern Illinois 
University in Charleston Feb. 25-26. 

"We set our schedule up in such a way that we’re not as ready as in 
recent years at the beginning of the season, and we’re using the season 
itself to prepare ourselves for the tournaments," said Dahlquist. 

While the team as a whole is not particularly strong, Dahlquist listed 
several members who will be shooting for individual places in tourna¬ 
ment competition. 

Fifth-year student Mark Oberle returns to the squad as a grad stu¬ 
dent looking to repeat as one of the top-finishers in the mile event. Last 
year, Oberle was fifth in the conference. 

Senior John McConnelLwill be trying to bounce back after placing 
in the tournament as a sophomore, but missing as a junior. 

Bradley’s jumper, senior Brian Radke, is trying to repeat as one of 
the top MVC finishers in the long and triple jumps. Dahlquist said 
Radke’s best bet is in the long jump. 

From the women’s team, Dahlquist said he expects sophomore Melo- 
die Turner to repeat what she did as a freshman last year when she 
finished second in the 500 meters, which is now a 600 meter event. 

"We’re trying to decide whether Melodie should go up to the 600 or 
slide down to the 400. I think she could place in either event, it’s just a 
decision we’re going to have to make. Right now, it looks like the 400," 
said Dahlquist. 

Senior Lynn Mueller, a former place-winner in the 400, is ranked 
fourth in the 600 meter and has a shot at reaching the finals in that event. 

Mueller’s performance last weekend at the University of Iowa’s 
Hawkeye Invitational was considered the best of the season by Dahlquist. 
Out of ten teams competing, six of which were Gateway schools, Mueller 
finished fourth in the 500 meter. 

"We’ve had higher finishes in races, but that one was a real tough 
meet. You’ve got schools like Iowa and Illinois, and they’re coming at 
you with 29-30 people, and we have nine or ten, so we didn't fool around 
with doubling or tripling up, which is why I point out Lynn’s perfor¬ 
mance, " said Dahlquist. 

This weekend, the men will head to Notre Dame for the Central 
Collegiate Conference Meet while the women will be at an Augustana 
dual meet. 

"The Central Collegiate Conference Meet is a real high quality, 
probably the best quality meet we have all year. We do it because we 
want to take care of our best athletes at Bradley so we travel with seven 
guys, and have them gearing well and using the other teams’ perfor¬ 
mances to pull ours along," Dahlquist said. 

"The women will go to Augustana with the purpose of scoring 
points. We will be grossly out-numbered, 3-1, maybe 4-1. But, our top 
level athletes are better then their top-level athletes, so I think we can 
score enough points to possibly win, but definitely respectably close." 

Next weekend, both teams travel to Madison for the Wisconsin 
Open, which will be the last meet before the respective conference tour¬ 
naments. 

With the talk of track being discontinued as a Bradley sport, the 
runners have had more then just finish lines on their minds. 

"I think it’s concerned them a lot. When you’re looking at long 
range goals, you’re not just looking at a seasonal goal or a nine-month 
goal, but you’re also looking two or three years down the road. For a lot 
of them, they have that concern as to what’s going to happen to them," 
Dahlquist said. 

"But, as far as their attitudes go, I really like what’s happened this 
year. Everybody is much more relaxed and less uptight about having to 
perform right now." V added. 































Braves snap 
six game 

losing streak

Finally, the sweet smell of success. The Bradley 
Braves made it two wins in a row Wednesday night as 
Bradley defeated the Rams of Virginia Commonwealth 
University, 75-70, in Carver Arena. 

Bradley got off to a lethargic start in the first half 
of the game, committing twelve turnovers in the first 
fourteen minutes of play. The Braves had fifteen turn¬ 
overs by the end of the first half, compared to only 
four VCU turnovers. 

After a tie ballgame, 9-9, at the 15:33 mark, the 
Rams went on a fifteen point scoring run, leaving the 
Braves with their work cut out for them. 

Bradley was able to narrow VCU’s* lead to six 
points and at the half the score was Virginia 
Commonwealth-35, Bradley-29. 

Luke Jackson and Paul Wilson both injured their 
wrists in the first half of the contest and played with 
taped wrists throughout the second half. After the 
game, Jackson was taken to the hospital for hand x- 
rays. 


The Braves had outscored the Rams, 10-4, with 
only 4:16 seconds erased from the clock, and the 
game was quickly tied at 39-39 in the second half. 
The score would be tied three more times during the 
half, however, Bradley would hold on till the end. 
The Rams did come with in one point in the final 
eleven seconds of the game, but two VCU fouls, 
resulting in four Bradley freethrows, determined the 
ballgame. The victory improved the Braves record to 
4-6 in the conference and 8-12 overall. 

'To say that we struggled would be an under¬ 
statement. I didn’t feel we were ready to play. Since 
early January, we’ve been playing three games a week 
and it’s beginning to take its toll," said Head Basket¬ 
ball Coach Stan Albeck." In the second half, we 
picked up our enthusiasm. I think the crowd played a 
big part in that-they were behind the kids. We took 
control of the game and continued to fight off VCU’s 
rallies." 

Bradley snapped its six game losing streak Mon¬ 
day night when the Braves outscored the Tulsa Golden 
Hurricanes, 78-69, in Carver Arena. Dion Thurman, 
coming off his one game suspension, played extremely 
well for the Braves, as did teammate Xanthus Hous¬ 
ton. Thurman led all scorers with 20 points, while 
Houston contributed 12 points. 

Tulsa was the dominating force throughout the 
majority of the first half. With 6:40 left on the clock, 
Anthony Manuel canned a three point shot to put the 
Braves ahead of the Golden Hurricanes for the first 
time in the game. Bradley held on to the lead and at 
the half Bradley led, 36-34. 

Tulsa would never take control of the ballgame 
again, as the Braves led the Golden Hurricanes 
throughout the entire second half. The biggest spread 
of the game came with 5:32 left to go in the game and 
Bradley led Tulsa, 66-51. 

"We more than held our own," Albeck said. 'It 
was a nice win for us. We needed the win in order to 
have something to say about who wins the Missouri 
Valley Conference." 

Before Bradley earned its two victories, Wichita 
State handed the Braves a 93-82 loss on Feb. 4. The 
Brave lineup was minus the efforts of Thurman, a reg¬ 
ular starter for Bradley, and Steve Bay less. Both 
players were suspended from playing in Saturday’s 
game due to missing an early morning practice on 
Thursday, Feb. 2. Thurman missed the practice com¬ 
pletely, and Bay less showed up late and was told to 
go home. 

Manuel led the Braves in scoring with 36 points 
against the Wichita Shockers. Paul Wilson, with 26 
points, was the only other Bradley player in double 
digits. 

The Braves have been without the help of fresh¬ 
man Andy Bastock for the last three games. Bastock 
has been sidelined with a sprained ankle. 

The Bradley Braves will try to continue their two 
game winning streak as they take to the road this 
weekend. Saturday, the Braves will be playing at 
Drake University and Monday they will challenge the 
Sycamores of Indiana State.

— The pressure is on for the Lady Braves, who, with one more loss in- 

Gateway Conference play, could miss the playoffs. 

The Lady Braves won their first three Gateway contests, but since 
have dropped five of eight. Bradley entered last night’s game at Eastern 
tied with the Lady Panthers for fourth place with both teams holding 6-5 
conference records. 

Bradley barely defeated Eastern 65-63 on Eileen Yerkes’ 10-footer at 
the buzzer earlier this season in Peoria. A loss to the Lady Panthers last 
night would all but destroy Bradley’s hopes of landing one of the four 
playoff positions. 

Strangely enough, it was a four-game homestand that put the Lady 
Braves in their must-win situation. Shaky and inconsistent play cost Brad¬ 
ley as the Lady Braves went 2-2 over the four-game period. 

'We let some opportunities slip by and it’s very discouraging. 

Going 2-2 in a four-game homestand is not my idea of being successful," 
said Coach Lisa Boyer. "We’re going to have to prove ourselves on the 
road and that’s not easy." 

They will have plenty to prove after losing to last-place Wichita 
State Saturday night. The Lady Shockers thrashed Bradley 87-68, wasting 
a 23-point effort from Karin Nicholls. 

In the game against Wichita State, Carol Baresch’s streak of 20 con¬ 
secutive double-figure games cam* to an end as the high- scoring junior 
managed just one of 11 shots for only four points. The off-game cost 
Baresch the top-spot on the Gateway scoring list. Her 20.2 average has 
sunk to 18.5, a condition she hopes to fix soon. 

Other milestones are being achieved as well, mostly on the positive 
side of things. 

Val Wancket leads the Gateway in rebounding with her 9.7 average. 

Six more boards for Wancket will make her only the fifth Lady Brave to 
grab over 200 rebounds. As a team, Bradley leads the league in cleaning 
the glass with a 43.5 average. The all-time Bradley record is 43.6, set in 
1981-82. 

Baresch needs 18 free-throws to surpass Shelli Braud as the free- 
throws-made-in-a-season leader. Braud’s record of 135 was set last year. 

Bradley plays at Southern Illinois tomorrow before returning home 
to play Illinois State on Thursday and Indiana State on Saturday. It is the 
final homestand of the season as the Lady Braves try to win their final 
seven games and make the playoffs. Their last three games are on the 
road.

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Bradley student 

Bond set at 
$150,000

Jeffrey Robert Clayton, an 18- 
year-old freshman at Bradley 
University, was formally charged 
Tuesday with aggravated battery 
and attempted murder in the first 
degree, in connection with the 
alleged Feb. 11 attack of a 19-year 
old female Bradley student. 

Clayton is being held at the 
Peoria County Jail on a $150,000 
bond, which was advised by State’s 
Attorney Kevin Lyons, and set by 
Peoria County Associate Judge 
Robert Barnes Jr. 

Lyons said the amount of the 
bond was "one that we concluded 
based on a number of factors." 

Those factors, Lyons said, 
included prior convictions or lack 
of those, the seriousness of the 
offense, the possibility of the 
defendant being able to post bond 
and the ties the defendant has with 
the community. 

Lyons stated one of the reasons 
the bond was set so high was due 
to the fact that "with a possible 
prison sentence, the likeliness to 
flee and not show up in court is 
greater." 

During the bond hearing, which 
took place Tuesday at 3 p.m. in 
the Peoria County Courthouse, 
defense attorney Thomas Penn 
tried to negotiate the bond down to 
$75,000. 

"It’s kind of a generic thing," 
Penn said. "I go up there and 
make some noise to try to get the 
bond lowered." 

Penn, who’s Peoria’s chief pub¬ 
lic defender, was not assigned to 
Clayton’s case by the state, but 
instead will be defending him as

Security

part of his private practice. 

As of 5 p.m. on Thursday, 
Clayton had not posted bond and 
remained in the custody of Peoria 
police at the county jail. 

While Clayton sits in jail, Brad¬ 
ley officials have temporarily 
suspended him. 

"Until we can have a hearing 
with him, he’ll be suspended from 
classes and the campus itself," Ed 
King, executive director of hous¬ 
ing, residential life and the student 


judicial system said. 

Not worrying much about 
Bradley’s suspension, Lyons stated, 
if Clayton is found guilty, he will 
be facing a minimum prison sen¬ 
tence of six years and a maximum 
sentence of 30 years. 

Clayton was arrested Saturday 
morning, when a police officer 
reportedly kicked open a fifth-floor 
shower stall in Geisert Hall, and 
found Clayton nude and choking a 
nude woman. 


According to police reports, the 
victim was lying on the shower 
floor with a blue towel draped over 
her hip and Clayton was standing 
over her. 

A steam iron was on the 
shower floor in the corner, accord¬ 
ing to police reports, and a 
woman’s multi-colored swimsuit 
was lying at Clayton’s feet.

Continued maintenance prob¬ 
lems and poor design have crip¬ 
pled the Hduser Art Center only a 
year and a half after its introduc¬ 
tion to Bradley University. While 
some have said these problems are 
expected, others said the building’s 
not up to its expectations. 

"This is a better building than 
where we were, but we planned a 
better building," Dr. Charles 
Meyer, director of the art depart¬ 
ment, said. 'It has not lived up to 
if expectations." 

Meyer submitted a summary of 
the building’s needed improve¬ 
ments Monday to Work Control 
ind the Dean of Communication 
md Fine Arts. The major prob¬ 
lems noted in the summary are 
lacks in dry walling, plumbing 
rosso vers, improper drains and 
oor air circulation systems. 

I’m not saying we don’t have 
roblems," Ron Doerzaph, direc¬ 


tor of planning, said, "but they 
expect a perfect system." 

Doerzaph said the building has 
had a great diversity of demands 
and stress put on it by each depart¬ 
ment and problems are expected to 
occur. 

The planning and construction 
of Heuser was a "joint group" 
effort of Bradley’s planning office, 
art faculty, Gordon Bums and 
Associates architectural firm and 
the general contracting of Becker 
Bros. Inc. Doerzaph said the sys¬ 
tem was unique because it offered 
user input by art professors into 
the operations of building. 

"Each user put together 
requirements for their rooms, they 
were passed to a design team and 
designed to those needs," Doer¬ 
zaph said. "The problems are not 
because they were not put 

Meyer said the art center had 
more planning than any building 
on campus and the planners 


deserve credit, but he said he feels 
the outcome was bad construction 
and poor follow through of their 
plans. 

"We spent hours upon hours, 
yet they (plans) simply were not 
met," Meyer said. "The problems 
are exasperating because we 
planned it right and it isn’t right." 

Construction began in Febru¬ 
ary, 1987, under a preliminary set 
of drawings and plans, Doerzaph 
said. With construction already 
started, changes were made to 
catch major problems and 
correspond to new plans from each 
art department. Students began 
classes in the $2.5 million Heuser 
Art Center in August of the same 
year. 

The design-build plan minim¬ 
izes cost because the University 
does not pay an architect to design 
the whole structure before con¬ 
struction begins. 


biggest problem is the sculpting 
area, where students encounter 
poor ventilation and insufficient 
drainage. 

'The drain was not built right," 
Meyer said. "They sloped the 
floors away from the drain and 
now the drain is the highest point 
in the room." 

Doerzaph said the contractor 
did slope the floor towards the 
drain but a significant pitch would 
set the tables and equipment off- 
center. 

The building constructors, 
Becker Bros. Inc. of Peoria, 
returned this January after the 
building’s one year warranty had 
expired and cut troughs into the 
foundation to alleviate the drainage 
problems in the sculpture area. 

The sculpture exhaust system is 
not powerful enough to pull the 
dust and exhaust from the many 
separate areas scattered around the 
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Jeffrey R. Clayton 

rooms on each floor would only be 
able to be opened by the students 
who live on the floor. 

As the building security stands 
now, once inside the coed dorm, 
anyone can gain access to the 
floors through use of the elevator 
or stairwell. 

Ralph Tenuta, assistant director 
of security, isn’t opposed to added 
security, but doesn’t believe longer 
security hours would have 
prevented the incident. "Security is 
there to make sure no one suspi¬ 
cious enters the building," he said. 
"They have been trained to call 
Bradley security in a situation like 
this." 

Student security workers sit 
office hours from 11 p.m. to 4 
a.m. Sunday through Thursday, 
and 10 p.m. to 5 a.m. Friday and 
Saturday. However, the assault 
occurred about 6:45 a.m.

Contractors are putting on the 
finishing touches of the second 
floor ballroom in the Student 
Center in preparation for 
tomorrow’s Homecoming Alumni 
Dance.

Protest 

Dear Editor, 

I read with interest the article on 
Nuclear protests because I am an 
activist who has also participated in 
hundreds of protests, much of it in 
sub-zero weather. It is nice to see that 
some people have not been swallowed 
up in the great sea of apathy that 
washes over the American landscape 
like a deluge. But I see great irony in 
their protests! That plant is just a few 
blocks away from Peoria’s abortuary 
which has destroyed tens of thousands 
of human beings who have every bit 
the same endowment as anyone else.

"We hold these truths to be self evi¬ 
dent that all men are created equal and 
endowed by their Creator with certain 
inalienable rights among whom are the 
Right to Life, Liberty and the Pursuit 
of Happiness."

This right is violated dozens of times 
each week in Peoria without so much 
as a murmur by the vast majority of 
people, including the Peoria Peace Net¬ 
work, who live within the range of the 
abortion mill.

El Salvador, a nation of 
hacked-up torsos, decapitated 
bodies, torture, rape, political 
assassinations and death squads of 
the right and left. 

That’s right America, our $1.5 
million per day does more than 
keep a collapsing economy afloat. 
It also goes to support crimes 
against unarmed peasants, religious 


— all in the name of "democracy. 
Since this nine-year-old civil war 
began, the U.S. has sought to 
guide the middle factions of El 
Salvador’s political system towards 
a strong democracy, but the bil¬ 
lions we’ve spent there have done 
little t.e change it. 

In October 1980, Archbishop 
Oscar Romero y Galdames was 
assassinated after he had asked the 
U.S. to halt aid to the El Salva- 


military. 

cized the military for killing a pri¬ 
est and conducting "genocide 
against the Salvadoran people." 

In December 1980, four Ameri¬ 
can nuns were killed in El Salva¬ 
dor. Public outcry brought a 
suspension of aid. U.S. Ambassa¬ 
dor Robert White, conducting his 
own 7 investigation, found the 
bodies in an unmarked grave. 

U.S. aid to El Salvador was 
resumed in January and $5 million 


in military equipment was sent to 
the Salvadoran military, though the 
nuns’ bodies had still not been 
exhumed and the government 
refused to allow witnesses to be 
interviewed. 

The aid was resumed for three 
reasons: The "investigation" of the 
nuns’ murder; the Reagan adminis¬ 
tration claimed Castro was arming 
the leftist guerrillas - likely, but 
they couldn’t prove it; and because 
of land reforms — which never 


really started (landowners gave 
kickbacks to the military for chas¬ 
ing peasants off their land after sel¬ 
ling it to the government at an 
inflated price). 

On Jan. 3, 1982, the Salva¬ 
doran military published a list of 
opponents to be killed, a copy of 
which was obtained by the U.S. 
Three weeks later, President 
Reagan certified to Congress that 
the Salvadoran government had

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ISU beats Bradley in pints

For the second consecutive 
year, ISU. succeeded in winning 
the annual blood drive challenge 
between Bradley and ISU. 

The blood drive, which was 
co-sponsored by the American Red 
Cross, Delta Upsilon, Pizza 
World, WWCT, and Alpha Phi 
Omega, was held Wednesday and 
Thursday Feb. 8 and 9 in the Field 
House. The chairpersons were 
Tony Inserro and Brenda Weston 
of A Phi O. 

The contest between the schools 
was based upon a point system. 
Each school set a goal of how 
many pints of blood they hoped to 
collect. They were then given 
points for how close they came to 
the goal, the publicity for the 
blood drive and the atmosphere 
during the drive. ISU. finished the 
contest 22 points ahead of Bradley. 

Bradley’s hopes of collecting its 
goal of 165 pints of blood per day 
diminished when those in charge 
looked at the student response. On 
the first day, they collected 73 
pints to ISU.’s 177. On the second 
day, Bradley raised its numbers to 
90 pints, while ISU. collected 191 


pints. Bradley’s numbers were 
down from last year’s blood drive 
challenge when BU collected 107 
pints on the first day and 123 pints 
on the second day. 

A competition was held within 
the student organizations on 
campus to see who would donate 
the most blood. FIJI was the 
winner with 28% of their members 
donating. 

The turnout of donors was 
extremely low on the parts of both 
Bradley and ISU. The flu and cold 
epidemic that has hit both cam¬ 
puses caused many people to can¬ 
cel their appointements while many 
others were turned away for the 
same reason. Inserro said, despite 
the low turnout, everything else 
went very smoothly. 

After the blood was collected, 
it was taken to a laboratory to be 
tested for hepatitis, syphilis and 
the AIDS virus. No transfusion has 
carried the AIDS virus in the 
"Heart of Illinois" Region. This 
region covers 38 counties, which 
feed into 45 hospitals. 

Rene Allen, the field consultant 
responsible for blood collection in 
Peoria, worked along with the 


chairpersons. "The students did a 
super job of organizing and run¬ 
ning everything. Despite the fact 
that the turnout was low, I believe 
that everything went very well," 
Allen said. 

A plaque will be presented to 
ISU. Feb. 20, at halftime at the 
Bradley/ISU. basketball game. A 
WWCT disc jockey will be 
presenting the plaque. 

The next blood drive will be 
held April 27 from 11 a.m. until 5 
p.m. It will be sponsored by Tau 
Epsilon Phi. If everything goes as 
scheduled, it will be held in the‘ 
Student Center Ballroom. 

Anyone interested in donating 
blood can do so by contacting the 
blood center on Berkley Ave. 
674-7171 ext. 278. 

"We are very short of blood 
because of the flu going around 
this winter, so every drop is 
important," Allen said. The center 
is open from 7:30 a.m.- 7:30 p.m. 
Monday and Thursday, 7:30 a.m.- 
5:30 p.m. Tuesday, Wednesday, 
and Friday, and 8 a.m. - 11:30 
a.m. Saturday. Walk-ins are 
accepted, though they prefer 
appointments.

made improvements curbing its 
abuses of human rights. 

In June 1983, U.S. serviceman 
Albert Arthur Schaufelburger was 
shot by leftists. The leftists do kill 
also, but our government has 
emphasized their activities while 
ignoring the atrocities of the right. 

In January 1984, Ambassador 
White was fired for calling 
Roberto D’Aubuisson a "pathologi¬ 
cal killer." D’Aubuisson, leader of 
the right wing political party 
ARENA, had a bad habit of pub¬ 
licly denouncing people who were 
soon killed and was linked to the 
assassination of Bishop Romero. 
And the Reagan Administration 
claimed it stood for reform? 

In June 1984, five Salvadoran 
national guardsmen were charged 
with murdering the American 
nuns. The U.S. State Dept, con¬ 
cluded it was part of a cover-up by 
the Salvadoran military. In keep¬ 
ing with administration policy, 
nothing was done about it. 

President Napoleon Duarte, 
leader of the moderate Christian 
Democratic Party (PDC), tried to 
purge security forces of human 
rights abusers, but allegations were 
rarely investigated. 

Duarte has tried to reach an 
agreement with the Salvadoran 
guerrillas by offering them 
amnesty, but the atrocities of the 
right ensure that the rebels will 
continue to fight. 

D’Abuisson’s ARENA party 
won a majority in El Salvador’s 
Legislative Assembly in March 
1988. ARENA has vowed to rid 
their country of U.S. advisers and 
give the military free reign in 
fighting the leftists. 

The ARENA presidential candi¬ 
date is ahead in the polls and is 
expected to win the Mafch 31 elec¬ 
tion. If ARENA wins, the civil 
war will escalate, resulting in more 
deaths. 


The Reagan administration 
refused to pursue a negotiated 
peace settlement because it feared 
a Marxist takeover in El Salvador. 

A negotiated settlement could have 
not only prevented further 
bloodshed from the right and left, 
it could have resulted in a true 
democracy with all parties 
represented — or wasn’t this the 
goal of our government for the I 
past eight years? 

President Bush has a dilemma. 

He can’t let domino-conservatives 
think he’s soft on leftist aggression 
an^l he can’t cozy up to the 
rightists and their death squads. . 

Our governments’ support of 
moderates and reforms in El Salva¬ 
dor has been too lame in the past, 
and now Bush is stuck with the 
reality of it all. 

Bush should immediately pur¬ 
sue negotiations, real land reforms, 
and halt aid to the Salvadoran mili¬ 


tary. This would, hopefully, bring 
the leftists to the bargaining table 
in good faith and show the Salva¬ 
doran people that the U.S. and the 
moderate Christian Democrats can 
indeed bring an end to the 
bloodshed which has claimed over 
70,000 lives. 

The leftists have said they favor 
a negotiated peace and have been 
making concessions towards that 
goal. It’s time to let them put their 
money where their mouths are and 
it’s time for our government to 
stop "just saying no" to the death- 
squads of the right. 

If Bush acts quickly, he can 
gain all the notoriety of bringing 
this war to a close. If he should 
fail, then he’ll be blamed for the 
failure of a lame duck foreign pol¬ 
icy he inherited. 

It seems like El Salvador has 
been in the backs of our leaders’ 
minds for quite some time. They’d 
better bring it to the front of their 
thoughts before the smell of 
bloodshed comes lingering to their 
doors.

adviser Karen Zabloudil, who also 
heard a man’s voice and summoned 
two males from the sixth floor, 
who in turn, called security. 

Dave Baer, director of security, 
said from the time security 
received the call to the time Brad¬ 
ley security officer Joseph Albright 
got to the shower room, about two 
minutes elapsed. Albright, once 
on the fifth floor, kicked in the

"I expect it to go before a 
grand jury," Penn said. They’ll 
find probable cause and an arraign¬ 
ment date will be set; usually a 
week after he is indicted." 

Lyons said after Clayton is 
indicted, "He will appear in court 
to give a plea of guilty or not 
guilty."

A little condom sense goes a long way

The myth that condoms are 
bought in the back of drug stores 
by embarrassed, red-faced, timid 
men has been shattered by the 
reality of AIDS and other sexually 
transmitted diseases. Condom 
manufacturers are now directing 
their packaging and advertising to 
women and couples. Condoms are 
a sole method, other than 
abstinence, for the prevention of 
sexually transmitted diseases. 

Today, condoms come in as 
many colors, kinds and makes, as 
the people who are using them. 
They have gained so much recog- 


nition in the last two years as 
disease prevention, that condoms 
have been given a week dedicated 
to their responsible use and infor¬ 
mation. 

National Condom Week, Feb. 
14-21, has been in existence since 
1978 and was created by the 
National Condom Week Resource 
Center in Oakland, Calif., which 
is a special service of Pharmacists 
Planning Services, Inc. 

"Last year we received 38,000 
free condoms from the Illinois 
Department of Public Health, and 
in a month and a half, we distri- 
buted 20,000 of them to patients. 


This year we are expecting to 
receive 51,000 condoms," Brenda 
Travis-Qatanani director of educa¬ 
tion and counseling at Planned 
Parenthood in Peoria said. 

The Peoria Planned Parenthood 
Clinics distributed the condoms in 
strips of 10 in individual, clear 
plastic bags. Travis-Qatanani said 
the condoms are available to any¬ 
one who needs them, although a 
small fee might be charged. 

"We have a sliding fee scale, 
so no one would ever be denied 
services because of inability to 
pay," she said.

Travis-Qatanani said as more 
people become aware of AIDS and 
other diseases, the use of condoms 
and women buying condoms has 
also increased. In 1986, almost 
16,000 Americans died from 
AIDS, and by 1991, more people 
will have died from AIDS than the 
number of people who died in the 
Vietnam War. 

Although clinics and drug 
stores make condoms readily avail¬ 
able, the Bradley University 
Health Center does not give out or 
sell condoms. Ray Zarvell, execu¬ 
tive director of educational 
development, said the health 
advisory committee has been 
debating the condom issue for two 
years. 

Zarvell said the issue has been 
in a dead-lock because the students 
and the officials who make-up the 
committee haven’t agreed on the 
issue, and haven’t been able to 
come up with an agreeable recom¬ 
mendation. "The administration 
has final authority to say if the 


quets are available in single pack¬ 
ages that are made to look like

Contraceptive Technology said 
in 1987, 46 million couples used 
condoms worldwide, at least 40 
percent of condoms are now pur¬ 
chased by women, and in 1984 
condom purchases reached $282 
million. 

Condoms may have been 
known to college students since the 
time of high school sex education 
classes, but the history of the con¬ 
dom dates back to 1350 B.C. when 
Egyptian men wore decorative 
covers for their penises. The 
Italian anatomist Fallopius 
described the use of linen sheaths 
in 1564 and protective devices 
from animal intestines soon fol¬ 
lowed. It wasn’t until the 
eighteenth century that these 
sheaths were given the name "con¬ 
dom" and popularized as a means 
ot "protection from venereai

Condoms are no longer limited 
to the latex, 99 cent type, but have 
taken on new and humorous roles 
in the American mainstream.

In a pamphlet put out by 
Planned Parenthood, the condom 
has a success rate of 90 percent. 
The effectiveness is increased if 
the woman uses a barrier method 
only (contraceptive foam, cream, 
jelly, suppository, sponge or 
diaphragm). Condoms and foam 
used together correctly each time 
intercourse takes place are just as 
effective as the pill

When Maurice Chevalier sang, 
'Thank Heaven for Little Girls" in 
the 1958 hit movie "Gigi," I think 
he was speaking of little Miss 
Peggy Sue Sassorossi. "Little Miss 
Peggy Sue" grew up to be the 
same Peggy Sassorossi who 
manages to turn a hoard of 
enthusiastic, dedicated volunteers 
into something referred to as the 
Student Activities Office. 

Sassorossi, director of student ^ 
activities, uses her unending 
charisma and energy (or at least, 
she tries to make us believe it’s 
unending) to plan activities for 
Bradley University that she thinks 
would be both enjoyable and 
beneficial to the students. 

Among these activities have 
been the weekend movies that 
ACBU has sponsored for many 
years, various bands coming to 
Bradley and guest speakers of stu¬ 
dent interest.

new center, he said fie finds it hard 
to believe they designed the build¬ 
ing for artists. "It’s funny ... the 
drawing lab for graduate students 
doesn’t have a window in it." 

'The quality of workmanship is 
poor," said Oscar Gillespie, head 
of the printmaking department, 
who sees the tile on the third floor, 
installed a year ago, wearing out. 

"The installers did not sweep 
the floor before putting down the 
tile," said Gillespie, "now dirt and 
particles under the tile are coming 
up and will soon make a hole 
through the tile ... a building a 
year old shouldn’t have that. " 

In some locations, cracks have 
formed in the dry wall, Meyer 
said. In the jewelry-making room, 
a crack extends from the ceiling to 
the floor. 

Doerzaph said the dry wall 
probably absorbed moisture when 
it was put up before the heating 
systems were installed in the build¬ 
ing. He said the walls later dried 
out and cracked.

and the Civic Center folks brought this 
degrading spectacle to Peoria, Mor- 
ganna was quoted in the Journal Star 
sports pages with her version of an 
encounter with Kirk Gibson: the Dodg¬ 
ers Star threatened to "beat me up and 
rape me.

Track 

Dear Editor, 

I am a member of Bradley 
University’s Track program and am 
FURIOUS over the dropping of it. I 
feel that it is a injustice not only for 
Bradley, but for the athletes already 
participating in the sport. 

I am one of the scholarship athletes 
on the team and consider this a respon¬ 
sibility, as well as to be given "the 
opportunity to be given one. I have the 
duty to express my concern over the 
MISMANAGEMENT of the Bradley 
Athletic Department. This is why I am 
writing this commentary. 

When I came to Bradley, I was 
expected and assumed to give 110% to 
my grades and my sport for a 
scholarship. I assumed I was to be 
treated FAIRLY and EQUALLY as 
any other athlete on this campus. I 
found I was wrong when I learned 
about the men’s basketball team. That 
the men’s basketball team was given 
special considerations that my sport 
never got. I understand that since the 
men’s basketball program pulls in about 
99% of the budget of the Athletic 
Department. Does that give them the 
right to keep it all too? 

Over a million dollars was made 
from men’s basketball last year, and 
where does it go? To idiot trips, like 
the expensive Tokyo trip, in which we 
lost anyway! Another Bradley Athletic 
Fact ... The men’s basketball team 
FLIES to Drake for a basketball game, 
which only takes three hours by the 
good, old Bradley van. All the other 
athletes have to use this van to go to 
their meets or games and cannot fly. I 
guess we are not considered valuable 
enough for this same treatment. My 
team had to drive 13 hours to Kansas 
for a track meet that ended up running 
bad at, anyway because of pulled mus¬ 
cles and cramps from the trip! 

Track is the OLD¬ 
EST varsity sport on this campus and 
has produced more successful athletes 
in its sport (even an OLYMPIC ath¬ 
lete) than any other sport ever existing 
here at Bradley. That is why Bradley 
should keep the Track program around 
for two reasons: one, to keep its 
Cross-Country runners in shape on a 
NCAA Division I status and two, to 
keep a strong and traditional sport at 
Bradley alive. I am not asking too 
much. Only for my sport to be funded 
properly. In which a FAIR amount of 
money is allocated for additional scho¬ 
larships and meets, and a proper assis¬ 
tant coach for our present coach, Craig 
Dahlquist. Which would amount to the 
same amount of money spent on one 
away game for the men’s basketball 
team. 

I have eligibility for only two and a 
half more years and need the competi¬ 
tive edge of being a NCAA Division I 
Track athlete to perform Cross- 
Country, as well as Track. So I can be 
able to compete in the Missouri Valley 
Indoor and Outdoor Track meets for a 
shot in placing well in them. Sure, the 
Athletic Department has said that I 
would be able to compete in them, but 
I wouldn’t be representing Bradley 
officially. This is not only my concern, 
but I feel it is the concern for my fel¬ 
low teammates. 

I have had to live with the "politi¬ 
cal" conditions of the Athletic Depart¬ 
ment, and put up with it long enough! 
If I am expected to be a competitive 


athlete, I feel 1 should be treated as 
such. And I know I am NOT the only 
athlete feeling this way. You could go 
into the training room any day of the 
week and hear the same complaining 
going on. Or just go to anyone on the 
Cross-Country, Track, Soccer, Swim¬ 
ming, Tennis, Golf, Volleyball, Soft- 
ball, Baseball and Women’s Basketball 
teams and hear the same comments that 
I am expressing here. 

This "Quiet" feud has lasted long 
enough! Mr. Ferguson you want us 
(the "other" athletes) to perform and 
represent Bradley to our best of our 
abilities, then you better start giving us 
the QUALITY treatment. If this is 
truly what you are promising to us, it 
better be EQUALED to the men’s 
basketball team or you are going to 
have to CUT all athletic programs to 
develop your blinded quality program 
for the men’s basketball team. Because 
that’s where I see the direction going to 
... more money for men’s basketball 
and less for the rest! 

I may have not have been able to 
save my sport, but I am NOT going to 
let my views and opinion be sheltered 
any! 

That is why this new "Quality, not 
Quantity" program that the Athletic 
Department is initiating is nothing 
more than talk ... and disappointment. 
This is just another plan that is going 
to be out the door. I have expressed 
this concern in behalf of my love of 
my sport, Bradley’s well being, the 
other "quality" athletes at Bradley 
(excluding the underrated men’s basket-? 
ball program), and of a student-athlete.

I am proud to be Jewish, and m> 
identity with Jews is drenched in pas¬ 
sion. However, to the Palestinian Stu¬ 
dent Society, I want to explain that my 
sentiment for Israel is unobstructed by 
blind and selfish loyalty.

Their publicity, to 
some can be as insulting as it is errone¬ 
ous. Talk similar to this, from either 
side, will not encourage a peaceful 
coexistence of Israel and Palestine. 
However, from an emotional perspec¬ 
tive this is understandable, and I do 
realize that the pro-Israel extremists 
speak and write with similar biases and 
half-truths.

The Hockey Braves continued their erratic ways 
over the weekend by stomping the Milwaukee 
School of Engineering 9-3 on Friday night, and then 
losing 8-4 to Northern Illinois on Sunday.

8-5. The Braves must pass Indiana w 
State, who is 7-5, and either 
E.I.U. or Drake to get in. 

Last week, the Braves fell 
behind 17-2 and trailed 31-11 at 
the half in a loss at Eastern Illi¬ 
nois. The Braves rallied and cut 
the deficit to 58-54 with 24 
seconds remaining, but couldn’t get 
any closer. Carol Baresch led the 
Braves with 17 points and fresh¬ 
man Eileen Yerkes added seven 
points, while pulling down 10 
rebounds. 

On Saturday, at Southern Illi¬ 
nois, the Lady Braves continued 
their shooting woes as they hit just 
12 of 42 shots from the floor and 
lost 70-41. The Lady Braves’ first 
field goal didn’t come until 8:01 
remained in the first half as they 


trailed 36 : 16. "I really don’t know 
what’s going on," Coach Lisa 
Boyer said. "We are playing good 
defense, but doing nothing on 
offense." 

Baresch again led the Braves 
with 14 points, 10 coming on free 
throws, and Val Wancket added 11 
points and six rebounds.

The Bradley Braves, once tor¬ 
mented by a six game losing 
streak, have pulled together and 
are riding high, bringing a five 
game winning streak into 
tomorrow’s Homecoming game 
against Drake University.

End of the line for two seniors

Saturday may be homecoming, 
but for two Bradley players, Mon¬ 
day will be a slightly more auspi¬ 
cious ocassion. 

Anthony Manuel and Paul Wil¬ 
son will both be playing their final 
game in the familiar contours of 
Carver Arena, but when all is said 
and done, more then just two 
careers are coming to an end. 

It will also be the end of a 
whole time frame; one known as 
the Versace-azoic Era. Manuel and 
Wilson are the last of Versace’s 
group, the last Bradley Braves to 
play under the blustering white 
gorilla (Luke Jackson was on 
campus, but never played for Ver¬ 
sace). 

Both players made well the 
adjustment from Versace’s militant 
half-court control to Albeck’s fir£ 
at will offense. For both players it 
gave them a chance to display 
talents that might have otherwise 
been lost within the grid of 
Versace’s game plan. 

"Coach Albeck’s style lets us 
get up and down the floor, he likes 
to run, and with Coach Versace, 
he was more of a discipline coach. 
He wanted the ball passed around 
ten or twelve times and take a 
good shot," said Wilson. 

"Coach Albeck gave me an 


opportunity, I have more freedom 
to do what I do best. It was 
definitely a big adjustment at first, 
because we were so used to run¬ 
ning the clock down to 20 seconds, 
but with Coach Albeck, the first 
shot that comes along, we let it 
go." 

Manuel’s four years have pro¬ 
duced numerous records and some 
national acclaim. Last year, he set 
an NCAA record for assists by a 
junior, while setting the Missouri 
Valley record for assists in a sea¬ 
son with his 373. This year, 
Manuel passed Jim Les as the all- 
time Bradley assist man. With at 
least four games left in his career, 
Manuel has 833 assists. Manuel 
also 

leads the MVC in both scoring 
and assists, and doing it while run¬ 
ning a dreadfully inexperienced 
team. 

If Manuel should end the sea¬ 
son atop both the MVC scoring 
and assists categories, he would 
become only the fourth player in 
NCAA Division I basketball to do 
so in a major conference. "Pistol" 
Pete Maravich, Bimbo Coles, and 
Darius Clemons are the others. 

For Manuel, it has been some¬ 
what of a bittersweet senior year. 
While his numbers have sky¬ 
rocketed, the team has been 


plagued with inconsistency. While 
mired in a six-game losing streak, 
Manuel did his best to keep his 
team together both on and off the 
court. 

'It’s been frustrating, but it’s 
been a learning experience for me 
also. I’ve had a lot of things come 
upon me here at Bradley, and 
learned a lot from them. This busi¬ 
ness of being up and down this 
year, I’ve learned from that also," 
said Manuel. 

Although his chances of surviv¬ 
ing in the NBA look slim, the 5- 
foot-11, 185 pound senior is look¬ 
ing ahead at a career in basketball. 
Manuel would like to catch on as a 
role player somewhere in the 
NBA, something he has proved he 
could do at Bradley. More realisti¬ 
cally, Manuel might have to look 
for an outlet in the supplement 
Continental Basketball League or 
World Basketball League, the 
organization that helped boost Jim 
Les to the NBA this season.

Amy Hughes, a freshman 
Jeisert resident, went for her ino- 
ulation on Tuesday. She said two 
ris on her floor went home with 
i hat they thought were measles. 


One turned out to be a false alarm. 

Jennifer Lewis, a freshman 
University Hall resident, said, "I 
thought I was safe. I found out my 
last shot was in 1971." 

Hasselbacher said if a person 
was last vaccinated before 1980, 
and has had close contact with an 
infected person, he/she should 
come in for a vaccination. How¬ 
ever, anyone born before 1956 
should be immune to the disease. 

"We feel we really reached 
everyone who is at risk." Hassel¬ 
bacher said she believes the out¬ 
break will die down soon. "We 
recognized it early and began ino¬ 
culating right away. I think we 
stopped it." 

She said despite rumors, classes 
will not be cancelled, nor did the 
Health Center run out of vaccina¬ 
tion. She said they have ample 
supplies and have the condition 
under control. 

Ray Zarvell, executive director 
of education development, said, "I 
think the measles have been con¬ 
tained. " 

Bill Moran, State ““Department 
of Public Health representative, 
disagreed. "We are anticipating a 
few more cases in the next couple! 
of days."

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Hooks promotes racial unity

The only way evil will triumph 
is if good people sit back and do 
nothing, said Dr. Benjamin L. 
Hooks, executive director of the 
National Association for the 
Advancement of Colored People. 

Speaking to a crowd of about 
250 people on 'The Present State 
of the Black Civil Rights Move¬ 
ment" Wednesday night in the Stu¬ 
dent Center Ballroom, Hooks said, 
"There is an endless, infinite, 
unending, unyielding capacity of 
mankind to commit evil. " 

Hooks, who has a background 


in media, ministry, law and has 
headed the 80-year-old organiza¬ 
tion since 1977, explained how 
inhuman people can be toward 
each other, using as examples, the 
Jewish Holocaust, the fighting in 
Ireland, Iran and Iraq, and the sys¬ 
tem of apartheid in South Africa. 

Talking about the morals of 
people, Hooks’ message was to be 
"solid" in the face of evil. Many 
crimes, according to Hooks, would 
not have been committed if people 
would have stood up for the rights 
of themselves and others. 

Sponsored by the Bradley 
Chapter of the NAACP, Hooks’ 


lecture was one of many activities 
at Bradley during Black History 
Month. 

Hooks took pride in the fact 
that the organization has over 
1,700 adult chapters and over 500 
college chapters. This along with 
the fact that in 1988, NAACP 
membership was at an all-time 
high, which, he said indicates the 
organization still is very active. 

"In the past 20 years, the Civil 
Rights Movement has been more 
vibrant, had more fights and 
achieved more success than ever 
before in history," Hooks said.

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Fifth project building plans released

Plans for the fifth building pro¬ 
ject undertaken as the result of the 
$26 million Campaign for Bradley 
were revealed Wednesday morning 
in the Wyckoff room of the 
Cullom-Davis Library. 

The $5.5 million project will 
include the expansion and renova¬ 
tion of the Engineering Complex, 
which will comprise Jobst and 
Baker halls and the expansion of 
the Lovelace Hall facility to 
accommodate the College of Busi¬ 
ness Administration. 

Phillips Swager Associates has 
architectural responsibility for the 
Engineering Complex concept, 
which will convert the existing 


Jobst and Baker halls into one 
integrated unit, with a signature 
tower. Approximately 8,000 
square-feet of space will be newly 
constructed. Combined with the 
nearly 32,000 square-feet of the 
existing Baker Hall, the Engineer¬ 
ing Complex will be enlarged by 
nearly 40,000 square-feet. 

The two buildings will undergo 
major renovations to provide 
state-of-the-art environments for 
laboratory activities for the Col¬ 
lege of Engineering as well as 
departmental and faculty office 
space. 

In addition, the renovated and 
expanded Engineering Complex 
will house the Bradley Small Busi-

advisory committee and Gary 
Anna, vice president of business 
affairs. 

Asked to state the positives and 
negatives of leasing, Goldin said, 
"I can name about 25 reasons why 
we should lease. They'll guarantee 
us all the money that we are mak¬ 
ing now and then some," Goldin 
said. "They’ll give us money for 
renovations. They also claim 
some of our items would be 
cheaper." 

However, Goldin said he can’t 
imagine Bradley being as closely 
affiliated with the Bookstore if they 
do lease. 

Under the present management, 
Goldin said Bookstore employees 
report directly to him. But with a 
tenant, 'The employees will report 
to the tenant who will, in turn, 
report back to me. We’d like to 
think it would still have that same 
Bradley flavor, but I’m sure it 
wouldn’t." 

Asked if the Bookstore would 
continue to hire Bradley students if 
outside ownership should operate 
the Bookstore, Goldin said, "We’re 
not interested in any firm not hir¬ 
ing Bradley students." 

She said this outbreak is mild 
compared to the one in 1975 when 
there were 120 confirmed cases.

Bradley is no 
Park" Avenue 


There’s a problem that exists at Bradley and, unlike some problems, 
this one just won’t go away. 

It’s a problem that has been talked about time and time again but like 
many problems that exist, the results have gone unchanged. 

The haunting problem that seems to be hovering over Bradley’s head 
is what some people might call "nothing more than a parking problem." 

It’s what I would call a big parking problem. 

There are roughly 1,461 parking spaces available on campus. 

In research done in late October, a Bradley official stated that there 
were about 1,270 parking stickers sold at the time and an expected 200 
more to be sold in the spring. 

Dave Baer, director of security, said there have been about 3,489 
parking stickers issued to date, but also stated that that doesn’t necessarily 
represent the number of cars on campus, because many people, mainly 
faculty, have been issued more than one parking sticker. 

It would seem, that even if those numbers are inflated, there are 
more parking stickers issued than there are parking spaces available. 

And if not, there are definitely more cars parking on campus than 
both parking stickers issued and spaces available. 

Yesterday morning, students were told they would not be able to 
park on Elmwood from Main St. to St James from 7 a.m. to 11 a.m., 
due to the Scholarship Luncheon that was held in the Student Center. 

Ken Goldin, Bradley University business manager, said the reason 
for that area of parking to be sectioned off was due to the fact that there 
would be elderly people attending the luncheon and he didn’t want them 
to have to walk across slippery ice and snow. 

I can understand his position completely and I feel he did the right 
thing, but doesn’t that show that there isn’t enough parking on campus? 

On Elmwood, across Main St., off-campus, there were 16 cars with 
Bradley parking stickers on Thursday morning. 

That is a residential area, and students with parking stickers 
shouldn’t have to park off-campus, aside from the fact that it increases the 
flow of traffic in those residential areas. 

Bradley officials have bounced back and forth the idea of building a 
multi-story parking deck. 

Seems like a great idea but, of course, there are not enough funds 
for that project and not enough real estate. 

The topic of parking problems on campus is one that has been 
thrown around for a long time, yet no resolutions have been made. 

I’m not sure if I have the answers, but here are some problems that I 
notice. 

♦There are more parking stickers distributed than parking 

spaces available. 

Why not only distribute the exact amount of parking stickers in pro¬ 
portion to the spaces available? Seems simple enough. 

♦There are too many freshmen who have cars on campus. 

Freshmen shouldn’t be allowed to have cars on campus, period, 
unless it was for a medical reason or an extreme necessity. 

♦There are simply not enough parking spaces available on 

campus to suit the needs of the students. 

For the past few weeks, I have noticed cars parking parallel along 
the sidewalks of Elmwood and the Omicron Delta Kappa Circle. 

This created traffic problems for pedestrians on campus and the flow 
of traffic through campus. Not to mention the havoc it causes for cars to 
pull in and out of legitimate parking spaces. 

These are all legitimate problems that occur with the parking prob¬ 
lems on Bradley’s campus. 

Officials should start realizing that the problem isn’t just going to 
fade away. It’s going to get bigger and create more chaos... 

...And before you know it, Bradley University will be nothing more 
than one big traffic jam.

Also, the P.L.O. was not formed to 
"annihilate Jewish people" but to fight 
the Zionist movement and to represent 
and fight for the rights of the Pales¬ 
tinian people. It can be said that the 
Zionist movement was formed with the 
premeditated intention of annihilating 
and dispersing more than 6 million 
people from their homes.

I am sure Palestinian Christians and 
Moslems can expect to be treated as 
full citizens in spite of these concerns 
over the Jewish question of citizenship. 

The time for peace is here. The 
P.L.O. has done what is necessary to 
open talks; the Israeli government has 
refused. Zionism is a racial religious 
movement, condemned by the United 
Nations, with no room for anyone but 
Zionist Jews. There will be no peace 
until there is an independent state and 
home for the Palestinian people.

Dear Editor 

Your article in the Scout on AIDS 
last week reminded me of a song 
recorded in the early seventies by a 
Christian rock and roll artist named 
Larry Norman. So I dug the record 
jacket out of my 20-year-old collection 
and looked up the words. It is a lament 
over the new ethic of free love and 
loose morals and a recalling of a dis¬ 
carded ethic that used to be the founda¬ 
tion of our loving relationships. Here 
are a couple of verses: 

"Gonorrhea on Valentine’s Day, and 
you’re still looking for he perfect lay. 
you think rock and roll will set you 
free, honey, you’ll be deaf before 
you’re thirty-three. Shooting junk till 
you’re half insane, broken needle in 
your purple vein. Why don’t you look 
into Jesus, he got the answer. 

'Think back to when you were a 
child, your soul was free and your 


heart ran wild. Each day was different 

and life was a thrill, you knew tomor¬ 
row would be better still. But things 
have changed your much older now, if 
you’re unhappy and you don’t know 
how. Why don’t you look into Jesus he 
got the answer." 

According to Dr. James Dobson, 
there are over two dozen venereal 
diseases which are in a state of pan¬ 
demic in America, two of which are 
incurable. AIDS and Herpes. Over 22 
million people currently suffer from 
Herpes. Since the condom was useless 
against the spread of Herpes, how now 
does it attain the status of a guardian 
and protector against a disease that is

What these statistics show is that the 

condom may slow down the spread of 
disease, that is, it may take a year or 
two to pick up AIDS in a situation! 
where you would have picked it up in 
the first month of unprotected use, but 
this hardly warrants the label "safe.'f 
Perhaps "reduced risk sex " would be a 
safer tern. 

If someone is engaged in unhealthy! 
behavior like cigarettes smoking, doc¬ 
tors usually don’t encourage the bad 
habit by telling them to make their 
unhealthy behavior "safer." The Amer¬ 
ican Lung Association doesn’t tel 
nicotine addicts to put filters on theii 
cigarettes to teach them "safe smok 
ing." They tell them to change theii 
lifestyle or suffer the consequences! 1 
makes no sense to give addicts clea 
needles so that they can "shoot jun! 
until they’re half insane" in an atmo 
sphere of personal hygiene! The patiert 
who has cirrhosis of the liver from 
"going for all the gusto since he only 
goes around once in life" must chang! 
his beer habit if he wants to survive! 
And so must those who engage in higfc 
risk sex, what used to be callec 
immorality!

veto every term paper or pop quiz.

"Blacks and whites can’t afford 
not to work together. " 

However, racism is still evident 
in America, he said as witnessed 
by the election of David Duke, a 
former Klu Klux Klan Grand 
Wizard, to the State Congress in 
Louisiana. He said he was amazed 
"a man who espouses racism can 
get elected to Congress," by what 
he called an affluent, educated, 
white majority. 

Hooks also blamed the news 
media for trying to distort the issue 
by focusing on the fact that Dukes 
is a Republican rather than on his 
past racial views, which drew an 
enormous crowd approval and 
shouts of "Amen." 

Referring to the movie "Missis¬ 
sippi Burning," Hooks said the 
movie sends a false message to 
blacks and whites alike as it por¬ 
trays blacks in an unfavorable 
light. 

Commenting on the state of the 
economy. Hooks said, blacks 
"now face what may be called an 
economic second-class citizen¬ 
ship. " The rationale for this being 
that, although everyone suffers 
from the high deficit and federal 
budget, he said blacks are affected 
more due to the cut backs in social 
programs and education. 

He later pointed out that 
although the Reagan administration 
created 15 million jobs, it’s more 
important to focus on what types 
of jobs were created. "Unless peo¬ 
ple study the future we are in for 
some difficult times," he said. 

Hooks also became more vocal 
on points such as abortion and cap¬ 
ital punishment. Not stating 
whether he was for or against 
abortion, he did make it clear he 
disapproved of women who 
decided to have children but 
neglected to care for them prop¬ 
erly. 

On capital punishment. Hooks 
was even more opinionated. Not in 
favor of the execution of crimi¬ 
nals, he said he did believe in 
strict prison terms for convicted 
criminals. 

He ended his speech stating his 
faith in God, without whom he 
said, he as well as blacks would 
not have made it as far as they 
have.

’he same store that didn’t 
jive the customer into believing 
was in Europe sharing cho- 
te, tea and bread with the 
rcs but instead was in a sterile 
paying $75 for a mustard- 
jred sweater that was probably 
in some sweat shop in a 
r ay land for $10. 


But this trip to ISU took me off 
the beaten generic mall path to a 
small, hideaway of vintage treas¬ 
ures. I wandered off the street into 
the past lives of Jackie Onassis’ 
pill box hats, Humphrey Bogart’s 
tailored suit jackets, Marilyn 
Monroe’s body hugging dresses, 
Jams Joplin’s bell bottoms and Zsa 
Zsa Gabor’s rhinestone earrings, 
bracelets, rings and necklaces. 

Babbitt’s Closet (104 North St. 
in Normal) is a leap into the 
apparel past that sells vintage 
clothing at very reasonable prices 
(a woman’s checkered wool blazer 
from the 50s era ran $10-12 and 
man’s suit coat around $9). Some¬ 
times vintage clothes hogs will pay 
more than retail prices for a 
sweater that is 50 years old, but 
Babbitt’s keeps the joy of finding 
that perfect apparel of yesteryear 
at college student prices. 

Owners Brian Simpson and 
Cathy Sutliff have collected so 
many baubles, unique antiques and 
jewelry during the last four years 
they’ve owned the store that the 
cases and racks seem to overflow 
with nostalgia. 

The clothes, hats and jewelry 
are of prime choice -- most appear 
washed, ironed and repaired. 
Simpson said he tries to weed 
through the more used-looking 
clothes to try to find unique and 
well-preserved blasts from the 
past, like the feathered hats and 
the party dresses. Babbitt’s Closet, 
which also has costume rentals, is 


open from noon to 6 p.m. Monday 
through Saturday. 

After your appetite for a piece 
of the past has been satiated, 
Coffee World (114 E. Beaufort 
St.) can serve up 56 varieties of 
java from around the globe and 10 
kinds of espresso. This airy, spa¬ 
cious coffee house offers a healthy 
helping of sour cream coffeecake 
muffins ($1.10), cookies (75 cents) 
and croissants and doughnuts. 

Coffee World also serves light 
lunches (cheese and fruit plates for

$2.15) and sandwiches ($2.50 for 
a seven-grain bread sandwich and 
S2.90 for a croissant).

is devilishly delightful. Dona 
Juana’s followers Conrade (Amro 
Salama) and Boarachio (Pip Lilly) 
add a sense of humor and under¬ 
standing to the plot when they 
reveal the true escapades to the 
Sexton (Bethanny Alexander) that 
Dona Juana has cooked up for the 
lovers. 

The love-hate relationship 
between Beatrice and Benedick is 
skillfully played by Braun and 
Mancini, whose characters use the 
facade of distaste and ridicule to 
hide their undeniable love for each 
other. Straka plays a brilliant* 
love-sick Claudio and has brief 
moments of humor and sarcasm 
when talking to Leonato (Brett 
Berg) and Don Pedro. 

"Much Ado About Nothing" is 
usually dated 1598, but there has 
been no specific evidence where 
the Beatrice and Benedick under¬ 
plot came from, although several 
years earlier, Shakespeare had 
used the same love-hate relation¬ 
ship in "The Taming of the 
Shrew" with Katherina and Petru- 
chio to demonstrate the idea of an 
unconventional love relationship 
who run into love after a long road 
of insults and lurid jokes. 

Ursula (Linnea Rademaker) and 
Margaret (Melissa Vogelstnger) 
also add to the vast array of per¬ 
sonalities although Vogel singer’s 
part isn’t as large as ones she’s 
played before on the Bradley 
stage. Vogelsinger has a distinct 
voice and wild gestures that make 
her an actress one likes to see and 
hear more of. Unfortunately, the 
part of Margaret seems to limit 
Vogelsinger’s talents. 

Dogberry (Don Pinkston), the 
funny constable and Verges (John 
Haydon Jr.), his bumbling assis¬ 
tant, finally bring the villains to 
justice, but much to their own 
wonder with the help of watchmen 
Dave Ottenfeld and Geoff Coates 
(who along with nine-year-old 
Brian Williams, who plays the 
singer Balthasar, also plays a 


messenger). 

The climax of the play is r the 
wedding scene where all of'the 
players are on stage and the 
interaction between Claudio and 
Hero are first rate. Even though 
the main action is center stage, the 
other characters in the wings stay 
in character with witty facial 
expressions and reactions of shock 
and dismay as Claudio rejects his 
thought-to-be-faithful Hero. 

The cast has been rehearsing 
since Jan. 21 every day of the 
week except for Fridays. Scogin 
said the performance is exactly on 
schedule. 

"The nature of the play helps a 
lot. Shakespeare is meant to be 
performed, not read. He never 
expected this to last, he always 
thought his name sake was in his 
poetry, he did this for money," 
Scogin said. 

Scogin, who has 27 years of 
Shakespeare experience, is an Ala¬ 
bama native who now lives and 
works as a private coach for pro¬ 
fessional actors and is an actor 
himself in Chicago. 

The set is a Mexican adobe 
home that took about four weeks 
to construct, according to Dan 
Backlund. "The set was simple 
construction compared to other 
sets, but this one is more difficult 
to paint," Backlund said. 

Scogin decided to change the 
setting of the play from Messina to 
Santa Fe, New Mexico, because he 
said the two cultures are similar 
and said the audience will have an 
easier time relating to the culture 
and the symbols of that region. 
The costumes, designed by 
Dorothy Johnson, brightly colored 
dresses and bolero jackets with 
flared pants, are eyecatching and 
well made. 

Apel said all of the cast has 
learned a lot from Scogin and said 
he expects perfection from the cast 
and crew members. "He really 
know what he’s doing," Apel said.

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WRBU rocks and rolls with an alternative beat

The scenario: a student in his 
dorm goes over to the TV set and 
starts flipping through the stations 
when he stumbles across what 
looks like visual classified ads and 
hears erratic music emanating from 
his set. It’s the sound of station 
WRBU 99.5 cable FM and channel 
5 audio over the Cable Value 
Marketplace. 

Sophomore Jeremy Styninger, 
WRBU’s production director, said, 
"There was a serious need for a 
student-run radio station instead of 
an ’arts and information’ service*. 
Tom Richmond, Communications 
Council Representative for 
WRBU, shared this sentiment: 
"When you look at the universities 
across the Midwest, most of those 
that have good communications 
departments have a student radio 
station." So WRBU was created. 
"It began about three years ago. 
There was a year of planning, a 
few students talked about it, and it 
had an appeal to it," Richmond 
said. 'There was a request made 
to SABRC, and at about the same 
time, there were requests being 
made to stations across the country 
for (such items as) records and 
equipment. And in the fall of 
1987, we found all this equipment 
and everything in a couple of 
rooms in 3rd floor Sisson." 

However, concerning the 
music, many students often criti¬ 
cize what gets played on the air, 
but Richmond offered this defense: 
"When the first executive board 
got together, they asked them¬ 
selves, ’What is Peoria missing? 
What can we give them what 
they’re not getting from any other 
radio station?’ You have 106 
(WWCT), which plays the classic 
rock, and you have KZ (93.3— 
WKZW), which plays top-40. 
What you don’t have is a station 
that plays college alternative, and

College alternative - or pro¬ 
gressive -- is not all that’s offered 
on WRBU. Junior David L. 
Vessell, station manager, said 
"there are about 10 hours of urban 
programming — house music, rap, 
dance music - that also is unavail¬ 
able in Peoria. And then we’ve got 
a few loose end shows," Vessell 
said. "We do two heavy metal 
shows and a Christian Rock show, 
neither of which are available as 
general radio formats in Peoria. So 
with our specialty shows, we try to 
pinpoint possible interest areas that 
aren’t currently being fulfilled." 

Vessell, one of the few remain¬ 
ing original DJ’s, said he was per¬ 
suaded to apply for a position 
when the station first started. 
"Later on," he said, "when the 
position for station manager came 
up I applied for it, got it, and the 
rest is history." Senior Travitt 
Hamilton, who said he’s the last of 
the original founding members, 
said Tve been program director 
since the station got started. The 
first station manager and I were 
acquaintances and she called me up 
and offered me the job," Hamilton 
said. "I told her I didn’t know 
what the job entailed, but that I’d 
give it a try. I’ve been here ever 
since." 

The station has gone through 
many staff changes in the past 
year, many of which began last 
semester. Freshmen Steve 
Mamanella and Brian Beumer, 
who host a show together, and 
freshman Michael "Cheese" Buss 
and sophomore Russell Moss 
(a.k.a. "So Smooth") are four 
such examples. Mamanella and 
Beumer, "The Babbling Next 
Guys" on Thursdays 5-7, have had 
the show since the end of last

One of the specialty show DJs 
is sophomore Russell Moss, who, 
since the beginning of last semes¬ 
ter, has had a rap music show 
which he said was the optimum 
format for him. "My co-DJ from 
last year gave me the idea because 
we both liked rap a lot, and we 
noticed that they never had any on 
the station," Moss said. "We were 
just hoping to share our music 
with everybody else on campus." 

Sophomore Marc Dukes is 
another individual who devotes a 
great deal of his time to WRBU. 
As news director, he has taken on 
the responsibility of almost com¬ 
pletely reorganizing the news 
department. Before he became 
director, Dukes said, 'The whole 

file system was one folder ... they 
would read the ’Journal Star’ on 
the air - they didn’t do very much 
reporting." Dukes has seen many 

changes, but said there is still 
room for improvement. "I want a 
bigger staff. I have six anchors 
who also do reporting, but what 
I’m aiming for is two newscasts a 
day, Monday through Friday." 


Concerning the future of 
WRBU, a great deal of talk has 
revolved around the possibility of 
getting on Peoria Cable or on an 
actual (over the airwaves) radio 
station, but, according to Frank 
Thomas, the new faculty advisor 
for WRBU and current general 
manager for WCBU, there are two 
main hindrances. The first is that 
there are no open frequencies. 
Even if there were, it’s an expen¬ 
sive proposition," Thomas said. 

"We’ve been talking with Peoria 
Cable about trying to get it on 
their system. But what it all comes 
down to is money." Thomas said it 
would take about $10,000 to get 
WRBU bn a cable system. 

But all is not lost. Richmond 
said "I believe, with dedicated stu¬ 
dents, we could have it happen. 
Maybe not this year, maybe not 
next year, but possibly in three or 
four years it could happen. I’ve 
really seen (this station) go from a 
group of students with good inten¬ 
tions to a group who can make it 
happen. They have the capabili¬ 
ties." And as Hamilton said, 
"WRBU is the future."

Across the street from Coffee 
World is The Gallery, a music 
hotspot that features progressive, 
punk and reggae music. The Gal¬ 
lery, 111 E. Beaufort St., serves 
Chinese and Mexican food and 
features a jazz band every Friday 
from 5:30 to 7:30 p.m. and every 
Wednesday is reggae night. 

Tonight, Zero Balance will per¬ 
form with a $3 cover charge, and 
tomorrow night Naked Raygun 
will perform at 5 and 9 with a $6 
cover charge. Naked Raygun, a 
native hardcore Chicago band, 
includes Jeff Pezzati on vocals, 
Pierre Kezely on bass, John 
Hagerty on guitars and saxophones 
and Eric Spicer on drums.

Budget 

Dear Editor 

Now that George Bush has presented 
his budget, fresh with controversy and 
fudging on economic assumptions, it’s 
time for a real budget deficit destruc¬ 
tion plan, one that will do away with 
the budget deficit and is very politically 
possible. 

To begin with, no longer will the 
Social Security Trust Fund remain part 
of the budget and thus prevent its 
surplus from masking the true size of 
the budget gap. This separations will 
leave us with approximately a $270 bil¬ 
lion budget deficit for fiscal year 1990. 
Another facet of the current budget, 
economic assumptions, will also play a 
little part in this budget reduction plan. 
Simply, the assumption will be that the 
deficit will be $270 billion. 

The first action taken on the budget 
consists of an across the board budget 
freeze for 1990. A total freeze in 
spending would mean, at the 1988 
inflation rate of 4.4%, there would be 
a reduction in government spending of 
about $50 billion. This freeze will 
accommodate a seven percent con¬ 
sumption tax which would raise 
approximately $80 billion. These two 
actions will automatically reduce the 
deficit from $270 to $140 billion. 

Now come the hard choices talked 
about in the 1988 campaign. The 
defense budget will be cut by $45 bil¬ 
lion -- in real terms. To accomplish 
this, the military will have to demobil¬ 
ize divisions in South Korea, Japan, 
Western Europe and the continental 
United States. Beside manpower reduc¬ 
tions, the Pentagon will also have to 
liquidate the SDI program, the Stealth 
Bomber program and the MX missile. 
Reform in the military pension plan 
will also allow the Pentagon to achieve 
their budget tightening goals. This now 
has reduced the deficit to $95 billion. 

Once the howling from the right 
wing has died down, the budget cutters 
can turn their attention to the domestic 
spending side of the budget and the $50 
billion that can be cut from discretion¬ 
ary spending. These cuts can be made 
in the area of foreign aid, telling Cory 
Aquino to drop dead, slicing in half the 
subsidy to Israel’s inefficient economy, 
and allowing the Japanese and Soviets 
to finance the U.S. Slices in aid to state 
and local government, most running a 
subsidy, and major cuts in agricultural 
subsidies, public housing, and space 
program will cut the deficit to $45 bil¬ 
lion. For the direct benefits area of 
domestic spending, $25 billion will be 
cut by cutting medicaid and AFDC 
spending.

Dear Editor 

I was glad to see the plight of the 
Palestinians discussed in the "Letters' 1 ' 
section of the last two issues of the 
Scout. I was especially impressed with 
and moved by the letter expressing the 
position of the Palestinian Student 
Society (2/10/89). It was lucid and 
thought provoking. It addressed and 
dispelled some of the most common 
misunderstandings and distortions. The 
authors appealed both to our reason 
and sense of compassion. It was a 
letter crying out for peace with justice. 

It was encouraging to read Frank 
Cohen’s response (2/17/89). It seems 
that he heard most of what the PSS stu¬ 
dents were saying and responded con¬ 
structively. However, Frank must have 
seen or sensed in their letter a couple 
of things I missed. For example, I do 
not understand his defensive posture at 
the opening of his letter ("I am proud 
to be Jewish ... "). I found nothing in 
the letter derogatory or offensive to the 
Jews as an ethnic or religious group or 
to the Jewish people as a people. The 
letter was critical of the Israeli 
government’s policies and positions. 
The distinction should be kept clear. I 
was also puzzled by his last paragraph, 
in which he suggested (if I understood 
him correctly) that the PSS letter’s 
references to the Israelis’ violence con¬ 
tained "biases and half-truths." As 
mentioned before, I found the letter to 
be well written. The figures, pro¬ 
cedures and specific incidents men¬ 
tioned were accurate, well established, 
and the adjectives used were remark¬ 
ably devoid of hype. I do not believe 
that sanitizing the description of the 
reality of suffering inflicted on the 
Palestinians by the Israeli policy of 
occupation of the West Bank and Gaza 
Strip and the brutal endeavor to 
suppress the popular uprising of the 
last 14 months would serve the aim of 
peace. 

While Frank’s letter indicated readi¬ 
ness and interest in a dialogue, the 
letter by Meyerburg, Zalben and Kotler 
(2/17/89) was most disappointing. It 
was a response in name only — it did 
not address a single issue raised by the 
PSS. It merely reiterated the distorted, 
tenacious, ossified and dead-end posi¬ 
tions and claims (the Palestinians do 
not accept Israel’s right to exist; the 
PLO is a terrorist organization and can 
not be trusted; God gave the land of 


Israel to the Jewish people, a separate 
Palestinian homeland is not feasible, 
etc.) and completely disregarded the 
PLO statement which explicitly or 
implicitly contained rebuttals to all of 
these. 

I was especially pained by the myo¬ 
pia, lace of empathy, and the self- 
rightousness exhibited by Meyersburg, 
Zalben, and Kotler. I was saddened by 
their Orwellian double-talk. For 
instance, according to them, the Jewish 
people have a right to the whole land, 
while the Palestinians have a right to 
no part of it. "... the Jewish people 
have a Biblical, historical and a moral 
claim to the land of Israel." (According 
to their definition, "land of Israel" 
includes the West Bank and the Gaza 
Strip.) Turning to the rights of the 
Palestinians, they write, "We do not 
contend that the Palestinians do not 
have a valid reason to want to live in 
Israel ..." Since when is this an issue? 
The Intifada is, of course, about ending 
the occupation and establishment of a 
Palestinian state rather than the right of 
Palestinians to live in a Jewish, state. 
"The fighting has devastated both sides 
and the time has come for an end to 
the Palestinian attacks and the Israeli 
reprisals." A reader unfamiliar with 
the conflict might deduce that the strug¬ 
gle is between two symmetrically posi¬ 
tioned actors, one being the aggressor 
(the Palestinians) and the other being 
on the defensive (the Israelis), when in 
reality we are facing a situation of an 
unarmed, popular uprising against an 
occupation by a foreign state. "The 
Israeli Government does not and has 
not denied full citizenship to Palestini¬ 
ans." Since when do Palestinians on 
the West Bank and Gaza have Israeli 
citizenship rights? And were it the 
case, how would that have addressed 
the core issue, which is national self- 
determination? 

To sugar-coat the demand that Pales¬ 
tinians acquiesce in loss of their land, 
give up their aspirations and struggle 
for national liberation, and accept to 
live in a foreign state in terms like 
"coexistence," "peace," "friendship," 
"trust," "unity," and then, as a finale, 
to quote from Ralph Waldo Emerson, 
'The only way to have a friend is to be 
one," is pure, unadulterated claptrap. 

Frank wrote that he is proud to be 
Jewish. I am not sure I would be able 
to state it so unequivocally about 
myself. I am not so proud when I read 
letters like the one referred above. I 
feel much more affinity with Jews like 
the Israeli soldier in a reserve para- 
troop unit stationed in the embattled 
West Bank town of Nablus who on 
Jan. 17, 1989 confronted Shamir with 
the statement, "Every day I have to 
disobey the law by being forced to beat 
innocent people," or the other one, an 
army medic who told the prime minis¬ 
ter, "A nation is being bom here, and 
we, the Israeli army, are in a state of 
deterioration." I also feel much more 
affinity with people like the revolution¬ 
ary Palestinian writer and poet, Fawaz 
Turki, who during a visit to Bradley a 
number of years ago, inscribed the fol¬ 
lowing on a book of his poems: To 
Zeev, with the knowledge that we 
belong, together, to a nation larger 
than Palestine-Israel." 

Let us end the suffering of the 
Palestinian people.

McHone said he felt sophomore 
Jay Schell is living with expecta¬ 
tions that are too high for him to 
currently meet. "People tend to 
forget that Jay is only a sophomore 
and they expect more from him

"He was thrown 
into the game much in the same 
way as X was. Jay will be a decent 
player by his senior year. " 

Two freshmen, Roman Beach 
and Dan "Hype" Myers weren’t 
seen on the court this season, but 
for different reasons.

Braves beat ISU, squeak by Drake

Revenge was in the air Monday 
night at Carver Arena as the Brad¬ 
ley Braves challenged the Illinois 
State Redbirds. 

The Braves succeeded in attain- 
ng their revenge with a 78-66 vic¬ 
tory, making it seven straight wins 
for Bradley. The Redbirds won the 
first meeting of the teams, 91-83, 
on Jan. 15. 

The rivalry between the Brad¬ 
ley Braves and the Illinois State 
Redbirds is regarded as the best in 
the Missouri Valley Conference. 

The Braves trailed the Redbirds 
for the first 11 minutes of the 
ballgame. At the 9:16 mark, the 
game took a complete turnaround, 
the factor that would determine the 
outcome of the basketball game. 
With ISU in the lead and the 
scoreboard reading 23-22, the 
Redbird’s Sam Skarich fouled Paul 
Wilson, sending Wilson to the 
freethrow line. Wilson canned both 
freethrows, putting the Braves up 
24-23. From that point on, the 
Braves dominated the contest._ 


Throughout the remainder of 
the first half, Bradley outscored 
ISU, 22-10. The halftime score at 
Carver Arena was Bradley 46, Illi¬ 
nois State 33. 

The Braves led the Redbirds by 
double digits during the entire 
second half, the biggest lead com¬ 
ing at the 19:40 mark when Brad¬ 
ley was up by 15 points. 

Anthony Manuel left the game 
with two seconds remaining on the 
clock, walking off the floor of 
Carver Arena to a standing ova¬ 
tion. 

Monday night’s game was the 
final home appearance for Manual 
and Wilson, who will graduate in 
May. The Brave’s co-captains have 
combined to start in 92 consecutive 
games for Bradley and have pro¬ 
vided the Braves with leadership 
and determination during the 
1988-89 season. 

Dion Thurman led all scorers 
Monday night with 25 points. 
Manuel was right behind Thurman 
with 23 points. Other Bradley 
scorers were Luke Jackson (12), 
Wilson (12). Deon Butler (4) and 


Xanthus Houston (2). 

The win improved Bradley to 
7-6 in the conference and 13-12 
overall. 

The Braves inched by the 
Drake University Bulldogs, 76-75. 
on Feb. 18, in front of an almost 
capacity Homecoming crowd in 
Carver Arena. 

The Bulldogs jumped out to a 
quick 6-0 lead at the beginning of 
the game and remained in front 
throughout the entire first half, 
with the exception of a brief two 
minutes when the Braves led the 
ballgame. 

Drake outscored Bradley, 51 
43, in the first half and took the 
eight-point lead into the locker 
room at the half. 

In the second half, the Braves 
trailed the Bulldogs until there was 
4:26 left to play. Wilson was 
fouled by Drake’s Terrell Jackson 
and went to the line to shoot the 
one-and-one for Bradley. Wilson 
made both freethrows and the 
score was tied at 70-70. With the

Could the 90s 
be the decade 
of the Braves ?

With one conference game and 
the Missouri Valley Conference 
Tournament remaining on the 
Bradley Braves basketball 
schedule, by no means is the 
1988-89 season over. 

Yet, one cannot help but 
wonder what next year has in store 
for the Bradley Braves. 

The 1989-90 Bradley Braves 
will be minus two key players, 
Anthony Manuel and Paul Wilson, 
when they take to the court next 
fall. This year's- co-captains will 
graduate in May, leaving behind 
them school and conference 
records, four years of devotion to 
the Bradley basketball program 
and two big holes to be filled in 
the Brave lineup. 

Luke Jackson, Xanthus "X" 
Houston and Dion Thurman, have 
been consistent powerhouses for 
Bradley during the current season 
and are expected to reach even 
higher plateaus during the upcom¬ 
ing season. 

"Luke has had a frustrating 
year because of his knees and 
wrist injuries," Assistant Basket¬ 
ball Coach Mo McHone said. 
"Any other player on the team, 
with a few exceptions, who 
suffered from the same injuries as 
Luke wouldn’t be playing. Luke 
not only played, but he never 
missed a single practice. He is a 
tremendous sign of courage to the 
coaching staff." 

If Jackson can maintain 
academic eligibility, he will prove 
to be a genuine asset to the team, 
able to provide leadership, deter¬ 
mination and valuable game 
experience. Jackson has started in 
85 straight games for Bradley, 


representing 3 II of his collegiate 
games. 

Houston, a newcomer to 
college-level basketball, has been 
Bradley’s fifth man for the majority 
of this season. 

McHone said the coaching staff 
did not initially intend, or desire, 
to play Houston as much as he has 
played during the season. 

"We had wanted to work X 
into our style of basketball more 
slowly. But as the season pro¬ 
gressed and things worked out, X 
was thrown into the game faster 
than we had anticipated," McHone 
said. "I definitely think, however, 
that it will be an advantage for X 
down the road." 

"In addition to being a good 
student, X possesses the skill, 
talent, and athletic ability it takes 
to be a good basketball player," 
McHone said. 

Thurman, a junior college 
transfer, will have one year of 
Bradley basketball under his belt 
when next season rolls around. 

McHone said Thurman was a 
"natural," and Thurman’s natural 
talent helped him receive the honor 
of being named the Missouri Val¬ 
ley Conference’s player-of-the- 
week for two consecutive weeks 
during the 1988-89 season. His 
career scoring high was set at 32 
points against Drake University. 

"Dion will probably take over 
as our leading scorer next year," 
McHone said. "Along with Luke, 
Dion will provide next year’s 
squad with leadership and game 
experience. He has the chance to 
be a really good basketball 
player."

Steve Bay I ess: MIA

Steve Bayless had big plans for the 
1988-89 Bradley Braves basketball 
season. 

Now, three months later, Steve 
Bayless has got other plans on his 
mind. After being slated as the 
fifth man at the start of the cam¬ 
paign, Bay less injured his ankle 
and Andy Bastock got the call. He 
finally started against Dayton, had 
cameo appearances in a few other 
games, but since has been 
relegated to riding the pines ... 
every day. 

It has been a season filled with 
ups and downs for all the Bradley 
Braves, but for Bayless, the season 
has been one down after another. 
And now the 6 -foot- 6 , 212 pound 
sophomore has got transfer on his 
mind. 

"I can’t say it hasn’t been on 
my mind," he said. "I’ve thought 
about it, but not very seriously. I 
like it here at Bradley, but there’s 
always that question." 

Bayless, if he still is thinking in 
that direction, cannot officially 
look to transfer until the season 
ends. 

The Braves coaches have not 
set in stone any kind of reason for 
Bayless’ virtual exile. Jamie 
Angeli, speaking in place of an 
out-of-town Stan Albeck, said it is 
not a decision based on any kind 
of off-the-court differences. 

"Stan has made it clear that he 
doesn’t think Steve has been 
displaying the ability to be playing 


right now," Angeli said. "It has 
nothing to do with anything off the 
court." 

"I’ve been wondering for a long 
time what the reasoning is, and I 
haven’t been told," Bay less said. 
"A lot of people ask me why, I 
guess you’d say, ’I’m in the dog 
house.’ There’s no reason that I 
know of, but I guess I haven’t pro¬ 
duced in the way they wanted." 

Assistant coach Marty Gillespie 
agreed with Angeli in saying there 
is no personal vendetta towards 
Bay less. "When you’re winning, 
you don’t want to tinker with it. 
We’ve now won seven in a row 
and we’re in a set rotation. You 
just don't want to play around with 
things." 

Other sources have used the 
term "in the dog house" fre¬ 
quently. Rumors of staying out 
late, a bad attitude, plus the miss¬ 
ing of a practice three weeks ago, 
may all have contributed to his 
demotion. 

But whatever the reasons are, 
Bayless has not seen competition 
since Jan. 24, when the Braves 
hosted DePaul. One month and 11 
games later. Bayless can only 
wonder what he’s got to do to earn 
the respect of his coaching staff. 

"It’s hard as hell, the hardest 
thing I’ve ever done. Last year I 
knew I wasn’t playing because I 
wasn’t capable. And, now there are 
things I know I can do to help out 
the team. It’s hard as hell not to 
be able to go out on that court." 
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Measles virus 
plagues Bradley

The measles outbreak on 
campus still persists. As of 
Wednesday, 31 confirmed cases 
exist on campus, with five prob¬ 
able and three suspect cases. A 
week before, there were only four 
confirmed cases. 

Bill Moran, State Department 
of Public Health representative, 
said the outbreak has been traced 
to a student who showed symptoms 
in late January. 

Kurt Fenton, communicable 
diseases director of the Peoria 
City/County Health Department, 
said other students then came in 
contact with this individual, and 
then they came down with the 
measles in the middle of February. 
This was the second generation of 
the outbreak. Cases that developed 
this week are third generation. 

Moran said, as for where the 
individual got the disease, 'It’s 
kind of a dead end." This student 
hasn’t gone out of state, and has 
only been to his home and classes. 

"I don’t think it’s over , m Moran 
said. "I think we’ve peaked out." 
He said he believes a few more 
cases will show up in the next day 


or two, and some later on next 
week. Each generation takes 10-14 
days. 

The Health Center has given 
out 368 inoculations. Betty Hassel- 
bacher, nursing director, said they 
have been receiving numerous 
phone calls and inquiries since the 
beginning. 

Hasselbacher said the situation 
is improving because no cases 
were detected on Wednesday. "I 
think the vaccine being given out 
on the 14th (of Feb.) is what 
helped out." She said she isn’t 
sure when this will blow over. 
"We’ll just have to play it by ear." 

St. Francis Medical Center has 
seen four confirmed cases from 
Bradley. Proctor Community Hos¬ 
pital and Methodist Center report 
no cases. 

A Peoria Public Library spok¬ 
esperson said a rumor that Bradley 
students are not permitted to use 
their facilities isn’t true. A library 
official said, "None of the Peoria 
public branches are doing that." 

But the University of Elinois 
College of Medicine, at 1 mini 
Drive, has closed its doors to 
Bradley students. This building

Dr. J speaks out for respect

Respect, education and basket¬ 
ball were among the several topics 
Julius Erving touched upon 
Wednesday in the Field House. 

Speaking to a crowd of 300 
people, he gave a lecture on 
"managing to win" and an array of 
his personal experiences. 

Erving, better known as "Dr. 
J," retired at 36 from his 16-year 
basketball career, after his 1987 
farewell tour season. Since retir¬ 
ing, he has been involved in vari¬ 
ous business ventures, including 
the Erving Group (of which he is 
president) and Dr. J Enterprises. 
He also does endorsements for 
Spalding, Converse, Jiffy Lube and 
Dr. Scholl’s. He said he also tries 
to do as many public speaking 
appearances that fit in his 
schedule. 

Ranked among the leading scor¬ 
ers in basketball history, Dr. J was 
famous for his jumping ability and 
his jump shots. Bom in East 
Meadow, N.Y., he attended the 
University of Massachusetts from 
1968-1971. He quit school to play 
for the Virginia Squires of the 
American Basketball Association. 
He was traded to the New York 
Nets in 1973, and then to the Phi¬ 
ladelphia 76ers, where he 
remained for the rest of his career. 

Upon quitting school, he prom¬ 
ised his mother he would return. 
It took him 18 years to finish col¬ 
lege, but he eventually got his 
Bachelor’s degree in management 
and marketing. He emphasized 
how vital it is to complete one’s 
education and said how long it 


takes is not the factor. 

Dr. J said all one can do is to 
be the best athlete he is capable of, 
because "you don’t choose the pros 
- they choose you." He said what 
distinguishes the good athletes 
from the great athletes are several 
factors. They not only have physi¬ 
cal gifts and talents, but, Dr. J 
said, the greatest athletes have 
clear minds and can discriminate 
between good and bad decisions. 
"Many athletes have talent, but 
they don’t have the whole package 
set." 

During the time he was in col¬ 
lege, Dr. J said he felt the impact 
of men who he later considered to 
be his role models. When Bill 
Cosby came to visit the school for 
a performance, Dr. J said he 
discovered that he was on campus 
by walking into the training room, 
where he found Cosby in the 
whirlpool. Dr. J said he got so 
nervous that he walked up and 
asked Cosby for his autograph, 
and, despite the fact he was sitting 
in a tub of water, he still signed 
his autograph.

Michel, a Peoria native and a 
graduate of Bradley, has been 
Peoria’s congressman for 16 con¬ 
secutive terms since 1956. 

Rostenkowski has represented 
Illinois’ Eighth Congressional Dis¬ 
trict north of Chicago since 1959. 
He is presently chairman of the 
House Ways and Means Commit¬ 
tee, to which he was appointed in 
1981. 

Moderating this event was Dr. 
John Komacki, executive director 
of The Dirksen Congressional 
Center, which made this lecture 
possible. The event was covered 
nationwide by cable television on 
C-SPAN. 

Both representatives shared 
the opinion that the 
Tax Reform Act, passed 
after much debate, was probably

democratic counterpart. "Every 
once in a while you will hear some 
grumbling about the bill that was 
eventually passed. The problem is 
that the closer you get to the actual 
vote, the more you see prima don¬ 
nas come into play and the private 
sector makes demands." Michel 
agreed that when the dust cleared 
both parties had made great rides 
towards mutual accommodation. 

Rostenkowski was quick to 
point out that the Bill the House 
finally passed was again greatly 
changed in the Senate. He asserted 
that the viewpoint in the House 
was one of a group, and they 
strove for a consensus opinion, 
whereas in the Senate "one 
member can hold up legislation 
and bring to a halt the whole pro¬ 
cess. " 

Michel said that he looks at the 


redistricting that will occur in 1990 
with mixed feeling of hope and 
dread. The House Minority Leader 
since 1980, the results of the 
census could determine whether he 
becomes the majority leader. 

Michel stresses that just 
because his party is in the minority 
in both legislative houses, they still 
play a vital role, and part of his 
job sometimes is to serve as a 
moral booster.

Bigger building 
brings bigger prices

Albert Zeller, owner of 
Avanti’s Italian Restaurant, said he 
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anticipates his new Main Street 
store to open in early April. 

Avanti’s is located at 1300 
Main St. but will move across the 
street because of the widening of 
University Street. 

Zeller said the move into the 
larger building (approximately 
one-third larger than the current 
one) and total renovations are cost¬ 
ing him in excess of $200,000, not 
including the purchase and demoli¬ 
tion of two apartment buildings 
behind the restaurant for the park¬ 
ing lot. Asked if the city is com¬ 
pensating him for the forced move, 
Zeller said, "No one from the city 
has come forward with any 
amount." 

However, to help alleviate the 
cost, Zeller said new menus are 
being printed with a five to 10 per¬ 
cent raise in prices on some of the 
items. "The last time we raised the 
prices was three years ago," he 
said. 

To operate the restaurant, 
Zeller said he plans to possibly 
retain all of the workers at the 
current Avanti’s in addition to hir¬ 
ing 20 more people in mid-March. 
However, for the first two weeks 
following the grand opening, 
Zeller said he will pull some addi¬ 
tional workers from restaurants on 
Rockwood Road in Peoria and 
East Washington Street in East 
( Peoria. 

Inside the new establishment, 
Zeller said, "We’re concentrating 
on the downstairs," which will seat 
approximately 130 people. 

"After we have been opened 
and get adjusted, then well con¬ 
centrate on the upstairs," which 
eventually could contain meeting 
rooms and banquet rooms. For 
now, he said the upper level will 
be used for storage and offices. 

In addition to a larger dining 
room and carry-out facilities, 
Zeller said, "I am quite excited the 
way we developed the outside," 
and "I am planning on adding a 
patio."

Are people so narrow-minded that they would be ignorant enough to 
scream racial slurs in an open setting such as one on Bradley Ave., 
across from the Cullom-Davis Library? 

I’ve stated in past editorials my feelings on racism and bigotry and 
I’ve said there isn’t much that we can do about things that happen behind 
closed doors, but when it gets into an open setting such as this type, 
there is action that can be taken.

Above all, professors should 
never ridicule student opinions either in 
private or, as recently occurred, in 
public. 

With this in mind, I applaud the 
letters from Meyersburg, Zalben, 
Kotler and Cohen.

Up, up, and away with Campus Carnival

A play representing both sight 
and sound will be presented Tues¬ 
day night when die National Thea¬ 
tre of the Deaf performs at the 
Hartmann Center. 

The group, based in Chester, 
Ct., will perform their adapted 
version of the film "King of 
Hearts. * Originally directed and 
produced by Philippe DeBroca, it 
was somewhat of a cult film in the 
late 1960s and 70s. 

The play is based on the story 
of a Scottish soldier that is 
assigned to go into a French vil¬ 
lage and dismande a bomb. When 
he arrives in the village, he finds it 
deserted, with the exception of a 
„ group of inmates who were left 
, behind in a mental asylum. 

As the inmates venture into the 
village, they start to dress in the 
clothes the townspeople have left 
behind, and begin to take on the 
personas of individual members of 
the village. They show the audi¬ 
ence how they interpret the 
members of the town, giving them 
their perspectives of reality. 

They appoint the soldier as 
their king, and it’s from the vil¬ 
lagers that he learns where the 
bomb is. The villagers then hear 
the two opposing armies approach¬ 
ing and they witness the battle 
between the axis powers and the 
allies. 

While witnessing the killing and 
destruction taking place, the 
inmates go back to the safety of 
the asylum, a place where they can 
feel safe from the harsh realities of 
the war. 

The soldier must then decide to 
go back to the real world or go to 
the safety of his friends in the 
asylum who may not be as crazy 
as everyone thinks they are. 

Susan Reeves, director of publi¬ 
city for the group, said 'The feel¬ 
ing of the film isn’t heavy -- you 
come out feeling good." 

Reeves also added that the 
group’s version is done improvisa- 
tionally so it "keeps the same feel¬ 
ing of lightness." 

She said, instead of having all 
the scenery set up and done for the 
play, the inmate who takes on the 
personality of the painter in the 
town instead paints the scenery as 
the story of the play evolves. 
Reeves said, as an example, that 
there is a scene that takes place on 
the streets of the village - there 
will be blank sheets of paper, and

The National Theatre of the 
Deaf was conceived in the 1950s 
by psychologist Dr. Edna Simon 
Levine, who came up with the 
concept that any groups’ self 
esteem, is boosted when there are 
stars in the group. 

Levine, in turn, approached the 
people at the Department of 
Health, Education and Welfare 
(HEW) for money, and got a 
favorable response. She then 
approached Arthur Penn, who had 
directed the hit Broadway play, 
"The Miracle Worker." 

Penn brought the idea to the 
star of the show, highly acclaimed 
actress Anne Bancroft, who also 
expressed an interest in seeing the 
drearp come true. 

Bancroft, in turn, enlisted the 
help of one of her friends, David 
Hays, who was a scene designer 
for many plays on Broadway. 

When he and Bancroft went to 
see a version of "Our Town" 
being signed at a university pro¬ 
duction, Hays saw a "beautiful, 
visual language on stage and 
became fully committed to the pro¬ 
duction," said Reeves. 

Money then became available 
through the HEW, but by that 
time, Penn and Bancroft were 
already committed to other pro¬ 
jects. Thus, fourteen years later. 
Dr. Levine’s dream became a real¬ 
ity in 1967. 

The cast of four women and 
seven men were picked through 
auditions, or were trained at the 
groups’ school in Connecticut, 
though Reeves said this is no 
guarantee that they will be a 
member of the group. Along with 
four technicians, they travel across 
-the country, as the group does not 
have a space to perform at the 
school. The group range in age 
from mid-20s to 60. 

Reeves said, many times, peo¬ 
ple will hear "National Theatre for 
the Deaf" instead of "National 
Theatre of the Deaf" and worry 
they will not be able to understand 
the performance. 

That’s not true because two 
members of the cast are able to 
speak and tell the whole story as 
the other characters are signing the 
story. Audiences are able to enjoy 
the show both through their hear¬ 
ing and their sight. 

The group has performed both 
at the Lincoln Center and the Ken¬ 
nedy Center and in all 50 states, as

Mess, 
who, contrary to popular belief, 
has not had his name legally 
changed to Bloody F. Mess, has 
been known by the name since he 
was 14.

"He’s still being held in Menard 
(a correctional center in Chester, 
Ill.) on death row. One of my 
friends goes there and picks up his 
artwork," Mess said. Mess said 
the album cover artwork is done in 
black acrylic. 

Nic Howell, public information 
officer for the state department of 
corrections, said Gacy would be 
able to send his artwork through 
the mail but said the idea of a 
courier is unlikely. Gacy was una¬ 


vailable for comment at the time of 
press due to time constraints. 

Mess said the release of the 
album and the artwork by Gacy 
will "really get people talking," 
and said spokespersons from the 
Morton Downey Jr. show have 
contacted him for an interview. 

Along with Bloody Mess and 
the Skabs, 2 Car Family (with ex¬ 
members of the Flourescent Con¬ 
doms) from Lawrence, Kan., will 
perform original music that resem¬ 
bles a punkish reggae sound. The 
Family, Danny Smith on bass and 
acoustic guitars, Skinny D. vocal¬ 
ist, Stacy Hoobler on drums and 
Brad H. on guitar and vocals, have 
a record out on Pig Dog Record 
label under the band’s name. 

The concert will start between 
3 and 3:30 p.m. and is $4 at the 
door.

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Roach takes Bradley abroad

On entering the office decorated 
with artifacts from foreign coun¬ 
tries, it is impossible to miss the 
large poster of a landscape of Aus¬ 
tria standing on an an easel with 
the words "Bradley Campus" 
printed underneath. Students may 
glance at it and laugh to them¬ 
selves, but for Dr. Elmo Roach, 
50, chairman and professor of his¬ 
tory, it is a dream that he would 
like to see come true. He said the 
peaceful mountains, blue sky, and 
open air would make a perfect 
atmosphere for the campus, "But 
of course," he said with a chuckle, 
"it would be hard to leave all 
this." 

Roach grew up in what he said 
is "a sleepy village in the 
Midwest." He was athletically 
active in high school and received 
.an athletic scholarship for college. 
Because he didn’t know what he 
wanted to do with his life, he 
refused the scholarship, left home 
and joined the U.S. Marine 
Corps. During his three years in 
the Marines, he spent time in 
Bangkok, Saigon and Beirut. He 
said the Marines taught him a lot 
about himself and helped him to 
build his self-confidence. 

After the Marines, Roach 
attended undergraduate and gradu¬ 
ate school at Ohio State University 
and earned his Ph.D in Russian 
Studies with a specialization in 
Russian History. He taught at Ohio’ 
State for a couple of years before 
coming to Bradley in 1968. Roach 
said the faculty at Bradley is pro¬ 
fessionally superb and the students 


overall are "all-around decent 
young people." He said Bradley 
gives him an opportunity to try 
things out without the act ot state 
legislation to give him permission. 

Roach said he jumped at the 
opportunity available his first year 
of teaching and developed the 
European Summer Semester. This 
program enables students to take 
various courses for credit while 
touring England, Belgium, Ger¬ 
many, Austria, France and 
Switzerland for six weeks. Roach 
is responsible for planning the trip, 
setting up reservations with hotels 
and airlines, recruiting faculty and 
taking reservations from students. 

He said he can see the students 
grow over the course of the pro¬ 
gram; they become more confident 
and acquire a sense of accomplish¬ 
ment. The program has been very 
successful, which is largely due 
not only to Roach, but also to the 
students. Roach said Bradley stu- 
dents have earned respect and a 
good reputation in the foreign 
countries and have always been 
welcomed back. 

Travel is a large part of 
Roach’s life. He spent a year in the 
Soviet Union and Finland while he 
was in graduate school. He has 
traveled to Russia to brush up on 
the language and to keep up with 
current affairs. He attended a 
post-doctorate seminar in Yugosla¬ 
via, which he said was very enjoy¬ 
able. His involvement in the Euro¬ 
pean Summer Semester program 
allowed him to return to different 
countries while contributing to stu¬ 
dents’ enthusiasm and eagerness to 


study abroad. 

Roach said his wife shares his 
enthusiasm for travel and for the 
outdoors. He said his 20-year-old 
son brings him down to reality and 
is a good source for advice. Roach 
said he enjoys sports, especially 

basketball and soccer, admiring 
"the speed and grace of team- 
oriented sports." He said he likes 
to watch and be a part of people 
working as a team. He said he also 
is very interested in art and music 
and believes that Mozart is an all- 
time genius. 

Roach said he became a history 
teacher "not to make money, not 
to become a better citizen, but 
because it interested me — it cap¬ 
tured my attention." In Russian 
History class, his goal for students 
is to have an appreciation of the 
forces that have shaped Russia’s 
past and to understand how poli¬ 
tics, economics and culture will 
have an effect in the future. 
Roach said he feels history is 
important* because it is a story 
about our lives — a very interesting 
one. He says, "Any story told 
well, liberally sprinkled with 
humans, can be interesting in its 
own right." Roach’s 20 years of 
teaching history at Bradley cer¬ 
tainly shows his enthusiasm in the 
subject. He said that seeing gradu¬ 
ates from Bradley who are now^ 
successful keeps him "content and 
satisfied as an educator." Roach is 
very satisfied with his teaching 
position. He said, "I’m doing what 
I want to do and someone’s paying 
me to do it, and that’s enough."

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DR’s- Where to find the 
Peoria blues

In a small, unimposing tavern 
just down the hill from Bradley 
lies some of the best live blues 
music this side of Chicago. 

DR’s Lounge, 615 S. 
Mac Arthur Hwy., seems to be the 
last blues bar in Peoria since the 
1988 closing of Duffy’s Rooftop 
Eatery in Peoria Heights. Owned 
by Johnnie Rayford, brother of 
blues harmonica legend James Cot¬ 
ton, DR’s has live blues music 
from 9 p.m. to 1 a.m. every Fri¬ 
day, Saturday and Sunday. 

Rayford opened the bar with 
his wife, Eloise, in 1985. He said 
the area at that time was dangerous 
for both whites and blacks. "You 
didn’t want to be there/ he said. 
"But I knew most of the people 
already, so I wasn’t afraid. " Ray¬ 
ford, who works days at Caterpil¬ 
lar and nights fixing up the club, 
said he is trying to upgrade the 
area and get exposure for the local 
musicians. 

Helping him reach this goal are 
his brother and other local blues 
musicians. Cotton, perhaps best 
known as being "harpist" for late 
bluesman Muddy Waters, occa¬ 
sionally travels to Peoria to play at 
DR’s, when not playing at his 
"Cotton Chicago" club up north. 
Bartender Lloyd Prater said when 
Cotton plays (usually Monday 
nights if he’s in town), he serves as 
an inspiration to the other musi¬ 
cians. "He sometimes even brings 


some of the guys up to Chicago to 
play at his place," Prater said. 

Another blues musician helping 
DR’s is Bernard Allison, who was 
visiting his native Peoria Friday 
night before going on the road to 
Madison, Wis. Son of famous 
blues guitarist Luther Allison, he 
is yet another relative in the 
family-oriented blues business. 
Allison, who graduated from 
Peoria Richwoods High School in 
1983, said, ironically, that he 
plays everywhere but his home 
town. Tm booked all over the 
US, Canada and Europe, in all the 
major cities — except Peoria," 
Allison said. "It’s pretty frustrat¬ 
ing that there isn’t anywhere to 
play.' 

Allison said his band, which is 
under contract to a record label, is 
too expensive to play a club as 
small as DR’s. "I don’t see why 
the Civic Center never has blues 
bands — Tm sure there’s an audi¬ 
ence for it in Peoria," he said. 
Allison, who was in town cam¬ 
paigning for a "bluesfest" in 
Peoria, said he has tried to help 
some local musicians take to the 
road, but, as he said, "some peo¬ 
ple just don’t want to leave home." 
In April, Allison will be recording 
a live album with his father in 
West Berlin. 

Local musicians that play at 
DR’s include Emmet "Mr. 

Maestro" Sanders, Ms. Bobbye 


King, Dave Chastain and "Sir 
Lucky" King, son of bluesman 
Eddie King. This reporter was for¬ 
tunate enough to witness a perfor¬ 
mance by Mr. Maestro and Ms. 
Bobbye King. Maestro, who has 
played with blues singer Koko 
Taylor, was masterful on guitar 
and had a voice reminiscent of 
B.B. King. Ms. King (the name 
"King" seems to be very popular 
in the blues world) was equally as 
vibrant, using her silky-smooth 
voice and her sense of humor to 
completely entertain the audience 
of more than 50. The rest of the 
band included "Sir Lucky" on 
rhythm guitar, "Roy C." Eckwood 
on saxophone, Leroy 

"Poundpuppy" Thomas on bass 
and "Sugarbear" on drums. The 
same lineup is scheduled for this 
weekend -- it shouldn’t be missed. 

And now, all DR’s needs is 
publicity. As "Sir Lucky" said, 'If 
we had exposure, we’d pack the 
place."

contains a library, that is used by 
Bradley students. 

At the College of Medicine, the 
Associate Director of Academic 
Affairs said they couldn’t be sure 
which Bradley students have been 
immunized. He said they don’t 
want to take a chance with patients 
coming to their clinics and being 
exposed to infected students. 

He said the college and Bradley 
have decided to resume access 


when things have settled down. 

Chicken pox is also present on 
campus. All 10 cases have gone 
home. Hasselbacher said the 
Health Center does not have a 
chicken pox vaccination, but hopes 
to receive one within the year. 

A public health official said this 
vaccination is not widely used. 
Instead, it’s used particularly for 
high-risk groups, such as children 
with leukemia.

During the latter half of the 1970s, 
the Ayatollah Khomeini usurped the 
reins of authority from the Shah of 
Iran. Ever since the Ayatollah became 
the leader of Iran, he has become 
increasingly dependent on external fac¬ 
tors to cover his own inaptitude at 
dealing with domestic problems. His 
search for an external protagonist has 
set Iran negatively on the international 
stage on numerous occasions. 

In 1979, the Ayatollah was responsi¬ 
ble for the Irani seizure of the United 
States Embassy in Tehran. This blatant 
international incident was tantamount to 
terrorism, another avocation of the 
Iranian government. For the next 444 
days, the ubiquitous media blitz 
saturated daily news programs and 
newspapers about the stalemated hos¬ 
tage situation. Television even spawned 
a new television news program devoted 
to closely monitoring the hostage situa¬ 
tion. This news program later became 
known as Nightline and made Ted 
Koppel a household name. 

The hostage situation did not last 
forever though. In 1980, the Ayatollah 
found yet another external protagonist. 
This next one would be a little closer 
to home. In fact, it turned out to be 
Iran’s bordering neighbor to the west, 
Iraq. The two countries became 
entrenched in a bitter war that cost the 
lives of many people during the last 
nine years. In an overt attempt to show 
the world that he knew no bounds of 
debauchery, the Ayatollah employed 
chemical warfare in an attempt to 
secure victory for Iran, violating the 
Geneva Accord which, signed in 1924, 
had effectively banned the use of chem¬ 
ical warfare from the face of the earth. 

With a temporary cease-fire in the 
war between Iran and Iraq, the Ayatol¬ 
lah again had to search for another vil¬ 
lain. This time he found it in Salman 
Rushdie, the author of The Satanic 
Verses. Since the Ayatollah put a $5 
million dollar price tag on Rushdie’s 
head for any Muslim who kills the 
author, Rushdie has gone into seclu¬ 
sion, and his book has too. Since the

Ayatollah’s threat, bookstores world¬ 
wide have taken The Satanic Verges off 
the shelf. Some publishing companies 
have even stopped printing the book. 

It appears as though the Ayatollah 
has succeeded where many school 
boards have failed. He has affected a 
censorship that verges on being world¬ 
wide. Furthermore, it is a politically 
biased censorship that makes the First 
Amendment look like a used handker¬ 
chief. 

Although the Bill of Rights carries 
little, if any weight outside the United 
States, it has none the less been in 
existence since 1791 and stands erect 
like a beacon in the night, or pillar in 
the foundation of our society, protect¬ 
ing the freedom of individuals to say 
and to write anything they so desire. It 
is indeed shameful that a foreign, mis¬ 
guided fanatic can effectively remove a 
book from the shelves of our book¬ 
stores. 

It has been argued that taking the 
book off the shelves was done in an 
attempt to secure the safety of the 
employees. Instead, why not put the 
book back on the shelves and punish 
anyone guilty of criminal actions pro¬ 
pagated in an attempt to subvert the 
imaginative cognitions proposed by the 
author? As Justice Douglass wrote, 
"Publication in this country should 
never be allowed to turn either on the 
purity of thought which it instills in the 
mind of the reader or on the degree to 
which it offends the community consci¬ 
ence. By either test the role of the cen¬ 
sor is exalted, and society’s values in 
literary freedom are sacrificed," Roth 
v. United States.

The 1989 indoor track season 
came to a bitter end last week, 
with both the men’s and women’s 
teams getting snubbed out of their 
respective conference tournaments. 

Illinois State University was the 
sight of Missouri Valley Confer¬ 
ence Tournament for the men, 
while the women traveled to 
Charleston, where Eastern Illinois 
University hosted the Gateway 
Tourney. Both places produced 
similar results. 

'The conference weekend was 
a rough one for us. They weren’t 
down meets, they did a nice job 
but it’s tough when you’re outnum¬ 
bered," Track Coach Craig 
Dahlquist said. 

At neither place did a Bradley 
runner advance to the NCAA 
Indoor Championships, to be held 
March 10-11 at Indianapolis. In 
fact, no Bradley runner even 
reached the finals of their respec¬ 
tive race. 

Lynn Mueller turned in 
Bradley’s best performance in the 
600, yet failed to advance, due to 
the number of runners. In the prel¬ 
iminary heat, Mueller trimmed 1.5 
seconds off of her best time of the 
season, while turning in the fourth 
best prelim time of the tourna¬ 
ment. Unfortunately, two of the 
top three timed runners also were 
in Mueller’s heat, eliminating her 
from the finals as only the top two 
times from each heat advanced. 

"Lynn took it real hard," said 
Dahlquist. "She watched a race 
that she probably would have been 
fourth or fifth in. Being a senior. 
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it’s not fun when those things hap¬ 
pen, but that’s track." 

Melodie Turner ran the 400 
equally as superb, but also was 
nudged out of the finals. Her fifth- 
place finish clipped two seconds 
off of her season best. 

More hopes were lost on the 
long jump, as the single event 
knocked three Bradley women pen- 
tathletes out of contention. Eilett 
Forrest, Lara Wagy, and Marianne 
Dorcek all performed well the first 
day of competition, but their legs 
failed them on the second, as all 


three missed on the long jump. 

Of the three girls’ nine com¬ 
bined attempts, not one came close 
to qualifying. Forrest had the best 
attempt, but was still two feet 
short. Forrest finished seventh and 
Wagy and Dorcek came in at tenth 
and eleventh. 

"As far as the men go, the 
weekend was not very enlightening 
- it was not the way you want to 
culminate your season. We’ve had 
days like that before and I assume 
we’ll have days like that again," 
said Dahlquist.

Women’s season ends

As the Braves Basketball Team finished its season by winning seven 
of eight games, it was easy to overlook that the Lady Braves were in a 
streak of their own. 

A losing streak. 

Going into tonight’s game against Western Illinois, the Lady Braves 
are on a seven-game skid. Only the 1976-77 Lady Braves, the first Brad¬ 
ley women’s team, lost more consecutive games. Even if the Lady Braves 
lose tonight, they still wouldn’t be able to tie the streak of nine until 
opening day next season. 

"1 think every coach who suffers through something like this 
wonders what has happened/ said third-year Coach Lisa Boyer. "Obvi¬ 
ously, we haven’t played well in the last few weeks, but we haven’t had 
too many breaks either." 

The last time the two teams squared off, Bradley came away with an 
80-67 win. The win in Peoria was back when the Lady Braves were 
enjoying better days. 

After 13 games, the Lady Braves stood at 10-3, including being 
unbeaten in three Gateway Conference games. In a game against last 
year’s NIT Champion DePaul, Bradley looked like world-beaters and a 
playoff spot looked to be assured. 

But, the roof fell in and Bradley couldn’t buy a win. The records fell 
to 12-14 and 6-11, and the playoffs slipped out of sight. The winner of 
tonight’s game will end up in sixth place in the Gateway, and the loser in 
seventh. 

"Hopefully, we will pull together for this game and come out with a 
win. I know it won’t be easy because Western is playing great basketball 
right now. Still, we’ll give it our best shot," Boyer said. 

Bradley will still be playing without the services of point guard 
Kelly Mazza (knee injury) and Val Wancket (separated shoulder). Filling 
the void at guard has been Andrea McAllister, who responded with a 
career high 11 points against Northern Iowa. Eileen Yerkes has played 
well, filling in for Wancket at center, Yerkes knocked home 15 at North¬ 
ern Iowa, also a career high. 

If nothing else, the final game of the year could provide the Lady 
Braves with some personal highlights. Karin Nicholls needs only eight 
rebounds to become the seventh Lady Brave to grab 200 boards in a sea¬ 
son. Lady Brave leading scorer Carol Baresch needs to score only 11 
times to reach the 1000 point plateau.

Thurman, the junior transfer 
from Stockton, Calif., was second 
only to Manuel in the Valley with 
an 18.0 scoring average.

In what will most likely be Ron Greene’s final game, the Sycamores 
will try to win on the road for the first time in Greene’s four years, as 
they are 0-29. The Sycamores are led by Eddie Bird, who won last year’s 
MVC outstanding freshmen and newcomer of the year awards, but it will 
take a miracle for Indiana State to beat the Bluejays. 

The Bluejays are led by sophomore Bob Harstad, who averaged 16.9 
points per game and led the MVC with 9.8 rebounds per game. The 
Bluejays also have the probable MVC coach of the year in Barone, the 
award will be given out Friday afternoon. 

In four years as Creighton coach, Barone brought the Bluejays to 
first place in the MVC, a spot they hadn’t occupied in 11 years. Harstad 
had 49 combined points in the two Bluejay wins over Indiana State, 

76-69 and 91-80. 

Though the Sycamores have just one win in the MVC tournament in 
the 1980’s, they are one of only two current MVC teams (Bradley is the 
other) that has placed as high as second place in the NCAA tournament. 

In 1979, Larry Bird averaged 28.6 points per game as the 
Sycamores finished the year at 33-1, but lost to Michigan State and 
"Magic" Johnson in the finals, 75-64. 

For the Sycamores to have a chance of winning they must: stop Har¬ 
stad, control the boards and shoot at least 50 percent from the floor.

The Bradley Braves regular 
season ended Monday with a 62-54 
loss to the University of Tulsa. 
The loss also ended the Braves’ 
seven game winning streak. 

After a 9-9 tie at the 15:10 
mark of the first half, the Golden 
hurricanes of Tulsa dominated the 
remainder of the first half, with the 
exception being the final minute of 


play before halftime. 

After a tip-in basket by Xanthus 
Houston, Bradley came within 
three points of Tulsa with :58 left 
to play in the half.

Anthony Manuel and Dion 
Thurman took top honors in the 
Missouri Valley Conference post¬ 
season awards department, taking 
both the Most Valuable Player 
Award and Top Newcomer 
honors. 

Manuel added another accom¬ 
plishment to his long resume by 
walking away with the the MVC’s 
Most Valuable Player award, beat¬ 
ing Creighton’s Bob Harstad hands 
down. 

Thurman, after winning two 
consecutive Player-of-the-Week 
awards, took his first major honor 
by beating out Southern’s Freddie 
McSwain as the Valley’s Top 
Newcomer. 

Bradley has made a habit of 
keeping the MVP award in Peoria, 
as Manuel made it four years in a 
row that a Bradley player has won 
the award. Jim Les was tops in 
1986, and Hersey Hawkins rose to 
the occasion in 1987 and 1988. 

"It’s kind of special for the peo¬ 
ple of Bradley. This is the fourth 
year in a row it’s won by a Brad¬ 
ley player. It’s kind of nice, but I 
hope somebody else can win it 
next year for Bradley," Manuel 
said. 

"It’s special when you’re picked 
like that. I’m satisfied and happy, 
but I’d be more satisfied if we win 
the tournament," he said. 

The 5-foot-11 senior’s 21.6 
points, 8.2 assists and 2.0 steals 
led the Valley, enabling him to 
become just the fourth player in 
NCAA history to lead a major 
conference in both scoring and 
assists. He also is Bradley’s all- 
time assist leader, as well seventh 
on the NCAA’s all-time list.

Campaign for Bradley 
exceeds expectations

Five years ago. The Campaign 
for Bradley: "Excellence Today 
and Tomorrow" was launched. 
Three newly renovated buildings 
and $32 million later, the cam¬ 
paign will come to an end May 1. 

However, students and faculty 
are already benefiting from the 
campaign with the completion of 
an historic church into the Dingel- 
dine Music Center, the construc¬ 
tion of the Heuser Art Center and 
the April 15 dedication of the Stu¬ 
dent Center. While the expansion 
of the Cullom-Davis Library is on 
the rise, the $4 million expansion 
and renovation of Jobst and Baker 
Hall will mark the last of the five 
building projects. 

The fund raising campaign isn’t 
unique to Bradley University, but 
is the largest fund-raising effort for 
central Illinois. Gary Anna, pro¬ 
vost for business affairs, said, "It 
all came about because of a lot of 
foresight on the part of (school 
president) Jerry (Martin) Abegg," 
and the Board of Trustees. 


On April 27, 1984, the Board 
of Trustees approved the campaign 
plan which required the University 
to generate a minimum of $26 mil¬ 
lion by the end of the decade. Of 
this requirement, $14 million were 
to go toward the five building pro¬ 
jects; $5 million for endowment; 
$1 million for capital equipment; 
and $6 million for unrestricted 
operations. 

However, on Oct. 24, 1987, 
Bradley surpassed their goal of 
$26 million with a total of 
$26,251,377 -- 14 months ahead of 
schedule. The campaign total 
went over $32 million this year 
and is still growing, Anna said. So 
far, an additional $3 million has 
gone toward endowment, an addi¬ 
tional $2 million to capital equip¬ 
ment, and $1 million more for 
operations. 

While the campaign is coming 
to a close, Anna said, "We’re still 
pretty excited about Campustown."

The Student Center ribbon cut¬ 
ting ceremony may not be until 
April 15, but, "As far as I’m con¬ 
cerned, the Student Center is done 
and will be open the day the stu¬ 
dents get back (from spring break), 
Ron Doerzaph, facilities planning 
administrator, said. 

"We’ve excepted the lower and 
upper level with a punch list," 
Doerzaph said. In other words, he 
and his assistants have inspected 
the the two floors and have made a 
list of any flaws that the various 
contractors are liable for, or work 
that still needs to be completed. 

"You’ll find that the contrac¬ 
tors, workers, electricians ... will 
all be around for another month or 
so." 

Although all major construction 
is completed, Doerzaph said the 
use of the building will be cur¬ 
tailed until the opening of the 
cafeteria and restaurant on the 
ground floor. 

Provided the contractors are out 
of the building by March 20, Bob 
Byczynski, director of . food ser¬ 
vices, said he hopes to have the 
cafeteria and restaurant open in 
early April. 

"We’ve got to get in there and 
clean everything. Then the health 
department has to come and 
inspect the place." 

In the meantime, Byczynski 
said all the employees who worked 
in the cafeteria last year, in addi¬ 
tion to six new full-time workers, 
will have to be trained to use the 


new equipment. 

Although some of the cafeteria 
workers in Harper Hall will be 
called back to work in the Student 
Center’s cafeteria, Byczynski said 
Harper will stay open the 
remainder of the semester and next 
year. 

The College Inn, now located 
on the ground floor across from 
the cafeteria, will open on the 
same date, Byczynski said, and 
will remain open seven days a 
week.

The remaining seven weeks of 
the semester, Byczynski said, will 
be a trial period to see how much 
use the College Inn receives by the 
students. This will determine the 
hours the restaurant will be open. 


Also on the ground floor, "The 
Fast Break" convenience shop, an 
annex to the Bookstore, will open 
to the students March 20, Barbara 
Dreher, manager of the Bookstore, 
said. The 600-square-foot novelty 
shop will sell similar items as the 
Bookstore, except text books, 
Dreher said. 

As far as the outside of the 
building is concerned, Doerzaph 
said workers will restore the 
landscape behind the Student 
Center in the quad when the 
weather is warmer. 

"We’re just going to grade 
repair sidewalks and minimize 
landscaping," Doerzaph said, 
referring to simply adding top soil 
and grass seeds. 

The quad will not be totally 
restored, Doerzaph said, because 
construction crews will again have 
trucks and equipment in the area, 
this time in front of Baker and 
Jobst Halls, when the $4 million 
renovation of the two buildings 
begins in the fall. 

Once the $3 million Student 
Center is dedicated April 15, coin¬ 
ciding with Parent’s Weekend, 
Doerzaph said he hopes students 
will police it. 

"I just hope, as far as the stu¬ 
dents are concerned, they realize 
the time and commitment that went 
into the building," Doerzaph said 
in reference to vandalism and 
graffiti. 

And if students do abuse the 
building, Doerzaph said, "They’re 
just damaging a building that was 
meant for them."

Dr. Nabil Ibrahim, P.E., chair¬ 
man of the Department of 
Manufacturing and Professor of 
Manufacturing and Mechanical 
Engineering at Bradley University, 
has received the Peoria Area Out¬ 
standing Engineer of the Year 
Award. 

The award, presented Feb. 25 
at the National Engineers’ Week 
Banquet, was for recognition of 
Ibrahim’s professional, technical, 
civic and humanitarian contribu¬ 
tions. It was presented on behalf of 
area engineers by local technical 
and professional organizations, 
including the American Institute of 
Plant Engineers, the American 
Society of Mechanical Engineers, 
the Illinois Society of Professional 
Engineers, the Illinois Association 
of Highway Engineers, the Insti¬ 
tute of Electrical and Electronic 
Engineers, the Society of Automo¬ 
tive Engineers and the Society of 
Manufacturing Engineers. 


Ibrahim first came to Bradley in 
1978 as an associate professor of 
manufacturing and mechanical 
engineering. He became a full pro¬ 
fessor in 1982 and was elected 
chairman of the department in 
1984. Prior to teaching at Bradley, 
he taught at the University of 
Manitoba in Canada from 1974 to 
1978. 

Born in Egypt, Ibrahim 
obtained his B.S. at Cairo Univer¬ 
sity. He then was offered a scho¬ 
larship at Macmaster University in 
Ontario, Canada, where he 
obtained his Ph.D. 

Credited with the implementa¬ 
tion of one of the most successful 
programs in manufacturing 
engineering in the country, 
Ibrahim founded the Materials 
Testing and Research Laboratory 
at Bradley. This provides profes¬ 
sional services to business in cen¬ 
tral Illinois and to promote close 
cooperation between academia and

industry. He also helped in the 
development of four new labora¬ 
tories in computer aided design, 
robotics, and computer integrated 
manufacturing, composites and 
non-metallics, computer aided 
manufacturing and materials 
modeling. 

Dr. Ibrahim holds the patent 
for the invention of a hybrid com¬ 
posite orthotic material and for 
developing the method of its 
manufacture. The product is a 
prescription that goes in shoes to 
correct problems with feet and 
pain in the muscles and the back. 
It is a very thin material made out 
of a fiber composite of carbon 
fiber, kelvar and glass fibers. It 
has the high strength combined 
with toughness and stiffness neces¬ 
sary for it to work properly. It can 
be inserted into any type of shoe. 

The product is vital to the 
Peoria area because there is a 
company in Pekin, the Podiatry 


Arts Laboratory (PAL), producing 
this. Not only is this product very 
successful, but it has helped 
employment and the economy as 
well. 

Ibrahim’s interest in this started 
in 1980. From 1986 to 1988, the 
development took place. He is 
now working on something quite 
different. It has not been finalized 
yet, but he said he is thinking of 
applications to be used in the satel¬ 
lite industry. 

'The award gives me a 
renewed sense of commitment to 
this part of the country as a whole, 
to work harder and smarter for the 
betterment of the Peoria area ," 
Ibrahim said. "Manufacturing 
engineering is the future of this 
country. We are now faced with 
the challenge of developing the 
technology and education to com¬ 
pete with the rest of the world . 0

Water, water everywhere, but 
not a drop to drink; not much air 
to breathe, either. 

Watch out world, greenhouse 
effect or not, we’re slowly killing 
ourselves.

There have been tales about Big 
Foot, Paul Bunyan and the Loch 
Ness Monster, but never before 
has a small town given so much 
love and attention to a dead 
elephant. 

In the small, friendly village of 
Oquawka, Ill., population 1,500, 
on the Illinois-Iowa border, the 
legend of a 6,500 pound circus 
pachyderm who was suddenly 
struck by lightning on a summer 
morning, has lived on through the 
voices of the townspeople and one 
especially dedicated storyteller, 
Wade Meloan. 

Meloan, 79, lives with his 
wife, Mary and their dogs and cats 
in a riverfront home. They have 
been married 29 years. Meloan 


teller. 

Meloan sits in his overstuffed 
kitchen chair overlooking a spec¬ 
tacular view of the Mississippi 
River and relives the hot, stormy 
day of July 17, 1972 when the 
Clark and Walters circus was 
preparing for that night’s perfor¬ 
mance in the town square. At 
7:30 a.m., Norma Jean, the circus’ 
only trained elephant, was struck 
by a bolt of fiery lightning from an 
electrical storm and dropped over 
dead. Norma Jean’s owner Larry 
"Possum Red" Harsh and a dog 
were thrown 30 feet, but lived 
through the experience. 

'T never thought too much of it 
when it happened," Meloan said. 
"But then, when one guy just 


The circus had owned Norma 
Jean for six years and she was 
valued at $10,000 (the circus had 
no insurance on her). Norma Jean 
was one of three elephants shipped 
from Africa. 

Mary said the elephants’ origi¬ 
nal names were April, May and 
June. Norma Jean, who was 
named after Marilyn "Norma Jean 
Baker" Monroe, was originally 
named June. May is performing 
with the Ringling Bros. Barnum 
and Bailey Circus and her name is 
now Anna May. The location of 
April is unknown. 

"All of the circus peQple know 
who Norma Jean is and what hap¬ 
pened to her. Her legend lives 
on," Mary said.

The circus left Oquawka and 
the body of the hulking elephant 
behind. Norma Jean was still 
chained and bound to the tree that 
had been shaved and split by the 
lightning and old pictures from 
townspeople show small children 
standing next to Norma Jean and 
patting her dry, gray skin almost 
in a mourning state. 

'The town was really shook 
up," a cashier at Hamilton’s Super 
Market said. "I was about 12 years 
old then and I remember some of 
my friends going down to see 
Norma Jean’s body." Permission 
was obtained from the village of 
Oquawka and from the state of Illi¬ 
nois to bury Norma Jean where 
she died. 

The local newspaper, the 
Henderson County Journal, 

reported two days after Norma 
Jean fell to her fate, a hole 12 feet 
deep was dug by the side of

fact that they might be the only 
town in the United States that has 
an elephant buried in their town 
square. 

Meloan, who owned a drug 
store at the time, began scouring 
the streets to raise money for a 
monument for Norma Jean. He 
raised $600 from townspeople and 
local merchants. 

A friend of his, who was a 
stone mason, donated the stones 
and cement for the memorial. 
Meloan found a statue of an 
elephant for the top of the 
memorial and today it stands in the 
middle of an open, lonely field on 
Fifth Street. 

"You go through life and 
everything is a big deal and then 
something like this happens and 
you realize how nice people are 
and how the little things in life 
matter," Meloan said. Meloan said 
he never asked the county or state 
for any money to help with the 
memorial — all of the money came 
from donations. 

"It was really touching when a 
small child would send me a quar¬ 
ter or some pennies for Norma 
Jean ... she really is quite an old 
gal," Meloan said. 

Meloan and his wife aren’t the 
only ones who think Norma Jean is 
special. In 1987, filmmaker and 
then student of Southern Illinois 
Universitv Tnhn Ftehnl/p maHp a 
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15-minute documentary about 
Norma Jean. The film was shot 
partly at Melburg’s Tavern and 
features interviews with more than 
a dozen Oquawka residents. 
Behnke, a 1976 graduate of Mon¬ 
mouth High School, won an award 
for the film in the documentary 
category of the annual Student 
Academy Awards competition at 
SIU. 

Meloan said he was thinking of 
improving the memorial by adding 
benches or a small stone wall 
around the grave site but is afraid 
of vandalism. 

"When we first built the 
memorial, I was afraid someone 
was going to try and steal the 
elephant from the top of the thing, 
but then one of my friends used 
some cement (on the statue of the 
elephant), so if someone wants to 
steal the elephant, they’re going to 
have to steal the whole memorial.

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Pitstops, squirtguns, and sun-Oh my!

Yes, the time has arrived for 
that age old ritual that we have 
come to know and to love as 
Spring Break. The time when we 
can forget about books and instead 
concentrate on suntans, luaus, and 
a generally wild, if not bordering 
on illegal, good time. 

This year as we jump in our 
cars and start on the road to bliss, 
Budweiser and Michelob have 
strived to make sure that we make 
it there in one piece. 

The beer companies, known 
long for their flashy commercials 
and the infamous line "Give me a 
light," they are instead concentrat¬ 
ing on how to get students down to 
Florida and South Padre in one 
piece. 

Programs the companies have 
formed range from "pit stops" and 
a concert that will be held at the 
end of the break. 

The "pit stops" will feature hot 
coffee, donuts, and advice given 
by state highway and tourism 
officials that promote both respon¬ 
sible driving and alcohol safety. 

Budweiser will keep these pit 
stops open on each of the three 
busiest weekends of the spring 
break travel season in Indiana, 
Georgia, and California. (March 
10-12, 17-19 and 24-26) They will 
be located off Interstate 65 in Hen¬ 
ry ville, Ind.; Interstate 76b at 
Ringgold, Ga.; Interstate 95 in 
Savannah, Ga.; and Interstate 10 
East near Palm Springs, Cal. This 
is the first year for the program in 
Palm Springs, overall, the sixth 
consecutive year for the program 
as a whole. 

Moderation will be stressed as 
far as alcohol consumption is con¬ 
cerned, at the stops, and through 


the distribution of Anheuser- 
Busch’s "Know When to Say 
When" and "Buddy System" 
alcohol responsibility materials. 
These include brochures, bumper 
stickers, blood-alcohol charts, key 
chains and other items. 

More than 30,000 spring break 
travelers representing over 900 
colleges across the country took 
advantage of the stops, and com¬ 
pany and state officials look to 
raise that number even higher. 

Bartenders at spring break hot 
spots have also been getting into 
their preparation for the annual 
ritual, starting a program an infor¬ 
mal seminar designed to train 
servers when to recognize when 
their customers have had enough. 

Other activities in South Padre 
include an audio recording booth 
that lets vacationers record their 
favorite songs to their own voices, 
and take home a "Bud Beach 
Club" logo-ed cassette of their 
own recording. 

Budweiser also will have the 
traditional phone-home lines inside 
the continental United States for 
free where students can call Mom 
and Dad to make sure they made it 
down in one piece. 

The company will also be spon¬ 
soring the world’s largest inflatable 
six-pack pool, which measures 40 
feet long by 16 feet wide and will 
hold up to over a 1,000 "party 
animals." The pool will be on 
display in Daytona. 

Daytona will also be the sight 
of the world’s largest squirt gun 
fight, called the "Bud Glazer," a 
take off on an old- fashioned water 
pistol fight. It is based on the old 
concept of tag, which consists of a 
headband mounted combination of 
sunglasses and squirt gun con¬ 


nected to a hand held water tank 
and trigger by a length of tubing. 
In combining both their sunglasses 
and their squirtgun, Glazer team 
members will wear their Glazers 
and attempt to squirt and hit a tar¬ 
get that is worn by their 
opponents. 

The battle "royale" will take 
place on March 15 in Daytona and 
March 23 in Palm Springs. 

The "Bud Beach Club" will be 
held from 11 a.m. to 4 p.m. at 
South Padre Island from (March 
10-26). It was originally developed 
as an environment for college stu¬ 
dents to gather that is not "some 
hole in the wall." There, students 
can gather and make friends, see 
old friends and participate in 
activities that are responsible. 

Also at South Padre and Day¬ 
tona, Budweiser will be showing 
the new releases that will be 
appearing on the silver screen 
sometime this summer. Some of 
the titles include "License to Kill," 
the new James Bond thriller, and 
'Indiana Jones and the Last 
Crusade." 

There will also be rock con¬ 
certs featuring such "Power Pop" 
rock groups as Cheap Trick, Little 
Feat and Bad Company who will 
headline concerts for music hungry 
vacationers. 

Cheap Trick will headline the 
concert on the Daytona Beach 
bandshell with the Fixx and Vixen 
at 1:30 p.m. on Thursday March 
16, and the spring breakers who 
are forced to stay home can catch 
it live on MTV. 

Little Feat will be headlining 
the tour for South Padre Island at 
1 p.m. at Isla Blanca Park. Vixen 
will also be playing at the concert 
in Daytona.

There is something new and 
exciting happening on campus. It 
provides an opportunity to social¬ 
ize, have fun, learn something and 
lose weight without any negative 
effects. 

"If you can count to eight, you 
can dance/ said Holly Sodaro, 
member and coordinator of a new 
dance group on campus. Sodaro 
began this dance group because of 
the overwhelming student interest. 
'There has always been interest in 
a dance group, but nobody wanted 
to believe that there was," Sodaro 
said.

The gym is 
blocked off from 1-4 p.m. Monday 
through Friday and there is some¬ 
one in the dance studio all day 
Saturday and Sunday. There is 
always someone there, "as long as 
there are two people you can learn 
something and then you can teach 
someone else." 

There are five choreographers 
and they are always willing to 
work with the students. Sodaro 
says, "I would rather teach some¬ 
one how to dance who doesn’t 


know how but has the desire to 
learn." 

The types of dances being 
taught are: "Jazz, which involves 
tough, cool movements, modem, 
which is usually more seductive 
and funk, which is like the dancing 
Michael Jackson would do." 
There also are partner dances such 
as the Salsa and something similar 
to "Dirty Dancing," which com¬ 
bines the mambo, blending old and 
new generations of dance moves. 

"We have students from every 
walk of life on campus in our 
group - it’s a giant social scene," 
said Sodaro. There are cheer¬ 
leaders, guys from fraternities, 
engineering majors and students of 
different races. One more group 
Sodaro said she would like to 
involve is the faculty. She said, 
"We can learn partner dancing, 
which is missing in our generation. 
Dancing is for everyone, whether 
young or old." Sodaro also said 
the group is not limited to Bradley 
students. 

The immediate goal of the 
group is a performance scheduled 
for April 28 and 29, in which all 
the dancers will perform what they 
have learned.

dancing and the enthusiasm of 
everyone. "Everyone is benefiting 
from each others’ knowledge," 
Sodaro said. 

There are some long term goals 
the group is working toward after 
the show is completed. Sodaro said 
they would like to develop a move¬ 
ment class on campus to provide a 
chance for people to learn dance 
and offer people who have a back¬ 
ground in dance an opportunity to 
, continue. "The possibilities are 
endless," Sodaro said. 

People have been very recep¬ 
tive to the idea of the dance group. 
Jim Ludwig, acting director of the 
Fine Arts Theatre, has helped a 
great deal in generating the plans 
for the show, Sodaro said. 

There are some problems that 
the group is facing. "People don’t 
know what we want. The guys 
think that they will be wearing 
tights and are afraid of the stereo¬ 
type. " Sodaro is "looking for guys 
in loose jeans and shirts in the 
Patrick Swayze image."

Scott became involved with the 
organization last year as a Geisert 
Hall representative to the ARH and 
then as a member of the ARH pub¬ 
licity committee. In fall of 1988, 
Scott became vice president and 
was promoted to president in 
November, due to Ellen Jordan’s 
resignation. 

Although he said ARH may 
have "started out on somewhat of 
a bad foot" at the beginning of last 
fall semester, Scott said he 
believes that ARH has proved 
itself as a significant campus 
organization.

residence hall staff until we

Center is now located. The tiny 
store had a staff of three members 
and sold school supplies, drawing 
supplies and a small stock of 
paperback books. 

In 1953, the bookstore was 
moved to the basement of Siepert 
Hall, which is no longer in 
existence. The stock was expanded 
to include Bradley clothing. Then, 
in 1964, the bookstore was 
transferred to its current location. 

Dreher said she feels "really 
lucky to have a facility like this." 
The store is at a centralized loca¬ 
tion and has enough space to sell 
candy, cards and various gift 
items. There will also be an exten¬ 
sion of the Bookstore in the Stu¬ 
dent Center with evening and 
weekend hours for added 
convenience for the student. 

Dreher said there are still many 
ways the Bookstore could be 
improved. There is a need for 
computerized cash registers, better 
displays and a more efficient ship¬ 
ping area. The store could also 
benefit from more space, espe¬ 
cially for the soft goods, which is 
the largest sales area. 

Dreher said, in her opinion, if 
the Bookstore were to be run by 
someone unaffiliated with Bradley, 
the store would be oriented too 
much around profit earnings 
instead of student interest. Dreher 
said it could be possible that the 
store would no longer sell small 
gift items and other merchandise 


from his work with ARH and will 
leave with some regret. "It’s been 
a lot of work, but I enjoyed it and 
would do it all over again.

burg, Zalben, Kotler, and Cohen or in 
taking to task Professor Zeev Gorin 
(whose name, incidentally, he fails to 
mention) for "ridiculing" student opin¬ 
ion.

Monoson does by refusing to mention 
the future of Palestinians concurrently 
withe the future of Israelis, I end by 
reiterating emphatically that Dr. Mono- 
son does not, and should not be 
allowed to, speak for me.

Addict 

Dear Editor, 

I would like to rebut Gerald T. 
Smith’s assertion in a letter from the 
Feb. 24 Scout that "it makes no sense 
to give (heroin) addicts clean needles 
so that they can ’shoot junk until 
they’re half insane’ in an atmosphere of 
personal hygiene!" Mr. Smith would 
tell the addicts "to change their lifes¬ 
tyle or suffer the consequences." No, 
Mr. Smith, being and ADDICT means 
it’s a bit harder to stop than giving up 
gum for lent. 

A moralistically crippled understand¬ 
ing of clean needles programs, I sub¬ 
mit, has the immoral effect of fueling 
the AIDS epidemic by opting for inac¬ 
tion. Sure, in a perfect world, nobody 
would be shooting heroin, much less 
doing so with HIV-contaminated nee¬ 
dles. But to oppose distribution of 
clean needles on the ground that heroin 
use is bad (and Tm with you on this 
point, Mr. Smith) is the equivalent of 
membership in the Flat Earth Society. 
A New York Times article from Feb. 
1, 1988 noted that "more than half of 
intravenous drug users are believed to 
be infected with the HIV ...," spurring 
the city to distribute clean needles. 

The program’s detractors must care 
more about quixotically enforcing the 
illegality of heroin use than about the 
"one in every 61 babies" bom in New 
York City with AIDS antibodies. The 
Times notes that fears of new heroin 
use being encouraged by free needles 
are allayed by the fact that most young 
addicts choose smokable crack, leaving 
heroin to those who "began using in 
the 1960s and 70s." 

Furthermore, "a five-year-old needle 
distribution program in Amsterdam ... 
did not lead to an increase in drug 
use." 

In Boston, which has no such pro¬ 
gram, reformed heroin addict and Yale 
graduate student Jon Parker is risking 
imprisonment by distributing clean nee¬ 
dles to his old fellows. Parker notes in 
the Jan. 3, 1989 Chicago Tribune that 
"(people) look down on the addicts, but 


it’s through them that AIDS is going to 
spread to the heterosexual community." 
Let’s get realistic about AIDS, Mr. 
Smith, and realize that while drug add¬ 
iction and (gasp!) premarital sex may 
be offensive to certain subjective faiths, 
the further spread of. AIDS is, quite 
objectively, life-threatening to all, Fun¬ 
damentalist or not, in our pluralistic 
nation.

a letter written by Zeev Gorin to 
Messrs. Meyersburg, Zalben, Kotler, 
and Cohen, responding to their letters 
of 2/17/89 on the Israeli-Palestinian 
conflict in the occupied territories. I, 
for one, do not wish to be included in 
his blanket apology. Like Professor 
Monoson, I applaud Meyersburg, Zal¬ 
ben, Kotler and Cohen for speaking out 
on a matter that deeply concerns them; 
unlike Professor Monoson, I do not 
believe that Professor Gorin was wrong 
to respond disapprovingly to what he 
considers to be "distorted/ "dead-end" 
positions. Nor do I feel that such 
exchanges "stifle the expression of stu¬ 
dent opinions." 

Admittedly, Professor Gorin spoke 
out in strong terms; their letter, he 
argued, was self-righteous, lacked 
empathy, and was shortsighted. At the 
same time he took great care to justify 
his judgements. In no place did he, as 
Professor Monoson asserts, ridicule 
them; he found nothing laughable or 
ridiculous in their position, but, in fact, 
took them quite seriously -- seriously 
enough to warrant a lengthy, detailed 
response. Such an attitude — taking stu¬ 
dents seriously — may do more to 
stimulate student exchange than faculty 
silence or indifference. 

Professor Monoson raises an impor¬ 
tant question: should faculty members 
participate in the exchange of ideas at 
the University? I should hope so. 
What, then, should be their role? Not, 

I would hope, to act as pedants ferret¬ 
ing out lapses in logic or misstatements 
in a display of self-serving expertise. 
Instead, they should present themselves 
as people genuinely engaged with 
issues of consequence who are not 
afraid to forward an opinion in the 
interest of opening up a dialogue on 
matters that have reached an impasse. 
This I believe to have been the intent 
of Professor Gorin - to push the par¬ 
ties in the debate over the occupation 
of the West Bank and Gaza beyond, in 
his words, "dead-end" positions and 
"ossified" arguments. 

For his part, Professor Monoson 
forecloses discussion when he con¬ 
cludes, without any justification or 
explanation, that the letters of Meyers- 
burg, Zalben, Kotler and Cohen 
display "a powerful understanding of a 
most complex issue." The cogency of 
their arguments, the accuracy of their 
statements was precisely what was at 
issue in Professor Gorin’s response. 
Ignoring or dismissing his arguments as 
being colored by personal biases 
without demonstrating them to be so is 
not just unfair; it is a step backward in 
any attempt to open a dialogue on a 
matter that desperately needs to be dis¬ 
cussed. In regard to Professor Gorin’s 
"biases," it is important to note that he 
never denies he is an interested party, 
he speaks, as he makes clear, as a con¬ 
cerned Jew and Israeli citizen who 
believes the State policy of Israel to be

The duo 
also combined to form Bradley’s 
winning number-three doubles 
team. 

Against St. Olaf, the Braves 
won the number one, two and 
three doubles matches.

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NCAA’s best & worst

PLAYER OF THE YEAR: 

There were three men that could receive this awani and probably no 
one man will dominate the numerous Player of the Year awards that are 
given out, in comparison to college football’s one: The Heisman Trophy. 
The three leading contenders are: Duke’s Danny Ferry, Arizona’s Sean 
Elliott and Oklahoma’s Stacey King. I will have to go with King for lead¬ 
ing the Sooners to a 23-4 record, including a 12-2 Big Eight mark. King 
led the league in scoring and rebounding as he put in an average of 26.5 
points per game and grabbed an average of 10.6 rebounds per game. 

INDIVIDUAL PERFORMANCE OF THE YEAR: 

There was Duke’s Danny Ferry hitting for over 50 and Chris 
Jackson’s 53 and 55-point efforts, but Evansville’s Scott Haffner earns this 
award for his 65-point performance against Dayton. Haffner connected on 
23 of 29 shots, which included 11 of 13 from three-point-land as his 65 
points were the sixth highest performance in NCAA history. 

FRESHMAN OF THE YEAR: 

Forget it Georgetown fans. Alonzo (Mourning) isn’t going to receive 
this award. It’s going to Louisiana State’s Chris Jackson. Jackson leads 
the Southeastern Conference in scoring with a 28.3 points-per-game aver 
age. Among Jackson’s great performances were his 53-point performance 
against Florida (then an NCAA record for most points in one game by a 
freshman) and his 55-point performance against Mississippi (the current 
NCAA record for most points in one game by a freshman). 

SURPRISE TEAM OF THE YEAR: 

Give it to the Minnesota Golden Gophers, not for their surprisingly 
great record (just 15-11), but because of the way they surprised four of 
the top teams in the Big 10. Though they are just 7-9 in the Big 10 
(through Tuesday), they upset then No. 1 Illinois, Iowa, Ohio State and 
Michigan, all in the Top 20. All four of the victories were at Minnesota. 

DISAPPOINTING TEAM OF THE YEAR: 

The honor of this award will go to last year’s champions, the Kansas 
Jayhawks. Kansas started off the year by getting into trouble with the 
NCAA and are ineligible to defend their title. The Jayhawks also endured 
an eight-game winning streak as it took them nine tries to finally win the 
1,400th game of their career. The Jayhawks were 19-11, but were a 
disappointing 6-8 in the Big Eight. 

UNDERRATED TEAM OF THE YEAR: 

There are a couple of teams this could go to, such as Georgia Tech 
and Florida State, but I think I’ll stick with Louisiana State. The Tigers 
handed Georgetown their only non-conference loss of the season and are 
the only team to beat Nevada-Las Vegas in the Runnin Rebels last nine 
games. With Jackson and Ricky Blanton (the Tigers only season player 
who averages over 21 points per game), the Tigers will definitely give 
some teams problems come tournament time. 

OVERRATED TEAM OF THE YEAR: 

Without a doubt in my mind, West Virginia. Though the Moun¬ 
taineers are 25-4 (including a 17-1 record in the Atlantic 10, a powerful 
conference ranked five conferences lower than the Missouri Valley in the 
USA Today computer ratings), they have struggled against most medio¬ 
cre teams. Their 22-game winning streak was snapped by Temple 74-56 
and they then lost to Penn. St. 86-64 in the semi-finals of the Atlantic 10 
tournament. They also lost to Bradley. 

TEAM PERFORMANCE OF THE YEAR: 

Loyola Marymount’s 181-150 win against U.S. International broke 
the record for most points in a game by one team, most points in a half 
(Loyola Marymount had 94 in the first half) and most points in one half 
(170 in the first). Hang Gathers had 41 points and 29 rebounds to lead 
Loyola as the team made 67 of the 119 shots they took. In the game, a 
field goal was attempted every 11 seconds and a field goal was scored 
every 18.5 seconds.

Dour heads a talented staff, 
supported by Mike Boyan, Mark 
Borcherding and Brain Shouse. 
The returning four starters wel¬ 
comed freshman Mike Grace. 
Grace was rated the 15th best 
freshmen in the country by Base¬ 
ball America. The San Diego 
Padres made him their 7th selec¬ 
tion in last year’s draft. Grace 
opted to accept a college scholar¬ 
ship from Bradley. 

The ace of the staff, Kalmer 
said, is Dour, who Baseball Amer¬ 
ica rated the 15th best pitcher 
among college hurlers. The senior 
compiled a 6-5 record last year, 
along with a 3.35 ERA.

NCAA hopes 
abandoned as 
Bradley falls 

Bluejays win 
tournament title

Any hope of repeating last year’s trip to the 
NCAA tournament was wiped out last weekend as the 
Bradley Braves lost to the Drake Bulldogs, 77-75, in 
the quarter-finals of the Missouri Valley Conference 

Tournament. . 

The Creighton Bluejays will be representing the 
Missouri Valley Conference in the NCAA Tourna¬ 
ment. Creighton defeated Southern Illinois University, 
79-77, in the championship game of the MVC Tour¬ 
nament. Creighton earned the right to play against 
SIU for the tournament title by defeating Indiana State 
and Drake in the quarter-final and semi-final games of 
the tournament. 

In the Bradley versus Drake game, the Bulldogs 
outscored the Braves, 42-35, in the first half of the 
contest. The Bulldogs finished their regular season at 
11-16 and were seeded fifth in the tournament, while 
the Braves were seeded fourth and finished the regular 
season with a 13-13 record. 

Prior to a 21-21 tie with 8:43 left to play in the 
first half, there had been seven lead changes between 
the Braves and the Bulldogs. Drake broke away from 
the 21-21 tie with a 10-2 scoring run and from that 
point on, the Bulldogs dominated the remainder of the 
half. 

Dion Thurman, with 12 points, was the only 
Bradley player scoring in double digits at the end of 
the first half. Paul Wilson and Jay Schell were the 
next highest point scorers, each contributing six 

points. , , i f 

Drake’s Terrell Jackson led all scorers at the halt 

with 17 points. 

'The first half of the game really got us in trou¬ 
ble," Head Basketball Coach Stan Albeck said. "We 
played with total disregard for basketball and we 
weren’t mentally tough." 

The majority of the second half was much like 
that of the first half, with Drake in control of the 
ballgame. A key factor in the Bulldog victory came at 
the 9:37 mark. The Bulldogs were ahead 67-59 when 
Anthony Manuel fouled out of the game. 

'Initially, what went through my mind was that it 
wasn’t like Anthony to commit that kind of foul when 
he’s in foul trouble," Assistant Coach Mo McHone 
said. "He’s been in foul trouble a lot during the sea¬ 
son and he usually handles it pretty good. I think he 
was just frustrated, but it shocked me that he 
attempted to slap the ball away from the Drake player 
and risk that fifth foul." 

After a right hook shot and two free throws from 
Luke Jackson, two free throws from Thurman and 
two lay-ups from Wilson, the Braves were within two 
points of the Bulldogs. Drake’s lead over the Braves 
fluctuated between only one and two points for the 
remainder of the game. 

With 1:15 left to play in the game, Wilson was 
fouled by Drake’s Eric Berger. The Braves had a 
chance to take a one point lead over the Bulldogs, but 
Wilson missed both free throw attempts and the score 

remained at 76-75. ■ _ , 

At the :23 mark, Wilson fouled Drakes Rodney 
Chamble. Chamble capitalized on his first free throw, 
but failed on his second attempt. Bradley, trailing 77- 
75, called a time-out with :18 left to play. Bradley 
had possession of the ball following the time out. The 
Bulldog’s quickly stole the ball away, but were called 
for traveling. The Braves again called time-out at the 
:08 mark. 

Bradley had the ball out of bounds under their 
own basket. Wilson threw the ball inbounds to Deon 
Butler, who passed it to Jay Schell. Schell’s feet 
slipped out from underneath him and in a desperate 
attempt, Schell threw the ball back to Butler. Butler 
shot an airball from the three-point range and the ball 
went out of bounds with only :01 remaining to be 
played in the game. Drake inbounded the ball and 
the game was over. 

"The plan was to have Jay take a three point 
shot. Without Anthony in the game, we didn’t want to 
push our luck with a five minute overtime," said.

Lady Brave’s struggle ends as 
season comes to a close

It was a roller coaster season for the Bradley womens basketball 
team. It ended on a low note last Friday night as the Lady Braves lost 
their eighth consecutive game at Western Illinois 77-70, to finish the sea¬ 
son at 12-15, and 6-12 in the Gateway Conference. 

The loss left the Lady Braves one short of the most losses in a row 
they have ever had, leaving coach Lisa Boyer wondering what next year 
will bring for her young club. 

"We got through December and the first part of January and 1 was 
feeling pretty good," Boyer said.

The other major injury that hurt the Lady Braves was the Gateway 
Conference’s leading rebounder Val Wancket (9.4), who dislocated her 
shoulder in a collision and was forced to miss the last three games. 

"When we lost Valerie, it shifted everyone out of position, Boyer 
said. "Carol Baresch had to shift to point guard and she’s not as much of 
a scoring threat from there." 

Despite having to move, Baresch still led the Braves in scoring and 
was third in the Gateway with her 18.3 points per game average. Baresch 
was named to the All-Gateway Conference second team as a guard. 

Junior Karin Nicholls also was a big contributor for the team, being 
10th in the Gateway in scoring with an average of 13.9 points per game. 

She finished seventh in rebounding with over seven rebounds per contest.

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Funds run dry; measles cases run high 


More cases are expected next week

Measles are still lingering on 
campus with 59 total confirmed 
cases as of Wednesday. More are 
expected in the next week, as 
Bradley awaits government fund¬ 
ing. 

With the return of classes came 
44 confirmed cases on Monday, 10 
more on Tuesday and five on 
Wednesday. There are 24 
suspected cases. 

Ray Zarvell, executive director 
of educational development, said, 
referring to this outbreak, 
"Apparently, it’s not over yet. In 
fact, it’s stronger than ever." 


Betty Hasselbacher, nursing 
director, said she believes this 
month-old outbreak is still here 
because students who need vacci¬ 
nations aren’t getting them. She 
said they have been notified and 
they refuse to come in for the ino¬ 
culation. 

Some of these students are get¬ 
ting the measles now. Hassel¬ 
bacher said, "Students were very 
apathetic, and now they’re scared. 
Things aren’t looking very good." 

Ken Allman, public health 
adviser of immunization at the 
Centers for Disease Control in 
Atlanta, said another possibility 
may be that measles vaccinations 


have a 95 percent effective rate. 
Thus, five out of 100 people vac¬ 
cinated are likely to get measles. 

Hasselbacher said about 600 
inoculations have been given out 
since February. The Health Center 
is still inoculating high-risk 
groups. This includes people who 
were vaccinated before 1968, 
immunized at 15 months or earlier 
and close contacts - such as peo¬ 
ple living on the same floor or 
house with an infected person. 

This high-risk category may 
have an addition. Zarvell said stu¬ 
dents that aren’t in the high-risk 
groups are beginning to get the 
measles. These are people that 


were inoculated before 1980. 
"Something is going on that hasn’t 
been discovered as of yet -- 
perhaps weak vaccines were used 
in the past." 

Allman said a stabilizer that 
was put in the vaccine up until 
1979 may be the cause. "Immunity 
may also wear off. There are a lot 
of possibilities we are looking at. " 

Zarvell said the University 
would like to immunize this new 
group, but funding and vaccine is 
needed. Bradley has less than 
1,000 vaccines left. "The supply is 
holding out, even though it’s get¬ 
ting thin." This is just enough for 
the high-risk groups. 


Hasselbacher said all vaccines 
and 300 needles were provided to 
Bradley by the state. At this 
moment, the University is waiting 
for additional funding from the 
state or federal government. 

This funding would allow the 
University to inoculate additional 
students. Zarvell said even if the 
funding came in tomorrow, it may 
take at least three weeks to get the 
vaccine because of the high 
demand for it. 

Bill Moran, public health 
official, said the state is consulting 
with the CDC for funding for vac-

Once the Student Center 
cafeteria opens, Bob Byczynski. 
director of food services said the 
cafeteria will return to running on 
a strictly cash basis. Meal tickets 
will not be usable. 

"It made it very difficult on the 
staff. We lost a lot of cash busi¬ 
ness because the staff could not eat 
in there. There was no room for 
them. We had 200 students in 
there from 12 to 1 p.m. and that’s 
when our staff members had their 
lunch period. So they got push 
out." 

HarperWyckoff cafeteria will 
remain open for the students with 
meal tickets and Byczynski said he 
is hopeful the students will con¬ 
tinue to use the cafeteria leaving 
room for Bradley faculty. The 
HarperWyckoff cafeteria was 
opened last semester for the stu¬ 
dents when the Student Center 
closed last year. 

With the health department 
coming in for a preliminary 
inspection today, Byczynski said 


he is shooting for April 3 as the 
opening date of the Student Center 
cafeteria and restaurant. 

"What they have to do is make 
sure everything is up to state and 
local codes," Byczynski said. "If 
there are any changes, then we got 
to get that done next week before 
we open up for business." 

Once the cafeteria passes 
inspection, Byczynski said the 
kitchen can be stocked in two days 
by Canteen food services. 

As for the rest of the building, 
the 3,190-square-feet atrium is 
looking larger than anticipated to 
many mainly because the furniture 
hasn’t been put in. Ron Doerzaph, 
facilities planning administrator, 
said benches and tables were 
ordered and were supposed to be 
placed in the atrium last week, 
however, parts were missing and 
had to be shipped back to the 
manufacturer. 

Doerzaph also said the building 
is being used under a one-year 
warranty, and he is making up a 
punch-list listing any flaws or 
defects in the center. 


Students bypass tropics to spend break in K.C. projects

Many Bradley students spent 
their week-long spring break in 
tropical places such as Padre 
Island and Florida, but a small 
group of dedicated students traded 
a chance to be in an exotic locale 
for a bit of spiritual enlightenment.

"We basically worked an 
eight-hour day," Keith Moore, 19, 
a freshman communications major 
said. "But I didn’t consider it work 
because we had a lot of fun." 

Father Jim Meyers, director of 
the Newman Center, has accom¬ 
panied students on the Habitat in 
previous years, but due to a sab¬ 
batical, was unable to attend this 
year. 

Meyers turned to Peggy Sas- 


sorossi to do the job. 

Sassorossi, director of student 
activities, strayed from her usual 
spring break trips to Padre Island 
and Florida to accompany the stu¬ 
dents. 

"I did everything the students 
did, including the construction 
work," Sassorossi said. "The only 
difference from other trips like 
Padre was seeing more in the day¬ 
light. Instead of sunbathing, I was 
painting. What we did in the night 
times didn’t really change." 

The students said they didn’t 
just build houses. They also met 
the families that will be inhabiting 
the neighborhoods. They said they 
helped build a community, some¬ 


thing which is much more. 

"One thing a Habitat does is 
not only build houses, but builds a 
community," Moore said. "Crime 
is decreased, children play in the 
streets and it’s a wonderful thing to 
be a part of." 

West said she feels that what 
they are doing is giving families a 
chance at a better life.

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Facing a state of emergency

The South African government 
has declared a state of emergency 
for the third consecutive year, said 
Lyndall Shope-Mafole, in the Stu¬ 
dent Center Wednesday at a 
presentation sponsored by

Progressive Student Alliance 
(PSA). 

'This is the only way the 
regime can detain people," Shope- 
Mafole said. The president of 
South Africa felt there was a need 
for this program to control anyone 
who the government felt may be a 
threat to them. 


Shope-Mafole said the program 
was implemented in June, 1985 for 
a one-year period. It has been 
renewed every year since. Under 
this program, the government can 
detain people and keep them in jail 
for an unlimited amount of time. 
Many people that were detained in 
1985 still remain in jail today. 

Shope-Mafole is a representa¬ 
tive to the United Nations from the 
National Youth Committee of the 
African National Congress (ANC). 
The ANC is the oldest and largest 
interracial organization represent¬ 
ing the interests of the majority of 
South Africans in their struggle 
against Apartheid. 

It was established by chiefs and 
clergymen who wanted to present 
the problems of their people to the 
Queen of England. Shope-Mafole 
said it has since gone through 
many changes. 

Shope-Mafole said she has been 
working toward this cause since 
the age of 16. She moved to four 
other countries in Africa and even¬ 
tually got her citizenship in 
Ottawa. Moving to Cuba, she 
earned a degree in technical com¬ 
munication engineering at Cujae. 

During the question-and-answer 
session, Shope-Mafole was 
addressed by a man who said he 
was head of American Veteran 
Friends of South Africa and said 
he believed cutting off sanctions to 
South Africa would be bad for the 
U.S. He also said it would be even 


worse for Caterpillar. He said 
blacks (in South Africa) have the 
highest standard of living of any 
country in Africa. He asked if the 
ANC was associated with the 
Communist movement. 

She said there are ties with the 
Communist movement, and South 
Africans want to have the rights 
they deserve. Commotion arose 
over the comments made by the 
questioner, but things settled 
down. 

Shope-Mafole said the South 
Africans want countries to end 
sanctions with the government. 
She said she believes these coun¬ 
tries will not do this because it is 
cheaper to use the labor in South 
Africa and they are mainly con¬ 
cerned with making money. 

She said she feels it is impor¬ 
tant to speak to today’s students 
because they are the leaders of 
tomorrow. She said the importance 
of the letters sent to South Africa 
have also made impact. 

Mike Massart, president of 
PSA, said it was important to get 
someone opposed to the South 
African government. 

Greg Chapman, PSA member, 
said, "We can’t let the South Afri¬ 
can government get away with 
what’s going on down there."

Bradley letting students 
fly the coop too soon 

Here’s the scenario: 

You come to a new environment which is much different than any¬ 
thing you’ve ever experienced before. You have freedom; you can go out 
on a weeknight, you can unofficially become a legal underaged drinker, 
you don’t have to call mom and let her know you are going to be out past 
your curfew ... You’re a freshman at Bradley University. 

Probably the one and only form of guidance you have when you 
come to Bradley is the fact that you live in the residence halls, where 
there is a residence advisor and an assistant residence advisor on each 
floor, to sort of show you the ropes, not to mention the other naive fresh¬ 
men that live on the same floor. 

Now the scenario changes: 

Your freshman year is coming to a close. You’ve taken some general 
education classes and your time management skills are just beginning to 
take shape. You are deciding your plans for your sophomore year - what 
classes you’re going to take and what residence hall you’re going to live 
in. When all of a sudden, you find out that the rule that sophomores must 
live in the residence halls has changed. You can move into an apartment. 
t I must say that I feel this is a grave mistake on the part of the 
r University. 

Before we get started, let emphasize that by no means am I trying to 
take away from the maturity of many underclassmen nor am I trying to 
take a cheap shot at the administrators, but I feel compelled to state my 
opinion on the new change in University Policy. 

As of the current 1988-89 academic year, Bradley’s policy of hous¬ 
ing regulations was as followed: 

All non-resident unmarried freshman and sophomore men and 
women shall reside in residence halls provided by Bradley University. 
Exceptions to the residency regulations are listed below: 

1. Men and women who are 21 by September 1st of the current 
school year. 

2. Men and women who have the opportunity to live in a private 
home and work for their room and board. 

3. Men and women who desire to live with nearby relatives. 

4. Veterans of the military service. 

Exceptions to these rules will be recommended by the Housing Board 
subject to the approval of the Vice President for Business Affairs. 

There are many different reasons that I feel strongly that it should be 
mandatory for sophomores to live in the residence halls. 

First off, the residence halls offer the guidance that underclassmen 
need. With their time management skills beginning to formulate, that 
extra year in the dorms, where there are mandatory quiet hours and a 
resident advisor on call to act as a liaison, the chances of performing 
better in classes are dramatically increased. 

Not to mention that there are freshman that don’t exactly academi¬ 
cally excel their freshman year and can use that extra year of guidance to 
get back on their feet. 

Which brings me to my next point of concern. If there is a freshman 
that didn’t do very well academically his first year (with the possibility of 
not even making grades second semester), letting him go out and sign a 
lease for an apartment could be a big mistake. 

Inevitably, a freshman who wants to move into an apartment his 
freshman year, will have to sign a lease before he knows what his second 
semester grades are. If they do not make grades, there will be a chance 
that student will not return the following year, yet they will be binded to 
a legal contract that they will not be able to get out of. 

As of next year, the Housing Board will be letting sophomores out 
of their contract with an approved letter by the student, yet the policy has 
changed because no longer do they need a verifiable reason. Basically, if 
they want to move out of the residence halls, they have that option. 

I have to be skeptical and wonder whether the reason is that enroll¬ 
ment is increasing, and, by letting sophomores move out of the residence 
halls, spaces for incoming freshmen will open up in the dorms. Maybe a 
better solution would be to look into more housing on campus. 

Whatever decision the University decides on for its housing policy, I 
hope they take into consideration some of the forementioned factors... 

...Because I would hate for Bradley to be known as the University 
that didn’t look out fdr their students’ best interests.

PLO 

Dear Editor 

Are my eyes deceiving me, or has 
the wealthiest, most bloodthirsty terror¬ 
ist organization in the world become 
accepted -- even respectable? The PLO 
has been hitting the headlines for over 
30 years. PLO members have carried 
out many thousands of violent attacks: 
hijackings, bombings, kidnappings, 
massacres and individual murders. The 
U.S. government has proof that the 
PLO has engaged in terrorism against 
Americans and others. 

Article 9 of the Palestine National 
Covenant which was rewritten in 1968 


by the Palestine National Council 
(PNC) says, "Armed struggle is the 
only way to liberate Palestine and is 
therefore a strategy and not tactics. 
The Palestinian Arab people affirm its 
absolute resolution and abiding deter¬ 
mination to pursue the armed struggle 
and to work for an armed popular 
revolution ..." This statement precludes 
any negotiated peace of compromise 
with Israel. It says that the only way to 
"liberate" Palestine is through an 
armed struggle to eliminate Israel. 

The Palestinian Liberation Organiza¬ 
tion (PLO) is an umbrella organization, 
headed by Yassir Arafat, embodying a 
collection of leftist groups including 
FATAH, PLF, PLFP-GC, PLA, 
DFLP, PFLP, and of course the PNC. 

On November 14, 1988, the PLO 
announced the creation of a Palestinian 
state in Israel through the PNC in 
Algiers. In his opening speech to the 
PNC, PLO leader Yassir Arafat said, 
"This is the Palestinian revolution: a 
rifle and a stone, a rifle and a stone; 
we will raise a rifle and an olive 
branch over the land of Israel ... the 
land of Muhammed." 

Just what did the PLO do in Algiers? 

* The PLO refused to recognize 
explicitly Israel’s right to exist. 

* Arafat reiterated the longstanding 
PLO position promoting the "right of 
return" — reparation of Palestinians to 
Haifa, Jaffa, and Beersheba — and 
underscored his apparent rejection of 
the Jewish statehood. 


* The PLO reaffirmed its commit¬ 
ment to terrorism against Israel by 
again invoking the Cairo Declaration 
issued by Arafat in 1985. 

* Instead of meeting America’s three 
minimum conditions, Yassir Arafat 
declared independence for a Palestinian 
state with Jerusalem as its capital and 
without any borders. 

The PNC opened with an appeal to 
the incoming American Administration 
and concluded with Arafat’s proclama¬ 
tion that "The ball is in the American 
court." Arafat’s statement made it clear 
that the entire Algiers exercise was 
aimed not at making peace with the 
Israeli’s, but at scoring points with the 
Americans. 

The PLO does not want peace. 
According to Arafat, 'The eradicaton 
of Israel from the map will serve as a 
guideline to the PLO and as a working 
program to which the PLO will be 
fully dedicated." 

How can Americans recognize this 
fanatical group of terrorists whose 
covenant promises the bloody destruc¬ 
tion of Israel, whose leaders threaten 
the USA with an oil embargo (1979), 
whose members denounce America to 
the Arab world. Our administration has 
made a serious mistake by recognizing 
Yassir Arafat and the PLO murders!

'The Palestinian uprising, now 
in its 16th month, cannot be 
brought to an end without a politi¬ 
cal solution." 

So reads an Israeli secret intel¬ 
ligence report. 

Recently, some Israeli army 
commanders have said the same 
thing. A general even resigned 
because he saw no end to the 
conflict under current policy. 

So what does Israeli Prime 
Minister Yitzhak Shamir have to 
say to these and numerous other 
complaints calling for a change in 
policy? 

Nothing. 

Among the Israeli army’s newer 
policies in dealing with the 
residents of the occupied territories 
is one that allows the firing of 
plastic bullets at rioters or demons¬ 
trators - even if they are unarmed 
and running away.

The Soviets welcome 
U.S./Soviet cooperation in bring¬ 
ing peace to this troubled region. 
We should take them up on the 
offer and make use of the UN — 
the Middle East is far too much 
for one nation to handle, and the 
two superpowers have got the 
strength and the leverage to coerce 
a peace. 

Israeli Foreign Minister Moshe 
Arens came to Washington last 
week to re-state the same hardcore 
Israeli position of refusing to talk 
with the Palestinian Liberation 
Organization. 

The only person to even hint 
what he was full of was Secretary 
of State James Baker, who said 
Israel would have to negotiate with 
the PLO if unable to meet with 
other representatives of the Pales¬ 
tinian people. 


The PLO is the one Palestinian 
group that not only has the support 
of a large number of Palestinian 
moderates, but the Arab commun¬ 
ity as well — they have given the 
power to negotiate with Israel on 
their behalf to PLO leader Yassir 
Arafat. 

Israeli Defense Minister Yit¬ 
zhak Rabin, the genius behind the 
"force, power and beatings" pol¬ 
icy, has said that he favors talks 
with residents of the occupied ter¬ 
ritories and their "grass roots" 
organizations and allowing them to 
form a confederation with Jordan 
or Israel. 

What officials like Rabin fail to 
realize is that the grass roots have 
little or no organization due to 
Israeli disruption of schools and 
the organizations Rabin speaks of. 
Jordan has severed its ties to the 
occupied territories, and the Pales¬ 
tinians want their own nation — 
NOT one with Israel. 

The Israelis are being foolishly 
stubborn in oppressing the Pales¬ 


tinians in their own land. They 
have escalated violence by their 
brutal policies, their ignoring of 
international agreements, and their 
disregard for human rights. 

The Israelis say the PLO is a 
group of terrorists, but the Israelis 
are just as bad, if not worse.

In a continuous effort to meet 
the needs of the students, library 
officials are testing a new, easy- 
to-use - information system that 
allows for more efficient and 
detailed research. 

The WILSONDISC CD-ROM 
(Compact Disc-Read Only 
Memory)*is a more sophisticated 
version of the library’s current 
Infotract system. 

Library Director Ellen Watson 
said the WILSONDISC "parallels 
some of the paper indexes that the 
library already owns." Watson 
also said the WILSONDISC is a 
"value-added." 'It allows you to 


do things you can’t do with paper 
copies." 

One of the main attractions of 
the WILSONDISC is that it allows 
the researcher to choose several 
subjects at one time, and find 
specific information. Another 
feature of the WILSONDISC CD r 
ROM is its chronological order, in 
which it gives the most recent 
information first. 

Some of the WILSONDISC’s 
special functions are searching by 
means of key words and titles, 
type of index, author, and the 
year. 

The library has had the system 


for about a month as part of 90- 
day free trial period. After the 90- 
day test period, library officials 
will evaluate the system’s perfor¬ 
mance based on feedback by stu¬ 
dents, faculty, and library staff. 
Watson encourages the feedback, 
and she hopes people will leave 
their comments on paper, by E- 
mail, or with librarians. 

Another aspect taken into con¬ 
sideration is cost. According to the 
WILSON’s catalog, the hardware 
for the WILSONDISC costs 
$4,695. In addition to that is the 
cost of the disc, which varies 
depending on the type of database. 


Without a discount, annual sub¬ 
scriptions for a single copy ranges 
form $695 up to almost two 
thousand dollars per disc. Accord¬ 
ing to Watson, if the library does 
go with the WILSONDISC CD- 
ROM, they will purchase four 
discs. These discs will be updated 
quarterly as part of the subscrip¬ 
tion cost. Even with the new addi¬ 
tions, the WILSONDISC is less 
expensive than the Infotract. 

The library now has five discs: 
General Science, Demonstration, 
Applied Science and Technology, 
Social Science, and the Reader’s 
Guide. The Reader’s Guide, being 


the most expensive, is the only 
database with abstracts — that tell 
the researcher enough about the 
article so he can decide whether or 
not the article will be useful. 


Decisions about the future of 
the WILSONDISC are expected to 
be made by the middle of May. 
Library Director, Watson said, "If 
we go with WILSON, we’ll get 
several of them, and stop the 
Infotract system altogether." 


In the meantime, library 
officials are encouraging people to 
use the new system before the trial 
period is over.

cine. 

Allman said, 'There is limited 
funding — very limited — for out¬ 
break control." So far, funding has 
gone to North Carolina, Califor¬ 
nia, Missouri and other states with 
similar measles outbreaks. 

Hasselbacher said she believes 
the University should provide the 
additional funding for the vaccines 
costing $10 each. She said she is 
sure the money will come in from 
the state though, but the question 
is when. 

Zarvell said the University also 
wants to start vaccinating the trav¬ 
eling teams, such as the speech or 
sports teams. They believe this 
will prevent the spread or catching 
of the virus from other places. 

For now, the University will 
continue to go by its original 
guidelines in inoculating the 
current high-risk groups. Zarvell 
said things may change when the 
funding comes in. 

Measles on campus has had 
some far-reaching effects. The

Minnesota Star Tribune reported 
that an infected Bradley student 
attended a party of 1,200 at the 
University of Minnesota. 

Paul Cevanichy, Minnesota 
Department of Health representa¬ 
tive, said the department expected 
students to have rashes late last 
week or early this week. "Nothing 
has shown up yet." 

The Chicago Sun-Times 
reported Chicago’s first confirmed 
case since 1987. A confirmed 
measle-infected Bradley student 
also was visiting home that week¬ 
end. 

A Chicago Department of 
Health official said, "There’s no 
connection between the measles in 
Peoria and the measles in Chi¬ 
cago. " 

College Press Service (CPS) 
reports measles and flu epidemics 
have hit hard on college campuses 
including North Carolina State, 
Southwest Texas State, Youngs¬ 
town (Ohio) State University and

'Baseball, apple pie and NormanRockwell

Lakeview Museum of Arts and 
Sciences is expecting the largest 
attendance in their history with the 
opening of the "Norman Rockwell: 
The American Storyteller" exhibit 
this weekend. 

The Norman Rockwell exhibit, 
including 66 works by the famous 
American artist, will open at the 
Lakeview Museum gallery this 
Sunday and continue through May 
14. Peoria will be its only 
Midwestern stop. 

The exhibit is one of the largest 
public collections of Rockwell’s 
work ever assembled. It includes 
oil studies, charcoal drawings, 
pencil sketches and paintings, 
many of which appeared on the 
magazine covers of Saturday Even¬ 


ing Post and Life, as well as in 
advertisements and book illustra¬ 
tions for such authors as Mark 
Twain and William Faulkner. 

Clair Shoup, public relations 
director for Lakeview Museum, 
said, "We feel very fortunate to 
have this exhibit. It contains works 
ranging from 1915 to 1972 and is 
a good overview of Rockwell’s 
career." 

Shoup said she expected atten¬ 
dance figures to meet or exceed 
those of the Rodin exhibition last 
May and June which was the 
museum’s most highly attended 
event. She said, "Norman 
Rockwell’s work speaks to all 
Americans; it appeals to all types 
of people." 


Rockwell’s career, which 
spanned more than 60 years, began 
when he was a teenager. He grew 
up in New York City and began 
formal art training at the age of 
14, attending the Chase School of 
Fine and Applied Art on Satur¬ 
days. He dropped out of high 
school his sophomore year to 
enroll in the National Academy 
School full time. In 1919, he 
transferred to Art Students League, 
the most liberal art school of its 
day. 

At age 17, he illustrated his 
first book and began doing illustra¬ 
tions for Boys’ Life magazine. At 
age 22, he painted his first cover 
for America’s most popular maga¬ 
zine, the Saturday Evening Post. 


After that May 20, 1916 issue, he 
became the primary cover artist 
for the Post, creating 327 covers 
over the next 47 years. 

Rockwell painted an estimated 
2,000 original works in his life¬ 
time. His works often depicted 
poignant moments of the awkward¬ 
ness of youth and the comforts of 
old age. Although most of his pic¬ 
tures showed people in everyday 
situations, they often represented 
broader beliefs and social condi¬ 
tions such as patriotism, loyalty 
and harmony. 

The exhibit includes many 
paintings that made social stat- 
ments, including 'The Right to 
Know" and "The Problem We All 
Live With." Some of Rockwell’s 


paintings appear to be just for fun 
however, such as The Referee" 
and "Girl Running with Wet Can¬ 
vas. " 

In 1969, Rockwell was honored 
as "Artist of the Year" by his col¬ 
leagues of the Artists Guild of 
New York. On his 82nd birthday 
in 1976, he was honored at the 
opening of the Norman Rockwell 
Museum in Philadelphia, home of 
the Saturday Evening Post. In 
1977, one year before his death, 
Rockwell was presented with the 
presidential citation, The Freedom 
Award, by President Gerald Ford. 

Norman Rockwell died at the 
age of 84 on Nov. 8, 1978, at his

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Who will take Oscar home this year?

Hollywood will find out who is 
the "Best of the Best" when the 
Academy of Motion Pictures Arts 
and Sciences announces the Oscar 
winners Wednesday evening. 

The top movie nominations 
include: 'The Accidental Tourist," 
"Rain Man," "Mississippi Burn¬ 
ing," "Dangerous Liaisons" and 
"Working Girl." 

The Accidental Tourist," 
based on the novel by Anne Tyler, 
is the story of a travel writer who, 
after his wife leaves him, ends up 
settling down with a dog groomer 
who has a strange effect over his 
pooch. 

Though William Hurt ("Broad¬ 
cast News," The Big Chill") did 
not pick up a nomination as Best 
Actor for his role as a travel 
writer, his performance still war¬ 
rants high praise as thought- 
provoking and insightful. Geena 
Davis, who played Muriel, the dog 
groomer, picked up a nomination 
as Best Supporting Actress. 

"Rain Man," the next nominee 
in the category, is a well-done film 
on the profile of a real-life autistic 
known to the world only as 
"Kim." It is the story of a money- 
hungry brother, (played well by 
Tom Cruise) who, upon finding 
out that he has a brother (Dustin 
Hoffman) that he never knew 
about, takes it upon himself to get 
to his deceased father’s money 
through his brother, the sole inher- 
itant. Hoffman plays the autistic 
convincingly, because he had met 
with Kim for a few months before 
doing the role. The disease 
enables the victim to look at a box 
of toothpicks spilled on the floor 
and be able to tell exactly how 
many there are, but could not tell 
how much money a candy bar is 
worth at today’s prices. 

Hoffman, who is nominated for 
Best Actor, has given us such 
memorable performances in "Kra¬ 
mer vs. Kramer" and Tootsie," 
and has given us perhaps his most 
memorable performance yet. 

Director Barry Levinson picked 
up a nomination for Best Director 
of the movie. 

The third out of the five pic¬ 
tures is director Mike Nichols’ 
modem comedy, "Working Girl." 
This is the breakthrough picture 
for Melanie Griffith ("Something 
Wild") and was a late entry into 
the list of the top five, only having 
been released in early December. 

"Working Girl" concerns the 
perils of a New York secretary, 
Tess, (played by Griffith) and how 
she schemes behind her boss’s back 
after she finds out that the boss 
had been stealing Tess’ ideas and 
passing them off as her own. (the 
boss is played wonderfully by 
Sigourney "Aliens"" Weaver.) 

Griffith’s Tess is streetwise, 
funny and smart, yet convincingly 
soft at the same time. Griffith was 
rewarded for her work, receiving a 
nomination from the Academy for 
Best Actress. Also picking up 
nominations in the movie were 
Weaver as Best Supporting Actress 
and Director Mike Nichols for his 
efforts. The movie’s theme song, 
"Let the River Run," also received 
a nomination for Original Song. 

The fourth nominee, "Missis¬ 
sippi Burning," deals with racism 
in the deep South, and the prob¬ 
lems of a federal investigation of 



the murder of three young civil- 
rights activists. 

Gene Hackman, remembered 
for his role of the basketball coach 
in "Hoosiers," picked up a nomi¬ 
nation for Best Actor in this movie 
as an FBI agent. 

The final entrant, "Dangerous 
Liaisons," stars Glenn Close 
("Fatal Attraction" and "Big 
Chill"), Michelle Pfeiffer (also in 
this year’s box office successes 
Tequila Sunrise" and the comedy 
"Married to the Mob)" deals with 
how Close and her ex-lover (John 
Malkovich) engage in sexual mind 
games with each other involving 
the virtuous character played by 
Pfeiffer. "Liaisons" also picked up 
a Best Actress nomination for 
Close. 

My pick for the Best Picture is 
The Accidental Tourist." After 
last year’s somber winner. The 
Last Emperor," I think the 
Academy will make a change to a 
bit more lightheartedness, and 
Tourist" fits this. Though "Rain 
Man" was a close second choice, I 
feel Tourist" will be making the 
stop on the stage to take Oscar 
home on Wednesday. 

Some of the Best Actor nom¬ 
inees have been named above, but 
the list is as follows: Gene Hack- 
man for "Mississippi Burning," 
Dustin Hoffman for "Rain Man," 
Edward James Olmos for "Stand 
and Deliver," Tom Hanks for his 
role as a boy in the body of a man 
for "Big," and Max von Sydow 
for his role in The Conqueror." 

The winner in this talented 
class has to be Hoffman. He’s bril¬ 
liant and insightful in this movie. 


and has not had nay recognition 
since his role in Tootsie. 

For Best Actress, the nominees 
are Glenn Close, for "Dangerous 
Liaisons," Jodie Foster, for The 
Accused," Melanie Griffith, for 
"Working Girl," Sigourney 
Weaver for "Gorillas in the Mist," 
the story of animal activist Diane 
Fossey, and Meryl Streep for "A 
Cry in the Dark." 

My pick is Jodie Foster, in the 
real-life story of a Massachusetts 
woman who was gang-raped in the 
back of a bar while she cried out 
for help and no one came to her 
rescue. Foster has not had such a 
meaty role since Taxi Driver", 
and she has hit her stride in this 
one. I think that we will be seeing 
quite a bit of Ms. Foster after 
Oscar night. 


Next up is Best Supporting 
Actor and the cast reads like a 
favorite book: Kevin Kline, for "A 
Fish Called Wanda," Sir Alec Gui- 
ness, for "Little Dorrit," Martin 
Landau, for Tucker, A Man and 
His Dream," River Phoenix, for 
"Running on Empty" and Dean 
Stockwell, for "Married to the 
Mob." 

In this category, I believe that 
Kline, as Jamie Lee Curtis’ wacky 
partner in "A Fish Called Wanda" 
will walk away with it. Kline’s 
psycho character’s incessant obses¬ 
sion with smelling his armpits and 
saying "Don’t call me stupid.", is 
enough to make the Academy sit 
up and take notice, if not offer 
Kline a place where he could pick 
up some deodorant. 

In the category of Best Support¬ 


ing Actress, the nominees are Joan 
Cusak, as Melanie Griffith’s friend 
in "Working Girl," Geena Davis, 
as Muriel in The Accidental 
Tourist," Frances McDormand, 
for "Mississippi Burning;" 
Michelle Pfeiffer, as the virtuous 
married woman in "Dangerous 
Liaisons," and Sigourney Weaver, 
for "Working Girl." 

Cusak gets my vote in this 
area. This offbeat character actress 
was fabulous as the floor director 
in last year’s box office success, 
"Broadcast News," and I think this 
one will put her over the top. 
Though Geena Davis is tough 
competition for Cusak, I think that 
she will win out by a nudge. She 
has made two great movies back to 
back and the last film that Davis

The Association of Residence 
Halls (ARH) held executive board 
elections last Tuesday and fresh¬ 
men Garreth Cada was elected 
president. 

Cada takes over for Brian 
Scott. Scott became president after 
Ellen Jordan resigned the position 
earlier in the year. 

"I hope I don’t have to deal 
with some of the things you had to 
deal with," Cada told Scott.

With Wally Joyner, Johnny Ray, Tony Armas and Claudell Washington, 
the Angels’ hitting might keep them close in the standings, or at least for 
second place. With Gold Glove catcher Bob Boone lost to free-agency 
and missed opportunities of signing pitchers Nolan Ryan or Bruce Hurst, 
the Angels will need some tough pitching to stay tough. 

CHICAGO - If the ’Plain Sox’ are to do anything, their hitting must 
improve (second worst in A.L.) and they must do better than a two-game 
winning streak (their longest after Aug. 13). The Sox may not have a 
great team, but do have some great individuals for the makings of a good 
team. Despite playing less than half of the season, Carlton Fisk hit .277 
with 19 HRs and 50 RBIs. Harold Baines also hit .277 while driving in 
81 RBIs and Ron Kittle will return to Comisky Park after a couple of 
years in Cleveland and New York. 

KANSAS CITY - The Royals have one of the top starting rotations 
in baseball. Mark Gubicza finished third in the A.L. Cy Young Award 
voting as he recorded 20 wins and had a 2.70 ERA. In addition to 
Gubicza, Bret Saberhagen and Charlie Liebrandt combined as the three 
accounted for 47 of KCs’ 84 wins. On offense, ffee-agent Bob Boone was 
signed, George Brett hit .306 with 103 RBIs, Kevin Seitzer hit .304 and 
Danny Tartabull had 102 RBIs. Besides Bo Jackson is ready to resume 
his first hobby. 

MINNESOTA - If it weren’t for Jose Canseco, Kirby Puckett (who 
played for Bradley) would be the best all around player in baseball. Last 
year Puckett hit .356 with 234 hits, 42 doubles 24 HRs 124 RBIs and his 
third consecutive Gold Glove. Forget my opening comment, Kirby Puck¬ 
ett IS THE BEST player in baseball. Along with Kent Hrbek, Gary 
Gaetti and Greg Gagne, balls will be flying out of the Homerdome by the 
minute. With A1 Cy Young winner Frank Viola starting and Jeff Reardon 
finishing (42 saves), the Twinkies could be back in the October Classic. 

OAKLAND - Can anyone match up with the As on paper ? NO! 
MVP Jose Canseco (42 HRs and 124 RBIs), Dave Henderson (24 HRs 
and 94 RBIs) and Mark McGwire (32 HRs and 99 RBIs) give the As the 
most explosive middle of the line up in baseball. The pitching staff con¬ 
sists of Dave Stewart (21 wins), Bob Welch (17 wins), newly signed 
Mike Moore starting and Dennis Eckersley (Major League leading 45 
saves) relieving. Again I ask, can anyone stop them? 

SEATTLE - This could be tough. Let’s face it, when your starting 
centerfielder is 19 years old, there could be trouble. The 19-year old is 
Ken Griffey Jr., which makes he and his father Ken Griffey (Cincinnati) 
the first father-son to play in the majors at the same time. The pitching 
doesn’t consist of much outside of Mark Langston (15-11, 3.34 ERA).

The Phils finished 
last in hitting (.239), last in pitch¬ 
ing (4.16) and only missed by 
thousandths of a percentage point 
of being last in the league in field¬ 
ing. As for off-season acquisitions.

Samuel into the outfield. Latest 
reports out of spring training say 
Samuel is wearing a hard hat. 
Also, Montreal was more than 
happy to ship drug-riddled You¬ 
mans to Philadelphia. 

Strengths: Ricky Jordan (.308, 
11, 43) looks like the real thing.

Weaknesses: I don’t have the 
space and you don’t have the time 
for me to go through them all, but 
when a future Hall of Famer like 
Mike Schmidt, 39, is considered a 
liability instead of an asset you 
know things are tough in Philly.

Claire was unquestionably MVP 
off the field, bringing together a

Strengths: The trademark of 
Tommy Lasorda’s Dodgers 
PITCHING - was evident once 
again in 1988. LA led the league 
in complete games (32) for the 
fifth consecutive year.

Despite superstars Eric Davis 
(.273, 26, 93) and chronic cry 
baby Kal Daniels (.291, 18, 64, 27 
steals), Pete Rose and his alleged 
gambling situation has grabbed all 
the headlines this spring. 

Strengths: N.L. Fireman of the 
Year John Franco (6-6, 1.57, 39 
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saves) may be the best reliever in 
baseball. Davis may never be the 
next Willie Mays, but the lean and 
powerful center fielder is making a 
name for himself. In fact, the Reds 
starting outfield trio consisting of 
25-year-old Daniels, Davis, 26, 
and Paul O’Neill, 26, could very 
well be the outfield of the 90s. 

Weaknesses: Catching - Bo 
Diaz (.219, 10, 35) is the starting 
catcher and at 36-years-of-age, his 
better years may be behind him. 
Ageless Manny Trio and the rest 
of the Reds bench could be better. 

4. SAN FRANCISCO GIANTS 
- The 1987 N.L. West champs 
finished fourth last year and stand¬ 
ing pat over the winter, the Giants 
will be hard press to do the same. 
This team needs help, but who do 
you trade to get it? Jeffery Leonard 
and Chilli Davis are gone. 

Strengths: 'The Natural" Will 
Clark has been everything the 
Giants billed him to be. But like 
every other manager in the game, 
Roger Craig would love to have 
another big bobber in his lineup. 

Weaknesses: Except for Rick 
Reuschel, every pitcher on the 
Giants’ staff was hurt at one point 
of the season. And now Big 
Daddy, 39, is off to a slow start in 
spring training with a sore arm. 

5. HOUSTON ASTROS - It 
wasn’t too long ago that this team 
was in the playoffs, 1986 to be 
exact. But that was then and this is 
now — the post Nolan Ryan era. 
Rookie manager Art Howe will 
have his hands full. GM Bill Wood 
made headlines over the winter,

Weaknesses: It’s hard to ima¬ 
gine, but the Braves’ league worst 
ERA of 4.33 and composite 31-80 
record could get worse with team 
ace Zane Smith recovering from 
elbow surgery (Sept. 1) and the 
loss of free agent Rick Mahler to 
the Reds. The Braves scored a 
league low of 555 runs last year.

to win any games," Head Softball 
Coach Clint Wilson said.

1. NEW YORK METS - As much as I hate to say it, once again the 
Mets look like they are the cream of the crop. Having the traits of any 
good team, the Mets can beat you in more ways than one. 

With a pitching staff of three possible 20-game winners, in Dwight 
Gooden (18-9, 3.19 ERA), David Cone (20-3, 2.22 ERA) and Ron Dar¬ 
ling (17-9, 3.25 ERA) followed up by stoppers Randy Myers (7-3, 1.72, 
26 saves) and Roger McDowell (5-5, 2.63, 16 saves), and a offensive 
attack featuring Darryl Strawberry (.269 Avg., 39 Hrs., 101 RBIs) and 
Kevin McReynolds (.388, 27, 99), the Mets can just as easily bet you 
-0 or 10-9. 

Strengths: If pitching is 90 percent of the game, the Mets have noth¬ 
ing to worry about. Last year they averaged a shutout every eight games 
and registered a league low ERA of 2.91 for the season. As if that 
weren’t enough, they scored a league leading 703 runs and pounded out 
152 home runs to rub it in. 

Weaknesses: Number five pitcher Bob Ojeda is returning from an 
gardening injury where he almost severed the middle finger on his pitch¬ 
ing hand. In 1987 , 30-30 man and last year 20-20, Howard Johnson 
(.230, 24 Hrs., 68 RBI, 23 steals) may be suspect with a sore elbow. 
However, Met fans shouldn’t fret. Two-time minor league Player of the 
year Gregg Jefferies (.321, 6, 17 in 109 late-season at-bats) should fill in 
more than adequately at the hot comer. 

2. PITTSBURGH PIRATES - Runners-up in ’88, the Pirates look to 
do the same this year. Outside of canning miracle General Manager Syd 
Thrift, who salvaged a ball club that once was drawing 617 fans a night, 
it was a relatively quiet winter for the Bucks. But sometimes the best 
deal a GM can make is not making one at all, particularly with a young 
and maturing team. 

Strengths: The killer BBs of Barry Bonds (.283, 24, 58, 97 runs) 
and ex-White Sox Bobby Bonilla (.274, 24, 100) stung more than their 
share the opposition’s pitching last year. And if it’s possible, the two 24- 
and 26-years-of age respectively, only look to get better. 

Despite these two rising starts, the center of attention has to be 
focused on center fielder Andy Van Slyke. The Gold Glover put up 
career numbers in home runs (25), RBIs (100) Runs (101) and a .288 
average to boot. With the off-season addition of right fielder Glenn Wil¬ 
son, the Pirates could have the best defensive outfield in the league. 

Weaknesses: The tail end of the Bucks batting order (seventh and 
eighth slot to be specific) is something less to be desired. Shortstops 
Rafael Belliard, A1 Pedrique and Felix Fermin drove in a total of 17 
RBIs while collecting 20 errors. Offensively, is Wilson the answer in 
right? After watching George Hendrick, Mike Brown, Joe Orsulak, Sixto 
Lezcasno, Darnell Coles and Doug Frobel, let’s hope so.

AMERICAN LEAGUE EAST 

BALTIMORE - The Orioles can’t start off any worse than last year, 
21 in a row will be almost impossible to top. But, if anyone will, it will 
be these guys. Only Cal Ripken Jr. was just assured he would be keeping 
his position a couple days ago. By trading Eddie Murray and Fred Lynn, 
the Orioles lost 40 percent of their offense and have accepted the need 
for a youth movement. 

BOSTON - The big question in Beantown is can Joe Morgan (no, 
not that one) replace the 18 wins that were lost when Bruce Hurst took 
the free-agent route to San Diego? The Red Sox will have an all¬ 
righthanded rotation and will have to hope that Oil Can Boyd can come 
back after two years of shoulder problems. The offense will be as good 
as last year’s Major League leading (Ellis Burks, Mike Greenwell, 
Dwight Evans) in baseball, as last year, they combined for 61 home 
runs, 322 runs batted in and a .305 batting average. 

CLEVELAND - The Tribe are hoping to improve on their last two 
finishes (seventh and sixth) and average of just 70 wins (out of 162) over 
the past five years. Acquiring Oddibe McDowell and Pete O’Brien from 
Texas solved their leadoff man and first base problems respectively. The 
pitching staff is led by Greg Swindell (18-14), Tom Candiotti (14-8) and 
John Farrell (14-10) who accounted for 59 percent of the Indians’ vic¬ 
tories. Doug Jones, who set a major record with saves in 15 straight 
outings, will be the bullpen stopper.

The defense in 
the outfield will be strong with Lemon, Fred Lynn and two-time Gold 
Glove winner Gary Pettis, but the three must hit better than the combined 
.237 average they had last year. 

MILWAUKEE - The Brewers’ injuries kept them from their first 
possible division championship since 1982. Glenn Braggs had 10 HRs 
and 42 RBIs although he played in just 72 games. Ace reliever Dan 
Plesac missed almost six weeks and recorded 30 saves in just 52 innings 
(most relievers average 75). Greg Brock had 50 RBIs despite missing two 
months. The Brewers finished two games out last year and if starters Ted 
Higuera and Juan Nieves stay healthy, the Brewers could rule the East. 

NEW YORK - Does anyone receive more hate mail than George 
Steinbrenner (except maybe the Mets)? With Don Mattingly, Rickey 
Henderson, Steve Sax, Don Slaught and newly acquired Mel Hall (to 
replace the injured Dave Winfield), the Yankees should be at or near the 
top for most of the year.

^Stein named faculty member of the year

In recognition of his academic 
contributions and high evaluation 
from Bradley students, Dr. Kevin 
Stein has been presented with the 
Outstanding Faculty Member of 
the Year Award. 

"This young man has 
everyone’s greatest admiration ... 
He is getting wide recognition as 
an outstanding poet -- which he 
deserves," Dr. Thomas H. Kent, 
chairman of English and foreign 
languages, said. 

The annual award is presented 
by Mortar Board after departmen¬ 
tal nominations are reviewed by 
student members. Kent said Stein 
almost always has the best ratings 
from his students in course evalua¬ 
tions. 

Tm honored, naturally, 
because it involves support from 


my department, and yet it’s chosen 
by students. It’s like getting appro¬ 
val from two groups who mean a 
lot to you," Stein said. 

Stein has been teaching as a 
professor of English since 1984 
when he received his doctorate at 
Indiana University. In addition to 
teaching creative writing and 
literature courses, Stein’s many 
literary achievements include the 
poetry works, A Field of Wings 
and The Figure Our Bodies Make. 
Stein also wrote The Poetry of a 
Grown Man , which is a study of 
the work of American poet James 
Wright. 

In 1987, Stein’s poem "Birds in 
a Circle" won the Illinois Arts 
Council Literary Award and he has 
also been presented with the 
Burlington-Northern Faculty 

Achievement Award for one of his 


writer’s chapbooks. 

Besides instructing poetry 
workshops around the state, Stein 
gives poetry readings of his own 
work. 'That’s the fun part about 
writing," he said. 

By introducing others to poetry, 
Stein said his poems transcend into 
more metaphysical abstracts. Stein 
said that now his poetry is 
beginning to take a shape different 
from his previous work. 

This more developed style is 
reflected in "Birds in a Circle," 
which appears in the Figures our 
Bodies Make: This slant of morn¬ 
ing, particular and alluring, tempts 
me to believe a thing so lovely it’s 
absurd — that I could live here for¬ 
ever, if only a wing weren’t made 
for flight, this body of mine so 
much dirt."

Student apathy once again 
reared its ugly head in the form of 
the measles outbreak on campus 
with 81 confirmed cases on 
Wednesday. 

Last Friday, Bradley was pro¬ 
vided the additional funding 
needed to overcome this outbreak. 
The state and federal governments 
granted resources for 1,000 inocu¬ 
lations, which is enough to vac¬ 
cinate all who need it. 

The Health Center said the fol¬ 
lowing groups need to be vac¬ 
cinated: people inoculated before 
1980 and haven’t had the disease; 
all University employees 32 years 
old and younger who haven’t had 
the disease (or a vaccination) and 
people who were never inoculated. 

On Monday, a bulletin was 
distributed in residence halls and 
Greek houses explaining the situa¬ 
tion and who needs the vaccina¬ 
tion. It also listed an immunization 
schedule by residence halls, houses 
and others by date and time. 

Ray Zarvell, executive director 
of educational development, said, 


dents aren’t coming in for their 
vaccinations because they believe 
they won’t get the measles. 

He said students need to realize 
how serious this communicable 
disease is. A Bradley student is in 
the hospital in critical condition 
because of complications due to 
the measles. 

Betty Hasselbacher, nursing 
director, said the student’s father 
believes the students on campus 
should be running to the Health 
Center for their inoculations. 

Zarvell said there may be over 
100 cases because some may not 
have been detected yet. There are 
20 suspect and 5 probable cases. 

"Overall, Tm frustrated. We 
have the ability to overcome this 
outbreak and students aren’t 
responding," he said. This is a 
crucial time because finals are 
approaching. "You’d think they 
would want to avoid missing a 
week of school at all costs." 

He said students should not 
only get inoculations for their own 
welfare, but also to be socially 
responsible. He said it’s unfair that

Describing his business as 
being involved with radio, televi¬ 
sion and microwave systems, he 
said he represents WCBU and 
WTVP as their consulting

The concern over “Campustown 
and its effects on the district were 
discussed throughout the evening. 

Sandberg viewed Campustown 
as an opportunity for service- 
oriented businesses but also 
pointed out the downside. Arguing 
that because financing for the pro¬ 
ject is based on sales tax, many 
needed businesses will be driven 
away, as in the case of Varsity 
Theater. 

Markley also looked upon the 
project favorably, saying, 
Campustown brings a new influx 
of money and interest into the 
area. This bringing of new busi¬ 


ness will be healthy to the neigh¬ 
borhood. " 

Relations between Bradley, the 
West Bluff neighborhood and the 
city were also discussed. Both can¬ 
didates agreed that all three groups 
must work together to further the 
interest of all parties. 

"We’ve got to build together, 
we’ve got to use joint planning," 
Sandberg said. "We can still build 
a stronger bond between the neigh¬ 
borhood and the students." 

The greatest disagreement 
between the opponents arose from 
a question posed by a student in 
the audience. The question 
referred to a rumor that Sandberg 
wanted fraternities and sororities to 
be charged a fee for city services 
in lieu of property taxes. 

Sandberg then took the time to 
clear the rumor and established his 


position. He advocated that large 
non-profit organizations like cer¬ 
tain hospitals in town, should pay 
some type of fee for the usage of 
city services, because they do not 
have to pay property taxes. 

Clearly stating that he does not 
suggest taxing fraternities or soror¬ 
ities, he said, "We’ve got to have 
taxes that are fair and spread out 
to all who use city services." 

Markley strongly disagreed. 

"I am not in favor of getting 
money from the organizations that 
make the character of our com¬ 
munity," Markley said. 

Ending the program with what 
they would like to see in Campus¬ 
town, both men wanted to see 
service-oriented businesses. A 
theater, clothing stores and restau¬ 
rants (both fast food and family 
style) were often mentioned.

However, a recommendation came 
from the Curriculum and Regula¬ 
tions Committee to have the 
Fourth of July and Memorial Day 
off to accommodate the summer 
academic schedule, but will con¬ 
tinue to hold classes on Labor 
Day. 

On other accomplishments, Spi¬ 
talli said, "We’re making a lot of 
head-way in solving the basketball 
problem (attendance and seating). 
We’re setting the stage for next 
year." Student Senate is currently 
tabulating results of a recent phone 
survey to determine why the atten¬ 
dance at the basketball game was 
not as strong as in years past. 

Student Senate initiated and 


proposed a student escort service, 
which is being reviewed by Brad¬ 
ley administration. 

Last semester, student senate 
initiated a syllabus and test file, 
which is housed in the library. 

Because Spitalli is a junior, he 
is eligible to run again for office.

BU is insufficient in 
handicapped accessibility 


Over my three years spent at Bradley University, I have witnessed 
the construction of the Heuser Art Center, the renovation of the Student 
Center and the beginning of renovations on the Cullom Davis Library, 
along with which came the physical maturity of this campus. 

Even with this coming of age, Bradley still spawns its immaturity. 

With roughly $10 million being spent towards these three building 
projects, one would think Bradley officials would be interested in making 
this campus handicapped accessible. 

Although parts of the campus are indeed handicapped accessible, the 
truth is that a majority of the campus isn’t. 

In talking to administrators, I understand that the University is in the 
planning stages of making Bradley more handicapped accessible, but that 
doesn’t solve the problem or make it all right. 

Granted there are buildings on campus that are handicapped accessi¬ 
ble, but most of them are only partially accessible. 

Bradley Hall does have a ramp behind the building, but that’s a 
pretty big inconvenience for a student.

Being that the College of Engineering is one of the largest col¬ 
leges at Bradley, one would think that the University would see that the 
facilities could meet the needs of any student. 

Let’s not forget Swords Hall. The bread and butter of Bradley 
University. The home of the big wigs — the first place a perspective stu¬ 
dent goes when they come to the Hilltop. 

There is no handicap accessibility there. 

For a University, that is looking to increase enrollment, and expand 
their recruiting, one would think that the administrative building which 
houses the registrars office and the financial aid office would indeed be 
accessible for handicapped people. At this point in time, that is not the 
case. 

Let’s not forget the residence halls. 

Aside from Geisert Hall and Williams Hall, there are no other 
residence halls that are completely handicapped accessible. 

* Wyckoff Hall has no elevator whatsoever. 

* Heitz Hall Hall has no elevator whatsoever. 

* University Hall has an elevator, but it only goes to every other 
floor, aside from the fact that there are no ramps from which to enter the 
building. 

* The single dorms have no elevators either nor do they have 
entrance ramps. 

These are just a few of the immature actions Tve noticed about 
Bradley University, but by no means does that make it a small problem. 

Something needs to be done about this injustice now because in my 
years spent at Bradley, Fve yet to see a handicapped Bradley student who 
was in a wheel-chair... 

...1 wonder why.

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Modernizing weapons: an idea behind its time

The top brass in NATO and the 
Pentagon are pushing to modernize 
short range nuclear weapons in 
Western Europe to make them 
shoot farther and kill more people. 

"Modernize * to the military 
means "taking something we don’t 
need to replace and finding some¬ 
thing more lethal to replace it." 

One of the weapons they wish 
to replace is a nuclear-tipped mis¬ 
sile called the "Lance." It has a 
range of 70 miles and carrys a one 
kiloton warhead. 

For comparison, a 5 kiloton 
warhead could kill human beings 
within 800 yards, destroy rein¬ 
forced buildings with 850 yards, 
and framed buildings within 1600 
yards. 

But the Lance isn’t powerful 
enough for the escalatiQn minded 
military, they want a bigger boom 


-- with OUR bucks. 

The weapon they have proposed 
is called the Follow-On To Lance 
(yes, the stupidity of their name 
selection is directly reflective of 
their logic). The FOTL would 
have double the range and a war¬ 
head of 50 kilotons or more. 

For comparison, 20 kilotons 
was the size of the bomb that des¬ 
troyed the city of Hiroshima in 
World War II. Think about it. 

Another weapon they want to 
replace is a nuclear artillery shell. 
The current shell has a range of 10 
miles and has a warhead of .4 
kilotons. 

Its replacement, called the W82 
nuclear artillery shell, would have 
a destructive power of 2 kilotons 
and have its range increased to 15 
miles. 

Rather than mindlessly "moder¬ 
nizing" weapons which we don’t 
need to be upgrading, our military 
should spend money on troop 


readiness, training and spare parts 
which cost much less than the big- 
boom, big-buck weapons systems 
they wish to develop. 

In the heat of battle, troop 
readiness, skill and having 
machines that actually work can 
count for a lot more than the slight 
increase in kill factor due to an 
upgrading of a nuclear warhead. 

Besides, the only war that’s 
winnable is one that is kept to the 
conventional level. Once nuclear 
weapons are used on the 
battlefield, it’ll escalate to the 
cruise missiles and ICBM’s that 
will turn this planet into a dusty 
cockroach inn. 

Warmongers like to pretend 
their desire for bigger and more 
powerful nuclear weapons are 
aimed at reductions by saying that 
making bigger and more expensive 
weapons will draw our "enemies" 
to the bargaining table. 

The only thing that brings 


negotiations is the pursuit of them. 
Building more and bigger weapons 
brings the same results from the 
other side — not the opposite. 

Along with these two new 
proposals to waste more of our 
money is one to create a nuclear 
missile that can be fired from 
planes that are currently being 
developed. 

The plane(s), known as the 
F15E, would be based in Europe 
and serve the same function as the 
mid-range missiles currently being 
destroyed under the Intermediate 
Nuclear Forces treaty signed in 
1987. 

We spend money to make the 
missiles, then spend money to des¬ 
troy them and hail it as a step 
toward peacifying the world. So 
now our military wants to spend 
more money to replace the 
weapons we’ve destroyed?! 

Our military seems either too 
paranoid or insecure to let negotia¬ 
tions reduce its power to annihilate 
the world. Any gains made at the 
bargaining table are destroyed by 
the Pentagon which finds other 
means of maintaining its over- 
flexive stance - regardless of cost 
to the taxpayers.

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Real situations part of "real" police work on campus

It’s a pleasant, sunny day in late 
January. Colorful banners hang in 
several dormitory windows, rem 
inding everyone of the big basket¬ 
ball game on Saturday. The 
campus is busy with activity as 
students embark on another school 
semester. As I stop for a moment 
to give a visitor directions, I real¬ 
ize that being a campus police 
officer is not all that bad. 

Or is it? 

As I make my way through one 
of the various parking lots, a dis¬ 
traught student flags me down. 
Unfortunately for him, a few peo¬ 
ple stay busy on campus by com¬ 
mitting crimes. The passenger win¬ 
dow of his car is completely shat¬ 
tered and all that remains of a new 
AM/FM stereo is a hole in the 
dash of the car and a few strands 
of wire. 

The crime is investigated and as 
I am finishing up the initial report, 
the ill-fated student asks, should I 
report this to a POLICE depart¬ 
ment also? As I slowly drive off, I 
realize that the wind has picked up 
considerably and it has now 
become overcast. 

What started out as a pleasant 
afternoon has now turned into 
somewhat chilly, blustery day. My 
thoughts shift to police officers 
who have left campus law enforce¬ 
ment and now are working for a 
city, county or state police agency. 
Maybe it’s different out there. As I 
cruise the campus, the dispatcher 
directs me to a motorist who 
locked his keys in his car. It is a 
newer model vehicle and my 
several attempts with a metal open¬ 


ing device meets with no success. 
The motorist explains that his 
spare set is also locked inside his 
vehicle. As his options come down 
to a telephone call to a locksmith 
or a wrecker, the motorist takes a 
long look at the opening device in 
my hand and with a puzzled look 
asks, "Is that the same type of the 
POLICE use?" 

Ah yes, the lot of a campus 
officer is not any easy one. Not 
only do we have to battle criminals 
on the street. We must possess ffie 
patience of the job when dealing 
with citizens of the community, 
and students, who feel we are not 
"real" police officers. Most readers 
will be able to relate to at least one 
of the several scenarios described 
in this article, but I hope you can 
smile and realize that campus law 
enforcement can be a very chal¬ 
lenging and gratifying profession. 

Like most police officers, 
campus officers enjoy working 
traffic detail and making traffic 
stops. I think it is in our blood. 
But a traffic cop on campus can 
sometimes be a confusing event for 
the unsuspecting violator. Most 
drivers will use any conceivable 
excuse to get out of the ticket, and 
on campus I have heard such lines 
as: "I didn’t think you could stop 
me," or "Aren’t you just 
security?" . 

I have stopped people on a 
roadway that borders campus who 
have argued that I have no author¬ 
ity to stop them off campus. A 
small piece of paper helps them 
understand that if the violation was 
committed, we have the authority 
to stop them anywhere. We 
officers have all encountered 
motorist that have disregarded a 
stop sign on campus, but due to 
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traffic conditions, they could not 
stop them until they were a short 
distance off campus. After obtain¬ 
ing identification from them, the 
puzzled motorist says, "I thought 
you were just campus patrol! " 

When I explained to him he 
would be receiving a citation for 
the traffic violation, he wanted to 
know if the fine was going to come 
out of his tuition. After assuring 
him that it would not and that it 
was like any other ticket a state or 
county officer would issue, he 
replied (quite upset), "Oh, man, I 
didn’t think you were the REAL 
police!" He found out how real I 
was, and his vehicle was 
impounded for improper use of 
registration plates and for not 
being insured. He also found out it 
took REAL money to get his vehi¬ 
cle out of the impound lot. Traffic 
accidents also bring out questions 
as to the validity of the TIN. 

We have been called to a few 
accidents and have begun the 
investigation when the unfortunate 
motorist asks, "Is a police depart¬ 
ment going to be called?" Or we 
have investigated accidents and 
while completing the report the 
citizen inquires, "Do I report this 
to the POLICE too?" 

I was recently dispatched to an 
accident that occurred and as I 
arrived, one of the parties involved 
came up to me and said, "We have 
been waiting for about 40 minutes. 
We have called the REAL police 
but apparently they are busy." She 
said, "We finally decided we might 
as well call you." 

Sometimes even arrests on 
campus send normal, clear-minded 
people into a tailspin. We have run 
across several people who were 
under the impression that when 


they have been placed under arrest 
and put into the squad car, that 
they would be held only on 
campus. When the paddy wagon 
pulled up, they quickly realized 
that the campus police officer is 
the real thing and being arrested 
by a campus police officer is no 
different than being arrested by 
any other police officer. 

One student did not understand 
why our patrol car had been seen 
off campus on several occasions. I 
quickly explained that the campus 
is not an island and that our 
department must go off campus for 
a number of everyday activities, 
including vehicle service, deliver¬ 
ing reports and assisting other 
agencies. 

Some people are continually 
1 asking us if we make arrests. The 
question, "What do you do all the 
time?" also frequently comes up. 
The people are calmly assured 
that, on occasion, we do make 
arrests on campus and as far as 
what we do all the time, we usu¬ 
ally advise them that, for the most 
part, we are involved in the same 
type of activities as any county and 
city police officer. I then leave it 
up to them to figure it out. 

For eight hours a shift, the 
campus police officer must ward 
off blows of "security guard" and 
statements such as "Are you a real 
police officer?" Unfortunately, 
when the uniform is taken off, the 
fallacies that go along with the job 
are not. When we have a night off 
or go out for the evening, we try 
to keep our profession a secret. 
Telling people you are a campus 
police officer usually brings the 
reply "Oh, you mean security?" 
An explanation of the function of 
the campus police brings no solu¬ 


tion to the dilemma, and most peo¬ 
ple depart thinking that we are not 
"real police officers." We are con¬ 
tinually asked questions such as 
"Do you have the summer off?" 
or "Are you trying to get into a 
police department somewhere? " 

Bradley currently has eight full 
time police officers and these 
officers have seemed to endure the 
statement and overcome the false 
perception that many people place 
on campus police officers. 

We officers have never worked 
for a police department other than 
one on a college campus. We have 
all seen other officers come and go 
to other police agencies. Because 
we have not worked anywhere 
else, we cannot judge what it is 
like on the other side of the hill. 
However, we have assisted enough 
police departments and have spo¬ 
ken to enough fellow police 
officers to realize that the grass 
may not always be greener on the 
other side of the hill. In some 
cases it may even need some mow¬ 
ing and weeding. 

Campus policing is still some¬ 
what relatively new. The more 
time we spend in campus law 
enforcement, the more we realize 
it can be a very rewarding career. 
One big advantage campus police 
department have is that they gen¬ 
erally have very knowledgeable, 
well trained and motivated police 
officers backed by skilled, com¬ 
petent management personal. 

We, as police professionals, are 
not going to change overnight the 
images that some people have 
about the campus police officer. It 
will probably take sometime before 
people realize that campus police 
officers are highly educated and 
trained law enforcement officers.

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Rubenstein shares shadows of her art

This week, art photographer 
Eva Rubenstein has presented 
Bradley students with her philoso¬ 
phies of photography. Through her 
lecture and workshops, she has 
given insight to students on how to 
improve their technique and per¬ 
sonalize their work. 

On Monday, Rubenstein gave a 
lecture and presented slides of her 
work in the Hartmann Center. She 
started in photography 20 years 
ago, at age 34. She had previously 
been involved in theater, but she 
was '"tired of pretending and say¬ 
ing other peoples’ words'" and was 
impressed with the personal 
expression photography had to 
offer. During the time she spent 
learning about photography, she 
gained "the recognition for the fact 
that the medium is vast in what 
you can express; you can express 
what you hate, what you love — 
whatever you want." 

Through her use of contrast 
between light and dark on black 
and white film, Rubenstein has 
succeeded in conveying her emo¬ 
tion. She photographs objects and 
scenes that are simple, but have 
expressed her emotions at the time 
she took the photo. 

She uses primarily black and 
white film for her photos in order 
to better focus on the subject of 
the photo. She said, "I want (the 
photos) to be what they’re about. 
Color just gets in the way." She 
stud she finds shadows and 
reflections intriguing, and the con¬ 


trast of light and dark and the use 
of mirrors play a major role in her 
photos. 

Rubenstein says that the photos 
she takes create a self-portrait of 
herself and she understands and 
learns about herself through her 
work. She states, "Personal photos 
are like keeping a notebook; they 
are dreams you can’t deny." 

Rubenstein led a series of 
workshops titled "Beyond The 
Interior" for Advanced 
Photography students in order to 
help them understand how to use 
photography as a reflection of their 
lives. Over 30 students attended 
the workshop and brought their 
photos to be looked at by Ruben¬ 
stein. Rubenstein took the time to 
bring out the strong points in the 
students’ works and offer sugges¬ 
tions for improvement.

Rubenstein’s travels throughout 
Europe, South America and the 
Orient exposed the students to the 
wide range of opportunities avail¬ 
able in photography. She said, 
"Photography is something you 
can do alone and anywhere you 
want. You don’t need language, 
translations or costumes to take a 
picture." 

The students were generally 


impressed by Rubenstein and felt 
that the time she spent with them 
was very valuable. She taught 
them a lot about he importance of 
personal expression and meaning 
in photography. 

Photography student Melissa 
Dempsey said bringing Eva 


Rubenstein to Bradley is "like hav¬ 
ing New York come to us and tell 
us what it’s really like." Bradley is 
very fortunate to be able to have 
people who have experienced and 
succeeded in the real world to talk 
to students who are just beginning 
in the field. 


Rubenstein is continuing a tour 
with her exhibit and also is 
currently working on her book 
"Persephone" which is to be pub¬ 
lished this fall. Her photography 
collection "Elegies: 1984-1988" 
will be exhibited in Heuser Art 
Center through April 24.

The cast of seven, which 
included the musical sounds of 
piano player Joe Tech, opened the 
show in a darkened room as com¬ 
pany members Eliza Coyle and 
Ken Campbell started the show 
with a "Day at the Beach." As the 
young couple discussed the emo¬ 
tional merits of bringing a Yogi 
bear beach towel to the beach, 
other members Scott Allman and 
Jackie Hoffman were planted in the 
audience as hecklers. 

Allman’s first words were 'This 
is garbage" and other expletives 
soon followed as Coyle and Camp¬ 
bell gamely continued on. Finally, 
after Allman had taken the stage 
with a gun and demand a sketch on 
crime, with Coyle coming up with 
"Oh look, the sandwiches were 
stolen," Hoffman got in on the act 
and demanded a sketch of 
laughter. With that, the tone of the 
evening was set as Dave Razowski 
got the audience warmed up with 
the theme song from the "Dick van 


Dyke" show. 

The group, which got its start 
at the University of Chicago in 
1951, was formed when Paul Sills, 
the Second City’s original director, 
joined with fellow theater lovers 
Mike Nichols, Zohra Lampert, 
Sheldon Pantinkin and others. The 
company then proceeded to hone 
their skills at the University’s 
theater for the next two years, and 
left with David Shepherd, their 
writer-director, to form a repertory 
company. 

Elaine May, Ed Asner "Lou 
Grant, Mary Tyler Moore," Bar¬ 
bara Harris, and Byrne and Joyce 
Piven joined them. During the next 
two years, the group offered 25 
plays, and then went their separate 
ways, forming other troupes that 
all eventually folded in 1959. 
Second City began its rebirth that 
year, and has continued to be in 
business ever since. 

Such topics that the group 
included were sketches on dating, 
a crazy housewife that you could 
never tell if she was really crazy 
or not or who was crazy, and a 
parody of a typical freshman 
English class at the university, 
with Razowski giving a hilarious 
rendition of a modem day illiterate 
student casually asking the profes¬ 
sor "How do you spell essay? " and 
Allman answering in an 
exasperated sigh, "Just put SA,

"MASH" to Mozart

From saving lives in Korea to 
conducting an orchestra in Peoria, 
David Ogden Stiers has done it all. 
He has acted in theater, film and 
television, and has also been a 
director and a conductor. Stiers is 
probably best known for his six 
years on /r M*A*S*H," portraying 
Major Winchester. 

Stiers, a Peoria native, is in 
town to conduct the Peoria Sym¬ 
phony Orchestra in all-Mozart con¬ 
cert this Saturday evening at the 
Peoria Civic Center Theater. The 
multi-talented entertainer came to 
Bradley Tuesday at the Hartmann 
Center, for a question-and-answer 
session for all Television and Per¬ 
forming Arts students. 

Stiers began his career in San 
Francisco at the Actors’ Workshop, 
and then went on to work with 
John Houseman’s Acting Company 
in New York. Stiers, who has also 
acted on Broadway, attended the 
Julliard School for the Arts. Stiers 
has performed with the Committee 
Revue and Theatre, the California 
Shakespeare Festival and at the 
Old Globe Theatre. 

He has conducted several 
American symphony orchestras, 
including those in San Diego, 
Honolulu, Portland, San Francisco 
and Los Angeles. In 1984, Stiers 


directed the Globe’s award-winning 
production of "Scapino. " He was 
nominated for 2 Emmy awards for 
his portrayal of Major Winchester 
in "M*A*S*H," and was also 
nominated for his work in the 
NBC miniseries 'The First 
Modern Olympics." Stiers 
currently appeared in the Oscar- 
nominated film "The Accidental 
Tourist." 

During Stiers’ visit to Bradley, 
he enlightened students with his 
knowledge of theater, television 
and film. When asked if he missed 
leaving "M*A*S*H," he said, 
Tes, but that usually happens 
when leaving most forms of long 
term projects, and that intensifies 
with the number of years." 

Stiers also talked about how he 
views his performances on 
"M*A*S*H," and he said he 
watches his performances techni¬ 
cally, and tries to view the scenes 
that he is not in. 

He talked about the importance 
of a well-rounded education, and 
he said "We all look for it. If 
there’s any way possible to get an 
elaborate education, instead of a 
specific education, do it. It’s practi¬ 
cal, and you’ll remember it." 

Stiers said he learned from-talk¬ 
ing to and watching other actors.

Laura looks for lotioned toilet paper 


Laura Hilliard is spending the 
semester abroad in Grenada, 
Spain. She will be writing arti¬ 
cles giving us her thoughts and 
impressions. 

Lotioned toilet paper. Fitted 
sheets. Wall-to-wall carpeting. 
Luxuries? Definitely, if you’re in 
Spain. These are just a few items I 
yearn for while spending the 
semester abroad in Grenada, 
Spain. However, the people, the 
food and the music enliven the 
country and make one forget, at 
least for awhile, the materialism so 
much a part of American culture. 

Perhaps the most eye-opening 
realization I have learned in my 
one month here is that Americans 
are pampered like no other people. 
While Proctor and Gamble ponders 
how to make toilet paper softer, 
Spaniards are still trying to figure 
how to make it white. (Presently in 
the bathroom, there is a roll of 
institutional paper towels with hues 
of brown and gray. It is called 
toilet paper. I call it painful.) 

One who introduces fitted 
sheets to this country will be rich 
many times over. Everyday across 
Spain, people awake to find the 
bottom sheet in a ball at the foot of 
their bed. Anyone taller than 5’6" 
beware, because your feet will 
dangle over the edge of the bed, 
and gangrene may set in by 
manana. 


These petty complaints pale in 
comparison to the vitality and pas¬ 
sion felt so strongly by the Span¬ 
iards and particularly the Andalu¬ 
sians. After talking to many Span¬ 
iards, one discovers their main 
purpose in life is life. To live sim¬ 
ply and sincerely, yet passionately 
and traditionally, is the Spanish 
dream. 

According to Antonio, a bar¬ 
tender from the Basque provinces, 
the American dream, he believes, 
is "to plant a tree and watch it 
grow to sprout a million dollars." 
A professor, who also is a 
bullfighter, told me that Spaniards 
discuss lovemaking while Ameri¬ 
cans discuss making money to. 
love. In fact, talk of sex and rela¬ 
tionships is not a taboo. Rather, it 
serves as a topic of conversation, 
much like how Americans discuss 
mutual funds or interest rates. 

It’s fair to say Spaniards live 
for the moment. They smoke 
incessantly, eat high cholesterol, 
fatty, wonderful foods, drive errat¬ 
ically and never exercise. 
Although Spain has high unem¬ 
ployment, no one seems alarmed. 
College is seemingly absent from a 
young person’s list of priorities, 
and good conversation with many 
amigos take precedence over seek¬ 
ing a well-paying, upwardly 
mobile job. As a fellow American 


put it so eloquently, "They are 
simply not a driven people." 

Driven, no. Proud, yes. Span¬ 
iards preserve and protect their 
culture (like Americans protect 
their IRAs and CDs). Bullfighting 
is not a barbaric, cruel sport. For 
most Spaniards it is a respected art 
form to be celebrated and appreci¬ 
ated. Bullfighter Juan Ramon 
Romero said bullfighting is the 
ultimate competition between man 
and animal. The bull is given the 
opportunity to fight for his life 
while, at the same time, the 
bullfighter must fight for his, 
Romero said. 

Children at age three and four 
learn the Sevillana, the traditional 
dance of Southern Spain. Sevillana 
music is heard in the most modem 
discos, in the comer cafes and in 
the local bars. The dance is a 
coveted aspect of Southern Spanish 
culture that has survived the Span¬ 
ish Civil War and even the dicta¬ 
torship of Francisco Franco. 

The paradoxes of Spain and its 
people fascinate and intrigue the 
foreigner while at the same time 
frustrate and anger him. It is a 
challenge to adapt to the relaxed 
lifestyle here but also a welcome 
change from the fast-paced Ameri¬ 
can way of life. One country will 
never be better than the other. 
Simply different. Gloriously 
different.

Soap opera stars, weekend 
movies and Campus Carnival are 
just a few activities the president 
of the Activities Council at Brad¬ 
ley University is in charge of and 
last week ACBU selected a new 
president to head the 4-person exe¬ 
cutive board and 13 committee 
coordinators. 

Vanessa Shane, a 21-year-old 
junior from Wyoming, Ill., was 
chosen ACBU president after 
being nominated by coordinators 
from ACBU. The graphic 
design/creative advertising major 
has been working for ACBU since 
her freshman year and has worked 
the second semester of this year as 
vice president. 

Shane said ACBU does 90 per¬ 
cent of the programming of activi¬ 
ties on the Bradley campus and 
said she wants to bring back the 
"fun" to campus. 

"A lot of people leave the 
campus of Peoria to find fun, bu; 
next year all of that will change. If 
our budget funding gets approved 
by the student activities budget 
review committee (SABRC), 
ACBU will be on everyone’s lips 
next semester," Shane said. 

Shane will take office at the end 
of April along with Vice President 
Tammy Friday, a sophomore 
economics major from Byron, Ill., 
Secretary Diane Pechinski, a 
junior early education major from 
Frankfort, Ill., and financier Ken 
McQuade, a freshman 


business/finance major from St. 
Louis. 

Shane said students are required 
to pay a $26 activities fee to cover 
campus events but would like to 
see that fee raised to, but to no 
more than, $50. SABRC deter¬ 
mines the allotment of money to 
organizations to optimize the use 
of the student activity fee. SABRC 
has $160,000 to allocate to merited 
programs for next year, Peggy 
Sassorossi, director of student 
activities, said. 

Traditionally, SABRC will allo¬ 
cate about 70-80 percent of that 
money in the spring budget session 
for the following year. Sassorossi 
said campus clubs are collectively 
requesting $260,000 for next year 
and will realistically receive about 
$ 120 , 000 . 

In addition to budgeting, Shane 
said she would like to start off the 
year with an interesting lecture, 
but is concerned with the cost. 
"On the average, a comedian costs 
$750 and someone as big as Bill 
Cosby costs $200,000. As 
president, I’m concerned because 
students complain that there isn’t 
enough to do on campus, but yet if 
the activity fee increases, the stu¬ 
dents will complain about the 
amount of money they are having 
to spend," Shane said. 

Other goals Shane wants to 
achieve is the activation of' a 
current issue series (pending 
SABRC funding) because she said 


she believes college students are 
sometimes cut-off from the outside 
media. Another goal she said she 
wishes to achieve is to involve 
off-campus students in campus 
activities. 

"For a while now, all of our 
promotions have been geared 
toward the dorm students but I’ve 
learned, by being promotions coor¬ 
dinator, what it takes to get stu¬ 
dents motivated to come to events. 
I know what Bradley students like 
and what they don’t like and I hope 
next year everyone will be able to 
find something they like," Shan** 
said. 

Lectures also are on Shane’s list 
of priorities because of low atten¬ 
dance at past lectures this year. 
Shane is presently enrolled in EFE 
306, which is a business writing 
course, and she is working, along 
with classmates, to come up with a 
one hour class which would be 
centered around campus lecture 
attendance. Shane said this would 
help promote ACBU lectures as 
well as giving students more one- 
hour classes to choose from. Shane 
said other than sexually transmitted 
disease class, and vocabulary 
development, there really aren’t 
enough one-hour classes for stu¬ 
dents to take. Bradley only offers 
five one-hour courses. 

Shane also said she is going to 
work with the various committee 
leaders and their members to

Rockwell exhibit spins a historic American tale

A genuine slice of American 
heritage is being presented at 
Lakeview Museum, where a col¬ 
lection of Norman Rockwell favor¬ 
ites gives visitors a peek into a 
simpler time. 

Affectionately known as the 
"Great American Storyteller," 
Rockwell used his exceptional 
talent where it would benefit the 
most people: in magazines. He 
was in love with real people in 
real situations, so he wisely made 
his art accessible to the same peo¬ 
ple who motivated him. 

For 47 years, people were pick¬ 
ing up copies of the Saturday 


Evening Post and wondering if 
Rockwell was staring through their 
kitchen windows. His works have 
a personal quality; warm and 
homey, small-town and neigh¬ 
borly. 

Lakeview Museum is presently 
exhibiting over 60 of Rockwell’s 
oil studies, charcoal drawings, 
pencil sketches and paintings. 
Showing Rockwell’s creativity in 
various stages of its development 
allows the viewer to see much of 
the motivation behind his work. 
He was the king of understatement 
and simplicity. The fact that a pen¬ 
cil sketch is just as moving and 
thought-provoking as a finished 
painting shows the extent of his 


talent. 

Born in 1894 in the heart of 
New York City, Rockwell con¬ 
fessed that he looked forward to 
country outings where he could 
leave the city behind. His works 
often reflect the sentiment that life 
is somehow more simpler and pure 
than in the country. He enjoyed 
the change-of-season motif, and 
did a series of paintings with a boy 
and his father, as well as his 
grandfather, each enjoying, in his 
own way, the nuances of the year 
passing. 

Lakeview is exhibiting the fall 
painting of the Boy and Father 
series, "Cheering Fans" (1962), 
where a father and son share a 


simpler moment of triumph as 
their football team scores a big 
one. The scene is a simple one. 
There is no background, just a 
neutral beige. The use of light is 
the kicker - it is autumn, yet the 
sun falls on their faces, bringing 
them to life. Yet, seated in front of 
the joyous couple, a rival fan sits 
dejectedly in silence, his pipe 
hanging as lifeless from his mouth 
as the banner at his side with the 
sun choosing to ignore his need for 
warmth. 

Working for such magazines as 
the Saturday Evening Post, Ladies 
Home Journal, Look and Life, 
Rockwell had to be a master at 
capturing the moment. Without 


question, he created cover after 
cover with subjects so real that the 
viewer actually wonders what hap¬ 
pens to them. 

An example of that talent is on 
exhibit. 'The Referee (the Toss)" 
(1950) was a cover illustration for 
the Saturday Evening Post. It 
shows two absorbed and anxious 
players, from opposing teams, who 
look like they are at the pinnacle 
of their high school years. Their 
abused and tom uniforms show 
how serious they take their "Pro¬ 
fession", although their gangly 
bodies and protruding Adam’s 
apples hint at the probable changes

Clubs that don’t snub - only in Chicago 


So you wanna dance — but 
where? The bubbling cauldron of 
ecstatic hormones at Stage Two? 
The straight-laced business, "Let’s 
do the Twist" world of Hotel Pere 
Marquette? The ever-popular col¬ 
lege Top 40 hangouts of Rocky’s 
and the Lucky Lady? 

None of these bars/dance clubs 
seem to "play in Peoria" (excuse 
the much used, near death cliche). 
Where else can clubs be dubbed 
the Get Me High club, Wild Hare 
and Singing Armadillo Frog Sanc¬ 
tuary, Esoteria or The Lizard 
Lounge? None, but the booming 
metropolis of Chicago. 

No one could go to all the 
clubs Chicago has to offer in one 
weekend, but you might be able to 
make valuable face time at some of 
the most popular clubs (Baja Beach 
Club, Cabaret Metro, B.L.U.E.S. 
Etcetera, or Tijuana Yacht Club) 
or some of the less popular, highly 
visited by interesting people places 
like Artful Dodger, Esoteria 
(which has a caged dance floor) or 
Rainbo Club. 

If you only have a weekend, or 
a night, you might have to make 
the laborious decision of which 
venue of the Chicago music scene 
you want to discover. Chicago has 
great blues, jazz, reggae, folk, 
dance and "eclectic" clubs. Most 
have cover charges (anywhere 
from $1 to $10), live entertainment 
on the weekends and outrageous 
drink prices (at one neo¬ 
progressive club near DePaul 
University, a Coke was about $3, 
and alcoholic beverages ranged 
from $3 to $7, depending on con¬ 
tent and potency). 

Dance clubs in Chicago are 


growing in popularity and ever 
since Limelight (Slimelight as it 
was affectionately named by city 
dwellers) was bought by mega-club 
owner Fred "The Snuggery" 
Hoffmann, (who reportedly bought 
the castle building for five times 
the $3.5 million that Peter Gatien 
originally spent when he opened 
Limelight in 1985) clubgoers are 
returning to the clubs they have 
known and loved for years for 
dancing and socializing. Another 
club craze that is almost dead and 
buried is the "standing in line all 
night for a bouncer to hand-pick 
you if you look worthy of the 
club" phenomena. Most of the 
clubs I have been to gladly accept 
jeans and T-shirts or black leather 
and heavy stainless steel chains. 

Cabaret Metro (3730 N. Clark 
- 312-549-0203) is a four-level 
dance and progressive rock music 
club that attracts all walks of life, 
mostly college-aged people who 
are learning black isn’t the only 
color in the wardrobe rainbow and 
drinking isn’t the only way you 
have a good time. The main floor 
at the Metro is the hub of the club, 
but venture into the depths of the 
Metro to find the real party — 
heavy dancing and the single 
"pick-up" scene abounds in the 
basement which is decorated in 
Egyptian mummies and sawdust 
covered floors. Tonight at the 
Metro is the Tami Show and Scott 
Bennett & The Obvious, tomorrow 
night the Go-Betweens, A House 
and the Pedaljets. Every Wednes¬ 
day is "Rock Against Depression: 
3 bands, 4 bucks," featuring 
undiscovered national and local 
progressive talent. Videos before 
and after the show on weekends. 


Open 9:30 p.m. to 4 a.m. Sunday 
and Tuesday through Friday, and 
9:30 p.m to 5 a.m. Saturday. 
Cover charge $6 (although prices 
may vary due to the talent). 

The Avalon (959 W. Belmont 
- 312-472-3020) is a cramped, 
neon-spray painted club that is hot 
and sweaty and filled with upscale 
hipsters. The club has three

separate rooms and the the main 
room’s dance floor seems to jump 
and bob as the crowd dances. At 
times, I thought the whole floor 
was going to give way under the 
bashing combat boots and high 
tops of the dancers. Again, like the 
Metro, the "regulars" didn’t make 
me feel out of place, very friendly 
people, very cramped, very cool. 
Tonight at the Avalon, Animal 
Farm, The Sex Kittens and the 
Secret Agent Band will perform 
with a $4 cover. Avalon is open 9 
p.m. to 2 a.m. Wednesday through 
Friday, 9 p.m. to 3 a.m. on Satur¬ 
day, $4 cover on the weekends. If 
you’re hungry from all the danc¬ 
ing, try a hamburger or late night 
snack at Muskie’s -- three doors 
down from Avalon. 

Artful Dodger (1734 W. 


Wabansia - 312-227-6859 - no 
cover) The Lizard Lounge (1824 
W. Augusta - 312-489-0379 - $1 
cover on the weekends) and The 
Rainbo Club (1150 N. Damen - 
312-489-5999 - no cover, with 
recorded rock, African, Japanese 
and contemporary music) all have 
performance art, poetry and alter¬ 
native music. If your cash flow 
isn’t gushing, I would head to the 
smaller, artsy clubs like these three 
- there’s little or no cover and the 
entertainment is good -- not as 
fast-paced and progressive as 
Cabaret Metro or Avalon, but well 
worth the trip. 

If dancing isn’t your Chicago 
weekend escape, you could head 
over to the recently renovated 
North Pier to Dick’s Last Resort 
(435 E. Illinois - 312-836-7870 - 
no cover) for some good bar¬ 
becued ribs, fish or steak and some 
loud, rowdy Dixieland jazz. The 
people are friendly, the food 
arrives fast and in big helpings and 
everyone is required to wear a 
plastic bib to protect precious 
clothing (also, check out the bath¬ 
rooms -- great decorating ideas). 

Upstairs from Dick’s is the 
ever-popular, ever-yuppie money 
guzzling Baja Beach Club (401 E. 
Illinois — 312-222-1992 — no 
cover). Baja is a 25,000 square- 
foot restaurant, nightclub and adult 
playland that attracts as many as 
5,000 people at night. Baja offers 
a huge (FREE!!) happy hour buffet 
with nachos, ravioli, chicken, hot 
dogs and more. An upstairs restau¬ 
rant, also part of Baja, is a 
crowded "St. Elmo’s Fire" group 
of urbanites on Valium, where 
waiters and waitresses scurry 


around the crowd on roller skates 
with ingredients for tequila 
shooters fastened around their 
waists for less waiting at the bar. 

Another interesting club (other 
than dance/eclectic places) is No 
Exit Cafe-Gallery (6970 N. Glen- 
wood - 312-743-3355 - $3-$4 
cover on weekends). No Exit 
boasts being the nation’s oldest 
entertainment coffee house (they 
also serve teas and light meals). 
The music is cool jazz, acoustic 
guitar rock or folk — depending 
on the bands and entertainment. 
Two notable reggae clubsNegril 
Cafe (6232 N. Broadway -- 
312-761-4133 - $5 cover) has 
music nightly serving African, 
Cajun and Caribbean food. Wild 
Hare & Singing Armadillo Frog

Corky, Angus and Poseidon 
anxiously await their 1:10 class. 
Today they will be learning about 
fixed interval two conditioning, but 
they don’t care about that. They 
just want to eat. 

Colleen, David and Suzy are 
very concerned, however, that 
their furry little classmates learn 
their appointed skills. This is Dr. 
Ronald Wasden’s Psychology 207, 
"Analysis of Behavior/ class, oth¬ 
erwise known as "rat lab." 

Wasden has two sections of rat 
lab, room for 16 students in each, 
and he said "they are always 
filled." Rat lab is one of three 
courses that satisfies the lab 
requirement for psychology majors 
and minors. 

"The purpose of the class is to 
teach the fundamental principles of 
conditioning. The same principles 
which apply to rats apply to 
humans and other species," said 
Wasden. He teaches these princi¬ 
ples to his class through a combi¬ 
nation of textbook reading, lec¬ 
tures, and lab assignments. 

Each student has a rat which 
he/she is responsible for weighing, 
feeding, watering and taking care 
of on assigned lab days. Many of 
the students go even farther than 
the required tasks, and develop a 
special affection for their animals. 

Larry Zirkel, a sophomore with 
a psychology minor, named his rat 
"Rodney." "I love working with 
Rodney, it’s fun. At first I wasn’t 
sure if I’d like it — I had a natural 
fear of rats like most people, but 
Dr. Wasden does a good job in 
getting us used to them." 

The first few classes of the 
semester are devoted to getting the 
students and the rats used to each 
other, Dr. Wasden said. He said 
although the students initially have 
a hard time getting used to the 
rats, actually it is more traumatic 
for the rats. "They (the rats) are 
very frightened at first and need to 
get accustomed to their new sur¬ 
rounding. They are like* children 
when they first start kindergarten, 
they need to get familiar with 
things before any learning can take 
place." 


Now, well into the semester, 


the "getting acquainted " period has 
worn off as many of the students 
play with their rats, pet them, and 
let them crawl up their arms. Was¬ 
den said, "These rats are not the 
kind you would find on the banks 
of the Illinois River - they have 
been specifically bred for docil¬ 
ity." 

Experiments involve the rats 
being placed in a cage with a lever 
and a food cup. When the rat 
presses the lever, some food (more 
precisely, a Purina Rodent Pellet), 
is dispensed. More advanced 
experiments are variations of this 
procedure. 

Colleen Finley, a sophomore 
psychology major, had her rat, 
Corky, going through fixed 
interval 2 conditioning. Corky only 
got a food pellet at two minute 
intervals. Eventually he had 
learned to press the bar only when 
the two minutes were almost over. 

David Brown, a senior psychol¬ 
ogy major, was about to go 
through the extinction phase with 
his rat, Angus. Brown said extinc¬ 
tion is when the rat gets no food 
no matter how many times he 
presses the lever. He said, "Angus 
gets really frustrated then. He 
wanders around the cage and keeps 
pressing the bar. He gets really 
angry." 

Lab assistant, Richard Morton, 
a senior psychology major, helps 
explain the lab procedures to the 
students and is available for ques¬ 
tions about the experiments. Mor¬ 
ton said, "I think it helps the stu¬ 
dents to have another student they 
can come to for help and to ask 
questions without any reservations. 

It also helps me understand the 
concepts more as I get ready to go 
to graduate school." 

"It is not school policy to allow 
students to keep their rats after the 
semester is over," Wasden has 
informed the class. He said the 
rats are chloroformed, a painless 
death, once the class is over. Suzy 
Flanagan a sophomore psychology 
minor, said that seems a terrible 
demise for her "pet," Poseidon. 
Wasden said, "At the end of the 
semester the rats do tend to disap¬ 
pear. I just don’t want to know 
where th ey go."

others have to suffer because one 
refuses to get a vaccination. 

The University is considering 
ways to get students into the 
Health Center for their needed ino¬ 
culations. Zarvell said a law has 
been passed that requires Illinois 
college students to be immunized 
against communicable disease, 
such as the measles. 

Going into effect on July 1, it 
requires Bradley to verify students 
immunization histories. Students 
failure to provide this information 
to the Health Center will result in 
grades and/or registration to be 
held. 

Zarvell said this excludes those 
who can’t receive inoculations 
because of religious beliefs. 

Hasselbacher said 758 inocula¬ 
tions have been given and the 
situation may be improving 
because no cases were reported on 
Tuesday. "We just have to see 
about next week." 

Zarvell said students can come 
in at any time for an inoculation. 
The schedule was only set up for 
the students’ convenience and will 
be adhered to only during rush 
periods.

He 
saw two world wars, and the 
consequences each had in changing 
the face of America. Above all, he 
is a patriot, always cheering on the 
home team, always doing his part 
to boost morale or to teach a valu¬ 
able moral lesson. 

He lived through the turbulent 
changes of the 60s when the 
phrase "civil rights" was on 
everyone’s tongue. He understood 
the plight of the innocent victim in 
the battle for equality: the child. 
Throughout his career he always 
had a special attachment to the 
personal battles of children, and 
this may never be as potent as in 
his piece, "The Problem We All 
Live With," (1964) which 
appeared in Look. The tempera 
study for the painting is part of the 
Lakeview exhibit. In the painting, 
a beautiful black girl, proudly and 
pristinely clothed in a snow-white 
dress, walks with dignity, back 
straight, school books under arm, 
to school. However, ahead of her 
and flanking her are 4 U.S. 
Marshalls, clearly escorting her for 


her safety. 

This moment is even more 
poignant because Rockwell chose 
to leave the marshalls anonymous, 
their heads above the line of the 
painting. The result is that the girl 
appears even more isolated and 
alone, facing her task bravely, 
undaunted by the remains of a 
tomato thrown against the wall 
jaheadofher. 

Lakeview’s exhibit is beautifully 
done, however, I think it lacks one 
thing. Rockwell is called the 
"Great American Storyteller" for a 
reason. Many of his works have 
personal motivation, and he some¬ 
times used his son as a model. His 
paintings often reflect a situation 
he was facing at the time, and he 
would sometimes poke fun at him¬ 
self. I think the public would get 
an extra chuckle or maybe an 
added understanding if when 
appropriate, the museum had 
included information underneath 
the works. I 

This exhibit is a must. As 1 
walked through I heard squeak 
and gasps of delight from childrer 
too young to remember the en 
which inspired Rockwell’s works 
but his appeal is universal. Ai 
older couple laughed reminiscentk 
as they witnessed anew the life 
experiences they shared. Althoug: 
Rockwell died in 1978, hi 
memories live crystal-clear throug 
his canvases. 

The museum will be displayin 
Rockwell’s works through May 14 
Tickets are $3 for adults, $2 fc 
students (six to 17) and seniors (6 
and over) and free for childre 
under six.

Netters finally start 

to come together

After a successful spring break trip to Hilton Head, South Carolina, 
the Bradley men’s tennis team is playing with determination and for the 
first time in a long time, the team’s doubles combinations are beginning 
to come together. 

The Braves started their four-match spring break road trip with a 7-2 
loss to Washington College, a Division III school that is nationally 
ranked as the number three or four tennis team in that division. 

Senior Steve Baab, playing in the Brave’s number three position, 
was the only Brave to capture a victory in the singles competition. The 
number one doubles team of junior Pedro Velez and sophomore Mike 
Berwald won their match for the only other Bradley victory. 

The following day the Braves bounced back from the defeat to crush 
Transylvania University, 8-1. 

This was only Bradley’s second meet outside and Head Tennis 
Coach John Moorhouse said he was pleased with the transition efforts of 
his team. 

"It’s tough going from playing tennis indoors to playing outside. 
You have the sun, wind and other weather factors to contend with. I was 
happy with the way the team handled the transition by not letting it affect 
their playing too much," Moorhouse said. 

As if the team were on a roller coaster, Bradley was handed a 8-1 
loss by Armstrong State University, two days after their 8-1 victory over j 
Transylvania. 

Armstrong State, a school with a strong Division II tennis team, 
gave up only one match in both the singles and the doubles competition. 
Velez, Bradley’s number one singles player, beat Armstrong State’s 
number one singles player, a nationally ranked Division II champion, 6- 
4, 6-4. 

"We were down 5-1 at the end of the singles competition," Moor¬ 
house said. "Although we played well, we lost all of our doubles 
matches. The team just lost its spark after losing all but one of the sin¬ 
gles matches." 

In the final tennis meet of the Brave’s spring trip, Baab pulled out a 
victory in his number three singles match to give Bradley the 5-4 win 
over Berry College. 

After sophomore Mark Syverud tied the score at 4-4 with a tough, 
three-set win over his opponent, Baab earned a victory in his match to 
lift the Braves to the 5-4 win. 

The spring trip meets were the first time this season that the Braves 
played on outdoor courts and Moorhouse said he felt his team performed 
relatively well for their first time out. 

"We only got better and better in Hilton Head. By the time we 
played Berry, it was our fourth match outside and we were more 
prepared to play in the various weather conditions," Moorhouse said. 

Moorhouse said that the trip is very beneficial to the team, in that 
the team members will benefit from playing teams from all parts of the 
country with different ability levels. 

Last Saturday, the tennis team hosted a dual meet against Principia 
College. The Braves won the top four singles matches and all of the dou¬ 
bles matches for a 7-2 Bradley victory. 

"The team played very well," Moorhouse said. "We don’t beat Prin¬ 
cipia often, so it was a nice win for us." 

The Braves were playing without the efforts of Syverud and sopho¬ 
more Mike Russo, who were out of town for the weekend. Junior Mike 
Polisner and sophomore Alex Infante replaced Syverud and Russo at the 
number five and number six singles positions, respectively. Polisner lost 
a tough, three-set match (4-6, 6-3, 6-4) and Infante lost his match 7-5, 
7-5; however, despite the losses, Moorhouse spoke well of the duo’s per- ; 
formances. 

"Mike and Alex both performed very well. They played smart 
tennis, but unfortunately they didn’t quite prevail," Moorhouse said. 

Polisner and Infante did combine to earn a Bradley victory at the 
number three doubles position. 

The next competition for the Braves is Tuesday, April 4, when the 
team travels to Macomb to challenge Western Illinois University.

A Battle in Seattle: The Final Four

GAME 1 - TIP-OFF 4:43 P.M. 

DUKE BLUE DEVILS (28-7) VS. SETON HALL PIRATES (30-6) 

This year’s Cinderella team of the year is the Pirates of Seton Hall. 
This decade has had its share of upsets (83 N.C. State over Houston, ’85 
Villanova over Georgetown, and ’88 Kansas over Oklahoma) and 
wouldn’t this long shot finish the decade appropriately? 

But, let’s remember, Duke has the Player of the Year in Danny 
Ferry and the Coach of the Year in Mike Krzyzewski. Besides, this 
group of seniors have been to two Final Fours and are on a mission 
to capture the tide. 

Duke freshman Christian Laettner showed Alonzo Mourning that he 
wasn’t the only freshman on the court last Sunday as he scored 24 points 
and grabbed nine rebounds as the Blue Devils knocked out the favorite 
Hoyas, 85-77. 

Ferry was named the Most Outstanding Player of the East Region as 
he scored 39 points in both games combined. Ferry leads Duke in scor¬ 
ing, rebounding (7.4 rpg) and FT% (76%) and is one of four stars 
(Louisville’s Rodney McCray, Houston’s Akeem Olajuwon and 
Georgetown’s Patrick Ewing) to lead his team to three Final Fours. 

The story for the Pirates is success as of late. Just last year, Seton 
Hall was in the NCAA tournament for the first time in the school’s his¬ 
tory and now they’re in the Final Four. Coach P.J. Carlesimo was 54-92 
in his first five seasons and was ordered to be replaced by the school’s 
student newspaper before going 23-13 last year. 

Andrew Gaze was the West Regional’s Most Outstanding Player and 
is playing in the Final Four after leading the Australian Olympic team to 
a fourth place finish in Seoul and has only seen videotapes of the Final 
Four. 

In the tournament, Seton Hall’s opponents have shot just 37% from 
the floor, while the Pirates average margin of victory has been 15 points. 
The Pirates handed UNLV and Indiana (28 NCAA appearances com¬ 
bined) their worst losses of the season (23 and 13 respectively). 


GAME 2 - TIP-OFF 8:00 P.M. (approximately) 

ILLINOIS FIGHTING ILLINI (31-4) VS. MICHIGAN 
WOLVERINES (28-7) 


This should be one of the best Big 10 games ever played. You’ve 
got the underrated coach vs. the interim coach. Illinois’ Lou Henson has 
averaged 21 wins in each of his 14 seasons at Illinois and is one of only 
nine coaches to take two schools to the Final Four (New Mexico State in 
1970). 

Michigan’s Steve Fisher came in the day before the tournament when 
Bill Frieder decided to take the coaching job at Arizona State. Fisher is 
the first interim coach ever to make the Final Four and the only coach 
without a loss. 

These teams have met twice this year with the Illini winning 96-84 
at home and 89-73 at Michigan. 

The Illini have beaten eight tournament teams in a row and have 
out-rebounded their opponents by ten boards per game in the tournament. 

The Illini are 2343 with Kendall Gill in the lineup and are a two- 
point favorite to beat the Wolverines. The Illini will count on Nick 
Anderson to duplicate his 24 points, 16 rebounds that he compiled 
against Syracuse, earning him the Midwest Regional Most Outstanding 
Player. 

The Wolverines are on a roll and are led by the First Team All-Big 
10 selection, Glen Rice. Rice was named the Most Outstanding Player in 
the Southeast Regional when he scored 32 points and grabbed six 
rebounds in a 102-65 win over Virginia. 

Michigan has averaged 94 points per game in the tournament and 
Rice and Sean Higgins had as many field goals (24) as the entire team. 

The last time Michigan was in the Final Four was in 1976 when the 
Wolverines lost to the Indiana Hoosiers, 86-68, in the Championship 
Game. The last time the Blini were in the Final Four was in 1952.

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Fire destroys apartment

An apartment fire broke out at 
approximately 12:10 a.m. Satur¬ 
day on the fourth floor of the Stu¬ 
dent Apartment Complex. 

The fire apparently started from 
an electrical short in a TV set in 
the living room, Capt. Larry Carr 
of the Peoria Fire Department 
said. 

'The bum pattern started on 
top of a (TV) stand and worked its 
way downward," Carr said. 
There, it spread to an overstuffed 
chair by the TV set and then 
scorched the carpet." 

Stephanie M. Huchel, 22, 
tenant of room 413 in SAC, was 
not in the room at the time of the 
fire, but arrived at approximately 
12:35 a.m. with Bradley security 
officer Joe Albright to open the 
apartment door, releasing a thick 
cloud of black smoke. 

"We were talking and I was tel¬ 
ling him how those things (fire 
alarms) are always going off on 
fourth floor," Huchel recalled tel¬ 
ling Albright on the elevator. 
"People were passing us by on the 
way up telling m. my room was 


on fire. I thought it was just an 
April Fool’s joke." 

The fire department came at 
approximately 12:45 a.m. and 
extinguished the fire before it 
could spread. After putting out the 
fire, the living room window was 
broken by fire fighters where the 
melted TV and stand, a foam 
chair, and sofa cushions were 
tossed out to the cheers of a crowd 
of approximately 70 students gath¬ 
ered in the back parking lot of 
SAC. The fire department later 
ventilated the building of the 
smoke with positive pressure 
before allowing students back into 
their rooms. 

After questioning from the fire 
department and security, Huchel 
said she turned the TV off before 
leaving. "I had been having prob¬ 
lems with it," she said. "It would 
turn off by itself, but after 30 
seconds or so it would come back 
on, or if I would hit it, it would 
come back on." 

Because the walls of each room 
in SAC are made of brick and the 
floors are cement, there was no 


real danger of the fire spreading to 
other rooms, Dave Anthes, SAC 
manager, said. 

Other belongings to Huchel 
damaged in the fire included a 
IBM computer, sofa, clothes, an 
oil painting and other valuables 
totaling more than $5,000. 

Td say the big loss was some 
of the clothes," Anthes said. 
"Some of the clothes in the 
drawers may have been protected 
from the smoke. But the closet 
door was left open. It just depends 
on how much she can wash them." 

Covered on her parents home 
owner’s insurance, the computer 
and some of the furniture will 
more than likely be restored, 
Huchel said. However, The senti¬ 
mental things you accumulate over 
the years, like pictures, (two hides 
from Europe and a hand-made 
quilt from her grandmother) just 
can’t be replaced." 

Gloria Arrington, general ser¬ 
vice supervisor, said damages to 
the room totaled more than 
$3,000. A professional cleaning 
service restored the room, allow¬ 
ing Huchel to return to her room 
today or tomorrow.

As a result of Saturday’s fire in 
the Student Apartment Complex, 
Bradley officials and administrators 
are examining ways to upscale the 
present fire safety system. 

"It’s the first time we had a fire 
in SAC and it may be dawning on 
us that, although we are in compli¬ 
ance with fire codes we still might 
have troubles," Mike Murphy, 
director of housing, said. 

In the 100 unit SAC building, 
which is up to fire department 
codes, each apartment has a smoke 
detector which is connected to the 
electrical system, although the 
apartment detectors are highly sen¬ 
sitive and can sometimes be set off 
by cooking or steam from a 
shower. 

In each SAC hallway, there is 


one smoke detector which is 
hooked up to the electrical system, 
but Dave Anthes, apartment 
manager, said one detector may 
not be enough. 

"In Saturday’s fire, the alarm in 
the room went off but the smoke 
didn’t get to the smoke detector in 
the hallway near the elevator. 
Someone pulled a pull station and 
that’s how we found out about the 
fire," Anthes said. 

Anthes said the single smoke 
detector in the hallway is on the 
south side of the building where 
the elevator is. The north and 
south hallways are divided by dou¬ 
ble doors and Anthes said these 
doors might keep smoke from the 
north hallway from reaching the 
detector on the south side. 

'It really would be good to

have detectors on each side of the 
hallway," Anthes said. "If your 
room is on the north side and all 
the way at the end of the hall, it 
might be too late before the fire 
could go through the doors to 
reach the smoke detector." 

Mark Struss, director of facili¬ 
ties management, said it would 
cost about $500 to install another 
detector on each of the six floors 
of SAC. Those doors are there to 
keep smoke from moving from one 
side of the hallway to the other," 
Struss said. 

All residence halls, which are 
up to fire codes, including SAC, 
are equipped with smoke extin¬ 
guishers, firehoses, pull stations 
and smoke detectors. All of the 
detectors are connected to the 
electrical systems except the ones 
in the hallways of the singles 
residence halls. Struss said each 
room in WES is equipped with 
smoke detectors, but students 
wanted detectors in the hallways 
also. "Right now, those detectors 
are battery-operated. In the fall, 
we will switch them over to the 
electrical kinds and it will cost 
about $15,000 for all three singles 
dorms," Struss said. 

Murphy said the University is 
not looking into smoke detectors in 
every residence hall room because 
they are well-ventilated. "I haven’t 
gotten the feeling that we need 
detectors in every room. For 
example, the rooms in Williams all 
have vents on the doors and this 
would help carry the smoke to the 
hallway detector." 

Murphy and Anthes agree that

Clayton pleads not guilty; 
trial set for May 22

Jeffrey Robert Clayton, who 
was indicted by a grand jury on 
the charges of attempted murder 
and aggravated battery, entered a 
plea of not guilty and awaits his 
trial by jury on May 22. 

The 18-year old Bradley fresft- 
man, was released on $75,000 
bond of which he had to pay 10 
percent. 

The bond, which was originally 
set at $150,000 was lowered under 
the conditions that Clayton does 
not have any contact with the vic¬ 
tim and does not enter upon Brad¬ 
ley University property. 

Clayton was initially arrested 
Feb. 11 in connection with the 
alleged attack of a 19-year old 
female Bradley student in Geisert 
Hall. 

A Police officer reportedly 
kicked open a fifth-floor shower 
stall in Geisert Hall, and found 
Clayton nude and choking a nude 
woman. 

Reports stated that the victim 
was lying on the shower floor and 
clayton was standing over her. 

A steam iron, which is alleged 
to be a weapon, was on the shower 
floor in the comer and a multi¬ 
colored woman’s swimsuit was 
lying at Clayton’s feet. 


The victim, a sophomore 
woman from Quad Cities, was 
treated at St. Francis Medical 
Center for bruises to her face, and 
cuts to both her face and should¬ 
ers. She has been attending classes 
since her release. 

Police reports said the woman 
told officers that Clayton tried to 
strangle her. She said that she was 
in the shower stall and remem¬ 
bered a blur coming at her. She 
stated she was struck on the head 
and fell to the shower floor stall. 

Police initially booked Clayton 
m charges of attempted sexual 
assault, aggravated battery, crimi¬ 
nal tresspassing, obstructing pol¬ 
ice, armed violence and attempted 
murder. 

The grand jury of 23 men and 
women rendered indictments on 
the charge of aggravated battery, 
in that Clayton committed the 
offence of battrery, without legal 
justification and by the use of a 
weapon, a iron, knowingly caused 
bodily harm to to the victim in that 
he struck her on the head. 

The grand jury also came back 
with an indictment of attempted 
first degree murder, in that Clay¬ 
ton, with the intent to commit the 
offense of murder took a substan-

They’re the ones with the 
ideas, and we’re the ones that can 
bring these ideas to life. We want 
more participation from the student 
body than has been seen in the 
past." 

The key concern of the ticket is 
to not lose affiliation with the stu¬ 
dents. The ticket has singled out 
several goals to emphasize because 
"we are students ourselves, we 
looked at and said, what do we see 
as something positive that we can 
give the University," said Kot¬ 
nour, presidential candidate. 


School spirit is an important 
issue to the ticket. "We don’t want 
to focus on the apathy, but rather 
on the spirit," Bradley said. 

An example Kotnour used was 
basketball. He said the problem 
was the lack of students at the 
games, and wants to figure out 
what is causing this problem and 
alleviate it. They feel that by 
building a tradition, the school will 
be set out from other universities. 
If some sort of program or promo¬ 
tion is implemented into the 
games, then people will have fun 
no matter how the team performs, 
said vice-presidential candidate, 
Stillman. 

"We all chose Bradley for one 
reason or another, but somehow 
we are here, and we ought to be 
proud of it, so let’s work on the 
pride we have in the University," 
said Kotnour. 

They said they hope to be able 
to promote school spirit through a 
program such as an all-school phi¬ 
lanthropy. They have no specific 


ideas yet, they feel they need input 
from the students. 

Working with all the organiza¬ 
tions on campus, at a more per¬ 
sonal level than ever before, is a 
goal of the ticket. 

Kotnour said, "We want to 
extend our hand a little more, go 
out individually and say ’What do 
you want from us; what do you 
need?’" He said he wants to meet 
with each organization on campus 
at least once or twice a month. He 
also said that he wants to be able 
to go to them and say This is 
what we want to accomplish, we 
need your help." 

Focusing on students as indivi¬ 
duals is a key concern as well. 
They want to organize a "town 
meeting, where anyone will be 
able to share their feelings and 
ideas. This will enable us to hear 
what students have to say, and 
know that we are sincere", said 
Kotnour. 

Stillman said, "We all have the

Morthole runs as lone independent

Tiffany Morthole announced 
last Friday she’s throwing her hat 
into the campaign ring by running 
for Student Senate secretary.

One issue of debate during the 
election has been controversy over 
Bradley’s admissions policy. 
Morthole feels the admissions stan¬ 
dards should be a little higher, but 
stressed the idea, "We shouldn’t 
just be looking for the smartest or 
the most involved students, we 
need a good balance." She also 
said Bradley should take the initia¬ 
tive in developing the talents of the 
students who are here. 

Althouhg she is a freshman, she 
beleives it gives her an advantage 
in seeing issues in an objective 
manner. 

"Being a freshman makes 


less biased to campus issues, 1 can 
be more open to different ideas," 
she said. 

Participating in Wednesday 
night’s all-candidate debate, she 
said it was important for all the 
people running to express their 
ideas. She also added she has a 
good chance of winning the elec¬ 
tion as an independent candidate. 

"I started my campaign late so 
I wasn’t able to get on a ticket, but 
now Tm glad.

Student apathy, security and 
admissions standards were issues 
addressed at Wednesday night’s 
All-School Officer Debate.

Mary Doden, vice president 
candidate on the same ticket, said 
they would like to do more with 
security and a student escort ser¬ 
vice. 

Ross Perrotte, said the basket¬ 
ball issue would also be addressed 
under this ticket’s administration. 
The secretary candidate said they 
would like to see lower ticket 
prices and more weekend games. 

Jim Trotter, a member of 
SABRC, is running for treasurer 
on this ticket. 

Present Student Senators Stacey 
Bums and Brian Scott are running 
on the same ticket. 

Bums, who is running for 
president, said "I have a firm 
grasp at being a follower, and I 
am now ready to lead." 


Her running mate Scott, said 
they would like to expand on this 
year’s senate programs. "We 
would like to work on the library, 
basketball, and escort system 
issues." 

A third ticket that spoke at the 
debate was presidential candidate 
Michael Frishman, vice presiden¬ 
tial candidate Elliott From, Pamela 
Halm for secretary, and Frank 
Cohen for treasurer. 

The ticket is running on a four 
point program. One is opening the 
minds the administration towards 
all Bradley students.

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Measles Update 


Students may be turning their 
heads or squinting their eyes, but 
they are finally coming in for mea¬ 
sles vaccinations. 

Ray Zarvell, executive director 
development, said 1,309 inocula¬ 
tions had been given as of 
Wednesday morning. The health 
center said about 450 of those stu¬ 
dents came in since last Thursday.

Despite a low voter turnout of 
11 on Bradley’s campus, incum¬ 
bent Mayor Jim Maloof was re¬ 
elected as he defeated Dorothy 
Sinclair in the Peoria general elec¬ 
tions Tuesday. 

Polling judge Marti Crankshaw 
said that low turnout is due to the 
fact that most students, though 
they are registered to vote in the 
city are not permanent residents 
and are not familiar with the races 
that are going on. 

Maloof garnered 15,813 votes 
to Sinclair’s 2,797, easily defeating 
his opponent by a 3-1 margin. 
Voter turnout for the city was at 
36 percent, which was higher than 
expected. 

Maloof, now re-elected to his 
second term as mayor, was chal¬ 
lenged by Sinclair, who is in her 
fourth term as city councilwoman 
at large. She had called for Maloof 
to disclose his tax records to the 
public, claiming that Maloof is 
hiding information from the city. 
She also said he had a vested 
interest in the Campustown pro¬ 
ject, in that he was stemming to 
make money while doing what’s 
best for the city. 

The mayor had said that he 
would release the tax information 
to the public if they had called for 
it instead of Sinclair. 

Maloofs margin of victory was 
76.7 percent to Sinclair’s 23.3. 


The percentage of victory was one 
of the largest since 1977, when 
Richard Carver won his second 
term over Kenneth Dahl strom, 
which was 73.4 percent. 

The mayor told supporters at a 
victory party at Jumer’s Castle 
Lodge that 'This one is for you 
the community, it is because of 
you, that together we have given 
each other the strength, the bal¬ 
ance, and the vision to form a new 
direction into the 90s." Maloofs 
campaign slogan "We’ve only Just 
Begun" hung at the back of the 
ballroom. 

With just 11 students voting out 
of a registered 317, Maloof nar¬ 
rowly won over his opponent by a 
6-5 vote on Bradley’s campus. 
Other races included the second 
district, Gary Sandberg and Don 
Markley, who tied with a 5-5 vote. 
Sandberg eventually went on to 
win his race, defeating Markley by 
a substantial margin, 2,364 to 818 
for Markley. Sandberg, the new 
2nd District Councilman, was a 
city employee for 10 years, and 
plans to open a private architec¬ 
tural firm. 

When asked why he chose to 
vote, sophomore history major 
Bob Weiss said that "It’s your 
civic duty. After all, this is home 
most of the time and you should be 
aware of what is going on in your 
city." 


Is pledging to be a thing of the past?

Fraternal organizations in the 
United States are in a great deal of 
danger. A motion has been made 
to the National Interfraternity 
Council by the Fraternity Execu¬ 
tives Association recommending 
the elimination of pledging 
throughout the fraternity system. 
Take a moment to think about that. 

A proposal has been made to 
eliminate pledging from the greek 
system entirely. A proposal that 
could very well turn fraternities 
into national "clubs." What is the 
rationale behind this thinking? 

According to a publication 
released by the Zeta Beta Tau 


(]ZBT) national fraternity, pledg¬ 
ing has to be abolished if we are 
ever to purge the greek system of 
hazing. While I agree that hazing 
is one of the major problems fac¬ 
ing the greek system, I do not see 
the banning of pledging being the 
least bit beneficial or necessary. I 
respect JZBT’s view that hazing 
needs to be eliminated, but are we 
to risk our future as fraternities 
because of the reckless activities 
performed in a minority of 
chapters? Pledges are the lifeline 
of fraternities. We can not allow 
fraternities to become oversized 
clubs. The proposal by the NEA is 
a step that threatens the greek 
system’s fundamental roots and 


existence. 

T.J. Schmitz, Executive Direc¬ 
tor of Tau Kappa Epsilon (TKE), 
said he believes the structure of 
the greek system is a central part 
of the hazing problem. The status 
of ’pledge’ or ’associate’ sets up a 
scenario in which new pledges are 
often subservient. New members 
are asked to perform all sorts of 
tasks not expected of full initiated 
members." Most of the tasks 
expected of pledges are beneficial 
and necessary. If pledging were 
eliminated, how would new 
members really learn the history 
and principles of the fraternity they 
pledged before they commit them¬ 
selves to lifelong membership?

The short "get to know you 
period" proposed under the ’new 
member’ plan would probably be 
between two weeks and one 
month. That isn’t even enough time 
to get to know the names of the 
members of the fraternity. How 
are we to expect a young man to 
make such a major commitment 
without a strong understanding of 
our fraternity principles? Without 
pledging, the education process 
would be difficult and pointless.

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Real experiences shape Brooks’ art Bradley

"I welcome you to a night of 
love, life, loss, laceration, and 
lunacy. * These words were spoken 
by Pulitzer Prize-winning poet 
Gwendolyn Brooks to the 150 peo¬ 
ple who attended her poetry read¬ 
ing on April 4th in the Student 
Center Auditorium. 

Gwendolyn Brooks, 71, was 
born in Topeka, Kan. and raised in 
Chicago. She was told by her 
mother that her interest in writing 
began at age 7. Through her 
adolescent years, she was 
impressed by the writings of her 
friends. At age 11, she sent sam¬ 
ples of her poetry to James Wel- 
den Johnson, who is known as the 
creator of the Negro National 
Anthem and the author of various 
poems. He wrote back to her, told 
her she had talent, and gave her 
advice on how to improve. Since 
then, Brooks has published 15 
books of poetfy and one novel. 

Brooks has received over 50 
honorary degrees for her works. In 
1949, she was the first black to 
win a Pulitzer Prize for her book, 
Annie Allen. She also has been 
Poet Laureate for the State of Illi¬ 
nois since 1969. She has two 
buildings in her namesake: The 
Gwendolyn Brooks Cultural Center 
at Western Illinois University and 
the upcoming Gwendolyn Brooks 
Center for African American 
Literature at Chicago State Univer¬ 
sity. 

Annie Allen , her second collec¬ 
tion of poetry, tells the story of 
heroine Annie from the time she 
was a child to the death of her 
husband. The book is a partially 
autobiographical collection that 
centers on a young woman facing 
the worries of the world. 

Brooks has a delightful sense of 
humor and a strong voice full of 
the emotion that is contained in her 
poetry. Her poetry expresses the 
reality of situations and emotions 
in life. Her personal credo in writ¬ 
ing poetry is simply, 'Tell the 
truth." ‘ 

Many of her poems describe 
actual events that have happened, 
such as the death of the abused 
child Elizabeth Steinberg. She also

former and comedian. 

Waller perfected the melodious 
complexity of jazz as well as the 


lished on the front page of the 
New York Times. Groups on both 
sides of the abortion issue have 
wanted to use the poem in support 
of their cause, but Brooks refused 
to let them use it.

Brooks writes her poetry for 
herself to express her own per¬ 


sonal feelings. She said poetry is a 
big part of her life and she is a big 
part of her poetry. 

She is never found without a 
pad of paper and a pen, and she 
loves talking to people wherever 
she goes. A lot of her poems were 

written on her travels to Africa, 
Europe and Mexico; she records 
what she observes among the peo¬ 
ple which may eventually become 
a poem. Brooks said, "My poetry 
writing and my traveling - I love 
both of those things." 

Brooks said she feels "highly 
honored’ to be studied and admired 
by students. She is very grateful 
for the awards she has received 
and she encourages others to strive 
to be the best that they can be.

As the old cliche goes, "You 
have to learn to walk before you 
can run." So goes the operation of 
the Student Center on campus. 

The $3 million renovation 
which began over a year ago is 
now complete, and the building 
can now stand on its own as 
receives favorable response from 
students. 

It is not, however, without 
flaws. Jack Kuntz, director of 
conference facilities and interim 
director of the Center, said this is 
a "shakedown process." "You live 
in the building and see what is 
wrong with it as the equipment and 
machinery start to work," Kuntz 
said. He cites such examples as, 
since the cafeteria has been in use, 
a leak was spotted above the bil¬ 
liards table in the game room, 
which resulted from a running 
dishwasher upstairs. 

"Those panels (above the bil¬ 
liards table) will now have to be 
replaced. And there are still some 


furniture that we need to add so 
that they all match in the confer¬ 
ence and meeting rooms. But some 
of the it is just not here yet." 
Kuntz also added however, that the 
atrium furniture had now arrived 
and has been set up for use. 

Students, however, do not seem 
to mind the inconveniences as 
Kuntz said he has received nothing 
but compliments. "Students have 
had nothing but praise for the 
facility," he said, with comments 
from "It looks great" to "Really 
neat." 

He said students have expressed 
concerns over the need for more 
study areas, longer hours for the 
games area, the bookstore annex, 
'The Fast Break." The structure of 
die cafeteria was another concern, 
in that it will only be used on cash 
basis. 

Kuntz also said there have been 
requests for the building to stay 
open 24 hours a day, but The 
facilities are not designed to be 


used 24 hours a day." He 
emphasized the need to conserve 
money, and said if he can teach his 
student supervisors to switch an 
electrical breaker at $3.60 an hour 
than he will do that rather than he 
will do that rather than have an 
electrician come over at $16-18 
per hour. But Kuntz said he will 
also teach his supervisors to realize 
when there is a problem they can 
fix and when to call the electrician. 

In conjunction with teaching his 
staff to fix problems on their own, 
Kuntz said the building itself is 
energy efficient in that if rooms are 
not currently in use for meetings 
throughout the day than they can 
be shut down and save the money 
in the cost of the air conditioning, 
and heating. 

Student reaction with the build¬ 
ing is favorable, as many students 
have only praise for the building. 
Michelle Debruyn, a sophomore 
International Studies major, said 
the building is "Kind of modem 
for the campus. It is a nice addi-

tion. Especially the spaces in the 
atrium to study. They might not 
have put enough in. " 

Other students had concerns 
with the size of the facilities on 
campus. Laurie Smith, a freshman 
Radio-TV major, said "I wish the 
movie theater could have been 
bigger, but I like the study areas." 

Melissa Chudnow, a freshman 
psychology major, adds that The 
campus needs it, it is a nice addi¬ 
tion. " 

Randy Moulton, a sophomore 
Mechanical Engineering major, has 
now made the center his favorite 
place to study. "I don’t go to the 
library anymore," Moulton said, 
"It’s too noisy. I also like the 
atmosphere." 

The public has also high praise 
for the center, including members 
of the faculty. Jerry Smith and his 
wife Jeannie and their four chil¬ 
dren were watching the big screen 
television. Both had lots of compli¬ 
ments for the building. 

Mrs. Smith had perhaps the 


highest praise for the building. 
She said "It reminds me of the 
Crystal Cathedral on the Hour of 
Power show on Sunday mornings. 
I keep waiting for Robert Schuller 
(the television evangelist-host) to 
come out and preach," referring to 
the atrium with its wide-open win¬ 
dows and sunlight streaming in. 

The Fast Break" has elicited 
favorable response to the building. 
Employee Nancy Owens said stu¬ 
dents have told her comments of 
Terrific," and "Gee, I feel like 
I’m at a real university now." Stu¬ 
dents also said they think the 
annex is fantastic, being open on 
the weekend, with the late hours 
and being able to cash checks. 
She said some students have 
requested that the annex be open 
past the 8 p.m. which is open 
now, but that it is just not feasible. 

"Maybe now that the snack 
shop is open, (to 10 every night) 
the business will be there.

Unity among the black stu¬ 
dents, the white students and stu¬ 
dents of other ethnic groups — 
this, according to Davina Cole¬ 
man, senior and president of the 
Black Students Alliance, is the 
main goal of the organization. 

"Another goal is to bring cul¬ 
tural awareness to the campus so 
we can inform and educate the 
blacks as well as other students.

As I walked into the print shop, 

I found Oscar Gillespie playing his 
guitar. I made a comment about 
his playing and he said he played 
in a band in high school.

Gillespie is now an assistant 
professor at Bradley. He teaches 
printmaking and drawing at Heuser 
Hall. 

Gillespie not only is a profes¬ 
sor, but also is the director of the 
Bradley National Print and Draw¬ 
ing Exhibition. The National Exhi¬ 
bition is a biannual spring event 
that takes a lot of preparation on 
Gillespie’s part. 

'It is a major national juried 
competition that a lot of people 
aren’t aware of," Gillespie said. It 
is the event he is most proud of. 
'It’s a large undertaking, I need to 
prepare for it in January the year 
before. It is a professional com¬ 
petition, and professors from all 
over the country come here to 
compete," Gillespie said. He also 
is the curator and conservator of 
the Bradley Print Collection. 

Gillespie began his career as an 
artist at a very young age. Ever 


since he can remember, that is 
what he has wanted to be. He’s 
always considered himself an artist 
but his father wanted him to 
become an engineer. He went to 
high school in Arizona where his 
activities included drama, wres¬ 
tling, and music. 

He attended Northern Arizona 
University and got his B.A. in 
printmaking. He then went to 
Miami University in Ohio, where 
he began working on his Master’s. 
Gillespie traveled up to Baniff, 
Alberta, where he attended the 
Baniff Centre for the Arts to study 
more printmaking and lithography. 

He received his Master of Fine 
Arts in printmaking at Arizona 
State University in Tempe, 
Arizona. He was a carpenter dur¬ 
ing the summer and breaks to help 
him get through school. "I built 
custom homes for 8 years during 
the summer and vacations." 

Before coming to Bradley, he 
was an instructor at Northern 
Arizona University in Flagstaff. 
When asked about his hobbies, 
Gillespie said, "An artist doesn’t 
have hobbies because he has not 
time." However he loves the out¬ 
doors and enjoys camping, hiking 
and fishing, especially in the 


Grand Canyon. 

Gillespie sets goals for himself 
everyday. "You want to see the 
growth from year to year." This is 
his third year at Bradley Univer¬

Domino’s takes a controversial stand

Feminists and pro-choice 
activists across the country are cal¬ 
ling for the boycott of Domino’s 
Pizza to retaliate for a $60,000 
donation given by Tom Monaghan, 
head of the Domino’s pizza chain, 
to a controversial anti-abortion 
group. 

The boycott is being led by the 
Washington, D.C.-based National 
Organization for Women (NOW). 
NOW’s retaliation efforts are 
aimed at Monaghan, who built 
Domino’s into a giant 500-store 
franchise. Monaghan also has used 
his money to buy the Detroit 
Tigers and more recently to help 
fund the Right-to-Life cause. 

Monaghan’s latest donation was 
to the anti-abortion group. Opera¬ 
tion Rescue, in the sum of 
$50,000. An additional $10,000 
was donated through Domino’s 
Farms, the pizza chain’s parent 
company. 

Connecticut College senior 
Stephanie Muller, of the group 
People Organized for Women’s 
Rights (POWER), said, "We’re 
protesting the gift to this specific 
group. Their tactics are particu¬ 
larly radical and obstructive to 
women’s groups." 

Operation Rescue, founded by 
fundamentalist Randall Terry, has 
gained notoriety for its blockades 
of abortion clinics in attempt to 
prevent what they believe is "the 
premeditated murder of preborn 
children and the exploitation of 
American women." 

Barb Magarra, a spokesperson 
for Operation Rescue, said she 
agreed some college students might

be disturbed by the group’s tactics, 
however, she said others are tak¬ 
ing semesters off to dedicate their 
time to rescuing. All college stu¬ 
dents in America are not left 
liberal feminist socialists. The 
pro-death people are in a rage 
because our tactics are effective." 

NOW Vice-President Pat Ire¬ 
land said the group not only physi¬ 
cally blocks the clinic’s entries, but 
they also have "called every five 
minutes to tie up phone lines and 
made false appointments, giving 
them access to waiting rooms and 
keeping legitimate clients out. 
They harangue patients and staff, 
shout things like ’baby killer,’ and 
are generally threatening." 

The boycott itself has* started 
slowly since NOW proposed it in 
early March. Many NOW organiz¬ 
ers attribute that to the time being 
spent organizing a pro-choice 
march on Washington, D.C. in 
early April. Despite the slow start, 
the boycott is taking some effect at 
the universities of Texas-Austin, 
Illinois and Towson State. 

At Connecticut College, one of 
the first colleges to be involved, 
feminists groups are giving out the 
phone numbers of other local pizza 
makers. Stephanie Muller main¬ 
tains, "We don’t want to hurt the 
individual franchises. We want to 
pressure the parent company." 

Domino’s Farms spokesperson 
Ron Hingst said feminists groups 
are hurting the wrong people. 
"(The boycotters) don’t understand 
the franchise business. The fran¬ 
chises are individual business¬ 
men." Hingst estimated that two- 
thirds of the nation’s Domino’s 

parents). "We’re hoping for a 
good attendance, not only from the 
black students, but from the whites 
as well," Coleman said. 

This Saturday, they are having 
a "pre-Garrett Week" evenf, which 
is the play "Sugar Mouth Sam 
Don’t Dance No More," which 
will be in the Hartmann Center lab 
theater at 3 p.m..

parent firm. 

Bryan Cole, manager of a New 
London, Conn. Domino’s near the 
Connecticut College campus said it 
was too early to gauge the effect of 
the boycott. "All Domino’s stores 
are not necessarily in agreement 
with Monaghan’s feelings." 

Shane Haller, manager of the 
local Peoria Domino’s that serves 
Bradley’s campus, feels it isn’t 
really fair for NOW to boycott 
local stores who were not involved 
in the decision to donate to Opera¬ 
tion Rescue. 'It’s one man’s opin¬ 
ion ... not the opinion of all people 
involved with Domino’s. Person¬ 
ally, I wouldn’t donate to either 
side." 

Haller said the pizza business is 
sporadic enough to start with and 
"one single thing won’t change it 
dramatically." 

Student reaction at Bradley, so 
far, has been minimal. Most stu¬ 
dents aren’t aware of the situation 
and the few who are don’t feel 
strongly either way. Junior politi¬ 
cal science major Matt Leon said, 
"I don’t agree with Monaghan’s 
choice of groups, but it’s his 
money and he can do what he 
wants. I wouldn’t say it was neces¬ 
sarily the smartest business move." 

Sophomore psychology major 
Michelle Fine said, "Legally, it’s 
Monaghan’s right to do what he 
did and you can’t take that away. 
If the boycotters’ believe strongly 
enough and feel they can make a 
difference, that’s within their 
rights, too. I don’t think it’ll make 
that much difference, though."

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Woman in jeopardy as HMO plays God

Imagine a normal day’s activities, 
like taking out the garbage or 
walking up stairs, suddenly turn 
into something that brings on chest 
pains, shortness of breath and 
fainting spells. This change 
occurred to Lu Anne Washburn 
about a year ago. 

After numerous testing to find 
out what was wrong, irreversible 
heart damage was discovered. This 
26-year-old woman from 
Milwaukee suffers from Primary 
Pulmonary Hypertension (PPH) - 
a rare disease that destroys the 
heart and lungs. 

This condition affects women 
from the age of 18 to 30. Its cause 
unknown, it narrows and hardens 
the lung’s blood vessels which puts 
a strain on the heart. No cure has 
been discovered. 


Washburn’s brother, Chris, a 
Bradley English major, said his 
sister went to the University of 
Maryland, where cardiac experts 
searched for the best method of 
treatment. 'They told her that she 
would need to take drugs that 
would expand her blood vessels. " 

Nevertheless, the drugs aren’t 
enough and a heart-lung transplant 
will be needed. "Without any kind 
of treatment, she will die within a 
year or two," Chris said. 

The drug is called prostacyclin, 
which enlarges the affected 
vessels. At this moment, it may be 
the only hope for an expanded life 
expectancy. Chris said he guesses 
this drug may postpone her sur¬ 
gery for about 10 years, "if she is 
lucky." 

Washburn’s health insurance 
company, Health Maintenance 


Organization (HMO), refuses to 
pay for her drug therapy and the 
$90,000 heart-lung transplant she 
needs. She is trying to reach a set¬ 
tlement out of court. 

Chris said, "It’s tragic that she 
finds out that she is dying of a rare 
disease and a few days later, she 
finds out an organization she needs 
for support refuses to help her." 

This issue has received national 
attention from Newsweek and the 
Chicago Tribune because of the 
ethics involved. 

Washburn works with children 
and Chris said she would come 
home last summer physically and 
mentally exhausted. "Her social 
life was dying slowly, just like she 
was," Chris said. Most of her free 
time was spent in relaxation. 

A small tube goes into 
Washburn’s chest which is con¬ 


nected to a syringe pump that sup¬ 
plies the prostacyclin. Chris said. 
Taking care of her symptoms is a 
24-hour-a-day thing." 

Washburn only works twice a 
week now, occasionally going out 
with friends and family. Chris 
said, Throughout her struggle for 
life, Lu Anne has remained in 
suprisingly good spirits." 

Chris said this disease is a 
tough thing to relate to because 
young people are able to partici¬ 
pate in activities like sports, some¬ 
thing that Lu Anne was once 
involved in. "Now, she can’t even 
do a sit-up." 

Chris said it’s important for stu¬ 
dents to realize that insurance poli¬ 
cies involve serious decisions. 
"With companies cutting costs, 
clients suffer. It looks like we’re 
learning the hard way.' 


Bradley’s Alpha Phi Omega is 
sponsoring a fund raiser for 
Washburn’s medical costs. Collec¬ 
tion boxes will be set up 
throughout Peoria stores. On April 
15 and 16, volunteers will be ask¬ 
ing for donations. Chris said, "I 
hope to create an awareness of this 
type of problem in the health care 
world and to help raise money for 
her hospitalization costs." From 8 
to 4 today, Chris is holding a sym¬ 
pathy card signing for Lu Anne ir 
front of Bradley Hall. 


Cheerleaders need to boost numbers, dispell fears

Cheerleading Coach Greg Neal 
seems to be concerned with the 
lack of participation in past cheer¬ 
leading tryouts. He accredits the 
low turnout to several various fac¬ 
tors. 

Neal said he believes this prob¬ 
lem is not due to a lack of publi¬ 
city. Many people are afraid. "I 
want to dispel any and all of the 
students fears," Neal said. 

Many incoming freshman are 
worried about working with a 
partner. It is not a difficult thing to 
do, Neal said. It just takes time for 
the partners to get adjusted to each 
other. Cheerleading is like any 
other sport. There are certain 
requirements one must have, but, 
other than that, anyone is able to 
tryout. 


For females, there is a weight 
limit of 118 pounds or less. Cer¬ 
tain exceptions can be made if the 
female is tall. The limit is set to 
ease the strain on the male during 
partner stunts. A background in 
any sport that emphasizes coordi¬ 
nation is beneficial during tryouts. 
They are looking for tumblers, 
though it is not absolutely neces¬ 
sary. Good jumping ability is also 
a good thing for a female to have. 

For males, it is very beneficial 
for them to be involved in sports. 
Many males on the team said they 
feel their body is in better shape 
than ever before. Cheerleading is 
one of the best ways to keep in 
shape. They are responsible for 
lifting females, which is an excel¬ 
lent form of free weights, Neal 
said. They like to teach males as 


much tumbling as possible. 

Jealousy plays a key role in 
many people not going out for the 
squad. Women don’t like their boy¬ 
friends cheering with other 
women. Neal said their concentra¬ 
tion is so intense that they do not 
have time to think about anything 
else. People on the squad care and 
respect each other like brothers 
and sisters would. Men feel 
equally as jealous about their 
girlfriends. 

Bradley has one of the best 
squads in the Midwest. They have 
a very good image and are widely 
respected. Neal said he attributes 
the team’s success to the teaching 
techniques they use when training. 
Neal, who has been a cheerleading 
coach for 17 years, was once a 
Bradley Cheerleader himself. 


The squad has tryouts once a 
year. In the past, Neal has had to 
add people in the middle of the 
year due to low numbers during 
tryouts. He does not want to con¬ 
tinue this practice because he feels 
that it is very disruptive to the 
team. 

Many people are also con¬ 
cerned with the time commitment a 
cheerleader has to make. During 
the first semester, they practice 
three days a week for two or three 
hours a day. Second semester they 
only practice two days a week. 
The squad cheers at all of the 
home games, as well as they away 
games that are close to Bradley 
and occur on weekends. 

Besides cheering at games, the 
squad is also involved in several 
different projects. They attend 


cheerleading camp each summer, 
as well as doing a commercial for 
a local car dealer. Six female 
members of the squad have 
recently traveled to Japan to com¬ 
pete in a competition. 

Angie Nelson, a two-year 
cheerleader for Bradley, has 
benefited form cheerleading in 
more was than one. She said she 
believes that it has made her more 
outgoing, and more eager to 
become involved in campus activi¬ 
ties. She has met many people as 
well. Though being on the squad 
is very time demanding, she said 
being busy helps her to accomplish 
more. She encourages anyone 
interested to tryout for the team.

the rise." He said the students are 
willing to get involved. He said, 
"Academic probation is something 
that you can’t really assess." 

Trotter said he felt the oppo¬ 
site. He said, "One of our biggest» 
problems is people just going here. 
We all complain about apathy." 
Filling out an essay shows them 
(the applicant) that they have to do 
something." 

Stillman, speaking for his 
ticket, said the quality of students 
is adequate. He disagreed with the 
Fader ticket’s proposal of adding 
an essay to the application.

when a fire alarm does go off, 
many students do not evacuate the 
building either because they think 
it is a false alarm or they are too 
angry that there have been so 
many fire drills. Murphy said a 
residence hall may experience 
many drills a year and most of 
them are from a student pulling the 
pull station. Murphy also said the 
residence hall’s main fire alarms 
will not call the Peoria Fire 
Department because so many false 
alarms occur during the year. 

"We’ve had some trouble with 
getting people out in the past. 
When people keep having fire 
drills they get angry and they don’t 
go out. People don’t understand 
that when a fire alarm goes off, it 
means to go out," Murphy said. 

Murphy said if a person is 
caught tampering with or pulling 
alarms, the person will face disci¬ 
plinary probation or will be 
expelled from school. He also said 
many time students are intoxicated 
and will pull the alarms for a joke. 
'If you’re sober and you’re caught, 
you don’t belong at Bradley - 
you’re just too dumb. " 

Anthes said that, during an 
alarm, he starts on the sixth floor 
of SAC and works his way down, 
knocking on people’s doors for 
them to leave, but many students 


do not. "If a fire alarm goes off, 
there’s a good reason for it. I can’t 
make people leave, I can knock on 
doors, but sometimes I can’t get to 
all of them. Once everyone is out, 
then we determine if there’s a fire. 
Our first priority is to get people 
out." 

During Saturday’s fire in SAC, 
many students stayed in their 
apartments, Anthes said, even 
though the main system’s alarm did 
sound. A SAC resident, who 
wished to remain unidentified, said 
there are alarms going off all the 
time on the weekends and she 
never knows when to take them 
seriously. A Williams Hall 
resident, who also wished to 
remain unidentified, said he gets 
tired of drill after drill and usually 
ignores them. "When our resident 
advisor will knock on our door, 
we pretend we’re not there. I know 
it’s a dangerous game to play but 
there are so many drills that are 
false." 

Murphy said the pull stations 
are tested every month in each 
residence hall and the battery- 
operated detectors in WES hall¬ 
ways are also checked each month. 
"Machinery being machinery, how 
do we know if a pull station is 
going to work? That’s why we do 
monthly tests," Murphy said.

lutely sure will make good ini¬ 
tiates? The pledge period is neces¬ 
sary so both the pledges and 
actives can be sure they made the 
right choices. It is unfair for both 
parties to allow a "new member" 
to become initiated if either one is 
unsure of their decision. Rush 
would basically turn into somewhat 
of a pledge program itself if pledg¬ 
ing were abolished. 

And what about those men who 
do not meet our academic require¬ 
ments? Are they to be fully ini¬ 
tiated when we are unsure if they 
will ever make grades? Will they 
have the commitment and integrity 
to keep secret all that was taught 
them when they were initiated if 
they do not make grades? Frater¬ 
nities would be lowering their 
standards if pledging were to be 
eliminated. 

Schmitz said they will accept 
only quality men during rush if 
pledging is eliminated. I think we 
nil strive to do that now. We need 


the eight or 10 or 15 weeks to be 
sure those quality men meet our 
fraternity standards so that they 
may be trusted with our rituals and 
secret principals. 

Even under the "associate" or 
"new member" plan, won’t hazing 
continue anyway? The FEA says 
that associate members, aware of 
their rights, won’t be as likely to 
give in under pressure since they 
know the threat to remove them is 
a hollow one. That seems pretty 
idealistic. 

Chapters that haze will continue 
to haze under the "no pledge" pro¬ 
gram. They will simply find 
another way to haze new members 
rather than their pledges. Hazing 
may make things so bad for the 
new members they don’t like that 
the new members will quit any¬ 
way. The men who leave under 
bad circumstances will know the 
fraternity ritual since they were 
fully initiated. Secrets won’t be 


secrets anymore. Fraternities will 
be forced to conduct less private 
initiation ceremonies to protect 
their rituals. Thus, the fraternity 
will begin to move toward the 
status of a club. 

Proponents of the FEA propo¬ 
sal will argue that the reason peo¬ 
ple are rejecting their concept is 
merely because no one likes 
change. I don’t feel that is the cast 
in this situation. I commend the 
FEA for making an effort that they 
feel is necessary, but this proposal 
will not eliminate hazing from the 
greek system. It will merely fora 
chapters that haze to become moit 
creative in the ways that they go 
about it. We can not surrender to 
the forces that are trying to dis 
mantle the greek system as wi 
know it. The FEA proposals meaD 
to combat such "greek bashers 
but it actually threatens ou 
existence. Pledges are the lifelini 
of our system -- don’t allow any 
one to sever that line.

with the San Antonio Spurs. Three 
consecutive Midwest titles and 
pushing the Lakers to six games in 
the 1984 Conference Finals was 
proof of the duo’s capabilities. 

But, winning was nothing new 
to Coach Mo. In 1972, while an 
assistant at Florida State Univer¬ 
sity, Coach Mo saw his way into 
the NCAA championship game. 
The Seminoles lost to UCLA, but 
for Coach Mo, it was an accom¬ 
plishment he’d never forget. 

Citing his biggest accomplish¬ 
ment, Coach Mo knits his brow 
and looks at the momentos on his 
wall. "I recruited Darryl Dawkins 
for two years solid, saw every 
game he played his junior and 
senior years. I feel, to this day, if 
he had gone to college, he would 
have gone to Florida State. * 

"When I realized that he would 
go straight to Philadelphia (76ers) 
because of all that money, I real¬ 
ized it was all down the drain. 
That was hard to swallow." 

Hard to swallow also, was this 
year’s season at Bradley. A topsy¬ 
turvy year, at best, has got Coach 
Mo missing the stability and 
respect found in the NBA. 

The problem facing Coach Mo 
is the time element. Not wanting 
to take a college job before all his 
NBA avenues are investigated, Mo 
runs the risk of missing out in case 
no NBA job is offered. 


"I’ve talked to some (NBA 
teams), but it’s too early. There’s 
going to be movement in the NBA, 
but it always happens too late, and 
by that time all the college jobs are 
taken. 

"Coaches get hot, and then 
everybody wants to hire them. I’m 
from the South (Marion, North 
Carolina) and I have basically only 
coached in the South. I don’t have 
a big name in this part of the 
country, I am not a commodity, 
not a hot item," said a flu-ridden 
and somewhat discouraged 
McHone. 

If that be the case, then 
McHone may be the best kept 
secret in Peoria. Some feel that 
Coach Mo is the true backbone of 
the Bradley Braves, running most 
of the practices and earning a great 
deal of respect from the players 
while Stan Albeck is sometimes 
referred to as a figurehead. But, 
Coach Mo appreciates the time he 
has spent under Albeck. 
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"I have a hard time thinking 
about leaving Stan. With him on 
the bench, I know I’m going to get 
a chance to coach. I’ll have input. 
I like working at Bradley, it’s a 
unique experience. Basketball is so 
important to the University and the 
city. It makes it tougher to pick up 
and leave." 

Tough, yes; impossible, no ... 
if he were to be offered a good 
NCAA head coaching job or an 
assistant’s position in the pros, 
McHone could find it in himself to 
bring his commitment elsewhere. 

"The ultimate place Td like to 
be is coaching with a solid con¬ 
tender in the NBA. The worst 
place I could be is coaching at a 
school that doesn’t care about 
basketball. 

"I don’t want to be a head 
coach for the name, Tm passed 
that. I’d rather assist at Bradley, 
flien head coach most of the teams 
in the NCAA," said Mo McHone, 
the man of commitment.

runs to score on passed balls. The 
Braves scored all of their runs 
without the benefit of a hit as t hey 
put the game out of reach, 10-5.

'The kind of people that are 
involved, the athletic director and 
the president, are the kind of peo¬ 
ple who have no business being 
around athletics/ continued the 
j ever-outspoken Hoosier. 

Donewald had received a letter 
of commitment through 1991 from 
ISU’s former president Lloyd Wat¬ 
kins which they were going to use 
in court, but ISU lawyer Joe 
Galeash said that it was not a 
legally bound contract. 

Nine days after he was fired, 
Donewald spoke publicly for the 
i first time, or at least he tried. 

I Donewald had to continually fight 
back tears during the press 
conference and his words became 
slower with each sentence. 

'When I was told by athletic 
director Ron Wellman that I had to 
resign or be fired, I was in total 
shock/ said Donewald. "1 had 
never been told in writing or ver¬ 
bally that my work was not up to 
expectations. * 

Besides his six post-season 
appearances, Donewald had a 
208-121 record in his 11 seasons 
and only one losing season (last 
year’s 13-17 mark). 

Wellman obviously doesn’t 
know what he is doing and you 
have to wonder about his commit¬ 
ment to the ISU program. ISU will 
lose no one to graduation this year 
and it will be interesting to watch 
the Redbirds struggle under a new 
head coach. 

Another surprise announcement 
occurred just nine days ago, when 
Wichita State coach Eddie Fogler 
resigned to go to Vanderbilt. 

Fogler said he had been 
approached by about 15 positions 
J in the past three years and didn’t 
, consider any of the positions 
except Vanderbilt, where he feels 
he will fit in very well. 

In his three seasons at Wichita 
i State, Fogler was 61-32 with two 
NCAA appearances and one NIT 
berth. 


Just two days ago, the Shockers 
announced their new head coach 
would be assistant 'coach Mike 
Cohen. Cohen has been with the 
Shockers in the three Fogler years 
at Wichita State. 

The decision of Ron Greene 
was one that was definitely 

expected. In four years with the 
Sycamores, Greene’s teams were 
only 31-82 and were winless in 29 
road games. He will be replaced 
by Tates Locke. 

Gone are the Larry Bird years 
and since then, the Sycamores 

haven’t found the right coach to 
lead them and Locke probably 

won’t help much. 

Indiana State is in the right 

state for basketball tradition, but 
the wrong state for recruiting, in a 
manner of speaking. 

The talent is there, but the 
Sycamores have to compete with 
Indiana, Notre Dame, Purdue and 
now Ball State. 

The final coach to possibly 
depart is former Bradley assistant 
and Creighton head coach Tony 
Barone. Barone has been 
approached by Marquette Univer¬ 
sity about the head coaching job. 

*I don’t want to make any com¬ 
mitment, * said Barone about being 
contacted. Marquette needs some¬ 
one to replace Bob Dukiet who 
was fired after the Warriors 
finished 13-15 this year. 

If Barone leaves, the Valley 
will have four of eight teams 
represented with new coaches and 
gone will be 18 combined years of 
Valley coaching experience. As of 
now, Barone, Tulsa coach J.D. 
Barnett, and Southern Illinois Rich 
Herrin will be the tri-deans of the 
MVC coaching staff, each with 
four years experience. 

Ironically enough, the front of 
the 1988-89 MVC yearbook has a 
picture of the Valley coaches and 
is titled "A Tradition of Great 
Coaches. * If things progress at the 
current rate, you can x-out four of 
the men and with all the current 
coaching rumors, who knows how 
many more.

The Bradley Track team competed in their first 
outdoor invitational meet last Saturday, at Western 
Illinois University in Macomb. Coach Craig Dahlquist 
said the relays were just a "warm up to prepare the 
team for their upcoming events." 

However, the men’s highlight of the afternoon 
was provided by Eric Suender who finished third in 
the 5,000 meters with a time of 15.328. A boost for 
the women’s team was the sprint medley team of 
Eilett Forrest, Kim Cross, Melodi Turner and Lynn 
Mueller which finished fourth overall. 

During spring break, half of the track team jour¬ 
neyed to the Florida State Relays in Tallahassee. 
Forrest was the athlete of the day, capturing a career 


high 3,770 total points in the heptathalon to finish 
ninth overall. Although it was her best, Dahlquist 
said, "She’ll perform even better, because she didn’t 
perform some events well." 

Also, the women’s 4 by 100 relay team featuring 
Karen Huhn, Forrest, Meuller and Turner captured 
second place. The spirit medley team of Lara Wagy, 
Forrest, Mueller and Turner ran to a fourth place 
finish. 

Dahlquist said the measles epidemic has sidelined 
three athletes and a few others are questionable.

83. 

Bradley also fielded a "B" 
team, which finished sixth and was 
led by Brent Hill’s 82. 

"I was happy with the win, but 
I know we can play better," Ryan 


said. "The teams in this field were 
not that strong." 

It won’t take long for BU to see 
quality teams as they travel to 
Nashville, Tenn. this weekend to 
compete in the Music City Invita¬ 
tional. Among the schools entered 
are national powers Stanford and 
Alabama. Ryan said the tourna¬ 
ment favorite is Memphis State. 

"This is Bradley’s toughest 
tournament in years," said Ryan.

Coaches dropping like flies in the MVC

These headlines have shocked 
the Valley world in the past month 
and when the 1989-90 season 
begins, half the schools in 
the MVC could have new coaches 
at the helm. 

Non^^er^nor^hockm^ther^ 


"the March 13 decision of Illinois 
State athletic director Ron Well¬ 
man to dismiss the dean of the 
Missouri Valley Conference, Bob 
Donewald. 

The announcement came just 
eight days after the Redbirds lost 
in the semifinals of the MVC tour¬ 
nament to Southern Illinois, but 
nine days after the Redbirds had 
shocked the Shockers of Wichita 
State in the opening round. 

"If you look at the record of 


percent (actually .632)/ Wellman 
told the Peoria Journal Star. '"But 
we really haven’t done what we are 
capable of doing. We want to con¬ 
tend for the conference champion¬ 
ship annually. ” 

Wellman obviously doesn’t real¬ 
ize that in no way does Illinois 
State receive the athletes necces- 
sary to contend annually. 
Donewald led mediocre Illinois 
State teams to six NCAA and NIT 
tournament appearances in 11 sea¬ 
sons and last season was his only 


sub .500 season. 

How does Wellman think his 
school defeated Bradley once each 
of the last two years? Donewald 
was the reason that the Redbirds 
won at Carver Arena two years 
ago, not because of the talent of 
his team, BECAUSE HE IS A 
GREAT COACH. 

"Our inability to improve our 
finishes in the MVC during the 
past years, coupled with Bob’s 
reluctance to support departmental 
activitiesandjooste^^inctior^ 


contributed to this decision," said 
Wellman. 

Dr. Thomas Wallace, who 
became president of ISU at the 
beginning of September, issued a 
statement that said he supported 
Wellman’s decision. 

"If you can fire Bob Donewald 
then I might as well be fired or 
Dean Smith or anybody else. 
Nobody in the last 10 years has 
done a better job with the 
resources," said Indiana Coach

A 19-year-old Bradley student 
was pronounced dead at 6:51 a.m. 
Thursday in the emergency room 
of St. Francis Medical Center, 
Herb Buzbee, Peoria County 
coroner said. 

James P. Andrew, of 1515 
Fredonia, Alpha Kappa Psi frater¬ 
nity, died of undetermined causes, 
Buzbee said. 

"We’re going to be performing 
toxicology tests," Buzbee said. 
"There was swelling in the brain 
tissue, but we should know some¬ 
thing more in a few days." 

Andrew, a communications 
major, had been up late studying 
for exams with his roommate 
Brian K. Sanders, police said. 
Sanders said Andrew went to bed 
at 5:10 a.m., and said he wanted 


to sleep for a half hour. 

Sanders went to wake Andrew 
in his third-floor bedroom at 5:40 
a.m. and found him on the bed 
vomiting and breathing with 
extreme difficulty. He then called 
an ambulance. 

Peoria police officers arrived 
before the paramedics and found 
Andrew face-up on the floor next 
to his bed. Police said he was 
unconscious and unresponsive with 
no sign of a pulse. Officers 
attempted to clear his air passage 
and administer cardiopulmonary 
resuscitation until paramedics 
arrived.

Andrew had a past history of 
epileptic seizures. 

Sanders said Andrew had sur¬ 
gery a few years ago and did have 
seizures after the surgery, but had 
not had any while living with him 
for the past two years. 

The only medication Andrew 
was taking, according to police 
reports, was Dilantin, an anti¬ 
convulsant used to prevent 
seizures, which had been 
prescribed bv a doctor in his 


hometown of St. Ann, Mo. 

Andrew, according to police 
reports, was believed lo 'suffer 
from "AVM," a brain disorder 
that he may have been born with, 
resulting in the later brain surgery. 

Jan Jacob, a pediatric 
neurologist’s physician assistant 
said "AVM" stands for Atrio of 
Ventricular Malfamation, which 
means the blood vessels didn’t line 
up as they should, resulting in a 
possible brain disorder.

Election returns in, run-off set

After all the speeches and the 
posters were made and the cam¬ 
paigning done, 768 Bradley stu¬ 
dents voted for their favorite Sen- 
3te candidates in Monday and 
Tuesday s Student Senate elections. 


The election produced a run-off 
for the president and vice president 
positions, while students elected 
Jim Trotter as treasurer, with 309 
votes, and Ross Parrotte for secre¬ 
tary, with 213 votes.

Stacey Burns, with 278 votes and 
Eric Fader, with 207 votes. In the 
run-off for vice president are Brian 
Scott, with 230 votes and Mary 
Doden, with 219 votes. 

The positions of president and 
vice president are won by a simple 
majority of the votes cast, or one 
vote over 50 percent. If no candi¬ 
date wins by majority, as in this 
yer’s elections, a run-off election is 
to be held. For a candidate to have 
won they would have needed 385 
votes out of 768 cast. On Monday 
there were 372 ballots cast and on 
Tuesday there were 396. 

'It’s going to be a very close 
election, especially in the presiden¬ 
tial race. Both of the candidates 
are really qualified," Kara Kizior, 
election subcommittee chairman, 
said. "In the race for vice 
president, I think it’s a toss up; 
there are also different factors 
involved for the position of vice 
president." 

Other election returns showed 
presidential candidates Mike Frish¬ 
man with 125 votes and Tim Kot- 
nor with 118 votes. There were 13 
write-in votes for president. Vice 
presidential candidates were Mike 
Stillman with 144 votes and Elliott 
From with 138 votes. There were 
six write-in votes for vice 
president. 

For the position of Student Sen¬ 
ate secretary, Pam Halm received 
196 votes, Derrick Wilson 
received 170 votes and Tiffany 
Morthole received- 140 votes. 
There were 19 write-in votes. For 
the position of treasurer, Frank 
Cohen received 199 votes and 
Melissa Bradley received 196. 
There were 18 write-in votes cast. 
For the positions and treasurer the 
candidate must win by a simple 
plurality, or one vote more than 
each candidate’s opponent.

Two weeks after a fire devas¬ 
tated her room and $5,000 in per¬ 
sonal losses, senior Stephanie 
Huchel, tenant of room 413 in the 
Student Apartment Complex, has 
started from scratch with the help 
of a few friends and family. 

"I don’t know what I would 
have done without them," Huchel 
said. 

After the April 1 fire, Huchel 
went home with her parents with 
what little clothing she had left and 
I contacted an insurance company 
, (Country Companies) to get an 
estimate on her losses. 

She returned April 4 to a 
sixth-floor room in SAC to find 
that the valuables that were salvag- 
able had been cleaned and placed 
in the new room. 

'They washed all of my china, 
crystal and kitchen stuff," and 
restored a wooden bed frame, 
among other valuables, she said. 
They went through about a box of 
SOS pads and put everything 
where they thought I would want 
it. 

"It took about 30 hours to clean 
and move everything up. Two or 


three people out of the six put in 
about five or six hours apiece." 

Nearly $90 was collected 
among Bradley students and soror¬ 
ity sisters Jean and Grace Lee and 
apartment manager Dave Anthes. 

"People that I didn’t even know 
were willing to help me out. It 
just made me feel really good 
inside. I didn’t ask for it, but they 
did it for me." 

While at home, Huchel said she 
took many of her clothes to a 
cleaning service for an estimate of 
about $600. Their advice was if 
they could clean it they would - if 
not, they’d pitch it. " 

Huchel said, The insurance 
company is not being very 
cooperative," but she expects to 
receive money from it to replace 
her TV and IBM computer. 

Huchel said she will remain in 
the new room for the remainder of 
the semester and over the summer. 
Wednesday, Anthes said all of the 
soot had been removed. The 
electrical wiring still needs to be 
redone and painted and carpeted 
this week.

Dick Gregory, civil rights 
activist spoke about today’s society 
as a part of Garrett Week activi¬ 
ties. 

He said people can make a 
difference in overcoming racism, 
sexism, drugs, crime and disease. 

He said he emphasizes the need 
for Americans to realize the 
"games" that are being played in 
the nation today. He said people 
have to stop have to stop being 
scared of what they will find out, 
and become aware of the prob¬ 
lems. 

To overcome these "games" he 
offered many solutions. He said 
people should drink eight-eight 
ounce glasses of clean, non-tap 


water everyday. He said he sug¬ 
gests eating healthy food and cut¬ 
ting out hormones people are being 
fed in red meat. He said the 
importance of physical fitness, 
which did not mean that you have 
to be an athlete. 

"Don’t you know that you can 
make a difference?" Gregory said. 
The games won’t stop unless you 
make them stop. They have to stop 
controlling your life." 

Gregory ran for mayor of Chi¬ 
cago and President of the United 
States in the late 60s. He fasted to 
protest the Vietnam War and over 
100 other times to draw attention 
to important human rights issues. 
One of his fasts lasted up to 167 
days. 


He later became an advocate 
for meatless eating and better 
health. Once a heavy consumer of 
alcohol, meats and cigarettes, he 
has now come out publically 
against all of these "poisons." He 
wants children to know that these 
kill, but does not solely blame 
them. He believes many bad habits 
are learned in the home and more 
are learned through subliminal 
messages given off by commer¬ 
cials. 

He performed in night clubs in 
the 1960s. He dropped out of show 
business in 1973. Even though he 
no longer is in show business, he 
uses humor to get across his ideas 
to the audience.

Sassorossi said she also was 

impressed by the candidates’ 
enthusiasm and the questions asked 
by students of the candidates.

Dr. Kevin Stein, professor of 
English, was awarded the Mortar 
Board’s Outstanding Faculty 
Member of the Year Award for his 
strong ambition in teaching. Not 
only has he attained high achieve¬ 
ment in teaching, but he is also a 
published author and has received 
many awards for his work. 

Stein was born and grew up in 
central Indiana. He graduated from 
Ball State University with a 
Master’s degree in Creative Writ¬ 
ing and earned his doctorate at 
Indiana University. He originally 
intended to study law, but at the 
onset of the Watergate scandal, 
Stein said he found that the 
lawyers were all cheaters and liars, 
which were characteristics that he. 


didn’t want to be associated with. 

Teaching had always been 
appealing to Stein. He was a gra¬ 
duate assistant in teaching at Ball 
State before he came to Bradley in 
1984. He enjoys teaching at Brad¬ 
ley because the school emphasizes 
academics while encouraging 
creativity. He currently teaches 
Creative Writing, American 
Literature and Business Communi¬ 
cation. 

Stein enjoys both teaching stu¬ 
dents how to write and teaching 
about other writers. In his creative 
writing class, he tries to help the 
students discover themselves 
through their writing. He says that, 
he values "the charge and excite-. 
ment you get from seeing the stu¬ 
dents’ work improve." 

In his literature class, he helps 
the students discover their feelings 


and thoughts through interpreting 
other authors’ works. He admires 
the work of poet James Wright and 
has written 'The Poetry of A 
Grown Man," which is a study of 
the author’s work. 

Stein began writing seriously 
during his undergraduate years in 
college. He was encouraged to 
write by his parents, who enjoyed 
reading and telling stories. He is 
greatly influenced by* other 
authors. He said anything people 
read influences them consciously 
or unconciously. As a writer, he 
either "mimicks or rebels against a 
writer’s ideas." 

His work has been printed in 
publications from literary maga¬ 
zines in college to Poetry maga¬ 
zine. Stein said he sees the publi¬ 
cation of his works as a great 
achievement. He said, "I can place 


myself among the whole history of 
writers." 

Stein has won several awards 
for his poetry. His poem "Birds in 

a Circle" won the Illinois Arts 
Council Literary Award. He 
received the Frederick Bock award 
for his work in Poetry magazine 
and various awards for his chap- 
books. 

Right now, Stein is satisfied 
with where how is in his life. In 
the future, the wants to keep teach¬ 
ing and writing, he enjoys travel¬ 
ing, backpacking, and just being 
outdoors with his wife and two- 
year-old daughter.

FREE! The word is almost an 
, extinct, dying animal in the 
English vocabulary. Nothing is 
free anymore, except love and 
peace and even that is starting to 
cost something. An average, enter¬ 
taining weekend in Peoria can cost 
about $25 (if you go to movies, eat 
out or go shopping), but there is 
one place in Illinois where enter¬ 
tainment and historical attractions 
are all free -- Springfield. The 
state’s capitol is home to more than 
500,000 tourists every year and 
home of our 16th President Abra¬ 
ham Lincoln. 

Springfield is about an hour and 


15 minutes away from Peoria and 
can easily be enjoyed for under 
$10 (excluding gas and money). 
The first stop in the Lincoln 
wonderland is the Lincoln Home 
National Historic Site (8th and 
Jackson Street — open 8:30 a.m.- 
5 p.m. daily) which encompasses 
four city blocks in downtown 
Springfield and is the site of the 
only home Lincoln ever owned. 
Lincoln bought the five-year-old 
house in 1844 for $1,500, and 
lived there until 1861, when the 
Lincoln family left for the White 
House. 

After walking the graveled 
streets and cobblestone sidewalks 


of the recently restored lour blocks 
of history head over the Old State 
Capitol (in the downtown Mall -- 
open 9 a.m. to 5 p.m.). On this 
site Lincoln delivered his famous 
''House Divided" speech in 1858 
and argued more than 200 cases 
before the Illinois Supreme Court. 
A copy of the Gettysburg Address 
written by Lincoln is also on 
display. After seeing the "old"' 
school of law, visit the State Capi¬ 
tol Building (2nd and Capitol Ave¬ 
nue -- open 8 a.m. to 5 p.m. on 
the weekdays, 9 a.m. to 4 p.m. 
on the weekends. Visitors, without 
a tour guide, are only allowed on 
the first floor on the weekends) 
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and all the 


and see laws in the making. The 
building cost $4,315,591 to con¬ 
struct and used 20 million bricks, 
1.4 million pounds of wrought iron 
and 3.4 million pounds of cast 
iron. The dome of the building is 
spectacular, with brilliant stained 
glass and barrel vaulted skylights. 
It is a sight no tourist should miss. 

By now, after all the walking 
and the vast wealth of knowledge 
of Lincoln you have devoured, 
your stomach starts to crave good 
food, but cheap good food 
(remember, I said this trip could 
be experienced for under $10). At

Homemade pizza and pasta for 
cheap - real cheap. During the 
lunch hours, they serve a "pizza 
special" (two huge slices of 
sausage or pepperoni pizza and a 
small drink for $2.99.) Or you 
could try the Feedstore (528 E. 
Adams St. across from the Old 
State Capitol) ^which serves lunches 
for under $3 or Norb-Andy’s (518 
E. Capitol, 2 1/2 blocks east of the 
State Capitol) which serves hor¬ 
seshoe sandwiches (ham on prairie 
toast covered by a tangy cheese 
sauce and french fries) for under 
$4. 

If you want to spend a little 
more money for lunch or dinner 
try Pepe Giuseppe (107 W. Cook 


Street one block south of the Capi¬ 
tol in the Vinegar Hill Mall) a 
Mexican-Italian restaurant that is 
decorated in a warm, relaxed 
atmosphere with helpful, attentive 
waiters and waitresses. Lasagna is 
$5.95, enchiladas $5.50. They also 
serve burgers, steaks, salads and 
seafood. During lunch hours they 
serve blue plate specials and soup 
and sandwich combos for $3. 

With good food in your 
stomach and some money left in 
your pocket, other downtown 
Springfield attractions include: The 
Lincoln-Hemdon Law Offices (6th 
and Adams St.), the only surviving 
structure in which Lincoln prac¬ 
ticed law; the Lincoln Tomb State 
Historic Park (Oak Ridge 
Cemetery), the final resting place 
of Lincoln and his family; the 
Governor’s Mansion (5th and Jack- 
son St.); the Washington Park 
Botanical Garden (Washington 
Park), which has a scent and tex¬ 
ture garden for the blind, and Lin¬ 
coln Memorial Gardens (2301 E. 
Lake Drive). 

After seeing the downtown 
attractions, head back on the road 
to Lincoln’s New Salem Village 
and State Park in Petersburg, Ill., 
about 20 miles North-West of 
Springfield on Route 97. (Open 
from 9 a.m. to 5 p.m. daily.) 
Here, you can observe 
blacksmiths, candlemakers, bakers 
and yam spinners in the atmo¬ 
sphere of days gone by. The 
reconstructed log cabin village 
contains 23 authentically repro¬ 
duced buildings where Lincoln 
arrived at age 22 and stayed for 
the next six years. You can also 
take a ride on the Talisman River- 
boat, which winds down the San-

from his or her Tea at Ten with 
Dave Manst? After signing in, tea 
and conversation are the order of 
the evening. 'We usually talk 
about University things," Manst 
said, "like administrative moves, 
campus events, economic trends ... 
the conversations get pretty deep 
every now and then, but they’re all 
kept confidential between myself 
and that person." 

The average guest stays to 
drink tea and chat for about an 
hour and fifteen minutes, although 
visits have lasted from' 30 minutes 
to 4 hours. Official photographs of 
Dave and his guest at each Tea at 
Ten are taken by Kathy Dempsey. 

Always the mathematics major, 
Manst has calculated some interest¬ 
ing statistics about his Tea at Ten 
visitors thus far: 67 percent have 
been women; 50 percent have been 
residence hall staff; 83 percent 
have been residence hall residents;

four percentage points beyond 
inflation just to pay for current 
academic programs and to make 
up for shortfalls in federal student 
aid, said Julianne Still Thrift, exe¬ 
cutive vice-president of the 
National Association of Indepen¬ 
dent Colleges and Universities. 

She said any new programs 
would even add more to cost 
increases. 

Tuition for this year averaged 
$7,693 at private four-year institu¬ 
tions and $4,564 at private two- 
year colleges. 


I don’t agree with the ideas and 
beliefs of Ayatollah Khomeini, but I do 
admire his work for the furtherance of 
his people. I do not know a lot about 
Iran, only what I see on television and 
read in the papers. One thing I do 
know, however, is that Iran is not the 
U.S. or any other country. What may 
be suitable in Iran does not make it 
suitable for the rest of the world. In the 
U.S. we are not allowed to kill or 
threaten to kill a person simply because 
they state their beliefs, as it seems 
acceptable to "hide." In a short 10 
minute speech, Khomeini threatened 
death, not reward. Although the Islam 
believe in Islamic Jihad (Holy War), it 
is not the way of many other countries. 

My main problem is with Mr. 
Nassiri’s response is embodied in his 
final paragraph. He states, "people who 
mock the cherished beliefs of others 
should not have the privilege to live 
with the rest of society." The 
anonymous writer did callously mock 


the Islamic religion, and for this I am 
sorry. But, Mr. Nassiri, you have 
contradicted yourself. After stating that 
people shouldn’t ridicule the beliefs of 
others, you immediately label Rushdie 
"asinine" for expressing what may be 
his "cherished beliefs." Does that make 
sense? I truly believe your response 
was based on what you know, Islam. I 
also believe, that, although done in an 
unkind and unfeeling manner, the 
anonymous writer wrote of what he 
knows, the western world. 

Therefore, I suggest RLS 101 to any 
interested party. Although it is not an 
extensive look at world religions, it 
will give you the basics of such reli¬ 
gions as Islam, Buddhism, Chnstianan- 
ity, Judaism and Hinduism. Maybe if 
more people took the time to learn 
about religions other than their own, 
there would be less senseless and cal¬ 
lous -letters in this paper.

Phil Caplis, a starting catcher 
for the Braves, has only recovered 
approximately 70 percent from an 
arm injury and as a result, is not 
seeing playing time as a catcher. 
Instead, he is playing as a desig¬ 
nated hitter. 

"We are on the brink of disas¬ 
ter," said Kalmer. "Our schedule 
is the same as a major league 
schedule. The difference right now 
is that in the major leagues they 
have about ten healthy pitchers and 
of our eight pitchers on scholar¬ 
ship, five of them are on the 
injured list." 

One good note is that Dave 
Carr, who suffered a broken hand 
earlier in the season, has recovered 
and is back in the Brave lineup. 

Due to the scarcity of pitchers, 
people are being forced to pitch 


that are not capable of pitching 
against the caliber of competition 
on the Braves’ schedule. Also, the 
healthy Bradley pitchers are pitch¬ 
ing more often and for longer 
periods of time than normally 
ideal. 

Presently, Kalmer is relying on 
the pitching efforts of seniors Mark 
Borcherding and Brian Dour, and 
freshmen Mike Falcone, Mike 
Grace and Scott Larsen.

Hurting Braves ready for seven game homestand

The Bradley Baseball Team is looking forward to its upcoming 
seven game homestand after suffering through a week of injuries and 
ineffective play. The Braves watched their record drop to 21-11, (1-3 in 
the MVC) with five losses in six games. 

The week started off on a high note as the Braves endured 32- 
degree (and a wind chill factor of zero) weather in Omaha, Neb. and 
split the first of the two double-headers with Creighton. 

In the first game against the Blue Jays on Saturday, the Braves 
opened the game with five runs in the first inning on the way to a 10-6 
victory. 

The game was marked by the return of Bradley second baseman 
David Carr, who came back from a hand injury and had a single, double 
and triple in five at-bats, while driving in a run. 

Jerry Mitchell added two hits and three runs scored and Lyle Martin 
also scored three times as four Creighton errors allowed the Braves to 
score four unearned runs, which was the difference in the game. 

The injuries started for the Braves when Mitchell had to leave the 
game with a concussion after a collision at the plate. He may return for 
this weekend’s games against Southern Illinois University. 

Senior Brian Dour earned the win for the Braves and improved his 
record to 6-1 as he struck out five, while allowing six earned runs. 

Things got worse in the second game when junior Brian Shouse had 
to leave the mound after feeling a pop in his arm. He may be ready to 
pitch again this weekend. 

"We are going to let him sit out until Saturday or Sunday and see it 
he can pitch, * Kalmer said. 

Shouse took the loss in the nightcap as the Bluejays scored four runs 
in the fifth inning to beat the Braves 5-3. 

The bad luck continued the following day as six Bradley errors 
accounted for six unearned runs and the Blue Jays beat the Braves 12-2. 

Creighton had 13 hits off Mark Borcherding whose record dropped 
to 4-3 while his ERA ballooned to 4.28. 

The second game saw Bradley short of players and hits and the 
Braves could manage only five hits and two runs in 4-2 loss which 
dropped the Braves conference record to 1-3. 

The Braves returned home on Tuesday and Jake Libby got the start 
in the first game against Missouri Baptist. He was rudely greeted with 
eight runs and eight hits as he retired only one batter. 

Injuries forced Shaun Sanderson to come in and pitch. Sanderson, 
an infielder, gave up four runs in two innings. The Braves found them¬ 
selves down 12-3 after three innings. 

The Braves fought back, and when David Carr hit his fifth home run 
of the season, the Braves had cut the lead to 12-8. Bob Becker got the 
Braves even closer in the sixth inning with a two-run single, but that’s as 
close as they could get in a 13-10 loss. 

The Braves dropped their fifth in a row in the nightcap as Missoun 
Baptist’s Jerry Petersen pitched a one-hit to the Braves.

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Abu-Lughod speaks out for Palestinian identity 
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The self-determination of the 
Palestinians was the chief concern 
and main topic discussed by Dr. 
Ibrahim Abu-Lughod Wednesday 
night in the Student Center Audito¬ 
rium. 

Abu-Lughod was born in Jafa, 
but obtained his B.A. and M.S. at 
the University of Illinois and his 
Ph.D at Princeton. Since 1967 he 
has been a professor at 
Northwestern University and is the 
author of several books. He also is 
a member of the Palestine National 
Council - an outlawed body of the 
Palestine Liberation Organization. 

In the November of 1988, in 
Algiers, the organization created a 
Declaration of Independence for 
the Palestinians which included 
such requests as an immediate 
withdrawal of the Israeli from the 
Palestinian Arab territories. It also 


asked for the release of all 
detainees and the convening of an 
international Middle East confer¬ 
ence under United Nations’ control 
with the participation of the PLO. 

Speaking of the five million 
Palestinians worldwide — four and 
a half million live in historical 
Palestine - Abu-Lughod said they 
are fighting for national identity, a 
right to sovereignty on their own 
land and the right to be 
represented by their own people. 
He said the PLO has been the 
Palestinians’ official representatives 
since its beginning in 1967. 

The PLO is the government of 
the Palestinian people and the exe¬ 
cutive council of the PLO is in fact 
the head of the Palestinian govern¬ 
ment, " he said. 

He said due to the situation, the 
Palestinians’ lives have become 
consolidated. He said the dispos-

session and occupation have 
become common in their lives. 

"Dispersion is now a collective 
Palestinian experience," he said. 
"Pratically all the people have 
experienced exile." 

He also said Palestinians aren’t 
allowed to form labor unions in 
the states where they live, to prop¬ 
erly educate their children or raise 
their flag. 

For these reasons, the Palestini¬ 
ans have been involved in an 
uprising since December of 1987. 
Abu-Lughod said all members and 
all geographical sectors of the 
Palestinian community are 
involved in the uprising. 

'Its strategy is to make peace 
and it is offering the occupier a 
way out," he said. 

Abu-Lughod said since the 
Palestinians don’t have weapons, 
they have to turn to other methods 


such as civil disobedience, non¬ 
payment of taxes and boycotting of 
Israeli goods. 

He also said the uprising has 
raised the conscienceness of the 
world to the treatment of Palestini¬ 
ans by Israel. 

'7 think we are at a point in 
time where the consequences of 
the uprising is producing a new 
type of thinking," he said. 

He quoted recent polls which 
stated a majority of Israelis are 
against establishing a Palestinian 
state and dealing with the PLO, 
but think that it’s inevitable. 

The lecture sponsored by the 
Progressive Student Alliance and 
the Palestinian Student Society was 
by attended by over 80 people.

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Escort service, basketball wind up Senate’s year

With the end of the year 
•quickly approaching, student sen¬ 
ate has two key issues they wish to 
complete - an escort service, and 
the basketball issue. 

The proposed escort service 
will be a trained, student run, 
walking escort service. It will not 
replace, but supplement the Brad¬ 
ley Security escort service. 

The service, which will run 
seven days a week, from 9 p.m..- 
12 a.m.., or 9 p.m..-l a.m.. 
depending on the night of the 
week, will escort up to a group of 
three students. Escorts will always 
be in groups of two and will be 
stationed in Williams Hall lobby 
office. 

The escorts will have a special 
phone line connected with phone 
dispatch. Students who need an 
escort wil* contact the security 
dispatcher, who will then contact 
the escorts. 


Whenever the escorts are out¬ 
side they will be in constant con¬ 
tact with the dispatcher through a 
portable radio. 

In addition to the radio, all 
escorts will carry a flashlight, 
whistle, a reflective jacket that 
says "student escort," and an 
identification card, to prove they 
are an escort. 

This program is a separate 
University program and will have 
nothing to do with student senate. 
It originated by the student senate 
escort committee consisting of 
Mike Spitalli, president of student 
senate and chairperson of the com¬ 
mittee and Maria Melone, Lisa 
Barthel, Julie Marsh and Rosemary 
McDonnell. 

There will be a student coordi¬ 
nation who will run the program 
and handle any problems that may 
arise. Dave Baer, director of secu¬ 
rity, will probably be the faculty 


coordinator. 

The escorts will be trained like 
student security with some addi¬ 
tional training. This will include 
cardiopulmonary resuscitation, 
basic first aid, how to handle an 
emergency situation and self 
defense. The training will take 
place in the fall. 

The committee began working 
on this on Jan. 19 and the proposal 
was placed on Vice President of 
Business Affairs Gaiy Anna’s desk 
two weeks ago. Spitalli proposed 
that 26 students be hired for the 
positions. 

1 think this will decrease the 
chances of anything negative hap¬ 
pening," Spitalli said. He also said 
he believes this is something 
incoming students’ parents look for 
in a school. 

The program, unanimously 
approved by student senate, has 
gotten a positive reaction from the 


administrators, who are all very 
much in favor of it. 

The program will undergo an 
evaluation eveiy month. 

While waiting for their escort 
program to be approved, senate 
has remained very busy. 

A basketball survey was distri¬ 
buted to 3,000 students in the 
residence halls and greek houses 
approximately a month ago to 
learn the students’ opinion of Brad¬ 
ley Basketball. 

The survey contained 13 ques¬ 
tions. 15.3 percent of these sur¬ 
veys were returned. Spitalli called 
this a "blind, no incentive to 
return, survey." For this type of 
survey, a 12 percent return rate is 
considered excellent. 

The survey contained questions 
asking the amount of games they 
attended, why they don’t attend 
basketball games and when the 
busiest day of the week is.

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such as the Council for Women’s 
Awareness and the Black Student 
Alliance held a rally last Friday on 
the Olin Quad. 

For about three hours, students 
and administration listened to oth¬ 
ers express their views on issues 
ranging from campus racism to 
student apathy. Some students in 
the audience also took the oppor¬ 
tunity to speak their minds. 

Frank Cohen, president of Stu¬ 
dents Against Nuclear Arms, said 
the purpose of this event was to 
expose grievances on campus, 
especially racism. 

He said he believes the students 
at Bradley need to be motivated to 
talk about these issues. "If students 
are given an open forum, they will 
talk." 

Literature was passed out at the 
rally titled "Examples of Oppres¬ 
sion at Bradley University," which 
listed the following grievances: - 
Bradley failed to reprimand 
Congressman Bob Michel for his 
comments about minstrel shows. 
As an alumni and Board of 
Trustees member, he should have 
been reprimanded or removed 
from the Board. 

-Caterpillar supports apartheid 
in South Africa, while Bradley 
invests in Caterpillar and Caterpil¬ 
lar invests in Bradley. 

-Recruiting and admittance poli¬ 
cies toward minorities results in an 
overrepresentation of middle and 
upper-middle class minorities and 
a under representation of lower 
income minorities. 

-There are only four Afro- 
American faculty members. 

-There are problems with the 
attitudes by the University 
demonstrated toward the black stu¬ 
dies department which creates a 
negative environment for learning 


and teaching. 

-"Compared to the new Student 
Center, the Romeo B. Garrett Cul¬ 
tural Center looks like the Cabrini 
Green of Bradley University." 

-There have been incidents of 
open racism on campus that the 
administration regarded as "iso¬ 
lated incidents." 

-Bradley displays a negative 
attitude toward women’s issues by 
lack of an adequate maternity leave 
policy; lack of a day care center 
for employees and students; and 
the failure to seriously address the 
issue of date rape. 

-Age discrimination toward 
non-traditional students. 

-Bradley Hall is not accessible 
to handicapped students. 

-Anti-semitic incidents are com¬ 
mon on campus and are dismissed 
as isolated occurrences by the 
administration. 

-Bradley ignores the needs of 
off-campus students by not provid¬ 
ing a lounge for them to bring 
their own lunches and information 
is hard to obtain regarding campus 
activities. 

-The use of the Bradley Brave 
illustrates a lack of understanding 
by some administration officials, 
faculty and students. 

-The refusal of Black Histoiy 
courses for general education 
requirements promotes white 
supremacy. 

Pamela Burnside of the Council 
for Women’s Awareness, said she 
believes the rally was successful in 
presenting the issues. "I believe 
we have a start." 

She said administration has 
offered to talk to them about their 
concerns but this meeting may not 
take place until next semester. 
"The problems aren’t going to go

Divestment - bitter pill South Africa must swallow

The whites of South Africa, 
over the course of many centuries, 
have set up a system worse than 
slavery for the black Africans and 
the colored peoples living there. 
(Colored is a South African term 
meaning people of mixed race). 

There are many atrocities 
inherent in the apartheid system. 
One of these stems from the Bantu 
Homelands Citizenship Act passed 
in 1970. It stated that all Africans 
had "national homes." These 
"homelands" were regions created 
as reservations for blacks. 

A black African’s "homeland" 
is based upon locations of tribal 
origin, regardless of where he 
actually lives. As a result of the 
act, the Minister of the Interior 
could, at anytime, declare an Afri¬ 
can a "prohibited immigrant" and 
send him to his "home country." 


In 1971, the Bantu Homelands 
Constitution Act was passed. This 
allowed the South African 
President to establish governing 
authorities in the "homelands." A 
region gains its "independence" 
when South Africa renounces its 
sovereignty over it. 

This is like creating a pseudo¬ 
nation so the whites can reap the 
benefits of having nearby cheap 
labor while keeping the Africans 
from making any political or 
economic gains in South Africa. 

The inhabitants of these 
"independent nations" have no 
rights in the eyes of the white- 
ruled South African government - 
not even rights that are given to 
citizens of other nations while 
visiting that country. 

The violence within the "home¬ 
lands" is often worse than that in 
South Africa itself — the African 
security forces have been well 
learned in the use of torture and 


intimidation from the South Afri¬ 
cans. 

An example of this is when the 
Lutheran dean of a school in 
Venda, T.S. Farisani, was locked 
in a corrugated iron cell and nearly 
suffocated, beaten with chairs, 
thrown against a wall until his ear¬ 
drums burst and eyes bled. He 
then underwent electric shock for 
13 hours with a wet canvas over 


his head, electrodes on his neck, 
spine and testicles. He finally con¬ 
fessed to a crime he knew nothing 
about in order to stop the torture. 

Reports of such abuses are hard 
to find in the media due to South 
Africa’s censorship of all commun¬ 
ications. Especially since the 
declaration of a state of emergency 
in 1986 due to unrest and protests. 

American Vivienne Walt, form- 
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erly a foreign correspondent in 
South Africa, recalled government 
officials confiscating videotapes 
and restricting what the press 
reports on - as well as jailing 
South African reporters and expel¬ 
ling foreign journalists for report¬ 
ing the truth and making that 
nation look bad in the eyes of the 
world. 

Change must be brought to this 
nation ~ obviously. The problem 
is how and how fast? 

If reforms are made too 
quickly, the moderates of South 
Africa are likely to react nega¬ 
tively, resulting in a backlash that 
could help get the racist right¬ 
wingers into power and squash the 
reform movement. 

Reform mustn’t move too fast, 
but it must clearly increase from

Greta knows you bettertha^o^o

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One night, 27 years ago, Greta 
Alexander was awakened during a 
thunderstorm by her frightened 
daughter who had climbed into bed 
with her and her husband. Alex¬ 
ander, pregnant at the time, 
decided to move to a different bed 
so there would be more room to 
sleep. As she sat on the bed, look¬ 
ing out the window, lightening 
struck the house and the bed burst 
into flames. Greta survived the 
experience, but she was a different 
person. From that night, Alex¬ 


ander had acquired the gift of 
parapsychology. 

On Monday, Alexander, world 
famous psychic, came to Bradley 
to speak about her experiences. 
Alexander, 57, lives with her hus¬ 
band in Delavan, Ill. She has nine 
children, 16 grandchildren, and 
"10 million friends." She is a fun- 
loving person with a big heart. "I 
guess that’s why Tm so big," Alex¬ 
ander said with a laugh. "I need a 
big body for a big heart." 

When Alexander discovered 


that she could see, hear and sense 
more than the usual person can, 
she first felt scared and alone. She 
saw her minister and doctor to find 
out why this was happening to her. 
Her doctor, who didn’t have an 
explanation, told her to just accept 
it. 

She said she is "thankful that 
God allows me to do what I do." 
She uses her powers to find lost 
items, diagnose illnesses through 
hand analysis and find missing per¬ 
sons.

Alexander does not perform 
these miracles by herself. Her two 
angels, Raul and Isaiah, reveal to 
her what she needs to know. She 

said the power is "never from you, 
but through you." She asked her 
angels why she had acquired this 
power and had been able to help 
many people. Alexander said they 
told her it was because "loving 
was the best gift they could give 
me." 

Alexander does a lot of work 
with hand analysis. She explained 
how the lines on the palm and the 
shape of the thumb reflect a 
person’s personality and future. 
She uses hand analyses to help 
doctors discover a patient’s ail¬ 
ments. Alexander said she wouldn’t 
be surprised if in the near future, 
doctors would use a scanner on an 
inkprint of the palm to diagnose 
the patient. 

Many cases of missing persons 
have been solved by Alexander. In 
one case, she located the body of a 
girl named Holly. She had visions 
of a river nearby. She envisioned a 
certain spot which turned out to be 
the railroad tracks that went over 
the river. 

Alexander’s boat got caught on 
a sandbar, and she began to have 
strong sensations about the location 
of the body. Lightening struck the 
tree next to her boat and the police 
decided it was too dangerous to be 
out. The next day, they returned to 
the sandbar and found Holly’s 
body on the exact spot where 
Alexander’s boat was caught. * 

She is going to work with a 6- 
year-old girl who cannot speak. 
When the girl was in her mother’s 
womb, she got caught in the 
birthing chamber. Alexander 
suspects the baby was so afraid for 


her life that the expenence 
remained with her after birth and 
caused her not to speak. The child 
will go through a hypnosis session 
in which Alexander will take her 
back into the womb, "rebirth" her, 
and convince her that she can 
speak like a normal child. 

Alexander said the intensity of 
an aura - a person’s inner chemi 
cal energy - reflects the person’s 
positive or negative feelings 
toward life. She said, "Life is the 
most beautiful and wonderful 
experience that you could ever 
hope for" and she encourages 
everyone to live their lives to the 
fullest. 

She then demonstrated how to 
make the aura visible by capturing 
the energy and feelings of satisfac 
jtion of life from inside and releas 
<ing them outward. Alexander did 
; this while standing against a white 
/ background and was able to bring 
out her aura for the audience to 
see. 

The House of Hope, a home 
for sheltering people who have 
family in Peoria hospitals, was 
founded by her after the death of 
her first husband. After her hus¬ 
band had been declared terminally 
ill with cancer, she vowed to one 
day begin an organization to help 
people in similar situations. The 
House of Hope houses 15 people 
at one time, has a kitchen for 
guests to prepare their meals, and 
is run by a housemother wh^ 
offers support and provides a lo\ 
ing atmosphere for the families.

Sh 
revealed future career areas, ye* 
of marriage, fate of an ill relativ 
and the possible location of a mis; 

In all cases, she acci 
rately described a specific evei 
that happened in that person’s past

Does Madonna regret her Italian past?

She’s been a boy-toy, a 

material-girl and is now a renais¬ 
sance hippie. Madonna Louise 
Veronica Ciccione was the subject 
of discussion at Neumiller Lecture 
Hall Monday night. 

Carla Ferrare, professor of 

Italian, French, and Women’s Stu¬ 
dies at Dartmouth College spoke to 
a group of 50 people about 

Madonna’s influence on MTV, and 

how her videos reflect the history 
of her Italian-American heritage. 

Madonna was bom in 1958 or 
1959, "No one is for sure" Ferrare 
said, to an Italian father and a 
French-Canadian mother in Bay 
City, Mich. She grew up in nearby 
Pontiac, the eldest daughter of six 
children. 

She went to the University of 
Michigan-Ann Arbor for a year, 
and then dropped out to start a 
.dance career in New York. 
Madonna stayed in the "Big 
Apple" for about a year and then 
went to Paris where she started a 
lucrative singing career. The rest 
as Ferrare put it, "is history." 

Ferrare’s lecture centered 
arouncl how Madonna misses her 
Italian heritage, and how it was 
brought out in her videos, particu¬ 
larly her 1987 hit "Open Your 
Heart" which paints the picture of 
a young boy that ends up at X- 


rated movie house, asking to be let 
in. The elderly Italian man stands 
at the entrance, refusing him 
admittance. 

Inside, Madonna begins to 
dance, wearing a jet black wig, 
and a skimpy black outfit. Ferrare 
said Madonna wearing the wig is 
directly related to Liza Minelli, 
another Italian immigrant that 
Madonna idolizes, and the name 
'The Blue Angel" that was the 
name of the cafe in Minelli’s hit 
movie "Cabaret." As she begins to 
get into the song, another dimen-

sion of Madonna’s character comes 
out when she pulls of the black 
wig, and is now sporting short, 
boyish, ash blond hair. 

The ash blond hair, Ferrare 
said, is Madonna’s other way of 
idolizing someone else that is 
important to her, actress Marlene 
Dietrich, who also is Italian, and 
made a movie called The Blue 
Angel." 

Toward the end of the video 
Madonna appears outside the 


movie theater dressed in men’s 
clothes and gives the young boy a 
kiss. Her hair is short and brown, 
and sports many of the same 
clothes as the young boy. They go 
off into the sunset dancing together 
when the old man from the 
entrance comes out into the street 
yelling "Ritorna, Ritoma!" (Come 
back. Come back, we need you!) 

Ferrare said this is the fact that 
Madonna was showing how she is 
now idolized in her Italian home¬ 
land, but because she is an immi¬ 
grant, she is not able to enjoy the 
hero worship that would exist for 
her if she lived in Italy. Ferrare 
added that the old man represents 
her father. 

The next video that Ferrare 
analyzed was "Poppa Don’t 
Preach," Ferrare said this symbol¬ 
izes how Madonna has dealt with 
the death of her mother, who died 
when Madonna was six years old. 
Ferrare said the video has many 
faceless maternal figures, yet indi¬ 
vidualized famous men such as 
John Kennedy, and Dr. Martin 
Luther King. 

This particular section of the 
video was shot on Madonna’s con¬ 
cert tour in Japan early last year, 
and not the one that is usually 
shown on MTV.

The last and perhaps the most 
controversial video Ferrare 
analyzed was "Like A Prayer' 
Madonna’s new album that has 
caused controversy in both the 
music and commercial worlds. 

Madonna was approached by 
the Pepsi Corporation to produce a 
commercial for a reported 5 mil¬ 
lion dollars. The commercial was 
highly touted by Pepsi before its 
March 2 debut, perhaps most not¬ 
ably by the commercial of an Aus¬ 
tralian Aborigine running across 
the Australian Outback when he 
enters a bar and sees the commer¬ 
cial for Madonna. 

The commercial debuted in 45

Science unlocks the door to 
progress, and a group of Bradley 
engineering students have 
discovered the key to success. 

Senior mechanical engineering 
students Tim Linder and Mark 
Wuttke won first place in the 
American Society of Mechanical 
Engineers Regional student paper 
contest April 8-9 in Lisle. Their 
winning project was an analysis of 
the drag reducing devices for 
semi-tractor trailer rigs. 

Also placing were senior ME 
students Bob Svidron and Joan 
Wildman by winning fourth place 
in the same competition. Svidron 
and Wildman as they won fourth 
place in the same competition. Svi- 
dron and Wildman analyzed the 
stiffness of child skull segments to 
Itetermine the force needed to 
cause injury. 

' Lindner and Svidron, the 
presenters of the projects in the 
competition, competed against 14 


other students representing schools 
in Illinois, Indiana, Kentucky, 
Wisconsin, Michigan and Iowa. 

The projects are the result of a 
senior design class completed last 
fall in which the students are 
required to analyze, research and 
solve a problem for a client in the 
professional market. Working on 
the project with Lindner and 
Wuttke was Brian Pfile, who gra¬ 
duated in December. Working with 
Svidron and Wildman was Dora 
DiMartino, who also graduated. 

Lindner, Wuttke and Pfile 
analyzed two drag reducing dev¬ 
ices for the semi-tractor trailer rigs 
of Furst McNess, a farm supply 
company in Freeport. They 
analyzed a roof-mount deflector 
and trailer bubble to determine 
which would produce the least 
aerodynamic drag. 

They conducted tests using the 
wind tunnel and water table in the 
ME lab and attached little pieces 
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of yarn to the sides of the truck 
itself and video taped the truck to 
obtain their results. By visually 
recording the wind flow pattern on 
the truck, they determined by 
using a deflector at a 32 degree 
angle would produce the least 
amount of aerodynamic drag, and 
thus, increase fuel efficiency for 
the company. 

Elton Profile, distribution 
manager of Furst McNess, said the 
company has implemented the 
student’s recommendations and is 
very pleased with the results. 

Lindner will present the project 
at a national ASME competition in 
San Francisco in December. 

Svidron, Wildman and DiMar¬ 
tino conducted tests on segments of 
child skulls to determine the pro¬ 
perties and stiffness of the bone for 
Peoria Neurosurgeon Dr. William 
Hanigan. Hanigan said every 
month he encounters at least one 
case of suspected child abuse and

would like to scientifically deter¬ 
mine the amount of force that 
would crack a child’s skull. 

The students cut small segments 
from the skulls of 3 to 4-year-old 
children, which Hanigan obtained 
from India, and then used a three 
point bending test to determine 
what amount of energy would 
result in a crack. 

Using both diy and wet skull 
segments to determine the proper¬ 
ties of the bone, Svidron and 

Wildman are continuing their data 
gathering this semester. 


Hanigan said the data is pro¬ 
gressing well and the future of the 
projects depends on the results of 
the data. He said, "One of the 
problems is that something like 
this has never beea done before so 
there is nothing to compare it to. 
We are traveling an unchartered 
path - science in action, so to 
speak." 

Hanigan plans to have Svidron 
present the project to the American 
Association of Pediatric Neurosur¬ 
geons convention in Washington 
D.C. in December.

Quite possibly Geisert Hall’s longest resident, Hall Director 
DeLoach finds the living quite comfortable in "his hall." DeLoach, 24, 
graduated in May 1988 with a Bachelor’s degree in Sociology and is a 
graduate student in the Education and Human Development Counseling 
Program and the sub-program College Student Personnel. 

DeLoach was born and raised in Chicago and attended Kenwood 
Academy. 

''During high school I had my heart set on going to the University 
of Southern California, but I didn’t get accepted. A few days after I 
received my rejection letter, I received my acceptance letter from Bradley 
and decided Fd come." 

DeLoach accepted Bradley "site unseen" which he admits was risky. 

His first visit to the campus was during orientation, and his first impres¬ 
sion of the campus was, "Hot! It must have been 112 degrees." But even 
so, both him and his mother liked Bradley and he said, "Ever since, its 
just been a good experience." 

Five of DeLoach’s six years on campus have been spent being on 
hall staff. Like choosing Bradley, DeLoach said this just kind of hap¬ 
pened, "I must be one of the most haphazard people in the world. I just 
saw the signs for staff applications said *Why not?’" 

He described himself as a "free-spirit" his freshman year, not get¬ 
ting involved in any activities. As he went through the application pro¬ 
cess for staff, however, he said, "I became really psyched and excited 
and realized, yes, this is the thing I want to do!" 

His sophomore year was spent as an Assistant Resident Advisor on 
Geisert 8th. He was promoted a title and two floors to Resident Advisor 
on Geisert 10th his third year. The following year he became Assistant 
Hall Director of Geisert and lived in the assigned suite for the Assistant 
Director which happened to be on 5th floor, a womens floor. 

"I was really nervous about that and how the parents’ were going to 
take me living on their daughters’ floor. But there were no overt prob¬ 
lems, and I had a great time that year and made a lot of good friends on 
the floor." 

Last year, he was promoted to Geisert’s Hall Director. His duties 
include staff selection, training, and supervision, minor discipline cases, 
minor counseling situations, and reporting maintenance problems. 

DeLoach said he has enjoyed being on staff and acting as hall direc¬ 
tor. The experience has taught him some valuable lessons. 

"Being on staff, you’re put into so many different situations that you 
really get to know yourself well, he said. "You find out your strengths 
and your weaknesses. In addition, being a staff member has helped me 
with my confidence." 

DeLoach said being on staff has its disadvantages, chief among them 
is loss of freedom. He jokes about it, saying, "If I could remember the 
freedom I had my freshman year, being able to leave the building when 1 
want and not being on call... If I could even remember that freedom, 
then Td probably quit." But he said his staff experience has been so fun 
for so long that it has become like a ritual to him. 

"Even on breaks, when I’ve been home and 7 p.m. comes, I think 
’It’s quiet hours, I’ve got to turn down the lights,’" he said. 

It is no surprise DeLoach feels strongly about the advantages of stu¬ 
dents living in the residence halls, especially for freshmen. 

"You’re immediately a part of the University just by virtue of living 
in the residence hall and you already have a potential group to belong to 
even without joining a campus organization," he said. "You’re right on 
the pulse of what is going on." 

DeLoach said there are some disadvantages to life in the residence 
halls, "Let’s be honest, it’s group living. You have people near you that 
might not share the same values and interests as you do, and it takes

work to get along." 

Although residence hall staff has played a major part in DeLoach’s 
life the past five years, he has found the time to include other campus 
related activities as well. He is a member of Phi Gamma Delta fraternity, 
and has been involved in the Sociology club and was a chairman of die 
Student Arbitration Board. He also has a graduate assistantship position 
with the Center for Education Development as an AEP academic advisor. 

DeLoach said the major change he has seen in Bradley over the past 
six years is the addition of computers. He remembers the test piloting of 
10 personal computers in the residence halls and has seen the computer 
system become popular very rapidly and spread throughout the residence 
halls. 

DeLoach is planning his graduation for May of 1991 -- a total of

Burnside said they would like 
to hold more rallys in the future, 
especially if they are not happy 
with administration’s actions. 


Take that away and thbre isn’t 
much of a change. 

Whites have the money and the 
ownership of the industries and 
resources of South Africa. Divest¬ 
ment and boycotting will reduce 
their incomes and standard of liv¬ 
ing. When the moderates see this 
decline of their economy and per¬ 
sonal wealth, they’ll quickly agree 
to the need for reforms. 

Companies giving small-time 
benefits to the black Africans won’t 
bring change in apartheid. Taking 
this away from the whites, how¬ 
ever, will. 

Critics of divestment and boy¬ 
cotting of South Africa say it will 
hurt the black Africans in the pro¬ 
cess of bringing change. This is 
certainly true, but the pain of 
change is a much lighter load to 
bear than enduring it forever.

Wesleyan and 26 in a game against 
Dlinois State.. 

The pitching held up its own as 
they allowed only 21 runs (an 
average of 3.5 runs per game) as 
the Shockers won four of the six 
games they played. 

This year’s players are enough 
to scare the Braves, let alone the 
history of Wichita State, which all 
started when the Shockers hired 
Gene Stephenson to coach in 1977 
and turn a program which had 
,been dormant for seven years into 
a national powerhouse. 

In 1970, Wichita State finished 
with a 6-17 record and didn’t com¬ 
pete again until the 1978 season 
when Stephenson was hired and 
the Shockers finished with a 
43-30-1 record. 

Wichita State improved the next 
year to win 65 games while losing 
just 15, but a 18-3 loss to Southern 


Illinois kept the Shockers out of 
the NCAA tournament. 

Wichita State wouldn’t be 
denied in 1980 as they won all 
four games in the MVC Tourna¬ 
ment and were headed to Tulsa for 
the NCAA Midwest Regional. 

. Losses to Missouri and California 
knocked the Shockers out and they 
would have to wait another year. 

The Shockers took two of three 
‘ games from Southern Illinois in the 
1981 MVC Tournament and the 
Shockers went out East to the 
NCAA Atlantic Regional. 

There they beat host Clemson 
in the first game, but were quickly 
. ousted in the next two and a 56-15 
season had come to a close. 

In 1982, they reached their 
goal, the College World Series. 
The Shockers posted 73 wins with 
only 14 losses, included 20 in a 
row, which is the most victories in 


a row for any Wichita State team. 

Stephenson was named Coach 
of the Year and the Shockers 
advanced to the NCAA South 
Regional and swept all three games 
to earn their first trip to the Col¬ 
lege World Series. There the 
Shockers lost to Miami of Florida 
in the Championship game and the 
Shockers had to settle for second- 
best. 

The Shockers finished the 1983 
season as the No. 1 team in the 
country, but injuries crept up to 
the Shockers and they could 
manage just one win in the 
Midwest Regional. 

After an off year in ’84, the 
Shockers returned to the NCAA 
Midwest Regional with the help of 
a 48-3 record midway through the 
year. The Shockers finished with a 
record of 68-20 and forced No. 1 
ranked Oklahoma State into a 


second championship game before 
losing 10-6. 

Last year, the Shockers finished 
the season with a 56-16-1 and after 
beating No. 1 Oklahoma State 
twice in its own ballpark in the 
Midwest Regional, the Shockers 
returned to the College World 
Series at Omaha, Neb. 

After beating Florida and then 
another No. 1 team Arizona State, 
the Shockers needed just one more 
win over Arizona State to reach 
the title game. 

The Shockers took a 3-1 lead 
into the top of the ninth inning and 
were within one strike of advanc¬ 
ing to the title game, but Pat Lis- 
tach hit a game-tying single to left 
and the Sun Devils won in the 
tenth. 

The disappointment was too 
much for Wichita State to handle 
as the Shockers were soundly 


beaten 19-1 by Arizona State the 
next day as the Sun Devil’s 
pounded out 23 hits. 

As far as individual awards, the 
Shockers have had at least three 
players on the 12-man All-MVC 
team in each year of the 1980s. 

Included in these years are 
seven of the 14 in 1980 and 23 of 
the 50 between the years of 1980- 
83. 

They have also had 18 All- 
Americans in the ’80s, including 
major league players, Joe Carter of 
the Cleveland Indians and Don 
Heinkel of the St. Louis Cardinals. 
Garter was the NCAA Player of 
the Year in 1981, while Phil 
Stephenson won it in 1982. 

With history on their side, the 
Shockers will come to Peoria with , 
one thing in mind, sweep and look 
to be MVC Champions for the 
fourth time in five years. i

After retiring the first two 
batters, Salukis center fielder Doug 
Shields, who leads the MVC in 
hitting with a .414 batting average, 
bunted down the third base line to 
bring up Hollenkamp. 

Hollenkamp, who was already 
3-for-4 on the day with two runs 
batted in, promptly homered deep 
over the right field wall to give the 
Salukis a 8-7 lead. 

Pete McGinnes led off the

Mitchell came up and drove in 
his second and third runs of the 
game with a 380-foot home run 
over the left field wall to give the 


Braves a 9-8 win and extend their 
winning streak to three games. 

The Braves weren’t as lucky in 
the second games as four Bradley 
errors led to four unearned runs. 
The Salukis earned a split of the 
double-header with a 10-5 win.

Dear Editor 


Last Friday a coalition of Bradley’s 
BSA, NAACP; CWA, Latino Student 
Association, PSA, and United Black 
Panhellenic Association sponsored a 
rally protesting oppression at Bradley. I 
would like to reiterate the basic con¬ 
cerns that were expressed at the rally, 
for both the administration and the stu¬ 
dents who missed the rally. 

1. Bradley has a negative attitude 
toward racial minorities. Examples of 
this include the administration’s: failure 
•to formally reprimand Congressman 
Michel, a Bradley alumni and member 
of the Board of Trustees, for his 
degrading comments about minstrel 
shows; use of a mobility index in the 
recruitment of minority students; con¬ 
tention that the Garrett Center is not in 
need of renovation; refusal to allow the 
use of Black history courses to fulfill 
general education requirements, in 
addition to overall hostility toward the 
Black Studies program. Plus, Bradley 
invests in Caterpillar Tractor Com¬ 
pany, which supports apartheid in 
South Africa. Furthermore, 
occurrences of overt racism on campus 
have been dismessed by the administra¬ 
tion as 'isolated incidents.' Any 
occurence at all is a symptom of 
racism and needs to be dealt with. 

2. Bradley has a negative attitude 
towards women, as evidenced by lack 
of an adequate maternity leave policy 
for female secretarial staff members; 
lack of day care center for use by 
faculty, students, and staff; and failure 
to aggressively address the issue of 
date-rape. 

3. Bradley has a negative attitude 
toward the handicapped. Handicapped 
accessibility on campus is non-existent. 

4. Concerns regarding anti-semitic 
and anti-intemational student incidents 
and the degrading fraternity little sis¬ 
ter' programs were also raised. 

It was agreed by the students at the 
rally that the rally would not be 'an 
isolated incident' to be dismissed by 
the administration as conveniently as it 
has dismissed these issues in the past. 
Bradley students are concerned about 
oppression and have made their con¬ 
cerns clear. It is now time for the 
administration to answer to these con¬ 
cerns. I would have to see what hap¬ 
pened at Howard University in Wash¬ 
ington D.C. happen at Bradley. 

I would also like to point out that 
many incidents at Bradley are per¬ 
petuated by Bradley students. We can¬ 
not expect the administration to combat 
this oppression on its own. As long as 
oppression exists, cripples al of us and 
we are all, therefore, obligated to help 
end it.

sidelines of a neatly trimmed 
soccer pitch. He watched 30 
grown men crash together and butt 
heads like the famous rumble of 
the Hoarders and Wasters inhabit¬ 
ing Dante’s Inferno. 

Following one particularly 
harsh exchange, one fellow jogs 
‘merrily to the sideline where the 
frightened boy stood with his 
bemused father. The dirty, sweaty, 
bloody monsieur gleefully spat a 
mouthful of blood and broken teeth 
into a metal pail and, not one to 
miss any action, sprinted back onto 
the field to resume the battle. 

"It’s not really all that bad, a 
lot of that is exaggerated," Rod 
Pauli, B-side Hooker and president 
of the Peoria Rugby Football Club, 
said. 

Pauli stands an average 5-foot- 
10, proving the game, at least on 
this level, is not dominated by 
towering hulksters. 

"I must say, it is physical," he 
said, looking at a swollen and 
bruised right hand. "But, there 
aren’t guys being dragged off after 
every play. There’s not that much 
carnage." 

They say it is the physical play 
that attracts most of the young to 
middle aged Piggies, who range 
from teachers to plumbers to Cat 
engineers and even a junior vice- 
president at CILCO. For guys who 
sit in an office five days a week, 
sports like softball or tennis don’t 
provide enough of an outlet to 
blow off steam, the way rugby 
does. 

The official founding of the 
Peoria Piggies was in 1974, 
although some of the founding 
members stake claims of organized 
rugby dating back two years 
earlier. 

Guys like Don Gurik and 
Randy Moon were playing in other 
clubs in exotic places like Quad 
Cities or Bloomington. Gurik 
recalled the organizing of the Pig¬ 
gies as an informal one. 

"Some of us were commuting 
to these other places, we knew 
each other a nd were playing^ 


against each other. We then real¬ 
ized we all lived in Peoria and 
decided to create our own club." 

The Piggies converged on the 
Bradley quad a few days a week to 
practice and prepare for real 
matches. The first game, an 
intrasquad scrimmage, was played 
in the quad, as the players weaved 
and intermingled among the 
obtrusive trees. The first game 
against a foreign opponent was 
played at the Peoria Stadium a few 
weeks later, and some away games 
followed. 

The games have moved to 
Detweiller Park, off of Route 29, 
and the % Piggies has grown into a 
full-fledged organization, complete 
with officers, dues and local spon¬ 
sorship. Rumors of national spon¬ 
sorship have frequented the U.S. 
rugby clubs in recent years, with a 
New Zealand brewery taking seri¬ 
ous interest in international rugby 
participation. 

Steinlager Brewery, so far, has 
put $250,000 into USARFU 
(United States Association of 
Rugby Football Unions), some of 
that money is going to the Piggies 
fall tournament in Champaign. 
There, the Piggies will compete 
with the other six clubs in the Illi¬ 
nois Union for the Union title. 

The popularity of rugby has 
grown tenfold in the U.S. in the 
last few years. Men who are tired 
of the usual sports find satisfaction 
in the fluidity and physicalness of 
rugby football, not to mention the 
beer orgies that unavoidably take 
place at local taverns following 
matches, win or lose.

The Shockers are coming! Wichita State invades Peoria

They came within one strike of 
playing in the national champion¬ 
ship, have won the Missouri Val¬ 
ley Conference Championship five 
times in the ’80s, and are ranked 
fifth in Baseball America’s Top 25. 

They are Shockers of Wichita 
State and this weekend they bring 
their 38-7 record to Meinen Field 
to play doubleheaders with the 
Braves.

Bradley looks for 
speed and height

During this basketball signing period for high school seniors and 
junior college sophomores, Bradley is scouting for "big guys and 
guards", said assistant basketball coach Marty Gillespie. 

The Brave’s top recruits appear to be Darryl Reid (San Jacinto 
Junior College in Texas), Jason Mitchell (Forest Park Community Col¬ 
lege - St. Louis), Mike Hughes (Central High School — Peoria) and 
Michael James (Lew Wallace High School — Gary, Ind.). 

Hughes, a 6-foot-6 All-American, is ranked among the top 40 high 
school seniors in the nation. 

James, a 6-foot-8 forward, also is a highly touted recruit who is 
receiving attention from many colleges and universities. James attended 
high school in Gary, Ind., but is from Mississippi. His decision will 
come when he decides whether he wants to return home and play for Ole 
Miss or come to Peoria. 

Because of strict NCAA rules regarding recruiting, neither Gillespie 
nor assistant coach Mo McHone were able to comment on any of the 
players Bradley is pursuing. 

"The NCAA rules say we cannot comment on any player other than 
to say yes, we are recruiting him or no, we are not recruiting him," Gil¬ 
lespie said. "We are definitely still recruiting. All I can say is that after 
all is said and done, Bradley will have some good players to announce." 

There are 14 basketball players on scholarship, and Bradley only 
allots enough money for 15 basketball scholarships. The three fall sig- 
nees, Curtis Stuckey (a transfer student from Drake University) and 
everyone from the 1988-89 basketball team (minus Anthony Manuel and 
Paul Wilson who will graduate in May) make up the 14 people who are 
on a scholarship. 

The recruiting period ends May 15. 

Editor’s note - Last week I incorrectly reported that Mitchell 
had already signed with Bradley. Bradley has not received a letter of 
intent signed by Mitchell and his parents. 


Shockers are the best without 
much competition. They have 
scored 514 runs (11.4 per game) 
and average over 12 hits per con¬ 
test. 

As a team, the Shockers lead 
the MVC in doubles (112), triples 
(40), home runs (52) runs batted in 
(443) and stolen bases (137 out of 
155 attempts). 

As far as individuals go, the 
Shockers lead the MVC in all 
categories except for batting aver¬ 
age leader. Catcher Eric Wedge, 
who is on a pace to be the MVC 
Player of the Year, leads the 
league in home runs (14), runs 
batted in (54), and is fourth in bat¬ 
ting average (.407). 


The second big bat of the 
Shockers belongs to the fifth lead¬ 
ing hitter in the MVC, Mike Lans¬ 
ing. Lansing has a .401 average 
and leads the league in hits (71), 
runs scored (61) and stolen bases 
(26). 

However, the Shockers aren’t 
limited to hitting. Their pitching 
staff also leads the MVC and is .7 
runs a game lower than 
Creighton’s 3.51. 

Of the top eight ERA leaders in 
the MVC, half of them are from 
the Shockers and their 1-2 combi¬ 
nation of Pat Cedeno and Greg 
Brummett ranks with the best in 
the nation. 

Brummett has a 9-2 record and 


leads the league in strike outs with 
72 in 72 2/3 innings, while posting 
a 2.97 ERA. He also has two shu¬ 
touts and has completed four of his 
12 starts. 

Cedeno has a 7-1 mark and has 
a 3.07 ERA while striking out 57 
and completing three games in 10 
starts. If you think the Shockers 
don’t have a tough closer, think 
again. Jim Newlin has 10 saves 
(no one else in the MVC has more 
than three) while posting an 
impressive 1.29 ERA. 

Last week, the offense sup¬ 
ported its pitching staff with 73 
runs in six games, which included 
28 runs in a game against Kansas

Some mis¬ 
sions that might have been perfect for 
the Stealth planes are the raid on 
Libya, Israel’s attack on the nuclear 
reactor in Iraq some years ago, attacks 
on various terrorist bases, and an 
attack on the chemical weapons plant in 
Libya. 

The need for either the Stealth 
bomber or some weapon system pf 
similar capability has been a weakness 
on the United States for many years. 
Other than the Bl, the U.S. has no 
new bombers. The Soviets, on the 
other hand, have many. The balance ir. 
military strength can never be main¬ 
tained if the U.S. and the other NATO 
countries don’t keep up with the times. 

Throughout history, military weak¬ 
ness has only led to war.

As the rate of sexually 
transmitted diseases rises, and as 
the scare of AIDS continues and 
teen-age pregnancy persists, col¬ 
leges and universities are taking 
steps to increase student awareness 
and education about birth control 
and sexually transmitted disease 
prevention. 

Four years ago, the state health 
department conducted a survey at 
Bradley University and found 33 
percent of the students had some 
type of STD. 

But Bradley University’s Health 
Center does not provide any type 
of birth control method, such as 
condoms for STD protection. Betty 
Hasselbacher, nursing director at 
the Health Center, said Bradley 
has never provided any birth con¬ 
trol, although they do perform 
pregnancy tests and tests for 
gonorrhea and chlamydia. 

She said the Health Center per¬ 
forms urine tests for pregnancy 
and if that test comes back posi¬ 
tive, they verify it with a blood 
test at the hospital. 

'There was a Planned Parent¬ 
hood facility about 12 years ago 
across from Heitz Hall, but stu¬ 
dents never took advantage of it," 
Hasselbacher said. "If a girl does 
become pregnant, we will help 
with counseling, but by then, stu¬ 
dents usually know what they want 
to do." 

The Health Center is affiliated 
with St. Francis Medical Center in 
Peoria and according to Ray Zar- 
vell, executive director of educa¬ 
tional development, the myth that 
the Health Center does not give 
out birth control or condoms 
because it is affiliated with a 
Catholic hospital is totally false. 

"In fact, there is no relationship 
to our dispensing birth control 
materials and information and the 
fact that we’re affiliated with St. 
Francis," Zarvell said. 

But Sue Ehlers, director of 
ambulatory care at St. Francis, 
said one of the reasons the Health 
Center does not dispense birth con¬ 


trol is because they follow the 
Catholic philosophy. There are 
many factors involved like liability 
and morals, but the Catholic philo¬ 
sophy is one of them," Ehlers 
said. 

The Catholic Church 
discourages its followers from 
using birth control and participat¬ 
ing in premarital sex. 

Zarvell said the Health Center 
advisory committee, which is made 
up of five students and officials, 
have looked at the condom situa¬ 
tion for the past two years and 
have recently decided condoms 
already were accessible to students 
through the two drug stores close 
to campus. 

"Condoms are readily avail¬ 
able; it’s just a question whether 
you have one or not when the heat 
of passion strikes," Zarvell said. 
"We’ve also looked into putting 
condom machines in various places 
around campus, but we question 
what the public perception will be 
and about potential liabilities. 
We’ve decided our role should be* 
educational. Students are going to 
do what they want to do and a 
machine on a wall won’t turn them 
into sex fiends," Zarvell said. 

A junior, who wished to remain 
unidentified, said he sees both 
sides of the condom issue but 
"Maybe distributing condoms will 
encourage more people to have 
sex, but it’s better to have a lot of 
students having safe sex than hav¬ 
ing fewer students having 
dangerous sex." 

Zarvell said,'Til guarantee you 
- and of course there are no 
guarantees in life - that if we 
were five miles away from a drug 
store we’d have condoms on 
campus." 

Bradley sophomore and student 
health advisory committee member 
Lynda Schmitz said she thinks 
Bradley should offer condoms 
either in machines or though the 
Health Center. 

"Yes, I think we should have 
condoms on campus because it 
would instill faith in the student 



body. Students have the attitude 
that the Health Center, as well as 
the administration, are ignoring 
and trying to cover up the fact that 
college students are sexually 
active," she said. 

Junior Mike Spitalli, another 
member of the student health 
advisory board, said because there 
are so many pros and cons to the 
condom issue and because con¬ 
doms are so accessible to students, 
he doesn’t think Bradley needs 
condoms on campus. 

"We still haven’t decided what 
we’re going to do, it’s never been 
an issue before. My personal opin¬ 
ion is that because there are so 
many factors involved just to for¬ 
get about it. It would be nice to 
have them on campus but the solu¬ 
tion to our problem is so close to 
campus, it’s worked out well for 
years," Spitalli said. 

Zarvell said the main purpose 
of the University should be to edu¬ 
cate the students and bring about a 
greater level of awareness about 
both birth control and STD 
prevention. 

"We need to teach facts as well 
as values and decision-making. 
The people at Planned Parenthood 
are cold, hard factual people who 
need to help students make deci¬ 
sions that are correct for them," 
Zarvell said. 'We encourage the 
use of condoms but we need to 
step up educational programming 
to help students understand the 
use, purpose and safety measures 
related to condoms and other birth 
control methods." 

He also said he questions if stu¬ 
dents would get condoms at the 
Health Center, if they were avail¬ 
able, because of the embarrass¬ 
ment, but as one Bradley Univer¬ 
sity sophomore who wished to 
remain unidentified said, "It used 
to be embarrassing to buy them in 
drug stores, but now you’re a 
social outcast if you don’t use 
one." 

Zarvell said Bradley is for¬ 
tunate that condoms are easily

Medical TLC delivered

The nameplate on her door car¬ 
ries her name and title, but under 
that small, red plaque are other 
titles - supervisor, head nurse, 
clinical coordinator, nursing care 
manager, assistant medical direc¬ 
tor, nursing supervisor, ambula¬ 
tory nursing care coordinator. The 
last plaque in the row of titles 
reads "General Flunky." 

'Tm all of those things and a 
lot more," Betty Hasselbacher, 
nursing director at Bradley 
University’s Health Center, said. 
Hasselbacher, 59, has been work¬ 
ing at the Health Center for the 
last 20 years helping students with 
health problems as well as per¬ 
sonal counseling. "I really feel it’s 
hard to grow up in this day and 
age. There is so much peer pres¬ 
sure put upon college students," 
Hasselbacher said. 

Hasselbacher said she sees 
about 100 students a day, but "not 
this year ... Tm talking about nor¬ 
mal years. This year has been 
crazy because of the measles out¬ 


break. " 

Hasselbacher grew up in 
Brimfield, Ill. as the only girl in a 
family of seven children. She 
attended Brimfield High School, 
and in her senior year, decided to 
go into nursing. "My mother was 
taking care of a sick friend and I 
would sit with him at night and my 
mother said to me, ’Betty, why 
don’t you become a nurse?’ At the 
time, I had a scholarship to be a 
teacher, but I switched and started 
nursing school at Bradley," 
Hasselbacher said. 

She attended Bradley University 
for the first year of college and 
then completed her medical school¬ 
ing at the Methodist Hospital 
School of Nursing. For the first 
eight years of her nursing career, 
Hasselbacher worked for an ear, 
nose and throat doctor and then 
moved on to the Bradley Health 
Center. Hasselbacher said the 
Health Center was started around 
1951 by one nurse in an old house 
where the singles dorms are today. 
When more and more students

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Sweet smell of success

What began three months ago 
as a joke has turned into a 
profitable business for young 
entrepreneur Dave Cook, who is 
responsible for the manufacturing 
of "Essence of Peoria." 

Cook and his friend Mike Lut- 
sky were in the dorms one day 
when they opened their window, 
and the ever-so-famous smell of 
Peoria filled the room. "Man that 
stuff stinks," they said, and pro¬ 
ceeded to close the window. 

"Wouldn’t it be funny if you could 
bottle that smell," Lutsky said. 
Well, that is exactly what Cook 
has done. He has taken Peoria’s 
"industrial smell" and bottled an 
authentic re-creation of it. 

"Essence of Peoria " is a natural 
by-product made from strictly 

organic materials. It is a fun, 

novelty item that is not meant for 

use. It is not harmful in any way. 
It is treated with a salt solution to 
prevent the growth of any bacteria 
in the bottle. 

Cook believed that there might 
be a demand for a product like this 
on campus. He went and met with 
a chemist in Olin Hall, who 
worked with Cook and several 


other biofogists in creating a for¬ 
mula that could potentially create 
the exact smell. Through more 
research with his student biologist, 
Stacey Bums, they perfected the 
actual formula. 

After the product was per¬ 
fected, Cook examined bottle sam¬ 
ples from five different bottle com¬ 
panies, and selected a manufac¬ 
turer in Chicago. He then found a 
supplier for the ingredients neces¬ 
sary for the "essence." With the 
help of Bradley’s Art Department 
he created the labels. 

Cook estimates there have been 
25-30 students who have helped 
with the production. Cook said, "I 
am not doing this for the profit, 
but rather for the experience of 
selling to retail organizations." 
Cook is getting the opportunity for 
a great deal of experience between 
his "Essence of Peoria" product, 
and his "Cookies For College" 
business that paid for his college 
tuition this year. Cook is now run¬ 
ning his own business as well. 
"Cook Enterprises" is located in 
the Lovelace small business incu¬ 
bator. 

Cook has put forth much effort 


into the success of this product. 
Between poster designs, the actual 
production and the selling of the 
product, Cook does it all. He had 
the help of Chris Ruckhold in 
coming up “with the slogan, 'The 
Midwest’s Finest Industrial 
Fragrance." 

Cook said he has found that 
Peorians are actually laughing at 
his product. Most sales right now 
are from Peoria consumers. "It is 
not an insult to Peoria, it’s just 
stating a fact. 

"I don’t want to get into all the 
politics involved with the smell, I 
just want to make a joke," Cook 
said. 

"Essence of Peoria" can be 
purchased for $2.95 in the Bradley 
Bookstore, as well as the Fast 
Break.

Although Duryea Hall has been 
erased from the scenery on 
campus, a testimony to the Duryea 
family spirit and creativity may be 
restored to its home in Peoria. 

An 1898 Duryea Peoria Motor 
Trap, fully restored and functional, 
is the car that’s causing some area 
citizens’ heads to turn as they 
"gear-up" to earn money to bring 
this historical car back home. The 
"Bring Home the Duryea Trust," 
co-sponsored by the Peoria Histor¬ 
ical Society and the Peoria 
Regional Museum Society, is 
attempting to raise $125,000 to ^ 
buy the restored car from its 
present owner, car enthusiast L. 
Scott Bailey, owner and founder of 
Automobile Quarterly magazine. 

The trust, in addition to pur¬ 
chasing costs, needs at least 
$40,000 for administrative 
expenses, upkeep and display 


costs. "We want to create a 
mobile display and take it on the 
road to schools, car shows and 
dealerships to help show the his¬ 
torical significance of the Peoria 
automotive industry," Staff Coordi¬ 
nator Danda Beard said. 

The car is a four-passenger, 
tiller-steered, three-wheeled auto¬ 
mobile, with a three cylinder 
engine, toe brake, heel reverse, is 
8 1/2 feet long and weighs 700 
pounds. It is the first car to have a 
modem carburetor, and was to be 
marketed as a delivery truck. 

The only other car of this 
model is at the Henry Ford 
Museum in Greenfield Village, 
Mich., and is neither complete or 
functional. 

The Duryea family has been 
involved with Bradley University 
for almost 100 years. This particu¬ 
lar model car is one of two proto¬ 
types built in 1898 by brothers 
Charles E. and J. Frank Duryea in 


'their bam behind the family home 
‘at 1512 W. Barker, near campus. 

According to Charles Fry, who 
works in special collections at the 
Bradley Library, in 1902, Lydia 
Moss Bradley built for an amazing 
$13,000 what we knew as Duryea 
Hall, and leased it to the Bartho¬ 
lomew Co., an affiliate of the 
Duryea’s. In actuality, the building 
students knew as Duryea Hall was 
only half the complex that was ori¬ 
ginally built. There was an annex 
that fed out onto Fredonia Street 
that has since been tom down. It 
was in this building that the Glide, 
one of the three cars Duryea first 
built, was produced. 

When the Bartholomew Co. 
relocated its production of the 
Glide to Peoria Heights in 1911, 
Lydia Moss Bradley donated the 
empty building to Bradley Univer¬ 
sity. The annexes were renamed 
the North and South Manuel Arts 
Buildings and were remodeled in

available and that "we have a 
Health Center staff who makes 
counseling available and a Well¬ 
ness Center in the making." 

"The real fear is AIDS. If the 
statistics hold true, one student at 
Bradley might be an HIV carrier 
and they can spread the disease if 
they don’t know they have it. This 
matter isn’t condom related, but 
education related," Zarvell said. 

Although Zarvell promotes edu¬ 
cation, Hasselbacher said condoms 
are important for STD prevention. 
"I think we need condoms on 
campus because I think the STD 
issue is more important than the 
birth control issue. I think since 
AIDS have come up, the number 
of STD cases have gone down and 
I think that is due to students being 
responsible," she said. 

In the last few months, Zarvell 
and other health officials took a 
random survey among all classes 
of Bradley University students and 
also among the present freshman 
.class. The survey found 59.3 per- 


cent of upper classmen were not 

sexually active, while 53.5 percent 
of the freshman class said they 
also were not active. 

Among the sophomore, junior 
and senior students, 26.1 percent 
said they were sexually active with 
only one partner and 11.1 percent 
said they have more than one 
partner. Among the freshman 
class, 33.5 percent said they were 
sexually active with one partner 
and 13 percent said they had more 
than one partner. 

The upper class students sur¬ 
veyed, who were sexually active, 
were then asked what form of birth 
control they used. 7.4 percent said 
withdrawal, 3.7 percent said birth 
control pills and 29.6 precent said 
another method other than the pill. 
Among the freshman, 6 percent 
use withdrawal, 16 percent use the 
pill and 21.5 percent said another 
method other than the pill. 

Students were asked if they 
take precautions against STDs and 
22.2 percent of the upper classmen 
surveyed said they were not taking 
precautions if they only had one 
partner, 3.7 percent said they 
always use measures to protect 


1912. 

The Duryea tie to Bradley con¬ 
tinued in 1945 when the University 
decided to rename the building 
Duryea Hall. 'In 1967, the Divi¬ 
sion of Art moved temporarily to 
Duryea Hall and just never left," 
Fry said. 

One would assume that the 
Duryea family’s connection to 
Bradley would have ended when 
they left Peoria. However, the 
Brass Foundry Co., in Peoria, 
which is the same company that 
produced the foot step and the 
engine block in the restored Motor 
Trap, is still in business and will 
be donating a replica of the foot 
step to the University. This foot 
step will be included in the time 
capsule that is to be buried on 
Founder’s Day, 1989, and will be 
dug up Founder’s Day 2097, 
Bradley’s 200th anniversary. 

Beard said he can’t stress 
enough the importance of preserv¬ 


ing this historical piece of Peoria, 
and looks forward to perhaps see¬ 
ing the Duryea family visit Peoria 
to see the car soon. "The Duryea 
family is still very active and gets 
together for a national reunion 
every year. We hope to have the 
car by then and could interest them 
in coming to Peoria. " 

In celebration of the apprecia¬ 
tion of fine automobiles, the trust 
is sponsoring a car auction tomor¬ 
row at 11:30 a.m. at Boatworks, at 
the foot of Main. The auction will 
feature autos from the year 1929 
through the present, and will host 
antique, classic and sports cars. 

An estimated 40 cars will be 
auctioned. Among those offered is 
an ’89 Corvette convertible, a ’68 
Porsche, a series of Triumphs and 
MGs, a ’67 Chevy and a ’57 
Chevy. 

There will be a preview of the

themselves, 11.1 percent said yes, 

but not always and 3.7 percent 
said none at all. Among the fresh¬ 
men students, 25 percent said they 
do not take precautions because 
they only have one partner, 18 
percent said they always use pro¬ 
tection, 6.5 percent said yes, but 
not always and 2.5 percent said 
they were not cautious at all. 

Zarvell said he thinks the high 
number of non-active students at 
Bradley is because Americans in 
general as well as college students 
are starting to go through a "sexu¬ 
ally conservative movement." 

Other colleges and universities 
are also facing the question of 
whether to distribute condoms or 
birth control devices to students. 

Connie Sharp, associate dean of 
students at Knox College in Gales¬ 
burg, said Knox does not have a 
Health Center but does provide a 
health service through a contract 
with 17 local physicians, including 
gynecologists, that students can 
use. 

"If a person wanted to get birth 
control, one could go to Planned 
Parenthood in Galesburg or from 
one of the doctors. The service has 


really worked well with the 

students because everything is 
confidential and they are able to 
choose who they want for their 
own personal physician," Sharp 
said. 

Nancy Bowen, health educator 
at the Illinois State University 
health service in Bloomington, said 
ISU students who have nine semes¬ 
ter hours or more are required to 
pay a $29.95 health service fee 
each semester. 

Bowen said, in addition to the 
ISU Health Service, the university 
also runs a Sexual Education and 
Health Clinic where students can 
obtain birth control pills for $4 a 
cycle, diaphragm kits for $8 and 
condoms, four in a package, for 
free. The clinic also runs tests for 
every form of STD.

began to use the service, it moved 
into the basement of Heitz Hall. 

"One nurse started it all - she 
would have the students line up in 
the hall to wait outside where her 
bedroom was," Hasselbacher said. 

Hasselbacher has been married 
for 38 years to her husband, 
Clifford, who is a Bradley gradu¬ 
ate, and has two children, Tom 
and Susan, who also are Bradley 
graduates. The Hasselbachers had 
another son, Bill, who died from 
leukemia in September of 1986 
and Bradley University gives out a 
memorial scholarship to a graduate 
student in the college of education 
in Bill’s name every year. 

Hasselbacher also has fought 
with cancer and in 1985 underwent 
a mastectomy on her right breast. 

"I went into the hospital com¬ 
plaining of a painful lump in my 
breast and the next thing I knew, I 
woke up and my breast had been 
removed. I wanted to start 
chemotherapy right away because I 
don’t like to wait around, but the 
doctor said I wasn’t healed yet. He 
also said I was a good example for 
all patients to follow — I wanted to 
be a good example, I never shed a 
tear. I don’t know what I’d do if I 
had to sit. If you stop, you get in a 
rut and I want to keep going," 
Hasselbacher said. 

Hasselbacher said she tries to 
use this sense of enthusiasm and 
sensitivity in treating the students 
at Bradley and always tries to reas¬ 
sure her patients. "I think I tend to 
be more sensitive and sometimes 
even overly caring with the stu¬ 
dents. I can cry either when I am 
happy or sad," Hasselbacher said. 
'1 try everyday to reassure people 
that it will be all right and every¬ 
thing will work out no matter how 
bad it gets." 


Hasselbacher’s hero is Chicago 
Bear’s Coach Mike Ditka because 
he is "an excellent speaker - he is 
driven, emotional and caring. I 
really respect that in a person." 

In the future, she would like to 
see the Health Center expanded 
and would like to receive more 
equipment. Hasselbacher said 
college-age students are the "for¬ 
gotten patients" because college 
age is a level in between pediatrics 
and family health care. 

"We need more space. We 
need a bigger waiting room and 
another rest room. We keep out¬ 
growing our space because stu¬ 
dents are really using the facility. 
I’d also like to increase our ser¬ 
vices by getting an automated 
blood machine. That’s my dream: 
to get the equipment so we don’t 
have to send students to the hospi¬ 
tal to get blood work done." 

Hasselbacher also would like to 
see the Health Center start a birth 
control or disease control program 
but said there are so many aspects 
involved in the topic. 'The 
University officials agree that if 
students want to purchase any kind 
of birth or disease control it’s 
available close to campus. Person¬ 
ally, I feel a need for it because of 
what I see everyday. On the aver¬ 


age, we do about two pregnancy 
tests a week but I think in general, 
students tend to be responsible. 
There are no cases of AIDS on 
campus. The students who I visit 
with are taking precautions," 
Hasselbacher said. 

In addition to birth and disease 
control, students are also con¬ 
cerned about their general health, 
Hasselbacher said. 

'1 think students try to take 
care of themselves by exercising 
and eating correctly, but they get 
caught up in their classes and 
social life and then they forget 
about general health care and 
become ill," Hasselbacher said. 
She said the most common ailment 
she treats is upper respiratory 
problems like colds, coughs and 
bronchitis. 

- "I know Pm doing a good job 
because people tell me in subtle) 
ways. The other day I was in the 
Bookstore and a student I know 
was in there shopping and we 
started talking, and at the end of 
the conversation she looked me 
straight in the face and said ’Betty, 
when I grow up I want to be just 
like you.’ She’s already an adult, 
but that gave me such inspiration 
... that’s how I know Tm doing my 
job." 


"We approached getting con¬ 

doms on campus from a disease 
control standpoint. Instead of a 
birth control standpoint, we took 
the STD standpoint because right 
now, three out of every 1000 col¬ 
lege students could be carrying the 
AIDS virus," Bowen said. There 
are many, many hurdles to get 
jumped with this issue. Birth and 
STD prevention methods are 
definitely needed at the college 
level; if people think college stu¬ 
dents aren’t sexually active, they’re 
just kidding themselves. It’s been a 
very long process ... our students 
here at ISU went to the president 
of the university to get condoms 
on campus and that’s a shame 
because the communication 
shouldn’t be from the bottom up 
but from the top down," Bowen 
said.

It’s a 
stupid, childish attitude that must be 
eliminated. 

There is absolutely no reason for the 
continuation of hazing — other than 
complete stubbornness and stupidity. 

The rulers of the IFC’s executive 
board adopted this new policy to pre¬ 
tend they wish to eliminate hazing. It’s 
time they put their policies where their 
mouths are.

Rain causes confusion 
for Braves and Shockers

Controversy. No word 
describes last weekend’s double- 
header against Wichita State any 
better. 

The problems began when the 
first game of a double-header on 
Saturday had to be stopped after 
five innings with the Shocker lead¬ 
ing 5-2 after five innings. 

MVC Associate Commissioner 
Joe Mitch ruled that the game was 
completed according to NCAA 
rules. The confusion started when 
the 1988-89 MVC procedure 
manual was cited as saying "If 
more than three inning are left in 
the game called by rain, the game 
continues the next day where play 
was suspended." 

Mitch reversed the decision on 
Sunday after reading the MVC 
rules and told BU coach Dewey 
Kalmer the game was to be 
resumed from where it was 
suspended on Saturday. 

After further discussion with 
the MVC Championship Events 
Committee, Mitch told Kalmer that 
the game was completed and 
Wichita State won the game. 

The problem seemed to be 
solved until Mitch remembered 
that the committee can make rul¬ 
ings only on matters concerning 
post-season competition. 

The game was completed as the 
fifth-ranked Shockers decided to 
play home run derby and con¬ 
nected for five round-trippers on 


their way to a 14-3 victory. Prob¬ 
able MVC Player of the Year, 
catcher Eric Wedge won the battle 
as he hit two homers while scoring 
four times and driving in four 
more. 

The controversy wasn’t done 
yet as Shocker coach Gene 
Stephenson cited the MVC rule- 
book and noted that if three 
innings or less are left in a game 
called by rain, that game will be 
continued by a double-header. 

Mitch ruled against the Shock¬ 
ers and they played, and won, the 
second game under protest. 
Shocker pitcher Pat Cedeno 
pitched a three-hit shutout over 
seven innings to give the Shockers 
(41-8, 6-4) a 4-0 win and a sweep 
of the double-header. 

Things were much calmer last 
Tuesday when Quincy College 
came to town for a twi-night 
double-header. 

Jake Libby ended a three-game 
losing streak by giving up just tone 
run on five hits while striking out 
four as the Braves beat Quincy 6- 
1 . 

Lyle Martin hit his third home 
run of the year and Kevin Keithley 
went 3-for-3 with three runs batted 
in as he raised his average to .397, 
a team high. 

In the second game, Tony 
Ardis continued his hot hitting as 
he belted two home runs and drove 
in lour runs as the Braves won the
